2. Patna Division. — On the 2nd instant the Burliait mutineers were attacked by Major 
h’lvlish. near Nowada, and several of them killed and wnunde<i. 'I’hc rest succeeded in 
• Hre-tiu" their and lorded the Soane at Urwal on the niijht of the 5th instant., their 

piir:-iti'rs not eoimiu^ip to the spn)t till about ten hours after. Mr. Momw, who was with 
-M.iior I’inglish’s force} had sent a message to Mr. VVakt; to intercept them at the Soane; 
hat .Mr. Wake failed tji^ do this, by crossing tf) the right bank of tlie river, insh'ud of 
nitiiig for the mutineers on the opposite bank. Alter effecting tli<! pa.».«age of the Soane, 
Mi< nnitineers were repojT.p}! to have marched in the direction of Peeroo. 

it. 'I'he Deoghur mutineer.s were last seen crossing the («nmd Trunk Koad at .Motanec, 
ihiity-.-ix miles from Dehree. Mis Bxeelleney the Cointnander-in-ehief saw them pass, 
m:» 1 «'"unted the elephants and horses they had with them. 'I’law were supposed to be 
III ring towards Midieghur, 

I. In the Shnhnbad district the rebel Umiiier Sing was r(‘port(*d to be moving about 
the hills between llhota.s and Kvedioohar, and to he daily strengthening the former place. 

.*». All was (piiet in the districts to the north of the Ganges, though it was reported 
tin t Keethram Sing, the nephew of Kocr Sing, contemplated visiting Sellinpure .shortly, at 
Tlu h' snl of a considcinblc force, and tlicncc to invade the district of Sarnn. 'I'he military 
arrangements on the Sarun frontier were rcpoited by the (.'omniissioner to be efficient. 
'Pile Ghoorka regiment, wbicli, was .stationed at Moleharec, had iulvanee<l, under the 
j.!(!ers of (’oloncl 'i'cmpler, tow^ds Kettiah, whence it would he able to support tlie 
le-.iincnt at Scwaji, in case of need; and Jung llahadoor was stated to have placed 100 
t il;iitional men, from one of his frontier tbnimabs, at the dispo.sal of Mr. Raikes, for 
eiiiployinent at Moteharee. 

0. The Soneporc fair passed off’{|uictly. At firi'it no traders were to be seen on llw/ 
spot ; but, on hearing that Buropean gentlemen had pitched their tents there, they srjon 
fffu-ked in, in considerable numbers, and Mr. .Maclcod succeeded in purchasing .50 hoi'scs 
and .5.5.3 bullocks on behalf of Govemmeot

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• 7. 1'he ( ‘()iiiuiissionc*r, Imviug found reason to believe that the party-feuds prevailina: 
at Patna uiij-ht |)ossihly be jmiductive of disturbances, sutniaoued before him the principal 
parties of the two factions, and infonned them that if the pftree of the town should be 
cndaiucered by their feuds, he sliuuld not hesitate to arrest whole of them, and keep 
them ill custody until the eountr)’ became (juiet. He also «doj)ted the precautionary 
measure of placing the “Jumna” steamer immediately below the Opium godown, and 
landing her men to garrison it, with the assistance of 30 Sikhs dispatched from the jail. 

8. The Supreme Government having sanctioned the proposition of having a small 
body of liiuroiieun mounted police, for employment in the districts of Uehar and Shahabad, 
a foi'ce consisting of 26 Kuropeans and a Commandant has been organizetl for the service, 
and supplied with arms and accouti’cmcnls. .\rrangements have been made for their 
conveyance to Gya, under the charge of Mr. J. Mackenzie, recently appointed Deputy 
Magistrate and Deputy Collector in that district. 

9. The Commissioner of Patna having recommended that the European crew of the 
steamer “Patna” (7 in number; should be discharged, the vessel being ill-adapted fora 
ferr\-boat, was asked if they could not lie, temporarily, employed with advantage on shore, 
and authorized to emplov them in that manner, if it should be considered desirable 
to do so. 

10. The (^immandanl of the llehar Station Guards having .submitted a lepre.sentation 
through the Comniis.iion, that the strength of the corp.s having been con.siderably rtduced, 
from mutiny and de.sertion, it was no longer possible to furnish from it all the guards 
reipiired for the priaeetion of tin- civil jails, hospitals, &e., was authorized to enteitain, 
temporarili , e.\lra Imrkmidauzes for the purpo.-.i , on the nnderstanding that the co.st of 
sueli estahlislnneiit should not exceed the availahle halanee of the authorized eo.st of the 


corps. 

11. Mr. Make, .Magistrate of liehar, and .Mr. Worsley, Deputy Magistrate and 
Deputy (Jolleefur at Nowadali, were vested with the powers of a ( 'onnni.'sioner under 
section 7 of Act Xl\' of |s,"»7. 

12. 'riiirteeii persons were tried under Act X\ i of 1S.)7 in llie distiiet of Uehar, 
during (he month of October last, of wboni one was hanged, eleven were sentenced to 
fourteen years’ iinprisonnu'iit, and one aeiptilted. Nine persons were tried under the same 
Act in Shaliahad; of whom one was hanged, four sentenced to eight years’ imprisminient, 
two to imprisonment liir .si'veii \ears, and two released. And .si.vtecn persons were tried 
in the Sanin distiiet. of whom one was sentenced to eight years’ imjirisoameiit, (wo for 
seven years, one for five jears, live for I’our years, mie tor three years, one for two, and live 
released. 


13. The (’ominissioner of Patna was authorized to purchase foijy:^j^)onics, i-equired 
for the mountain-train guns jdaeed at his dispo.sd liy Sir J. Outrain. 

11. itfidiiyulpnir Dir/.Mini tiiid the PrrtjiinAalis. — Nolhir^ particular oieurrcd 

in the dislriets of the libmigulpoiv division during the week under report; but much 
.scarcity jiri’vaik’d in some of (hem, especially in the districts of Mfltighyr, on account of the 
failure ol the rain croji, and this has given rise to numerous fcl^j-jys. 

1"). Nine persons were tried in tlie district of Bhaugiilpore (luring the month of 
Oefober, under Act X\'l of IH.*)/, of whom six were hanged, one transported for life, one 
for fourtei'ii years, and one for seven years. 

16. A letter was reeti\ed, frinn the Military Department, coninuinicntuig the eoncur- 
renee of the (Jovernor-Geiieral in (’ouneil, in the view oxprc.ssed by the Lieutenant- 
Governor, that tliia-e ajipeared to be no one entitled to receive the balance of the reward 
that was offered by Mr. Yule for the apprehension of tlie murdeaTs of Sir Norman I.a?slic. 


17. Ihijshainjc — 'flic only incident in the Rajshahye Division, which requires 

to he particularly uotic(Hl, is the conduet of a sepoy, of the 73rd Regiment Native 
Infiiiitry, at .lelpigoric, who loaded liis musket when on sentry duty, and called out 
that he would shoot the jemadar or any European otficcr he might meet. Upon being 
sei/i'd, and his musket taken away from him, the man ran and jumped into the 
ri\(‘r, hut was afterwards secured, tried by court-marti^, and sentenced to transportation 
for life. 


IS. With the view of countorueling any evil influence which the men of the regiment, 
^who were e.xpeeted to return from furiough. might exercise upon their comrades, Colonel 
Sherer, it has been reported, has commenced enlisting a number of Goorkhas for the 73rd 
Nfttive Infantry. 

19, The Commissioner submitted a copy of the remarks of the Sessions Judge of 
Ruugporc oil the case of Srenath Doss, Dorogah of the Sudder Thannah of that district, 
who was tried under Act XIY of 1857, and acquitted, and who has been since reinstate<l 
iy lris post.* , 
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20. In reply comniunicationK received from him rugurding the sale of Bulphur in 
the districts of llajslmhye and Malclali, the Comniissioncr was referred to the NotiHcntion 
of this Government, dated the October, published in the “(’alcutta Gazette,” of the 
28th idem, for the conditions on which sulphur might be stored and sold. 

Burdwan Division . — Nothing that culls for remark occurred in the districts of the 
Burdwan Division. 

22. In the Beerbhoom district one ju rson was tried uudtT Act X\'I of 18.'>7, during 
the month of October, and sentenced to five yeius’ imprisonment ; and another was tried 
under Act XVII of 1857, and hanged. A report, ivicivcd from the C'onnnissioner, on tiio 
latter case, was forwarded to the Ciovernment of India in the Home Department. 

23. The Magistrate of Howrah, having been cal Iwl upon to report on a petition 
purporting to be fitmi the Hindoo residents at ^liinkaru, in Thanna)) Kujpore, accusing 
certain Mahometan inhabitants of the same place of seditious practice's and corK*8|)ondt!ncc, 
stated that the real cause of the petition was a long-standing litigious spite betwtrn the 
petty Hindoo lan<lholdcr.s and some of ihe Mahometans eomplaincd against, and that he 
had warned the parties concerned to be inoiv careful in tlu'ir conduct for the future, and 
had reijuired two of tlieni’to enter into suitable recognisances for their good behaviour. 

24. The present Magistrate of Midnapore was furnislu'd with a copy of a h ller from 
Mr. Lushington, hi.s predecessor in office, together with its iiudosurcs, having refer»>nee to 
a charge now under inqnirv, brought hy one Ranulecn Tew airy, and Slodoo Randy, 
Jemadar ol the Kotwallec tliaiinah, against the Sulmdar of the SheUuwaltee battalion. 

25. Nuddea Dirisimi . — The CotinuisMoner of tiu? Niiddea Division submitted a 
translation of an anonymous llengalee letter, ivci'ived l)y dak. by one 'rarucknatb lUo, a 
/emindar in the llarasct district, calling on him and other /.einindars to ludd in i\‘adin('.ss a 
supply of jirovisions for H,()00 to 10,000 sepoys coming down to take jiossession of Ikngal. 
This letter was forwarded to the Suprenn* (lovemment. 

20. .A jictitiou was receivc'd from one Azecmoodd»;en Mnndle, of Sullankalee, stating 
that he had employed two nioolalis for (he purpose of praying to (iod for the success of 
the British anus, and that he had been assured in a dream that the British rule in India 
would last for ever. 


27. Dacca Dlflsion . — 'Fhe districts of the Dacca Division eonlinued imdi-tnrhed 


throughout the week, and the detimhinent of the 7'h’d Kegiinent Native Infanliy, i|U<it't.(Ted 
in tile city of Dacca, were orderly and w'ell-hchuvt>d. 


2H. An intimation w'.'is received from (he Commissioner that the Magistrate of Dacca 


has Completed his urrungemeuts for dispatching a guard boat, with a suitable escort, to take 
charge of the arms and ammunition re«|nired tor tln’ Dacca Volunteer <'or|>s. 

20. A conjmiunieation wjis received from the (ioverninent of India in the lloim^ 
Department, fiirwawling for disimsal a translation of a letter published in the “ Bha‘'l<nr ” 
newspaper, regarding the state of atl'airs in Myniensing, * 'J'he letter did not appear to 
the hie.utenant-Govcnior to bo worthv of attention.

ChitUujomj Division .' — The districts of the Chittagong Division wi'ie as ipiiet 


31. For the purpose of securing a proper supervision of the recruits, raised Itw the 
local corps in this division, the C.'onmiis.Moner uutliori/.ed the tempomry appt>intmen( of 
Dutradurs in the proportion of one to every twenty recruits, on a salary of k or 9 rupees 
each, and this was approved of hy the I.ieutenant-( Governor. 

32. Cuttack Division and the Trilmtnri/ Alrlials . — In the (nittaek Division (he puhliu 
peace of the three districts and of the trijnilury Mclials remained unbroken during the 
week under report, and the only cause of .m-viety felt wa.H in respect to the state of affairs 
in Sumhnippre. 

33. The apprehensions which hud been entertained hy the .Vhjlmrljlimige Il.'ijali, 
of the occurrence ot disturbances at Bammighotty, were ascertained to have no lonnda- 
tion. 


34. An application wa.s received from Kajnh Gudadhnr Narain Blninj, of Killah 
Kinjorc, in Zillah Cuttack, for a^iassport, for a retinue with which he proposed, to proceed 
to Coshiporc in Puruleu, for the purpose of celebrating his marriage with a relative 
of the zemindar, of Pachete. 'I'lie Lieutenant-Governor did not comply with his reijuest, 
and the Government of India vrere informed accordingly. 

35. Chota Nagpore Division . — In the Chota Nagj>ore Division, the state ol' affairs, m 
the Sumbulpore district, was reported to be unsettled, and the Commissioner of ( 'uHack 
mentioned that men in large numbers were said to be collecting again for the avowed 
purpose of setting up one of their leaders op the raj ; so many as 1 ,400 men were 4 «aid to 
have assemble^ at Kninda, a village of Oodunt Saiec’s. 
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.36. r.ituitcnunt Stanton alt»o i'ciH>i’te(l that in the neighbourhood of Palatnow the C olcs 
had coininonced plundering. 

37. Tlic khclat, intei^ed for the Rajah of Serai Killah, has been kept back, pending 
tlie receipt of u further communication from the Senior Assistant Commissioner of 
' Singhliooni, who reported, in a letter dated the 20th ultimo, that the ix’prcsentations 
hetbre submitted, regarding the Rajah’s having successfully detained the mutineers at 
Cljycbassa, and of his ability and readiness to prevent the plunder of the treasure, wciv 
based on incorrect information, the Rajah having done little or nothing, and the greater 
pui tion of the treasure having been lost. 

.3S. Eiglitcen persons were tried under Act XVI of 1857, in October last, in the 
llazareebaugh district, of whom Iwo wc«e sentenced to be hanged, five transported for 
life, eight itnjmsoned for fourteen years, one for ten year.s, one for eight years, and one for 
seven years. Seven persons were also tried in the same district under Act XVII of 1857, of 
whom lour were hanged, and three imprisoned for fourteen years. ^ 

39. Assam Division. — 'I'lie Chairman of the Assam Company having represented that 
tin; sepoys at Deroghur and other stations still continued to evince a turbulent disposi- 
tion, and that some of the hill tribes were reported to have threatened a descent upon the 
plains, tlie Commissioner of Assam was requested to report whether there was any founda- 
tion for the apprehensions which the C'ompany seemed to entertain. He has mentioned in 
his w'cekly report, dated the 7th instant, that he is aware of nothing likely to interfere w'ith 
the continuance of peace in that province. 

•K). The Sarun Rajah having stated that he was able to swear to the .‘signature of 
Mnneenm), and was prepared to do so if called upon, an intimation to that eflcct was 
made to Colonel .Jenkins. 

41. In sHfudioning a bill for 344 rupees, 1.3 annus, and 10 pice, on aeeount of the 
military poliee in llp|)cr Assam, whieh now mnnhers seventy-nne men, Colonel Jenkins 
was asked to subinil a proposed statement in the usual form, specifying distinctly its 
ultimate numericJtl stretigth and co.st, in order that the same might l)e stibmltted for 
llic formal sanction of the Supreme (jovernuient. 

12. 'I'he l.icutennnt-Covernor has sanctioned an e.\|)enditurc of not more than 300 
rnpee.s for a >»cw barrack at Cherru Roonjec, for tlic accommodation of the Muncepore 
recruits at (b.'it station. 

43. Arraron Dirision, Cachar, and Darjeeliny . — The districts of the province of 
i\rraean were fpiiet and orderly during the week, and in Cachar and Dar)ecling the public 
jn‘acc remained undisturbed. 

41. (icncral Subjects. — Captain Rattray having asked for 0,018 rupees, 15 annas, 10 
pice, for paying the men of his corps for the months of August and September, the Collector 
ol Ik'har was re(|ueste(l to send him 10,000 rupee.? if he could, and the Collector of 
Rurdwan to have an (‘(pial sum ready, that it may be sent up in case Mr. Money should 
be unable to make arrangements for dkspatching the remittance from Gytu 

45. A copy of a eertitieate submitted bv ('aptain Rattray relative to Subadar Hydiat 
All, ol’the eoi'ps under his eoniniand, reeommeiulcd to the Supreme Covernment for the 
rank of •• Subadar Hahadoor,” and the first-class of the Order of Merit, was forwarded to 
the .Military Department. 

•16. 'riic Senior Assistant Commissioner of Singbhunm having solicited instructions 
regarding the disposal of the Sikh volunteers at present employed in that district, and 
iveommeiided that the Cuinmander-in-chief should be moved to create, from among them, 
as many comnussioned and non-commi.ssioncd otfirers ns their numerical strength entitled 
them to, an e.\ tract irom his letter was fonvarded to the Military Department, together 
witli a request that, the men in question might not be removed from the districts of 
Hengal. 

•17. 'I'be Lieutenant -(u»vcrnor aceorded his sanction to the employment of 100 petns 
at -I riipe('s each, and 5 dulladars at 5 rupees each, for the purpose of assisting 
Mr. Maeleod, l)e|>u(y Collector of Sarun, in the collection of carriages for the public 
ser\ ire. with an injunction that earc should he taken to»prevent oppression and abuse of 
authority on the jrart of the peons to he thus employed. 

4s.* A U tter having been received from the Ckiminissioner of Patna stating that both 
Mr. Maeleod and Mr. Dampier urged the impossibility of providing the quantity of carriage 
V'(|viire(l, witbont compulsion, the Commissioner was directed to impress on the subordi- 
iiitfos the desirabiliry of avoiding any recourse to forcible measures, and to warn them 
that nothing short of absolute necessity should ever induce them to resort to such an 
I'.vtrgiue. 

49. In reply to the inquiry which was made regarding the oppressive measures 
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alleged to have been adopted in the Nuddea and Baroset districts in the procuring of curts, 
the Commissioner of Patna reported that the Magistrate had fined the Collector’s Nazir 
(who will moreover, prol)ably. be dismissed), 50 nipees. and punished his baxce and the 
ppons who were guilty of the oppression complained of in Nuddea ; and that in the Bnrnset 
district the only cases of oppression were those in which two iinpostoi's were concerned, 
one at Nyehattec and the other at Kuddumgatchee, who, professing to be employed by 
the police, were seizing men and carts for tlie purpose of extoitiug money, and one of 
whom is now under trial, and the other under investigation by the Magistrate. 

50. The Superintendent of Darjeeling has infonne<l tlie Sub- Assistant Commissary- 
General at Dtnapore that he has advanced 200 rupee# to the Sikhiin R(\jah’s Vakeel, 
which will entitle him to the first choice of his ponies on behalf of Government, if roquimi, 
for the conveyance of stores after the European troops ; the advance being wholly refunded 
if no ponies are required. 


51. 1 he Coininissioner of Nagpore having profiVrad his nssislnncc in the supply of 
grain when needed, the otfieers noted in the margin * have been requested to state it' it 
could he advantag<'Ously availed of in any of their districts. 

52. A report iveeived from Mr. Ward, on a complaint mad** by the Commissariat 
«)tficer with Colonel Fischer’s brigade, regarding tlu* iuade({iiate supply of grain on the 
Grand Trunk Hoad, was forwarded to the Military Department. 

5,'3. Mr. Ward having expressed, a desire to Iw iflioved of the duties of the c)niee of 
Supcrintcudent of C!arriuge, &c., on account of ill-health, Mr. E. .lackson was a]>poiiiU’(l 
to succeed him in that post. 

.')4. In r<-ply to an imjuiry fioin the Accountant to the Governinent of lieiignl whelh<‘r 
three lacs of lupet.'s, which wclv much required at Gya. could he sent np to Shcrght»lf v 
by the hullock-train, the Government of India, in the Military Department, intimated that 
they could not consent to the delay of forty men for sucli a purpose. 

55. I’he following troo|is passed up the Grand Trunk lload, by bullock -train, during 
the month of October, viz. : —

'J’lu! greatest siitisfuctioii apiK-ars to have been expressed by the oHie«’rs, generally, 
with the arrangements made for the accommodation of the troops, tljc supply ol' 
provisions, &c. 

5fi, 'J'he Government of India, hi the Foreign Depurtmenl. having desired to he 
furnished, for tlie information of the Court of Directors, with correct intelligence respecting 
the Europeans who had been, or might be, killed or wounded by the mutineers or rebels, 
a return of such fuformatioii, as was forthcoming on the subject, was suhmilled. and eori-e- 
.spondhig information called for frqui the local authorities subordinate to this Government. 

57. The Lieutenanb-jGovernor sanctioned the charge, incurred for the passage of tin* 
children of Mi’, Puglie, Sub-Deputy Opium Agent at Cdiuprah, wlio were sent away, from 
Dinapore to Calcutta, in accordance with the orders of the (jovernnieiit of indiu in the 
Home Department of' 4th September last. 

58. An intimation received from Supreme (/uverunicnt that some ditlicuity having 
been experienced in getting a suitable building at llaneegunge for the telegraph ofliee, the 
Deputy Superintendent of the electric telegraph liad been directed to establish it temjio- 
rarilv in a tent near the railway tcrmiima, was communicated to the ( 'oimnts.siouer of 
Burdwan. 


59. A copy of a letter from the Government of India, in the Public Works Depart- 
ment, directing that the necessary orders should he issued for [niHing down the sepoys’ 
huts at Raneeguoge, and erecting mat-huts in their place, for acconmiodating a regiment 
of European troops, vras forwarded to the Chief Engineer, for his guidance. 

60. An intimation received from the Government of India, in the Home Dejmrtment, 
sectioning the grant of batta, at the rate of 3 rupees per diem, to the Commander ami 
mate of the gun-boat “ J!umna,” and to all officers similarly situated, was communicated 
to the Superintendent of Marine. 

61. Copies of .letters from the Commissioners of Patna and Rajshahyc, explaining the 
causes of certain differences in the pay of the extra police forces entert^ned at Nowadah 
and Jelpi^ree, were forwarded to the Supreme Government, the information having 
been asked fat by that Government before sanctioning the charges incurred. 

62. A letter was reedved from the Financial Department, communicating, instructions 

* The Commi«>6ioiierf of Burdwan, Cua«ck» and Chola Nnjfpore. .. . • 
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regarding the payment of the salaries of officers and establishments whose employment, in 
the Civil Department, had ceased in consequence of the mutinies. 

63. A return was furnished to the Government of India, in the Home Depmtment, 
of arms sold in Calcutta and Monghyr during the months of May, .June, and July last* 
in reply to a refpiisition on the subject. 

6‘1, R(*j)orts were received from the officers named in the margin,* stating the extent 
to which the provisions of sections 18 to 22, of Act XXVI II of IK.'j?, might be enforced 
in the districts subordinate to their control. The Governor-Generars Agent intheNorth- 
C’ast Frontier, and the Su|)erintendent of Cachar, considered it unnecessary to enforce 
any of the provisions of the Act in'tho districts of the Assam Province and in Cachar. 

65. The Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned a reward of 100 rupees, to be granted to the 
military guard furnished by the Nawab Naxim, to escort seventy horses selected for the 
Yeomanry Cavalry, from .\ioorshedHbad to Soory. 

06. The Rev. Mr. Neible hawing given up his chapel for the imeommodation of the 
officer quartered with the European .soldiers at Darjecding, and the furniture of the 
<;hapel being removed into the Assembly Rooms, and subsequently destroyed along with 
those rooru.s by 6rc, tluf Licutenant-fiovei'nor uuthori/ed the value of the furniture (110 
rupees) to be made good to him. 

67. Nawab Syud Sufdar Ally Khan Rahadoor, of Moorshedabad, having offered to

Memorandum on Elephant Carriage for Mountain-Train Howitzers, or Guns. 

HAVING, on several occasions, lately gone through the jirocess of removing a 
12-pounder mountain-train howitzer on to its cmdle on the back of an elephant, and 
taking it down again, I have arrived at the conclusion that, without having elephants set 
apart for this purpose and regularly drilled to it, tlu? ripcrntion is attcmlcd with great 
difficulty, and would almost certainly fail on service. 

The smallest mofemenj; of the animal, whilst the gun is being hauled up the slide- 
liars, renders the operation dangerous; and if the anininl gets up liefore the gUn is lashed 
to its cradle, it must fall off, and the carriage, in all probability, bo broken.^ Were 
elephants available for the exclusive use of the battery, they would, doubtless, in time; 
become used to Europeans wmrking around them, and be steady enough ; but even then 
1 litQch que^On any elephant remaining steadily kneeling down under fire whilst the gnn 
was tdeen off his back, knowing, as I do, how timid an animal an elephant is ; and 
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it Appears to me that an elephant becoming unmanageable at such a time might entail 
serious consequences. 

I'hc fact that although elephants have been, and are, used to draw heavy guns and 
howit/ers, they are invariably, as I believe, dianged for bullock-draught before going into 
action, would seem to show that the steadiness of the elephant under fire is not to he 
depended on. 

As legnrds the aiimiunition boxes there is no difficulty in loading them on the cradles, 
now that the latter have been altered for the reception of the old pattern boxes, and any 
baggie elephant will answer for them. The same objection as to the unsteadiness of the 
animal under fire, of course, applies, though with less force, inasmuch as it is a far simpler 
matter to take off or put on an ammunition box, than a gun mounted on its carriage. 

If there is any likelihood of the mountain-train howitzers being taken out of the 
Bankiporc (?ntrenchrncnt, 1 should recommend that two ponies per gun should be pur- 
chased. Cabnl yahoos woukl bo the best ; there are shafts to the howitzers, and two ponies, 
harnessed tlm one in front of the other, would take the gun anywhere. The harness required 
would he very little', merely a collar and harness, traces of rope, a pad and a common 
bridle, the ponies to be led in hand and not ridden. 

The urninunition boxes might be earned on tjlcphants, on bullocks, on carts, or by 
beard’s, two of whom would carry a box slung on a bamboo.

I II.WE the honour to report tlmt, with the excej)tion of the tract along which the 
mutineers arc j>assing, all is quiet in this division. 

2. The Deoghur mutincci's, after advancing as fur as Wazurgunge, in the direction 
of Gya, suddenly turned to the north, entered Thannah Atta Serai in Zillah Patna, and 
thence moved rapidly to the west, crossed the Trunk Road to the south of Jehanabad, and 
the Soane at Mahutulluporc, near Urwul. Tbencc*thcy have proceeded by the nei^- 
bourhood of Puroo, by Roopsngur and Dhnnsolee, towards the Karummassa. They give 
out that their de.Htination is Rewah, but it is quite possible they may^t across the Ganges, 
in order to join the Goruckpore district. There was a report forwarded by Mr. Littledale, 
from Arrah two days ago, that they were then about to make for Soonkee Ghat, near 
Shapore, and 1 dispatched the Jumna ” steamer in conset^uenoe to intercept them, but 
it is needless to say it proved groundless. This body of mutmeers was piloted across the 
country by Goodhar Sing, who bad formerly acted as guide to the 5th Inegular Cavalry in 
their iwss^ through Behar. £fo took them, generaUy apealdag, by vfilam patlu, acrosa 
the field8,.carefully avoiding all roads, as he was under the impression Mr. Wake, 



who liad posted himself At Narreegtmge^ under the idea that the mutaneers would orhss 
thcre» hsd guns with him. Near Urwol he gratified his malice ogaiosi Mr. Sedsno^ W 
bmnmg down the only two bun^ows (hat, 1 believe, belonged to that gentleiiMm, which 
bad escaped him on former occanons. Ndther in the Catrac or the Shahabad dictrkit 
thb peojMe show any inclination to join the rebels ; their presence, however, necessarily 
excited much alerm. There was a considerable panic iu the town of Buxar on the »l^t 
of the 29th, and numerous villages, along the rebels' line of mardi, were plundered. 1 need 
not say that our prestige has su&red severely by the escape of this handful of men firmn 
a country which was at the time nearly encircled by our troops, and in which we had three 
moveable bodies of troq[M, under Wjor English, Captun Rattray, and Lieutenant 
Robertson. Major English halted at Sherghotty, I believe for some instructions from the 
Commandcr-in-chief, and remained a day at Gya. He then moved on tt> Jelmnabad, on 
the Trunk Hoad to l\itra, but reached it two days after the rebels bad passed. Captain 
Rattray was stationed at Dehree, Lieutenant Robertson and Mr. Wake at Narreegungc. 
Hie latter hearing of the arrival of the rebels at Urwul, but supposidg that they had been 
joined by the Ourhait detachment, and were too strang for their small (k^tarhinent, sent 
to Captain Rattray for assistance. That officer accordingly joined Mr. Wake, but, as the 
rebels had got twenty-six miles’ start, it was considered useless to pursue them. It is evi- 
dent, however, that if they lia4 moved to Roopsagur, fourteen miles from NaiTcegunge, 
they would, iu all probability, have cut oft’ tlie rebels from their line of retreat, as ttic 
latter did not reach Roopsagur for two days afterwards. 

3. There has been no second inroad into the C'huprah district, nor have 1, as yet, 
wsceived any detailed account of the first, although 1 wrote for it some time ago. 'I’lic 
Goorkhas (one regiment) reached Sarun about a week ago, and their arrival, with the pre- 
parations for the reception and march of the Naval Brigade, cmiti'd considerahic alarm 
amongst the rebels, who fell back' from Burlmlgungc, andhnw since remained quiel. Rulturnm 
Sing. Kooer Sing's nephew, however, it is still .said, is to visit Sclimpoi'e immediately, at the 
head of a considerable force, and thence to inroad the Clmprah district at Myrwah. 'I'lic 
Naval Brigade must have reached Sewan yesterday. 'Fhc (’olU^etov ol’ Saruu has nwide 
excellent arrangements for their C'oinmissariat, and ])ia)ecc«ls imnu'diately to Sewan, to 
oiganiKU a rnandiing establishment for the .small force now assetrdiled tlu're. 1 have been 
obliged to withdraw 50 Sikhs from Clmprah un<l Sewan, to garrison Buxar, biit if the 
arrangements 1 shall presently propose, for garrisoning that place, are apjfl'oved, 1 will 
send them back again, and there will thtm be one full company of Sikhs at Sewan. 

4. 1 instructed Mr. Raikes, at Mootely^reo, ,to send the (loorkbii regiment in his 
district to Goviiulgiinge, or Bcttiah, whence it might cither support tbe Sewan Regiment, 
or protect his own position^ as might be necessary. Mr. Rjiikcs sent me, by wtty*of reply, 
a protest from sevcm indigo planters, against denuding their district, of troops. A copy of 
my reply to those gentlemen is sent under u separate covetr. In Ibrwuvding Ibis I again 
drow' Mr. Raikes’ attention to my' former order, but on culling on him to know in what 
way he had carried out my order, and where the xxsgiincnt was liKVited, he informs me, to 
my great annoyance, and without any apology or explanation, that the regiment is still 
stationed at Mootcharee, with small detachments at Bagha and Scgowlee. 1 have called 
on him for an explanation of his conduct, which, if unsatisfactory, 1 must refer to the 
Lieutenant-Governor, and have, in the mexintimc, warned him strongly aKuinst permitting 
himself to neglect or delay obedience to ony order of Colonel 'rompicr, froxn whom all 
orders for the movement of troops will in future emanate. 

5. By a letter, received yesterday evening, from the Resideid at Nepal, with whom 1 
had been in communication on the state of the frontier and tin* defence of ('hninpurun, I 
learn that Jung Bahadoor has placed 100 Nepalese soldiers, from one of his frontier 
thannahs. at the disposal of Mr. Raikes, for employment at Mootcharee, so that the station 
at that place will now be sufficiently protected, whether tiie Guorkha regiment leaves the 
district or not. By looking at tbe map, however, you will sec that there is no occasion 
for troops at lifooteharee. Bcttiah, where there is only a small body of troops available, 
is abviously the best point to ooenpy. 

6. Colonel Tein)Ner, Captain Morgan, and Lieutenant Bnrlton joined the force at 
Sewan some days ago. 1 have proposed to Colonel Tcmpler that a force shouhl be raised 
of picked men from the Hutwa and otha* States in that neighbourhood, similar to 
Mr. Catania’s bwkundaase levy at Benares, for frontier and outpost duty, and he 
approves of tihe plan, and is now makmg inquiries regarding tbe in<m who are to compose 
it. Colonel Ro^roft informs me that I can have 300 carbines and 60 rounds of ammu- 
nition for carbines from the Dinapore magazine, and, if 1 can ^ a fow pood men to oeqa^ 
mand the le^, 1 have no doubt we may raise an effideht body, who will be useful here- 
after an nadraavy pdfioe. Mr. C. Reilly, fhc Deputy Magistrate, who has just joined at 

* C 2 .• • • 
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CIruprali, may have the couitnand for the preseat uuder Mr. Da Costa, the Sadder Ameen, 
of Arral),who displayed great gallantry in the defence of the Arrah house, and volunteers for 
the service; He has, 1 believe, scarcely any civil duties at present. Mr. Mangles is also 
anxious to go, but 1 do not think his health will permit of it. 

7. One hundred men of two Naval Hrigadcs, under Lieutenant Kadcliffe, Ro^l 
Artillery, arc expected hourly. 1 have received no instructions regarding them. The 
military authorities at Dinuporc were under the impression that they were to garrison 
Bankipore ami the Opium Godown, but they have received no orders for either. Captain 
Sotheby writes me they fornj a portion of his brigade, and has mjucsted me to order them 
to Sew'an, which 1 have accordingly done. The force at Sewan will thus consist, very shortly, 
of 240 European sailors, 2 marines, with four guns, 500 Goorkhas, and 100 Sikhs, with 
500 more Goorkhas as a reserve within-twenty miles. 

8. 'I hc rebel force in Goruckporc is very differently estimated by different {>eople. 

The Mughowlec Rajah, who is ^ cry hard pressed by the Na/iin, writes me that his 

force consists of 17,000anicn, and fourteen guns, and, if armed |)cons aiid guns of native 
miinufacture be taken into account, I dare say this is not fur from the mark. There 
appears to be from 4,000 to (5,000 men in the neighbourhood of Burhal .Jungle, and there 
are considcrnhle eanips at Goruckjjorc, Perowna, and another place, the name of which 
1 at this moment forget, besides a chain of posts along the position, and armed bands in 
attendance tm the Rajahs and Tehseldars who have joined liim. The number of sepoys, 
however, 1 believe to be small. Ilatharn Sing wius said to have brought over 400, and I 
have heard of very few more having joined the Nazim from Oude. As far as I can judge, 
the force now in Sarun, if well handled, has nothing to fear from any of the troops the 
Nu/ini can bring against it. 

{). 'J'he “.luniuu, ” after her unsuccessful e.vpedition to Soonkce, proceeded to secure the 
mo\itl) of the Gogra. Tlie (‘apiaiii found, aller a careful l)oat-.survc*y, that the dce|)est 
channel had only .3 feet 0 inehes, and understood from tlie pilots that the river was falling; 
it was, therefore, impossible to make the Gogra. The “Jumna ” is veiy leaky, and in such 
a state altogether that Lieutenant Batt consi<lers a lew broadsides would shake her to 
pieees. LicuUauuit Butt, with his men and guns, had better, I think, be placed in gar- 
rison at Ituxar Fort, wiiieb ought nut to be left in the hands oven of the Sikhs, in the 
noighhoui hood, us it is, of a large sepoy population, tmd the “ Jumna ” herself sent down 
to (.'alcutta, t^herc she can he usefully employed, while the river is low, in the ordinary 
duties of a river steamer. I have sent the “Jumna” for the present to act as a guard- 
ship at Sone|)or(j, where Ihe natives were afr<ud to go for want of protection, and where a 
great many gentlemen have gone to purchasclmrsos and bullocks. 

lO. il'he “ Pallia” arrived at Diiiapore a few days ago, and 1 have inspected her; with 
her guns on board she draw.s about 4 feet 2 inches. She is ill adapted for a I'erry-boat, 
draws too much water, and steers very badly.. However, I will put her on the ferry 
between Deigiiu and llajeeporc, and see how she answere. At present 1 have sent her to 
W'uleli the mouth of the Gogra, but, now that the river is low', there is not much fear of 
buals of rebels passing down. Her guns and ammunition bud better be landed here, and 
her European crew disehurged. 'I'hey are seven in iiuniher, are paid very high, and the 
Captain infurius me are quite useless for river work.

I IIA\ E the honor to report that all is (piiet in the di.stricts to the jiorth of the 
Ganges. 'Lhe first ])ortinn of the. Naval Brigade, UJtder Ce.ptuin Sotheby, reached Sowiiii 
some days ago. The .second portion, under Lioutetianl Radelillt*, was to leave C’hiij>rah 
for the same plac«! yesterday. * 

The Soiiepore fair has passed ofl’ quietly. .\t first, no traders ware to he seen, hut 
on hearing that European gentlemcm Inul pileln^d their tents there, they flocked in, in 
considerable numbci-s, and Mr. Maclcod purchased .5t) hor.ses and 0.5.'{ bullocks on behalf 
of Government. 

I received a report from Jehanuhad this morning, that the detachment of the .‘)2iid 
had b<’en attacked by Major English, near Nowadah, on the 2nd, and a good many of 
them killed and wounded, 'I'hey do not appear, however, to have been dispi-rwid, as they 
inarched into Wallaty, with a good deal of plunder along with them, burned the village, 
and then proceeded to the westward, ercs.sing the 'i'nink Road at Kokra, a few milt s to 
the south of .Tchanahad. They will probably cro.ss the Soane above Urwid. Mr. Money, 
who is with Major English s force, had sent on a messenger to Mr. Wake, \\ bo will, 1 hope, 
be able to stop the rebels, till Major English can come up with them again, It is at any 
rate satisfactory to know that they have not passed un.scathctl, and that the leism-cly 
march of the former detachments through the division has been e.xcliangtd on this occasion 
for a headlong flight. This cannot but produce a good effect. 

Yesterday Moulvie Ahmud-oollali, one of the Waliubees imprisoned bv Mr. 'raylei', 
called on me, and told me he had heard that Velayut Ali Khan and his j)ar(y intended to 
get up a disturbance now that Moulah Buksh was remove d, in order to prove that his 
presence was necessary to the peace of Patna. Sub.se(jucntly I beard the sanu; story from 
the second principal Sudder Amcen, and other parties, all of whom, however, 1 know to 
be enemies of Velayut Ali Khan. From the inquiries 1 have made from jicoplc uncon- 
nected with the contending factions here, there would seem to be sonic rlunger either, as 
reported, that Velayut Ali Khun and his set should get up a disturbance for the sake of 
vindicating tlie policy they induced Mr. Tayler to pursue, or that fhc opposite parly sb.ould 
themselves excite a riot, with a vic^ of turning the tables on Velayut .Mi Khan. I have, 
therefore, sent for the principal parties of the two factions, and informed tbcm that if I 
find the peace of the town endan^red by their feuds, 1^ sliall not hesitate to aircst t he 
whole of them and detain them in custody until the country i.s (juiet. I doubt, uiyscdf, 
if any disturbance has been seriously contemplated. It is probable that the contending 
parties merely wished to cast the suspicion of such intentions on their opponents ; hut J 
We thought it/ight to take every precaution against the possibility of such an event. J 
have placed the '‘Jumna” steamer immediately below the godown, and landed her igen 
to garrison the godown. 1 have also sent thirty Sikhs from the jail to the godown. 

I have directed the Magistrate to go down to the godown every evening and slffcp there^ 
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for the purpose of being better able to look after the patrols that are hero. The police 
have also been warned to be on the alert, and they and the princi|)al people of the 
Muhullahs have both been warned that they will be held strictly responsible for any breach 
of the peace. T have little doubt that tliese measures will prevent any disturbance, by 
showing those who are inclined to excite them that we have anticipated their plans, afWl 
arc prepared for them. 

1 sbnd, under' a separate cover, sonie letters connected with the state of Goruck* 
pore, which have been sent me by Mr. Cooke, an indigo planter, whose factories are 
situated in that district.

The Magistrate of Gya to the Secretary to the Government of Bengal. 

Sir, ^ Gya, October 2\, 1857. 

HIE district is, Jis it has been for the last two months, much unsettled. I will not, 
liowev(!p, dwt-ll upon this, except to repeat, once nmre, tlmt nothing can restore Older and 
confidence, but th(^ sc'nding here 200 Sikh.s, or Madras sepoys, and a couple of Joint 
Magistrates. My work at present is more than any man can do. I would again beg 
of the Govcrnnu'iit to inform me whether there is a probability of my getting such 
assist aiK^e ; and if so, when. 

Major haiglish does not expect to remain here more than a very short time. 
Some of the Sikhs, Iclil. here by Captain Rattray, arc getting healthy and fit fin* work ; but 
as Captain Rattray wish*!.s them to be sent to him, wf; run the risk of being very shortly 
weaker than we have yet been. As there is now no enemy near the Dchrcc Ghaut, and as 
that ghuiit is bettei' ])rotected tlian ever, by the large numbens of European troops daily 
passing over the Soane, th(' Government may perhaps consider, ere long, that the Sikhs 
are more rctpiircd here. 

I have detained at Gya the oO Nujeeb.s sent from Ratna to Nowadali. I culled them 
In when the mutincci's a{)proached that part of the country. They escorted in 235 
(>risoner.s. My jail now ikilds above tiOO men. It would be madness to entrust the safe- 
guard of these to burkundauxes, and therefoi'e 1 have begged the (/ommissioner to allow 
me for the prc.sent to keep these Nujeebs, although I have no faith in them whatever. I 
look ufM)n these Nujeebs us a very dangerous clement in all these provinces ; nineteen in 
twenty are Oude men, and, more than that, the Oude Rebels are approaching Bengal by 
('hupnih. I iM'lieve, as a general rule, we should be safer without Nujeebs than with. 

Major English came in yesterday evening; Mr. Davies, Deputy Magistrate at 
Sherghotty, sent him, the day before, my tclegmphic message to you, ending “ the Govern- 
ment will lose fourteen elephants, and the di.striet will be ruined.” He at once ordered the 
troops to be got ready for marching, and came in hcR*. The mutineers w’erc last night at 
Munceara, north of IJtrec, and left this morning going nortli. They will make for Urwul 
or attempt to cross the Ganges. I fciw Major English, now, will have no chance of seeing 
anything of them, and Dehree is so far from Urwul that I doubt Captain Rattray getting 
up in time, even if he attempted it. 

I hear, on good authority, that there ai’e eight good-sized guns in the Tihanec fort, 
which are generally concealed, and only brought out when danger is near. As probably, 
owing to the vicinity of the mutineers, these guns wdll now be mounted, I have Ix^ged 
Mr. llollings to go to-day to the fort, under the plea of trying to settle amicably a quarrel 
between the Ranees, about twelve lacs left by Woodenarain, and ascertain the truth. TTie 
Maharanee, Hetnaroin’s wife, is also said to have some Cashmerians in the Svt, manufactur- 
ing a large brass gun. Mr. Hollings, will, if possible, also sec to this. He went at 3 o’dodi 
this morning. I cannot speak too h^hly of this gentleman’s public zeal and courage. He 
is always willi^ to do anything for the benefit of the Government, whether that be within 
the ciwie of his own immediate duties or not.

The Magigtrate of Gya to the Seeretari/ to the Government qf Benynl. 

Sir, ^ Gga, October 29, 4857. 

MY last weekly report mentioned that Mr. Hollings was going to visit tike Tibanee 
fort, under the plea of inducing the widows of Woodenarain Sing, to settle, with a woman 
esHed the Begum Sapife, a disputed claim to money left by the kte Baboo. • 

Mr. Hollings kindly consented to visit the fort on the 2lHt instant. He started at 
3 o’clock in the morning with the Government pleader, tt native gentleman of whose 
abiU^and loyalty I have a high opinion. • 

The result of his ^nsit was, that he saw two large brass guns, ouiti* serviceable, and of 
the calibre of either 6*ponndcrs or 9-pounders. He also saw ncnly-inadc cinbrnsurc.s for 
seven other guns, which guns he had reason to believe were concealed in a hut pointed 
out to him. There was an evident uttcm])t to prevent his seeing even us much as he «li<l 
see. One gun was being removed, and the other hidden under matting. 

It was merely the supposed approach of the mutinous sepoys of the 32nd, wbioh hud 
brought any of these guns out of their hiding-places. It wjw upon this <‘alculutiun that I 
sent Mr. Hollings at that particular time, \\lmt he observed, agrees exactly with my 
previous information. There arc eight large guns, and one larger yet, called the “Futteh 
Wusrut.” 

Mr. Hollings had no excuse for penctmting into that part of tlu> fort ocoiipi(‘d by 
Maharanee Tudanject Koer, and for ascertaining the truth of the story. 1 had heard that 
a large brass gun was being manufactured thcix'. 

I have no doubt, however, that a gun is either being made or being cleaned : 
the hire of some Cashmerians,* skilled in gun-making, and their being employed upon a 
large gun, are fact.s, 1 consider, well established, at lea.st as well as anything can lx* by 
native evidence. 

These gun.s, should, I think, be in the hands of the Government ; they may, at any 
time fall into those of mutineers, and their existence is u constant danger to tfhis station. 
If they were in the hands of the most loyal subjects, they would still, I think, ufl'ord 
grounds for just apprehension ; hut I have strong doubts with retercnce to the loyalty of 
the Maharanee. 

I have reported all this to the Commissioner, but he docs iml think we arc at present 
strong enough heit; to act with a high hand in the matt(‘r. Since meeting last week the thr< c 
mutinous companies of the .32nd have gone through the district. Major Knglish started in 

S ursuit when they had got to Jehanabad, and they cros^ed the Soane the day he arrived .»t 
ehanabad. The second batch was at Kurruck<ieah two days ago : of the troo|)s that were 
to follow them, I have heard nothing. 

If these mutineers are only 200 or 2.50, st) as to render pursuit with gun.s unneceN.sary 
on the part of Major English, and if Captain llattray is ordered to ke(>p himself in commu- 
nication with Major English, and to act as directed by him, 1 have no doubt thc.s(‘ rascals 
will be ihtercepted and cut up. 

The district is in the state 1 have described more than once, (.'rime is on the 
increase. The zemindars have no authority in some of their villages, anil I unticipulc 
serious deficiencies in the next quarter’s revenue. 

I have begged of you to let me at least know how much or how little ushistance I may 
expect. If the Government have not troop.s at their disposal, I only ask to be informed 
of the real prospects of tliis district in that re.spect, both pre.sent and future. Tliis 
knowledge would affect many an order I might have to give. It niusf affect the amount 
of extra police 1 entertain. I am willing to ^ my best with little or no aid, if necessary ; 
but I should find the task easier if I knew exactly what I had to depeu<l upon. 

I am still without a Joint Magistrate •, two would not clear off the arri'arh in two 
months. Mr. Bailey, I understand, is to come from AUporc, and Mr. Davey, as Deputy 
libg^tratp from Raaeegunge. I bare already five gcutlcmen here with Assistiint’s powers, 
and if 1 had a dozen more, could find no want for them. If the (.Government does not 
send men here with full powers, arrears will accumulate to a great extent. I have no 
time for important questions, so much is taken up by the daily niutiuc of detail ; no 
.man in a responsible situation, like mine, should feel him.self unable to bring to the considc- 
ration of matters of consequence, a mind unhamyKTcd hy multifarious little duties, whi<;h 
tax its energies and destroy its el^idty.

Minvie by the Lifutenani-dorirnor of Bengal. 

SIN(!IC the date of my Minute im the projmsilion of Mr. Solano, I have been inquiring 
toi‘ the means of .strengthening Ibo polie(* of the llehar Province, and especially of the two 
/illahs of IJtduir and Shahabud, which have sufrere<l so imieh from the outbreak of Kocr 
Sing and his followers, and from the depredations of the mutineers of the .'itii Tri’egular 
(la^alry and the 82nd Native Infantry. 

I find that 1 can obtain the service', of a very competent Kuropeau Superintendent of 
Local Police, and tlirough him of twenty to twenty-five reasoirably steady Europeans, 
nccustome(l in some degree to tln' use of arms, on a pay of 100 rupees a month for two of 
a superior class, to serve in a grade similar to that of non-commissioned officers, and 
(iO rupees for the re.st. Some of these men are said to have horsi's, and 1 should propose 
to give a small horse-a^wanee to such as brought horses, and in this way. or otherwise, 
eventually to mount them all. 

A body like this, placed at the di.sposal of the Magistrate of Gya or Shahabad, could 
hardly fail to be of service in repressing di.sorder, arresting armed plunderej-s and other 
violent criminals, and even in as.si>,ting military operations when needed, against some 
parties of mutineers such us have recently devastated many parts of these; districts. And 
ultimately, wlnui ])eaee and good order shall be rcstore<l, the best of tho.se Em^njeans might 
be selected to fill those .subordinate situations in the Mofussil ])oIiec, which it is now clear 
nmst luM'eafter be much more stipplied from European sources than heretofore. 

I would therefore submit tbi.s paper to the Governor-General in Council in continua- 
tion of the Minute of the 20th instant, with my solicitation that 1 may he permitted to 
entertain an European police of the strength and at the expense above stated. 

Should this be granted, 1 would ask further, that I should be permitted to send them 
by rail to Runeegunge, aiul mairh them thence to Gya uj) the Trunk Road, assisting them 
with a few jiauls hy way of tents, and with a limited amount of carriage for the pauls and 
other actual necessaries. 

I w'ould sisk, ai.so, that they be armed with carbines and side-arms, at the expense of 
(Jovernmeiit. 

I should further wish to try whether a lM>dy of mounted native police could not be 
rai.s('(l in the llchnr dislriets. first for local service, and hereafter to be transferred to any 
part of the countiT where then* services may be needful. 

For this, howevo*, the services of a competent country officer would be indis- 
peiisahlc, and he shoidd, if possible, be an officer “accustomed to Irregulai* Cavalry. 
If the Goa ernor-General should approve this pai’t of my scheme, and be able to 
[dace at my disposal an officer fit to undertake it, I should be glad to see it begun at an 
early date.

IN forwarding to you the accompanying copy of a Minute of this dale, by the Laeutc- 
nant-Gh>vernor of Bengal, in whieh it is proposed to raise a small force of Europeans and a 
body of native mounted police, for the purpose of strengthening the police of the Zillahs, 
Behar and Allahabad, 1 am directed to state a circumstance mentioned in u private letter, 
from the Commissioner of the division, which .illustrates the necessity of some such 
measure being resorted to in sup]iurt of the authority of the ofliiers of CJovernmcut, and 
the restomtion of our prestige in that district. 

2. In the Behar district arc large estates held by a family, at tla* lu'ud of whieh, at 
present, is* the widow of the late \Voodcnaruin Sing, wIjo died whili* the iiuitineers of the 
5th Irregular Cavalry were threatening the fort ol' 'rikliai ie, in whieh he residi'd. 'riiese 
mutineers were Imuglit off this land l)y the ])ayuH‘nt of a large sum of tuoiiey, and since 
their departure Afloat exertions Imvc been made to strengthen tlu* fort ifieat ions, additional 
guns having hecn mounted. 

3. Recently, it was desired to raise money in the district for the opium advawM's, and 
this rich Ranee was applied to for an advance of two lacs of rupees of rt'veuue by way of a 
loan to Government. This loan .she at once and decidedly refused to make, and look the 
opportunity to reproach the authorities by saying that, if Governmi'Ul, bail proteetcti her 
as they ought to have done, she would not have had to j)ay tlie large smii <he did to the 
mutineers. 

4. Considering the juesent almost avowed inability of the Government l«» i)rol.eel its 
subjects ill the interior of the Behar district, it is undesiralde to interfere with those 
who have the means and are only endeavouring to protect ihemselva*s. Yet. on la'ai'ing of 
the extensive preparations this .same Ranee was making, in adding to (he I'ortifieations of 
Tikharie, the Magistrate considered it would be advisalde to iutt'rt’ere, and projtosed to 
demand the ilelivery of the guns. This the (knumissioner has been obliged to prohibit, 
from a consciousness of inability to enforce the demand, and this /.cmindur is eonsequently 

I iermitted to pursue her own course without the officers in tli 4 ‘ |)islriet daring to oppose 
ter. #

IN rraly to ^our letter dated the 27th instant, I am directed to state that the 
Govemor*General in Council entirely approves of the proposal of the Lieutenant-Governor 
to raise a body of European mounted police, under a competent SuiierinUaident, for service 
in the districts of Shahabad and Behar. 

2. The pay of the Superintendent is not mentioned. The men arc to be paid two at 
the rate of 100 rupees, and the rest at the rate of 60 rupees a-month, with a small horse 
allowance to those who provide their own horses. They may also be armed with carbines 
and side-arms at the expense of the Government. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor can direct these men to proceed to Gya in any way tliat 
may appear to his Honor most expedient. It may be of advantage to send them from 
Rtte^unfP by some route paraUer*to the Grand Trunk Road, rather than by that road 
itself. 


4. The raising of a body of Irregular Horse has already been sanctioned in my letter 
of this date.

Since iny last communication nothing of any importance has occurred ; hut the 
police, though they have now a'lnrge addition to their force, do not appndiond any of the 
offenders in the late disturbances, and, on my approach, the villages in which they reside 
are invariably deserted. 

No cases of aggravated plunder have lat<;ly been reported. 

Ummer Sing is dailystrengtheningRhotas, and, doubt lc.s.s, provisioning it ; and should, 
as is njpoured, Kocr Sing’s defeated forces return to the district, it will doubtless become 
a formidable and strongly garrisoned fortress. 

The taking of the place now would, doubtless, be only ellceted with serious loss to 
the small force which could be spared fur such service; ; but 1 should strongly rccoinincnd 
its being done if [jossihle, before it becomes a refuge for large numbers of rebels. 

The place should be completely dismantled.

I HAVE just received your telegram of yesterday; 1 imagine it refers to a tele- 
graphic m(‘ssagc sent by Captain Smyth to General Mansfield. Captain Smyth showed 
me that message before he sent it ; 1 do not believe he at all intended to complain of the 
iiiformation supplied by me. I understood him to mean that it was impossible to get any 
information of the intended movements of the mutineers. That was impossible ; I had 
two men on different occasions in their camp, but nothing could be elicited as to their real 
intentions. Whenever they stated them, it proved to be with a view ^to mislead. On 
turning to the westward from Islumporc, they gave out they were going* to the Kachmun 
Ghaut, and I thereupon wn)te to the Commissioner that I fell certain they meant to go to 
Urwul. So careful were they to give no clue to their intentions even for a nigHt, that 
when evening approached they used <o send four or live elephants with a dozen men to 
in*cpare russud ibr them at a particular village, while they wont to another three or four 
miles off*. My information, at first, was not good. They were in a wild part of the country. 
An eye-witness deelan'd he had seen them at Dangra. I telegraphed this to you, and 
afterwards felegraj)hed that the news was fal.se. Major lilnglish was then at Sherghotty. 
VV'^hen he nr'rived hc're, the mutineci’s had left VVuzeergunge that morning. From that 
moment my information was excellent. I had a number of men posted out in the direc- 
tion of t he mutineers’ inarch, and the llnnec of Muhrudporc sent me information of their 
movements by means of sowars at least six times between Kunjeen and Tslampore. As to 
their going in one direction one day, and the contrary another, that is perfectly’ coirect, as 
the accompanying sketch will show. Having no carts, and fourteen elephants and some 
tattoos, they kept on no road. English troo])s with guns will never catch .sepoys Hying 
for their lives under such circumstances. 

I believe ihc only chance was at the Soane: had there been a strong force of Sikhs to 
head them there. Major English would, I have no doubt, have caught them. As it was, 
they crossed when he was two miles behind at Jehanabad.

I HAVE the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, of tlm l.'Stli inirtant, 
requiring me to report whether twp prisoners convicted of mutiny, <'an iro subjected to 
labour and irons under tlie sentence of a court-mai’tial, xvliich is silent on those points. 

2. With regal’d to fetters, you will observe, in the Circular Order of the Ni/.ainut 
Adawlut of tho 27th January, 1844, that the question Iftis been derided by the Govern- 
ment of India. The imposition of fetters in these cases, is left to the discretion of the 
Magistrate. 

3. But, as respects the labour, I am of opinion that the terms of the sentence do not 
warrant its imposition. It was passed, I presume, under the second section of the Arti<!le.s 
of War, enacted in Act XIX, 1847, which pcriiuts imprisonment with or without labour, and 
we must conclude that labour was not intended where no mention was made tl»er('c*f. It 
has been ruled,* by the Sudder Court, that labour can form \)art of the punishment only, 
wdien included in the sentence. 

4. I observe, however, thaCthe wanunt sets forth the sentence, as passed b\ a native 
district court-martial, whereas under the 78th Article- it would seem that the. power of such 
a court does not extend to imprisonment for irmre than one year, and unless then^ be some 
clerical eiTor in the warrant, the sentence w'ould, on this account, appear to In* illegal.

THAT your Ijordship’s poor petitioners, with due submission, beg to represent the 
following intelligence for your Ixirdship’s infonnation, with a hope of your Lordship's due 
investigation of it. 

That Moulvio Kanmmth Ally, of .launpoi'c, is one of the chief mutineers in the 
North-Western Provinces, whose number of intimate friends, Rokeebuddee, Boshuruddee, 
Moueeruddcc, and sevenil others situating at Mankara, of Rajapore Thannab, who always 
bear correspondence with the said Moulvie Karamuth Ally regarding the mutiny, which is 
now against the British Government, who also, every day, forwarding news from Calcutta 
regarding the condition and forces of the British, and every day and night parties 
assembling before them, from different regions, to proceed to the North-Western J^ovinoes 
to join with the rebels, and, it has been told, that they are contemplating to march against 
Calcutta in the Mohurrum Festival ; besides all these, the said rebels of Mankara injor- 
ing to your Lordship’s jictitioners, by committing piracy of. their properties, proms, 
among them, that within wyear theMahomedansarc to be succeeded to the British Empire 
in India. 
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Your Lordship’s petitioners to state, thot since the British obtained possess’ 
sions over India, the Hindoo inhabitants are in such a happy state, that the^ could not 
express hoiw much their joy, and hence they are all day and night praying to the Great 
Being, that as long as the world will exist, the British may be a sole Emperors through all 
pa^ of it 

Unless your Lordship take proper measures to remove the apprehetuion of your 
Lordship’s petitioners, or they find no safety to 1)e relieved from thlrsaid wicked 
persons. Tnis occurrence the inhabitants are afraid to cxpiess before any one, or the 
police officers, lest they do not take this case into proper consideration, or else your 
Lordship’s petitioners will be reckoned by them as their sole enemies, and may be tenni-

He ascertained who were the parties really concerned, and bound them down to upiHiar 
before me. This they have done, and by me they were sigaiu sent to pro<lucc their proofs 
before the Overseer, and then sent on to the police. 

2. The whole matter has thu.s been well sifted, and four separate iiMjiiirics have 
been held.

2. The person at whose instance the petition is made, remains behind the scen^. 

.3. The ^al petitioners are one Poraur Biswas, whose name does not even appear, 
and the man iiindabun Chatterjea. 

I. 'rhe real cause of the petition is, in my opinion, litigation, of several years’ standing, 
between these fellows and Hikabaddi (one of the men complained against), who, as well as 
Bindabnn, has, in consequence of tliis litigation, been imprisoned, as the records of this 
Court show. 

5. T had the house; of the " dc'fendant ” soai-chcd ; and certain letters were found, 
signed with the name of Moulvie Keramiitb Ally. I have not even taken any further 
stops to ascertain wlielb(;r these letters arc genuine. Keramutb, Ally is .said to be at 
.Jaunporc* the letters are very mildly seditious, “ merely giving the vabmble information 
tbal miinb(!rs of sepoys im' going to cfb:ct certain wondc'rful achievements, &c., &c.’’ 

G, I’urUier, the parties conqilained against are petty landholders, in a petty Mofussil 
village. They may, 1 think, lie safely let alone, especially us the [letitioncrs themselves, 
when brought hefon; me, re])udiate(l all the heavier thargos in the petition, such as 
seditious usseinhliug, &c. &e. 

7. II is Honor is, no doubt, aware that, since the present disturbance became rife in 
th(' country, one of the favourite weapons of litigation is, a charge of disaffection, or of 
seditious luuguuge, or seditious corrc-spondencc, or seditious assembling, and so on. 

8. In the present instance, I believe that the “ dcfciulunts ” may have used remarks 
more or loss imjiroper, and that tlicse may have been gladly seized on, as a basis for getting up 
this petition to the Govcrnor-Cicncral, which, no doubt, docs not originate in “ patriotism,’*^ 
and whose subject-matter most certainly will not result in the threatened overthrow of 
fjiovernmcnt, nor abandonment of Mankara by the faithful Hindoos. 

0. 1 attach no weight to the allegations of the petition, arising, as I believe they do, 
Old of long-standing lltigiou.-; spite between tin* petty Hindoo landholders and the petty 
Mus.sulman lnndliol(ler.s of tlu; village of JSfankara. 

10. I have “warned and discharged” the defendant Rikubaddi, and have, for the 
preset, detained the petitioner Bindabuu, and the man by w'hom all this trouble has 
reall^icen given, Poraur Biswas, on suitable recognizances. 

II. If the Lieutenant-CJovernor thinks it desirahle that iiKpiiry should he pushed 
further, 1 am, of course, ready to promptly carry out his Honor’s orders ; hut his Honor 
will, perhaps, kindly favor me with a .short reply, in accordance with which I will either 
prosecute or close the ease.

At the siege of Mooitan in 184642, he ' 
showed^ great seal and tact in discovoing and eapturing Ootnrao Sing, an emissary of 
Mooh^, ivho had been tampering with the troops, and who was afterwards transportc^d 
for life. When Hydiet AIU captured Oomrao Sing, thi.s emissary lind got into a temple, 
with some twelve armed followers, and Hydiet AIH was given twenty men of the 8tb Regi- 
ment Native Infantry, and twenty-five Sikhs by Mr Edwards, the Deputy Commisstoner, 
Hydiet AIU charged down with a subdivision of his party, and seized Oomrao Sing, 
patting his followers to flight. It apfiears the officer then commanding the Rth Kegimont 
Native Infautry, Lieutenant-Coloiivl O Farquharson was shortly nfler obliged to go to the 
hills lor Ms hoidfby and, by some accident, this gallant act of Hydiet AIU was not properly 
brought to the notice of army head-quarters, or, m all prub.ibiliiy, the Order of Merit 
would have been conferred on the subudor at that time. 

When the three native regiments, the 7th, 8th, ami 40th, mutinied at Diniipore on 
the 25th July, 1857, he was very vealuus iii the cause of Government, and made himself very 
usefot and active in many W'ays to his commanding officer, Captain Rattray, oommatidirig 
the Bengal Police Sikh Battalion, and to the Commissioner of Patna, Mr, W. Taylor, 
Hydiet AIU was transferred to the Bengal Police Battalion when Captain Rattray received 
orders from Government to nuse this legimeiit at Niintolln and Dahore, the beginning tX 
1856, and Captain Rattray promoted him to Subadiir, and made him native Ai^Utmt, 
Captain Rattray can sfieak of his seal, and the great pains the subadar took in assisting to 
raise mid drill the i^ment. Daring the months of Mav, .lime, and July, 1857, tmoji 
Patna and the disMct around was in a very disturbed and cxctted state, the sutmduFs tpll 
and loj'alty to the State was very conspicuous, and Mr. Taylor, the Commissioner of Patna, 
and his commanding oflirer, Captain Rattray, have testified to the same , and duriiq; those 
three oSonlhs more especially the wubndar came owr from Ibinkipore, Patna, to Oinaporc, 
to have conference with me, and to visit the lines of Ips mgunent, and, at my refjuest, to 
make careful observations of all gding on about th<> lines, and as far us he could, iii those 
also of the 7th and 40th Native Infantry, and by his useful information, and from a few 
others in the 8th Regiment, I was able to shape mv conduct and arrangements, and it 
greatly assisted me in holding the 8th Regiment Native Infantry steadily to their duties, 
without any symptoms of mutiny, through the very living and anxious months of May, 
June, and July, when so many regiments in different |)arts of India were mutinying and 
rourderiitf their officers ; for bad the tliree native regiments revolted the end ol^ May or 
earW iti June, the mischief would have been much tnoie wuious and injurious to the 
GcfntfhmrUt. Hydiet AIU had good reasons for knowing tljat the men of the 7th Native 
bcM out serious threats against him, for so often coiniief over into the lines of 
tliciih Native Infeititry, and 1 had often to ui^ him to lepvc I)inap.ire fcM* Ins seven mU^S* 
journey to Bankipore, 'Palna, before the evening set in dark, for fear of any attempt on hti 
1^ bt4 .thft aub^r’s gfdlantry and «eal made him care little about it. 

I wuinder Subadar Hydi^ AIU highly deserving of any leward and distinction the 
GovMiunent may deem' it proper to award him.

the sake of the }inblu’ good , and in the case of these dosses, who caopot be insurrec* 
tionary in the present instance, but, on tiie contrar}', are always tlie olyccto of murderotts 
attack by rebels and mutineers, and who maj alwajs be easily distuiguishfd from any 
(tlher classes it appears in no w'ay nccessar)' for thg public good to impose upon them 
(whatever mav be the ueces.sity in the case of otlicrs) any of the grievances bdonging to 
the laws in question, but, on tfic contrary, it would rather seem fiar the boiefit m peaoe 
and good order, and (he prevention or repression of outtage nad. rcheUum, tipm 
classes, capable of any such easy distinctioxi* should he always exempted from any Idmoiner 
,ness or (grievance in carrying arms, and cat^ ^ o om r aged so todo tihad 
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For these reasons I am directed to suhtnit the intention of the Lieutenant-Governor, 
in case he should have occasion to pnt in force, in any district pr ^duce, the provisions of 
Sections 1 to (5, inclusive, of the Act in question, invariably, under the power mvt*n him 
by Section 6, to except ** European British subjects, and persons commonly Known ns 
But Indians, or Eurasians, and Europetm foreigners,** unless he shall l)e otherwise 
instructesd by the Governor-General in Council. 

Undoubtedly, I am directed to add, there may be other persons and classes whom it 
will be pro|>er to exempt from the operation of the stations in question, such ns zemindars 
like the Rajahs of Bettia, Hutwa, Surockhcla, Ramghur, and Rajah Jye Mongul Sing, 
and the incumbent of Sasserara, Shah Kubeerudeen, and also their it‘tnincrs and ibilowers, 
and many other such loyal and well-disposed persons of various dcgrw's, who have in 
different d^rts of the country vied with our own countrymen in courage and good faith, 
and in exertions for the support of the Government. Some of these will obviously conic 
to come to mind in case the sections should be extended to their parts of the country, and 
others will be suggested by the local authorities, to whom the Lieutenant-Governor projioses 
to make a referoncie for that purpose. 

In order to prevent any vexation or difficulty arising out of that section which veipiircs 
persons not having other reasonable proof “of exemption, i.o produce a ctcrtificalo of 
exemption from a magistrate or other authorized offict'i*,’’ the Lieutenant-Governor proposes 
tb supply the local officiM' with printed forms of such ccrliHcatcs, and to direct them to 
furnish one, free of all cost, and without awaiting application for it, to every exemjited 
person not of the class of European British subject, or European foreigner, or Eurasian ; 
these classes will not need eortificates, their apjiearaiure being always “ misonable proof.’* 

Submitting, then, these observations upon the Law, and the iniinucr of enforcing it, 
the Lieutenant-fiovernor will await the directions of the Governor-General in C'ouncil, and 
he prepared to act as he may be instructed.

I AM directed to nciknowledge the receipt of your letter dated the 2.‘lr(l ullinm, in 
which the TJinitenant-Governor of Bc'iigal submits his views its to the mode in wliicli Act 
No. XX V'llI, of 1 W57 (the Arms .\et ’’) shall be carried out. 

2. His Honor proposes n( once to bring into force ibe las( tliirty sections of the Act, 
Sections 7 to 20 inclusive, 'I'o tliis 1 am desired to say Ibcrc is, for tin* most part, 
no objection. Sections 7 to II, inclusive, have already In-cn j>ut in force, under tlic 
instructions conveyed in my letter, dated the 20tli ultimo. 

3. His Honor proposes certain conditions on which, under Section fi, license's to 
manufacture and deal in arms and ammunition, including riercussioa-caps, art* to be 
granted, and he intends to constitute the Commis.sioner of Ikdice licensing officer under 
that section for the town of Calcutta. The conditions arc, jK'rhaps, more minute than is 
necessary, and arc framed, amiarently, more for conservancy purposes than with any view 
to the objects of the Act. By one of the conditions, the sale of any atniiiunilion afti'r 
sunset, unless the dealing takes place in the dark, is ]>rocticulIy proliihited ; a [irecuntioii 
which does not appear to the Governor-General in Council to he rt'ijuired. Moreover, it 
is the opinion of his Lordship in Council that licenses for the manufacture of pirrcussiun- 
ca|rs and gunpowder should not be granted, except by the Government. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor proposes, uniier Section I .*), to prohibit any unlicensed 
person from transporting arms, ammunition, military stores, and sulphur, in any direction, 
except on behalf of Government, and from transporting saltiictre, except towards Calcutta ; 
and his Honor also proposes that the officers who give I renscs under Section 8 shall 
also be the officers to give licenses under Section 15. To this there is no objection. 

5. B^ore extending the provision of Section 26 to the Lower Provinces, f am 
directed to request that the Lieutenant-Governor will nunu; a day, after which bis Honor 
proposes that the possession of cannon shall become unlawful. There are places near to 
which it will be desirable to have the means of enforcing this section at once. 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor asks instructions as to the way in which bis Lordship in 
CoancU desires to give effect to the opening sections of tiic Act, Sections 1 to 6 inclusive. 
His Honor considers that these sections should lie enforced onl)^ at particular times and 
places, and upon special cause, such as the occurrence or expectation of insurrection. In 
this view the Governor-General in Council agrees. It will be better that these 'clauses 
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should not he hiought into permanent operation : and, if tliey are put in force in times of 
c'liiri'genev, only sueli exceptions can tlicn be made as the nature of the crisis may suggest. 
I>ut J.ordsliip in (-ouneil docs not iliink it advisfddc that any IjOcuI Government should 
hu down that any class, even European British subjects, invariably be exempted.

IN continuation of tlic notification under date Uie 9tli instant, published in the 
"Calcutta Gazcftc” f)flho lOlh idem, it is h(?rehy further notified, that sections 2 to 25, 
and sections 27 to .'}(» of Act XXN'III of 18.57, arc extended from this date to all places 
widiin the jurisdiction of the Eicntenant-Clovernor of Bengal. 

Eieenses to manufacture or deal in arms and ammunition will be granted in Calcutta 
by the Commissioner of I’olicc, and elsewhere, by the district Magistrate. 

The same ollieers will also give licenses under section 1.7 for the transport of arms, 
ammunition, military stores, sulphur, and saltpetre. 

licenses In manufacture j)crcusslon caps will be granted under the special order of the 
I /icutenant-Governor only. 

Licenses to import arms, ammunition, sulphur, and sall|)t;tre, will also be granted by 
tlic Lieulcnant-Goveruor, hut arms and ammunition in reasonable quantities for private 
use, and not foi* sale, may he passed by the ('olicctor of Customs without ju'evious refer* 
cnee to Government, 

The licenses for the manufacture or sale t)f arms and amnuinilion will he subject to no 
other conditions than thos(; (ircscribed in section i) of the Act. 

The transport in any dircctiori, by a»iy person not aeliiig in behalf ol Government, of 
arms, ummuttition, military stores, and sulphur, and the transporl by any such person of 
salfpetn', except towards Caleutta, will not be permitted without a license, in which must 
he specified tin; route and destination of the arms or other articles protected by the 
licenses. 

Any per.son having in his po.ssossion more than one mauml of sulphur at any one 
time, or whose dealings in sulphur, or use of (hat article for the purposes of his busiuc.ss 
exceed lim maumls in the mouth, must give notice, if in C’alcutta, to the Commissioner of 
Boliee, and if out of Calcutta, to the Magi.strafe of the district; who may gruut him a 
license to retain in store such (puintity as may l»e necessary, ou condition that none be 
removed, from the place in which it is stored, without his pcrmi.ssiou in writing, mid that 
the whole of sucli ipiaulity will he duly accounted for whenever the authority granting the 
license may' require this to be done. 

I’he sale of more than one inannd of sulphur at a time, or of more than ten maunds 
to the .sfimc person within one month, is prohibited.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 15th October last, on 
the subject of the eiifonemeiit of tiie Arms Bill Act XXX'Ill of 1857. 

2. The proposition made by the Lieutenant-Governor on the 231*4 September was to 
enfoi'ce the last thirty sections of the Act ou and after the first of the following month. 

3. 'Phis was assented to by his Lordship in Council, except as to section 26 of the 
Act, and as the assv'ut did not reach the Lieutenant-Governor till the 16th October, the 
enforcement of the ,\c;t was notified on the 201 li idem, as to take place from the date of 
the notification. 

4. Regarding section 2G, the instructions of the Governor-General in Council were in 
t’le following w ords : — 

, •• Before extending the j^rovi.sions of section 26 to the Lower Provinces, I am directed 
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to requist tliiU tin* MtnUciviut-(>ov(Tnor will name ;i tlay afU'r wliicli lii^ llonoi- jnopo'^i s 
lliat lj)C J;o^S6(^>^ioa of cannoa shall bi’coaui ua)ax\fal. 'I'hcu' au* pUurs aiar to \vla\ li it 
Avill he desirable to have the itieans oreulbreiag this scelioa at once.” 

The Licwlcaunt-Covcrnor has laulcrstood this to incan. that soaic date shall he 
fixtal such as may admit of having the au'aas of iaaaidiatcly enforcing the Mjneiuh r of 
I rivntc cannon at every place, at wliich it may be thought tlesirahh- t») ealbree it. imme- 
diately after the date lixed. 

(J. If this be the purpose of the (loveruor-Cleueral iii Coimeil. ll.*- I.ieut. uaul- 
(ioveriior Avould .siibmit, willi deference, that he s.es no exact way of doing what is desire»l. 
because he does not know all (he places at which it. may he necessar\ or dcsiiahle to 
ejiforcc the surrender; nor has he the command oVany means of enforein!.> it, evicpt such 
as may be from time to time placed at bis disposal by the (jovt’inmcnl of (ti(li,i ou a 
special requisition made for that purpose. And it is obvious that all rct|nisiianis of that 
kind are not, and could not he always, complied with, hut must in e\cry ca.se depend on 
circumstances only within the knowle<Ige of the Clovermueiit of India. 

7. The Lieutenant-Cioveruor wouhl therefore tlesire to leave the section in tpicslion 
to take cHeet (as provided therein) one week after the puhlicalion of the oidcr in tho 
district or place. This, as it appears to the I.ientenant-tiovernor, will give ample linio to 
well-disposed persons to avoid the penalties of the Act ; and as to ill-«lisposeil persons, 
their obedience to the law must he, in this as in other eases, enfortrcil as s<m)u as, after 
int'ination of their contumacy, the means of (toereion c‘an he made uvailahle. 

8. A case is now before the I-ie»ileimnl-(jovernor in which guns are known to have 
been collected in the fort of Tikurcc in the /.illah of llehar, so as to ixsiuiie artilk’ry to 
enforce their surrender, if surrender should he otherwise n'fnsi'd. Hut the iJentenant- 
Governor has no means of judging how soon it may he po.ssihli*. to obtain the as,«iistamT of 
artillery for this pnr]>ose. 

9. This letter should obviously have l)een sooner sid)mitted. 1 am directed, there- 
fore, to e\(>lain that the delay has arisen from an accident, for which the IJcnlenatit- 
Governor desires to express his regret.

Sir, ' Burdwiin, October 14, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor of ackowledjnng the rm'ipt of your letter dated the .'ith instjuit, 
directing me to state to what extent, and on what conditions, it is advisable in my opiuiou 
that the provisions, sections 18 to 22 of Act XXVIII of 18,')7, should be earrietl out. 

2. In reply, I propose to take up the question separate^, 1 st Avith regard to sulphnr ; 
then ammunition ; and, 3rdly, military stores. * 

3. There is very little wholesale trade in sulphur in the di.striets of this division ; 
Avhut little trade there is, is chiedy confinetl to the sale of small quantities by ix'tail dealers 
to those Avho are engaged in making fire-works, matches, zinc, and to tlic'goldKiniths in 
tlic manufacture of native ornaments. 

4. I would recommend that the tJoverninent should hold both these classes exempt 
from the operation of this hnv, and that it should exercise contix)! t)uly oA cr those who are 
wholesale clealcrs in this article. 1 would consider those; to be wholesale dealers whose 
transactions amounted to the jmrehase or sale of more timn 10 mnunds a month, and I 
would insist on tlu-se dealers taking out a license from the Magistrate, and keeping up a 
register of their sales and purchases, Avhich should always be o])en to oflicial inspection. 

5. The quantity of ammunition, to be kept in such (juantities as may la; considerc'd 
necessary for [>rivate use, should be confined to such descriptions of powdi-r and shot 4>nly 
as arc in geiu'ral use for the purpose of killing game. No otlier aninnmition should be 
allowed to l)e retained by any private imiividual without the knowledge and pi'rmissiou of 
the Magistrate. 

(J. Military l^tores . — In the aceeplation Avbi<‘b these words obtain in tins Act, us 
meaning other articles than arms and ammunition, I would r('Commend that all articles 
coming under this head, in the possession of any pci'son for private use, should be repotted 
to the Magistrate, without whose consent no portion should be retained.

I IIA^ E the honor to acknowdedge tlic n'ceijd of yonr letter of the .’dh instant, 
regarding the provi.sions of Act XXVIII of 18.57, and the mode in which it shouhl he 
carried out in tlic divisions of the Hrovince. 
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2. Ja reply, I would hog to shdo lhat, in lay opinion, it is quite unnecessary to extend 
this Act to any of the divisions of this province. 

No liic-ainis arc niaaufaolurcd within this province, and as llure is no saltpetre or 
sulphur naturally produced in any of its divisions, there is no existing manufactui'e of 
jiowdor, and the section regarding the importation of sulphur need not he carried into 
cfFccl. 

Formerly there wen; iajvuuraelurc.s of powder t’or the Assam (Jovernment, from salt- 
petre artitioiidly jnvparod hy a tediiius and very expensive process ; but the manufacture 
lias entirely ceased,* and I dojdd whether there are iialf a dozen men existing in Assam 
who now hnuw the proe(‘Ss of mamiraeture. 

'riicrc are a good number of tire-arms in the |)o.H.scssion of the cultivators, and they 
are absolutely necessary for pixitcction from wild beasts, and the population, which 
consists entirely of cultivators, arc so well content with the jircscnt Government of Assam, 
that I feci positively certain that they may be safely allowed to retain all the arms they 
jiossess. 

Th(! ruder classes under the hills generally carry in their hands either a small spear or 
a dao, hut hotlt are weapons of defence n^inst animals, which they find necessary in 
traversing the jungles, and the dau is as indis|)cnsablc a domestic instrument to them as 
a knife or an axe on all occasions of life. 

;i. 'I’lu; inqiortalion of arms and powder has not, to my knowledge, been ever made 
to a greater extent tbnn is necessary for the use and amusement of the agricultural {wpu- 
lation, and I sec no reason whatever to restrict it.

I HAVE the honor to acknowledge the recei])t of your hdter dated the 5th instant, 
drawing my attention to Sections 18 to 22 of Act XXVI 11 of 1857, and dialing me to 
sbitc to what extent it would be advisable, in my o])inion, that the provisions ol those 
sections should he can'icd out in this province. 

2. In j’cply, 1 have the honor to stale, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor 
of Bengal, that by Act XXX of 1854, section 11, the iinpoi't and export of arms, ainiiui- 
iiition, and suljdiur were prabibited into (»r from this province, and the Gonunissioncr, by 
letter dated i)lh ol'Marcli, 1S5JI, from the Secretary to the Government of India, addresrcd 
to W, Grey, Esq., Secretary to the Governmcul of l^ugul, and forwarded from your office 
to the Secretary to the Board of Kevenue, by mcmorai'.dum dated 12th idem, was instructed 
lo refuse all licenses for the time; again by letter dated 29th December, 1855, from the 
Sceratary to the Govcrnn.unit of Bengal, with inclosurcs, the Clommissioner was directed 
to use every means in his. power to prevent the export of sulphur from Arracun into Ava, 
and the surest moans for stopping the cxpoit to Ava of arms, ammunition, or sulphur, 
being to prevent the im|)orlation of those articles into this province, the Commissioner 
issued strict orders prohibiting the c.\port and import and sale of those articles, si^^liat, in 
fact. Sections 18, 19, and 20 iwe, and in reality have been, in full force, in the Prince of 
Arraean since 1855, with the exception of the jMjnally, wdiich 1 am of opinion should also 
he cnfomxl. 

3. With regard to Section 21, of course the Government may exempt anv person 
from the provisions »)f Sections 18 and 19, hut, as regaixls this province, I would I'ecom- 
mend no exemptions whatever being made. 

4. Lastly, with reference to Section 22, I also rccoimnciulcd that the provisions con- 
tained in it be enforced in Arraean, allowing respectable parties to have, for their own 
private \isc, a reasonable qmuitity cither of arms or ammunition for 8|M)rting or protecting 
themselves ; but all military storas and ammunition and sulphur to be confiscated, and 
the penally to he enforced.

2. Sulphur is almost exclusively use«l for the purpose of rnanufacturitjg gunpowder. 
The quantity required for me<lieiual and other uses is very trifling. It is necessary that 
we should juxwcut the manufacture of gunpowder for the future in these jirovinees as 
much as possible ; I would therefore apply the provisions of the sections incntioin-d to the 
districts of this division to this cxtxmt, that no person should he allowed t(» have in his 
po$.sesgi|pn, during the year, more than five inaunds of sulphur ; that he should not sell 
more than one seer of sulphur .during that period to the same individual ; and that he 
should keep an account-book, in which should be exhibited dealings in this arti'ele, and 
the persons to whom he has sold it. 

3. Sulphur being imported by sea into thi.s country, the (jovernment have the power 
of preventing the introduction of any lai^ge quantity, except on their own account ; and 
til's power ought. I think, to be rigidly exercised. 

4. I trust the other sections of Act XXVI 11 of 1857 may he speedily extended to 
the districts of this division.

I HAVE the honor to acknowledge the reoeifit oS your letter, dated the 5th instant, 
inquiring to what extent and on what condition it is advisable, in my opinion, that the 
provisions of lections 18 to 22 of ActXXVlIl of 1857 should be introduced into the 
districts of the Cuttack Division. 

2. It is obtain that the quantity of stdjdiur in the hands of private dealers is, compa- 
ratively trifling, and not more ihan is required for local purposes ; also, that the gunpowder 
has hitherto been maimfactui'ed solely for local consumption. 

3. During the recent disturbances in other parts of Indha, the districts of this division, 
and all of the tributary mehals, have coi)|f;inaed in a state of profound tranquillity, and 
there is no reason to suppose that the peace will not remain undisturbed. 

4. In so far, therefore, as these districts only are concerned, there does not appear to 
be any urgent necessity for the prohibition or introduction of any rules for regulating the 
sale of .sulphur. 

!t. Viewing the matter in a more extended point of view, it is reasonable to believe 
that supplies of sulphur, or of gunpowder, may be indented for from these districts, if 
exempted from the operation of prohibitory rules in force elsewhere. 

u. If, on this consideration, the Government should determine to introduce the 
sections of the Act referred to, into the Cuttack districts, it will suflice, 1 think, to autho- 
rize the Magistrate to grant licenses to respectable dealers, permitting the sale of sulphur 
in small quantities, say nofmore than half a seer, to each person, on condition of account- 
ing for all deliveries, and never having in pos8e.s6ion at one time above three mounds. 

7. It will be necessary to give licenses, Iwcausc, otherwise, the sale of sulphur fur 
medical purposes, or for gunpowder, required by huntsmen, or for fireworks, would be put 
an entire stop to, and occasion inconvenience. 

8. In regard to Section 22, which refers to the possession of ammunition, or other 
military stoixns, and sulphur, in greater quantities than arc necessary for private use, I 
believe that many of the Rajahs, and principal zemindars, have gunpowder, and bullets, 
and cannon of old and im|>erfcct manufacture. One instance was i-ccently before me, in 
which 25 cart-loads of gunpowder wem discovered at Coojung, on the death of the late 
Rajah, about a year ago ; while, lately, a further quantity of about 20 maunds of gunpowder, 
3,450 bullets, and 1 ^ maunds of sulphur, have been found, which the present Rqjah hacl 
failed to report. 

9. These two Kiijahs, and the others referred to, have never shown any inclination to 
rebel ; but it seems altogether wrong policy to allow of private persons retaining military 
stores in this way ; and 1 am of opinion that they should be comi>elled to intimate having 
them in possession, and to give them up, and would, therefoi'c, recommend the introduction 
of Section 22, at least.

Resolution — On the 2ftth August last, this Government passed certain rules in 
respect of the payinont of the salaries of officers and establishments whose employment in 
the C5vil Department has eeasefl, in consequence of tin* mutinies. 

Jn Scjitembcr following, Ihun Chundcr I*akius«ee, head-clerk, Deputy-Commissioners 
Office, Zillah Poonuh* in Oude, submitted an application for permission to draw his salary, 
under the above-mentioned rules, from the Treasurj at .\llahabad, where he had fled for 
safety. 

in forwarding this application to the Civil Auditor, Fort William, for disposal, the 
Government inquired what stejis were taken by him, previous to auditing such cases, jn 
order to ensui’c Government against the ri'«k of over-i'tiv ment. 

The Civil Auditor stated, in reply : “ My practice is, in auditing the salary bills of 
officers and establishments whose employment in the Civil Department has erased, in 
cuniK'quonce of the mutiny, to require Irom eovcnnnted and uneovenanted officers, who 
I’Oceiv’e their uppointmeots din*ct from (rov'emment, n eerliheate, on honor, stating the da te 
up to which tliev have drawn their ‘>alary together with a guarantee to refund any amount 
that may k' (when free communication* will be restored in the disturbed districts) a^er- 
tuined to have been overpaid. In the case of mimstcrial officers, such as clerks* 
mohurrers, overseers ot roads, &c., a statement from a covenanted officer* certifying as to 
the identity of the parties, together with a guarantee to the above effect, sigi^ by two 
irapectable persons, is required before passing their salary bills.” 

On the 24th ultimo, another application was submitted from one Bbuggobutty Cimiu 
Chottargic, calling himself a sircar ot the 10th Regiment Oude Irr^lar lofentiy* which 
mutinied in June last, and soliciting payment of bis salary, under the rules of the 
28tli August* 1857.

Narrative of Events, 

'DtlRING the week ending on tlio 1 tth of November, the public pence remained 
unbroken throughout riie Tjowt'r Provinces oi Ih'ugal, except in some places m the Chota 
Nagpore Div imou, ai\d in Tuppnh Beloonjah. ui the District of Behar. 

. 2. Ihilna ItirNon , — ^ThC lumours oi contemplat(*d disturbances in the city of Patna 

have died away. They njipear to have onginated entirely trom the desire of one party oi 
iotriguen to injure anoUiei, and the precautions taken bv t lie Commissioner to prevent 
any breach of live peace, seem to liuve put au end to them. Some of these n^easures were 
still in operation at the end of the week. The opium godown continued garrisoned by a 
party of about forty Sikhs, and the steamer “ Jumna ” lay just below it, with the “ Patna” 
laying about a mile faither down, oft’ one of the principal ghauts 

.'1. It was reported by the Deputy Mngistnite of Shergbotly that Baboo Bhan Pertab 
Sing, a relative and ndheieut of Umer Sing, had crossed the Soane from Khotas, towards 
the end of October, with a mimbei of ndiel sepovs, and plundered the zemindars ofTuppa 
Beloonjah, returning the next day to Rhotas. Jn forwarding this report, the Commissioner 
ui’ged the expedienev of driving 'oul the band of rebels under Cmeer Sing, then infesting” 
Rhotas, and ft cojiy of this representation was forwarded to the Government of Indk^ with 
the remark th.U an expedition against these insurgents would doubtless appear, to the 
Governor-General in t’ouneil a work of considerable importance, and well worthy of 
undeifrdveii, as soon as still moi-e important affairs should {lermit of its being vtndettakm 
with the assistance of European troops and guns. 

1 Gii the 1 2th of November the Magistrate of Shahabad reported that tiiat diatriot 
ap[uared to he resuming its former state of tranquillUy, and that Umeer Sing wda atHtod 
to have been whollv deserted by his lobblc, and to have joined the 32nd mU t iifoart in 
Chynepoiv. This litter mtclligence vv4s communicated also by the Dnmty Migiitrite of 
feherghot tv, who reported by telegraph that the two detachments of the 32nd had been 
joined bv I’meer Sing and his party, adding that large bodies of mutineere and rebeie www 
said to be collecting in Palamow and Bridyghur. and amdng the bifis south of Rhotas.

Idr. Sami^is recQinineuds a detachment of (roups lieimt sent to. and jcliutiod ut,(jya. onttH 
matters are sotisfaetorily settled, and the extension of Section Ud of Act XXVllt of 1|I4!IF» 
to tl^ diftnets ot his division, so as to give him a ground ^for demanding the surrender of 
tW lUnoa's guns, without apiiearmg to aim the incasuiu exulusivciy at her, 

6. The fight at ))uncl}ooah, on the fith instant, when ("aptain iluttmy came up with 
tbe lautinears of the 32nd Regiment, was a very obstinate one, the enemy licing strongly 

K ' i, and defending their |>usjtiou w ith great vigour. Their loss umouute'd to sixteen mpit 
, and fifteen, including a subadur, seve>*cly wounded, liesides others wounded in a law 
degree. The lu.ss on our side was also heavy, cuusisting of eight men killed, including 
L^utepaut Boyd, and hoveuteeu wounded. On the morning after the encounter the party 
of Sikhs, with Mr. Wakc,,}uinud Captain llattitiy, and a puriauit was comiurneed but soon 
uhaudoiied, intelJigeuee having Ix'en received that the h(>poys hud, by a iremenduus march 
upwards of forty miles immediately atler the imgagcmiuit, placed themselves entirely out 
of t(ic lY'ach of their pursucjr.s Mr. Wake had returned to Arrah, and ('aptuiu Baitray to 
Oebree. 

7. In the districts to the north of the Cungt's, the insurgents were reported to have 
asbcinhled in large numbers under Rcct BImnwm* King, a ivlativc of Xocr Sing, for the 
pur|) 06 e of attacking the Mohuwlu Rajah, who has remained liiithl'iil' to Guvormueut, but 
they lost heart on the advance of the Sewan brigade to Mirwah, and arc said tohavo 
ciiHpuiwcd. On the lUh Noveiuhcr, a tc'legraphii* mct..sagc was sent to the ('omniissioner, 
authmi/ing tin* luaifh of the brigade and the Ciuorkhas still further on, if nuiYMUMUy, 
towards the Goruckpore Di-vtiicl , but an iiitiimitioii h.uing hmi suhsc(|U(’ntly nroived from 
the Government of the Gentral Piovmees, to the eHcet that that Governnumt was not in a 
position at prcHcnt to co-operate in that direction, llic ( 'ommisNioncr of Patna was 
aiutioned, on the I3th instant, not to allow the force to udvumv too far, and on no account 
beyond Selinipore. * 

H. The principal It'uders of the rebels m Goruckpore at picsent, arc Mahomed 
Huos'sem and MusunutT Khan , tin* Utter a prisoner rele.iscd from tlie district jail. They < 
were reported to Lave thirteen guns with them, of which (wo ai'c at Medo, two at Burrai!, 
and the re^t at Goruckjioi'c. .The lighting men with Muhoiiied lloossvm have ticcii 
computed at .">,000 or 0,000 in iiumbf*r, bcsidi's a rubble eipiully numerous. 'J'herc are 
also about 700 inutiii(*crs with Rcct Bhuuwar Sing, but many of these people were reported 
to be deserting tlicir chiefs in consciiuonec of the iirrivttl ot tlic Kuropeuu troops and the 
Goorklias on the frontier. 

9. A Brahmin having bcch detected in the camp ot the Naval Brigade with seditious 
letters, one oi them intimating that if (he MagistraU! ot ('iiu|u‘ali could he killed it would 
probably be a good inemis of exciting a disturbana*, was tried by a eourl-martial aud 
sentenced to be shot. 


ID. The proposition of Shah Kuheer-ood-deen tliut he should bo permitted to raise a 
body of 200 or 300 men for the puqjose of uppndiending Ibncer Sing, whieh was referred 
to kaeutenant Stanton and Mr. Baker for their opinion, lias not been supported by either 
of those officers. They both object to the duty being entrusted to any piiyate iudividut^l ; 
and ooe^oi them, Lieutenant Stanton, docs not think that it would he uiKisable to supply 
ama to a body of thus raised, as they would not succeed in getting powewion of 
Rnotas if they n^ct with the stiglitest resistance, and might lose a portion ot their turmss 
W^li lyould fall intp tlie hands of tbe enemy.

16. RaJihahjfe JDu)mon.— The accoonts from Jelpigorce were satisfactory. 
sepoys of the 73rd Regimetri, whose conduct was noticed in the last narrative, having' 
named one jemgdar and four other se|H)y.<i, as privy to a plot in which he was implicated 
himself, the men thus pointed out have been expelled . from the coips and from amton#i^ 
ments, and dispatched wough the police, thannab by thannah, to their homes. 

16. About 1 2D Goorkha recruits had joined the regiment, and 80 more were shortly 
expected. The Commissioner intimated his opinion that the number tvas too small for 
checking any di8{K>sition to rtjvolt on the part of the old sc[>oys, and that Colonel Slierer 
should be authorised to raise 6(H) of thetn. 

17. In the Pubna District conHidcrahlc excitement w'as caused by a rumor that a 
regiment was about to march through it, and many persons removed their women, carts, 
and cuttle into the interior, and provisions were hardly procurable for some days in the 
bazaar. The alarm was increased, it soenis, on the rc(x;ipt, by the Judicial Magistrate, of 
a reqmsitiou from the officer commanding a detachment of Her Majesty’s Royal Horse 
Artillery for bread and meat for the detachment, which it w'as stated would reach Pubna 
on the 13th instant. The detachment wsis pi’ocecding up by steamer, and the name of 
the Pubna station had evidently bwni cwmeously inserted in the notice for that of 
Comercolly in the Pubna District, where the steamers touch for coal. Mr. Kavenshaw has 
used.^vory endeavour to re-aasurt? th<j p«)f»lc. 

18. Messrs. D. Storm and A. Rattersbey w'cre appointed Honorary Mjigistrates in the 
Pubna District. 

19. Burdwan Dimion . — It was intimated to the Commissioner of the Burdwan 
division that his report on the services performed and the offers of service tendered by the 
Maharajah of Burdwan, in connection with the present disturbances, had been perused by 
the Lieutimant'Govurnor with much satisfaction. 

20. Ndddea Division . — In anticipation of the ap))roval of the Supreme Government^ 
the Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned the expenditure of 40 rupees per mensem on account 
H)f the pay of the 1 0 extra burkuiulauzcs temporarily entertained by the Deputy Ma^strate 

of Gutwa for the purpose of watcliing all suspicious boats passing down the River 
Bhiqpruttee. > 

21. The Town of CaiIcuUu . — The streets of Calcutta being full of soldiers and sailors, , 

the Commissioner of the Culcuthi police reported that he had attached, to each of his 
police sergeants, a number of c.xlra Kurojiean constables to assist them in keeping the 
peace. . ’ 

22. The Government of India, in tlu; Military Department, having requested the 
return to the arsenal of the two O-pounder guns wliieh were lent to the Commissioner 
of iX)lioe in August last, nuil the t'onuuissioner having thereupon strongly urged the 
necessity of his keeping them at present for drilling the parties of European seamen, 
now being organized for service in the interior of the cimiitrj", the permission of the 
Military Department has licen solicited for their bt?ing retained by Mr. Wauchope. 

■23. Dacca Division. — 'I'lie sailors on ih’ity al Dacca, having been itsmoved into tho 
Mitford Hospital under the orders of the (^unmissioner, and Mr. Forbes, an English 
resident of Dacca, having represented to Government That the arrangement was an objec- 
tionable one, the Commissioner submitted an explanation, at the requisition of Govern* 
merit, satisfactorily showing that the arrangement which had been made was the best and 
the only one that could have been made under the circumstances, and that it was adc^rted ' 
in consultation with tlie Magistrate of the district and the officers commanding the 
detachment. 

24. Chittagong Dinsion. — The Commissioner of the Chittagong Division was aatho- 
rized to grant certificates in lieu of jia^sporTs to the up-country cloth roerebanta settied 
at Chittagong, to enable them to proceed to Calcutta, for the purpose of making their 
annusl purchitscs, without being stopped or molested on the road. 

25. In passing n hill for the jiay of 62 men enlisted at Noakhally, in the new pdBce 

corps raised lor that district, it w’as intimated to the Commissioner that these levies' sboa|ri 
not exceed 200 men for each of the districts in the division, and that upon that nuinbrir 
being completed, a return should be furnished to Government drawing from what olaiws 
the xecruita have been drawn. '

eight miles from Chainporc. Lieutenant Craliam, having a small force of only CO men, 
was quite unable to go in pursuit of the insurgents, and the Licut^uiumt-Goveruor, therq- 
fore, asked for and <ibtained the sanction of the Supnaiie (joveriimcnt to employ the 
Sbekawattee Battalion in that (piurter. 

31. In the Suinbulimrc dislrictt, Sooruuder Saiee, i^gving escaped on the night of the 
Slst October from the station where Ik* was at laige on parole, aitd his sympathUcra 
having collected together in several jiluces. Captain Knocker, the olh<«r commanding the 
detachment of the 40th Madras Native Infantry, locati'd at Smnhul)Km!, was directed by 
the Senior Assistant Coiiiiuissiouer to proe<*ed against Khinda um) KoiulK^ruh, where the 
rebels had mustered in large, numbers. Captain Kiioeker Commeiu^ed his march on the 
5th instant, successively visiting the viliiiges of .ihingliatty, Sansoo, Cuttnuhagah, Soma- 
singali, Kurrecapallee, Kolabcrah, Saber, and Kbinda, n tiiniiiig to Sunilmlpore on the 
9th, after having burnt dowji the Ijotuscs of the Chorotci.b of Kc.laberali at that place, 
and (rf' Soorunder 8uii« and Ooduut Suieo, at Kliindu, bot h <*r which he found deserted, 
but perforated with Icwjdjole.n for tiring through in every direction. It was believed that 
the. rebels had dispersed, no assemblage of urinal men liaving been md with any where 
exo^t at Jhinglmtty, where tbeir number was doncealed by ( be* dense; jungle's in which, 
they remained hidden, and where live or six of them wetc killed, ineludiug a near ixdation 
of Uie Ghorotcah of Kolabcrah.

36. Seven persons were tried in tlie Hazai'cebaugh District, under Act XV| of 1857, 
during the month of Sejdcmber last, who were all sentenced to seven years’ iiuprirah}ujnt 
each ; and three persons were tried in the Loharduggu District, utidef the same Act dpr^ 
the month of October, of whom two wen; sentenced to iburteen years’ imprisonment, odd 


one to imprisonment for seven years. 

37. In the Singlilioom District, six persons won; tried, under Act XVf of 1S57, during 

the past week, of whom one was sentenced to fmirleen years’ imprisonment, and five to 
impfisonincnt for five years eaeii. ‘ 

38. Aumm, Arracan, Curlmr, ami Jhhjeetimj . — Kverything remaiued quiet in the 
Provinfeos of As.sam and Arraean, and at C’aclinr and Darjeeling, 

39. A letter w'as rcceiveil from the (Jovernor-denerars Agent on the Nortli-Eastofn 
FronUer, stating, in reply to the representations submitted by the Chairman of the Assam 
Company, reganling appndieiuk'd dangers on that frontier, that, in liis opinion, there, was 
not the slightest ground for supposing that the pcilee of the proviiurc was likely to be 
disturbed. 

40. An intimation, received froiii llu‘ iVfililary D^pal•tment, that the Cctiumissary of 
Ordnanet' had been directed to forward, by the first opportunity, one l2-})ouudcr howitzer 
of thri'c cwt., with <;arriage, and 200 rounds of ammunition, to the officer commanding 
the' 2nd Assam Light Infantry at ttowhatly.

41. Tlic Superintendent of JMarine was informed that the (iovernor-Gcncral’s Agent, 
North-Kn.st Frontier, had advanced one month’s w'age.s from the Luekiinporc treasury to 
the racft of the Naval Brigade slatidlied jit Dehrooglmr. 

42. Gmerrtl siihjMs . — lleports were received from the Commissioner of the Calcutta 
Police and the (.'ummissionei-s of tlie Murdwan, Dacca, and Chittagong Divisions, as to the 
extent, and on what conditions, the jirovisiuns of sections 18 to 22 of Act XXVIll of 
1857, might be carried out in the places subordinate to their control, and a letter was 
addressed to the Govermnoiit of India in the Home Dcjiartment, eonumuueating the views 
of the Licutimant-Govcrhor on the subject. 

43. A reference having hecu made hy Mr. Aloncy, the (ioi crument of ln4ia in tfie

62. The D(‘puty Magistmte of Habseiam was authorized to entertain an Ehtglish 
writer for^ his oihcc, on a salar)' of 20 ruiK’vs, until the excessive work caused by the 
present disturbances, and the mar(‘li of tioopo along the Grand Trunk Road, should 
Cease. 

63. The Ucutenaut-Governor sanolioned the distribution of .*>00 rupees among the 
Nujeeb Guards, as a gratuity for their good conduct during the late disturbances at 
Pato. 

64. The Coiiunissioncr of Patna was informed that the Supreme Government had 
sanctioned the grant ol a pension of 2.'> rupet's, being one-third of tHe salary of her late 
husband, to JVlussut Kdan, widow of Syudoodc*en Kotegusht, Darogah of the city of Patna, 
who died of wounds ret i‘ivod in the «‘\<'oiition of his duty during the evimte on the night of 
the 3rd July last. 

66. A coinmunication received from Mr. Samuclls, submitting his observations, and 
those of Mr. Fanjuliarson, on the matters noticed by Mr. Taylor in his letter of the 2nd 
October, as calculated to endanger the safety ol the Province of Behar, was forwarded to 
the Government of India in the Home Department, with the J.ieutcnant-Govemdr’s 
remarks.

Sir, Chuprah, October 9, 1857. 

IN reply to your letter dateil the 2(Hh August, calling for a icport as to the servves 
I'endcw'd by Ku/ee Rain/an Ali at Chuprah, I have made particular inquines regording-the 
wa^ in which he couilucttd himself whilst in charge of this district, and tfie almost 
universal opinion is that he rendewd great service to Go\ermneiit. 

From the very rommeneement ol the disturbances hr appeaiTd willing to assist and 
several times he has given me valuable infonimtiuu regarding the ivturn ot deserters, ifec., 
and on the dn\ that I iveeived intelligence of the mutiny at Dinapore, and of the murders 
at Segowlce, he came into Chuprah, and asked if he could lie of any assistance, offering to 
sleep at my bungalow so as to lie ready to assist nu* at a moment's warning. Fronde 
day on which he received authority from the Conimi-sloncr to take charge of the district be 
showed great energy and discretion ; his aiTangoiucnls ap^icar to hav'c been judicious and 
calculated to i»reservethe peace of the district. Immediately on^ hearing of Il^iajor JSyro^s 
successes at Arrah. he proclaimed the news, by beat of drum, titfoughout the ^trioL thus 
, encouraging the wi]« disposed, and intimidating the cvil-iBindcd.

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2. I have now the honcHr t<> fovward a popy of Mr. FfytqiiharBaii« 4etker» dated 

23rd October, to me on thia subject^ and to recbrd the following renaujta on Mr* TayW'a 
letter, , 

3. There are certain ciroutnataneci*, Mr. Tsiyler commences by aaying* which are so 
eminently calculated to endanger the satety ol Bebar tliat, altliongh now unconnected 
with the province, he is under tlie necessity of bringing them to the notice of tlie Gove^nkv 
nu'iit of India. One would have supposed, fionj this c.\ordlum, that Mr. Tuyler had 
discovered some formidable plot, and w,!,"* about to pul the Government of India in posses- 
sion of its details. 1 couicss 1 was mucli relieved when I found that the grave circum^ 
stntioes to which Mr. Taylur alliMc'd were the arrest of Nu)et*ai-ood«de<*n, which tenninatad 
more than two months ago, nn .attempt />f Mr. Karquharson’s to obtain an advance from 
certain i^emindaro for opium purpones, which was stopjied by Government about the 
same time, the reception by Air. Farquhurson ol‘ Lootf Ali Kimn, the pri^mtatiou of 
a petition by the inhahitarits of )*utnu, in whieli Mr Tiivler was not praised, and the 
iipjiointmcnt of Moonslue Arneer All ; all matt« is oi history which 1 must be allowed to 
say have as much to do with the .sa(tt\ ot IJeliu' .is with tlie safety of IVkiii. Mr. Tayler’a 
letter appear to me to be a mere ebullition of sp|ft*n directed priiicip dly .igainst Mr. Farqu- 
harsun and Lootf All Klian, lint to '.ome extent also against tlu ( •ovcrinnent ol Bengal 
and myseU'. 

4. ^ It eamiot he nceessar} for nu to loiieh u'latii on tlie ea^e of Niijeem-ood-deeu, whieh 
was Irid licforc Govt riimeiit, and disposed of Itmg ago. As to tin' ledress wdiich 
Mr. Taylcr advoc.ites in this ease 1 e«ui only sa\ iliat, if eompeisiiition is to he afforded to 
c\ery man who lias hteii •ine-'ted and imprisoned on msufTiiieiil grounds since these 
tToublch eianun'iieed, the list of elaiinaots will be a lo.ig ontx and tli.it Niijoein-ood-deen’s 
claim is weak conqtared lo tint of others I b'dieie Air.

Of .tite apedfic offence of ‘^harbouring/’ charged against the prisoner, whieh ihvpIjMa a 
krioiriedge of the fugitive’s crime, and an intent to screen him from the pursuit of jtlilllOB) 
no proof rias even attempted. 

8. Previons to the trial, and during it, Mr. Tayler atkMnptod to influence the inbid of 
the Judge against the prisoner by notes, copies of which w'cw forwarded to you'^by 
* Mr. Farquharson. In submitting his judgment, wiien lie found tlut the Judge Was 
iaobned to acquit the prisoner, he sent m a supplemcntaiy oalendar, with witnes<f to protre, 
firstly, that one Ghusceta Khulcefh. who had been hanged on u eharg(‘ of it'bellion, waa a 
servant of the prisoner; secondly, that another, Ghusirta Khun, who had been aimilnrly 
executed (both as. I think, on very doubtful evidence), was the son ui u woman wiio Wb# 
the ayah of the mother of I^otf Ali , and thinily, that J,nntf Ali iiad given ont that ho 
had board from (jic Judge that armed sepovs w<‘i'c coming to attack Patna. I'he last 
charge, supported by thre^ intimate fnemls of Wilayut Ali Kh.m, was fully disproved. 
Tlie secunil was denied by the prisoner, and was immaterial, if true. With reganl to the 
first, it was not denied that (lliuseeta hud been the ‘•(‘rvnnt of l,ootf Ali, hut ovidonco Wfis 
adduced to show that he had absented himself, on the ground of sickness, for some time 
before the disturlinnce in the city of Patna, lor complicity in whic'li he was hanged, broke 
out The Judge dismissed the cast*, ivooidmg his opinion that f he inearceration and com- 
mitment of the prisoner w'erc alike imprn])er and unjiistifiahlo. 

9 Not satisfied with this, Mr. 'rayler jirojKisetl fo (»ov<*rnment to ineareerato Lootf 
Ali Khan again, on the ground of his servant’s eoiuietion, allhtmgh he altogether omitted 
to mention that he had adduced eMdeiiec on this point in tlie ease whii’h had just 
been dismissed. This attempt failing, In* now endeavours to injure the man by nmic- 
scniing him as a person unworthy of being received by an oflic<*r of Govewnneiit, and to 
receive whom is a grave offenee, deserving the reprelu*nsion of the I.ieuUmaiit-Goveitioi*. 
Mr. Tayler himself, befon* th<* late proceedings <*ommeneed, eonsidert'd laiolf Ali Khan so 
respectable a jierson, that lie un<lertook peis,oiinll\ to arbifiafe a disjHite n*garding property 
of consKlemble value, between Lootf Ah Kban and his nephew \Vda>ut Ali Khan.* 
Loi^tf has been honorably acquitted of all the I'liarges preferred against him ; nud f know 
no reason, therefore, why he should not lx* rei*eived liy officers of (ioverninont on the 
same terms as iK'fore. Tin* eas<* broughf against him w.is iiiauifestU got up, as every one 
adbustomed to criaiinal iiivesfigution in this coimtr) would have si*en a( u glance, and idl 
the probabilities arc against f/iotf Ali (a slothful nnergotie opium-eater, aridsa banker, 
with immense sums ont on loan and mortgage to i*airoi>c*ans and others) I'tigaging in 
consphaoies against the British Governiueiif If tin* city of Patna had fallen into the 
hands of the mob, I^oott Ah must have been weM awuie that liis own house would have 
been one of the hrst to be plundered. 

10, It appears to me that in this matter Mi Taj Icr lias, luieorineiouslv on his part, 
no doubt, bfren made a tool of by Fjootf Ah’s gri*a1 eiioiiiv Wilayut Ali Khan. Of the 
confidence whieh Mr. Tayler ivpose<l iii this man, the rjeufenant-Governor has been 
enabled to form an idea by tlie <*xtravagaiit praise which Mr. 1'aylet bestowod ou hun 
vbenever he mentioned him in his eorrc&])ondeiic*c with Govermnent. Wilayut Alt Khan 
noted a house near this to be dost* to Mr. ’fayler, and was toiistantly in hw bouse from 
the commencement ot the disturbames until \Ir. 'Jailer’s removal. Closelv allied with 
this matt was Mouda Buksh, the Depnti Alagisiivite of the city, of whom Mr, 'Paylcr had 
so high an opinion that he made him take up hi-, residence in Ins < ompound (though the 

where bis jurisdiction lay wa-. tour miles off. and was llii*n di eland to he in an inflani** 
itiable state;, and entrusted tt> him the preparation of sdl the (a'«'*s eoniiroted with the 
TCbefiion, Altptf Hossein and Raza Ilosseni, who appearwl as witnt ises .ig/iinst l^ootf Ali, 
aopc both intimate friends of Wihiiut Ah Kiiau and MouUBuksli. and weie also in frequent 
atstendanee on Mr Tayler. Mahomed Melidie, who^ppear-. in ili-* cose as the informaftt 
tad chief witness, is a cousin of Wilayut Ali Khan’s. Mr. 'I’ai h r was thus surrounded by 
ttpei'fect band ot Lootf All’s enemies, of all of whom be hud thi* i'tv Inglicsl opinion, and 
% is only to their influence that I can ascribe his committing Jaiotf .Ali Khan on evidence 
Winch he would have been the* first to ridicule if it liiul been submitted to him by any one 
c^, and the persevering attempts wbieh h<* |j.is sintv m-tde to jiijiin* him.

12. The petition to v^ich Mr.Tayler alludes was brem^ to me by tte Navrab J<dfer 
Hossein Khan, a man universally respected, and l.ootf Ati Khan. It was a iidioainasa/* 
or letter of thanksgiving and congratulation, addressed to the Lieuteimnt-Qovemor, on 
the Mohurmm having passed o^’er so peaceably, and was signed by seventy>fwo of thh 
principal inhabitants of Ihe city. With the exception of Wileyut Ali Khan and his pwty, 
it would have been signed, I have since understood, by every respectable man in the city, 
had it not been that it was known to be distasteful to Mr. Tayler. The first notioe 1 liMi 
of the petition was from Mr. Tayler himself, who sent me a copy of it, infonning me that 
my name and Moonslicc Aiiu*cr All's •were freely used to induce people to sign, and 
bt^ng me to ]mt a stop to it. ns it was levelled at him. I looked at it, and could find 
no attack upon Mv. Tayler The sentiments it expressed were those which had beoa 
pdrsonally expresicd to me by nearlj every native to wlwm I had spoken, and I therrfore 
saw no rea‘'On to interfen*. I inquired next day, however, into the alleged connection Of 
Moonshee A me<*r Ah with the petition, and ascertained that it amounted simply to this, 
that on the last day of the Mohurrum, T\hen the eereinoiues were concluded, the principal 
people assembled crowded round Ameer Ali, who had been deputed to superintend the 
police arrangements, and offeis-d their congratulations, on which he informed them that 
their congratulations should Ik* addressed to (Jovi'inment. and not to him. The statement 
that Ameer Mi’s name w'as used in getting np the jietition, and that [people were 
threatened with his displeasure w'ho did not sign. I believe, from the inquiries I have 
made, to he siiiqih an invention of \fr. Taylei’s Mahomi'dan friends, ar is also the state- 
ment that any respeetahh* native in Patna really believed that Anu*er Ali was appointee! by 
tho inflnenoe of Loolf Ali Kbnn, though 1 have no donht that Wdaynt Ali Khun and his 
party, on sei'ing how distustetul the a[tpointmtut \\a^ to the European community, did 
everything in their power to tosUr the feeling, and to b])read reports prejudicial to Ameer 
Ali. 

I.*!. Moon-hee Ain<*er Ali, as yon aix* aware, was not employed in duties which gave 
him any power whatsoever Ills ajipoinlim ut owi's its iniportanei* entirely to the clamour 
miaetl agniiist it hv the puhlie press, the (ondiatorsof which miseonceived its nature and 
ob,}ect, and were besides aetuuted by a strong Imtic'd to Malioinedans Had they known 
how entin'ly Mr Tayler was surrounded with M.dumietlans, and how implioitiv he 
confided in thcn<, they would piolwbly have hailed it as the substitution of our Maho- 
medan for hnlf-a-do/i'ii Of thi'', howev < r, as of many o1 her thing'', luckily for Mr. Tayler, 
they wen* ignoianl 'I'Im* elamnur, llioie h origin.iting m Calcutta, was caught up and kqtt 
alive hy Mr. Manuel, i sehoohuasfer .if Patna, ned Iw'o oilier persons, who have been 
working the jiress for Mi.

friend (if Ameer .Ali is indeed the frvud of I.ootf Ali), he appointed to ratna, as wdl as 
the friend of Wilayut Ali Khan, or of any other Khan in the city ? Mr. Tayler proceed 
in his argument in this letter very much as ho did in I/K>tf Ali’s cose— he forgets to prove 
his premises. * , 

1 4. I must apologise for the tone of asperity which I fear I have not always been 
siblo to suppress in this letter. OverwhelnK*d xvilh duties of a labonous wd aaxfooa 
nature, it is not pleasant to have iny time taken up in answering the old stories and idle 
calumnies xxhieh Mr. Tayler in his leisure moments has thought fit to rake together; and

OT Bragal, and kindly jicnnitting me to make any remarks on (he same 1 may feel incUned 
to offer. 

2. The points calling for retnurk ah mipngning niy official conduct arc — * 

(1.) The Bm‘St and detention of Moonshce Nujeein-ootl deen to my order. 

(2.) The admission of Syud Loot! 4li Khan, “the wealthy Irnnkcr,” to iny private 
house, and his Iwing “ honored with especial notice,” at a time when a qnration was 
pending before Government aw to the propriety ol taking pmcecdinga against this said 
Ixiotf Ali, on the ground of two servants of his chtablislmient (one his jemadat) having 
been actually engaged in the outbreak m which Dr. J. yell waa brutally munlored. 

(3.) The o[)ium agent’s eoiiduet as regards public loans Irom certain llajahs for ophim 
purposes^ and hi.s obseivations to the Hoard of Kevenuc on the Bcttiah Rajah’s Hat refuael 
to any assistance. 

.3. The arrest of Nujeem-ood-deen w .ss inad<‘ by niy order, at the instanoc* of Mr. Raikea, 
Magistrate of Moteebarry, who suspected Nujccm-ood-deeii of complicity in the murder of 
Major Holmes, and, after citing tin various reasons for liis siepieioii, goes on (o .*<iiy: ” 1 
consider he should he e.indully watch'-d, or at once airchU d.” Having no nu‘uns of walch> 
ing him, 1 look advantage of a])rele\1 foi jil.uiug him iii couluu’nient uffoidi'd by his having 
delayed foi sonic da\s di’liveriiig a tncssuge with which lie was charged by tin* RiijaJi of 
Bettjah, who had previously written to th- (’otiMiiissioue*’, saying li(‘ had sent Ilk dewen to 
deliver, verbally, a message too important to be entrusted to wrillng. Nujeem-ood-ileen 
reached Patna on a Kiiday, and eaUed at my hinisi- on tht- .‘suiurday , hut, not Huding me 
at home, went away without wiiUing Of leal mu uiu me and did not call again until 
Monday, when I found that tin* in<*ssuuc lu' liad to ilehvcr was some trivolous objection 
of bis master to hming Gooikha troops suit to ins ueighbomhood, and jiriiying for a 
regiment of Europeans. 

4. I had received Mr. .Rail.es’ letter the (uiiiua 1 1 tore, and, tnkiic advantage of 
Nujeem-ood-deen’b dilatory deliurj of this Mw.dled lery iiiipoitcmt ordeied him 

into eonfinenicnt iiithc (hemt-house, wl.<u Mr.Taylci had kept -r ii ral Waliaht'' gentle* 
men, of undoubted re'spcttahilitj , irwpnuoiu d foi s»)me months. 

6. I used the jnotixt of gam-nil siepicioo oii aecoiml oi tia' ividciitlj wilful naglpet 
of hie master’s coniinisrion. ratlar th.ui Kt bun Know il*i In e ctuei ot tiu .un t, and in 
order to strengthen Mr. Kail. hands m tin lutiic nujciij (hen ami ‘t.ll lx ing made into 
the particulars of Major lloltms’ murder, mmo e ju'cially wnh r(‘gaid to by whom it wad 
instigated, 1 was then daily e\pef ting y<mi miiinl, ,.tid (on'iiUied I was acting on the 
safe side in securing Niijcem-mod-ih'cu at once, and bcfn'c hi could git win iiitimatioa of 
the suspicion entertained against him. J Ic was tn ated with < very respect and temiemesa, 
and the Rajah was immediately writti'ii to, informing him oi his flcwan having fallen utiAer 
tmporary stts^^icion, with the Iissuiance that it had nothing whatever to do with theRgjah 
himself, and pointing out a pmbabil^' that the detention would last onh n ivw days. 

6. Mr. mikes, in reply to my mtiniatmn of Nujoein*ood*dcc>j’s arrest, say^s ; “ I am 
gjbid to hear you hove placed him conHuement ; there are ruaiiy circuitistanecs in the case 
tint iq^pear to implicate him.” I need not add that 1 imim diately reported the matter to 
Gbvemment, and that all the com'8|)oudcnec has heca snbst«quently laid before the 
lieateniiitt>(^\'emor, who, while approving of Nujeeni-ood deen’s rele^, expressed no 
dii^eNKire at the course I liod pursued, which is stigmatired by Mr. Tayler as ” a gross 
end glaraig ect of oppression and injustice, jirgudicial io the b«*st interests of Government, 
dboreditable to the English name, and most dangerous in its effects,” Ac. 

, ' 9. 'When the arrest was first mdb, Mr. Tayler wrote to nw rather strongly on the 
ihl^eot:, and reqinested me to let Nuj|eem*ood*de«n he detained in his (Mr. Thylera) house,* 
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offering to be responsible far MS sftib keeping. This, of coarse, I refused. ThO real cnise'^ 
arroht wfis stmKonsIy kept from Mr. Tayler, simply because ft yrm understood, from foe 
terms itt which he wrote of bis friend, t)» prisoner, that be would immediately comfiAimi- 
cate it to him, and thus frustrate the main object of the imprisonment. Purther, I would 
ask how, if Mr. Taylor's interest in the safety and welfare of this province was the fafti 
motive of this addrC'-s to the Governments of Bengal and India, did it happen that, seeinj|^ 
the danger of my conduct towards Moonshce Nujeem-ood-deen as eaiiy as the date of bis 
orrest, he did not rqiort the same to Government at an earlier period, the arrest haviii|f^ 
taken place on the 17 th of August ? 

8. 1 am verj ranch surprised <»t Mr.Taylcr’s inodting this point,* as I had hoped atid 
believed that the open and in eveiy w.dy eomplcte judicial iiujniry into the ehaiges brought 
against Ixjotf Ali in ray (’ourt, listened" to, us it was tliioughout, h> many of Mr.Tayler’s 
friends, to wliotu I gave* seats on the hmeh ioi that purpose, and the entire* refutation of 
these charges by tlu evidence adduced, would Inve shown Mr Tailtu* how thoroughly 
wrong and mistaken he had l>eeii in pirssiug an ac ( usation which had not one atom of 
proof or probability foi its sujiport I will not for a moment supjioM* that Mr. Tayler 
implies anything lievond the disiesjuit to his appeal imputed to im in his remark on my 
reeeiving a viait from one 1 had e\er\ reason to consider .m innocent and injured man. 
I own to having received a visit fioni I.oolf \ii some time altei his acquittal I 
received him as I receivc'd all nthci natne ircnth tucui, with neither more nor less of the 
usual circnioniul and compliment'.. I <*ongratulattd him on having c oinpletely cleared 
hiinscK fioin the charges brought aiainst him in my ('miit, and liopi'd he would, in future, 
be careful to avoid all cause foi suspicion I sha'l be as glad as Mr. Tayler that the 
refcrenc’c made by him should lx* .uiswt'ied, and tinst tluit the summing-up will convej 
the Government estimate of both Mt. 1'avh‘i’h ami inv ow'n c*omUur with irgawl to the 
trial in question, whii h, having been fully ic'portc'd to Gov ei ament at tlu time, need not be 
again entered into here. 1 smd, howevei, the papi’s eonmeted vvitii tlu ease for yonr 
perusal, which 1 would thank jcni to let urn when done with

Ccftot before me, he was told he might take time to pirj'are and write out Ids di’feuee, be 
reque^d that the jailor mightbe ordered to allow him the use of writing materials, which 
hioa.iui yet, he said, been denied hiin. i can iurlher utliim tiiat, with the cxeeplion of 
several piivnle notes from Mr. 'I'aylcr, all tending to lead my judgment info a train 
' adverse to the pnsoncr, 1 received n i sort ol commumeation cai the subject from Aineeir 
Ali or Lootf Ali, or any other jierson wliatovcr. A mosHcngu' w as rent to Mr, J. li. KUiott 
by Lootf AU^s mother, requesting him to inferevt hiin«eli in her -oil's releu-<i froiu jail, but 
tbat TCuUemun refused to interfere. 

i7. Mr» TayJcr’s remarks on Moon.shec .\meer .Ali's ap|)oiiilmcnt as AssistAUt

qprMties, lowering himself by their publication. 

1$. Mr. Tayler makes mention of Luotf Ali and hi<- friends liuving tried to get up A' 

, pi^ttoti to Government, representing how very uneomfm table they wen* under Mr. TaylerV 
adwinistratioo, &c. This petition was not- merely an attempt, but au act^iroplished fact, 
as is iNMobshiy known to Government, ao answer having, it is said, been retumw. 1 annpx 
a o(^, however, of the petition, with its seventy-two signatures, showing how large and 
impoetoble fas the party who joined with Lootf AU in self-congratuiaUon at the event 
•p^'cxmmeWMwted. You will remember, perhaps, that Uie fiust of this i»aper being ia« 
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circulation waa first brought to your notice by Mr. Tayler bimaelf, who^ at the aarae tkae 
hinted that rumour poin^ to yours^ as its origmatw. Mr. Tayler, you irSl noiemlw, 
however fiattering be may have coDsidered it to hp (fiavacteiv requfi^ you to mtaefisie 
for its prevention. 

19. 1 may, perhaps, be allowed, hero to steyte, that Ameer Ali’s appointment w^ in 
the opinion of those b^t able to judge and appreciate the tone of Patna native society, a 
highly luditic, popular, and useful measure. The better classes of natives in this city haye^ 
throughout thi^ evil times, displayed nothing but loyalty and goodwill to the witiiBh 
Government. Tlic appointment of Ameer Ah, a native of tlie province, and known to 
each and all, either as personal legal advise, or a successful pleader m the higheat Geurt 
of Judicature, to assist the Commissioucr in lus early communications with these ola a srts, 
was precisely what was reiiuired to ‘allay fears, wliich were daily gmning ground and 
strength, fears that the Guvcrniiient was bent on gi'iicral and iudihcriininate vengmnoai^ 
the atrocities eominittcd in .other parts ol India. There it, no calculating wliat mig^ have 
been the danger or mischief oi a spread of this beliiT among a credulous and timid {>opula> 
tiott. The har was at once allajtd by Aineci All's advent, and nol only bus the I'eal 
Jusliec of the Government been iii«*dc appaient lo Ibt native mmd, but its vast power and 
resources, jiri viously not half understood oi bilieved by the peojile, were made real and 
credible to all.

As I had giytm 
the Christian names oi the Messrs. Gale in my first letter, I merely sent those in iher 
others in luy second, and from this second letter the list of nomiuees puhlisbed in fihe 
Gazette ” appears to have been taken. This is very unfortunate, as one of the Htmonay 
Magistrates nominated is an assistant of Mr. Charles Gale, and the latter gentleiiian is hi 
consequence. I hear, much annoyed. Probably, in rectifying the mistake, the Ueutenaiit*

Sir, Patna, November 12, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to rej)ort all quiet in the division. 

2. The rumours of disturlKinces at Patna have died away ; they a|ipear to have 
otrigittated entirelv in the desire of one party of intrigut'rs to iiyure another. 1 have stiR 
got the Sikhs (about 40) in the opium godowii; the ‘‘.lumna” lyi^ just below the 
godown, and the '* Patna” off one of the principal ghauts, about a lutle further down. 

3. Reports from the neighbourhood of Palaniow mention that mudi anxiety is felt in 
oonsoqtaence of tire state of affairs in that disrtrict. The tribes eallud Cliecroo and Khur- 
war are said to be in arms, to the nuralMT of .>,(400 o’* (ijtXlO, and to Ik* attacking the 
zemhidarB ; they are burning and ]>illaging in idl directions. It is verj* desirable that « 
ataall force should move against tliem without delay. 

4. Tho Ranee ot IVhuree is n’ported, upon gowl authorritj, to he raising meh amwl! 
with firelocks. She has four guns mounted on hoi* westcni gates and tiiree jinjals, and is 
said to have othcis concealed. It is also riqMirted that she is luakir^; powder, und la^ng in 
a atock of anns. She exorcises her j»eoplc at the guns daily, in firing at a mark ; one x/t 
them hurst a lew days ago, and wounded a gotundnuve of the name of Torah Ali, bat she 
concealed the man m the remmi, mid |>h 1 tlu']H>h<c oft* with evasions. when they called on 
her to produce him .She has hutToimdcd tlu* hoiuse of the llcgum, Modcnarain’s mistress, 
and allows no one to leave it. These piowedings, it must he owned, arc of a very suapi- 
cious character, uiui unwilling as 1 am to bilioc tliul a wouinuwho showed such prudoncC, 
.and so much fid<*lity in the carh p.irt of thes'- disturhances, now going to adopt a course 
which must lead to her spccd\ ruin, it ludiovc' us to t.iKc care that her folly docs not 
prove injurious to onrsthoh. and that she is not allowed to fonu a nest of traitors in tl«* 
heart of Rehnr. 1 have called upon Ju*r to ^llhIllil an imnicdiale cxpl.’ontion of her 
conduct, and without hinting that 1 .sus^ieit her of any disaftt*ction to the State, aflSsoti^, 
indeed, to treat hei* preparations as directed agAin.st the Begum.

SINCE the opening of <lic cut chon ic*. I liavt' been tonduetiug my duties at Sewan, 
and I feel assured that you will lm\e been tnlbrined bj Mr. Lynch of what is going on 
here. 

2. The rajahs, /.omindiu's, and otlicrs, of Surun and Sewan are heartily loyal to 
Government, and are prepared to a.'.si‘.i it. llic European troops and (Joorkhas at this 
station are all in good In'atth, and they rcct'ive a sufficient snpjdy of provisions here. The 
fifty Sikhs who were at Sewan have Intel) bt'cn located at 'I'hunnab Doorooinec, and evci*v‘ 
thing ift going on well. The Deputy Magistrate and tin. ()])iuni Sahib are both in charge 
of their duties, and the Collector has, also, lately ai rived here. 

3. The iollowing is a report on the state of Goriickpoie A person itauu'd Mosurruf 
Khun, who was eon lined in jail during the time ot the English Hokims, and who was set 
at large along with other prisoners, has \noh (he favours of Mahomed liossein Khan, who 
has styled himself to he the nu/im and chucUledur. In consequence of the ojipressions of 
those two jiersons, the moharajuns, zemindars, &e., have lu'cnme hel])lcss, and the names 
of the parties who have been ass,mlted, whose bouses have been pulled down, and who 
have been robbed of many lacs of rupin's, are mentioned in the margin. 

4. I know It to be certain that tlte ehuckledur has tlurteon gnus with him, two of 
which aw' at Medo, two at Bunnil, and the rest are at Goruckpoiv. 'Pwo of these guns 
were brought from Lui'l^now, and tlu' rest arc those which Mahomi’d llo^scin found in tbe 
collectorate, and which he plundered from .^huh Sulesporc and otliera. He has 5,000 or 
6,000 fighmg men witli him, and the ivst are inerelj a rabble. The total number amounts 
to 10,000 or 12,000 men. The brother of Kaj<di Kocr Sing, whose name is, perhapi^ ■ 
Ruttoliqjnn Sing, lja» 700 mutinous .sepov** with him, and he has now encamped at ' 
Burelet Bazar, and is now getting pro\isioiu. collected at Selimporc. He has given out 
that he will soon reach Seliinpore. The chuekledar is now at Goruckpore. 

6. 1 have recently learnt that, sinoo the arrival of European troops and Goorkhae nt 
this station, the mutineers have got alarmed. Two thousand men have §pven up 
service of the chuckliHlar and gone away. The brother of Hajah Koer Sing was 
fiirmcrly prepared to come to Sarun, but he has shut lieen alarmed, and tbe mutineers 
who are with him will not proceed to that district without a sujimly of guns. I think 
if a few European ti^ips and Goorkhas be sent to the west of l^wan, near Miyhowiee^ or 
to Kotee, tlie mutineers will be greatly frightened, for the location of fifty Sith i i at

7. Of the several Rajahs of Goruck}>nit>, only tlie l^}ah of Sattauie luis mutinied, 
and joined the chuckledar with his truop«. The n‘st*of the Kajuhs, namely, the Kt^ahs of 
Bysee and Gopalpore, are hcartdy luyiil to Goviininont They ha\e lucently been 
compelled to make some presouth and ))a\ some inuno\ to the ohuf’kle<lur k»r the ssd'oty of 
their life and jiroperty The Mahaiajtih of Muiliowkr has been loyal, ho hns recened no 
assistance from Govemincnt, and his \dl<i!'os and llurolch Ha/tU' ha\o lioou plundered. 
The iutMtions of the Kt^^ah oi Tuinkoueo au not known. 

8, I am glad to leal n that tho unual ut tlu Gtooriumnl lioo]>h at Sew an, and the 
location of tho Sikhs at Doorooloo, havo hpriad ahniii among the inutineois, and that 
many of the chuoklcdar’s inon mtond to rclnujuish his sorM(o.

1 HAVE the honor to inform you tlmt, according; to your iustructions, having mated 
for Captain Rattray’b orders respecting the disposal of the Sikh detaclinient, which orders 
did not reach Lieutenant Rol)ert.son until 10 a.m. yesterdav, November 5, wc were unable 
to intcrcei>t the 32nd mutineers who crossed the Soane at l) rw.il, on elephants, at 12 o’clock 
lost night. 

I received eorrec’t intelligence of the movements of the rebels, both from the moonsiff 
at .rehanabad and from my own men, whom 1 had sent to the other side, up to the arrival 
of the rebels at Urwal, where they were said to be unable to cross fui' want of boats; we 
accordingly pushed on, and Lieutenant Robeitson and inysidf gullopped on, with a few 
mounted Sikhs, to IJrwul, where wi‘ uirived at 9 30 a.m. thi.s day, and found that| as I 
bod predicted from the lowness of the river, they had been able to cross on elephants. 
Captain Rattray was to have looked after the road above Nomore, and station sow'ars along 
it, but I (‘an li'ani nothing of him or them. Major Jnglis followed the rebels up as far as 
K('njar, tun miles from this, where he now is.

Sir, AUpore, November 5, 18.57. 

IN the month of September Inst, 1 08 men and C ufheers of Her Majesty's S9th Regiment 
were stationed in the army clothing otlices as a guard over the Alipore jail, which is in the 
immediate vicinity of those oflices. These Europeans continued to guard the jail till 
yesterday morning, when they were withdrawn, and, instead of (horn, only six men and 
one Serjeant, of Her Majesty’s .54th llegimcnt, have been placed at the jail. 

2. Tliese seven men are absolutely the only armed guanl 1 have over 1 ,725 convicts, 
of whom several arc mutinous 8cpoy.s and sowars from lh‘rbamp(n*c, .Jelpigorce, Barrack* 
pore, and other stations ; nearly the whole of the remainder being convicts sent from other 
jails because they are so desperate and dangt'rous that it was found unsafe to confine them in 
any less^strongly guarded prison than that Alipore has hitherto been. But, besides being a 
guard over 1,725 of the most dadgerous characters m Bengal, these seven Europeans have 
to keep in check the whole Alipore Militia, and, more direct Ij, HC men of that regiment 
who are stationed within a tew yaixls of the jail giUe, and some ul whom arc known to 
have friends itti])risoncd in the jail. 1 may add, that 1 am in daily expectation of receiving 
from Patna and other stations considerable nuudicis of life^prisoners, among whom are 
more sepoys and sowars. The militia scpoj's, being from the same villages, are nearly 
certain to nave friends among these convicts also, with whom they naturally sympathise, 
and whoso escape they would therefore, in all probability, assist. 1 consider it my duty 
thus prominently to ulludc to the militia, because I have been lately informed that, when 
the men of Her Majesty’s .5yth wore sent to guard the jail, some militia sepoys were beaid 
openly boasting that their regiment, even without arms, was more than a matcli for such 
a small number of Europeans. 

3. Under these circumstances, 1 trust that the Lieutenant -Governor will agree with 
me that seven armed men is a most inadequate guard over the Alipore jail and the Calcutta 
Militia, and that at least 100 Europeans should be imfoediately stationed again in the army 
clothing offices. I understand that there arc upwards of 100 of Her Majesty’s 54th at the 
Sudder Court, wdneh is fai' too distant from the jail to admit of their giving immediate aid 
in case of a sudden outbreak among the convicts, for which we should always be prepared. 
You are aware that several such outbreaks have occumnl, in all of which the military 
have had to act without one moment's delay in order to prevent the escape of all the 
convicts. 

4. i trust I may be pardoned for sug^cstii^ that there cannot exist such an absolute 
necessity for a strong guara at the Sudder ('ourt as at the Alipore jail, which should nevo^ 
in my opinion, have a weaker guard than 100 Eumpeaus. I therefore hope that the 
European soldiers now at the Sudder Court may be sent without delay to the army clotbing 
offices, where the quarters are good and suitable, as 1 was informed by Captain Montmo* 
rency, the officer in command of the portion of Her Miyesty's 59th which lately occupied 
those quarters.

General in Council, a copy of a letter of the 7th instant from Mr. Wauehopc, on the 
subject of these guns. 

I’lie guns origimdly supplied, have, It will he .seen, been e.xehanged for others of an 
old pattern, and these have been of great use in instructing the European seamen engaged 
by Mr. \Vaneho|M* for the defence of Calcutta in the first instance, and subsorpienlly for 
employment at diflerent statipns in Ikngnh Parties of seamen thus collected and 
ijjstriicted have already been found very useftd. One detachment has been for some time 
in Assam, another has j»ist started for Purncah, and two more parties are now being 
orgnni'/.eil for service in Rungpore and Dinugcqmre. 

It is evident that, ludess to some extent drilled and instructed before they leave 
C'nlentta, bodies of seamen picked up indiscriminately out of the merchant ships in the 
port, could not he much relied on, and without the guns they could not be instructed. On 
this account the 1 .ieutenant-Govcraor carne.stly hopes that his Lordship in Council will 
pornut Mr. Wauchope to retain the guns which he now has.

4. In order to keep the |)eaee, which was likely to be disturbed by the large 
number of soldiers and seamen on short, I have attacned to each of my regular police 
serjeiints a number of the Kuropenn extra constables, who, being for the most part sailors, 
h)ultr*not he trusled in the bazaar on duty by themselves; and I have consequentlv 



always at hand a force of Kuiopean poli.-o cajtable of e’earing ihc streets, pr putting a stpp 
to anv disturbance.

.*i. Major Maedonncl has f.ivoiux'd me wifli a perusal ol the proceedings of the court-* 
maitiid (‘onvened by liib order, from winch, in I’egard V> the mutiny at Chyebassa, I have 
been only abk) to elicit tlie following facts 

4. From about the 6th or 7tli August, alter receiving tidings ol the mutiny at 

Domndah, and atby Major Sissmorc hud let) the station, disalfcction iM'gan to show itself 
in the detachment ; but, lU'cording to the two native uffiec'rs, Suhadar Humauth Sing, 
Jemadar liurruckimraiu Snig, was, by their ellorts, kept down, till two set>oys, emissaries 
from Dorundah arrived, wlien a gieat portion of the detaehmeni were again disorderly, and 
would not permit these two sepoys to he arrc'sted. They went away, and returned after 
fifteen or twenty days with another sepoy named Oku.s Pandy, and during the interval 
there was no outbreak, lint some gunnhimg about pay; the detachment wished to open 
the treasure ebest and take their pay ; the native otnccr.s, by their own account, oppraed 
this, oitd pacified them foi the time b} procuring money elsewhere to pay them for Umi 
month of June : but towards the end of the month of August, two of the Cfayebassa 
sepoys who had nbsent(>d thcinselvt*s witiiont leave, ii'tumed with a scfioy from Dorundnb, . 
named Hamad Sing, who pro[H)sed to the det.ichinent to shoot the native officers, then to 
take the treasure and inarch to Dorundah. ' 

5. On this the detachment threw oft’ all order. The treasure chests were broken 

open, the money taken out on the parade-ground and divided, after whith they release 
the piisonws, loaded tliem with their baggage, and stort^ for Dorundah on the 
5tb September. < 

< 6. The nativT offioors, who state they used every exertion to keep the detaidiment in 
their post and to their alliance, concealed themitelves when the mutineers matnli^ 
with the party of five sowars of the Ramghur Irregular Cavalry remained at Chyhbaaaa^^^ 

7. The luufitiecrs, after |[eaving Chyebassa, found themselves opposed by 4lw CdkHft* 
m whatever direction they attempted to move, and eventually surrendenngto the PaiSluHit' 
Hajali’s men, they were taken to Chukurdhurporc, tlisanned, and the tfeamne tidceii 
them by the Kajuh and detained by him till made over as priwmerh to tho aothoil^^lit' 
Hanchfeo. '

Nineteon who had, till the Hna) inuliu), inpre /caLously co-operated with tbaiif 
native officers in maintaining order, were sentenced to seven years, and iliree who bady 
dttciog ^ same jieiiod behaved evccedingly well, and had given useful information, were 
sentenced to two ycuis* imprisonment, Inbmir. 

14. We thus have in jail at prcHcnt iihy-thret' of these sentenced mutineem. Thosh 
who are ordered for transportation uifl of cowhc be sent to Alipore, as soon as arrange* 
tnenta can be made for guarding them in li unsit.

4. The next zemindars M*ho ap|)ear to have rebelled against the Govcrhfnwit, ' ^ 
Bahoo Oopal Sahac, a natural son of the Maharajah of Chota Nagpore, and Lidl Khuoim 
Sahae, who holds office under him. These two were at Raimhee iraeti the oaththak tobk 
place, asVbs also Lai I Gopendernath Sahac, nephew and heir«pparent to the WeApitt^. 
He immediately left for Palcote, thus disavowing any connection or sympathy , imh ^ 
mutineers. The Baboo and Lali above named remained liere : they were inStruinehtal in 
causing the plunder of the houses of the European residents, atm those of tosny ol' the 
Amlahs 'and Mahajuns; they were in constant cdlnmunication with^the mdtioeei^ St 
Oorundah, and eventually left this with tliem, whether voluntarily or under eorapulsioh, is 
not clearly apparent. Both, however, appesir to havo.left the mutineers at Chandwa, helotr 
Tdko Ghaut, about forty miles from this. 

5. About ten days after the mutiny of the battalion, Lali .Juggutnath Sahae, a6n 6f 
Thakooc Kupilnath Saline of Sulgce, joined the mutineers atl)orundah, and took up hk 
residence in the bungalow of Captain Nation, He wa% received by the mutineers as the 
agent of Koer* Sing, of Jugdespore, whose sdn‘*in>law he is represented to be. He 
had two sepoys constantly in attendance on him, as orderlies, and his maintenance was 
provided by the sirdars of the battalion. He was accompanied from Sulgee to this by 
two mutinous sepoys of the Hth Native Infantry, and a portion %f tiic detachment of that 
corps which mutinied at Hazaruebaugh. 

6. lt*tippcai*s that wlien the two compiuiieKS of tJie 8th Natii'e Infantry on duty at 
Hazareebaugh, mut inied and plundercHl the treasury there, and went off in the direction of 
Sulgee, they were entertained there for some days by Tliakoor Knpilnatli Sahae, and 
eight of the sepoys rtmiaiiied witli him. IVo of them accomiianicd the 1^11 to DoruPdah. 
It is supiiosod that the LiU was tlie medium of communication between the mutineers 
and Koer Sing, and that it was at his suggestion tlie mutineers raurclicd from this with 
the intention of joining Koer Siug. He remained Doranduh until their march, and 
voluntarily accompanied Uiem as far os Balooniat, where it is repdirted that he left thom. 

7> Although Thakuor Kufiilnath Sahae does not appear to have taken an active part 
in these acts of rebellion against Government, there can be no doubt that they were’ 
committed with his .sanction, and it is jirobalile tiiat liis age and infirmities alone prevented 
his appoluing amongst the mutincclrs of Dorundah ; lie is certainly guilty of having 
harboured mutineers, and his conduct is the more eulpalile since he is and has been ftir 
years the recipient of a pension from tlic Government; 

8. The thakoor has ajipcarcd before me, anil is now under restrtunt; and you wUL 

observe from bis answer, although tacitly admitting some of the ciiarges against het 
avers that the apparent acts of rebellion were committed under compulsion. ,• . 

9. Tlie next zemindar who apjjieared in o|>cii rebellion against Ihe Goveroment wKjti 

Bandy Ounput Roy, a man of indifferent character, ami notomus for intrigdA ■ 
appears diat after the mutiny a correspondence went on for srnue time between hknlisM 
the sirdars of the mutinous sepoys, which resulted in his joining the latter at l>(SNAldhii|( 
early in the month of Stptenibcr last, whom he was formally installed Conimaiaehei’«m4^ieir 
of tlie forces.

to Karar of tlie same peigunnah, where they were protected l>y an cllaquadar called Thakoor 
Kupilnath Sing, 1 eousidcr it advisable that t^crc should lie no delay in re-asserting the 
authority of (joverninent over these lawless tribes, and nave determined to send^ out 
Lieutenant Graham and another officer, with as strohg a paliy of relialde men of the 
llumghur local force as we can muster. - ^ « 

2. Lieutenant Graham has hetm instructed to proceed ii,s speedily as pamible towards 
Leslii^gnngc ; the ellu(|najdars and ijarudars will be rcqdired to mve him every assistance. 
Ifis mere presence will, I think, do much to restore order, ana he will, I hope, with the 
aid he will receive from the well-affected landholders, find himself stifficicntly strong to 
break up any combination that may he formed for tlie jmrpose of plunder, and bring the 
offenders to justice. 

3. 1 beg to solicit that the Lieutenant-Governor will he pleased to sanctioR the 

nomination of Lieutenant Graham, to officiate in the appointment of Junior Assistant in 
cliiu’ge of the Korundali subdivision, wliieli includes Palamow, till the arrival of the 
officer appointed to Ibe situation. Lienienanl Grabant has Itad experience in civil employ, 
having had charge of the Singbbooni district. * 

-I. The party to aeeornpany Li<tiitenunt firabam, will consist of 4 native offietTS, 
8 havildars, naiks, ami, 47 sepoys, and C> ti-oopers; inost o!' these afe men who have 
behaved well during the mutiny. This is a small force, hut 1 depend also on the assist- 
ance which my information loads me to expect Lieuhmant Graham will receive from the 
v-cinindars, and the well-afl'ccted portion of ryots of Palanmw. 

• 1). If Lieutenant-Graham, from the infurmatiun he. will receive us he proceeds, finds 
the disturhaiuv more serious ami geneval than it is now eonsiderotl to be, he will l>e

IN continuation <if my letter of yesterday’s date, I have the honor to submit copy of 
a comniunieaiion since received from Captain Davies, Senior Assistant at Lohardugg^, 
embodying the suhstam-e of th<5 diffenmt rt'poits that have reached him regarding the 
disturbances in Palamow. 

2. lu mxMving lhe.se reports, due allowance must l>e made for the proneness of alarmed 

native officials to e.xaggerate. 'I'he information, on which I wrote yesterday, was derived 
from two chuprussies of my Intelligence Department, who were at Lcstiegunge, in Pidamow, 
wl»on tlie di-sturhance broke out, and had .jatssed tlirough Shahpore, a day or two before, 
wdmn they heard from the /einiiulur I'hakooraie Uughooburdeal Sing, that he was 
ox|M*eting and preparing i^uiivst an attack ; it is probable, therefore, that it is, as Captmn 
Davies surmises, a party u^‘r, and that the measures already adopted may prove 
sufficient. ^ 

3. It wil) be ns well, however, to prepare for the neoessity of having to s^d a stronger 
forise into Palamow, and it oscurs to me, if the right wing of the Sb^awattee Battalion, 
under Colonel Forster, now at PuriiW, were moved on in ftis directidb, two companies 
L'ft at Golah to opemte against Sontnals and others implicated in the depredq^ioriS that 
have been committed in that jiart of the country, and the reKiainder of the Ibiee h* eoiiie

3. Y'esterday I received further reports I'nnu the uho\e-named, and from the durugah 
of Thaimuh Manka, dated 22u(i idem, coutirming the report s pre\iuu.sly submitted, and 
intimating that the rebels hud considerably increaseil in nutnhers, to about .'i,000; they imd 
)>tundcrcd the town of Shabpon* and village i)f Khuiiua, only live miles from lA'sliegunge ; 
tliat l^licgunge was dcscrli'd by almost all its inhabitants, aiul, then*fore, U was deemed 
expedient to ivtiix' with tlie polite and tehscidarce establishments, and Government 
thannah, to Kuiar, about sixteen inih's to the I'ast of Leslicgimge, where they were loyally 
protected by TImkoor Kupdnatb Sing, and that unless immedi.ite measures were taken for 
putting down the reWlliun, it would spivial ihmughout the pi rgunnuh.

You arc awarethat these Kiiyiwurs and Chemws uje ihc ahmigiues ol the district ; 
it is reported that they are acting under the diiwtiou <^|i IVlmnlK-r Sue Uliogta and 
Ncoluraoer Sac Bhogta (brothers), llhupiadurs of Tujipa Clieymo Suimeea, themselves 
Khyrwars and zcrainilurs oi nnieh inilucnce amongst their own caste ; and us the Khyrwuts 
aud C'hcrows up^icar to have coaloseed and uiimIc common cause, the other zemindars of the 
district, who appear well atfucted tow'urds the Guveinmcnl, aic nimhie to tnakc head against 
them, unless immediate asbistunee is rendered. 

6. Without more precise information, it is diflienit to speak willi certainty as to the 
orimn of this disturbance. It is rumoured that 'J’hakoorae Tilurkduiee Sing, who is known 
to M at enmity with Thakoorae Kughohurdeal .Smg, is the instigator ofit, and, as yet, llio 
•latter has been the greatest sufferer; it mav he only a party movi'UKnt wliieli a small 
fitfce would be huflicient to put down ; 'houlcl, however, Ihense amongst llic ahove-nained 
tnlies be general, it will not be so easily suppressid. I p to tin lalist accounts, the 
disturbances have been confined to the jurindiction of the Lusliegungt* .md 8hahpor« 
thannah, I bate, &e.

3. lieutenant Graham should not attempt to enter the fastness of the Bhogt^, with 
his present small force ; but if the aid promised by the Sirgoqah Surburakhar be speedily 
given, and is efficient, he may be able to effect something.

hope to-morrow to lecoive mud) later intdligenee, and I will defer till then to submit any 
further suggestions for bis Honor’s consideration. «

I HAVE the honor to report 11)4, afier Inilting for two days at Lt\sliegunge, for tlie 
purpose of collecting infoiiiiiition and collecli))g petitions, 1 j-eached Chyncporc this 
morning. 

2. It would appear that iibont .OOO Boghfas, &c., under Petuinbcr Sah, Jogheerdor of 
Cheonostinea, and his biotlier U’Unnber Sah, paiily plundered Lesliegunge and a few 
other villages, 

3. At Ijcsliegunge, the Government thannah, AbkfUT eiiteberry, the Malklmnnah, and 
a few houses belonging to private individuals, were l)U)‘i)l ; but the. grci)ter j)ortion of the 
office papers, and all the livusure (uniouniiug to about I ,H()4 rupees), sue sale. 

4. At an attack made on Chynepore, t})e insurgents, if they can be (atiisidcmd in that 
light, numbered about 2,01)0; and alter, it is said, mu)*deiing a Government pcada, a 
woman, and two ehildrcn, were driven off, with slight loss, by 'I’hakoorite Rugburdial 
Sing, of Chynepow, agaiiist whom, on aceoimt of old enmities, 1 Icol pretty sure this 
movement has been mainly intended. 

5. By all accounts, the Boghtiis, who jippear to be a complete set of savages, had half 
l)erauadcd themselves into the belief that the Government a)itl)oi’ities hud left forever, and 
thought the oppoilunity for plundering with impu))ity too good !i one to be lost. 

6. Had some show of Govei'iiment authority been much longer delayed, serious 
mischief would, vritbout doul)t, b)ive taken platre; but on hen)‘ing of n)y advance, the 
Boghtas, it is ivportetl, lo.st l)eai't, and have almost dispersed ; ilie \'arious zemindars, &c., 
have, to all apjieamnees, held enti)'elralix)f frou) then); and 1 tiust, ere long, to be able 
to report that tlie di>ti’iet i.s |M?rftrtly <|uiet. 

7. A little niglil-pluuderi)ig is still carru-d on by the village cbooiuu’s, and other bad 
characters ; and this will also, I hope, be put a stop to ere lung. 

8. The Gover«)uicut treasure and servants were protected by Baboo Sewchum, Roy 

of Nowaghur, whosi* name I have, the honor to re(|ue8t you will be good enough to bring 
to the lavorahle notice of tl)e Commissioner. < ' 

9. As, with my small party, too great preeaution.s could not be taken, I have mode' 
smoU advances lor food to a lew matchlockmcn, whom I have employed at outlying 
picquets, and will re))ucst you to obluin the sam'tion of the Commissioner to the same 
when the accounts ivre made iqi. 

10. With my present very small fon^, 1 fear 1 shall be unable to ubdmlake very entive . 
measures against the ringleaders of the late d)8tu)'bances; but were my fuiee temporarily 
increased to 100 bayonets, something might be done. Sowars sire useless in the Bogfata 
countrj-.

IN continuation of my letter of yesterday’s date, I have the honor to submit an extract 
froin a demi-otKcitil eoimnunication ivciuved this day from Lieutenant Graham, on deputa- 
tion in Palamow, under date the 141.h instant, from ('hynoporc. 

2. I'nnn the information given, it tippears that the insurgents have not dispersed ; 
they hav(‘ fallen hack on the jungle tracts to the soutji of Palamow, bordering on 
Sirgoojah, and hold the ghauts in front of them. Tlioi'c have been no fresh depreda- 
tions since Lieutenant (’iraham mavehed into Ps^lamow; but, aa .surpiised by that officer, it 
is probable they will he I’lnboldencd, and in a mi*usure eomjKilled <|gain to take to a courw 
of plunder, if not dispei’si'd. 

5. Wg are short of troops for oftensivc operations gainst them ; and, itinleas 



reinforced, it will not be ctisy for its to muster a sufficient number of men for a oain[)oign 
in the Palaniow- jungles. 

4. 1 have issui^ fresh itistructions to the Surburahknr of Sirgoojgh, dtreetjug him to 
entj)l(»y liis whole forte, and give his ])ersi>iml uttcntioii tt» tlie iiiiT of lacutonaut Clrahaui 
in putting down this distiuhiiaec. lie has a eonsitlerahle body of men al his dis]>osal, and 
they wnld not bo better empU)yed. The insurgents liavt' been Ivotihliug Sirgoojah as 
as Pulainow, ami llie Iwiuls are formed of 8itgo{>iuh as wt'll its J'ahunow marauders., 

6. In Chota Nagpore all is quiet ; but with the prisoners that we have now In jail, 
tho trials tliut are pending, and with tho uuiuber of people, chiefs attd othi'.rs, etnuiug in^ 
who are all anxious to see what force we have, I do not think it would he right to denpd^ 
this place of trt)()ps. 

G, I was in hopes of being able to get fifty Dikiis from Ihuuivchaugluor Itt Iiuve.

district is m)U’ quiet, Major Sinqisou will not be able aide(|uuteiy to punisli llm (Muadtars, 
who have conimitted atrocious ci'inies, and made disturhanees in liis liistriol, and provide 
for the duties of his station with a smaller force than that he has now at his tlisposai. 

7. From a letter just ivceivetl, I find that the detacluneut sent out hy Major Simpson 
to (looinca Jiad returned to lluzareehaugh. They have not heeii aide to cifect much, us 
the parties they were in search ttf relii('d into the hills and jiingh's on their {qiproueh, and 
nothing was seen hut deserted villages. Major Simpson iiilends going out again in the 
Ruinporc direction, and in Ids search after (.’hoohars i.s likely to he aided hy some 
influential Sonthal headmen who have been assisting us in proeuritig Sontliul r(‘CTuits. 

8. ilis Honor is aware that, Soorumler Sahee having broken his ])arole and ahseonded 
fi'om Suinbulftore, a strojjg detachnioiit was sent out to disperse any of his syiiipiithl/.erK 
that could l)e found collect(‘d, and to a))[)reheml the brotlievs, if pos.sil>le, and the 
Sumljujparc gurhowtcali or /emindar, who i.s suspected of having rcndeivd tlicm most 
active ussislanee. J have directed Captain l>cigh to proclaim that cvirry village, the iuhahitaiilM 
of which harbour thc.so rebels, will he liable to <lcst ruction j amd similaar .striaigent orders 
having been is.sued from this office to llu* {lurhait Ciiiefs, wliiiisil ait t)ie saune time large 
rewairds (/itfO rupees earch) ujf ort’ered for their a[)p|cliension, J have reaison la* think they 
will not long escape jumisiuneut. 

9. i iveeive .saiti.sfuetory accomits from adi tlie (lurhjat Mehals, wilh exception of 
Odeyporc, in whieli insignificamtjitucethe autliority of Cloverauiienl hais to he I'c-iislahlisherl, 

10. In my report of the lillrd of Seplembei*, Ino 7, paii'aiga'aph 12, 1 Jiieiitioau’d lhait the 
dejaosed Hsyah Dlu’iaij Sing and his hi-other, Shewraij Sing, who were delaiiiied here uu’dci' 
surveillance, luul, on the evaicuaition of lUiuchee lay tlie authorities, proi-eedi d to Odeypap'C, 
and, by cxtraviigunt misrejareseutalious, induced ilic ignorant jiigluH-nlars and ryots to 
acknowledge lliern. The tehseeld.u', on the pairt of ( joV(‘j'niueiil, was fuix’ed lo quit 
the Medial, and Dliciuj Sing appropriated some 500 rupees of (lovernmeiit eoileclions 
tliat were in hand. 

11. The messengers tind spies stmt out hy me, on my first arrival, liave inily recently 
returned. My perwannah wais not rweived ; they would not credit llac n;-oceupution of 
Rancheu. 

12. I have now issued proclamations, warning tlie inhahitauU again^l paying revi'uui' 
to amy unaccredited person, or acknow’lcdging any authority hut that of the (lovt'nuuent 
officers deputed hy me, and rcfjiiired the Surhurahkar of Seigoojidi an<l Kaijidi of Jiislipore 
(tlie former has just kit me, and the latter is now hcie), to :i<;'i:;t uiy cliupnis; ie,> in 
imikiug known the contents to nil concerned ; 1 have ul.^o called on tlieni li* sei/e and 
semi into me all escajacd camvicts, ineluding Dlioraj Sing and hii hrullu'i’. J! is imported 
that the fonner is dead, and that the laitler lias succeeded to the usuiped |^o^t ; it so, wo 
are rid of the most determined villain of the two, and i do not imtieijialc uuu:h opposition 
to my orders. Should these measures prove insufficient, it will lie <-;isy for me to take 
Odeypore in my tour, and restore order, with such a force, as f m:iy Ik; able to procure, to 
aecomjiunv me as an escort. 

13. I am most unxious to move out, uii<nt in very der;li-al*le Ihaif I >hould proceed 
through the division to Sumbulpore, vial Palarnow, Sii’guqjah, ami Odiypore, returning

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of the Agency jail and Government bungalows, it might, perhaps, be practicid)lc to 
occupy tlmt station immediately with a portion of one of Her Majesty’s regiments. T)>e 
Sikh detachment could then be spared for Palamow. If disturbances dhere cannot oUier- 
wise be put down, and if the duties of Sumbulpore can be taken permanently by Madras, 
troops, the detachment of Ramghur Light Infantry now there could be withdrawn >aud 
added to our strength here. This would give us sufiieieut men at Rauchec and Dorundah 
for garrison duties, and a moveable column besides. It w^ould greatly aid us in the forma- 
tion of a new battalion or ][>olicc corps, and enable us, in a short time, to be able to dispense 
with the services of the Madras detacliinent now here.

THERE is nothing new', that 1 know' of, to tell you about : all is quiet here, and the 
variou-s hodios of insurgents quiet for the present ; l)ut this can’t last many days, as they 
must be fed, and their food can only be pi-ocured by plundtir. The main body of the 
Rogtahs arc now at Mundal, about twenty miles from this, keeping the lloogloornora 
Ghaut ; they aw said to he making [trepamtions, both oflbnsive nml defensive, and to 
have im jinmtMis<‘ quantity of plunder,, including, amongst other things, 1,200 head of 
cattle, huft‘aloe.s, and an enormous (pmntify of ghee, itc. An advanced party of 100 
or 150 of them arc watching the Tungpunva Ghaut, w'liich is about twelve miles from 
this, on the road to Mmulid. I can send you a rough maj) of the road towards Mundul, 
if }'ou like. Reports from Sutterpove also slate that, the Khyrwars, &c., arc up in that 
direction. One thing there can be no doubt of, and that is, tlmt if [dundering is to be 
stopped and the country settled, more Infantry' must he siait: with the exception, perhaps, 
of the Rogtahs, the mere sight oT them will he enough to disperse the budmusbes; and 
reward ought to he set on the heads of .Icea Sing, se]*oy, and Potuinher Shu, with, 
perhaps, one or tw'o others. Sjiies of Rugbiirdial Sing lia\'e ju.st come in, who report 
parties of insurgents on the Chittra and Talkie (Riaiits, and that Lclumbcr has returned 
from the .lushpore direi'tion with assistam-e. Rcekaree Sing, of Monkah, reports that, in 
five days from this day, all are to nssemhle at the Palamow fort and Poojah Kur, and, having 
done so, come down on this. •

IN continuation of tny letter dated 7th instant, T have the honor to roi»drt as 
folloivs : ^ 

Yesterday morning I left this at 4 a. m., in company with the Principal Awfetant- 
Commissipnpr^ Captain Davies, and Colonel Forster, and his detachment, taking with me 
the prisoner Neelmonoy Sing, to occujiy his house, as directed in paragraph 1 1 of ywr letter 
dated 31st Octol»cr. 

Our route lay through a wild, uncultivated countiy, which so fur impeded our march 
that we did not reach Neclmoiicy Sing’s house till nearly 8 o’clock. 

I shall leave the description of the whole place to Colonel Forster, who will be hotter 
able to detail to the Tarmtenant-Covornor what a formidable stronghold w^e found it, simply 
mentioning that it upj)eare(l to nu; to l)c a building surrounded by a lofty wall, with large 
outworks, consisting of a deep ditch, with a rai.scd embankment on the inner side. It is 
worthy <)f notice tliat some portions of this earthwork were of very recent constrnction, 
having evidently been raist'd within tlui last fortnight. 

Immediately facing the front gate leading to tlic inner court-yard, two cannons had 
been, till very lately, placed in position ; a inasomy platform has l)ccn erected for the 
guns to work on, and behind each gun there had iKion tw'O large beams finnly fix'cd in the 
ground, to prevent their recoil. I'lje new.s of our arrival which had, notwithstanding all 
our precautions, uufortiu^tely preceded us by a few hours only, had enabled Ncehuoney’s 
servants to pull u]» one of the beams, and dismantle the guns, which wcrc subsequently 
shown to us in diflcrcnt parts of the inelosurc. 

Our first care was to niukc a scamh for both ammunition and arms, but.we were very 
unsuccessful at the coinriicnceinent, being only able to find about a handful of gunpowder, 
which the servants flecinretl was all they })os.hc.ssccI, being the remains of one rupce^s worth 
Neelmonoy had purchased of a l\>ojali. * 

After a short delay, we forced an entrance into a godown, which contained all the 
implements and materials for manufacturing powder, several vessels showing that they had 
only been very recently employed for this purpose. As 1 then felt it useless trifiing cither 
with Nceltuoncy or his servants in a matter which had assumed such a serious asfMMit, 1 
went up to the former and told him that I would hang him then and there, if he did not 
immediately disclose the place where Itis powder and ammunition had been concealed. This 
threat hod the desired effect, and I was at once taken to a rubbish licap, and requested to 
Kcaroh witliin. In the course of a few minutes we dug U]> numerous earthen pots and 
sacks containing sulphur, saltpetre, gunpowder, grape, canister, bullets of all sizes, and a 
few. iron ^ntum balls, the probable quantities of some of which 1 have ^ven in the oocoin- 
panying nst. 

Ottr inquiries were then directed to other similar deposits of rubbish, from tvhieh 
w collected swords, pistols, matchlocks, and other weapons. Many of these were old, but 
six of the swords found in an inner a]>artment were quite new, not having handles to 
tliem, and the several ])owdcr-homs and powder were also new, and charged with bullets, 
priming powder, and slow matches for immediate use. The English guns belonging to 
Neelmoney had been privately sent into the village, and we had some difficulty in iiimat> . 
iug on their being given up to us. 

The powder was blown up, aiul the guns spiked by Colonel Forster, as we could 
procure no means for removing them, but all the other arms were brought away with iqr. 

I beg to state that T have every rciisou for susiicctiug that many guns, and perhaps othei* 
wea|)on8, wore not discovered, in spite of our diligent search. Among the. fonner there 
nre^ proliably sumo muskets, as we found a hag of flints, and also more English guns, td 
which some of the butlct'moulds necessarily belonged. 

Wc found no loose cash ; but, after a long search, wc obtained two . large brass lotas, 
which wc were informed wore full of money, but their mouths are caiimUy solder^ up. 
Wc have of course brought these away with us, but do not purpose opening till 
we reach Ptiruiia. 

The doom leading to the rooms containing the records and papers were carefnlly 
^Icd h>' the Princip^ Assistant Commissioner, and, as they probably iwntnininiK^ userai 
mformation for ca^'ing out the orders for attaching the estate, thoyjWiitt be 
removed to PutuVia under his superintendence. • 

Oursearedi over the premises was not concluded tiU the afternoon, and I left the 
house itt the occupation of the police, with one of Neelmon^ Siiig’s own Mrvanisi ifhw I 
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allowed hitn to cIkiom fx the purpose of se^oO none of his rasster’s eSoots were 
impropolx made away with. ^ 

In ooncloBion. T heg to state tiiat eveiv eare Was taken during tliO search to {nevent 
any inconvenience to the women occupying the private apartments, though wc subseq^iiMitfar 
discovered tbe^ had all been previously removed. I would also mention that Cobim 
Forster's exertions and precautions throughout the day to prevent pilfering on the part at 
the sepoys, wore all that could have been desired from so able and experienced on oItoxh’.

That your petitioner is posscfiscd of extensive zemindarees and estates, situated in 
Fbchete and Bengal, and is tlie lineal descendant of a long race of ancestors, who have 
been Rigahs of Pachete : 

That during bis minority, and after he came of age, your petitioner was sidled the 
Maharajah Bahadoor of Pachetc, until lie was ordered by your Honor to desist fiom 
assuming that rank, as tiu* sanction of the Government had not Ix'cu obtained for that 
purpose : • 

niiat your pditioncr, thereupon, prcsenlt'd a petition to your Honor, through the 
Commissioner, soliciting tin* sanction of your Honor to his assumption of the rank, and 
with which reijucst he wris informed your Honor had graciously complied : 

Tliat, shortly after, your jictitloner was directed to attend at Ilancegunge, before 
Mr. Lushington, the ('oinmissioner, in order to he invested with the rank of Maharajah 
Bahadoor ; and was also, on subseciuent occasions, dii’ceted by that gentleman, and other 
authorities, to ap}K‘ar before them :

undertake the duty ef settling the aecounls of the cart num : these cartnien are not all 
engaged at an uniform i.ite; (lu reaic advance.-,, im»rco\er, to recover fioin Ihein, and they 
nuisl he paid daily and regidarly. Tliis could only he doiu' h} an ollieer specially appointc d 
lor the purpo.se, who wouhl have to look e\clnsl\ely alter llicii inl<'it -Is, to .see liiat they 
are nut ill-treated, and that ju.stic<‘ is inctt d to them again.-l i v(‘iy well fo'inded complainf,; 
such an otlieer marching with a hripajle would elh’clnally check tlu- ohscivations wliieli 
now lake jdaee, owing, as Mr. t'ampbell, 1 have no donhl, truly tc.-tilies, “ lo ii iciiulinily 
of payment and rough handling.” Ililherto it has hecn the Imsiness of (he ( 'oiiimissariul 
olfieer, or, in some eases, of one of the regimental t)llic(.rs, to aKcnd to Ihi-i dnlj ; Inf so 
long a.s tl>ey aix* fettered with their otvn peculiar, ;uid what to tlu in is doiihllc.ss the iiiok; 
responsible, office of protiding ration« and looking affer the comforts of (ho ineii, the iiiek 
of paying the carttnen \ftll inevitably he left to gomu-stahs, and llic evil complaiixd of 
continue unabated. 1 W'ould, on tliis ground, strongly urge upon the coikidciation of (lie 
Lieulcnant-Govemor the adv«i.ntagi; of rceonunending special ofliecrs for the ptirpo.se 
specified. It will have the eftect of throwing the work upon a re.spt)nsil))c jiarty ; and 
who, relieved of all other cai*e, will also he able to secure to us the rcL'Mlar icltini rd carts 
for rc-employment. It is wxdl known that cartmen, palkcc hearers, h.ingliv hurdars, alid 
others, have accepted, and do constantly accept, .service with Civil loiomolivc odicerK to 
go out and be with them, ^ front district to district, for four or five iiumflis in the year, 
during which they (ravc‘r.s.c .some hundreds of inile.s, far awaj- from th ir homc.s, and over 
some of the worst roads in the eourilry : they travel, moreover, with tli'i;' lull load of fen 
inaunds, and yet hold t o their engagemetit throngltout the sea.son ; while here, tm the 
Grand Trutik Road, d<;>ertions take phicc otic aftt.'r another, so soon ;is the earls an* intule 
over to'the brigades ; sometimes, us 1 have .seen, hefore tlicy actually ■•Itirt, ». /»., on the 
niglit preceding the msre^, when a sudden and sujiplemcntury indent, at the clevcmth 
hour, follows as a consequt;nefe upon this lX*partinciif, and no time is allowt'd to draw up 
our duinurrage certificates. 

With reganl to the substitution of carriages drawn by tattoos for doolii- hearers, it 
is liable to this one scriou/i objection ; namely, that, it will he more trouhlesonie, and less 
economical, tU ke(^ up draught cattle as the projicrty of Govcriiincnt, with their feeding 
to look after, and an cst^tblishment of drivers, carpenters, blacksttflil'S, axlc-grhasers, and 
others to maintain. The idea of an ambulance waggon may be very goml in theory, but 
when reduced lo ptUctiCe, with sick men to carry .'tcross (even be it here ami there/ rough 
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roads and riveiij, the comfort of the ordinary doolie to the sick cannot be surpassed, or 
bo put in comparison with the most carriage dniggcd by tJic best of trained tattoos. 

7’lic remark, moreover, which apjdies to carters would equally eftect doolie -bearers if a 
sf)ecial ofiieer were appointed, and who could as easily look after their interest at the san>e 
time with those of the luickeryincri.

IN aeeoi'ilanee with the wislies expressed by the l.iciitenant -Governor of Bengal, 
dining my inter\iew' with him yesterday, I have the bonor*to report further on the 
subject of carriage lor Ibo troops maieliiiig up by the (Jrand Trunk Road. 

2. As iiHMitioneil in my lettiT dal<’d l.'ith iii'-tanl, the chief cause of desertion on the 
part of cart men, doidie-bearers, \c., is flnar aversion to proceed to any distance from 
tlieir bonie.s ; to ob\ iate this, the e.-tablislimenl of depots become.s a matter of necessity. 
Jt ap])cars impossible, from the natnre of the country, to have them at short distances 
Ironi each other. I would suggi'sl, tliereforc, (bat one for lue relief of the Ranoegunge 
carts should be formed at Sliergbott y. and one for those suppliitd at Shergbotty in Benares, 
'file distance from Kaneegunge to Sliergliotty is Kit) miles (l.'l inarches), and from Sher- 
ghotty to Benares 140 miles (l.'l inarehes). 

.'b 'I’he earls required for (lie Sliergbotty depot will have to be collected in the districts 
ot Patna, Shahabmi, Monghyr, and Biiaiigiilpore, and 1 think thev can well afford to 
supply (he greater part, if not all, of w hat w ill be required. 

I. J o ensure regularity and certainty of payment, the want of which has been another 
cause of de'-ertion, I have already suggested that the duty of settling the cart-people’s 
accounts should be entrusted to the otfieers in chaige of the i lepftts, assure the men of 
leliet at certain intervals ot distance, and regular payment, and 1 feel convinced that all 
desertion will cease. 

II ot fodder for (he bullocks, such as straw: and oil cake, should be 

CO ce ei a once at all the halting-place^ along the Grand Tniitk Road, as well as the 
de]>6ts ; also gram and barley for horses. 

, U. \V ith icfciencc to the subject of carriage for the sick, 1 hav e already suggested that 
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four-wheeled conveyances, drawn by tattoos, sliould, to a certain extent, be substituted 
for doolies. I have made particular inquiries regarding^ the price. Sic,, of the description 
of vehicles that 1 have proposed should be employed : they ai-e aboht G feet in length 
inside, and feet in width ; the average ctist of each is li>d rupees. In shape, they arc? 
exacUy similar to the palkcc ghai-ec ; there is a w'cll in the middle, over which a moveable 
lid may be placed, so that an invalid may lay at full length, and in eccses of foot-sore men 
falling out on the line of march, by removing the lid, two may be accommodated in a 
sitting posture. 

7. "i'hore arc two good reasons for j>referring carriages to doolies fin* the conveyance 
of sick and foot-sore men oji the Trunk Iload : the first is, that the trouble and annoy- 
ance caused by the desertion of bearers, often at places where it is almost impossible to 
replace them, is avoided; the second, as the following calculations will sho?\,that there 
will be a eonsideruble pecuniary saving to Government. 

8. Supposing the carriages to ho re(|uircd for a period of six months, at the end of 
that time tallowing the widest margin for loss) they ought not to have ilcteriorated more 
than one half in value ; gmnting that, wc have —

10. Tlie subject of having standing camps for the accommodation of troops marching 
up by the (irand Trunk Road has, 1 believe, before now liccii taken inlo consideration by 
the Ueutenani-Governor ; 1 trust, therefore, that the remarks I am ahonl to make on the 
subject may not be considered out of place. 

11. Siieds large enough for the acconunodation of an Buropcan regiment «»f Foot 
may, I have calctilatcd, be erected at every balting-plac-e at an average cost of 7>()0 rujtccs 
for "each place. 1 tvouid beg to recommend, however, that Uk; route I'urnishcd by the Military 
Department should be nltcrtxl in .some respects, and that (he inarches .should lx? from dAk 
bungalow to dak bungalow. The average length of the marches would not lie altonxl by 
this arrangement, aiul the exi>cn.se of building separate sheds for the offic«;rs lie avoided. 
The bungalow's that have been burnt are now under repair, and they ar(? quite large cnongli 
for the accommodation of the offic*crs of half a Bcgimcnt. 

12. The saving in the cost of conveying tents, &c., will, 1 liavc; caicniuted, more than 
cover the expense of erecting sheds. Should their erection he decided on, 1 would beg 
leave to recommend that the work be commenced immediately. < Ji-ass, f(»r thatching, will 
be procurable in abundance throughout all next inoiitli, and where timber cannot be 
readily procured for posts, rafters, &c., tall trees are abundant, and quite duraiilc enough 
for the temporary purpose for which they arc required.

I HAVE the honour to return, horowith, Mr. J)eplity Magistmto CainiJhcll's letter 
dated 30th ultimo, which the Lieutcuar.t-Ciovcrnnr iuuulcd to me for report. In so doing, 
I beg to remark a.s follows ; — 

2. 'Phere can he no doubt that a most important meiisure, to obviate the wboles.ile 
descHion ofcartmen and doolie bearer'', is to establish depots tiu’ r(‘gular and certain reliel; 
l)Ut so long as hired cart men arc liabfe, as hitherto they have invariably been, to be seized 
by the authorities of llenati:s, no calculations, dependent (ju a depot of hired carts, could be 
relied on : ruthei' than they would lead to clisappointment and delay. 

3. It is therefore my intention, so soisn as my arrangements can lie completed (and 
they arc in a forward state), to send a number of (Jovernment carts to ply iTgularly between 
Shergholty and lleuares, or, a.s I hli<»uld prefer it, the Kurrummissa river. Ily (Jovern- 
ment carts, 1 mean .sti-ong carts, built especially for this Department ; the bullocks being 
also ])urehased by me, and be ing driven by servants distinguished by a badge. The carts and 
bullocks will b(! hraJuled with a (Jovernment mark, and it is hoped that they will not in 
any manner be iuterUred with by the 'Jorth -Western authorities, A responsible agent 
will bo sent with every 1(10 carts, an<l hekl responsible for the (jovernment property 
entrusted to him, for tlie regular j»ayment of the men, and the full discharge of their 
duties. 

4. 'fhere is one ohjeelioii to the carriage for the sick, proposed by Mr. ( ampbcll, in 
his sixth paragraph, which is, the very large number retpiired tor every brigade or regiment, 
Thu regidation allowance, is ten doolies for every 100 men with the force marching; it 
follows, therefore, that as Mr. Campbeirs carriage can only conv('\ ont; iitan in a reclining 
posture, 100 such eari'iages would be re(piired for every full regiment, and it would be 
almost intpossihlc to get (he sutHcieid number rea<ly for service this e<.lil weather. 

1 am afraid (hat Mr. C'ampbeir.s ealeulation of the expense of standing camps at 
the Jialting places cannot be correrd. My own ealeulation would show, that the cost of 
building for J,00t) men could scarcely fall short of .3,r)00 rupees, which is .«evea times the 
amount he gives. It is true that my iuquirico were confined to the country between this 
and Sherghotty, and it may he tliat in Debar the expciuliturc woidd considerably be 
reduced; still, on mi average, 1 should say that Mr. CampbelPs valuation is at loo low ti 
figure. I would, liowev er, cordially support his proposition to have the standing euinjis at 
the dak bungalows, instead of the encamping ground.

IN continuation of our letter No. 134 of 1857, dated the 20th ultimo, we have the 
hqnor to transmit a narrative of events from the 3rd Ortober to the 1 4th November, 
Aimished by the Ueutenant-Govemor of the Central Provinces, together aith a copy oi the 
papers therewith received. 


Inclosuie I in No. 2. 

Narrative of Evente, Central Ptovince»,from October 3 to November 14, 1857. 

OWING to the emergencies of the .service elsewhere, the position of these provinces 
in relation to their military defence continues to be very unsatisfactory. Although every 
exertion has been made, since the Lisutenant-Gorcraor’s ai rival, to lev> and drill bodies ‘of 
fighting police, as ^et there are none who can bo pronounced capable of coping with any 
body of insurgents in arms. The Guorkhas, with Colonel Longueu’s small detachment of 
320 Europeans and 170 Madras sepoys, arc over-weighted with the hard and anxious task 
of repelling from the frontier of Azimghur and Jounporc the attack of Oude insurgents, 
unceasingly threatened, and frequently made. The frontier west of Jounpore has been 
tokefi possession of by, and abandoned to, Oude zemindars and others, with an armed 
rabble, for want of any other military force available a&;ainst cither external or internal 
enemies. For the same reason, the back of the Mir/.apoie district eontinues to lie made a 
thardugfafare towards the north-west, by the several successive hands of mutineers from 


2. In consecjuence of the Madras brigade, which had been intended to operate towards 
Jubtmlpore, having been diverted towards Lucknow, the Jubbulpore, Nagpote, and 
Bombay road has been closed. The entire s^aration oi the Saugor territory irom the 
OsUgetic Prpvuicos, end the spread of insurrection or anardiv in the toniier, il not speedily 
lUtoedied, will become a senous inconvenience, in rospect to the requisite cuniage and 
stupes for troops. 

Although this review of our weak points is not encouraging, and points to the 
of affording the assistiiutoe of troo|)s here at the very first moment wtuRi what 
tiitr ttousiaered vital necessities elsewhere shall have been provided for, the tranqnillity of 
tlM|l|Wfmnaanng districts in the Central Provinces is undisturbed.

6. The disarmed regiment quartered at Ohazeepore. and the influx of sepoys fetimiiiig

Allahabad Divition, 


7. The condition of this division is very unsatisfactory. Tlie country continhes *ft> 
become daily more disturbed. The entire absence of any force not strictly confined to” 'A 
fort or post, and the total disorganization of the poliet', have combined in giving almbAt 
uncontrolled freedom to all disturbers of the public peace in this division, even within^a 
immediate reach of the chief military position*^. 

8. The news of the fall of Delhi is understood to be generally disbclier\’t*d in tlfls 
division. I’he reason of this inci'cdulity is, th.it the jieople here have seen no results from 
that Success. This feeling will not be change d till either the people of this dit’isipii SM 
before their eyes a respectable force of Europe .m troops, or the coininunicafion with Agm 
and Delhi shall have been opened. 

9. Alltthuhud. — ^Thc .'ith Irregular Cavalry passed the Tonse on their way to join the 
Dinapoiv mutineers at Ilanda, on the 8th October. This is the third occurrence of this 
natiiie that the southern pergunnahs of the district have had to endure. As a coiise- 
queuce of tliis repeaU'd and unclieeked/lisplav of rebel forces, and the unsettled state of 
^u.'h, a spirit of uncasine!>s, if uot of disuirectiun, is hcginnitig to gain ground in this 
part {»! the disliiet, which hitherto had been quite well .aflected. 

10. On the north of the Ganges the western pergunnahs remain entirely in the haiMts 
of the n'bels, being administered by their oflii'ials. The rebel Nazim of Salone, FuSZtfl 
Az(‘( Ml, has hi'cii put in charge of this part of Allahabad, and appears to remain on the 
Oude hordiu” ; his Nnih, by name Ruhool Ameon, n'siding for the nio.st part at Sqoraen, 
wlx'ri' our thannahdur Gung Sing.and bis sons are Kept jaisoners in irons. A giAdiUd 
aceuuujliilioii of the insurgent forces is Inking place ; the rei enue is systematically le^vUlcI 
by <1.0 rebel luleiv., and tliose who ivsist payment arc plundered. I'he crops are descHtied 
as ai'iuiully plentiful. The iiridges and telegraph on the Trunk Rond continue at the

13> Puttypore . — ^The reports from ibis district mention Sequent acts Of optm 
rebellion on a small scale, the plunder of villages by large bodies of armed men, and fovctble 
opposition to the police. The defeat at Khujooa, about twenty miles from Futtypore. on 
the Ist November, of the main body of the Buiula mutineers, who appear to have bemi 
entirely dispersed and dispirited by the encounter, seems to have produced some good 
effect; the zemindar of that place having united with tiie police in bringing into Futtypore 
titcT remidning gun of the mutineers, and four tombrib of ammunition, which they ^d 
abandoned in their flight 

, 14. Catonpore.>^Systematic opposition to our police, and other acts of robellion, arc 

abd reported in this district, which remaiiih in its former condition of anarchy. During 
tl^ last week a little revenue has been coming in, but the prcbenee of the Gwalior troops 
and df the Nana Sahib’s men on the confine's of the district serve to maintain and increase 
dfalorder. As this district, howcvei, has not been formally reocoupied by the Civil 
powei', the anarchy here is no retrogression, like that in the proximity of the Allahabad 
fort. 

15. Banda . — This district remains quite out of possession. Intestine confiiets liave 
token place between the Nawab and the Rtquh of Adjighur. The mutineers who had been 
oollecU'd at Banda have left that place. Koer Sing and his followers arc understood to 
have gone straight to Calpei', to join the Gwalior Contingent Tlic remainder of tho 
ftiioe liaving crossed the Jumna, with the intention of coming into Oude, were met, 
attooked and dispersed, as betbre mentioned. 

A 16. Humterpore . — ^The Commissioner has been in communication with the former 
tohseeldar of Humoeqiore, who had been invited by the Chief of Booiiee to rosuino his 
ditties in that district. The tchseeldar, however, with the approval of the (’otnmissioiier, 
coittl^ert it advisable to delay complying with this request. 


Benares Dilution. 

17. This division has been generally tranquil with the exception of Goruckpon*, wlfieh 
remains in the hands of the rebels, and of the frontier pcigunnahs of Jounporc and 
Atin^ur, which arc the seat of a boithar wmfarc. * 

lo. Benares and GAozegiore.— All b quiet in these districts. The price of gratn 
rtsuaiiis high, but the great Government expenditure has somewhat mitigated the conso- 
^j^ieint distress. I'hc &ll ofDelhi is fully tielieved now iii the town of Beiirircs. 

19. Great efforts are making to collect carriage, and with much success. Tlte results 
ilto ^perceptible, and as they are known to be the preparations fur European troops cx{)ccted, 
the moml effect has been excellent. 

20. The Magwtrate of Benates has recently attached, under the orders of this Govern*

provided with iron rings were disclosed. On lifting these, accew was obtained to sp'teriea 
of small wella, in which were found bags of rupees amounting in all to upwards of a 
This discovery was due to the sagacity of Dr. Cheek, the Civil Suigeon of Benoret, whef 
had received information of an indefinite nature that treasure was concealed in one of 
apartments ; no clue being given, however, to the particular room, nor to the mana«r in 
which the coin was hidden. 

22. Strong suspicion of complicily witli the rebels exists against Rcyah Uijocm Siiig,f; 
formerly head-gardenei‘ to ilic late King of Oude. His property in the city of Benares baa 
therefore been attached, pending the final decision of his case. 

23. Bhyroopersliad, a rich banker of Benares, having been convicted of rebellion by 
the Special ^mmtssioner at Jounporc, was executed, and bis property w'as ordered to be < 
confiscated ; but before mtclligcnco of his sentence reai’hed Benares, his relatives had tamo 
to make away with the bulk of it. Much of it was subsequently recovered, however, 
mainly by the exertions of Dr. Cheek, who found a secret apartment filled with rich 
kinkhwabs, in the upper portion of Bhyroopershad’s duelling-house. The Lieutenant* 
Governor has since accepted a note for 1 ,00,000 rupees of 4 per cent, paper from the 

■ widow, as a compromise of the rest of the Government claim against this rebel. 

24. A further sum of 75,100 rupees in Government 4 per cent, paper was curiouriy 
discovered by Mr. Fane (in consequence of information received by him), concealed in the 
stufting of an old saddle which had belonged to one of the lebel emissaries in correspond** 
enoe witli Bhyroopersliad. This paper stands in the name of Ilyder liossein, of Lucknow, 
and has been attached pending further inquiry. 

25. Various lewards (as noted in the margin),^ have bc'en sanctioned for the int^i- 
gence which led to these discoveries. 

26. il/t/3«/>ore.— There is nothing of much moment to report of this district. The 
military garrison of the tou n of Mir/apore has been withdrawn, and sent on to Lucknow ; 
but the police of the town has been strengthened, as far as it was in the I.iieutenant* 
Governor’s power to do so, by sending thither the neimres Police Ijevy, tinder Mr. Catania. 
The mutinous sowars, formerly reported as crossing this district, as also the first two 
Companies of the 32ncl Native Infantry have gone on, plundering as they went, towards tb^ 
Allahabad district. The last party prolmbly goes with the intention ot making for Banda, 
or proceeding tow urds Culpce. The Commissioner reports that there is no sympathy between 
the insurgents and the country people, and Government servants. The people genetally 
have remained jierleetly <iuict. The price of food is still very high. 

27. Oopeegmge . — Tliere is no improvement in this pari of the country. Various 
parties of the I’clieis cmimerated by Mr. Mayiie aic plundering and eollecting revenue. 
The self-styled Naziiu and Naib Na/iui are, with a large and increasing force, within twidve 
mildk of Mr. Mayne's encampment at lluiiuoiiiungungc. Jaorye Sing, the mnrderer of 
Mr. Moore, is still at large, lie was driven tiom his usual residence, and two of the 
villa^ of his adhemits were burnt on the 30th October, by an expedition undel* . 
Mr. Eliott, the AssUtaiit Magistrate , but he again returned to his old quarters, ‘whtn 
Catania’s levy was withdrawn from the Trunk Koad to protect Mir/apore. Mr. Mayno^ 
when reconnoitering with some police sowara near Plioolpure, had a skirmish with a party 
of insurgents, whom ho put to flight, with the support of the men of Manickchund, thav*

> S9. Tilt our rCKKscnpation of this district it had remained in a .>tat(' of anarchy, but' 
not of rebellion. In the early ]iart of October, howeyer, gatherings of armed men cohl* 
mended 09 the Oude frontier, and before long it was ascertained that* a systematic invatdon^ 
of this diitrict and that of Axirnghiir, with a view to establish in them the autliority ^ 
the rebel Ciourt of Lucknow, was in preparation. These matters hard already been 
nq|K>rted separately to the Govi'rnnient of India, as have the actions with the invading 
fovoe at Koodooa, near Singmmow, on the 1 9th Oclobcr, and at Chanda on tho flO^ of 
the same month. It is sutheient hcic to note, that liussun Yar Khan, the rebel Nhlh 
Nazim, having entered the district with three regiments (new levies), and some rabble,’ 
amounting in all to about 12,000 men, was attacked uiul totally defeated at Koodooa, 
near Singramow, by the Goorkha force on the 19th October. The enemy's loss was at 
least 300 killed ,* ours only 7 nounded. Undeterred by this failure of his advai)r.e(l 
guard, the Nazim followed up his tirst aggression by an invasion of a more serious 
cbaiaotw. The enemy on tins occasion had collected from 4,000 to .'>,000 men and 7 gUnv. 
On the doth October the Goorkha force, nutnlK'ring 1,100 men, with 2 guns, marched 
out to meet the invading c’olutnn. The enemy was strongly posted, and fouglit well ; but 
were ultimately entirely dc'fc'ateci, with a loss of some .‘100 men killed, and 4 of their guns 
taken. The loss of our gallant allies was unfortunately severe, including I.icatonant.* 
Cohmvl Muddun Maun Sing and 1 1 other. Killed, and 59 wounded. 'I'he brilliant gallantry 
of Lieutenant Gumhheer Sing was most conspicuous in this action. Single-handed, hi* 
took a gun, cutting down five of the artillerymen, and wounding and driving away two 
othenu He was covered with wuiindh, but is happily getting over theiit. 

30. But these reverses ha\c not prevented the yoi-dtianl Narim from continuing to 
ei^^vour to raise the border talookdars against us, and latge bodii*s of men continue to 
threaten the Jounporc frontier up to the present time. 

31. lientenant-Coloncl Longden’s detachment of 320 men of Her Majesty’s 10th 
Fodtt two 9 *poundcr guns, with a detachment of European Artillery and 170 Madras 
Native Infiuitry, which was mentioned in the last Narrative as destined to oj,>eratc towards 
Jubbuljpore, reached Benares in the latter part of October. But tin* threatening aspect 
of affairs on tin* Oude frontier made it absolutely csht'iilml to i.trciigthen the Goorkba 
fcHioe, by which alone its defence had hithcl'to b(>cii provided lor, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Longden’s destination was changed. 'His detachment, mutehing fiom Benares at the end 
of October, reached Jounpora just after the action at Chanda. Colonel Longden at once 
moved on to the frontier ; but their recent defeat having driven back the insurgents in 
this vidnity, and an urgent call having bci'ii made upon him to’snp))ort the Goutklia 
detachment in Aziinghur, an attack on whioh distiict was then also iiinuinent, he luiine- 
diwtely marched on in that direction. An account of liis operations in the Azimghur 
district will be found further on. Since those operations were bi'ougiit to a close, ho bus 
anrin returned towards the Goorkha camp, in the .founpore district, and is now posted ot 
Mobowl, a convenient place intermediate between the two jiarts of the fiontier that are 
threatened from Oude, ready to move up in concert with the Goorkhas m ease an attack 
diould really be made on our territory. 

32. With the exception of the peigunnalis which arc the actual seat of war, the 
^Sstrict is quieting down, and the people generally an* bt'gitimng to understand that tho 
country is re-occupied by the British Government. The Corniiiissionei reports fhat 
rottrine bunness is going on much as usual, revenue is collected regularly, and large quali- 
ties of carriage and commissariat stores have been obtained, 'show mg that the attention of 
3 ^* find, the energetic Ma^trate, is not diverted from his legitimate duties by the active 
hm^Bties canied on upon his frontier.

Tin* capture of these boats was made bv the didiridi 
police, under the Magistreto, and their conduct on the occa.sion has been suitably aoknow* 
iedged by the liioutcnanUGovornor. , 

35. The collection of armed bodies of men within the Oude territory on the Azltnfdmr 
frontier continued till the end of October! On the 4th of November, the rebels crowett 
the border and seized the the pei^uutiuh.s of Atvoulea and Koelsa, driving out or murdering 
our police. A strong body of the invaders established themselves in tbc.fort of Atroulea, 
which, from some neglect not yet pro|)(’rly i'xplained, had been ))ermitted to stand after Us 
first evacuation by Hence Madlioo. 

3(i. An immediate summons was s«‘Ut by the Magistrate to Lieutenant-Colonel 
Longden, whose detachment, uniting ni touie with the (joorldias from Azimghur, arrived 
Ix'foro Atroulea on the Otii. The enemy was in mnnber about 1,000, of whom 250, at 
least, w’t're mutinous sepoys, with three guns, at iciisl. 'J’hey had so strengthened their 
post, winch had many natural adviintages, th.it Lieutenant-Colonel Longden, after a 
cannonade of several hours' duration, which produced no marked effect oti the defences, 
considered it unadvisuble to assault the place that day. In the nigiit the enemy evacuated 
the place, abandoning their guns (three in number), aummnifum, &c. The enemy lost 
several men, the Naih Nazim himself being badly wounded. 1'wo inutineera, one of whom 
had an European lad} ’s wateii on his pei sun, and the other of whom had several gold 
mohurs, were made prisoiieis during the action, ami were eveeuted in the evening. Our 
own loss was one man, Ht'r Majesty’s lOlh, killi-d, and three natives wounded. The 
building has now been ra/ed to the greund. 

37. IVcvious to this, Mr. I’olloek, the Magistrate, had made several attacks on 

smaller parties of tlic rebels, who have, however, invariably abandoned their posts on his 
i^proncn. , 

38. These operations have impelled the in%a''ion of our old provinces .ns yet, and 
although not of a very decisive character, ha\ e been clear!} productive of other beneficial 
results. Tlie country generally is settHug down, and nmny of the principal landholders, 
and other influential persons, have waited on the Magi'-! rates with professions of loyalty. 

39. The very inadeijuate strength of the military force m this and the JoUnpore 
districts for the defence of this most important frontier lias been made the subject of moiC 
than one representation to the Government of Ifldia. 

40. Ooruckpore. — ^Tbis district continues iu the hands of the rebels, and, as noticed else- 
where, the so-called Nazim 1ms even thi'eatcucd the frontiers of Azimghur. 'The wdl- 
disposed landholders are reported as lieing much di.sheai toned at not obtaining asriiit- 
unce. 

41. The Rajah of Sutasee is mentioned. as one of the most malignant among the 
rebels : several Government seiwants, as Waheed Ali, Deputy Collector, Ills btothCr AH 
Nuseer, tehsccldar, Ilussun Ali Huksh, tehsecUlnr, arc also mentioned as active oh tfib 
same side. 

42. Four bundi'ed sepoys are believed to have nmrelicd down the left honk hf IHb 
Gogra from Fyzabad, and to have proceeded to Hurhul, iu the vicinity of which they hHt 
reported to be hanging on. 

43. Aggres.sions on the border pi'igunnahs of the Sorun and ChumpaTun dirtricts 
have been made from Ooruckpore, uiul measures of a defensive nature have, it ik 

been taken by the Hengul Govcinment. An invitation to this Govemineot to net Ihl 
concert witli the Bengal border force in putting down tlicsc rebels has been tff nocMillipiy , 
declined, theriD not being a single soldier available for this or any other otject. ' 

Sauffor Division. 

44. This division oontinues in a most disturbed state, anddmlydeteiioistes.

40, Saugor. — It' will give an idea of the disturbed coudttion of these districts to 
msilMon that in Saugor alone tifty eases of dacoity were ix‘poitcd >n one wut'k, aoootnpanifd 
for the most part with murder, arson, or other extrem<‘ violence. 

50. The garrison of Saugor iruiains in the tort, the inunediate neighbourhood of 
w)uch is free from rebels, though a party of Nurrowlia insurgetits thix'ateiietl on one ocoa- 
sion the dty of Saugor. 

51. JDumoA.'.^^is district remained until the end of OctolnT under the charge of the 
Bajah of Punnah, who held it for the British Government. Tuwanls the close of that 
month, however (the exact date is nut reported), the rebel ('hicf of Saugor, assisted by the 
renuunder of the mutinous 52n(l Native Infantry, murehod on Duinoh, and drove out the 
Bsijah of Punnah ’s people, though not, it is said, without severe resistance. The country 
is for the present entirely in tju* hands of the enemy. 

, .52. Nagode . — ^No outbreak or rebellion has occurred at Nagode itself. The Superin* 

teodent found himself unable to caiTy on business without troops, and hu\ing fallen sick 
went to Ai'wah. Tlie insuireetion of Hijairagughui bus hetn numlioiicd, wliurehy the 
Bombay road has been closed From the last account it is helie\ed th.it Myliciu hod 
bcconie disturbed ; but no parlteulars are known. 

53. JiMf ilpore . — ^'fhe reliels in this district were, at the tune of the last account, 10tb 
October, in vhe same jiositions as formerly, at kVhoia Ntileemahad, Patou, and 
Kutungee, also at Baijec, and were incruusiug daily in iiuiiiIk r and nudueily ; much 
plundering is reported in the neighbourhood of the tiist of these pkieift, hut generally 
unahoompanied with personal viojenec. Two srpuidi’ons of the Hit .\l.idras Light Cavalry, 
.^Othlnfantry, and two guns, have been sent to Sehora to wutiti the nmnaiU of the 52nd 
Native Infantry at Koonda. 

54. Attempts are understood to be making to I'C'opeu the load from .lnblmi|K)re to 
Mirzaporc, both from the former jilaei* and from Hew ah.

61. The unsettled condition of tbe Rewah State was alluded to in the Isiiit KanativOf 
Captain Osborne was then described as in a very precarious porition. On tbe 8tb Octobs^. 
a large body of men surrounded his house, and threatened an attack. Tlu^ released a 
sepoy of the 50th Regiment Native In&ntry who was in confinement on suspicion of being 
a deserter. This state of tilings continued for sevei-al days, but still no actual atbusik Waisi 
made. Meanwhile, the wing of the 17th Madras Native Infantry, which was at Mirsmors, 
advanced, on the Htb October, towards the foot ot the Kuttra Pass, where the Gkreat 
Bombay Road enters the Kewah territory. The military authorities did not consider it 
safe to push this detai'hiucnt on alone, to occupy the Pass itself ; but the arrival of andther 
Madras regiment at Benares about this time enabled what was thought a sufficient ibroe to 
advance to the Pass, which was occupied about the 17th of the same month. On the iMh, 
Captain Osborne wrote that the advance of the Madras troops had already sufilbed to turn 
the scale in his favor, and that the party favorable to British interests was again in the 
ascendant. I'ht* subsequent withdrawal of tbe Madras column has been before mentioned. 
Captain Osbome’s position at Rew'ah is understood to continue to bo satisfactory, but no 
recent communications have been received from him.

27. General Remarks. — ^'fhe urg(‘nt <‘all for reinforamients at Lucknow has had the 
effect of throwing back our efforts to settle Cawnporc and Futtyiiorc. In exact ratio to 
the decrease in our force is ihe inci'case to the insolence of the rebels and the audacity of 
marauders. There is, perhaps, more anarchy and unpunished eiime in the Ooab districts 
of this division at the present time than theie has hocu at any funner period. The 
budmashes see that their time is nearly up, and they are making the most of it. The 
^Qum expressed in paragraph 8 of niy last weekly report has pioved to be well founded. 
Oude aggression has received a decided check from our success at Lucknow, hut how long 
this salutary effect will continue to operate is very doubtful.

1'hc rohcLs are eolleeling there, and intend to show 
fight and destroy the house and projierty of Manickeliund ; they are collected near 
Chataree Lall’.s Imik, on the north .side of Phoolpore : they have no gun.s. Naib Nazim 
still at Soraon, with five guns. 

October 7.— —100 Mehwattees, who ah.scon(led IVom Allahabad, are said to be with the 
Naib Nazim ; they were soon by a resident of Allahabad.

Some 1,.5()0 men eollccled yesterday at Phoolpore. hut last night mo.st of them went 
away again ; some went with Mugdooiii Bux (Bijee Bahadnov’s kariuda) to Nusrutpore, 
to consult with and invite aid from Benee Baliadoor Sing; and others, under Rnndccr Sing, 
went to Khoriipore, about one and a-lialf inile nor'li-nest of l•ho()lJ>ore. Mjigdoom Bux 
and llumadecn (Bijee Bahadoor's kariiulas) returned this e\»'ning, with some of Benee 
Buhadoor Sing’s men, to Phoolpore, and other zemiinlars an’ eolleeting there.

The Chiefs are engaged in extending their possession of villages, collecting Kvtenue, 
forming settlement papers, and now and then plundering those who oppose them.

They neither oppose us nor the u‘bcls ; of the latter, however, they, 
stand in great dread, and in some villages the cultivators have been greatly oppressed and 
impoverished. Little or no revenue comes in, and the services of the tehseeldars liud 
their establishments are made ns(i of as polioe. The police at Soraou, iu resisting the 
Nttib Nazim, behaved richly, and their conduct cannot hut be comuu'ndctl, ami they are 
certainly deserving of reward dii-cct from Govonment, us u signilicaut mark of their 
apprdbation of such conduct. 'J'hey were 40 men opposed to .MM), 'I'ljc jemadar Guiisam 
was shot dead, and a Nujeeb was wounded. Tlie tiumnabdar Gunga Sing and bis sons 
were taken away, and arc still prisoners in irons in the Nail) Nazim’s camp. Gungu 6i)ig 
only lately distinguislied himself in it similar manner, when oiijio.sed to Kajah Goolab Sing, 
at ^raon. On that occasion ho held his ground agiiinst a greatly Kuperior force, and only 
now abandoned bis post alter a bai-d fight with the Naib Nazim’s people. 

The tchseeldar and tbannalidar of poli)*e of Set-undra and .Meh are behaving goierally 
well. The state of the khnreof crops, sis you recode eastward Iroin AlUdiabad, is far beUeV 
and more plentiful than could fisivc been cxptrtod, and the rice crops have ud’orded a rich 
harvest. The late propitious rainy season may, probably, in some mesisurc, compensate 
for the loss sustained in lands which Inive, remained iin.sown, but the i>rc.sent is the time 
for the rubbec sowings', Jiud (;very day which will ehipsc before the rolads are ejected 
from the pergunnahs is of the greatest cui)seqnen(;c to the rubbec crops, and to Ibe ability 
of the landholders hen;aftei‘ to pay the usiuil kists.

Sir, Benares, October 9, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to submit my weekly narrative of events to the present date. 

■Asimghur, Scpttntjber 29. — A party of Goorkhas, witli Messrs. Wynyard, Home, and 
other officers, started for Atroulia. They passed the field of battle at Mundurce, where 
they saw many skeletons, and the next day the ruined tehseel and thannab of Koeisa. 
Iliijah Bence Matdho Konince clfcetfd his escape during the night, with one gun ; and 
Mudho Purshad is said to have curried off the other, d'hc Goorkhas pursued ; but were 
unable to come up with the party, and only nicovered one wall-piccc. The fort of 
Atroulia was found deserted ; hut in levelling if, a good deal of property, including 300 
English cannon-bulls, was found. Papers were also found to show that Kajah Maun Sing 
WJis in league, and had already sent two guns and sotni; 300 men to Bence Madho’s support 
as sui-disant Na'/ini of .\/.imghur. 

•October 1. — Koeisa was re-oeeupied, and the landholders called on to pay up their 
revenue. A new thunnah i-stahlished at Atnmlia. 

Indurjeet Sing, of Nync:cjore, noi-disant Foujdar, reported to be collecting men and 
ammunition. < 

Fusahut Sihan, and Moozuffer .lehan (son of Iradut ,/ehan, hanged by Mr. Lind), 
rcjjorted to he concocting mischief. 

October 2. — Mr. I’’. M. Bird arrived in camp, and Mr. Home left it for Benares. 

October 3. — Me.i.srs. Bird and l.,cgge made an expedition to catch Kui'amut AH ; but 
the bird had flown. 

Mooznfler .Jehan’s fort of SImmshahabad was found deserti'd, and the grain in it 
brought into camp. 

October 4. — Canjp at Muhol. 1'he hou.se of Pirthec|)al Sing at Huramudpore was 
burnt. Fifty Goorkhas sent to bring in ja’operty of Moozuffer Jehan from Khoiasin; and 
the entrenchment he had formed round tiu: Maiiol tehseel demolished. Moozutrer Jehan 
i.s much •vvor.'ie, and more de^ervhig of hanging, than his old father. 

The eolh'ction of revenue is beginning to improve. The people have a whole.some 
terror of Goorkhas. 

Jounpore , — 'Phe news of Benee .Madho’s defeat at Alundooree ai’rived on tiic 27th. 

Two Mahomedans were hanged on the 22ud for insulting two Kuropcan ladies, and 
parading them through tlu' streets till they were compelled to jiretend to become Mus.sul> 
mans. 

As parties in ])ossession of plundemi property were beginning to destroy it, Mr. Lind 
issued a proclamation that any person found doing .so would be jninished as if the property 
had been found upon tlnmi. , 

A proelamation was also issued fOr the recovery of indigo .seed. 

September 2.'i. — The thannah of Budlapore made over to the chaigc of Rundeer 
Sing, sou of Gujraj Sing, talookdar of Singramow. 

Arrangements secretly made for an expedition. 

The revenue is being paid up jvgularly, and routine business going on as usual. The 
people begin to under.stand that the district is really re-occupied by the British Govern- 
ment. A large (juantity of furniture and 4l)l> rupees’ worth of stamp.s, have been received 
liDiu Sheogolatn Doobey. 

The Joun|)oro narrative is only br*)ught uj) to the 28th of September, the Magistrate 
having been, intermediately, on an expedition; but to make the narratives of any value, 
they ought to be brought up to date, and submitted punctually a couple of day.s before the 
date on which mv divisional ri'port has to be brought before Government, i.e., on Thursday, 
i»r, at latest, on Friday of every week. 

Gopceijiniyei September 27. — .Vs it was ascertained tlvat the friends of Surubdowun 
Sing bad united with Jhoorvo Sing, murderer of Mr. Moore, to release him, he was sent. off 
to Mirzapore. 

Major Barrett- left for .Benares with the disarmed 37th Native Infantry, and 
Lieutenant Bailey remained iu charge of the post witli si.vty Sikhs, of whom seveuteeu 
were sick. ' ' s-. 

October 2. Jhoorye Sing returned to his old quarters, the thirty-six Sikhs at Gopee^ 
gunge being too weak for offensive operations. 

October 3. — Cutauiu’s lew, of 150 men, of mixed castes arrived. 



October 5^The levy was sent to Hunoomen^ngCj the place tlireatened by the 
Allahabad inaurgonts. Jhoorye Sing's parties plundering a good deal. 

The news of the relief ot the garrison at Lucknowr has been widely circulated, and has 
done good in this part of the country. 

Mirzapore . — body of rebels and mutineers passed through Robertsgunge to Shah» 
gong and Ghurawnil, and proceeded in the diix'ction of Kewah. 

October 3. — ^Two other bodies lepoited in the same dnec'tion. The Magistrate, 
Mr. Simson, and Mr. Walker, went out with the tioops to Ilhugwan 'Jalao. and on the 4th 
Messrs. St. George Tucker and Simson mde out to Lallgunge to reconnoitre. Ou thoMh 
the troojis retrirned to the station. 

There is no sympatlu between tlie insurgents .and the eounfry people and Govern- 
ment servants. The peojile in general have been quite (juii't since thej touiul out tliat mutual 
plundering did not paj under the Hritish rule. 1'he piiee of (ooil is \tr\ high, and will 
remain so until the country alnne Allahabad is opened out, and the Jumna cleared for 
grain-bouts. The revenue is paid in as usual. 

Bennres, — ^I’his district remains, I am thankful to say, perleetl\ still , and notwith- 
standing the very high piiee ot food which is almost doiibli* lliut of the corresponding 
period of last }eai, vei v few cases ol thelt and buiglaiy have oeeuned. The distress is 
very great, but has in some mcasuie been allexiated b) the large employment of women 
and childieii in the Rajghaut entroiuliment. 

The revenue is collectt d ne.irlj as usual. 

Mr. (lubbins thinks the tiiiu' uiisuited to a general disarming of the people, hut 
advocates an iinmcdiute check to the manufacture and salt' of gunpowder and other

— Mr. F M Bird has transmitted, diri<t. his mforination regarding Huh 
district. It appears that one of the worst traitor- is the Kajah of Sutassec, a proftigatc 
scamp who has nearly run through his noble estate, as-isted by his late convict, agent, 
MusbruF Khan, and Debcc Dutt and Debec Sarun, jileaders. Several of the principal 
servants of Government, such as Wahid Allc»*, Deputy Collector, his brother, Alice Nusscer. 
tohseetdar, Hafiz Ilabee Buksh, tehscldar, Futtch Alice Bey, formerly l|hannahdar, liave 
gone over to the Nazim. ' 
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Hie Nazira has ofibred to execute decrees of the Civil Courte on receivlDg ftir his 
trouble, flc is said to have 6 guns and about 4,000 men. 

The well-disposed landholders appear disheartened at not obtaining assistence to 
dispossess the Nazim. It is also a misfortune that at tljc present moment, when the demands 
of the Commissariat arc ao lieavy, wc an; unable to obtain tlv.^ assistance of a district so 
rich in cattle and grain.

2. With reference to the first paragmph, I beg leave to inform you that I learn, fip^ 
the military officer|> present, that the only aiticles of property brought away from the 
Rtyah of Nurlmrpore’s kotc, were two buggies which have been brought to this ‘station, 
and will be made over to the civil authorities in trust for Mr. Osborne. The detachment 
having left with the women and non-combatants for Ghazeeporp, these articles cannot be 
6«it under an escort. 

3. No horses or tent wore found in the Rajah’s kote, and the probability is that the 

Rajah, when .he fled, took them with him. ^ 

4. Mr. Osborbe having long ago reached Dinapore in safety, can have no ^occasion to : 
x%ret having taken the river route. Indeed, he is much better off than those who aaxm* 

panied the Goorkha column to Azimghur, whose tedious journey is not yet at an end.

I HAVE the honor to report, for your information, the result of the ex‘|iedition 
which started from here with Mr. Horne, my ])redeecsspr, on the 29th ultimo, and 
returned to the station on the 7th instant. 

2. Mr. Horne was aceorapani?d by Me.ssrs. Wynyard, Lof'fre, Captains Boileau and 
Miles, Lieutenant Hay, and thive regiments of CloorKlms, \\ilh tliree mms. 

3. The object of the expedition wa-? to thrash thi* upstait Nu/im, Benee Madbo, 
and turn him out of Atroulia; to re-t'st.vblish our own tehseeldaree and polic e establisl)'* 
mcnts there ; and, in ifturnini' via Mahoiil, to re-establish tliere also the U'hseeldmiSO 
and thannah, the arrangements of which have been upset by Mo/uthir Jehnu, who had 
occupied these buildings, and entrenehcd them lor tlelenee. 

4. On the OOth the paity re.iehed Atroulia, but found tliat it hud been vaeatetl by 
Benee Madbo and Madho IVisliaud during the iiiglit. Hearing, however, that a gun 
was being dragged aw d\ a short distance a-lieud, a party was sent alter it Ihcy took two 

i irisoners and killed one man, at the same time t'aptuung a small gnu. 'No cosh was 
bund in the fort, although it was euirently ivpoiled that Benee M.idlio had u<’Cumulatcd 
much wealth there. 

5. All his pro’pei ty was eonlisentc'd, and has smee been sold. 

6. Th(* papers found in Atroulia tend to piove that iic has been ussixted by lUijah 
MauifSing. 

7. 'file house was left ir ><lalu <fuo, hut fh<‘ ditch was tilled m, and the emhankmonts 
thrown down , the house U now occupied as a th,‘mn<ih h\ oiii (loliee. 

rt. The uciglibouriiig /emindars were then calhd up, anil .-.poUen to by Mr. Home: 
they proHU'%ed ohedienee and siihnussion to llie British (lovtii lunt 

9. The party remained three dajs at Atroiiii.i, duiiiig which lime Mr Horne was 
engaged in police arranirenieuls, and in Ka^surmfi: llu' /iimiiflurs, iVe. 

10. On the Ord, they moved on t<A\ards Maliotil, and eneanipi’d at Ahrowla (Uiaut; 
from this place two expeditions started, one to Siirejria, headed by Messrs. Bii*d and 
Lcgge, to apprehend one Kuraniut .Mi, who had plundered and burnt the ftictory Of 
Sihoolec ; the second was (oniposcd of u part^ of sowars, sent reconnoitiv the loi't of 
Shumsbabad, the former residence of Mozuti’er Jehan. Neither of the men was, however, 
caught. 

11. On the 4tbi they marched on toMuhoul; and the fort of Fiithcfsd Sing, at 
Buramutjiocc, was destroyed en ■pumtnl. 

12. Mr. Lcgge, with some sowars, was deputed from Mahoul to Shuinshahad, where ho 
burnt some houses of Mo/.uffer Jthan, and brought hack 30 inuunds of rice. 

13. The property of Mo/utier Jehan at Klioraaon was attacked, and a «jii.uitity of 
rusBud was found there, and taken possession of. 

, 14. Some twelve or lourteen of the jirineipal zemindars ot Mahoul and Koi’lsa came 

forward with assurances of «ubmisMon. 

15. The entrenchments raised by Mozuffer Jehan round the tehsei lee building were 
destroyed. 

16. A pcishkar was appointed here, with a stall of eh'uprassees and fi\e .sow at s. 

. 17. On the following day, the .'ith, the jiarty inarchetl on to 'I'ooali, and crieumjicd for 

the day. 

18, A large bridge which had formerly been broken down by the Nazimbud jemadar, 
to stop the approach of the Pulwars, was this day repaired, and the force marchi'd to 
Kazimbad on the 6th. 

* 19. On the morning of the 7th the whole party returned to the station. 

^ 20. The general effect of this expedition has proved most benebcial ; it has been 
asCmded with no indiscriminate hanging and burning. 

21, The moral effect of the advance of a British force was the means of causing 
JBenee Madlho and his large force to evacuate the district ; the prestige of our power has , 
flmSf to a considerable extrat, been re-estabUsbed, and we have thus bera enabled to arvange 



' the Po1i<v and Revenue estabh8hi»ent<( of the pergmuahs of Mahon}, Koelaaoiid AtrooMt^ 
on a firmer footing than before. '' 

22. The revenue from Maiioul now coming slowly in, and I trust ere long to aOe 
that tlic zemindars and ryots arc not only contented with the re -establishment of peace 
and order in their neighbourhood, but I confidently hope that the well-di^osed %nd 
powerful amongst them will combine to assist our police and revenue officials in the 
maintenance* of order, and in tlu* active opposition of such scoundrels os lienee Mddhro 
and Mozuffer Jehan, who liavc not only fallen low jn their estimation, but have become 
objects of hatred to all peaceably-disposed men

I was informed tliat t'hundress Sing's men. and o( her rajeoomars. are stationed in 
their forts of Oril and Kumhapore; that they eoiumit great depredations on the Bntish 
territory, and deter persons from jiaying (lovernmenl revenue, I went to attixck the Oril 
fort, and. finding it evacuated, burnt the kote and destroyed the defences. The Kotes of 
these rebels at llumhnpore and .Vmraithoo shared the same fate. Six bullocks and some 
grain wert; found in them.

I HAV^E the honor to inclose Mr. Fatnr’s Namdivc for the fourth week in October, 
reeeiv<rd this day. and to inform you that tlie peace of tlu‘ district has, during that period, 
remained nudist url)cd. ’ . . 

2. 'i’lu' cstute of Kalkaburra. whieli uave us a good (h’al of tnnibki during the months 
of ,funo and .Inly last, having again shown suinc .symptoms of disall’cellon, owing to the 
Kulka orach' having pro^iccied that the Mrilisl) wonM l)c expelled from this country by 
the 1st proximo, we sent a small l»ody of police out there, to arresi Dhnrntoo 8ing, who is 
the porsoji xvho incites the re.st of the diseoulented to evil, and who had lately hcen guilty 
of several acts of violonoe and oppression in the village ilK'lf. Dhurmoo Sing was arrested, 
and was heiug brought into the station, hut was, hy the collusion of flic two jemadars in 
charge, allowed to escape, and lias since threatened that part of the country with a small 
party of Oude Imdmashes ; this rahhlc is said, however, to have dispinsed on hearing of a 
counter-demon.stration nuulc hy Kajah Deo Narain Sing’s jemndar, who resides in the 
neighbourhood. 


3. Great efforts are being made to eomplcf<^ the nurnlxT of carts required I’mm the 
district, and to purchase bullocks on their account. All thaniiadavs in tlie mofussil jtro 
purchasing oxen, besides winch many emissaries have hoeii se nt out hy Rajah Dt^o Narain 
Sing, the Kajah of Benares, and Sjrdar Soond Sing, and J have no' doubt hut tlird- a large 
number will he furnished by them ; beside, Mr, Slessor, at (,4umar,' is making carts, and 
]iurchaaing bullocks for us. 


4, Great exertions arc also being made hy ns for the purchase of grain and «laiighter- 
cuttlc for the ase of the army. A (piantify of grain is mm in stou! at Sheo (diolam 
Doohey’s gardon-honse at Chowka Ghaut, which wo are making over to Mr. Horne, while 
purchases are being made in all quarters, ami an emi^saiy of mine !> proeiirin^iTwheat from 
Chyucporc. A wealthy and rcspeetahle nuTebant of ileirrn'c> will, 1 hope, come forward 
in a few (lays and offer to keep a large ston; oi' grain, of all .sod'^, hesid<;s sugar, ghee, and 
iKilt, always at the disposal of Government; we indenting on him as our necessities may 
require us to do. Slaughter-cattle are also being collected in great im»nhcrs ; hut tlie 
large quantities already supplied by u.s to the (!oiimii.ssariat will pn vent our tiirnishing a« 
many as we otherwise should have done. I estimate the iinmhcr of slaughter«cattle 
furnished by us to the Commissariat since the 4th June last, at moio than 2,<HK), whil(» 
the oninber of sheep mu.st amount to upwards of 2,500. 

5. 'J’he attachment and salo of Bbyro Pci'shaml’s property has Ijccn cflTcetc'd in obedi- 
ence to instructions received from the Special ('ommissioner of Jounpore. Some delay 
occurred between the execution of the traiCor and our being warned of the confiscation of* 
bis.; property having been ordered, during which his widow, and connections, made away 
with the greater part of his personal estate. Owing, liowevcr, to the exertions of 

Cheek and Pondit Gokool Cbund, and the revelations of some of my spies, sexeral .of

the pluces where the money a&d goods had been buried and bidden were discorered, and 
the coulcnts brought to light. , A eompromise was then entered into between the traiUar's 
conn* frt ions and myself, by which they agreed to pay a lac oif rupees, in 4 p« cent, 
prohiissory notes, into the 'Iit'asury, and I consented to accept the same in payment of all 
further claims. 1'he sum has now been lodged by Bhyro Penhaud’s widow, ai^ I request 
that my jH’oiiiise may be ratified by the Government. 

6. 1’he discov ety of T.'i.OOO rup<x‘.s’ worth of 4 pt‘r cent, promlssoiy notes was effected 
by tbc inStniinentaHty of Baboo Dnvee Sing, whose good seiTices have already been 
reported by me on the 1st of July lust. The saddle in which they were sewn up bad lain for 
about a month in the posse.'^sioii <if the duffadar of our zillah sowars, and on being cut 
open, the packet wa.s fortunately found intact. The notes stand in the name of one 
llydcr Iloosscin, a Mussulman, of Jjueknow, and most pnibubly a rebel. 1 have promised 
a haudsome reward to Kanulut, the Bralimin, who di.'.closed the secret to Baboo Davee 
Sing, and request the sanction of ( Jovernmeut to a sum of .'•00 rup<!es being jiaid him on 
those nole.s being eoitfisealed. It iqtpears that Khyiattee I.all, the I.iteknow .-py, in witose 
saddle the notes were concealed, bad .‘;ent his people to this Uumdut to get him to try and 
purchase the saddle from the dudadar.

Four burhuniiauxes fell into thw ^nds, of whom two were immediately bldv^ away from 
giiDH, and the othere cut up with iDlwaia. » 

3. 1’he tehsccldar and others escaped to .Koelsa, with the loss of their property 

merely ; but having heard mniotirs of the probable advance of the insurgents on that 
place, they came on to Captaingunge chowkee, and are all assembled there now, watbhing 
the movements of the rebel force. . f 

4. It has just been reported to me, that of the two burkundauzes stationed at Pasopetfie 

chowkee, one has been killed. > ' 

5. Many of the ])o]ice have been severely Itcalen. 

6. The rebel force is variously estimated, and by some greatly exaggerated ; hut frodt: 
all I can gather, the nmj)b('r of anned men against us is not under 4,000, of adiotn there

7. It is reportcfl that they are the followers of Benee Madlto Sing, the fbnxi^ 

proprietor of Atroulia, who has enl rusted the expedition to one Mahomed *Hossein.

8. They are said to have sent for workmen, with flie intention of either digging up 
concealed treasure, or (d' preparing their entrc'nehrnents.

9. The opinion of C'uj)tain BoilCan is, that they should he allowed to remain and.

Although it is four days since 1 wrote, reporting the proximity of lliis rebel Ibi’ce, yet 1 
have received no intimation as t(i when oi‘ at wimt point he will I'uter tlie district. 1 need 
not mention what itiealculable harm any delay on our part it» chastising these misorcanto 
will produce in other parts of the district. 

11. I am very sorry, now, that my advice was not followed, viz., that wc should have 
halted at Koelsu whilst, there, and await the arrival of the Kuropeans. 'i'lus would have 
prevented any misfortune, such as what has now happened. 

12. We hca?-d last week, wiiilst encamperl at Koidsa, of the arrival of the relajls at 
Buskhanu’, and I then foretold what has now hajrjKMUHl, and recommended the railitury 
authorities to have the force of (loorkhas t'ucainped at a convenient distance both from the 
station and from the Oude frontier, but rnv opinion was overrnhal.

3. The bedding and vessels of the Sikhs were tarried off by some of the enemy in 'the 

rear, but a portion wnis recovered. Two men w;cre hanged. • a 

4. The troop.s and police marched between thirty and forty miles iif the epurse iff^ke

I HAVE tb9 honor to forward you an accoont of the proceedincis of an oxpodttkm 
lhat left Gojieegunge on the 3(Uli of October, under Lieutenant Mathias, cunaistiiig of * 
60 Sthba of the LoMianah Regiment, and 1 50 of tlie jioHce levy, under Mr. Catania. I had 
also 20 of the Mirzapore potii'o sowars with me. 

2. My intention in this exjxilition waa tiratly, by a night march, to suqiribi' and seize 
Jbocsrye Sing and his party, befoic he could receive news of our comiug ; and secondly, to 
punish the Wdmash villages of Sherpore and Hhunda, in this district, and Hullia Pilkioee 
and Junghye, in the Allahuhad district, all of which villagis have supplied both provisiona 
4uid men to the muivlerers of Mr. Moore. 1 was aware that thesu rt'lieLs hud spies in tltia 
village and neighbonrhood, and tliat the grenti'r part of the pergunnaii belonged to their 
caste of jVfonas Rajpoots, and, thereiun', it w’as impossible to hope for suc'ccss in a direct 
march from this place ; I therefore* hojied, by taking a diflferent line of country in my 
march, and by proceeding along the Trunk Road us far as Burout, to deceive people here 
as to our intentions, and to nmicli thruugli the Allahabad di'^trict on the budmash vUluges. 
The village of Jungiiyc, in winch .Miooryc Sing was, is a ba/ar of some si^e, and I was in 
no doubt of obtaining guides I'roin Barout, which is about fifteen miles distant from it, and 
eleven miles from Gopeegutige. I'he notoriously bad churaeter of these villages was such, 
that I bad no hesitation in orrleriug them to be destroyed, looted, and burnt. Bhunda, in 
particular, has been threati*ncd for two years. 

3 ! Tn accordanet* with thise plans. Lieutenant Mathias, commanding this station, 
who completely agreed with uiy aifangcmcnt*., and co-operated with mo most cordially,^ 
marched to Barout at 2 1 * m. on the .lOth. Whc*n we arrived there, the thammhdar of that 
place assured me no one knew the way ; I am pt'rics tl|^ certain he lied in this, and I have 
the strongest siisjiieion of hiin us a thorough traitor, lie put e\ci'y potisihic impediment 
in my way; delayed two hums in proeuiing giaia. wliieli might lane Ixien brought in 
twenty minutes, and neglected all tlie orders 1 gave him. In consequence of this, we had 
to do as Ik’sI we could, 'ri.e thennalidar of ( iopi egunge found a man who knew’ part of 
the way, and at midnight we set out for .lunghye. 'I'iie distiinee, tifteeii miles, might easily 
have been got o\er in five liouis, iu whieli ease sulpl■i^e would haw bten complete ; unfor- 
tunately, however, wlu’ii the moon s< t, nlmut I a m., w( lost our way , the \iUagers would 
give us no inforuiutiou but what was f;dse, and we weie ohligc'd to sit down and wait till 
day. The fuihm* of this surprise I attiihuU* c*ntir<ly to the treaelicry of the Barout 
tbannahdur, who also, us 1 have K'ason to beliex*, sent intorrnutioii of our coming to the 
enemy. A villager told Lieu1'*imnt Gartoii (whoaeeonijianied as a volunteer with Captain 
Priestley, Executive Engineer^ that a messeiigci ol tliethaiinahdar’s had passed through the 
village just befoK*, and .Ihoone .Sing, who slept at .I’lngliye, was at Shciporo by 7 a.m., 
when we reached it. My iiit< ntion had been to nmn li fust on .lunghye, and then turning 
southward, drive the villagers before us ; but as we pa'-sed Sherjioie we iiiund the enemy 
assembled there, and Lieutenanf. Mathias thought if la'tfer to atfaek them at once, 
Sherimre is the village of u xiry large* laiidholdci, Ihiddlmn Sing, who had math* a kind of 
entrenchment outside it, fmin wliieh they kept up a simrp firt* till we euine within distance, 
when they decuinjxid, a small body of about fitly going southwaids, but the inajority 
retrea^g north towards Bhunda. 'I'liey made a stand about a mile off, and ( 'aplain 
Priestley, Lieutooant Garton, and I, atteinpt(*d to ebarge them with tia* (•owan*; but when 
we bad ridden half-a-mile, we xaw the sowars were lugging, and unwilling to iu*t, so we 
desisted. When the men came up, tlic enemy again decamiK'd, afn r fii mg a good deal, 
and stood again about a mile off, near a large tank, into which they n-treated as we 
advanced, and fired on us till wo got within 200 yard*., liitting a sowat’.s iimsi* in the hock. 
Had they had the bliglitcst coui-age, they might fiavi* held tins iHis^tion fot home time, and 
aansed us great loss. Howev.i* they decamped again in the uo)iha.id directioo. probatily 
to Meergunge iu the Allahabad dibtrict, and after following them about a mile further we 
dsmMed from this hopeless piirhuit. Such an enemy us thi'. ouii only be t^iuched by 
surprise, or by Cavalrv, or bv ur.ecobing pursuit. We saw no more of them. 

4. Wot hen proceeded to .lunghye, where we lested for a short tim<*, and then burnt 
the vi^bge turned squtii. Wo marched tluough Piikinic and Bulliu, destroying dud 
twmtng Bhunda,' where tlic men halted half an hour to hxit the place more thtmiugbly. 
Ifimnd here two Ahmas Raipoots,{|pe of tlicin the father of one of Mr. Moore’s murderen, 
Situ, and I ordered them liotb to be hanged. 1 had caught two morb in the 
field near Bullia, and given them in ebatge to a sowar, who let them go, He*should 

2 M 
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be made to answer for this. At BulUa a quantity of English thin^ were found: the 
accounts of a sukoi* factor}', foolscap paper, a scent-bottle, &c. After completely burning 
the village of Bbunda, we went on to Shurporc, which was siiuiiariy treated. Immense 
quantities of grain were found hei'e, and I regretted that I had not brought men with me 
to carry it Off. I'lie sepoys and police were all abundantly loaded with their own loot. 
On arriving bore, we found that the jmrty of fifty, whom 1 mentioned os dying; soutbwitfd 
from Sherpore, had fallen upon ow 'rear, and carried off about a dozen men bringing 
mettais, russud, and the Sikhs* cooking-vessels and bedding. 1 took out a few men, aim 
recovered all the oxen but one, and some of the bedding and vessbls of the Ehkha. -I 
promised com])cnsation to them for what was lost, and have no donbt Government wiU 
sanction this. We reached Sher|^)orn about fi p.m., after a most fatiguing day's woi^. 
We stayed there about two hours, and then returned to Barout, which the troops reaiHuMl 
from 8 to 10 P.M., verj' straggling, and utterly tired. They must have marched between 
thirty-five and forty miles that day, and had scarcely eaten anything. 

5. 'ITie police l(;vy behaved very well under fiir, such as it was : advancing brialdy, 
and firing low, though witlioiit ('ffeet . A little more discipline would make a very efibetivo 
force of tlieiir. The .Sikhs were iur)st eager (o gc*t. up with the enemy, and took the severe 
labour very well. I have mdered a large cjuantity of mettais for them, to refresh them 
after their inureh. I'liey n'achctl (lopecgtmgc: this morning. 

G. It will be .seen that, Ibouglt I failed in iny ehief object of seizing Jhoorye Sing, 
througli the diftieulties put in iny way. I have thoroughly punished these villages, who 
have novel' been touched before, and aeconijdished oni^ of tljc chief wishes of the Magis- 
trate of the district, in so doing. 1 do not think you will consider I used too much severity 
in this case. 1 have a horror of uniR'cessary eniclty. or I'oiifounding the innocent with the 
guilty ; but these villages aiT notorioii.s|y had. They tired on us diivctly wo cable in 
sight. They have supported the niurderc'is of .Mr. Moore, and made th'dr cause their own, 
« and, as an example, a severe punishment was necHJssary. Kroin the ]i(*eidinrly rich character 
of the soil, and the very thorough eiillivation, J have every reason to hope that tlie effect 
of this will he, that the inbal)itai|f.s will return to their \ iliages. and s(‘e the folly of siding 
against: Government, and the unprolilablencss of rebellion. 

7. I ought to monliun that the tliannalidar of Go[)e('!.!:imgc, in this, a.s in every other 
active operation, gave me mo.st useful assistance, lie is nut u man of very acute under- 
standing or feiiile resources, hut is most aidive, energetic, and t rustw'orthy, and will do 
any amount of work that is recpiired ot' him. I have written to Mr. Maync to report the 
eonduet of the Barout tluinnahdar, and to reipiest his dismissal and punishment.

2. But the Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion that fur .such a purpose as this last,, 
that is, the. chastisement of rebels, uneonneeted attacks of this sort upon distant phiQaa.nte 
of no solid advantage. The main object of the Alngistrate and his Assistants on the GnuDkl 
Trunk Road should be to protect that line of communication, by keeping its neighbor- 
hood as clear of enemies as, with the small force available, can be done, ^^e setUenMUt of 
the tract of country south-east of tb(> Oude frontier is a w'ork to be uoittertoken only r & 
-whole, when a sufficient force for the purpose bee-omes available.^

FOR the infonnation of Goverament I have flie honor to report, that just a$ the 
ICao^ttee moveable column wus breaking ground at cluybrede yesterday, two troopers Atnn 
the advanced guard, svhich had preceded the column u short distance, galloped in and 
repotted t^t the guard'^had been attacked by the 52nd and a large body of reltels, adding 
(emmeonaly) that the odicer commanding the guard,, Lieutenant Watson, .ISrd Madras 
Nadve Infantry, and Major Jenkiiw, Assistimt Qu.irteimustcr-Gf'iicnil, hud iH-en kdlod.and 
that the .52nd mutineers were steadily advanemg on throu&rh tlu> thick jungle. 

2. The road from our camp lU Singiumjioie to Kuitunpv la\ through thick jungle on 
cither side of tlie road, witii hit>h hills hoxoiid; ui fact, it is a pass of some nine miles 
throngh the Bandair range of hills , and th<‘ mutiiieei's could not have (‘tioseii a bettor 
place to attack us in. 

3. No time w'as lust on Colonel Millai's part in ultui king the eneinj We euine on a 
large body (in fact the regiment), with colors and bugles, &e., man'liing in eohuiui of 
sections along the road in uur fiont Our guns at once opened on them, and swept right 
through the column. This dispersed them, but ihej did not n'treat, only going to the 
right and left of us, and opening a very smart fiiv on us, wliich was well n.*turiie<l 

4. In this way we went on fighting for t>omo five mik's, the enemy fretjuently apjieur> 
ing boldly on our front, and opening tia* on u-. from the right and hdt, hut now began to 
retreat ; and I don’t think a man passed us tu our line ot trt'asun*, jiark, stores, 
baggage, &c. ; and at any rate hoik* of it was utttu'Ucd, and all is .safe in camp. 

,5. When we got to the open ground, about a mile from Kuttungee, the enemy 
were seen on the plain, but soon r.ui to the sleep hill lo the light, whciv we followed them, 
and killed and wounded a gieat many ; and I am most thankful to sii\, that just befofe we 
readied Kuttungee, the two offii is uamed in the tirst paragraph of this letti'r galloped up, 
Lieutenant W utson i\oniulc<l in the* fair, not scHouslj, uiul Major .leiikins untoiielicd, 
but his horst' wounded in scveml pla<-es. 

6. These officers had the most wotidi'iliil esiajie, p.irlieulaily Lieutcuimf Watson, 
who twice fell with his horse in the midst of the mutinecis, aiulbotli weir tired on by 
whole sections. 

7. We coinmeneed tightmg about (5 \.M,, and did not leaic' oil fill 2 i* m. 'Fhe rebela 
and mutineers were completely Ih at< II and «iisp(i-s»d, many weir killed and wounded , 
some were made prisoiieis artd hanged (.unongst llum Buldeo Sookul, I’.iv llaviklHr filli 
Compan), said to be one of the leaders). The prisoners weie juarK all amindeil, and 
ucknow'ledge to having lost some 120. 

ft. Thc.reiniunder threw away the little baggage they bail, and are wmideiiiig in the 
hills and jungles, and are, whilst 1 write, being (bused l>y our Madras sepoys. 

9. I am happy to say we lost no fighting men a timn|H‘tet, and two or lliirc camp 
followers were killed, aud some eight or ten soklu'is womuksl. 

10. This, I believe, is the first time Madras and Bengal sepoys have lucn opposed 

to cadi other; and, I rejoice lo say. all with this column diil their duty well. 1 jiromoted 
a havildar of the Ritle C’ompany of the Oth Infantry Regiment, Nagfioi’c Irregidai force, to 
jemAdar, for conspicuous bravery and loyalty. , 

11. Tlicre is an alloy, I regret deeply to say, to the pluisure W( had v( .teulu), and 
that is, in the ibul murder of Lieutenant Metiregor, of the ft2nd Nativi* Infatiiiy (whom i 
i«|iorted in a former letter was a prisoner with the mul uicers). ( )n our nr i ivui at Ruttungee, 
wefbund his body lying stiff by the road-side, lie had been shot ye-terday about 3 a.m., 
atid we sent his remains into Jubhui[ior( tor bnrful last night

Sir, Saugor, September il3, 1857. 

I HAVE the honoi to ifpoit briefly, for your information, tliat the under*nientioDed 
officers bf the Customs Department, vir , iilessrs. Bailee and Ijiwi«on, patrols, and 
Mr. Navler and Sjed Muilud Einam, assistant patrols, along with 1 80 men, accompSAied 
me to i'lurreoulce, at which placi* we nrrned at 7'35 a.m. ; half-an-bour later the guns 
came up, and opened tiro on the enemj, who wire posted in a very strong position, between 
two lulls. After si\ or seven shot anil shell had been fired, ue were ordered by the officer 
eomnumding to ascend the hill to the right, and drive the enemy from behind the wall, 
where they mustered in great number^. As we proceeded, the fire from the rebels was 
very heavy indi'ed, and whilst Colonel Dal/cll was leading on his men, he received a mortal 
wound at the foot of the lull, about 200yanls from the nearest point wheiw the memy 
were posted. \Ve, however, pushed on to within thirty-five yanls of the wall, along the 
face of the hill, keeping up an inci>sant firo ; hut at length we were obliged to retive, as 
the fire of the enemy iVom behind the breastworks did great execution amongil bur men ; 
moreover, they had ev|)cnded their ammunition-— on an average fifteen rounds per'inaii. 

2. It is my humble opinion that hud the artillery kepf up a smart fire on>tlwiinl|el8 

for about an hour or so'befiire the advance was made, the place might have been oanied, 
with a very small loss to us. .'s 

3. Immediately on our falling back on the guns 1 went to the officer cemmenffittg, 
and told him that mj men had expended their ammunition, and requejited to he fitniiahed 
with a few rounds per man, but that officer informed me tmt hd md aonetb ii|hura} awl' 
althou^ the buninhs were ordered to supply the men with pMNfliM gram, nirnh ipitMhred

Sir, Campf'^elkharoo, September 30, 1857. 

WITH the exception of a few instances, the jmlice in my division have behaved 
in&niously, in abandoning their posts, on hearing of rebels coming near, and many joined 
the enemy ; they are nearly all the scum of the North-Western Provinces, and nISne of tlie 
, residents of the plains of the Saugor and Nerbudda territories are to be more de{)ended on. 

2. Under these circumstances I have consulted some of niy ollicers who have charge 
.of bil districts, as to the propriety of raising police from the Gouds and other hill tribes ; 
and from the Deputy Commissioners of Mundin and Baitool I learn that they, who know 
these tribes well, ore of opinion that tlicy could, in a short timu, raise an efficient body of 
rowi, who would be glad to take service, and be armed and drilled with muskets ; and 
both these officers being willing to undurUikit the task, I have, as an experiment, subject 
to tho approval' of Government, authorised Captain Maclean, Deputy Commissioner of 
Bai^l, to raise a body of 400 hill men whom he thinks will seiwu anywhere in these 
territories ; oud Captain Widdington, Deputy tUimmlssioner of Muridla, to raise 200 to 
serve in his own large district, which, 1 regret to say, is in a very disturbed state, and 1 
have no regular troops to send tliere. 

3. These men, when they luiv(t been drilled a little, should take the place of tin* 
ordinary police, but their pay should Iwt fi rupees fur privates, and officers to be, {wid in 
pro{)ortion. 

4. I trust his Honor will approve of and sanction tiiis measure. It is hut an eK{ieri- 
ment, but 1 think it will succeed, and 1 know of no other plan for raising {)ulicc% 

5. The Kampttxj moveable column will arrive at .Fuhbulporc to-morrow morning. 

6. The mutineers of the late .VJnd Uegiinent who eKeu])ed being killed on the 27th 
instant aro completely disiicrsed and broken up into small jiarties in the hills between 

- the Biver Ijienm and Dumoh, without food, much ammunition, tents, or pro{)erty, and 1 
ht^ very few will ever reach their homes.

September 2S. — ^1'hc Deputy Commissioner of Snugor (Major Western) raports, on- 
rile 2lst September, that some of the prisoners, brought in from Rchlee by the Customs’ 
establishment having been found guilty of rebellion, were exeeuted, at which the populace 
evinced the greatest pleasure. 

On the I.'ith instant the imah of Shahghur sent in the Lullutpore fugitives to Saugor, 
after having kept them prisoners for more than two months. 

On the 1 8th idem the Brigadier sent out a detachment to attack the Banpore rebels 
at Nucrialiad, eleven miles from Baugor.but regrets to report, that the force did not succeed 
■ in capturing the place or dispersing the rebels, as it was not strong enough ; consequently, « 

• it returned on the afternoon of the I9tli instant. That Colonel Dalzell, of tlio 42nd Native 
Infkntry, was killed, and Lieutenant Prior, Executive Engineer, shot through the left 
riiigh, and. Lieutenant Campbell slightly wounded, in the engagement. About thirty-five 
Sepoys and Customs’ clmpraasies were also killed uiul wounded in the action. Observes 
that the disaster will have a bad effect on the rebels, but trusts reinfoicements will soon Ite 
tent to Saugor, to enable a second attack being made to dislodge the enemy from Niirre- 
Ottlee. On the night of the 17th the rebels from Nurrcoulee advanti-d to the llahntghttr 
Gate of the city of Saugor, and fired a few rouiuls at the sentries, bnt, finding the 
gnards on the alert, they returned.

Sir, Jubbulpore, October 1, 1857. 

IN continuation of my letter dated September 19, I have the honor to report, the 
mutineers of the 52nd, in number 370, on leaving Jubbulpore. went to Patun, where 
they were joined by the detachment at the latter place, and, on the following day, by^the one 
at Kuttun^, increasing their number in all to about 470. IJeutenant Maegregor, com* 
manding toe Patun detachment, was made a close ])risoner ; he was not allowed to writer 
or to receive letters sent to him from this. 

2. Immediately on their arrival the mutineers sent messengers to the piindi^ 
toakoors round, calling upon them to join, and their request was, in one case that I ki yw 
of, backed by the tchseeldaj's and thannahdar, who wrote to Hindooput, thakoor of Kutm 
Bekaro, telling him that tliey had joined the mutineers, to fight for their religion ; that 
the British Government could not last much longer, and more to the same purpose : three 
such letters were given up by Hindooput, who, at all events, professes to be a friend, 
although 1 am by no means certain that he did not at the same time send, men to aid the 
mutinem.

NOW (hat 1 have returned to N'agoile, and re(‘l somewhat sclthul, I have the 
honor to resume my narrative of occurrences sin<*c last report. 

2. It was d.'itcii S<‘plcnibcr .Ird : from that lime to the 7th we were in compara- 
tive quiet. 

,3. On the Sth. houever, an express from ('aptain Osborm*, Politic.al .Agent at 
Rewah, threw us into a stal«? of great alarm, it was* to tin* etreet that a body of 
mutineers, fully 5,(KX) strijiig, bad ascended the ghauts, with inU‘nt to march on 
Nagode, through Hewali ; and, what was worse still, (hat flu' Raj.'ili of Rewah had 
declared his inability to sto[) them, or t(» prote('t tln^ iMiropean oflieers in his 
territory, who were, in eon.setpicuee, retpie.sPal to leave. 

4. Major Elli.s. the Assistant Political .Agent, cidled upon the (blinds of Pnnnali 
and Ajeyghur, and others, ^for aid; ami the coinmanding oiliccr, having consulted 
his native officers, dccidwl to liohl the regiment in readiness (,<> fall bfvck on Dumoh, 
if circumstances rendered the move necessary. 

5. I was present at the consullaliun : si>mc of (he .native olFu’crs remained 
mute, and some assented to Major Hampton’s proposition of retiring on Dumoh; 
but the leading man of the regiment, Shcwlall Sing, snbadar, st-ated disl.inctly that 
if the regiment was moved from Nagode,* it would go bad. 

6. For t\vo days we remained in a state of painful .anxiety. Happily for us, an 
express came* on the 10th from Chaplain Osborne, to say that (he uinlinocrs hail 
retired, and that he was still holding his {H>st at Rewah. 

7. What became of this Irndy of mutim^ers, aiul wlio (hey wen*. I have not yet 
heard. 

8. While this party threatened us from Rewah, anotlicr lH>d) f»f mutineers, 
said to consist of the Dinapore regiments, vvirre in progress weHtwjinl, below the 
ghstuts, and vi5 Terow'ha and Banda. 

,9. These mutineers gave out that they would visil. Nagode ; and it was thought 
not unlikely that they would turn our way from .some of the. gii.auts near Kothee 
and Birsingpore. 

10. I informed you, demi-official ly, of their having passed (he turning-poiiit, 
and of their arrival and halt at Banda; and I expresscal mv fears, from this last 
circumstance, that a visit to Nagode was contemplated. 

11. Under this impression, I liegged of Majf>r Ellis imt to counteriuaiul his call 
for. aid from the native Chiefs, but U» let their trtK)p.s halt ;it the nearest village to 
UlkMl their own districts, until the mutineers were fairly off' from Banda. 

- ,12. My request was disregarded ; and the Ajeyghur and Punimh troops, 
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reported to be in progress to ub, were ordered back, the Punnah Chiefs* tents bcing^ 
rctiirnod from Nagotfc itself. * 

13. K vents Iwive shown that my fears from the Banda direction were not 
ill-founded. 

M. On the 14th September, intelligenee reached «me th.at the mutineers had 
marehcfl out of Bntida on the 12th, and were halted, on that date, at Girw'a, qn the 
road to Nagode. and with intent to visit us. 

15. The oflicer eonjin.uuling the r)Oth, on hearing this, determined on retiring 
to IVlyhere. 'IMiis csinsed much dissatisfaction among the men ; and the European 
ofliccrs, without exception, being of o|)inion that it woidd be better to stop and 
meet tlie enemy, such licmg the feeling of the regiment, 1 went over, at their 
request, to the eoinm;imling olfiCer, to urge tlie general wish ; and it W'as agreed 
that we Jihoidd stop, aiul se(> how matters looked when the t'ncmy was in sight. 

1(>. On the |.)th, ov' iiing, I luard of the nuilinoers being at Peharee Khera, 
twenty miles iVt)i)i ns. 'IMiat iiiglit, both iSlaJor I'.llis and I dined at the mess ol the 
50th : and .ail liie odiceis, I belit've. e\ee|)ting the eoninianding otlieer, were present. 
Uj) 1.0 the time of retiring, (he (l;ei.-,ion to stop and meet the imitineer.s held good; 
at least, no eoiitvary order had been issued by the commanding «)IIicer. 

17. On luy way hom<‘, it struck me that, ;is the mutineers were marching very 
light, they might, willi e.ise, perform the twenty miles that very night, and so 
surpri.se us beloiv tiaylight. ^ 

18. 'I'o guard agaiii.st fliis 1 went down to the city, and placed my matchlock- 
men as appeared to me best for its protection, and senf out scouts to the dilfcrent 
ghauts* of tiu; Sutaius^ river, placing men .at intervals to bring information 
early. 

19. 1 then wrote to the commanding oHieer. suggesting that we should place 
the gutiK in tlie fort, and light, under their cover; also that the treasure should be 
removed into it. 

20. I sent tliis letter to the Adjutant, and beggial of him. after re.adlng, to go 
over to the comniau<litig oflicer, titui get something done. 

21. Shortly after, between I and 2 .\.m. on the IGtIi, I w'cnt over to the com- 
manding ollie<*r in person, to urge the measure. 

22. In making this pnniosition, I e.alculated more on the weakness of the 
disaffected to carry it out than on their profetssions of loyalty. 

23. There were both good and bad men in the regiment, perhaps of equal 

numbers ; and I thought it not unlikely that the bad would give in to the good, 
when they found the l.ilter supported by at least 400 matchlockmen, who in a 
night contest and at close quarters, when the sword is chielly used, arc not to be 
despised. . , 

24. That fear has operaOal on the disalfceted may be gathered from the fact of 
their allowing the destruction of their surplus inagai^inc and muskets, and the 
spiking of other guns ; also from their not having touched the treasury, or committed 
other blanieabie acts till the Dinaporc mutineers w'ere within sight. 

2r). My visit to the coinmandiiig ofliecr was of very short duration. He did 
not even (lause over my proposition, and .as f got nothing but blame for the carriage 
ordered not being ready, I withdrew to arrange for it. 

2G. I was not to biamc, however. The carriage had been ordered when retreat 
was determined on ; but when the purpose was changed, and it was decided to 
stop and face the enemy, it was no longer needed, and therefore I did not devote 
raueh attention to it ; nor, indeed, did the commanding officer express any anxiety 
in the matter till the 1.5th. 

27. I now come to the morning of the IGth. I burric<i the carriage, and by the 
afternoon the oommandiiig officer got his baggage across the River Uroroom> 
which is just immediately below Nagode, and had it halted at a garden not a 
quarter bf a mile off ; intending, I believe, to cross the regiment ovet by 4 or 5 
o’clock. 

28. Our information, however, on this day, was very conflicting. That droops 
were encamped at Singpore (ten miles from us), there was no doubt; but some 
said that it was the mutineers, and some that it was the Pimnah Rajah’s forces. 

20. We hml heard from the Punnah Rajah that he had sent 1,000 men to 
Singjiore, and calculating the time of dispatch from Punnah, we thought it more 
likely that it was his troops who were at Singpore. The vakeel at this State 
onoouraged this belief by saying that it was impossible the routineers could liave 
got to Singpore, and he hot have heard of it. i v. 
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30. Un<ler the bdtef that Siogpore was oceuptctl by Punnah troops* the ciom- 
manding officer, I believe, dcierniined on passing the night at Nagodc. 

31. At between 8 and 9 o'clock 1 got sure inl'ormatiuii that it -pas the mutineers 
who were at Singpore, and not the Punnah troops ; and my inrormant said, more- 
ovev, that preparations for an immediate inarch vvere making when he left, and 
that fho mutineers woukl bo at Nagode by midnight. 

32. I saw that the game had been played to its end. My remaining longer 
could be of no use, wliilc it would expose me to almost, certain destruction ; for both 
the bad men of the .'dttlr ami the I4th Irregular Cavalry sowars, lately sent away 
at m^ instigation, owed me a deep grudge. 

33. I therefore wrote to Major Kllis and the eoinmatuiiijg oilieer, telling them 
what 1 had lieartl. atul of my del enni tuition to get out of the \va\, anti watch the 
turn of events from somewhere close by. 

34. Aeeordingly I started and took up my tpiarUns at a villag-c caMed Silgee, 
six miles from Nagode. on the l)uino!i road. 

33. In the morning (17(h) I lu.inl that ll'.cotltl) had imilinictl, when they got 
to their baggage across th:- riM f on licing (t>l<l to mo\e on. and li.ad roturneil to 
Nagode, blit th;ittlie Diiiapore mntineers had not jirrivcMl unto the 'iiui' of the infor- 
mant leaving Nagode. 

8l). At about 10 o'clock I heard that t!ie\ hail .irrived. and a sliorl u hilc after 
inrormation was brought to me thal some noil incers ( Inlanlry) were at a village 
tw'o miles oil', seizing e.iltlc Tor carriage, and ;in hour aPler I heanl that the sowars 
were out in S '.areh of iiv. so 1 (hought it time to gi't out of (heir way ; accordingly 
I ivont with about a dozen inatehloekmen belonging to Ajeyghnr. ’ * 

37. 1 li.ad senreely got 1.000 yards from the village, when the head man of iny 
escort eal!e<l out. th.at llu; sowars were in eliase. and to push ou. 

38. I did so, jiiid got -to liilsai. in Ajoyghiir, ami Irian tliere got twenty-live 
roatchloekmen as an escort : 1 was, however, again to be separated from my guard, for 
the same call was .igain raised on my getting out of the village, and again 1 trusted 
to ray horse. 

39. 1 then ri'ached Hurwarrali. in Ajeygluir, where M.-ijor l'31i.s was, and we* 
asked fur an escort, but could not get even a man to show us the road. The head 
roan of the village looked very viciously inclined, so 1 pressed Major Kllis to atari 
at once, and trust to elianee lor finding our way to Piimiali, which place we reached 
by 10 o’clock. 

40. It is well we did leave so hurriedly, for our .servarjt.s were w^daid about 
a mile out of Hurwarrah and rohlicd of all they had ; w'c should probably have 
shared a worse fate. 

41. From Punnah I wished to join you at Dumoh, but could not get the 
Rajah’s consent to do so, as the road, he said, was not safe. 

42. I then, on hearing of .the mutineers having iimrchcd from Nagode, wished 
to return to my post, but could not manage it on account of the Rajah's fears for 
my safety. Finally I did get away% and reached Nagode on the evening of the 
27th. 


43. 'J’he Rajah of Nagode'aml the townspeople received me in the most friendly 
way, and I cannot sufficiently extol the Rajah’s conduet. 

44. He has never once .swerved from the right pat h, and both by example and 
counsel has kept quiet the roinainitig Chiefs under my charge. 

45. Disturbances had occurred at My here mid Rijeerogoginir ; but the States 
are all quiet now. 

46. Some of ray police, sowars and foot, as also cliiiprassini^ ami others, iiave 
behaved in the most praiseworthy manner, and I shall name tin m hereafter in the 
hope of obtaining for them the reward they richly ilcscrve. 

. 47. The Rajah had great fears lest his avowed loyalty might bring on Itiin the 
ill-will of some of our disaffected neighbours, and he lias reason for liis fears ; he 
has no funds, no ammunition nor guns, a'pisir fort, and but ■'>00 soldiers; so, were 
any of his enemies determined to punish him, his chance of resistance would w* 
poor indeed. 

48. It is quite impos.sible, too, for mo to keep my post without Government 
troops, for I cannot command. 

. 49. f have, therefore, earnestly to Img that troops be sent here with all dispatch, 
i^so guns, plenty of ammunition, and funds. 

< 50; 1 need hardly say that the treasury is all gone, and the cantonments, 

property and records all destroyed, including post office. 



51. 1 saved my cash account tiooks and some Eng^Iish con'espoadmice. 

52. In conclusion, I would beg to recommend roost earnestly the occajpatioo. of 
Fort Kallinjur by British troops, and as early as it can be. 

5?. Vou are aware of tlic strength of this fort, and once in the hands of the 
insurgents it would give us endless trouble to dislodge them. At present it is 
occupied by the Ra jah of Punimh for us ; but his thtops there are insufficient to 
repel any serious attack on it. 1 believe only 2(K) men have been sancti »ned for it.

1 IIAVK the honor to siii>niil the following details of oecurronc'^'s in the Dunioh 
ilistrict since the eommeneenient of the present oul broaU. 

2. On receipt of the (oivcrninent |)roclam.'iLions, t hey were duly issued, and the 
various ehiefs and tluikoors called upon to give assistanee, should cireumstanccs 
render it necessary ; and, with ;i vi<!W to security, they furnislied ten nuitehlockmen 
each to guard the (own with regular police. 

X Up to the end of June nothing particular occurred, Init, (»n the 25th of that 
month, lOiie (iundhrup Sing, a inaimar or jaglicordar of the Shahghur Rajah, 
committed a dacoity on the house of Mundei' N.-dk, Resident of n)()ii/.ah Unjuma, 
pergunnnh Rutteeaghur, belonging* to Rajali Shunker Shah, id’ lliat phu'c, a day or 
two afterwards, and the report I'roin the tiianiuihdar of Uiitteaghur was received that 
the same Ciundhrut) Sing had jduiidercd on<‘ or (wo other \ illage.s in that part of 
the district. I reinforced the police at the thnnnahsof llutlcf.'ighnr .'iiid lliitta with 
strong parties of ncwly-initcrlaincd inatchlockmcii. ami sent up snpjilies of ammu- 
nition to the inusketwTs. 

4. A day or two after this, several villages in thi' north of the district were 
plundered by the Rajah of Shahgliur and his followers, but the tehseeldar of llutta 
still remained safe. 

5. On the 2n(l of July, news .arrived at Diiinoh of the muliiu of (lie 42nd Light 
Infantry amb 3rd Irregulars at Saugor, and I re»*eived inre.rinaiion that a party of 
the Cavalry and Infantry mutineers was coming to Duinoli to lake tlie treasure; I 
therefore removed the prisoners into the new jail, which I int<*nded to use as a fort. 
Near mkinight, myself and the other hairopean oflieers were obliged to leave 
Diimoh, for reasons detailed in iny report (o you of the Sth .Inly, and therefore 
unnecessary for me to reeapilulale here. 

6. During my ahsenee t he mutineers arrived, and, as the two companies of the 
42nd Light Infantry on <luty at Duiiioh <lid not join ttiem, or allow them to take 
the treasure, they iilundered a f('w surrounding vill.-iges, and, apparently, left the 
district. 

7. On the 10th July, Kesliore Sing, surburakar of Oinroa Sing (a minor), chief 
of the Oobnrcc estate, of llimloreea. took possession of tin* lhaunah of Dumoh, and, 
after destroying the reeord.s of the Moonsif’s Court, as well as those of the tehseelee 
and thnnn.aii, he and his followers were tlriven out by tlie gallantry and devotion of 
Runjeet Sing, havildar-inajor of the iletaehment, and of a few sepoys w'ho accom- 
panied him. Too much cannot be done to reward this man. 

8. On the IGtIi, C'aptain Pinkney, with (wo guns, and four companies of the. 
3l8t Regiment, under Captain Finch, of the corps, arrived at Dumoh. On the 19th, 
Captain Finch attacked and ilefeati'd (he rebels at Khiinkera ; and, on the 21st, he 
attacked and part i.ally dest rosed Keshore Singes fortified liouse at llindoreea; all 
which events have Iwen separately reportcHl to you by Captain Pinkney. 

• 9. Up to this time, the rebel army (eomposeil of the force of tUe Shahghur 
Rajah, of Imliir Sing’s baml of d.-icoits, of tfio Uimloreea, the Halakote, and other 
Ramnuggur Chiefs, Lodliees. of the Lodbees of Kindroho, of Jerut, pergunnah 
Nursinghur, and of many others, iTialg(K>7.ars and men of note in my district too 
numerous to mention), piiindorcd and sacked the diHercnt villages on all sides (except 
|H*rgunnah 'rejghur''. leaving only those close to Dumoh. In the course of a few- 
days even these villages were plundered; many of them partially burned and 
destroyed. On the 25th 1 resumed charge of the district. 



10. On t'he 28th, the rebel army cumc before Dunioh, and attacked it} and a 
ctmy of Captoin Finch’s despatch, detailing the affair, was duly forwarded foe yowr 
iniorination. The rebels, finding their force too small to lake'Duinoh, borrowed 
two guns from the regiment of Ohirkaree, who owns the fort eallwl Mcrriah Dob, 
and, with the assistance of 200 raatchlockinen, of Cliirkaree. cuine before Durooh, 
on the 5th instant, with a force of upwards of 4.000 men, and surrounded the tow». 
On the 6th August 1 hud the honor t(> report this alfair with the enemy, and its 
results. 

11. I have mentioned above, that, with the exei'ption of the smliUu' station, 
the whole district hud been plundered. The inhabitants of one village, having lost 
their all, joined the rebels, and jdundered their neighbours; eonseipienlly, every 
man who conld muster a mateldoek (ami there are man\), or sword, or spear, 
became a member of the rebel force, 'flie bulk of tlie plumlcrod property was 
deposited in .a village belonging t<J thellajah ofShahglmr, failed l''ut(\pore, about 
nine miles from 11 uita. Tlietowuof Hutta itself has sullered most. It is larger 
than Dnmoh, ami is on the banks of the Kiver Sonar, elose to the Shahghur State. 
The money and pr<»per(y plumlered from Ilotta alone is said to amount to about 
seven lacs of rupees. 

12. Previous tt) the arrival of the Kamplee moveable column, the rebels, in 
much greater force, head<‘d by llrjoon Howa. Maharajah Sing Dowa, H.i.mpershad 
Pulhulwan, and other offieers of the Shahgluir Uajah, accompanied by the Ker- 
bunnu, the Halakoto, t!ie Kimlrokotta Jerut,tho Hindorcea, anti other I, odhees of this 
district, prepared for a third descent U|H>n Dnmoh; but Lieutenant Oakes,. of the 
52nd Regiment- Native lufantry, with his two companies, having pushed on, at my 
urgent request, a-head of the eolumii, ilclayed tlie attack of the rebels; and the 
arrival of the column, sliortly after, cnableil us to assume the onimsive; for, on the 
1st SeptiMnber. the village of Halakote was attacked and ilestroyed by our iriKips, 
with a trilling loss of three jinen wounded, one of whom died the day following, 

13. On t lie 1 til September the fortified builtling biOonging to the Lodheos at 
Hindoreca was totally destroyeil. nml render'd for eviT iisidess as a residence or a 
place of defence. On the bih Si-ptcmber the houses of the |jodhe(!s of Kindixilio 
were .also destroyed and burnt, and the grain belonging to them was eonfiscattxl, 
and appropriate! 1 to the use of (lovernmeiit. 

14. Oil the morning of (lie ISth September, tin* rebels, who had taken posses- 
sion of the th.annah and town of Nursinghur, were attackisl by our troops, under 
Major Jenkins, u liu totally routed tliein, killing fifty of them, besides a numls'rwho 
were drow’iied whih* ero.ssing tlie river, ;iml twelve who wen.* hanged for taking up 
arms against tin* Govi'rmnent. Tlie fort of Niirsiiighnr, which had recently licen 
repaired ami slrengtlien<*d by the rebels, was alst) destroyed ami levelled, us far as 
it was [Kissiblc in do so. 

15. On the 19th, news havjng been received of the mutiny of the 50t.h and 52ud 
Regiments Native Infantry at Nagodc and .)4ibt)ul|)ore, the two eompanics of the 
latter corps, under Lieutenant Oakes, were, on tlie morning of the 20th Septemls*r, 
disarmed; and that <lay, it having been (hdermined, by a council of war, that it was 
impossible to keep botli .Iubbul|)orc and Dnmoh. ami as the; latt<;r ilistriet had lieen 
sacked and plundered by the rebels for nearly two inontbs, wliih* .Julibulporc was 
still intact — setting aside the fact of its being a large first-class district — Dumoh 
was given over to Koer Shamlcyjoo, the Coinmander of tin; Uajah of Puiinah’s 
forces, who w^as tln*ii occupying the northern portion of the <iistrict in the name ol 
the British (lovernmeut. 

16. The Punnah Rajah, having acted so friendly a part to the (loycrnraent 
from the coinmencernent of the present outbreak, will, J fc!*! asKiir<;d, do his lu'st to 
protect all the pixipi'rty, rccorfls, &,c., left behiml at Dumoh; ami as the tehseeldar, 
and most of the Government servants, as well as police, have roinaiued at Dumoh, 
matters will he. carried on in the usual way, 1 have, however, brought w'ith me the 
whole of the silver coin in the treasury, as w ell as t he trc.isury papi-rs. 

17. Of all the barge landholders, the Rajah of Iluttrec, and Thakoor Shcolall 
of Dhurumpoora (who hold ujiwards of twenty villages in the district), are the only 
two who have reniaine<l true to the Government. It is to the former that, we owe 
the present, traniiuillity of the Tejghur |M;rgunrmh, w hich is inhaintcil mostly by 
Lodnees, many of whom have been kept down by the Rajali's loyalty to tlie State. 
Thakoor Sbeolall has, on ail occasions, assisted us to the licst of his power; and 
both he and the Rajah of Huttrec will, doubtless, rcaji the reward they so well 
nvnit. 



18. In conclusion, I beg to slate that, being the only European Civil in 

the district, there were so many and immediate calls upon my tilne, that! was 
quite unable to submit to you regidurly the weekly reports that you required.' 1‘ 
trust, therefore, that the above outline of events since the outbreak, up to the 
20th ultimo, tin; day on which the district was given up to Shamleyjoo, may be 
deemed sufficient.

Chundeyree. — No intclligenee of any description. 

Diimoh . — Koer Shaudagoo, llie native manager of tlic Punuah Rajah, writes 
that everything is the same as when we left tite district; ;iud 1 hear the same from 
other quarters. 

/■Joshinguhnd . — No odieial reports reeeived, but I learn deini-officially that the 
Deputy Commissioner had recoxered the pergunnah N»‘inour, and had c.aught and 
hangeti the principal reltel ; that he expected soon to be joiuetl by the Ediabad force 
under iCla jor On*, .and was about to .artaek the j\bdiuattees and (irassias, who are in 
strengtli at Sutwas, winch place (hey have possession of. 1 have lohl Captain Wood 
on no account to bring (he Kdlabad force into Moshnngaij.ad until the orders of 
(lovcrnment have been received on the subject. 'I'he othci' portion of the district 
is perfectly (|nict. 

Report dated 15th Octolier reeeived, which states (hat ten of the fugitive rclwls 
from Nenionr had been captured — seven in the Bhopal territory', and three in the 
Ncjuour pergunnals. Mehwattees reported to have abandoned their position, and 
fled to the lull ghauts towards Indore. The villagers who had fled from their 
homes wlien in the possession of the rebels, arc now returning. Major Orr’s force 
expected to be at Hurda on the 17th or 18th. 

Jaloun. — No information vvliatever. 

Jhansi . — 'Phe Ranee writes that she has been attacked by the Tehree and 
Dhutteah Rjxjahs, wlio fuive taken the greater part of the district from her. 

JubbulpvrCy Octolxu- 19. — Lieutenant Baliiwin, the Deputy Commissioner, in a 
letter of this states that Lieutenant (’lerk’s service having been required for 
regimental duty by the oflicer comnuuiding the 4th Regiment Madras Light 
Cavalry, he assumed charge of the district on the l.’Uh instant. From that (late 
daily reports are received from Sehora.SnIcemabad, Patun, and Kuttungee. of villages 
being plundered, but mostly unaccompanied by violence; in Sulcemabad and 
Sehora, property plundered being mostly the grain stored in villages. 

A force of fifty Infantry an<l a squadron of 4th Madr.'is Light Cavalry sent to 
Schora, wliich may restore tranquillity ; but as the .'j'iud mutineers are said to be

Mundlah. — ^'Fhe Deputy Commissioner reports the village of Googree, twenty- 
four miles east from Mundlah, plundered on the 1 1th instant, by men coming from 
direction of Ramgliur ; the Sagavvall of Goivee aud a chiipraasie taken prisoner. 
Bichia, situated twenty-four miles south-east of Mundlah, and Maharajpore, the 
extensive village opposite Mundlah, on the Sconce side of Nerbudda, said to be 
threatened in turn. The inhabitants of !Mundlah itself are. as fal* as can be 



judged* tree to the Oovemment, and it n expected they erill aid the piolioe in the 
defence of the place- Deputy Commiseioner about to proceed to Mundlah Proper, 
widi a few sepoya and some police, to see what can done. The Rewah RMah 
offered to retake Sobagpore from the rebels, and hold it fur Government, but his 
odfer declined. 

Ifagode. — la in a troubled state, in consequence of no troops being there, the 
Superintendent having been obliged to go to Rewah from ill health, and inability to 
conduct affairs without the aid of troops. No actual outbreak or pUmder has occurred. 
A few of the men of the 50th Regjinent Nalixe Iniantry, who acconipaiueil Major 
Hampton to Mirzapore, and were ])ermitted to go to their homes on leaxe Irbm 
thence, are hanging about Nagodc, xvith xvhat intent is not at pre.sent knoxvn.

■Goruckpore. 

But the two important districts of Benares and Gham'poro still remain 
perfectly quiet ; and even in .Jonnporo and Azitnghur, the indefatigable exertions of 
the Civil authorities arc producing lu‘nelieial eH^ds. 

There is, 'however, but tin) niueh reason to fear that this degree of prosperity 
will hardly he maintained, if the present insullieient military force on the frontier is 
not strengthened at an early period.

15. Benares and (ifiazeepore. — 'Fhe rep«)rls from th<‘s<‘ Vwt) pluees continue still 
to refer chieHy to the eolleetions of carriage and supplies. Kvery ell'ort is iMsiog 
made to procure them in increased qu.‘intiti«‘s, ami of improved deseription.s.'* 

16. A man, giving himself out as Commissariat agent of a rebel army, which, 

under Maun Sing and Pirlhoopal Sing, was intended to attack Btamres, has been 
arrested in that city, ami is umler trial. * * 

17. Mirzapore. — Fresh parties of rebeds have passed through the western 
pergunnahs of Mir/apore. 

The party reporte<l .as that of I limner Sing at Drummomlgunge, in the 
Allahabad district, had previously finswal fhrotigh lloberlsguiige ami (ihorawul, 
plundering the hitter, and destroying the former plae<'. They were estimated, on 
close examination, at about l,2tM) strong, with si.vbaai elephants and much baggage. 

IS. (iopeeffunf^e . — As stated in ti»e introduction no amelioration has taken 
place in the staU* of this part of the district ; on the contrarVi disorder and rapine 
are spreading wider atid wider. On tin* evening of tin* fith instant, the relKsIs 
Faqueerchund and Jhoorye Sing, seconded by Raimleen, Agent of Bijee Bahodoor 
Sing, emboldened by'our inaction, assnimsi ihe ollcnsive, ami altaeketl IMiuolpore, 
with 500 men. They burnt and plumlere<l part of liie town ; but failed in an 
assault on the house of Maniekeluiiid, tiic /.emimlar, though this was not garrisoned 
by more than twenty or thirty men. Raimleen is reported killed ; Jhoorye Sing was 
certainly wounded. 

19. Azinighur. — The condition of this district eontinmrs much .as before ; the 
collection of stores and of carriage is fouml very dillieult. Nothing tdse of import- 
ance is reported. 

The frontier is still threatened ; but the rehcls have made no onward move. 

20. Jounpore . — lluninuiit «Sing, the rebel /.omimlar whose son (ami it is said 
brother also) was killed in the light at (’handa, is trying to raise the district 
f^ainst us. 

The rebels at Bhadayoii reported to be still 4,000 strong, with seven guns, but 
disheartened and quarrelling. » 

Mr. Lind’s e-\ertions in collecting supplies of .all kinds continue imIefatigaUe 
and successful. 

Revenue, too, is coming in gradually. 

21. Goruckpore,— Mr. F. M. Bird luis forwarded intelligimee received by him 
from this district. 

A bund of 500 se|»oya, previously eollecte.tl near Biirinij ha/.ar, have been joined 
by a fresh party of 450, who are refjorted to have brought much plunder with 
them.

Sir, fJimoomnngunge, November 7, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to forward a daily report of the insurgents in the neigh- 
bourhood. 

1. Nazim Fuzv.il Azeem has gone to pay a visit of condolence to Hunmunt Sing, 
on the death of his son and brother, killed by the Goorkha force in the late actions 
with Nazim Mehudc*e Hus.sein. His force consists of two King’s regiments, 100 
King’s sowars, 50 of his own sowars, 200 khasljurdars. Total, about 2,000 men, 
besides tlic men of the neighbouring rebel rajahs and zemindars. He has also two 
small gun's, tl»o others liaving been sent by him to Soraon and Sccundra. 

2. Naib Nazim. — Mirza Aga Ali is still at Secundra. He has upwards of 3,000 
men and 8 guns. There is, apparently, some rivalry between Fuczil Azeem Nazim 
iuid his Naib, wdth Mchudec liussein. The Nazim of Sultanpore, Jhoorye Sing^ 
Fakcer Bux, and others, urge the Naib Nazim to attack Jhoorye and Hunooman- 
gunge. 

3. Phoolpore . — Pjioolpore was attacked yesterday evening, and a portimi CjCit 
plundered and burnt by Fakeer Bux and Jhoorye Sing, and I&indeeo, karinda of 
Bijee Bahadoor Singi with 500 men. They attacked Manickchund’s kotee, but

IN continuation of my letter dated the 7th instant, I hav(^ the honor to submit, 
for the information of the Licutcnant-tiovcrnor, the folUovinj; narrative of events 
for the week ending the 1 1th instant. 

2. Allahabad, Nin’cmbor 8. — Sieamor “.lames 11 nine” went down the river. 
Troops arrived from the east. Phoolpore was attaeked yeslertlay (‘vening, and 
part of it plundered and Imrnt by Fakeer lluksh. .Ihoorye Sing, and Ranuleen, 
karinda of Uijee Bahadoor Sing, wit'li .'500 men. They attempted to nlundor Manick- 
•chund's house, but were repulsed, llamdoen is said to have lieen killed, and .Ihoorye 
Sing wounded. 

November 9. — Troops arrived from the east ; others proecciled to the west. 
The llcld-hospital went westward. Steamer “(.’l\unar” arrived with treasure on 
board. , 

November 10. — Received an ur/,ee from Maniekehund, in which, among other 
things, he writes tliat .Ihoorye Sing is dead of the wouiul he got on tlie evening of 
the 7th instant. Hunooinan, .an al)se<nide{l prisoner, aided by tln^ peo|)le of Shah* 
pore and Dh.arawui, by Chawdree Suroo Sing, /.cmindar of talooka Data, and Lala 
of Atroulia, in zillah Futtypore, is reported to be committing great excesses 
in pergunnah Kurree, of this district. 'iVoops arrixed from the east, and pro- 
ceeded to the west, as tliey now do almost every day. Mayne’s rcjiort for the 
9th instant conveys intelligence that tin* Na/.iin was at mou/ah (lootnee, on the 
Ganges, nearly opposite Kurree, in this district; his intentions are unknown at 
The. Nail) Nazim’s sowars and scouts .are scouring the country about 
a; our Irrcgul.ar Horse watch them, 'fhe khureef crops in the )>crgunnahs 
across the Ganges are very (iuc, but they have been partially plundered and 
destroyed by the insurgents. The rubbee crops have been so4vn as usual. 

November 11. — The Nazim returned to Sakurda on the 8th instant : he talks 
of advancing to Soraon after two or three days ; he has been reinforced by 60 
sowars and 2 additional guns. The men of the Hindustani regiments at Soraon, 
and with the Naib Nazim at Secundra, are dissatislied, and many are deserting. 
Steamer “Bombay’’ arrived w.ith treasure, and about 80 sohlicrs, detachments of 
various regiments. 

November 12. — Urzees received from the tehsecldar of pergunnah Kyraghur 
and the Mgnda Rajah, stating that Ummer Sing, w'ith 2,0(X) or 3,(X)0 followers, wa» 
at Drummondgunge. intending'to take the same route as thxit followed by tlie other 
rebels. The Nazim remains in statu quo at Sakurda. The Naib Nazim is issuing 
dustuks for the collection of revenue ; and Bence Bahadoor Sing is strengthening his 
entrenched position at Nusrutporc. The wounded tit the buttle of Khujmia arrived 
by rail. • 

November 13.— May ne reports that .Ihoorye Sing w.as not killed, or even disabled, 
by the wound he got while attacking Phoolpore on the 7th instant. Asapul Sing, 
a loyal thakoor, has. been driven from his village of Tardeeh, and compelhtd to seek 
protection at Hunoomangunge. The N.aib Nazim has established an outpost at 
Paphamow, across the Ganges, and distant about five miles from the Fort of 
Allahabad. 

November 14. — Troops arrived, and departed westward; this happens now 
every day, and need not be mentioned in future. 

• 8. Futtypore, November 8. — A company of Madras Sappers and Minera; and 
a troop of the Military Train, passed through on the evening of the 5th instant.

I* HAV^ the honor to submit the following abriilgmcnt of the district nkrriir 
*tive8 fur last week. 

Azimgkur. — Messrs. Pollock and Venable^ arc out in* camp at Atrmilia, with 
Colonel Longclen’s party and the Goorkhas, and no narrative lias miched me. Ilil 
Honor is, however, aware, from other sources, that the fort of Atroulin was can- 
nonaded all day of the 10th (Tuesday), and was found evacuated nc.xt morning. 
Mr. Venables is of opinion that the Colonel dispinxt'd a sound judgment in not 
storming the place, as it was \er\ strong, and would hn\e caused u large loss of 
Europeans. The Azimghur (Joorkhas are as merr\ as crickets, and h.ive enjoyed 
their three or four du\s with the Kuropcaus \cry much. It is confidently rejKirted 
that Rajah Maun Sing is dead, aud the lebels along the frontier arc much 
disheartened by the intelligence. 

Very great difrieulty is found in making earls and pnrehnsing cattle. * 

Jounpore . — Nothing of cimscquenee has oeciuTed. Ilnnwunt Sing is trying to 
raise the country to avenge the death of hisstm, killed in theChunda fight ; and the 
rcliels at Bhadavnn are said to muster I.IKM) men witii seven •guns: thej are, 
however, iniieh dispirited ami <liseoncerlc<l liv the reported death ol Maun Sing. 
Dissensions have arisen amongst Ihmn, and they aie in dread of a su(lc<ea attaCK 
from the combined Europeans and (ioorkhos. 

Mr. I.ind has been verv .snecessful in sending in cattle aud carts, and the 
collection of the revenue is progressing gradtiallv. 

Minapure. — Mutineer.s, both lloi.seand Eoot, with sivleen elephants, and some 
^mall guns upon elephants, have passeil up the vallc\ of the Soane, burning the 
public buildings anti b;i/ar of Ilobt'rlsgiingc, .and plundering (iiioraw'ul. They 
adv'anced to the westward, but bearing a false rt'port of an entrt*neluneiit on the 
Beglum river, returned totlhorawnl; but pursuetl tlieir origanal course on finditm 
that the engagement was a f.ilse alarm, ami wore leported to be at nrnramonn- 
gunge, on the 11th imstant, to the number of 1,200, wdlli ji good deal of baggage. 

Benares. — Nothing particular has oeeurnsl bejoml the arrest of a man called 
Shew’umber I,all, who gave liiinstdr tint as the ( 'ominiss.iriat \gent of the army 
which, under the command of Maun Sing ami Pirlliepal Sing, was coining down 
shortly on llenurcs. 

Baboo Hurruek Chnmi ha.s also agreed trt keep a large quantity of wheat, rice, 
and other supplic.s, in store. 

Messrs. Gubbins, Fane, and R. H. Smitli have formed a eommittee for passing 
carts. As they have rejected all which did not appear strong and good, the number 
entered in the return will be less, but they will all be good ; it must not, however, 
be expected that these hundreds of earls, hastilv run up lor imiuedialc service, can 
be equal to carts, deliberately put together, -of seasoned wood, and carefully 
finished. 

Ohazeepnre. — ^Thcrc is nothing to narrate, Messrs. Baelimari and Klieir-wwl- 
decn have liought a large number of cattle from the villages around Bulliuh, 
although the fair itself was a failure. 

A considerable nnmix'r of cattle, in transit from the ('ommissi<iner <ti' Patna tt> 
Mr. Horne, pass through the (ihazeepore district and eat up a considerable quantity 
of its fodder. As Mr. Bax has no Joint, it might be advantageous vvcrc one of 
Mr. Horne’s Military Assistants sent to (Jhazeeporc to assist in looking after /he 
large number of Government cattle, which will be starved with hunger unci cold 
unmss the utmost attention be paid to them by a responsible Enrofican.

2. A fresh band of about 450 /nutinotis sepoys, riflemen, crossed the River 
Gogra, towards F) /.abaci, into the (loruekpore district. The spies reported tiiem at 
Hani.sar, in Circlcj 'A. They leave since joined their comrades l)efwcen Bnrhuj bascar 
and Deoriya, Circle 7. The vvhole force now afiiounts to nearly 9,050 men. The 
last arri\als brought tats said to be loaded with plunder. 

3. The .OOO sepovs in llurhuj lia/ar first looted the house of the Mejhowlee 
Rajah's agent, tiien demanded 00,000 rupee's from the rich bankers and tradesmen ; 
afterwards lh(*> plundered the bazar, and are tiow preparing to atUick the 
Mejhowlee Rajali, according to the desire of Zamin Ali, the Nazim’s tehseeldur. 

4. The Nazim sent a party to plunder Mathinwar kote, Mr. Pepys’ place. 
The Rajah of Ransa’s men met and delc'ated them, inflicting a lo.->s estimated at 150 
or ^00 inen. Mahomed llusscin thereupon marched a lorce of 7.000 or 8,000 
rabble, including 200 jail-guard scpojs, undc'i* Mushiirruf Khan, against the Rajah, 
who has since writtc'ii to me, declaring that lie could not light any longer without 
assistance from the Rritish (io\ernmcnl. The rob'd army is encamped at Mnhnawal 
bazar. Circle 3. 

5. M\ conjecture regarding .Mahomed llu.sseiii proved true — he has not left the 
district ; he is present in the city of (ionickpore. 

(). The three sons of the Sherill of (Joruckpore made good their escape to 
Azimghur, bearing upon their persons the marks of brutal Ireatment and torture by 
whij) and cords. Their father, an old man, a servant of tin Government for nearly 
forty-five ) cars, is still in coniincment, sulfei ing torture by the a[)plicatiou of hot 
irons. 

7. Rliajhiruthc Sing, of village Rarha lira, and Prag Radhuj Sing fit, RadhuJ 
Sing, Miiluiia Sing. aiM .lai Sing, of village Pandapar, also Manna Sing, of village 
Tigrec, and llulund Rahadoor Sing, ol village llulua, are plundering the country 
near JMunsurgungc, Circle 5. The Pandapar Ruboos prctcifdcd tho> have a grant 
of land and villages in the above circle, as good-service jaghcer from Mahomed 
Hussein. 

S. The Raryapur Rajah, Circle 1, has received a khillut and grant ol seven coss 
(fourteen miles) raj from the Nazim. . He is accordinglv plundering the wretched 
people within his nevvl) ac(|uircd propertv without merev. 

More than three months have cla|)sc(l since the evacuation of Goruckpore. 
Hitherto lidclitv to our cau.se has entailed nothing but injurv and ruin to the wcll- 
wisKers of the jlritish Government • our best Iriends are bewildered at being called 
upon to sufl’er so much misery without any apparent prospect of relief. The}* 
almost begin to think they have chosen the wrong side. The Gopalpore Rajah, 
believing he has eoinmitted himselT too far with us to hope' for a reconciliation with 
the Nazira, is preparing to escape into Azimghur, leaving his property and 
cultivation to certain. plunder and destruction. 

It). There is a report here that a strong force of Europeans, Goorkhas, and 
Siklns are at Sulimpore. Circle 7, on their way from Sewans in Sarun to rcoccupy 
Goruckpore. I have sent four men by separate routes to discover the rei 
truth.

I HAVE the honor lo acknowledge the r<‘ceipt of the inclosnrcs of your docket 
dated 14th instant, and in reply to report as follows : — 

2. During the first ten or fifteen days after the tmeute at .Vllaliabad, the 
plundering of boats on tlic (Janges, between this uml Aliry.aporc, w.-is very extensive. 
Almost every lK)at was ransacked and destroyed, without ,'iny relereuec to the 
description of its cargo; .and a very large pioporlion wen' niilwny boats. 

3. As soon as I was atile to move I liitd a sejireh made for the plunder, and in one 
instance with some success. I’he /.emindars of Pallpore, in porgiinn.ih Arail, were 
named as eonspicuf)us^ amongst the river dacoils. 'J'hcir vill.'ige was visited, and 
plundered property discovered in their own resitlences, as vvell as in other houses 
of the village. Th«* five he.ad men of the village were brought to trial, hanged, and 
their zcmindarce property confiscated by sentence of Dr. Irving. 

4. Since that time I have not heanl of any csisc of river dacoity on the Ganges 
below Allahab.'ul. 

5. The river lr.ado i.s, however, almost entirely snspc'nded. The Oude talookdars 
have almost complete command of the river between Cawnpore nml this ; and this 
circumstance, together with the entire cessation of the usual trade from Fiir- 
ruckabad and Rohileund, has made the (Janges iiid'nnnienb'd by boats above 
Allahabad. 

6. Gn the .Inmini the Band.a rebels, and the Shahpore .'unl other zemind.ar.H, still 
continue river deftredation. I yesterday reported to you the necessity of military 
measures being tiiken as soon as possible; and since writing I imd. ri-port 1 have 
received information of two other daeoities by the same p(*rs«)ns ; in one (‘nse 
attended with the murder of four passengers.

2. It is . impossible now t(» ascertain tlu* ex.-ict number of boats that have 
liccn plundered during the late disturl)ancc.s. 1 ha\c certain information of thirteen 
boats on the (Janges and seven boats on the Jumna having been attacked and 
plundered by the villagers in this district, aiul I have little hesitation in saj ing that 
this does not amount to one <]uart.er of the real number; and it does not, of course, 
include those bf)ats which were atta<*ked o])j)osite tliis district by the Oude or 
Banda men. 

3. No eases have occurred lately, but simply for the reason that no boats are 
navigating the rivers. The vill.agers, espeeirdl y tiios(‘ on t he banks of t he (iange.s and 
Jumna, consider our rule not yet re-establisl»ed, and they will continue to entertain 
this opinion until a IVwv Eui-opeans enter their \illa,ges, and prove to tlnau the false 
impression under whicli they are labouring. The. police may maintain, but they 
certainly cannot establish, order in these days.

TVie Joint Magistrate of Gopeegunge to the Commissioner of Allohalaut. 

Sir, llunoomangunge, November 13, 1857. 

HAVING been stationed on the road with tlie special olyeet of guarding the 
Grand Trunk Road, aiul keeping open the communication. 1 feel mvself compelled 
to represent that, under the restrictions now’ placed upon the military officers, 
commanding the detachments on the n)ad. 1 am utterly powx‘rlc.ss to prevent inter- 
ference with the road, and I canuot be heUl re.sjmnsible. As for being of use in 
keeping open the euinmunieation. I might just as well be elsewhere. 

2. It is needless for me to enumerate tlie })ositions and forces of the rebels who 
threaten the road. It wdll be as superfluous to tell you that their leaders send out 
marauding parties in every direction, plundering atid devastating villages and

. niapawiipg parties, the seuats, and recounoitering patrok, come nearer and nearer 
the road. It stands to' reason that, unless these marauding parj:ies are d^uitslMidl» 
they will gradually get on to the roail itself, and stop the communication, and. ^Mm 
the leaders, with titoir larger forces, will follow. 

li They see us stand by witii a force amply sufficient to stop and punish 
marauTders, and that we do not attempt to stop them. We .stand quietly hmktng OO: 
whilst the villages and property of those landholders who arc^ friendly inclined 
and have assisted us, arc plundered and ruined. The officers in charge of the 
detachments on the road .are pnffiihitcd from attending to any one single requisittoa 
made by the Civil authority. They are forbidden to move a single man off the 
road, or in any way to interfere with the pleasui’o of the insurgents, until wo. arc 
ourselves ac'tually attacked, or the road comm uiiien lions cut off. 

4. This ap[)ear.s to me to bo a most suicidal jioliey, ami it shows very little 
acquaintance with the native eliara<,*ter. If they see us inert and indifferent to 
their plundering .and apjiroaehes to the road, they will most assuredly attribute it 
to fear of them, and to our iiiability to sto|> thmn, and, of course, will become 
bolder, and will all the sooner lie clown on the road. But if, on the contrary, 
whenever they dare ap|)roaeh in small parties within an e.nsy clistaiuai, they are 
imme<liately attacked, driven back, and puuUhcjd, .and the* villagers who dare to 
harbour them, or give them assistoiieo, are also propc-rly punished, they will naturally 
gain a very proper dread of us, and think a long time bed’orc^ t hey come down on the 
road. 

5. The bugbear “ retaliation," which prevents the military from acting, is 
unreasonable. The de.seription <»f rebels with whom wc have to deal here, if kept 
properly in cheek, w ill never have the cjouruge to retidiate, and, if well watched, 
will never have the opportunity. It w'ould, perhaps, bci different if we had any 
regular force to oppose; but, with ;i mere rabble of Oude matehloekmen, and half- 
armed villagers, under lo;i.ders w'ho are entirely new to llic^ w'ork, .and arc only 
feeling their way as they go, our present local polic*y is, in my opinion, not only 
wrong, hut dangerous, 

f). It may l)e said no troops .arc to be spared ; but I don’t ask for meire than 
are now actually on (he ro.ad — the (Jopec-gungc, the .S\dabad, .ami the .Ihooscc 
detachments, .and IVlajor MaflK\soM’s Horse. If these wen; all pl.aeed under one 
competent (kinunamlant. U> move and act as he thinks j)rop<!r, in eoneca’t with the 
Civil authority, I feel certain thaf the* eh.aiiec's of fhe ro.ad eonimiiiiiealion being 
stopped would be very mueii hiss th.aii they are now. 

7. Under pre.scnt cireumstiinees ami restrictions 1 am helplc^ss ami useless, and, 
as I said licfore, 1 cannot be ludd resjKmsilih; for tin' protection of the road. In 
justice to myself, I lia\e felt it incumbent on myself to make this rcprcjscntation, 
and to place my remonstrance* on record, wdiicdi I shall feel obligcid by your 
submitting for the information of the Lieutomint-Coveriior.

I AM directed to acknowdtxlge the rfceij»t of your letter dated the Hth instant, 
with its inclosure from Mr. Maync, 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor tlesires me to state, in reply, that he is quite 
seasible of the evils described forcibly, but without exaggeration, by. Mr. Mayue, 
and it is not to be denied by any one knowing the qualit) of the rabble by whom all 
this mischief is done, that a very few Sikhs, or other tnsips, would be enough to do 
all that is requisite in the tract of country alludetl to. 

3. You arc already aware that, at one time, the l..ieutenant-Governor bad 
obtained a promise of the services of a regiment for thret? or four days, which, with 
CKMne Goorkhas, would have been enough to clear the whole country iMStween Oude 
aad the Grand Trunk Road ; but the pressing exigencies of the public service 
elsewhere interrupted the design. Since that time, not a man has been dispoaaMe 
in tiieae provinces ; all the Goorkhas and Cohmel Longden’s small party bnng, as 
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it is, insufficient in strength for the defence of the maia line of frontier, BgidiAt* 
invasion of a more serious character than that in the proximity of Allababni^^ 
whilst all the othpr ^ispdsable force there was in the Central Provinces has been 
sent westward. 

4. The state of things represented by Mr. May ne, which is undoubtedly getting 
from bad to worse, has been explained, without attempting to conceal the risk and 
humiliation of the position, to the highest authority ; by whom it has been dmded 
that even the smc-^l number of men necessary for the safety of the {Kirtion of our 
line of communication near Allahabad cannot be diverted from the road to Cawn- 
pore and Lucknow, for Ijowevcr short a time, without risking objects of vital 
importance. 

5. With reference to Mr. .Maync’s argument that more troops than are now 
on the road would not be wanted, provided the troops now there were united, and 
were allowed to a(rt as a small moveable column under the eoinmandtof some on® 
military oflieer ; iln^ Lieutenant-Governor observes, that there can be no doubt 
that not merely the best way of recovering onr own country, and of saving the 
loyal part of the inhabitants from the injury they nre m)W suffering because of 
their loy.alty (us w<? know, from intcfC(‘pto(l eorrespondc'nce), but also the best way 
of securing the road, is to protect, l)y a moveable military force, the country which 
Ims been taken from us on the flank of the road ; for, if tins is done, our own police 
will be cpiite enough for llie protection of every jiost along the road. 

0. lint whet her the Sikhs of the existing three posts, if united, would sufllce 
for this purpose, may be doubted; .at all o\(‘nt.s, it is a. (jueslion for the decision 
of ;i military aiilhoritv. 'I’he Civil powers may safely im(l(Mtake, with our police 
lcvi<!s, raw as they are, to hold the posts on the roatl, if the frontier pergunnahs 
arc once cleared, .and these are suHiciently inannctl to prevent any attack in force 
from Outic. 

7, The Lieule:iant-(io\ernor eaniiot gue.ss how soon it jnay be possible to 
spare troops for this purpose; but, in the hope that no time may be lost when it 
is jxissible to do .so, copies of tliis correspondence will be sent for the information 
of his KxcelleiK’N the C'ommander-iii-chief and «)f the olficer commanding at Alla- 
habad.

Sir. Benai'es, December 3, 1857. 

I AM directed to bring tt) your notice that the bridge of boats on the Ganges, 
at Benares, has been eompletcd for some days, and that progress of the bullock- 
train waggons ajnl dak-earriages is, conseqiUMitly, now but little more diflicult at 
this part of this road than at any other. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor has been informed that, although this is now the 
case, the c»rdors jireviously in force, by which the j)as.sageof the horsc-dak carriages 
across the Ganges was prohibited, are still in force, although the buliock-train 
waggons novv cross the bridge and procce<l on to the station. The consequence of 
these orders neccssarilv is, that the soldk'fs and otiicers arriving in carriages 
(sometimes in the middle of the night) are obliged to w.alk. or to make their own 
arrangements ibr procuring hired eonvevanees to carry them to the station, a 
distance of three miles; or, at all events, this has frequently been the case. So 
long as the river had to be crossed by a ferry, the rule regarding the detention of 
both waggon.s and <li\k-carriages t»n the south bank of the Ganges was undoubtedly 
proper; hut tlu'ie seems no reason, at present, for forcing the men and officers 
arriving in ilak-c.irriages. .any more than those arriving in bullock- waggons, to 
walk the throe miles between the liridge and the station of Benare.s, and to have 
their Ixiggage shifted from the carriages to be carried in carts for this distance, 
that would not uoply to making them go through the same process at every other 
halting^ace on the road.

Deposition of Gholam Moliamed, Orderly Vhupras.tie of t'aploin Skene, huperintcndenl of 
Jhansi, given in the Criminal Court of Futtypore. under Art V of IH40, %efore 
Mr. William George Probyn, Noremher 19, iH.'it. 

(Translation.) 

I, GHOLAM MAHOMKI), sou of Kuttch Mahomed, by tribe Slieikli, inhabitant 
of Me^uui, nearly .OU years old, do hereby depose, that I was orderly chuprassie to 
Captain Skene, the Superintendent of Jhansi, &c., as a Governinont servant. 
Cither on the 4th or 8th of June, 1857, at 2 or 3 o'chwk, r.M., (’aptain Skene waa 
sitting in his Court at Jhansi ; one of his private servants. Iiy name Bi.sram. came 
in and informed me that forty or fifty sepoys anrl sowars had broken out and taken 
possession of the treasury, magazine, .and two guns, and that the re.st ol' them were 
all right. I immedintely brought this to the notice of (.kaptain Skein*; he inquirtid, 
“ Where arc they firing ?” and imiuediatelv caim; f)ut of the Court, and .saw the 
firing ; he entered the bungalow, and again c.'uno out with Cafitain Gortlon, Deputy 
Superintendent, the Maam Sahib, 6ct\ In the nicantiinc Ca|»t.aiii liurgcss, of the 
Survey Department, who was residing inside the fort, eann: out in a laiggy to fetch 
Captain and Mrs. Skene. They talked for soine tim<' what I did not uiuier.stand, as 
I had no knowledge ol' English, Shortly after tlie Maam Sahib drove in the liuggy, 
and Mr. Burhurs (Captain Burgess) and (aptain Skene walked U> the fort; as for 
myself, and one chupra.ssic, by name Munbhavvnn, we aceompanietJ the Cafitaiii as 
escort with sw.ords in our hands. The shots of the mutineers were flying round ns. 
When we arrived at the treasury, some sepoys, win/ used to remain there as guard,

A mud ghurrec here, or fortifnHl residence (belonging It) lienee MudhoSing, an 
influential /.cmindar), about 150 yards square, surrounded l)y an earthen para|Hst 
and ditch, as also a sin.allcr ghurree adjacent, were said to i»e occupied by some 
600 or 700 matehloekrnen and 200 sepoys, with ‘A guns. 

We opene<l with onr guns on lliis place from aboul 700 y.'inis. 'Plie small<‘r 
ghurree was soon vacated by the enem\, and occupied bv us, ami our guns .’ubaiieed 
close to the larger ghurree; but-as after some hours firing they h.'ul iii;uk> scarcely 
any impression, 1 did not deem it advisable to assault it. The evening W'os 
closing in ; the buildings inside were numerous and intricate ; the outer walls, from 
twelve to fifteen feet high, loop-holed. 'J’he assault vvoukj have been attemJed with 
considerable loss on our side; I, in cousecpicnce, retinal onr imm, ;ind ciicam|)ed in 
close vicinity. * 

The place was evacuated during the night. The enemy l<‘ft Ihna* guns in the 
Ibrt, some bullocks and stores ; list inclosed. The guns anrl stores will be scut to 
Aaiinghur ; the bullocks 1 made over to the commissariat. 

We found a few dead Ixxiies in the fort, and .several of the <‘nemy are said to 
been wounded, including the chuckladur or head man. Our own loss was 
very slight, and as per margin. f 

, The pktee has been burnt and destroycfl a.s much as possible during yesterday

I DO myself the honor to submit, for the information of the Lieutenant«^i)«niOr, 
the annexed copy of a letter from Captain Davies, Senior Assistant, Lohardugga, bringing 
to notice the landholders and others of this district who have conducted themselves loyally 
and faithfully since the mutiny of the Ramghur battalion. 

2. Captain Davies particularly notices the conduct of Pergunnitc Jugut Pal Sing, of 
Pithoria, whose conspicuous loyalty in closing and holding his ghaut ag:unst the two 
companies of the mutinous sepoys nf the 8th Native Infantry' has uln^ady htien favorably 
viewed by his Honor, and regaitling whom I was directed to report in your letter of the 
12th August last. 

. 3. I delayed reporiing till I had an opportunity ol' ascertaining how the Pergunnitc had 
conducted himself in tl)e mitlst of the anarchy and confusion that reigned here whilst the 
station was in posst'ssion of the miitiiicerK. 

4. I have now the ph'asure to bring to his Honor’s notiee tlmt the Pergunnitc was in 
■steady connnunieati«)n with me during tlie whole j)eriod of my absence from Ranehee, and 
it was from him tlmt I obtained iny best iiifurnuttion as to tin* ipovements and intentions 
of the mutinwrs. He was the tirst to welcome us biw^k. and has been in atteiuluntie ever 
since, and greatly assisted ns in j>roeiiriiig supplies on the line of march, and on our arrival 
liere, till the b.i/ar was again esla()lished. 1 fully endorse all that Captain Davies has said 
r^arding Iiiin. and r.'speetiully ju’oposrr, as a suitable^ reeognitioti of bis services, tlmt the 
title of “ Rae Babadoor ” be conferred on him, and that the pension of .‘113 ru|K!Ca jier 
annum, whicli, for faithi'id and gallant services, was bestowed on the I’ergunnite’s father, 
Jyemungul .‘sing, and lapsed On liis death in August lKr>3, he now assigned for life to the 
equally loyal and energetic son. 

5. 1 believe, with the title', a khillut is gemerally given. I have heard that the 
Pergunnile is very anxious to he presented with a handsome ami .serviw'able donhle-barrelled 
rifle. 

C. There are a few (»Uiers* of less note who are not iiK'nlioncd in ('aptain Davies' 
letter, but who op[)<)sed the mutineers .'»t the Tiko and (.'hundwu Chants, to whom I should 
like to give English double-barrelled guns, if tiu' Govertiment see no ol>jwli<*n. 

7. Tbe iVlabarujab Juggi'rnutb Saliie Deo, of Chota Nagpore^, appears to me to 
•deserve the eorurnendations of (hiverninent for the .steady loyalty be has evinced to the 
State. The loyalty of his three nephews, Hdls OjK*nderimth Suliie, Mohendermith Sahic, 
and Mokoondnath Sahie, in i-esisting all invitations from tin*, mutineers, is very (rreditable to 
them ; and Thakoor liideruath Sahie, a cousin of the Maharajah, deserves praise for his 
8uccc.ssful exertions to maintain order in his zemindaree during the? dii^turbanecs.

WITH reference to your (iircular datcnl the 9th ultimo, and anncxnre, cAlling on me 
.for a list of all landholders, < hief or others, of my district, who, since the mutinies up to 
the. present time, have evinced e-onspicuous loyalty to Oover»im;nt, I have the honor. to 
State, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor, that, of the numerous zemindars 
.vrithin this division, there is only one I can point out as having shown conspicuous loyalty, 
and that is, Pei^unnite Jugut Pal Sing, of Pithoria. 

2. On a previous occasion, I brought to your notice the gallant manner in which he 
eloaed the Pithoria Ghaut against the two companic's of the mutinous sepoys of the 8th 
Native In&ntry, who endeavoured to march on this station. 

3. On the mutiny of the Ramghur battalion, on the 2nd August last, he afforded 
asdstance to the Euro]peans who were compelled to abandon the station, and from that

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time till oar return to tLis un the 220(1 idtamo, he made himself useful in famuluag 
information of the doings and movements of the mytioeers, and in famishing suppUea to 
the British troops sent to re-occupy this division. Though within ten miles of the 
mutineers during the six miles they held possession of Dorundah, the Perguunite steadilv 
refused all intercourse with or ustihtance to them, and, when threateiurd with an attacK 
from them, retreated, with his family, into the jungles. His conduct is deserving of some 
special and substantial mark of the approbation of Government. 

4. 'rhe Maharajah of C'hota Nagpore, with his thnse nephews, Lsil Ojiendcrnath Sahie, 
Mohend(!rnath Sahie, and Mokoondriath, steadily and consistently refused all intercourse 
with, and any assi.stance to, the mutineers, though eniissaries were constantly sent bj' the 
latter, inviting the Maliarujah to assume his authority as chief of the district, and that 
they were not only willing, hut most anvious, to place their services at his disposal, as did 
also Thakoor ludernafh Sahie, of (iovitulpore. The conthict of all the.se xemindars has 
been such as to miiel my entire approval, especially that of Lai Opencleniath Sahie : he 
was at llunchee w'hen the llumgluir hattuliou iniitinii'd, and immediately returned to his 
"ghur" at I’ulkate, dLsavowiiig any connection with the mutineers. 

During the t('iiiporary absence of the uuthoritiis from the district, the ^euiindarec 
of the I’ilhoria Perguiuiile was, owing to hi.s exertion, eomparalivi ly free from plunder, and, 
with some few exceptions, order and seenrityto property was maintained by the Govindpore 
thakoor througlumt his zemindarec. 'I'lie Mahurajuii of t'hotu Nagpore ap))cars to liave 
exeiied hirnsedf for the smne laudable end. but owing to the great extent of his z.emindarec, 
he was only partially successful.

He gladly accedes to the recommendation made by the Oflieiating Ck>nunis.sioner of 
Chota Nagpore, in faA'or of Porgunnite .lugnt Pal, of P(*thoria, whose devotion to the 
British Goverunu’ut has been .so conspicucuis througliout the late events, and grants to him 
the title of lliic llahadoor, a kbillut of a double-barrelled rille. and a life pension of 313 
rujiees per aninini. 

3. He also approves of the proposal to bi-stow' ICnglisb doulih.-barrelled gun.s on the 
persons named in tlu^ margin. as lewards for their eonduel in ojijiosing the mutineers at 
the Tiko and Chundwa Ghauts. 

4. Lastly, his Lordship in Council desires me to reriue.st that the thanks of the 
Government of India may bexamveyeil to the Maharajah .luggurnath Sahie Deo, of Chota 
Nagpore, and to his thi’ce nephews, Lxll Opendornath Sahie, l^all Mohendernath Sahie, 
and Lall Mokooudnath Sahie, and to Thakoor Indernalh Sahie, a cousin of the .Maharajah, 
for the st(aidy loyalty they e\’ineed on this occasion.

They have I'allen baek. on the jnneilc traits to llii' south of Palainow, bortlermg; on 
Sirgoojah, and hold the gliauls in lionl of them. 'I'hero have been no fresh dcpriHlations 
since Lieutenant Graham mareheil into Palumow : but, >is suriniscil by that olticer, it M 
probaiile they will in; embohleiu d, and in a measure compelled aijaiu to take to a euursu of 
plunder, if not dispersed. 

;}. \Vc are short of troops for ofh nsive ojierations against tliem ; and, unless rein* 
forced, it will not he ea.sy for ns to muster a .snllieient number of men for a campaign in 
the Pulamow jungles. 

4. 1 have i.s^ued fVesh insi ructions to the Surburahkar of Sirgoojah, directing him to 
employ his wiiolo force, and give hi.s personal attention to the aid of Licnienanf Graham in 
putting down this di.*,(iii banec. lie bas a eoiisiderable body of men at his disposal, and 
they eonld not lie better eniplov d. 'Fhe insurgents liiivi; been troubling Sirgoojah, 
os well a.s Pidainmv ; and the bands an* fiormeil of Sirgoojali as well a.s Ihdumow 
maniudera. 

5. In Ghola Nagpore idl is tpiiel ; but. with the prisoners that we liave now in jail, 
the trial-. Unit are pendi’.ig, and with a number ot people, ('biefs, and others euming in, 
who are all an.xioui to .see what foree wc. have, f do not think il would he right to denude 
this jilace of troop.s. 

C. 1 was in hope.; of beint: able to gel liliy Sikh* (Vom llazarecbuiigh, or to have 
sent fifty from theiic,' to Li{'ut\ uant Gndiain's us.;iNt;UHV ; but tbongb the llii/ureebaugk 
district is now (juiet, Major Siinjison will not be able iul'snintely to pimisli the (4ioohars, 
who have eomniilted atrocious erimi-, and. made (list urhanees in Ins district, and 

S rovide for llm duties of iii^. station, with a smaller force than hr- has now at his 
icsposul. 

7. From a letter just iveeived 1 tind that the di tuelinient sent out by Major Simpson 
to Goornea, had returned to I la/arecbaugh. 'I'liiv have not been able to effect much, as 
the ]iavties they were in seureli of retired into tiu bills and juugtes on llieir ajijiroach, and 
nothing was seen but deserted villages. Major Simji.-^uii intend.-, going out again in the 
Ramporedircelion, and in hi-, sean h after Chooliais i^ likJy to be aided by Mime iutluential 
Sonthal headmen, who have been us.Mstiiig us iii proeuiing Sontbal reernits. 

8. lli.s Honor is aware that Sournnder Sabee ha\ing broken bis parole, and absconded 
from Sumbulpore, a .stiong detai'limcnt. was .sent out to disperse any of bis synip'^tbixcrH 
that could be found eolleeleil, and to appivliend llii^ brutbers, if pus-sible, and the 
Sumbul])ore gurhowleab or /emindar, who is .sii.-,prcted of having reiideinl tbc-m moat 
active assistance. I have directed (.'aptaiii I/,igli to jiroelaiin that every village, inha- 
bitants of which harbour tlie.se rebels, will be lialde to destnietioii, and himilar stiiogent 
orda^ having been issued from this office to the Gurlijat ( hiefs, while at th«! satne time 
laigc rcw'ards* art; offered for their appix-liension, I have reason to think they will not 
long escape punishment. 

9. 1 receive .satisfactory accounts from all the Giirhj.st Mebals, with exception of 
Odeypenre, in which insignificant place the authority of Government has to be re'esta- 
Uiabed. 

‘ 10. In my report of the 23rd September, 18.57, paragraph 12, I uumtioned that the 
deposed Ra^ab Dhcmj Sing, and bis brother, Shewruj Sing, w ho were detained here under 
■orvefllanice, had, on the evacuation of lianchec by the authonties, proceeded to OdeypoM^ 
and by extravagant misrepresentations induced the ignorant jagheerdart and ryoU to 


* fiOO rupMs «wfa. 
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acknowledge them. The tehseeldar, on the pnrt of Government, was foiced to quit the 
mehal, and Dhcraj Sing appropriated some 500 rupees of Government collections thht wete, ; 
in hand. * 

11. The messengers and spies sent out by me on my first arrival have only recently . 
returned. My perwannah was not received ; they would not credit the rctoccupation <n 
Ronchec. 

12. I have now issued Proclamations, warning the inhabitants sigaiust paying revenue 
to any unaccredited person, or acknowledging any authority but that of the Government 
officers deputed by me ; and rec^uinid the Surburahkui* of Sirgoojah and llqjah of Jusbpore 
(the former has just left me, and the lutter-is now here), to assist my chuprassics iu making 
known tluj contents to all concernod. I have also called on them to seize and send in to 
me all escaped convicts, including Dhcraj Sing and his brother. It w re])ortcd that the 
former is dead, and that the latter has .suececried to the Jisin'])ed post ; if so, we ai’C* rid of 
the most determined villain of the two, and I do not anticipate much opposition to my 
orders. Should these measures prove insufficient, it will he easy for me to talie Odeypore 
in my tour, and restore order, with such a force us I inaj- he aide to jjroenre, to aceonijmny 
roc as an escort. 

1.3. I am most anxious to move out, ami it is ver\ desirable that I should proceed 
through the division to SnmhuI[K)re (via I’alainow, Siif'oojah, and Odeypore, returning 
through Singhhoom) as soon as po.'.sihle, to convince all that oiir reoceupation of the 
division and defeat of thi' mutineers is a reality, hut. am just now kept in the station by 
the difficulty of providing myself with sueh an escort us it is expedient I should take 
with me. 

M. 1 am V(5ry anxious to avoid making inconvenienr requisitions for additions to our 
force, and his Honor may rely on our doing the most we can with what we have ; hut as 
Ilazareehaugh is to he a slati(»n ft*r hiUropean troops, and aeeoiiimodation there of from 
.300 to a wing could at oiu'e he j)rovided iu the now \aeaiit buildings of the Agency Jail, 
and (Jovernment bungalows, it inigbl, pirbapg, be piactieabl. to occupy tijat station 
immediately with a portion of one of Her Al.'ijesfy’s regimeiifs, 3'be Sikh detachment 
could then he spared for I’alamow. If disturbances there cannot otherwise he put down, 
and if the duticis of Sumhulpon* can he taken permanently by .Madras troops, the detach- 
ment of Jianighur Light Infantry now there could he withdrawn, and added to our strength 
here. This would give us suliieieiil men at Ranehet> aiid Donmdah for garrison duties, 
and a mox'eahic colmnn besides. It would greatly aid us in the formation of a new 
battalion or politic corps, and tmahlc us in a short time to hti able to disptinsc with the 
services of the Madras detachment now here. It would also give ns .'iccliinatized men, 
which 1 lind to he very ncee.ssarv. 'Thirty Madr.is Mipoys were sent, the other day, only 
two marches from this ; the whole party have since hcen laid uj) with ft'ver. 

1.5. I take the o])pori unity of soliciting early instructions in regard to the new levies. 

I have enlisted about uu)stly Coles and Sonthals, and they are getting on very well 
.at their drill. 1 have stopju’d at this miinber, waiting to bi' favoured with his Honor’s 
.orders on my report date<i 7th Oetoher last.

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quite sufficbnt work to perfcMfio in tbdr own in tlie Supply D^pertmeiit, witbont 

having increased work thrown on them from otW depavtmenta. The Mat ofiMm imdtt 
me. Captain Grubb, at l^rgbotty, Captain Smyth, at Chowparun, and CapbMia.Foibev^ 
Gym, protest that ii is all tnev can do to acoomjf^b their wmrk, and that if aby moi^ il 
thrust u^n them, they mdtt break down. 

2. Under these circumstances, 1 would solicit that the orders conveyed with your 
letter dated the 21 bt ultimo, directing the halting-station officers to pay all the beermi^ 
coolies, and oattlo>driverg in the Postal Department, may be revoked. It is by no means 
so trifling a j>icce of business to superintend this payment. It takes up several houif o£ 
the day on which the payment is made, and necessitates the writing of letters, the heaiillg 
of complaints, sidtlmg of difl'erenees, &.c, llvsidcs, theie are officers subordinate to the 
Post Office Department now emplo) cd on the roarl.

Notice was yc'sterday given to me that the hulIcK k-truiii will, lor the 
future, on Sundays, as well as every other clay of the wc*ek This nnaiigcment shiptf 
up the only day on winch one or two of the officers had adopted plans liir ndirig out four 
or five miles to make the Post-office payments, as they will now be* cx'cupicid every day at 
thdr own stations.

100 to-morrow. •

1’IIE Court of Directors having detennined ’to send out to the Bengal Presidency 
four Presbyterian chaplains for service with Her Majesty’s Scotch regiments, and two of 
thesd gentlemen having already arrived at Calcutta, the other two being expected by the 
next .steamer, I am directed by the Governor-General in Council to inform you that the 
necessity which gjivc rise to the disinterested offer on the part of the Scotch Free Church 
Mission to place the services of one of their missionaries at the disposal of the Govom- 
inent for this purjmso, has cea.scd, and that consequently it is no longer necessary that 
your attention should be diverted from the duties of the Mission. 

2. 1 am directed to recpiest that on the arrival in camp of the Prc8b\’'tcriau cleigyman 
who may be appointed to Her Majesty’s 42nd Highland Regiment, you will make over 
your spiritual charge to him ; you will then be at libi*i*ty to return to Calcutta. 

3. The Govenior-Gcneral in Council regrets that circumstances should have occurred 
to disarrange your plans and t hose of the Free Church Mission, made so cousiderately for 
the convenience of the public service and the benefit of troops; and his Lordship in 
Council desires to take this opportunity of placing on record his sense of the excellent 
spirit by which the members of the Mission have been actuated on this occasion, and of the 
practical manner in which they gave effect to it. 

4. Your salary will be pjiid up to the date on which you may give over charge of your 
duties, and your travelling expenses, from the time of leaving Calcutta till your return, 
will be defrayed by the State.

1 HAvb the honor to report, for your infunuation, tliat, in coiupliance with the 
orders of the Civil authorities at Dacca, I proceeded on .Sunday fo disarm the setwys 
stetioiicd at Daccii. The Ineasury, Executive Eriginecr’.s, and Comniissiiritit guaids were 
disaimed, without resistance. VVe then inarched down to the 1^11 Bn-Ii. On entering 
the lines, the sepoys were found drawn up by their magazine, with two O-jwunders in the 
centre. hospital and numerous buildings in the Lall Bagh, together with the 

barracks which arc on the top of a hill, and are built of liriek and loop-liolcd. were also* 
occupied by them in great force. Immediately we deployttl Into liiuj, tliey opcneil .fire on 
us fiom front and left fiank with canuistor and musketry. ’ W(5 gave; them one volley, and 
then chaiged with the bayonet up the hill, and carried the whole of th<! barracks on the 
top of it, breaking the doors with our nmsket-butts, and bayoiudting the sepoys inside 
As soon as this was done, we chaigod down bill, and taking them in flank carried both 

guns md all the buildings, driving them into the jungle. While wc were 
em{doyed with the 8mall*arm men, the two mountain-train howitzers, advancing within 
IfW yuds, took up a position to the right, bearing on the enemy’s guns, in rear of tbair 
•ililllgiBfiDe, and nnlimbering, kept up a steddy and welklirected fire. Every one, both 
oficers and men, behaved most gallantly, charging repeatedly in face of a must heavy fire

without the slightest hesitation for a moment. ^ I beg particularljit to bring to notice the 
conduct of Mr. Midshipman Mayo, who led the last chitfge on their guns, moM gdlan^y, 
being nearly twenty yards in front of the men. 

1 regret to say our loss has been severe ; but not more, I think, than could have beat 
ex{iucted from the strength of the position, and the obstinacy of the defence. Forty-one 
sepoys were counted, by Mr. Boatswain Browne, dead on the gmund, and eight hayc been 
since brought in desperately wounded. Three also were drowned or shot in attempting to 
escape across the river. 

1 inclose the list of killed and wounded. 

Dr. Best being ill, Dr. Green, OinI Surgeon, accompanied the detachment into action^ 
and was severely wounded. 

I was most ably seconded by -Mr. Conner, my -seeond in command. 

Lieutenant Dowell, Bengal Arlillcrj’, volunteered and took command of one of our 
howitzers, which he Ibuglit most skilfully to the c'lid of the action. 

Wo were also uec(mipani(rd by Messrs. C!arnae, Bainhridge, Maepherson, Bengal 
Civil Service, and Lieutenant lliteiiins, Ik^ngsil Native Infantry, who rendered great 
assistance with their rifles, to whom my tlianks arc due. 

Our force consisted of 5 otHeers, and H.'i men ; atul the enemy’s *J0() in the lines.

Special Narrative of Events, dated December 5, 1857. 

THE peace of the districts of the Patna, Bhaugulpore, Rajshahyc, Burdwan, Nuddea, 
Dacca, and Cuttack divisions, of the Sonthal Pergunnahs, and of the Provinces of Assam 
and Arracan, remained undisturlKid during the week ending on the 21 si November. 

2. Patna Division . — In the Patna division Uinroer Sing was reported to Have been 
doKrted by all his followers, with the exception of about seven or eight men, and to have 
hidden hunself in some cave in the hills south of Susseram ; but the banditti ooUccted 
together in the vicinity of Rbotas were still doing mischief. On the 20th November, a 
nariy of about fifty sqmys, led by a subadar, was stated to have attacked a village near 
Akbsapore i but in this instance, tiie villarars appear to have suceessfiiUy repul^ the 
womt^fiag the subadar himseU^ and three of his men. 

IW Ihe pnipose of dislodging the TfAwls jfroin fthotas, and of afifording greater seenrify 
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to the Grand Trunk Boad beyond the Soane, the permission of tjto. Sopt^nie Govenunenb 
has bt?cn reoucsted to the march of the Shekawattce Battalion throng BoroDda .Mid 
Palainow to Uliotas, which, if authorized, will also enable the LicuteDani<'€iovenM>r to 
collect together the greater part of Captain Rattray's corps, which seems to be in airatliM 
, disorganized state, from having been for so long a period broken up into small' detaehr 
ineiits, and scattered all over the country. 

4. On the north of the Ganges the detachment of Goorkhas stationed at Bagba had 
captured nineteen of a party of rebels armed with tirelocka, swords, -&c., who bad crossed 
into the Chuin])aron district at Tribanee Ghaut, near the Nepaul frontier. The coiurtiy,. 
however, was quiet and tranquil, but the we.stf*rn frontier was still threatmied by the 
insurgents at Gonickporc. 

5. The officers named in the margin,* who have been appointed to do duty with the 
Goorkim regiments, have been pennitfed by the iniliUuy authorities 1 o select horses 4d 
cost price out of llmse piireliased by Mr. Mwcleod on account of Government. 

6. Shah Kubeer-oo<l.l)oen Ahmed, of Susseram, haviiij; again applied for (lermission 
to rtiise a liody of men for the capture of Rholas, luit beou iiiforiiicd tliat the Government 
will take all necessary im“usur<!s for providing trooj)« for tlie pur|K).se. 

7. 'I’lio (’oinmisMcjiur of Patna, having hul)inilt<'d a pclition from Kughooi|iurdun 
Sing and J lurroprocmis Narain Sing, zemindars of Suorsiuid, giving an account of the 
Hssislanee afforded by tliem towards the suppression of dislurbain^cs, and the capture of 
mutineers, in /.illali 'I'irlioot, and having further j’ix'onmiciulod,, in a separate letter, that 
their services he acknowledged direct fnuu this office, has been infurtned that this has 
already been done on two previous occasions. 

8. In reply to a letter giving a dct.'iiled account of the assisttme*; he has aff'orded to 
the ollitu'i's of (iovt’fmiK'ut ill th<* suppression ol disturbaiu.'i's in the district of Sbalialiad, 
the Hnjuh of Doomraon was informed that the sUitcinent ol' hi.s siaviccs should be submitted 
to the (^omiuissioiier of the division; and on the latte;' reporting that ho has evinced 
loyalty to Govn iiment, aiul donl- good service, tlu* Lieutenant -Governor will be prepared 
suitably to aekiiowhuige his good oliices. 

9. ' 'rweiity-lliree persons were tried xindtr .\ctXVl of 18.')7, in the district of Tirhoot, 
during the month of SepfeiniK’i’ last, of uliom four havt* lieen senleiiei d to transportation 
for lifr', eiglit to imprisonment lor fourteen years, two for seven years, eight for live years, 
and one uc<iuitted. 

10. iSuiilhal Pciffumtulis, — ^'I’lie Commissioner of the Sonthal Pergunnahs having 
requested Mr. C. 11. Baiues to retain and exercise at Noni thunnah the powers lately 
conferred op him us an Honorary .Assistant .Magistrate in tlu' district of Hhaugul)K>re, the 
arrangement was approved of by the Lieulenant-Governor. 

1 1. Rrtjshakjif Diiusinn. — ^'I'he ( 'ommissioiicr of the Rajshahye division was informed that 
the Supreme Government in the Military Department have tliivcted the Deputy Adjutant* 
Gcueral of the Army to .send one of the (Rivalry offiecTs, now in Calcutta, to liampore 
Benuleah for a short time, for the purpose of as.sisling the gentlemen who have formed 
themselves into a coi’iks of Volunti-er Cayalr)' at that station in organizing and dnlling the 
corps. 

Dividon.—Thc Commissioner of Nuddoa reported that no persons in 
districts of Jessore, 'rwonty-four Pergunnahs, and Nuddea, have as yet had an opportunuy 
of distinguishing themselves in the service, or for the henefit of the British Government, in’ 
conuectiou with the ]uvscnt trouhlcs of the eountry ; and that, in the Buraset.ldistriot, the 
duffadar of the t'.\tra police has heen mentioned by the Joint Magistrate as having, on 
several occasions, communicated information regarding the Barrack|Kut; sepoys, which, has 
btJcn forwarded by the General commanding at Uanackpore to the Commaader-in*chief. 

13, The Town of Citletdlrt. — 'Phe Commissioner of the Calcutta Police having reported 
that 179 |H5i«ons, chiefly soldiers, were brought up before him during the week for being 
drunk and incu])ablu of taking care of themselves, or for being drunk and riotous; iuid 
that about three tinics that number were sent by the ]>olicc to their barracks, either quite 
drunk, or in liquor, and likely to ereate a disturbance, a copy of his letter was forwar4^ 
to the Aiilitary Department, for Uie information of the Government of India. 

14. Chittnijong — On the night of the 1 8th November, the detachnumt^ of 

the 34th Native Infantry stationed at Chittagong mutinied, plundered the treasury, rdbait^ 
the prisoners from the jail, killed one of the jail burkundauzes, burnt down their owni(iie$!, 
tired the magazine, and then left the station, carrying off with them three Govetsmtent 
cl^hunts, and the whole of the treasure they found in the Collectorote, with^jthe ein}ep||a!^ 
of about 340 ru|)ecs in cash and the stamps. Government securities, and 

they left untouched. None of the European residents were }nj.ured. . The,

•risad to prevent tinem from crossing over to Tipperah. The ladies, children, and non* 
ofkM rements of Commillah left that station, and steps were taken for the removal of 
tlio tibiittra to Dacca, at which station intelligence of the mutiny was rei'eived on the 
9lst November. The Commissioner of Dacca reported that he was prepared to intwoept 
tiii itttttinoers with a party of seamen, in pinnaces, in the event of their attempting to cross 
fhoMegna. 

- 15. Chota Nagpore Division.— From information furnished hy Ueutenant Stanton to 
tibe Home Department it w'as ascertained that the insurgtmts in Palamow had been plun< 
doring ip the neighbourhood of Ruuka district, about twenty-eiglit miles from Chynepore, 
where lieutenant Graham, having only some fifty men with him, was waiting for further 
reiilforoements. 

16. Affairs in the Sumbulpore district befpn to assume a very serious character, (hi 
the 12th November, the Superintendent of the Tributary Mehals intimati^d that the 
xemindars of Gangpore Bamrah, Behrakole, Kaigurh Kuttunpore, and Binputti, were 
stated by the tehseeldar of the Khund Muls to have as'temhled their paiks with the 
intention of proceeding to that district, and, apparently, for hostile pnr])oseK. 

17. A rumour had reached the Superintendent of the murder of two Kuropcan 

S ntlemen, whom he supposed to be Doctor Mooro, an Assistant-Surgeon, and 
r. Hanson, an Ajiothecary in the Madras service', both of wliotn had been ordered’ to 
Sumbulpore in consequence of the great sickness prevailing, and were on their way to join 
that statimi. It appears, from a letter received from the Senior yVssistant Commissioner^ 
that, on the 15th, Dr. Moore wrote to him fur an escort from Rampore, a place four 
marches from Sumbulpore, and the residence of the Rajah of Behrakole. fn this letter 
Dr. Moore mentioned that Mr. Hanson was with him. The Senior Assistant aent out 
twenty-five Sebundies on the 1 7th to bring the offi(K‘rs into tiu' station, but having heard, 
on the following day, that the genth'men had been attacked after leaving Kampore, and. 
that the rebels were prepared to resist the party of Sebundies he hod sent out. Captain 
Leigh had determined to go out himself, with n stronger party of the 40th Madras Native 
Infantry. Nothing certain was known of the fate of Dr. Moore and Mr, Hanson up to the 
end of the week under report. 

18. In two other dinsetions rebels were n‘|)orted to be collecting, and altogether ihe 
difficulties, hy which Captain Leigh w'as becoming suirounded, ay>[»eared to the Ueutenant* 
CSov^rnor to be iMjyond his power to cojk^ wiili. Before acting on this impression it was 
thought right to tak6 the opinion of the (’ommissioncr of the Division. 

19. An intimation was received from the Suy»rem<‘ Government approving of the 
instructimis issued by the Lieutenant -Governor to the ( 'ommissioner of Burdwan os to 
ttie course of proceedings ti> be adopted towards Nilmoncy Sing Deo, the zemindar of 
BMduite, 

* '''■ Tlie Commissioner of Burdwan, after matimt consideration, has determined to 
enny Itito execution the warrant which was issued from this office for the detention of ihg 
zexnifidar’s person, and expects to be able to collect evidence of his complir’ity in several 
Ulcers connected with the disturbances at Punilia. 

21 . Five hundred and sixty-three persons wore tried In the districts of Maunbhoom 
tmder Act XVI of 1857, during the month of October lust, (»f whom two have liecn 
transported for life, tliirty-four imprisoned for fourteen years, forty for te»» years, eighty fbr 
ieven years, thirteen for five years, fourteen for threij years, two for two and a-baif years, 
tjgllteen for two years, three for one year, two for six months, one flogged, thiity*iline 
"iHiildsBed. from Government employ, and three hundred and fiftemi ;icquitted. 

22. TTie Senior Assistant Commissioner of Singbboom having reported favontltty Hf 
rendered by the Rajah of Ghatsillali during the late disturbances, the ^mmis> 
Chota Nagpore was directed to comniuninite to the Rajah the aaUafacHon wi^ 
iientenant-Govemor has received the information, 
t of Chota Nagpore having recommended the grant of the

Ihe people aroUtod 
doing all they could to dis.snad(‘ liltn from returning to f.’hyobassa; "but he himself 
stHI professed his readiness to go, and excused himself for the delay by pleading skdenein 
and grief for the death of his son. Lieutenant Birch had sent him a safe-conduct, aa jhe 
had anxiously applied for one, and hnd jmimised to grant lilm a private interview. 

2.'>. The Lieufonant-Giovernor liit« anlhorizcd the removal of Baboo Greescbuiiider 
Pnulit from the ofli<‘e of Sub-AssiMaiif Snriooa and Assislant Commissioner of ChyebaasA, 
on account of hi-; having preciphtiltiy fit-d from CliuchcrdlKirpore, wluTo lie had been 
deputed on special duty upon hearing off he approach of a party of Urjoon Sing’s retainers, 
who were sthd there hy the lat<‘ Rajah, for the purpose of bringing away his wives. 

26. General suhjerls . — The Suprame (»overnment having requested to be furnished 
with a descriptive roll of the persons Avho have tukiai a leading part in the present rebellion 
in Bengal, a n'tiirn of that descri[dion has hocu railed for from the several Commissionew 
of Circuit in regard to smdi persons in their respective divisions, 

27. The Commissioner of Patna having raeornmended that the Magistrates and Com- 
missioners appointed under Art XIV of lHr>7 should lie furnished hy the military authori- 
ties with a statement showing the jinrfieuhirs of the regiments and baltalioiis of Ariittery

In furthoranee of this .sclu'im* a |mrty of 100 men has already been sent up to 
Purneah, and the Siqierintendent of Marine having reported that the same numlier of 
officers would be. Avanted for 75 as for lOOinen, hiw* been directed to have each of tho 
remaining parties completed to the latter number. ’I'he Government of India have also 
Iwen requested to i^'ce instrm'tions for supplying the several pariics with arms and 
ammunition. 

29. A representation submitted by ('a]»tain Nation, of tlie Ramghur Battalion, 
through the (kunmissioner of Chota Nagpore, reeommeiuling the promotion of Mowla 
Hux to the rank of liessnid.ar, from the same date on which Ahmed Yar Khan, who wOs 
his junior in serAace, \va.s prom<it(*(l to that grade, 'uul the grant of an incrc'osed rate of 
pay to his men, to the extent alnwly aewmled to (’aptain Rattray’s corp.s. with an increase 
to the strength of the ''orps, in recognition of the good services it has rendered, waa 
fonvarded to the Milita y Department, for the faA'ourubh* consideration of the Goirern- 
raertt of India.

31. The ('ommamlant of the Bengiil Police Battalion was informed that the l^pamae 

GoA'ernment has approved of Uttum Sing, a sepoy of the corps, being borne on the list an 
Supermtmerary Havildar, till the occurrence of a vacancy in that grade, for his diatin- 
guislu^d gallantry in the field at Chuttrn. " y 

The Magistrate of Behar was informed, undci* orders from the Supreme 
meirt, that the thirty-nine troopers of the Yeomanr)' Cavalry who went in p'arauitt>f the. 
RamiKire Haut inatineers, should at once lie .sent to join the head-quarter# of ihi^ir'

33. The Military DA’partment having requested to be furnished with ct^iea of tile

50. It having been reported that ladies were finding their way iqi-country, both by 
land and in boats, the C’oniinissioncr ot Patna has been iiiiornicd that Mr. Webster, of the 
North-Western Provine<*s, has In-cn suspended, for taking his wife up to Benares ; and told 
to make it known to all, that the dibohedieiiee to the orders of (lovcrnment in this matter 
would he similarly punished in every instance, and that he would Ix' held responsible if he 
did not iniiiiediately n'port such eases to Government. 

51. Mrs. Maria (towan having solicited |>crimssion to proceed to Monghyr on board 
the ”Mirrapore,” for the puipose of joining her husb’ind, was told that her request oould 
not be complied with. 

52. A copy of a Minute recorded by the laeutdiunt-Goveriuir on the 20th November, 
regarding ceitain inis-stutements of facts in the “ Overland Friend of India’* of the 
7tli Noveinher, was f()rwanU<l to the Government of India. 

53. Mr. W Tayler was furnished with a copy, which he applied for, of the ocUres- 
poiidenee witii the jin'sent (’ommissionei of Patna, regarding some of his proceedings 
during the late disturbances. 

54. The Coiuniissioiier of Patna having proposed the grant of a pension of 25 rupees 
per month to the widow of Rampliul Sint;, late darogah of Jehanabad thannah, who died 
of wounds received in an eneoutitei with some insurgents at Jehanabad, an applicatsou to 
that effect w'ns forwarded to the Gov eminent of India, with the Lieutenant^ovUmor’s 
recominetidation. 

55. V nroniiuendation hav also Iktii submitted to that Government for the gitMtfc of 
H pension nt 2 ruiiecs per month to the child ot Ranidyal Sing, a Nujeeb of the Bebw 
Station Guards, who was killed m an attack made on the house of Joodhur Sing.

IN contintiation of our letter No. l.'iS of ISoT, dated the 22nd ultimo, we havo i^iie 
jbdMr fo f<^ard, for your information, the narratives of events furnishtid by the Goitrimi^ 
of Bengal, for the weeks ending on the 28tb November and Otii December, 1897.

Special Narrative of Events, dated December 12, IS.*)?. ^ 

Patna Division. — Some of the districts of the Patna Division wem still ui an 
unsettled state during the week ending on the 28th of November. 

. 2. Towards the south, in the direction of Rhotas and Akbarpore, Ihumer Sing and 

his followers were still a source of nhu'in b) all the ipiighhourhood, and villages on both 
■ -ndes of the Sotme weit' being 'lallagcd by the insurgents. On the 17th November a patty 
of sepoys and others emssed the Soane, and burnt down the l>uugidi>w of the Bengal Coal 
Ctmpmiy, at Boodwa, setting tire to their coals, and destroying much pi-oporty. The 
necessity of dislodging llmmcr Sing from Rhotas w'as again brought to the notice of 
'Government, both by tbc Commissioner of Patna and the ])c{)utv Magistrate of Sassemm, 
who were told, in reply, that the Lieutcnant-tiovernor was already in correspondence with 
the Government of India on tlie subject. 

3. On the nortli, tho principal thing to be uppndicndcd was the overflow of the Oude 
rebrilion, but the fears on this score W(>re yet prcinatun^ A hotter from the liutwa llt^uh 
mention^ that Mahomed Hossein was advancing, with an army of about 9,000 inen, 
to conquer the district of Sarun ; and that his udvatux! guard had entetvd Bugrnit> and 
plundered it. 'I'his, it was afterwanls tisccrUtincd, was a very exaggerated report, and 
other accounts mentioned that Mahomed I losscin hud no iiumt tiian 1 ,000 fightingoineu 
wilii him, and was in a dispirited state of mind, on u<’Coiuit of the <lcrcat anti oaptura of 
Moahoruff Khan, hia principal adviser and friend, in an (Migugeinent witli the Ri^ali of 
/ Bunsee. Such being the state of tilings, the ( 'ommissioner strongly, ui’gcd the ex|H:<li«Bcy 
<rf our making on advance into the Goruck{K>rc di.stricf , if only to regain our prestige in 
• that quarter, and to encoumge and confirm in their tiddity the /etuindars who were Still 
friendly to our rule. It was pointed out by Mr. Samuells that the hicovery of the district, 
noVr .comparatively an easy task, would shortly be rendered much more difficult by tlu* 

- influx of the rebels from Oude, who were alreaily pouring into it iu considemblc nuin^Ts. 
nie Commissioner’s representations have bc<‘n submittisl to the Government of India in 
<tiie Home Department — ^the question of the reconquest of Gomekporc iK'ing one beyond 
> the sphere of the Lieutenant*Goyernor to deckle upon. 

4.. On the 24tli November a telegram wa.H wait to the Commissioner of Patna, 
infomung him of the mutiny at Chittagong ; and another, on the <lay following, iuti- 
mating that the native troops at Dacca had resisted an attempt made todisann them. 
He was requested to direct the district officers to be on the alert, os it was apprelieuded 
'i^tbat the troops at Jelpigoree might follow the example oV those at DiKsca and C'hittagong, 

' aad the whole body of mutineers then mui'ch westward, through the districts to the north 
the Ganges, towards Oude. The Supreme Govormnent w’er»at the same time informed 
the defenceless state of Tirhoot, and requested, if practicable, to order up a detechramit 
European troops, with guns, to the sudder station of that district ; and it was intimated 
fo flbat anrangqments might easily lie made for sending up such a force in time te secure their 
'4'.intilval.at MoSufferpoic, before the rnutincors coubl hiTivi- tbere fi'i)m the eastward. Tim 
troops might return to Dinapure after the mutincei'b slionld have «:ol west of Tirhoot. •. 

5. Aoopyof a letter addressed by the Military Depurtnient to Captain Sotheby, of 
tiai'lililral fingade, directing him to place himstdf and his brigade under the orders of tlic 
officer nmamanduig the Dinapore Division, and (o act under tbc directions of the officer 
appofOtro to command the forces now in the Chiqirah district, was forwarded to the 
Commissioner of Patna for bis information. 

1i^.”^Sfemnell8 was also informed of the fornuition of a laxly of European nmqiRed 
ptflioe for tte Behar district, and dirccte<l to horse those who have no horses of their own, 
on their anivid at Gya. He was furtb^ rerjuested to report if the men could bo employed 
gUfWh^ ^ wUb greater advanhige than in the district of Behar. 
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7. Mr. R. B. Laudale was appoiDtcd tut Houoi'ary Assistant Magistrate iin the

8. Or. Walter, Assistant Opituu Agent at Patna, having refused to afford mjsdieifd aid 
tfj titc Sikhs in garrison at the oj)hun godown, the Opium Agent at Patna was direc^d to 
(ksjirc that genthitnan to place his services as a medical officer at the disposal of the officer 
commanding the garrison, and to afford medical aid to tl»e men of the garrison wlieneyor 
he was called upon to do so. 

0. Jihawjulpore Diviaion . — The districts of the JMiuugulpore Division remained tindiOf 
turbed during the week, but a largo number of dacoitics and otber felonies were repotted 
to have occuiied in the southern part of the <listrii‘t of Monghyr, which were at^bntedto 
the scarcity that has prcn-ailed in it for some time. 

JO. (5n the 24th Novt'mber a t(;iegrain was >entto the (^ommis>iioner of Bhaugulpoi^, 
inlorming him of the mutiny at ('liitta^ong; and imother on tlic day following, apprising 
him of the detachment of the 73i(l UeginMait at Oaeca having resisted atu attempt to 
(liKaniPthem, and goiu' off, probably to join the Chillagong mutineei’S. These events, it 
was remarked, rnigld bring matters to a crisis at .lcl|»igoree, and he was directed to worn 
lilt) Pnrneah authorities to he on their guard. 

n. 'I'lic latest account of the sailors going to Purneal) was, that they landed at 
f'iiragolah Chuut on the 2(ith jNovemher. They were e.vpected to reaeh Purneah by the 
end of the month. * 

12. For the hotter security of this jiart of the eounfry the Supreme Government aUo 
consented to the jirojai-.ition of Mr. Yule, the (Joinmis-^ioner, that tlm detachment of ifer 
Majesty ’.s 5th Fusiliers at Monghyr Miouhl [n-oceed to Ihinieah. Mr. Yule has himself 
nC(;on)(ianie(l tlie troops, nho wi'iv reported to have left .Monghyr on the 27th November. . 

13. Hajslmliijc Dh iiiion , — Ml was (piict iu the districts of Haislmhyc l)ivi.siou up to 
the end of the week, hiil it remained yet to he seen wUelher the reexjnt mutinies at Chitta- 
gong a«)d Dacca would liave any effect in di.sturliing lids lr;m(|iuli;:.y. 

14. An intimulioii of the oidhn’ak at Cldttagong wa-; made to t he Commissionei* of 
Jliijshahve at tlu' .sami' lime that the (’ommi.s.sioner.s i;f Patna and Hhauguippre were 
informed of that event, and he was direetetl to imjiress tai tlie local officers subordinate tO 
him the necessity of being on the aleii, as tli<*re was mueh reason to fear that the example 
of tlie Chittagong rmilincers would he I'ollowod i.t Dacca and .Jelpigca'ce, 

15. The latest news from .lelpigoree repri'seiited that the sowai'S .of the Im*gular 
Cavalry stationed at that place had evinced a good disposition on all occasions, and were 
on the best of terms wdtli llieir own ollieers and with those of the 7.'^A1 Regiment, taking 
part cheerfully ill the erieketing, which had eommencetl; whih' it was olwervcd that the 
men of the 7dnl llegimenl always kept themselves aloof. It was expected that the., 
Goorkhu recruits and tiie Cavalry would he >uflieient. to keep that regiment quiet until 
veinforeemeuts eoidd In' sent, up, if tlu y ^lu)uld display anything of a mutinous spirit. 

Hi. The two parlies of seamen destined for tlie defence of Kungpore and Dinagejx>re 
left Calcutta on the 2(ith and 27tli Novemln'r, in the stt*amer.s “ Koel ” and “ Koladyne ” 
Tcspectively. I’lie Commissioner of the Division was ilirccted to have carriage, &c., ready 
tor them at Bugwa. 

17. The .Joint Magistrate of Ihihua was uulhori/ed to entertain forty extm hurkun- 
dauzc.s at 4 ruiiecs each, and four jemadars at 8 rupees each, for the protection of the 
.••tation of Semjguuge, and for wati-hing the ghauts. 

18. Jiurduuin and A'luldcn Divisions . — Nothing oecuircd in the districts of the 
Burdwan and Nuddea Divisions in*any way connecteil with disturbances elsewhere. 

H). In Nuddea, a sepoy was tricil for desertion, aiul sentenced to impiisonmcnt in 
tran-sportation for life, with labor and irons. 

20. .Dacca Dwhion , — rutelligeneo of the mutiny at Chittagong reached Dacca on tl^’ 

2 1st Noveijdier, iukI the priiieipul civil and military aut.horitie.s at once assembled to. 
enn.suler wliaf preeaulions should he taki'n to j)revenl the sepoys at Dacca from followin^^ 
the example. 'J'he offiitTs of tiie regiment were at tir.st iqiposed to any attbmpt 
made to ilisarm them, but eventually acquiesced in the ojiinion of the rest of the of^ciaji^ 
that this was a necessary measure, and it was resolved promptly to carry it uito ex^utidn.^, ,, 
Accordingly, at daybreak on the following morning, the Naval Brigade and v^lonteejn' . 



they found the main hodj of the detachment and the Artillery prepared to oppose 
and, on the advance of the party, fire was o]K*aed upon thotfl, A antu^ en|;uca|Sf|^

Civil 
diijghofl of the Station, and Lieutenant Lewis, wlio commands the sailors, were ainodEt’^ 
tfie wounded. ' ^ 

2L After being routed, the sepoys are reported to have brokpu up into small dotai^ked 
parties, and to have gone oft' in different directions. The nccouuts reccivcxl of thw 
raiovements have not been very precise or certain ; but they would upjHjar to have reunit^ 
iminediately on leaving Dacca, and to linve proceeded in a body in n nortb'WQSterly 
direction, apparently towards Jelpigon'P, the head-quarters of the regiment. On the 2Stn 
of November it was reported by the Mngistmte of Alymensing that u jmrty of 150 seimys 
passed that station, having coniinilled some deftrediitioiis im their route, hut witnout 
attacking the station. The Magistrate having no force nt his disposal, was uimhloto pursue 
or to intciocpt them. 

" 22. Immediately on the n'Ooi\)t of the iutclligiaicc! of the <lefcetion of the sejHjys at ' 

Dacca, arrangements were made for dis|iiit.ching a fi»r(‘o from Calcutta, for tin* protection 
of every station which might, he threat<‘iH*d, imd, if p<)ssil»lc, lor tin; puis«uit and capture of 
the fugitives. This force consisted of three compsmies of Her Majesty’s .5 tih Regiment, 
and a party of 100 scjuneu, whieli h-ft {\'tleutta on the “JOth Novemher, in the troop-boat 
“Dalla,” in tow of the steamer “ Keel Jiiul <*!' a second t>arty of seamen which started' 
on the following day. 'I'lio ultiimitc destination of these two murine hvigJMlcs was Rtingjaire 
dnd Dinapepore. 

■* 20. Up to the close of the w('<'k the apjn-ehcnsitms uf the iuhahitants of Dacca had nitf. 
been altogether allayeil. Sf)me uneasiness was also lelt throughout all the districts of the 
Dacca division regarding t lie movements of (he ('liittagong miilineers. At Ihurismil, the 
European residents were stated to Ik* employed in fortifying a house for their defence, and 
the natives to he sending away their wives and families into the interior of the district, and 
burying their valudhles underground. The .Magistrate of llackcrgnnge was informerl (hat 
these precautions, as regarded his district, were now nmuHs'ssary, as the mutineers w'ere 
known to have entered into Independi-nt 'I’ipperali. 

2d. Vhittdijony fHvlxion. — 'I’he (’liittagong mutineers crossed the Fenny and entered 
the independent territories of the Rajah of 'ripp»*rah on Ihc' 22nd November, intending, it 
would appear, to proceed tlicFiee to iSylhet or .^iunipore. and atlcrwards work out their wav 
either to Nepal of wcstwaird. They wen; reported to Inne inadi* the hill-men their frientfs 
by a liberal distribution of their money, and so many as 1,200 people were said to have 
engaged themselves in opening road.-, enitlng pingles, jmd procuring provisions for them. 
Some apjirehensions were entertained lest they should lx* joined hy the subjects of tins 
Rajah of Tipperah; and if was <'ven re(iorti'd that the hill trihes were «»ot wt'll-nff'eetftd 
towards the Rajah, and might coah'M-c with the mutineers to put him down; hut no 
doubts were cntertaiueil <-oneerning the good faith of tin; Riijuh himse.lf, beyond some 
vague suspicious based on (he eiremnst:me(' of his having a relative; of Kocr Sing in his 

employ. 

2.5. The measures taken for the rapt tire Of th.ese fugitives eonsisfed — firstly, in the 
Rajah of Tipperah having direct eikliis retainers and ivols to «-heek tin Ir juiigrefis, and close 
the passes against them, if praelieiil»!i‘ ; .-e<‘')iid!y. in the ( 'oinmi' sioner of the division 
having called upon Ranee Kalindec and KeojiKve. the two prineipal hill zMoindars in that 
direction, to call ont their men and follow np the mutineers, and citlvr oppose them or 
shut them up in some of the dhidki.s through whieli tiiey would lla^(• to pa- ; and thirdly, 
in the dispatch of f lu; detaelimeiit of Her Maj.-vitv’s o ith Uiglmeiit to Daee;i, with instruc- 
tions to proceed after them towards Syllivt, or via f'erniguiige and Dewangungc, in the 
direction of Bngwa. according to tin- nature of tin; infoiniation that, may he jvccivcd nt 
Dacca hy the time (he detachment reached that place. 

26." A reward of 50 lupees was offered hy the f.'omnii^sioner for llu* capture of every 
sepoy; and the Conunissioneri* of Dacca and ('liittagong, and the .luflgo of TipjKjrah, have 
bedtii’ requested to adopt measures for giving full jmhlieity to the proeiamatioji published 
in'-the (itKette of the 10th July last, regaifliiig the apprehension of niutin('ers and deserters, 
df the prisoners who were liberated from the (.'hiitagong jail, thii ty wc/c reported to have; 
beils in. 

’ The minds of the people at Chittagong rout luued still unsettled, and fears were 
the retum of the mutineers. The* iadit's of the station wrew; placed on board

28. The Ckmoniesioner very strongly noticed tbe good Ibelios eviy^d ly 

population towards Government through the crisb ; but the station being a nyitMff 
and ^piite defenceless, he urged the necessity of sending down some European' troa|»; 
protect it. In furtherance of this object, and at the rccommendatioo of the QeMsi9ar>> 

ment, the Supreme Goverument authorized a detadiment of 100 sailors bang aant to 
ChittagoDg. The Commisstoucr has been informed accordingly, and the SvqierintendeiMt 
of Marine re(]uested to make every arrangement necessary for canying out nMagata*' 
An indmation has also been received from the Military Dqmrtment, that in6trnctionf;|h| 
the suimly of ai'ms, tents, &c., for this party of seamen had been issued by the Qovbin? 
ment of India. . i, 

29. Cuttack Dimsum. — Tlic public peace remained unbroken in the three ^StriotS ot 
Cuttack division, and in the 'J ributary Mehuls, iluring the wyk under rei)ort. 

30. 'J'he Rajah of Killuhcoojung was tried by tbe Magistrate of Cuttack, and con-* 
victod of having in his possession, in contravention of the provisions of Act XVIII of 
1841, twenty inaunds of gun{>owder, besides half a maund of sulphur, and 3,550 bullets, 
'Pbe personal attendance of tlic Rijjuh in Court was insisted upon, and he was fiped ,500 
rupees. It was not proved that any hostile designs were entertained by him. It was 
SHj^posed that he was only holding himself in readiness in case anything should necessitate 
bis/acting on the defensive. 

31. A Mahomedan lady of the Pooree district was also charged with having elands 
tinely imnoved five rannous from her house, the iiifei’encc being that she was going to aid 
thfr enemies of Government. After some search the <‘annou8 were discovered in the 
Ghfika Lake. The case was under inquiry. It was believed that the lady got frightened 
mi hearing of the case dccidcfl against tin* Rajah of ('oojung, and was only trj'ing to get 
rid of the cannons to avoid coming into a similar scraiie. 

;32. The Magistralt! of Balusore having applied, through the Commissioner of Cuttack, 
&r the temporary entertaiuinent of an extra burkundauze establishment, for the purpme 
of miarding the jail of that district, the kjiplication was submitted for tlie oonsideraUaa 
of tM Supreme Government. 

33. C/wia Nagpore Division. — 'Plie disturbances in the Pulamow district assumed ft 
very serious asjiect during the week under report, nearly tlie whole of the country having 
appmently risen in anns. Lieutenant Graham was besieyd by a large body of the insur- 
gents at Chuin[H)re. Colonel Forster, with the w'hole of tla* Shekawattcc r^raent, had 
bdbre this been ordered to march into Pulamow to put down this revolt ; but as it was 
obvious that a considerable lime would elap.se before he could arrive there, the Militaiy 
Department were induced, at the request of the Lwal Government, to autliorize the two 
companies of Her Majesty’s 1 3th Light Infantry to proceed from Sasserain, wimre they 
wee located, vifi Akbarjaire, to Lieutenant Graham's relief. The Loeal Government also 
(xdied upon the Deo Rajah to contribute his assistance, and co-operate with the £ogli|h 
troops. The Deputy Magistrate of Sasserain was directed to inform Lieutenant Graham 
that the object of these movements was not to wiige war with the insurgents, but to lesoog 
him and his party from their power, and that he must endeavour to fall back upon th9 
Ibrce sent to his aid. 

34. The Supreme Government sanetiuneil an extra police establishment, at a .cost of 
741 rupees per month, for the district of Sumbulpore, fur six months, and subject to n 
re|)ort at the expiration of that ixsriod. 

35. Assam, Arrecnn, Cnchar, and Darjeeling. — The provinces of Assam and Arraoan 

remained undisturiied during the week, but the mutiny at Chittagong has caused a litt)e 
wieosiness in the minds of the {leople in the latter. In Cnchar and Daijeeling overylbivg 
remained Mrfectly tranquil. ' . f 

36. The Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned the areangements made by Captuii Agofgr, 

Political Agent at Gowalparah, for drilling the Garrow policy of that district Ibr six. weeks 
every year, at a monthly cost of 44 rupees ; and the expenditure of 6l rupees 4 ;.xii9|m 
already incurred on that account, has been authorized. ,, 

37. The Inspector of Jails has been furnished with a copy a letter rebsivedt>|li(NS 
tiie Military Department, intimating that, in compliance with tbe reoummenda^n this

— TluMlistricts of the Patna Division renuuned iindisturltcd during 
the week ending on the .'>th of December ; but eousidenible alarm prc'vailed, and even at 
Putna the people were reportetl to be seeding anvuy their women, eliildrcn, and IriinaoTU 
into the interior. The reported preparation of the (lornckpore rebels to enter the Bchm* 
districts, and the rejairted ujtproach of the Daeea nuitiiu'i’r.s and sowtUN «»f the 11th 
Irregulars from the eastward, were tljc cause of this pai»ie. The Commissioner of Patna 
presstri for more troops for tlie proteetiotj of Tirhool, aiul was informed timl. the Bengal 
Yeomanry Cavalry .had been •u’dered to pniceed immediately to lliat. district, but that no 
further military aid could l)e :dford<‘(i in tliat dinction at present. The Yiiymunvy Cavalry 
.were then at Gya, and the civil uutboiilies wore ilireeted to use every e.verlion, by furiu.s|)ing 
elephants and supplies along the road, to e\p<ali(e the mareli of the <‘orpH to its destination.

8. A court of inquiry held at Moteebaree upon (bjoli'L.ii Kiiati, Woordic-Major of 
the 12th Irregular Cavalry, and the native <loefor, find two other nnm of thftjt regiment, 
whom Mr. Aaikes, the .loint Magistrate of .Moli cfiane, pei-lcd of being implicated in 
the mutiny of that eorjis, and the intinler of !!■« eoiniiiandi/ig ofliccr, bud reported that no

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evidence had been famished, nor any direct cliarge advanced aigainst the prisoned; but. 
Mr. Raikes pei'sisted in reiterating the grounds of his suspicion, and, urging that., tint' 
names of tiie accused parties should Ihj struck otf the rolls of thdr regiEuent. The Com- 
missioner of I\itna thereftwe brought the subjc<!t to the notice of Government, and' waa 
informed in reply, t hat the Licutenant-CJovernor concurred witli him in thinking that tlie 
service performed by the Woordie-Major in saving the child of Dr. Garner* and tlw 
timoly notice given by the native Dotttor to that gentleman, which might have adved his 
life if he had availed himself of it, instead of being pi-oofs of their complicity in the mutiny 
of the regiment, or in the murder of Major Holmes, which they were held by Mr. Raikes 
to be, established, not only their iimoci*nc(>, hut a claim to he consideri'd to have merited 
well of the State. 

9. The acknowledgments of the Lifutenunt-Governor were communicated to Baboo 
Bishcnprocuns Nurain .Sing, /(“rnindar of .Soorsuud, in reply to a |)etitlon submitt^ by 
him, enumerating the services lie hud ivmlcred towards the protection of the district of 
Tirhoot. 

10. Fourteen persons were tried under Act XVI of 1857, in the district of Batnu, 
during the iiionth of October last, one of whom was sentenced to sixteen years’ imprison- 
ment, one to inijinsoninent for seven years, one for five years, six for tlufe years, and five 
acquitted. 

11. Blumjulport' All ivinained quiet in the districts of the IMuiugulpore 

Division and in the Sontiud IVrgiiiiiiahs during the week. 

12. Mr. Yiileleft Hhaugnlporc* on the 29th November, with a detucliincnt of the 5th 
Fusiliers from Monghyr, and arrived at Purneah on tlu- 1st December. BcfoiV! proceeding’ 
to Kishengnnge, which he was desirous to <lo, as being the point from whieh the several 
roads leading into the district eoidd he most etieetnaliy watched, he thought it advisable 
to communicate witli (he oflieer eoiiniianding the T-lrd Native Infantry at .Jelpig<»rKC, lest 
his sudden arrival might Jiavt> any had etfeel on the iucmi of that regiment. Hearing^ 
however, that the Dacca mutineers had already crossed the llerham pouter, and were inarching 
direct on Jelpigoree, and that a European force from Darjeeling had already arrived at 
Titalyn, he dciermiiied to advance at once. While at Kishengnnge he learnt that .50 
sowiun of the 1 Ith Irregular Cavalry had ilescrfed from Jelpigoree on the night of the 4th 
December, ami gone oil' in the ilireetion of Dinagepore. 

13. Of the 200 I’lirbiitealis enlisteil hy Mr. Kerry in the north of Purncuh, J07 wore 
reported to have marched into the station. 

14. The Soiithuls who .'it tirst had tleelined to take service as sepoys, were reported 
by the C’ommissiorier to have latterly shown some disposition to eidist ; twenty-three had 
fUrcady juiiu'd as reeriiils, and more were expected to come in as soon as the paddy crop 
was ripe. 

15. Ra/Kltuhitr nivlsimi . — No disturhaiices oeeurred anywhere within the Rajshahyc 
Division during the week under report ; but eonsidei-ahle excitement was felt in almost 
all the districts, ami especially in those towarils the east, in consequence of the movements 
of the Dacca and (‘hittagong mutineers. 

16. After leaving the neigbhouriiood of Mymensing on the 25lh November, tiie 
Dacca mutincei's were seen iu*ur .lamalpore on the 27th, and at Dcwangnnge andBhowraai- 
gunge on the day following. .\t the latter place they atteinj'ted to cross the Berham'* 
pootcr, hut failed owing to the tiaroguh having curried otf all the bouts to tlm other side 
of the river. Evenlnally, however, they succifded in eros.sing the river on the 30tii 
November ut (.’Inlnuiree ghaut, suuth of llugwa, and about fourteen miles north of 
Dewangnnge. They then proceeded to lluxiTgunge, and were said to bt* proceeding attll 
in a northerly direction towards .leljngoiw. On the 5th Heceinher the Mi^istrate of 
Ruugpore ri'poricd tljat they left Denohattee on the 2ml, and were sup|>osed to he going 
to Bhootnn. They were piniulering the shojis and ha/ars in every direction, and had shot 
a police hurkunduu/.e luniv (.'hilumree ghaut. A detachment of the 73rd Regiment, with n 
troop of the 1 Itli Irregular Cavalry, and some («oorUha recruits, hiul gunc.nut from Jelpi^ 
goree to iiiteroept them, ('aptain Cur/.on's party, eouijioscd of Europeans and Goorkhas, 
had conic <Iow'n from J^iukaliarrv, and arrived at Jidpiguroe on the 6th December. 

17. At Dinageiioro everything was quiet, and there was scarcely any cash in the haoda^ 
of the Collector to tempt the mutineers to attack that station. ' All was quiet, also, ' 
Jelpigoree; the men of the 73r(l Regiment, on K'ing told of the mutiny of their ooouai^, 
having evinced no apparent sympathy l<»r them, and luiviog readily joined in the expetfition 
whieh went out to attack tliem. 

18. At Kuugporo authorities were prepared, os iar as the means at thdir dispo sa l 
would admit of it, to resist the mutineers if they visited the station ; but it was not expeot^ 
that they would do so, os they had avoided attacking the stations of Myrnensing and Ji^oidv ; 
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ftm. The kdiis ind cbUidi«a> hoiram, been removed finm both the EongiMl^ add 
DhMgepove stations. 

19. Mr. BaveoHbaWy with his party of Eairopoan gentlemon from Pobna/ leeched 
Serajghngc on the 29th Noveni^r. Very considerable alarm was felt nt that 
among the native population previous to their arrival, but their piesencc sen’cd, in a ahtirli' 
time, to restore confidence. The European residents they found usscmbled at the hodto 
<rf Mr. Bany, which was further garrisoned by a party of European sailors, with t#l> ‘ 
4>poundc^uns, all quite prepared to jpvc the inutinct^rK a warm iveeption. ' 

' 20. The appromtion of Govenunent has been conveyed to Mr. Kavenshaw for the 
aetivHy and decision evinced hy him in the nieasuri*8 taken for the protection of the SCI*|jw 
gunge station.’ ITie thanks of the Licutenant-fJovernur have also been convcywl to at!' 
the gentlctneu who accompanied Inin thither. 

2t. The Magistrate of Dinaporc was niitliori7.ed to incur and defitiy any reusoniihfo' 
ex))elidituiv; necessary for the proper ucooiunuHlation of the sailors ordered up to ttHdf 
station. 

22. The C'ommissioncr of Rajshahye reported that a horse-<lak had lieen ('stablished 
from Beauleah to Bograh, and thence towards Rungpore, and also through Dinageiiore to 
Titalya, with the view of obtaining early intelligence. 

23. Burdtrnn Division. — The distri<1s of the Burdwan Division remained as tranquil 
as usual. I’roops hmi been going up by mil from Howrah almost daily daring the week, 
and the Afngistrate of that district reported that the eftect of the pi^phibitory meaattfe$ 
adopted regarding the supply of liquor to the men had been most Katisfactory. 

24. Nuddm Dilution. — ^The Commissioner of Nuddea brought to the notice of Govern- 
ment a representation from the Joint Magistrate of Jkiraset, that very great outrages were 
being committed by the recruits and Kuroi>ean soldiiTs at Barrackpun;, who were fotolbly' 
breaking open the houses and enti'ring the x.cnauas of resjicetnhle men and insulting 
the women found there ; and- that these proceedings were (,‘r(;ating a very strong feeling 
o^inst them, which might lead to a disturhaiiu'e. A copy of the Commissioner’s letter 
was forwarded to the Military D(‘i»ai’tment for. eonsideration and orders, and an intimation 
was received from t.hat Department, in reply, that’ a letter had been addrtrsscd to the 
Deputy .'\djutHnt"(icm:ral of the .\riuy, dinrting the inmiediale adoption of mensiites for 
the proventiop of the outrages complained of, and the submission of a leport o| the 
proceedings taken by Genenil Hcarsey. 

2a, The Lieuteuant-fJovernor autliorized the tempornry euqdoymont of the establish- 
ment noted in the margin* at thannah Nnhtfogunge, in Buraset, for the prevention of the 
outoages noticed above. 

26. Calaitia . — ^>Vith the e.veeption of a fiuv ilisliubauecs in the 8tr<*(’tf, caused by 
drunken soldiers and sailors, the city of t/ulcuttu reiuained perfectly quiet and tranquil. 
There was one street- row on the night of .Siuday tlu; 29tli Noveiuher, in which fight 
took place between several hundreds <»f sailors and s(;ldiers at Bow Bazar. The Marino 
Pdfice, recently organized hy the Comiuissioncr of Police, wen; brought out on this oi'ca- 
sion, and they soon succeeded in clearing the slrcel.s. and taking the ringleaders into 
custody. In another street-row wlii<'h took place on the evening of the 2nd Deccrttticr, 
cne ol the iwlice inspectors was severely injured by some of the 7yth Highlanders, who 
went captured and made over to their leg’iment., which left Calcutta the n<‘xt morning. 

27. Dacca Division.- — All was quiet in the distritils of the Dacca Division during the 
wtek under lepoit. There was some panic felt in the Furreedporc ilistrict, owing to the 
propagation of a rumour to the elfcct that the (iovernmeut had mithfirized the eompulsory 
enhatment of reci*uits for the army, and that men had arrived there from Calcutta to carry 
out the scheme; but the .loint Magistnite- had taken prompt measures to disabuse the 
minds of the ])eople on this point. 

28. At Sylhet no satisfactory intelligence had been rt eeived up to the last day of the 
week regarding the tnovements of the Chittagong mutineers. Mr. .Mien, who had liedti 
directed by the l^ocal Govcmincnc to undertake the duty of directing the movementH of 
tlw detachment of Her Majesty’s .Mtli Regiment on their reaching that place, had arrived' 
there himself from Cherra Poonjee ; and the hcad-<juart< rs of the .Syliu t Li^ht Infantry had 
abo'been removed thither, with tw*o 6-pounder guns brought from Silenar ; but it was 
doabted if the mutineers would visit that place at all, and the jicuplc of .Sylhet had evinced 
no BjmiiMitfay for them. 

29. The detachment of the 54th Regiment startl'd from Dacca on the 4tli Dcccmbei*, 
for Chabu^ra, a little above Bugwah Baz:ir. 

.< BO. loe Magistrate of Dackergtinge having proposed to entertain an e.ttre gtiard and 

1 Enropcaa e(Mi»UbI«, st 100 rupee*; 5 tuldtehmal bnrfcnndwur*, at C rupee* cacti, 30 rupee*, ‘total, 
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f»oIi(!C! force for the aecwrity of liis Btation, was informed that as Burrisaul was no longer ijci 
riu tiger from tlic ii^utinecrs there appeared to be no further necessity for adopting any 
extraordinary measures for its defence. 

31. Twenty mutineers, who were apprehended, or had voluntarily given themselves 
up, were tried under Act XVIIl of 1H57, by the Sessions Judge of Dacca, and found 
guilty. Ten were sentenced to deatli, and the rtrst to transportation for life. 

<i2. ('lilt fjKjong Division . — Very little accurate information was rcceivetl of the move- 
inents ot tlic Cliittagong mutiiu'crs, h» eonseijaence of the roads through the hills being 
little known. The accounts \vhich were furnislicd stated that, after crossing the J'enny at 
Aaraghiir Ghaut on the 22nd NovernlxT, they [irocceded to Oodeypore, and thenoe 
towards Agurtollah, the prcrsi nt resuh'nce of the Rnjaii of, ripperah ; that they were stopped 
at Snnkhulit, on the 2iid Diccnihcr, by a iiuiuhcr of incn sent by the R^ah to prevent 
their further progress in that direetioii ; and that tlu-y thercuiion turned to the west, 
entering the ('ompany’s toiTitories again at or near Mogra, and making their way thence 
towards Singar Hill, whieh lies ahuutoiic and a-half day’s journey to the. noilh of Comtnillah, 
and would liring them on the direct route to Sylhet. Hy the latest accounts received they 
were still eoutiuuing their march towards Sylhet, but keej>iug along the edge of the 
hills. 


3.3. 'I'he aecoimt.s received furtlu r .stated, that they were travelling with little or no 
baggage, and were not pressed for jirovisious, with whieh they wci'c abundantly supplied 
by the people, pu^tig lilierally for all they took. Th(i Kookies were aiding them, by 
carrying tlieir baggagi*, and euttirig a path for them through the jungles. 'I’liey were, 
however, slated to be very mueh disheartened, iiiid not in a eondilion to proceed by forced 
maR^hes, and it wa.s expected that the delacIniK'iit of Her Maje.sty’.s j }th Regiment, whieh 
left Duccu for Syllug, on the -Itli Dceember, would >till be in linn; l.o intereept them. 

34. '1 he three CiovermiK nl elc[tlianl.s, wbicii were taken away by the mutineers, have 
het'n reeov(!rcd. A good nninlier of the pri-oiais, uNo, ahoui. Utt in number, had 
returned, or were caiiglit and sent In, and more were being brought in daily ; and Govern- 
ment treasure had hei'U rreowred, to (Iw exf. nl ot aboM* lt(,t)tMI rupee, 

3,'i, 'J'vvo persons were tried at t hitt.ii'ong, inuler \ct XV II of 1807, during the week 
under rt'porl, t)f whom one w.i . senlrixcil to death, and e.vecufed, and the other senteneed 
to imprisonment for life. 

36. 'I’he Superintendi'iit of Marine having reported that tlu; party ot’s<!amen, whiehhe 
had been ordered to raisv' for em[)loyinenf in the (.'hittagong dlsfriet, would be ready la the 
course ol three or four days, and ri'i[iieste(l to be informed if they might be dispatched on 
board the steiimia’ “ DaliiousU',’’ which was umler order.s to prrx'ecd to Raiuroon, was 
authorised to* send them by that vessel, 'riio necessary orders were issued to the Inspector- 
General of Orilnanee for the siip[)lj' (»f arms, ammunition, and tents, for the use of these 
stuiluik, 

37. Mr. Sanely^, iManislnUt^ of 'rijiperah, Imviiiti: district, and proceeded to 

Dami, on the siippos<*d ;»p[)nmc*h of llu‘ C'hittau;on;j: mutineers, the ConimiBsioncff of 
Chittagong was diiveli’d lo call on him for an eNplanution, and to suspend him at once if 
it should appear that h(‘ had taken rhi< ^tep ^Yitlu>llt s\iHiei('ut cause to justify it. 

IJ8. Ciftinck Pli txioii. — -'I'lu' public peace remained umlistnrbed in the istricts of the 
Cuttack Division and in the Triliufary Alehals. 

39. The (\)mmi.ssioiuT of C’uttnek reported the disinis.sal *>f one subadar, two 
haviJdars, and one naik, ol the Orissa I’aik (.Vxupanies, for insnhordination, and attempting 
to excite diaeonteut and insubordination ainong the men of the corps. Mr. Coekburtt’s 
proceedings were approvi'd by flu- l.icutemnit-tioveinor. 

40. t'lmtii S'lUjiiorr.- I’lic stale of atlUirs in Palaniow had not improved j Lieutenant 
Graliam was strongly juisted within tin* walls ot the 'rh'akoorea Rughoobur Dial Sing’s 
ivsideucc. but he was surrounded liy the rebels, who wetv laying the country waste on ail 
sides. (.)n the 2 1st Xovomber the mnnber of the insurgr iits was reckoned at about 2,0UU, 
but they hail inere.ised t<» double thui mnnber by the 2{)lh, lH sido..s u rc-serve liody of 

2.000 uK'n, .-aid to be posteil u mile in the rear of his p«)sitioa. Up to the 30th, however, 
iitf lighting had taken ]>la<'t’, aiut mi that d.ife the insnr;:'ents were reported to be falling off. 
Lieutenant tnaliam Inning e xpressed an uiiwillhigne-s to retire, lest it should serve to 
oneournge the rt.bels, and endauirer the live.s of some TiOO or 400 women and children, wliio 
were a.sseiid)UHl tor protection in the 'riiakooR'a’s house, has been pCRimptoiily directed Jo 
tall back, wlien he <-an. »)n the party sent to relieve him, advancing again liereitfter. Upon 
the arrival of the Shekawattee.s in tiiat (quarter. 

41. On ihe 27tb of N‘ovemher Messrs. Grundy and Malzcr, employed hy the Coal 
CjOmpanv at Ralaiuow, w ere re|K)rted t.o have lieon attacked at Rajarah by a pa>rty of about 

5.000 Bhogtah.s, Irum v\hum they narrowly cscajK'd with their lives. It was stated that 
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ij|iei!e wm iibpiit among the assailants, and tliat many of the labels yten aimed 

nvith mamhlbcl^s.' A ’ ' 

4$. Major Cdter’s* detachment, which waa ordeml to pKxiced^ to the n^i^T df 
Lieutenant Gndium, crossed the Soane six miles south of Akbarpom on the ^Otli of 
November. A letter was also received from Colonel Korstcr, datitd the 1st Dcoomhotv 
reporting that he liad received the otders directing liim l«) prowed to l^aluiupw, and would 
lose no’tirae in commencing his march. The CumiiiiKsioners of (.'hota Nagpore and Pi^ipa 
have been diitscted to furnish the latter with every infonuution and assistance in tbeir 
power. 

43. In the Sumbulimrc district bodies of men arc reported to be again nsscmbling in 
different directions. For several days the Calcutta and Boinhay malls wer»i obstructed on 
the road west of Sujnbulpoi'C ; and two dfik-houses were burnt down by the reliels. i 
Captain Leigh urged the ue^cessity «>f furUH?r assistunw being sent to him. hut the Cornmia-* 
sioncr of Chotu Nagjxiit' was of opinion that there were troops (<notigh at Sumhulporo 
already to put down any di8turb.'ine{' in that quarter. 

44. The report of the murder of Dr. Moor<\was confirined, hut the Su|)erintendeut of 
the Tributary Melials bad received Jntelligciice of the safety of Mr. Hansom, who had 
escaped into tlu* jungles when attackt'd. and was afterwards kindly j'ceeived and protected 
by the Rujnb of Kerahcolc. 'Fhe s\ispicii)U of the Rajiili of Ib'i-iluMle having been 
conconied in the attack made upon them, appeared to l>e without ft>andati4tii ; on the 
contrary, on the un-ival of the. travellers at his place, the lajiih liud warned Ihetn of lh(»r 
danger, and endeav«>ured to dissuade them from proceeding further. I'he allegation that 
he and the Rajah of ilamrah had lent their pinks to tlu' insurgents was hoing inquired 
into. 

40. The dislriet of Mamddmom was porfcetly tranquil during the week. In tbo 
district of Singhhoom the eondnet, of Ui j(K>n Sing ol' Porahat was Rtill imsaf isfaetory. He 
had not, as *lire(:t(,Ml. presented himsidf at Cliyei)assa, and was report (d to Im^ enlircly in 
the hands of his dowan, for whose eaptuic a reward of .'">() l■up<*es had h<*en odered on 
account of previous tielinqueney, and who was said to he tdti‘tu]>ting to raise the Coles. 
The Senior Assistant f ^*mmi.ssi<iiier lunl proeee«le<i on an e.V|)e<iiiion against the rebels 
.at; the head of n parly of Sikhs, from the didaeluneut stationed at Chyehassit. and after 
capturing Jiiggo Dowan, who was tried under .Act XIV of IH.')7, and capitally punished, 
he attacked the stronghold of lhjot)u Sing himself, and lt»ok possession of it., not however 
till Urjoon Sing had succeeded in effe<‘ting Ins escape into the iielghhourii>g jiinglca. 
After these proceedings, tla* pe(»ple of the country weie reported to have* sid)mittL'd with 
cheerfulness and alacrity. Tlie s(;nices rendered !<> Lieutenant IJireh hy tlio parties 
named in the margin,* with llicrewai'dshepr«qK)s<‘dio h(‘giv(>n tothem.huve been brought 
to the notice of the Covernment of India, with the reiuark that the services of the Rfi^ah 
of Serai Ki'Uah have already he(!n liaiid.somely a» kii!»w!' (lged hy the (rovermnent of India 
by the grant of khillut, which, hitheilo kej)t ha«-k on at i‘i)\int of some .suhse(pa*nt repre- 
sentations submitted by Lieutenant liireh, will now !)r l)i',-.toW( fl upon him. 

46. Tlie Rajah of Keonjur reported liaviug M iit >’)0 piitks to Chyeljassa, in obedience 
to an ord«rr lie hud received from Lieutenant liireh. 

' 47. The Commissioner of Chota Niigpore sulniiitted a reptut from Mr. George, 
Sub- Assistant ( 'ommis^iuner of Jta7.ari:<-lmugh, ou the results of an expedition uudcitiiken 
by him with a detachment of the Bengal jiolicf- hallidiou, under Lieutenant fkirle, to the 
scenes of the disturbances following on the mnlinv in tin- vicinity ol“ (ioloh, Gornen, H'c. 
Several of the rebels, it appears, wore hunted down and killed, and .some villages humt t > 
the ground ; but the greater jiortion of the rebels found ri'futre in the hills east of Goioli, 
and on the Soogoo hill. 

48. Nineteen persons were tried by the ('onnuissioner of (’hota Na'/|iorc, under 
Act XVI of 1857, during the month of October, of whom three wen- sentenced to 
fourteen years’ impiisomnent, t.hirlc*tui to iinjirisomnent for seven yi-ais, and tUieo 
aicquitted. 

41. A communieatiou was rcfS'ived from the .Supreme (h)vermneiil sanetioimig '|:.h .• 
retention of the services of .VI r. E. li. Lushiugton. as()flieialingConiinis.sionf'rof the dtstfiets 
of Maunbhoom and Singhhoom, until the cases pending against t he Pucheti! and Por4hat 
tsemtndars sliall have been brought to a elos(‘. 

50. Atmm . — A party of sepoys, numbtrring, it wa.s erroneously supposed, lietween 400 
and 700, were r^rtcd.to have arrived at Karaibari lhannah, in the (jowalparah district, 

, on the 30th of November, from the direction of Mynuinsing. It was furl lier stated that 
l^'pnd plundering the tbannah, and capturing the jemadar and a hiirkundauzc, they

some further letters of Muneram Dutt, intercepted by Captain Holroyd. 

52. DajyeeUttff,-—A]l was quiet at Darjeeling, hut the Superintendent thought thrt 
news of the Dacca mutineers being en route to Jelpigoret*, would probably caw aoHie 
excitement in the Murung. 

6.3. General $vhjer.ta.—‘A reference having been made to the Government of India in the 
Foreign Department, regarding the enlistment of hill-men at Daijecling, and the Foreign 
Department calling for furtl»er explanation as to the nature of the scheme intended to 
pan’i<‘d out, it was intimated, in reply, that the scheme of raising station pjards for pohce 
pur][)Obes had already received the saiictioii of the Government of India in the Home 
Department, and that the only point u])on which orders were requested was whether any 
political objection existed to the enlistment of hill-mcn, the subjects of the Nepal Govern* 
iiient, for service in the plains. 

54. An intimation was received froth the Military Department, and communicated to 
the Commandant of the Bengal Police Battalion, that the Government of India had sanc- 
tioned the corres])onding pay and allowaiu'cs of the line to all ranks of tlxe Bengal Police 
Battalion. 

55. The (Commissioner of Patna having submitted a rejtort from Lieutenant Brown, 
Superintendent a|>d Paymaster of Native Pensioners at Honares, Dina pure, and Monghyr, 
on the steps taken (in furtherance of the onliTs of the Supretne Government on the 
subject) to call in the military pensioners in Behar, with the view ot stnkiug off the names 
of those who failed to presetd tlu‘mselv«*s, a copy of the same was forwarded to the Govern- 
ment of India in the .Vlilitarv Department. 

.5(i. I’he Inspector of Jails was turnished with a ei>py of a hdterr recei''cd from the 
Home Department, direoting that no persons convicted of mutiny, destHion, or rebellion, 
and senttniecd to imprisonment or transjiortatioii, were to be stmt, at present, to any of 
the convict settlements beyond seas ; but that all sueh should be kept in the Alifwre jail 
until further instructions. ( 

57. A cumniunieation was rec'eived from the Foreign Department, intimating that the 
Circular Order issued for [)ieventing tlie subjects of foreign SUites from proceeding to the 
interior of the country had rcl'erenee to lCun»pcau foreigners coining from beyond the sea, 
and not to (he,auhjects of Native States in alliance with the (iovernment of India, .\copy 
of thcs(^ orders was forwarded to the Commissioner of Patna, ujion whose recpiisition the 
matter had been referred to the Supreme Government. 

58. The ('ommissioner of Patna having requested to he informed how he W'as to deal 
with claims to cumpeusutiou prefern'd by certain lesidcnts of Gya, who had suffered from 
the late outbreak, w'us rideiTed to paragraph 4 of the Itcsolutiou of the Government of 
India in the Financial Department, dated the 13th November, for his guidance. 

59. The Commissioner of Patna having intimated that the steamer “Jumna,” after 
landing Lieutenant Batt, Imlian Navy, and his n'cn and guns, at Buxur, left for Calcutta 
on the 22nd instant ; a copy of his letter was forwarded to tlie Government of India in 
the Home Departmimt. 

(iO. I'he Coiuinissioncr of Patna submitted an c.xplauutioii from Mr. Woodcock, 
Collector of Patna, in regard to the ilelay which took place in providing* the detaohment of 
the 10th Foot with eurriage on the oeeu.siun of their murcli from Dinapore to Benareai 
and was told, in reply, that the explanation ivndeivd was far from being sutisfactoiy', and 
that u recurrence of such neglect of duty on Mr. M’oodcock’s part would lead to fais 
removal from his post. A copy of this correspondence was forwarded to the Government 
of India. 

61. 'Fhe Superintendent of Carriage and Supplie.s having been informed by the 
Deputy Quarterinaster-CJeneral of the .4rmy that no regiments were to march by the

By *t lie latest acfoimts the ]>rineipul (Miairo zemindurK had withdrawn ftom 
he insurrection, anrl this dcfaUation iuid dimimshed and dislieiulened the insurgents, whp* 
vere reported to lx‘ dcbcrting in nmnhers. i , 

32. Major Cutter’s detachment arrived at Slialiporc on the 8th, and was joined hy 
Lieutenant Graham on the same date , and it was htated tliai the zemindar of Luehiw, 


sho had been selected by the insurgenth as their chief, hud l)i*en made u prisoner, bewdas 
ifiiers of less note. On their retreat, the rcliols weie i-eporfed to have burned Moonkff, 
irhere there is a thannnh, and destroyc>d the hoiisf* of Bikurie Sing, who had been of ftttBlA 
laristance to lieutenant Graham and his party. Tli<‘ Deo Rnjuli was, on the 12th of 
Dec^ber, expected to be ready to set out with his followerH to join Lieutenant Graham, 
S3, lieutenant Graham was very anxious to 1 m‘ allowed to detain the troops sent to

Tbe d&k between C’alcutta and Bombay had also been stup|ied, and two dH(* 
iiouM burnt ; and all traffic and communication iK'tween Cuttack and Sumbulporo was 
mspmded. The rebels had met Captain I.z:igh's party on their return from Joqjoooutfa, 
Od killed fiiree sepoys, wounding three others and five eamp-foHowers. It was Captis^ 
Eirigh's firm conviction that the insurrection would not be effectually put djown nfilaM 
MBCie'tlOopa were sent to bis aid. The Commissioners of ('hofa Nagpore andClittlH& 
lilso taifoa the necessity of strengthening Captain Leigh, remarking jwitieolaify on tbs 
pa«Nrity,of ofiiomrs at Sumbulpore ; and Mr. Cockbura mentioned having already wtitton 
to the in the hill tracts of Orissa, and the Agent to the Govenunent of Fort 
9t.

2. The Ranee ol 'riklumr had e\ idently aiveii up the hope, if sho ever enlertuincd 
any, of a rebel army eomiiig down iiom the Xorth-west, and was reporttd to have filled up 
the now embrasure.s in her fort, hidden many of the gnus, and discarded .some of her men. 
Rajah Hetnumiii, moreover, had gi\en the strongest assur.mees that nothing beyond the 
defence of her own tort was ever intended by the Ranee, 'fhe Magistrate of Benar, how- 
ever, still rceommended (he divei-ion of some Ki.ropean Uoops Irom the Grand Tmnh 
Road for the jiurpose of taking possessu)n of the foit. He was informed in reply, that the 
Government would take the eaiiu-'t upportunitv of furiiibhiug him vsith the means of 
pacifying his district, and that arrangi'iiients were being made for the dispatch ofaiuuty of 
100 Europtum seamen ot the Indian Nav) for empbnment at (Xa. 

.3. In reply to a ie[)resenta(ion regarding the unprotected state of his district, the 
Magistrate of Shahahad was mtorniod tliat orders had been issued to Cujitain Rattray to bold 
liimself in midiness to pi oeeed to Arrah to ivnder such assistance as might lie required, 
and that arrangements were hi ing made for ennhling tliat ofiicer to cull in detachments, 
and bring together as many .is possible ot his corps, which would be stationed at Arrah. 
Mr. Wake was td the same time ic'(|uc'.st(Hl to submit, tiirougli tlie (’ommissioner, any 
scheme that appeared to hiitt tte.sirable for strengthening the* local police, which, be was 
informed, would receive the Lieutc’nant-Goiernor's favounible consideration. 

4. Everything was qniet in the district of Cliumparun Two Goorkha regiments of 
the additional force coming down under the ]>ersouul command of Maliarajah June 
Bahadoor, arrived at the Sudder station of Chumjairun on tiic 1 5th December, and a llura 
on the 19th.

tunity might occur, lie also mentioned that two pi-ncliumod redads, Cunput Roy and 
Bmmoath Thakoor, were still lurking in the hills and jungles bordiiring on Pulainow, and 
intriguing with tbc retreating insurgents for the )mrpose ot' exciting thmn to make forays 
into the district of Chota Njigpore. The Surburakur of Sirgoojuh bad eonu! forward with 
8Q0 lighting men to uphold tiie authority of Govenimeiit in Palamow. Tla^ Deo Kajali 
hnd also started in that direction ; and Lieutenant (irubam, under tiu; ultertai eireuinstances 
O^hu position, was authorized, at the suggestion of C^iptain Dalton, to bold on, with the 
ajMifdance of the friendly Chiefe, till the arrival of tlie Madras Rifles in timl direction 
enabled him to resume the offensive.

Patna. Division.— I’iu' districts of the Patna division n-mained undisturbed during 
the week ending on tTie 2tith Dc'ccinber, IS “>7. 

2. The hcad-<|U!irter.s of the llongal Police Hattnlion arriv< d at Vrrah on the morning 
of the 23rd Ueeember. 'I’lic state? <»f .Shaiiabad, as reported l)y the Magistrate, was not 
altogether sati.sfactory. The portion under the immediate t;t)ntro! of the Magistrate was 
quiet, but the ryots were witldmlding their i-ents, anticipating, perha]>s, that the standard 
of rebellion might yet be raised again ; while in tin* sub-division of Sasseram, disaffection 
was mon? openly prevalent, and outragi's on life and property were being perpetrated with 
impunity. 

3. The rebel sowars of the 11th Irregular Cavalry having crossed over into the 

Nepal Tcnti, and tifterwiirds mov<'d i>tl‘ in a westerly direetion, it was proposed hy 
Mr. Dumj)ier that Major Richardson should move to Bela Moch Puckownee, on the 
Nepal frontier, with the view of iiitereepting them. Hut Major Richardson anticipating 
that the rebels were moir likely to attetnpt to cross the (Ganges at liarh, than to inaKc for 
Chum]iarun, took up u position with the main body of his corps at Simi'Ce, on the 
road betw'cen Mo'/.ufferpore and Durbungah, leaving one troop with fifty Sikhs at Poosah 
for the protcefion t)f the stud. ’ 

4. Aceotints received from GorucUpore mentioned that Mushruff Khan had attacked 
and plundered Gopalporo, the Rajah of which jilace had fled across the river; and that 
there were 1,00() insurgents at (u*palpor(‘ nnd llurhee, about an equal number at Pfl nnfC 
nearly 1,.5(K) at Tumkoot Pudrownee, 1,000 at Myrwa, and .500 or GOO, with ten guns, at’ 
(ioruckpoW. Five hundred sepoys were also sUitinl to have arrived at Goruckpore recently, 
some of whom were with arms, nnd tdliors without them. The rebels, moreover, we^' 
n?ported to l>e pressing carts for immediate service. 

5. An intimation was received from the Supretnc Government in the Home D^)art<' 
mont, sanctioning the entertainment of the c.\tra police force noted in the margin, f front 
the date of the entertainment of the men till they are no longer required.

Patna The field force hitherto employed in guarding the Suiin ' 

has now moved into (vorruclcpore Colonel Roweru/t amtiiiucd to report his proceeffi.njj(8 
to the Commissioner of Patna, but it is unnecessary to notice them here, as the opetatiQiM^ 

• in that district will of coui’se be debcribcd in the Narratives of the Government of theT 
C^tral Provinces. 

2. Mr. Lynch, Dq)uty Magistrate and Deputy Collecfoi of AlJygonge, in tbeChn^ndt 

district, accompanied C'oloni 1 Roweroft’s column into Gomekpore, and had been aothoriaed 
by the Governor of the Central l*ro\ inccs to cxcrcist* lus Magistertal and Revenue powers 
in those Provinces while attached to that force. . < 

3. Mr. Nicholson, the .Sub-Deputy Opium Agent at Chupmh. was also ordered to 
join the camp of Brigadicr-Ocncial Alacgicgor, Military Commibsiouer and Agent to the 
Oovemor-Gcncral, with Maharajah .Jung Bnhadoor, as that otlicer wiuhcd to have with 
him some person well acquainted with tlic district of Goiuckpore. 

4. On the 13th of .January tJu' Di'puty Magistinto of Sasscram rc|K>rted that Rhotas 
had been occupied liy n party of rclicis who were flying from a force advancing from Mirza- 
pore under Mr. Tuckci, and that no troops, Kurojicau or Native, were available at Sasaeram 
to co-opefttte with Mr. 'ruckev.

23. The district oTItfoimbhoom was quiet and tranquil throughout the weelc. ' 

24. In the district of Singbhoom attempts were still being made by the ex-KedS|h trf 
Porahat and his brother to excite a gencnil revolt in the Colehan. A jemadar and tiro 
burkundauzes, belonging to the Jyuthgar thannah, h^d been murdered by the rebels^ 
the Sherung Sherrah ghaut was, lor a time, occupied by them. The general ibel^ in 
tihat portion of the Comhan, however, whicli had hitherto remained welhaffected tbwa^S 
the. Government, was still believed to%e satisfactory, notwithstanding two events whibh 
Occurred daring the week, and which cannot but be regarded as unfortunate in tMr 
remits. These events were, a severe and unsuccessful engagement with the rebels, w’tdi^ 
took place on the t4th of January at a place called Mograh, and an attack made by thfe 
latter on Chuckcrdhnrpore, which resulted in the retreat of the friendly R^jab of Sond> 
killah from that position. 

25. The Commissioner of the division, accompanied by the Senior Assistant, and a 
party of Sikhs fifty or sixtj’’ strong, under CajDtain Hale, had been out on an expedition to 
the llur I’eer where the jemadar find the hurkundauz^rs had been murdered, for the purpoks 
of punishing the pcrj)etrators of that outrage, find, having succeeded in securing the 
persons of two of the jirineipfil mankecs who had been conircrned in it, wore preparing to 
return to the station, when they were informed that a body of ho.stile Coles was in their 
immediate uoighbuurhood, and it was determined to proceed and attack these insurgents. 
At first only a small number w'crc discovered, who were imrncfliatcly dispersed, but, as the 
party were returning, after burning si village which they had come across, they found 
themselves surrounded by not l(“ss tbiin .‘1,000 or -l.OtK) men, who had stolen up unper» 
ccived, and opposed ibetn, at every step, witli show'er.s of arrow.'.. Nothing hut the steady 
gallantry of the Sikhs oxtricjiled the party from the perilous position in which they were 
placed. They Iwid to fight their wfiy tlirough this mass of opponents, and it is only 
wonderful that they sucf'eeded in doing so without still more severe los.s than that they 
sustained. As it wsw, their (’omnuinrler, Cajitain Ihilo, was w'ounded in four places; 
Ueutenunt Birch Iwid his arm jiinued to his sifliH>y an arrow ; atul Mr. Lushington and 
Dr. Hayes, the only other two Kiu’opeaiis of the jmrly, were also wounded. Of tha fifty 
Sifch.s, twenty-five were more or less severely wounded, one mortally ; and one W'as killed. 
Of the enemy, 150 are said to have been lell dead on the field. 

26. It was fit first intended to remain in their camp, to which the party had retired 
After this engagement, hut having with them only a simdl sup()ly of provisions, and 
perceiving that it was the intention of the insurgents to cut otT their retreat to the station, 
and taking into consideration, also, the I'ompamtivcly hirgc numher of wounded, and the 
absence of means for treating them, it was considered prudent to retire to Cbyebassa while 
the road was still open. Tlie only jiossihlc way of carrying the wounded being on the 
elephants, it was found necessary to abandon the grefitcr pfirt of the camp equipage, wluch 
firil into the hands of the enemy. The latter pursued the retiring party a distance of seven 
niilcs, but, being kept in cheek by the steady conduft of the rear-guard, did not succeed in 
doing any more mischief. 

27. The attack iqion (.Juickerdhurpore was a comparatively petty affair ; but the 
'Rig^ of Seraikillah, though he had 2 guns and some 3(K) matchlocks wiUi him, whilst tke 
enemy had .not 30 matchlocks on their side, pusillanimously deserted the place, and 
back on Vashtie, where Mr. Lushington stated he was likely to remain until he was again 
threatened, when he would probably take refuge in his own villages. 

26. IVenty-one persons were tried, under Act XIV of 1857, in the district of Chota 
Nagporc, during the muntii of December last, of whom one was sentenced to nine yean' 
imprisonment, three to imprisonment for seven years, ten for five years, and seven 
acquitted. 

29. Aatam and Cachar. — ^'Fhe peace of the province of Assam remmned undisturbed 
during the week. 

30. Three jiersons were riicd at Cachar, under Act XVII of 1857, during the week, 
and sentenced to be shut to death by a file of musketry. 

31. Dfli^ee/inj^.—At Daijeeling cverj-thiiig was quiet, and the eflSidency of the dvU 

administration complete. ^ , 

32. The local corps of Sappers, with the recruits under the command of Captain 

Murray, were reported to have naurned from Jelpiguree, but the three mouuiojn'dxain 
guns attached to the corps, and the Earujnian soldiers under Captain Gfurzon, worn, 
remaining at that station, under the orders of Colonel Sherer. ' 

33. Gmeral Su^eebs, — A copy of a Report addrened by him to the GovCnunent oif 
India in the Home Department, on the passage td troops through tiue 2nd divMtib of

37. The acknoa’ledgmeiits of the Supretue (Jovernment were coinmimicatrd to the 
Comtuissioner of Patna, and through hint to hi.s subordinates, Messrs. Richurdson, Ratkes, 
aod O’Reilly, for their exertions in making arrangements for ftveilitaiing the march of the 
Nepalese troojts, under Maharajah .lung Bahodoor, towards (Jornekpore. The tlionks 
of the l.ieiitenunl-Ciovcrnor tycre also conveyed, through the Conimissioncr, to Air. Dam* 
pier, of 'rirhoot, for his exertions on the ot'cusion ; atul tlu> services rendered by the Rood 
Sujtcrintendent, Baboo Bishnath Pare, were suitably acknowledged. A reward of lOO rupees 
was further authori/.(*d to lx* paid to the Daix^ah of thuniial) Biuigarn'a, whose services 
had teen prominently noticed by Mr. Hiebardsou, and the ( 'onimissittner of Putna was 
directed to issue instnictious to stop the proceedings against Rameswar Misser, the %ttmb 
Rajah’s Mooktear, n reejuisition to that efl'eet having been made to the (iovernmeut p( 
India by Mah.'U'niah .lung Brdiodoor. 

38. Tlie Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned the grunt of an extra allowance, at the fVip 
of 100 rupees jajr month, to Dr. Young, in luedicai charge of the ('entrul ,Slud, for having 
atforded medical aid to the civil establishment of Shnhahad, in addition to his other dutkff^ 
since their location at Buxar. 

39. The eireunistaiKHis stated by Mr. Knott, u Ih-pnty C’olha’htr at Patna, in explar 
nktion of his having disregarded the onlers of (i<.•vl‘l•mlu•nt, in taking his wife to that 
district, were not deemed sutlieient to justify Ids eondnet ; and, to mark the displeasure of 
the Lieutenant-Governor, he wa.s reduced t4) tiu; grade' in the Huboidinatc Executive 
Department immediately I’clow that in which he previously nudged. 

40. The Government of India in llie Military DtrpartTuent having intimated, with 
reference to certain cases tried by the Judge at Diieea, in whioli se|K)yH convicted of 
mutiny were sentenced to less than capital pimishnuMit, that it would te more satisfajKtory 
yf. the grounds, jin detail, for the sentence! were given in every such casjt. a circular WiMt 
addressed .to all the Commissioners apjxdntcd under Act XIV f)f 1H.07, refpu'sling them to 
submit a KpeeJal report, on every case ii\ which tlu;y saw reason Iti sentence a inulineer to 
any other than capital punishment.

Ute President in Council to the Court of Directors of the East India Company. 

. , ^ Fort William, February 19, 1858. (No. 26.) 

IK continuation of our letter No. 21 of 1858. dated, the 9th instant, we have 
honor to forward for your information the Narrative of events furpishcfl by 
i^ernment of Bengal for the week ending ttie 23rd January, 1858, ' ''y: 
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Inolosare in Ko. 11, ' 

Special Sarrative of Events, dated February 13, I8S8. 

1. Patna Division, — Colonel Rovvcroft reported thn capture of treUQlv, 
amountinpf in value to 27,119 rupees, in a village near Roodurpore, which was 
brought into camp* on the evening of the 13th January. Of this amount 24, (KX) 
rupees were found buried In a shed in the house of aOwallah in a village two miles 
distant from the camp. A few arms and fourteen loeked peturahs, reported to bo 
the property of the Rajah of Sutassee, were also brought in from another village ; 
the petarans containing chiefly cloths, orn.aments, and ve.ssels, a few shawls, 
hincobs, &c. A house containing grain — some 2,01)0 maunds of wheat, dhau, dall, 
gram, &c., belonging to the Rajah, was also poiiiterl out by a bunneah of Burhaj, 
and a guard placed o^cr it by Colonel Rowcrolt ; and the fortified palace of the 
Rajah was taken jiossc'ssion of by our troo[)s. 

2. A petition was forwarded to the Commi.'vsioner for incpiiry into certain 
charges preferred against one Mullick Kua\ct Ali, an illakadar of mouzah Bhoyrah, 
in Behar, to the ellect that he had collecteil l,(>t)0 men with the view of creating a 
disturbance, and that he wa.s in league with a miiiiuous subadar, and with Ali 
Kureem. ]\Ir. Samuells submitted in reply a letter Irom the Deputy Magistrate of 
Barh, in which that officer slated that tin* petition evidently originated in prh’utc 
tnaliee, and that Kiiayet Ali had hehaied well throughout the late disturbances ; the 
only charge against him which was at all w-ell loiinded being that he had, at the 
same time, improved the oeea.sion to hi', own benefit, by taking possession of some 
herds of cattle belonging to rebels, whose vill.iges wire burned, and whose persons 
were outlawed. 

3. In reply to a referenee m.ade l)_v him «)n llie snt>)t“et, tlu* Commissioner of 
Patna was Informed that if was intend’eil that the sailois sent up to (Jya should 
take up their (piarters at that station, and be sent out into the interior only on 
special oeeasioii.s of gieal necessity ; and tli.it tliey should be furnished with all 
requisites, and well* to lia\e suitable lianaeks provided lor their aeeommodation, 
and tents also, when pioeeedmg to the int -rior on tlic* speeial oee-tsions referred to, 

4. A petition fiom one iSlahomed IJeker Khan, I’oinplaimiig of a ilecision of 
Mr. Tayler, late (’ommissioiier of Patna, by wineh he w.i.s sentenerd to imprisoii- 
roeht with hard labour, as he .'illeged, on men* suspieion of being engaged in the 
late disturbances at Patna, was Ibrw.irded to Mr. Samuells for report. 

5. Jihuuf^ulpnrc lUi'isiau — The distriets of llie Hhangulpore di\ ision remained 
undisturbed (luring the week; but the .Magi>lrate of lihaugulpore reported that 
there was a marked increase in the crime of dacoifv towuril.s the south of that 
district, u|)parcntly arising from want. 

G. Snntfinl Pcrgumia/is — Kvervihing wnsipdi't in tlieSonth.al Pergunuahs. 

7. Dajshnlnfi Division - The disinets of .Ik* P.ajshaluedivision were also quiet 
and traiuiuil. 

8. The Knropean seamen at Dinagepore had been located in the school-house 
at that station, and there being no house available for the oflioers, the Commissioner 
reported having authorized the M.igistratc to erect a mat bungalow for their 
accommodation, close to the ipiartei-.s of the men. The detachment was in a healthy 
and efficient conditkm. 

9. At Jclpigorec the small-po\ was leporlcd to have broken put, and oue 
Mr. Wadsehovv, the surberakar of Pergnnnah By kuntpore, had fajlen a victim to it, 
but it does not appear that any other Kuiopean had been attacked by it. 

10. Two reports were received from the Joint Jlagistrate at Jelpigorce, 
regarding the movements of the Daeea imiliiierr*'. Thcst'-iiave been noticed in a 
previous Narrative ; and Mr. tiordon’s reports <lo not fuinisli any additional parti** 
eulars 6f Irnportaiioe. lli.s .statements distin(;ilv jitove ilmt the inutincer.s were in 
every way protected and assisted by the Booi-in ^(.obahs. One inun.in particular, 
named llurruek Sing, comiuonly’’ ealleil the llattee Knjah, was known to have 
openly received and entertained them, and to liave turnished them with guidoB tP 
conduct them on their Journey. Intimation of this appears to have reached 
Colonel .Shcrer,. commanding the 73rd Native Infantry, during the absence of 
Mr. Gordon fiom Jelpigoree, and under his orders a party of fifty sepoys* Odder 
an F.uropean officer, wa.s dispatched to arrest llurruek Sing, wb0.se restdencs, 
although only a short distance from the British territory, is within the jurisdictioa 
of the Bout ail authorities, llurruek Sing escaped, but his house was burnt down, 



a» well AS some ^owns stored with |)addy. The matter was brought to the 
notice of the Foreign Department, but the Bootanose have not as yet miown any 
disposition to notice this attack on property within their territories. ’ 

11. The treachery and insolence of the Soolinh of Mynagorec were 

brought to the notice of Government by Hie Joint Magistrate of Jelplgoreo, who 
urged the propriety of calling the Sodbah to account for his conduct. He wm 
informed in reply, that the Government was not just now in a position to underta|e 
ab ex])cdition into that country, and that he should be careful not to give the 
fiootan authorities occasion to bo insolent, and refrain as much ns possible from 
communicating ^'ith them at all at present. , 

12. Burdwan Dii'ixion . — The districts of the Ilurdwnndivistou remained trnnt^uil 
during the week, and there was’iio cause to apprehend that the peaee {irevailing m 
them would be disturbed, although. ;im()ng tlie jungle tribes to the west of the 
'Midnapore district, the sfiirit of disalfectioti was rejairlcd to be on the increase, 
owing to the state of affairs in Singbhoom, 

13. T/ic Town of (.'aienffa. — The town of (.’.dciitla was perfectlv irnnquti, 
though nearly one luindeed of the nati\e polie<‘ w<*re absent on duty elsewhere, in 
guarding Commissariat stores. 

H. Dacca Dicision. — The distriets of the l);ieea division were perfectly 
quiet. 

15. ('hilluffon"’ Dirisioii. — 'Phe distriets of the Chittagong Division were quiet 
during the wi'ek. 

lb. Cuttack Din’sion.- 'Phe llajali of llunpoiN*. subject to tlie jiiri.sdirtion of the 
Tributary Mehals, was reported to be furbisliing old arms, and supplying himself with 
new ones. He was said to lx* also const met ing.a “ giirh,” i>r stockaded fort, in the 
midst of a tliiek jungle; ;iiirt .a man was s<’r/,ed laden with ;irrow-shid't.s, which he 
stated he had been ••onunissiuned b\ tlie K.ijali to pnu iire for him. Mr. CoeUbnrn 
being absent in tin' Snndmipore district, the Miigist r.ite of I’oorce ;unl his .Assistant 
were botli .ippointed ex oj/icio .Xssisb'infs to the Supt'rintcinhmt of the Tributtiry 
Mehals, to enable them to aiM with prom|itiiess in ;mv case's whie’h might arise. 

• 17. Tli«' Pans, ;i lr»w jungle evisle. whnvecie believed to have been eniieed 

aw'ay from the .Vntmalliitk estate to juin the insurgeiils ir Sutnbidpore, had, it wii-s 
ascertained, rpiietly settled down in Ib’hraeole. togciliei with some others of the 
(jhns.se.a or Aleliter caste, who, in <dmmon with t'a-m. had left llie .Antmalliek. 
estate, on account of a theft with wideli ll'i e were eliarged. 

n. Cfiota JSafiporc dcinion- M.'tjor ll.ilc'; .and his party liad arrived at 
Sumbulpore, and a detaelmient was out in tin* »lislrieb Tlu^ insurgents w'crc 
reported «to be greatly disheartened on. aec^mut of tlic'ir r'•eent disenniliture at 
Kodapally, as r('porte(i in the NarratiVe fur (In- week ending the* 0th of .lamiary, in 
which many of their number were slain, iiieluding Cliyle Saliie, a brother of 
Soorundcr Sahie, and Sia'ekisseu liaharali, another ringie.ader, ;ind head of the 
Bamrah Khoonds. 

19. The Hnjah of Rehraeole was threatened b\ the insurgents wirfi (ire .-md 
sword, for having seized .Mmhfo (ihoroteaii and h'S adhen nt.s, atid had urgently 
applied for assistance, which Hi;' Commissioner of Cnitaek reported having direetial 
Lieutenant Turnlmll, Commander of the Orissa I’aik t ’orjis. to render to him. The 
four prisoners who had been r-aptnnal acwl sent in by the |{ajali were lri''d, eon 
'victed, and sentenced to death. They all (h nii-d having liem engtiged in Hie attack 
on Di'.s. Moore and Han.soin. or in the .subseipient otx' on C;ip(;iin l.eiglt and his 
party; but they admitted having joined the insurgents eolleeted at Kodapally , with 
the intention of attacking Suinbulpon'. \ filth pri.soner was also forwarrled by the 
Rajah of Rehraeole, but died oKeholera before trial. 

, 20. An intimation w’as received fifini the .Snpn'ine (Joverument that the arms 
and aminuhition applied for by the Conimissloner of Cu(la<‘k fVn* the use cf the 
Sebundics newly levied at Uusseh-oiid.-ih. had, as reipiested by that oflienr, been 
ordered to lie divided, and one portion sent to tin* r'are of the agent at Ganjam, and 
the other to that of the Magistrate at Pooree. 'Phe Commissioner had also applied 
for the services of an Kuropean serjeant as drill instrnetor for tiic ti(?w levy, but the 
Government of India staled that none was available for the duty. 

21. Everything was quiet in the district of MaunblnKun. 

’22. In Singbhoom disaffection continued, but it had not spread among other 
ColeB than those inhabiting certain portions in the west and^ south of the distri'et 
whidi oither lately, or in former times, belonged to the Rajah of Porahat. The 
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insurgents in the south had lost heart in consequence of the mnnl)er of men Inlleii 

the engagement on the banks of the Mograh, noticed in the Narrative for the 
week ending the .ICth Jantiary, and did not attempt to commit any further outrages; 
but tho.se in the west, taking eourage at the sudden retreat of the Rajah of Serai- 
killah from Chuekerdhurpore, advanced in two bodies to two villages, whence^ 
however, titey retired again on hearing of the arrival of the Shekawattee Battalion,. 

2‘i. The Shekawattee Battalion reached (,'hycbassa by rapid marches on tho 
17th •lannary, and Colonel Forster, in consultation with the Commissioner, deteri 
mined at once on murehing first tf) Pornhat via Chuekerdhurpore, at both of which 
places the rebels were said to be in force; and after returning from thence to the 
station, to make another march- to .fyatghnr. They accordingly left Chyebassa 
with a party of (>0() sepoys on the tJMrd Janii.aiy. 

2-1. The ( 'oniinissioncr suhmilted a report on the case of IJrjoon Sing, ex-Rajah 
of Porahat. recapitulating th<> several treasonable acts of the Itajah against the 
State, which had, np to ih.at flab', been discovered. 'J’lu' principal may be briefly 
statcfl as follows: — On the 5(h of i\ugu.st last, on the abrupt (h'parture of Major 
Sissmore. pcrwantiahs were issued In that ofliccr through the Haj.ah of Seraikillah, 
calling upon all the principal Chiefs in the flislricls to send men for the protection 
of the Sudder sl;ilif)fi ; and on tin* copy addressed to llx' Tlajah of Porahat being 
carried to liim, he affectfsl to reg;ird it as a Ibrgerv, and Kept the messenger* in 
durance. After this,a( Ch\(*l>assa. f)i>e X.akfouri SlooUtcar was actively engaged in 
sumnuMiing the Coles, ami ('xplaiiiing to (hem that the Kiiglish had aitandoned the 
country, and that it had itecome tlu' properly of the JC-ij.-ib. At Cliuckerdhurpore, 
the rcsidcucc of (h<' H.'ijah, au<l at .Ajoodiah, one of his vill.-igcs, several Munkccs 
and Mftondahs werf* called in, uiul solcmnlv sttorn to be railhftij to the Bajah, and 
not to sifh' cither \\ ith the (io\<‘rr\in'-u( or (he M.ajali of Scraikillah. .At tlie same 
time sepoys v.<'iit to and from Poriduit to Dfjruud.ah ;»ufl to Chvf'ba.ssa, and one 
Mokonm! Boy was scut by the B:i j.dfwii h a Ictlt-r to \'isli;u>alh .‘saliie, a proclaimed 
rebel in Chela N.agporc, A\ hcii i,lic mutineers h'ft Ch\cbass;i after pluiuh'ring the 
treasury, ho helj’cd them tociuss tlu' ri\('r, and took tlu-m over to Chuekerdhur- 
pore, n lu're they wer<' led and allowed tfi keep guard over tlu'ir arms, lie also 
direetcfl a proel.-imatiou being m.-ule through the Chy( bassa b:i/:ir, “that every- 
thing lieloiigf'd t<» (iod, that the country helungf'fl If) flu' king, and that the ruler 
thereof was Urjoon Sing.’’ After this, he (reabd with contempt Lieutenant Birch’s 
pcrwnnnah, invititig his co-operation and assistance in n'settling the country, 
afleeting tf^ treat tlie order .as ;i forgery. .-V second perwannah calling upon him to 
give up the mutineer ■», was similarly tlealt ^\ith. Kven Avliile professing unshaken 
loyalty to (loverninent, he eiretdatcfl The arrow, tlu' emblem of war, through the 
Colehan. An .trnu'd outpost was eslahlishefl at Ajoodiah tiy one Jugoo Dewan, a 
Well-knoun bad ehar.aett'r. whom he had t.aken into employ. And lastly, he 
committed an overt .act of rebellion, in as.seml>Iing a number of armed men on the 
17th of Nfjyember last, and formally dri\ ing f)ut the (lovernmont poliee stationed at 
Chuekerdhurpure. All these ofTenoes. it appeared from the Comm issioner’.s report,, 
were a.s ftdly established against him as they could be f)n e.r parte investigation ;. 
and the Bajali having failed to apj)oar to answer for himself, though rcpe.itcdly 
called upon to do so, the Lieutenant-r:<»venu>r confirmed Lieutenant Birch’s nrevious- 
order declaring him a rebel, .and direeled th.at his e.st;itcH should be attacned andt 
held for the benefit of (Jovernment. with a view to their ultimate eonfiseation, if, 
after a term of one month, the ex-B.ajah should still fail to deliver himself up. 

25. Jssam, Arravnn, and /.V/rjV(7/«g.— Kvery thing was quiet in the provinces 
of Assam and Arraean, and in the district of Darjeeling. 

20. Munbodh i^ing, •’> sepoy' of the 2n(! Contpany, 9tli B.attnlion Artillery,, 
stationed .at Dacca, was tried at Darjeeling on the charge of desertion, convicted on 
his own eonfes.sioii, and .sentencetl to death, and the sentence carried out. Tkis 
*le.serter was ariTsted without arms in his hands at Knr.siong, by one Bhiknm, of 
the Darjeeling poliee, to wluun a rew.ani 30 rupees was .authorized to be paid. 

27. ('critar. — By the latest accounts from Cnehar the few remaining mutincerft 
of the 31th Native Infantry were still hiding in the dense jungles in the soathK 
(’.astern part of that district. They were represented to be in a state of great 
('xhaustion and complete disorgani/.ation. and literally jwrishing from want; for 
the jung 0 being closeK watched on all sides, their foraging parties were attacked 
W'hcne\'er they attempt<‘(.l to approach the vilhagcs in the outskirts of the fcMrestk 
Utter d(’struetion was the inevitable fate awaiting them. 

. 28. The detachment of Her Majesty’s S-lth Foot being no longer required 00

29. TI>e thanks of tl»e Supreme Government ivcre communicated to Mr. AH© 
£ur bis judgment and foresight in calling out the Svlhet Light Infantry HattaHoil 
against the mutineers of the 34th Regiment, and to Mr. Uudd, the Civil KnginiHM^ 
for his useful exertions wiiile accompanying the battalion on their expedition.

1. Patna JHvinion. — 'I’he mutineers of the 73rd Hegiment Native Infantry and 
of the 11th Irregular (.’avalry had eruwseil the Koosie rixer about two miles below 
Chittrn, and were making off ali»ng tlie 'Pirlioot Irontier through the Terai, 
On the Mth of .January Mr. Yule had advanced, as stated in the Narrative for the 
week ending on the Kith of January, to IJubbyli, twa lve miles within tin; frontier, 
and Major Hiehardson to Jdelaj the <;xtreme point, of our territories on the west. 
On the following day they laid an interview xvith tl.eir Soolai, Jlntlnn Narain Sing, 
who bad been sent by Jung llahadoor to act against, the miilineers. Th«' Soobah, 
however, was unwilling to agris* lo the ]*l.ui of operations w hich was prijposed by 
them, as his men, not being flegulurs, hut merely a local militia, emphjyiul in 
guarding cutcherrics and otlier civil duties, were ipiite untrained and very hadly 
armed, and the Soobah was naturally anxious to keep them together. There was no 
alternative, tiicrefore, but to leave the (Joorklias togetlier to take the w'estern side 
of the river and advance on Chittru, while .Mr. Vnle’.s party atlaeked it from the 
south, and the Cavalry guarded the west bank. Acting up to this plan Major 
Richardson proceeded loChowreca.a spot s<-leeted hv him for its man) advantages, 
particularly that of its comm:in<rmg llie only path by which the mutineers could 

g jssibly proceed wc.stward il they succeeded in crossing anywhere above Ci|,owreea. 

f] the IDth Mr, Yule and his party adxancod ti> Peenira, ten miles further north, 
and here a messenger from the Soobah’s camp inrormed tln-m that the mnliuccr© 
had commenced crossing at noon. They started thence soon after midnight, 
reached Chittra early on the following morning, but too late to inlorcept tltc 
iputlncers, the whole of them having gf>t across the pn*eeding aftcriifam. The line 
of country taken by the rebels after this was utli rly ludit for {.’rivalry, and they 
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evinced no disposition to descend into the plains, for fear of an CTconhter, 
they were doing their best to avoid. It was supposed that they intended to proceed 
to Cloruckporc. .They were reported to liave harmed no one on the way, and to 
be very hard pressed for food, living principally on cakes of beaten rice. Major 
Hichnrdson had proceeded by rapici marches towards Durbungah, with a view of 
protecting Tirhoot, but the mutineers, by the latest accounts, had passed on' 
skirting the jungle, several miles north of the Nepal cutcherry Pergnee, about 
twenty-five niilcs north-west of Soorsan. All ‘anxiety on account of the TirhooC 
district was at an end. 

2. A dcs]>atch from Colonel Uoweroft reported the result of an engagement 
at Sohunpore, on the (joruckpore frontier, between the field ‘force under his com- 
mand and the rebels. The action was fought on the 26th of December, and the 
force under Colonel lloweroft consisted of ^ detachment of the Naval Brigade, 130 
strong, 30 of the Royal Marines, 4 guns, an<l detachments of the Ranidult and 
Gorueknath regiments, H5() strong, and 50 men of the Bengal Police Hattaliom 
The rebels, by all report, were about 1,100 or 1,200 sepoys, and 4,000 or 5,000 other 
armed men, and the Nail) Nar.iin .Mnshrufi' Khan was said to be present with them, 
and also Ali Kureetn, Moulavie of Patna. Their aim, apparently, was to surround 
Colonel Roweroft’s party, but the latter opened lire on them, and a few shells, well 
thrown, cheeked the rebels at once, .scattering them in all directions. One hundred 
and twenty of the rebels were killed. 

3. A sniall party of the Naval Brigade and a eomf)any of the (loorkhas from 
Roodurpore were reported to have proceecled on the 20tii of .lamiarv to the village 
of Bciwtth, and to have attack<‘d and l»lo\vn up the house of Mushrull Khan. 

4. A <lel.aelim('nt of the Naval Brigadt* anrl four companies of the CJoorkhas, 
under the eoinmand of Captain Maegregor, also proceeded from Burhay to Painah 

• on the 23rd of .lannary. and hurnt and destroyed the houses of several )•ebcls living 
in that village; the same course was ptirsued in another neighbouring village named 
Gomah. 

5. The Supreme (Jovernment approved of tlie arrangement, authorl'/ed by 
Maharajah Jung Bahadoor and Brigadier-(ien(>ral Maegregor, of leaving two 
Goorkha regiments under the command of Colonel Roweroft at Gonickpore. and of 
sending the Naval Brigade along with the Uamduil regiment to Oude. 

0. I'lic Supremo (Jovernmeut plaeefi Colonel Roweroft and the Sarun field 
force under the orders of Brig.'idier-tieneral iNhu-gregor ; and the Assistant to the 
Commissioner of Patna reported iiiat Colonel Roweroft had proceeded to and 
arrived at Burhat tiliaut, on the River (Jogra, having boon directed by Brigadier- 
General Maegregor to hold the ghaut, and there await further instructions. 
Colonel Roweroft had also n'eeived instructions from (ieneral Franks to cross 
the (logra at Burhat Ghaut, and t;^ke up a position halfway between the Goomtee 
and Azimghur; but these orders had evidently been issued in ignorance of the 
orders of the Supreme (iov<‘rumont placing the Sarun li(.*ld force under the orders 
of General Maegregor, and laid m)t been acted upon. 

7. Colonel ^liteljcll being unable to move against the rebels at Rhotas, the 
Commissioner reported having onlered Captain Rattray to proceed there and take 
effectual measures for clearing the country, whieli was being plundered by Ummer 
Sing and his partv, whose number it was apprehended might be further augmented 
by the insurgents who were being driven out of Bundcleund. Captain Rattray 
represented the dinieulties an<l ineonvenienees in respect to pay and other matters 
with which his corps had to contend for upwards of six months, and the inexpe- 
diency of sending them now against the enemy in that (jiiarter ; and it was inti- 
mated to .Mr. Saninells from this office that though the Lieiilcnant-Governor would 
not interfere wit!) the orders he h.ad issued, his Honor attached much weight to the 
obscrv;iiioiis made by Captain Rattray, and would be glad to find that the move 
was unnec'ossary, and could be countermanded. 

8. Mr. Money reported that two brothers, Rajpoot acmindars, near Nubhee-. 
nugger, had olfcrcd to bring 500 men to act against Rhotas. lie was authorized, 
in reply, to accept the otfer, and to direct the zemindars to join Captain Rattray*8 
force.

Burdwan divisions were also tranquil. Reports had been made to the Magistrpl^ . 
of Jlowrah that an impression existed in some purls of his district that the Gove^lp!^ ; 
ment intended to seise u|)ot\,a portion of tlie crops, leaving the cultivators so milc)C 
only as vvould be wanted for their own use but the in(|iiiries instituted by 
Ma&gistratc proved that the story was not generally believed in. 

13. The .Judge of Hoerbhoom forwarded an adtlress, in English and Bengalee, 
from the })rincipju inhabitants of Ookhra and the adjacent country, expressive of. 
their loyalty and attachment to tuivcrnment, and was rc<juested,‘in reply, to convey 
to the gentlemen the .acknowledgments of (nivernmcnt for tlie-gooil feeling mah,i« 
fested by them. 

14. Nuddea J)ivision . — The Commissioner of Nuddea was furnished with a 


copy of a corrc.sptmdeiicc with the Adjiil.nnl-tlencral of the army regarding thp 
meusures taken by lleneral llearse\ to prevent excesses and «)ul rages bciu^ 
committed by tlie recruits and Kijri)p('an soldiers in 1 he villages around Barrack- 
pore, and tile instruetion.s issued !>> the (h»veniment of India in tlie Military. 
J)eq)artmcnt. direeting that the greatest \ igilam-e should be used, and a severe 
example made of any Kurop.ean soldier detei-led in such breach of order and 
discipline. 

15. Dacca Division . — The districts of the Daee.'i division were cpiite quiet 
during the w(‘ek. 

Hi. The Superintendent of C’acliar reported an en<*onnter on the 12th, in the 
vicinity of Hirinaeaiuj}', betvvocn the delacliinents of troops uiidi'r Captain Stevens 
and Lieutenants R<i.-^s and Buist, .and tin* mutineers of the .‘llth Uegiinent Native 
Infantry, wlio liad been joined by one of flie Miinipore Princes, with liis followers. 
Lieutenant B(»ss was at tin' time slatidixvi in Hirm.'ieainly with KM) men, and 
Captain Stevens at l.uekipore with tlie remainder of the force, amounting to J50 
men. Of the* latter he liad just disp;ilch(‘d at), under Limilenaiit Buisl, to 
strengthen the sudder sfalion. 'fids party, while proei'citing along the northern 
Ixink of the rivi'r, a short distance from l.ucUipon*, was lired upon by the mulineerB 
from the opposite bank. 'Phe lire was ret.urne<l by l.i<*ul(‘nant Ihiisl.and the enemy 
thus engaged in front. Ijieutenant Ko.ss llu n adv;ine(‘«l I'rom Birmueandy, along 
the southern bank of the river, and att.-ieked their right Hank ;.(h»pl.ain Stevens ana 
LicuUmant Buisl crossing the river on rafts, under cover of (his attack, and an 
action took place which lasted for two hours. 'I’ho mul,in<*ers were lieulen from 
house to house in the village they occupied, and at last «lispersed and fled back 
into the jung'le to the south, leqving seventeen de;id on the fudd. Two other sepoys 
taken pri.soncrs were .also shot, and one siraggler was killed by the scouts. On 
our side two men were killed, and two woumhal. 

17. The Superintendent of Caehar likew is(^ reported the particulars tif another 
successful attack on the imilinecrs w hich took place on the 22nd of .lannary. 
Authentic information h.'iving been received that the mutineers had divirled into two 
parties proceeding south and south-east from Birmacand\, ami numboriitg some 40 
men each, and hearing of the ex.aet position of (he par(\ proceeding in the* latter 
direction, Lieutenant Stevens moved out at noon of tin' 22ml of .lanuary, and after 
two hours’ march found them located cm n st.(‘«;p hill <-«)vere(l with wood jiingic. 
There was a nullah ;it tlie foot of the hill, ami this wuis surroumled w'ith jungle. 
Lieutenant Stevens crept up cautiously to the banks of the null.ali, ami giving them 
a volley charged up the hill. The surprise was eompleie, ami tlie mutineers fled 
leaving all their arms and accoutrements behind. ’Pen of their nuinb(?r were kilted, 
and two, of whom one wa.< a native olliecr, wounded. Some women and children 
were also rcportc<l to have been taken prisoners, and the Superintendent requesting 
orders regarding their disposal, was asketl, in reply, to ascertain and rejiort to what 

..country the women belong. 

18, On the 26th there was another encounter with the rebels, and a party of 30 
men. of theSylhet Light Infantry battalion, leil on by Jnggatheer, jemadar of that 
CjOrps. A scout having reported to Captain Stevens, that he had discovered the 

of a Small Ijody of mutineers in the jungles, and Captain Stevens thinking 
« only one of the fragments of the body scattered on the 22ad, a party under the

jettadar aforesaid was sent out against to cut them up. It turned out. 

. t^e sniatl party seen by the scout had been joined by the remaining one uf^tte twe 
large bodies into which the mutineers had formed themselves after the action at 
BIrmacandy ; and when the detachment fell in with them, the mutineers mustei^ 
in all some 40 or 50 strong. These superior numbers, occupying a strong positipa 
on a hillock, covered with thick baml>oo-jungle, were atta<*ked by the jemada^r and 
his party and completely routed, leaving J3 of tliclr number dead on the field. 
Altogether 20(5 of tliesc mutineers have been killed in tl)c several engagements 
which liad (aken place with Jliem in Sylhet and Cachar. The rest were fairly 
caught in a trap out of which it was impossible for Ujcm to escape. Under these 
circumstances the SuperinCciulent luul tlirccled the IMunipoorcc force that was sent 
by the Rajah, to fall b.-ick, leaving onl\ a few men to guard the passes. 

19. The muliucers having been <‘otn|>lelely broken up and dispersed, and as 
perfect tranquillity was now [U'cvailing in that part of the country, Mr. Allen 
reported that it wa.s his intention 1o return to (..'herra Roonjee, The detachment of 
Her Majesty’s .04lh had left Dacca on the 22nd of .lanuary in the “Dallu” troop- 
boat in Vow of the sl('amer “ C'ocl.” 

20. On the 2(5th of January, Lieutenant Stewart, Superintendent of Cachar, 
was appointed a Ck)minis.'<iorn'r iitifh'r Act XIV of IS,}7. 

21. Nine persons w(;n' tried by 1 he Superintendent under Act XVII of 1857, 
during the week emling on the 9th of.latuiary, of whom eight were sentenced to be 
shot, and one to fourteen years’ trans|iortalion with hard labour in irons. Lieutenant 
Stewart has been asked to report tlie grounds on which th(' last prisimer was con- 
sidered by him imt to be deserving of capital punishment. One person was tried 
by h im umler the satue Act during the week ending' on the 30th tjf .January, and 
sentenced to be imprisoned for life in transportation, with hard lal«our in irons. 

22. A statement furnished by the Judge of Dacca of the trials held by him 
under Act XVII of 1857, showing specili<‘ally the nailin' of the eh.argc against 
each of the in(livi<lual.s tried, and the gronnds of the senlcneo.« passed by him, was 
forwarded to the ijovernmont of India in (he Military Department. No sepoy con- 
victed of mutiny, he staleil, had been stntenecd by him to less than capital punish- 
ment. 

23. A fierson of the name of Cunes Tcwarcc, formerly a sepoy of the 38th 
Hcgiment Native Infantry, and afterwards a police burkumlauze in Sylhet, having 
been found to have been in the habit of coming elandef>linely into the lines of the 
Sylhet Light Infantry battalion, was ortlered by Mr. Allen to be removed from that 
station, and sent to his eountiy (Lucknow). After, ho\ve\er, the unmistakenbly good 
spirit eviiH'cd by the n'ginient, and the thorough defeat and dispersion ol the 
mutineers, it was eonsidererl tliat no further danger reiuaiiieil of the former being 
tampered with, and Mr, .Allen authorised the Joint .Magistrate of Furreedpore, 
whose district ho had reached ou his v\ay homeward, to release the man. 

24. C7t///agoMg Division. — The districts *of the (.Uiillagong division were quiet 
and tratupiil. .'uxl the men of the Na\al llrigado \er\ orderly. The amount of 
money recox ered up to January 30, was 19,25(5 nques 13 annus 3 piec ; and 154 
prisoners had been rc-eaplnred out of (he 202 vxho escaped from (ho jail. 

25. The tkxmmissioner of (’hittagoiig was informed that thc.SupremcGox'crnment 
had sanetioued the retention of Lieutenant Thom.son, of the 3Uli Native Infantry, at 
Chittagong, for the purpose of drilling' the Naval Detaeliinciit, and of assisting in 
the instruction of the new Folieo (’orps. 

2(5. .All remained <|uie( in the district of (ho Cuttack division, and the peace of 
the Tributary Mehals in general was unbroken. The tehsecldars of the Khoond 
Mehnls reported having arie.st<'il twenty-lwoliurgars, iiK'luding women and children,, 
who had been forwanlexi fur (rial to Lieutenant McNeill, the officiating Agent in the 
hill tracts of Orissa. 

27. Vultuvk Division. — One person xvas tried under Act XVI of 1857, in the 
district of Balasorc, during the month of December last, and sentenced to transpor- 
tation for life. 

2S. Chota Nuirpore — Kverylhing continued tranquil in the Kazaree- 

baugh disiriel and in'C’hoia Nagporc; and tluTC xvas apparently a |)rospect of the. 
distui'hatu'i's in Palainow being stion suppressed. 

29. The (\)iunxissiojK'r of Chota Nagporc reached Munikah on January^ 21, attdv 
hearing that the insurgents had taken up a position in the vicinity of Falaiadw. 
Fort, ami being joined by Lieutenant Graham in the night, they went out 
morning, as a reconnoitring party, and saw the enemy in a ravine, del>out;diif)^ dm* 



of tfee rWer above the fort. On be\ng observed tbem»e\ves, tUm fell 
tukcb as if retreating to a position behind some hiUs about a mile distant ‘Wn 
#hich they ailvanced in three columns to attack the fort. Fronx*ihi« the c* 
though they kept up for a time a brisk btit wild fire, were soon driven with 
leaving their guns, and a large quantity of ammunition, suppljes, cattle, and Imggil 
behind them. The bodies of ton of the rebels were found mi the ground and ll 
behind their position. On our side one man was killevi and two wounded. 

30. Amongst the property raptured, weri' several letters addressed to Petumbct, 
Lelurolw, and Xuckut Manjee, the three most iiilliiential ol'tlie insurgent leadeVil, 
from which it may be inlerred that these «ere present, aiul that the pait\ defeated 
was the main body of the insurgents. These h'tters pro\<' also, that the leaders had 
been reeentl\ in eoniimuiieation with Ummer Sing, and had been led to iKdieva 
that Koer Sing, \i ith a large forc*e. was about to eonu* to their help. It waa 
ascertained too, to liaie lieen their intention to blockade the ghaut between 
Manickah and Sntburw ah ; but the r.apid aibaiwe of the force had prevented thitiu 
On the vvliolc, the Commis'<ioner eonsnieied the ic'^ult of this .'iffair to have been 
very important, and to be bkel) greativ to facilitate tin* seUlement of utfairs In 
Palamovv.

captured, but Ooduwt Sahi'*, ami a brother of the (ihoroteali of Kolaberah, who 
were j)res''id during tin* '‘ng.igemerd, sm-eeeded in eneetmg tlr'ir escape. Small 
parties were sent out by M.ijor Hales, m ddfereid directions, to Ir^ and euteh any 
rebel of cousecjuenee vv hose place ol eouee.-ilineni <*onld be traced. The v illagft of 
Kolaberah, which, from tlu* eo>nmem*i*ni<‘id of the disinrbanees in Sumbnlpore, had 
been a ne.st of tebel.s, was burnt down, and the <> tale of the /emimlar of that place 
confiscated. In a subM'ips id letter, the (’oinmissioner of (hdtaek stated that the 
Glioroteah of Kolabenih, and thirt(*en other men of local iinjiorlimee in the place, 
had giv'en themselves up to Major Hates, and that tlie reliels vveru being ev'cr^ vv licre 
hunted down with groat vigour 

34. A report was submitted, by t'aptaiii Shakspeav, of his having forced the 
Singhora Pats, with a detachment of Cavalrv. killing eleven of the emniv, and 
wounding fifteen, bosiiles t.'iking three others pnsoiu'rs. \ller this, (he coiiiitry all 
round wa.s scoured by the (’avalrv : but (‘aptain Shaksjiear's oi dei s 1 eing to make his 
head-quarters on the western side of the.loke river, he leeomim'iided other arrange'* 
ments lieing made at once to keep the Pass ele;ir, vvliii*!! eoiihl be done, he said, by 
stationing there a force of about MM) ba}on<*ts. 

35. A police burkimdaii/e, and three other iiidiv iduals, captured in arms against 
the State after the engagement at Kodapally, were tried an 1 eveeuted, and two 
others sentenced to seven v ears’ imprisonment. 

3fi. The di.st rict of Maiiiibhoom was'|niel. 

37. In Singbhoom the arrival of (’olonel Forst* r’s Shekavvatfe<* Hattalion had 
removed all alarm for the safety of the station, and eonipictelv r<* assured the 
people; and the battalion vvas actively engaged in the woik of r< tribution. From 
Chyebassa, Colonel Forster moved on to (’huekurdiirporc, where 1,000 rebels were 
eatdl to have collected together; these fled the moment they lieard of the proximity 
of our troops. The village was then bnrnt down and destroyecl, and a kirge 
quantity of dhau and numlajr of cattle taken possession of. Colonel Forster theo 
ntbted on to Porahat. Upwards of seventy villages had been destroyed already, 
•and a great quantity of grain and about 1,200 head of cattle were captured.

47 In rcpl> to a lelerenee made by him on the subject, the Commissioner of 
Bui'dwaii was mfoimed that the otlieei in command of the detachment of the Naval 
Brigade at Midnapore was to dtaw on t he CoHoctor, through the marine authorities, 
for all sums of ruonev lu' might ic'qnire, rendering an account of his disbursements 
to the Superintendent of Mannc 

48 The Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned the grant of a compensation of 2,000 
rupee's to Mr G. Drummond, indigo planter, and manager of the Nowlagar factory, 
in the district of Shahalmd, for the loss of his property, destroyed by the rebels

49. Ill replv to a reference made by the Superintendent of Carriage and Supplies

, 50. The Assistant Superintendent of Supplies at NourangabaH soliisftiAi^-td w ' 
informed if he would be required to remain at his post during the next hot s^tfson, 
mjpneral reference was made to the Government of India in regard id the , 
dfmeers in charge of dephts, that they might have timely information given lb ibbttt 
. tp prepmre some shelter against the hot winds. 

51. With reference to a passage in the “ Friend of India” of the 2lst JanttRi^» 
stating that, during the months of September and October, carriage for troopp* 
.though uigently wanted, was scarcely to be procured, Mr. Jackson was requested, 
to prepare and submit a Memorandum showing what number of carts, &c., wig 
mdented for by the military authorities during that period, and from what distriots^ 
uid'by what means they were obtained, that the facts refuting the statements 
made in the *' Friend of India” migiit be placed on record, 

52. Colonel Roweroft reported the capture of eleven elephants by parties ssmt 
out for that purpose by M r. l.yncli, the Deputy Collector and Deputy Magistrate 
accompanying the Sarun field force. 

53. The Licutenant-tlovernor sanctioned the payment by the Magistrate of 
Behar to Buldeo Dhavree Oywal of the sum of 250 rupees, as compensation for the 
loss of the elephant lent by him to Government, which died of wounds received in' 
an encounter with the mutineers. 

54. Messrs. MacNicol juu! Hrownc having intimated that they were dispatching 
their ship, the ” Day-Dream,” to the Per-sian Gulf and Hussorah, which could bring 
horses from thence on her return, were told, after reference made to the Military 
Department, that the Political Agent in Turkish Arabia was making arrangements 
for purchasing horses, and that tiicy might arrange with him for bringing away as 
many as were ready, and land them at Bombay. 

55. The Commissioners of Patna, Bhaugiilpore, Rnjshahyo, and Burdwan 
divisions, reported that no traci; of Rajah Eiisuf Ali Kh.aii (inquiries regarding 
whom had been instituted at the re(picstof Major Herbert) could be obtained in the 
districts of their Divisions. The Magistrate of the Twenty. four Pergiinnahs bad 
previously informed Major Herbert that the individual in question was living at 
Koiingah, in Calcutta, south of the Ma(lri.-!>.sa.

Special Narrative of Ecents, dated February 20 , 1858 . 

, NO disturbances or event of any importance connected with the mutinies 
occurred in the Lower Provinces during the week ending on the 0th ol February. 
Patna Division . — In the Patna division Captain Rattray was reported, on the 
, 4tb of February, to have reached Sasseram, and was inarching with a large detach* 
ment of his corps to assist in clearing the country around Rhotas. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Michell, commanding at Sasseram, was appointed a 
.. Commissioner under Act XYII of 1857. 

A copy of a letter from Major Richardson, commanding the Bengal Yeomanry 
.Cavalry, bringing to the notice of Government the valuable services rendered to 
' hloi, in his operations against the rebels on the Nopal frontier, by Colonel Handul 
v^^ing Thappa, an officer of the Nepal Government, was forwarded to the Govern* 
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mentof Tndia in the Foreign Department for the information of the Goremor' 
General in Council. 

Mr. Trotter, Commissioner, nnder Act XIV of 1857, in the Behar district,, 
reportefl that twenty-one persons were tried by him, nnder Act XVI <Jf 
during tite month. of ilanuary last, of whom one was sentenced to transportation fhir 
fourteen years, one to imprisonment for ten years, and nineteen were acquiltecL, 
Three other persons were tried, in the same district, under Act XIV of 1857, hy 
Lieutenant Stanton, during the same month, of w'hom one was sentenced to trahs- 
portation for life, one to seven years’ imprisonment, and one acquitted. Another 
prisoner, tried by Lieutenant Stanton, under Act XVII of 1857, was sentenced to 
suffer death. 

In the district of Shahabad, twenty-four persons were tried, under Act XVI 
1857, during the month of .lanuary, of whom four were sentenced to capital punish'- 
meiit, two to transportation for life, three to imprisonment for fourteen years, two 
for ten years, one for seven years, one fur five years, and eleven acquitted. 

Kleven persons were tried unfler the same Act, during the same month, in the 
district of Sarun, of whom four were sentenced to imprisonment for ten years, three 
for seven ye.ars, one for five years, and three for four years. 

Ten persons were likewise trie<l, un<h*r the same Act, in the district of Tirboot, 
and one in the district ofCluimpartin, fluring the month of .January, of whom one 
was sentenced to eight years’ iinprisonmeut, one to imprisonment for seven years, 
six for four years, one for one year, and two acquitted. 

Mr. Worsloy, Deputy Magistrate of Nowada, reported having also tried 
twenty-two persons, under Act XIV of during the month of December last, 

of whom two wore sentenced to fourteen years’ imprisonment, two to imprisonment 
for seven years, .and eighteen aciputted. 

11. Ithaiiirnlpnre Division . — In the (list riet of llhaugulporc 21 persons were 
tried under Act XVI of I S.',7 (luring the incaith of.laiiuarv, of whom 7 were sen- 
tenced to (r.ansporlation for life, 10 to imprisomnent for fourteen years, 3 for nine 
years, and 1 for one year. 

12, Jiurdivan Division. — 'riie Su|)erii!teu(lent of .Marino was directed to take 
measures for raising and ('cpiipping a force of 100 Kuropcaii seamen, and dispatching 
them to .Midnapore witlntut del.ay, to snppl\ llic plata* of the party ordered on from 
that station to Singbhoom on aetive scrvii’o. .\n application tvas at the same 
time made to the (lovernmcnt of Indi.a in the .Milit.uy D('|>artinenf'. for the supply of 
such arms and ammunition, including two field guns, as the Superintendent might 
indent for. 

Hi. Nnddea Division . — .All the districts in this division continued, as usual, 
profouiully (juief, and tlie suggestion of th(j Cominissioner that tlic Magistrates 
should discont inuc sending inen'Iy formal reports, .aunouncing that all was quiet, 
was adopted. 

14. Town of (Udvnt/a. — (4u the .Ird of February, the Commissioner of the 
Calcutta l*oli('e reported th;it there h.ad lu'cn an intense panic among native artisans 
of every de.scription in (’.'dciilta. and also among domestic servants, from an idea 
which had got abroad (possilily owing to the passing of the Impressment, Act) that 
they were about to be impressed by CJovcrnmcut, and forcildy carried olf to tha 
Upper Provini’cs. 

1.5. Dacca Division . — llajoe Syed Bukt .Moziundar, of Sylhet, having been said 
to have eollected..arms and anununition, .Mr. .Mien was (h'sired to inquire into the 
matter, and reported that all that could be ascertained was that the zemiindar had 
in his posse.s.sion six small brass eannons. tw'o double-barrelled and two single-bar- 
relled guns, and a few spears and swords, and that he was willing to give up the 
guns, which had been hitherto rot.aincd liy him only for firing salutes during the 
Mohurrum. Mr. Allen was dosinnl to take over the eannons at once. 

16. Chittagong Division . — The amount of money recovered at Chittagong, up 
to the 5th of Fehniary. was 21,098 rupees 11 annas 3 picc, and the number of 
prisoners re-eaptnre^l 154. 

17. Chota Xagporc, Division . — In the Sumbulporo district the insurgents do 
not appear to have l>een anyw'herc in force, but were fleeing from place to place, 
followed up whenever traces of their concealment could be obtained. There were 
live diflrrcnt detachments out in pursuit of them, but the hilly and jungly nature of 
the count ry was felt to bo greatly adverse to the operations of regular troops, while, 
it helped the rebels vert' much in effecting their flight. The district was reported 



tip ,be in « 6<nl^>letely disorffftnised state, and the police establishmeAt< tk 4|iut0 
ifwequate for the (purpose of restoring order and security in it. . 

18. The bommissioner of Cuttack having represented that great inconveuMMMM)' 
was being experienced by the officers out on detached duty in Sutnbulpore, for want 
cit a map of tne district, and further stating that the district and the tracts around? 
it having been already surveyed, a map of the place might t)e prepared from th# 
survey materials, as far as they went, and from other old maps which may be in ex.iat>^ 
elice, the Deputy Survey ur>Cjeucral was requested to get such a map preparad^ 
without delay. 

19. The Supreme Government in the Military Department having sanctioned^ 
the appointment of Captain Bird, of the 40th Madras Native lufunlry, to the 
command of the new levy which he is raising for set'vicc in Sumbulpore, a further 
reference was made to that Department reganiiug the pay and allowances to be 
assigned to Captain Bird. 

20. The Commissioner of (Uittack reported that there were only 18,000 rupees 
in the Sumbulporc Treasury ; tliat revenue was not being pidd in, and as the salt 
trade liad almost ceased since tlie Itroaking out of tlic disturbances, no funds could 
be made available by means of bills on Cutt.'ick, :is had bcc'ii anticipated. At the 
same time, Mr, Cockbiirn earnestly ad\ ised that no trea.sJire might be sent under 
escort from Cuttack w'itiuuit |ir<-\ ions reh'rcuce t(» him, and promised to Ihid some 
means of obviating the difliculty likely to ari.so from the delicieney of treasui’C. 

21. The Lieutenant-Governor autliori/.ed tlie. sum of 17,227 rupees 1 anna 
11 pice, being the irrccovcralde balunec of the amount plumlered by tbe Itumghur 
mutineers from the Chyebassa treasur) , to be written off the aoeounts. 

22. The Rajah of Jhceldah, who \v:is under sentence of banishment for ten 
years, and a prisoner in the ila/,nreebaugh jail wIkmi tlie disturbanc(‘s broke out at 
that place, .ami wIkj, afl(!r being released by the mutineers, had ilone good service 
to the State by closing the passes l)etw'c<‘n Purulea and Ranchee, and between 
Purulea and Hazarcebaiigh, and who also prevented the oeeurrcnce of any disUirb- 
ances in his part of the eoun)ry, and aided the /xunindar of .Jyepore to do the same 
in that estate, was, at (he reeomnioiulalion of Mr. [jushington, pardoned, an’d Urn 
unexpired jKirtiun of his senteneo was remilted, it being at the same time explained 
to him that he would not bo p(a'iuilte<l to exercise tlu; polie(‘ powers with which he 
was vested before his conviction, .and for the misuse of which he had been seutenced 
by the Sudder Court to (he pui\isiiment he was undergoing at the llazareebaugh 
jail when he was released by the nmtine(‘rs. 

23. Thirty-three persons were tried uiuh-r Act XVI of 1857, in the district of 
Hazareebaugh, during (lie month of January, of whom two were seutenco<l to 
capital punishineiit, tlirct! to ti'ansportaliou for Idc, two to imprisonment for sixteen 
years, nine to iinprisonim'nl foi' hjurteeii years, four for (eu years, four for seven 
years, three for five years, two for four years, one for thre^e years, one for two 
years, and two acquitted, but being known to be dangerous characters, released on 
security. 

24. Cachar , — The Superintendent of C.aehar reported th.at Norindnjeet Sing, 
th^ chief of thp rebel Muni|)orc Princes, who joiii(!(| the mutineers of t he .’tlth N.ativo 
Infantry, before the action of Binnat'andy, had been apprelicmhal, and was kept in 
confinement by the Rajah of Mniiipore. lie was stated to be sidl'ering from a 
severe W’oiind in the foot, su|>p(>se<J to have been received .at Jliiin.aeandy, and was 
not yet in a fit condition to be removed. J..icutcnunt Stewart was authoi iz.ed to 
bring him to trial as soon ;is practiealile, and to report the proeccdiiigs of the case 
in due course, for the information of (Joverninent. 

25. General Suffjertis . — The t '«uninis.-;ioner of Nagpore iiaviag od'ered to supply 
grain to tho.se districts in the I.owcr Provinces in which .-.carcii v v\as apprehended 
in consequence of the recent dislurb.'iuec.;. th<‘ ('(jaiirii.-sioiu i s of the districts 
bordering on the Provin/o of Nagpore were eon^iultcd ns to (lie I'xp'.-dieney of avail- 
ing themselves of the odor made by Mr. Plowden. On ils being aiwertaincd from th© 
reports they had submitted that though in some ili.stricis tlu' prices of grain had 
risen considerably, there w.as not such .s -areity atiNwhere as to render it desirable 
for Government to interfere in the matter, .Mr. Plowden ’.s ode r was declined with 
thanks. 

*26. The Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned the payment of GOO rupees to MitS 
Susan Harper, as compensation for the loss of her property plundered and destroyed 
by the insurgents jit Gya. 
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27. Mr. Latour, Additional Jodge at Behar, havidg appeided agatniit itte 
decision of the Commisstoner of Patna, who had declined to pass his application foi? 
compensation for loss sustained by him in consequence of the mutiny, and itaf^pear* 
ing that Mr. Latour’s loss consisted only of two horses, some horse ^ar, pistols, and 
trifling articles of wearing apparel, it was intimated to him in reply, that the mlo^ 
laid down for the grant of compensation, limited such grants to those ** who hai^ 
lost their whole, or a large portion of their property,” and did not seem to conthss» 
plate the entertainment of siicli applications as his. 

28. A reference having been made by the Accountant to the (government of Bengal, 
in regard to an application submitted by Captain Dewaai, lately commanding the 
detachment of the 34th Native Infantry at (Jhittagong, for a refund of advances, 
amounting to 900 rupees, made by him to the moti of that detachment, in payment 
of unacknowledged remittance drafts, the question was submitted to the Govero« 
ment of India in the Military Department, as to whether — first, the claim prfr' 
ferred by Captain Dpwaal should, be admitted in full and without question, he 
having made the advance in good faith, to allay a feeling of discontent observed 
among the sepoys ; or, secondly, whether it was to be conditionally admitted, and 
disposed of in accordance with the rides laid down in the Financial Resolution of the 
2na October, Captain Devvaal being held to have succeeded to the rights of the 
sepoys to whom he had made the advance ; or, thirdly, whether, the sepoys having 
subsequently mutinied, and thereby forl'cited all claims on (iovernment, that of 
Captain Dcwanl, who represented them, was to be altogether rejected. 

29. The Supreme (Iovernment intimated having directed the Accountant* 
General in the Military Department to take steps for the recovery of a sum of 100 
rupees not accounted for by Lieutenant 'J’renchard, late Assistant Superintendent of 
Supplies at Slierghotty, and now an inmate of tlic Calcutta Lunatic Asylum, when 
he made over charge of his office to Captain Lucas. 

30. A letter was received from the Nome Department, conveying the decision 
of the Government of India, on tlie appeal submitted l>y Mr. W. Taylcr, of the 
Civil Service, against the orifcrs of the Lieutenant-Governor, removing him from 
the Commissionersiiip of the Patna Division, and a copy of it was forwarded to 
Mr. Taylcr for .his information. Mr, 'rayler was also called upon to furnish, for the 
Lieutenant-Governor’s information, a copy of liis printed narrative of events 
connected with his removal, which was charactcri/.ed and censured by the Govern- 
ment of India as an elaborate attack on the ullicial conduct of the Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

31. The .loint Magistrate of llancegunge reported that Mrs. Calder, Miss 
Landainan, and four children, Mrs. Perry and tliree chiUlren, and Mrs. Morton 
and child, passed Rancegungc tluring the week under rc[)ort, en Toutt for Alla- 
habad. 

32. In reply to an inquiry from the Government of India, relative to a person 
named K. H. Elliott, dctaineil as a Stnte prisoner in the thannah.jail at Bombay, 
who had been in the employment of the ex-Pcisluva of Bithoor as a military officer, 
and regarding whose proceedings some suspicion was entertained, the Commis* 
sioner of the (^alcutta Police reported that nothing could be ascertained either 
about him or his brother, stated to be a. resident of Calcutta, but that an elderly 
person of the name, and answering to tlie occupation said to have been followed by 
the prisoner’s father, viz., tliat of a bandmaster, lived in this city some seven or 
eight years ago, since which nothing had been licard of him.

Special Narrative of Ereuf)>, dated February 27, 1858. 

1. Patna Dit'Uion . — It being considered desirable to clear the neighbourhood 
of the Grand Trunk Road, near Sasseram, and the country about Rhotas, of the. 
mutineers and rebels who still hovered in that vicinity and render the escort 
of European troops necessary for every party conveying stores, the Governor- 
General directed Lieutenant-Colonel Michell, commanding at Sasseram, to under- 
take the work with the force noted in the margin ;* and he was specially requested

y-:- 2. 'The plan of operations which was determined upon by Colonel Micfaelivln 
luttberance of the' above orders, consisted of the formation of three detachment^, to * 
proceed, one to Rhotos under his own personal command, another to Sudoka nnkier 
the command of Major Jones of the Mth Foot, and the third towards Khusowa; 
and thence on to Adharra, under the command of Lieutenant Campbell of the Sikh 
battalion ; the first two columns nfterwai'ds effecting a junction, and operatkfgf 
ti^ther against the rebels, and the last column so located as to prevent any 
stragglers escaping towards the west. 

3. On the 5th of February, Mr. Wake, Deputy Magistrate of Sasserara, reported 
toMr. SamucUs the repulse of a body of 200 mutineers, and the i*e>occupation of 
Akberpore by the zemindars of Chundergliur. Two men, nephews of tl»c rebels 
Dilawur Khan and Surnam Khan, were killed on the owasion, TIte zemindars had 
only 30 men armed witli firelocks with them. 

4. The CommiKsioner of Patna submitted a letter from (’olonel Roweroft, 
describing his operations in taking possession of the Siitassce Rajaii's palace. The 
Rajah had fortified his palace to a considerable extent, tlie walls within and without 
being loopholcd for musketry, and the buildings connected by galleries and pas- 
sages, also ksipholed, an<l on one face covered with a very tnick iUorny>baraboo 
jungle. But the fugitives from the battle of Sobunporc having probably given 
rise to a panic, the Rajah iim^xpectedly abandoned the place without oHoring any 
resistance. The articles found in the place consisted of 10 or 12 cwt. of ^xiwdcr, 
five large bags of musket-balls, live valuable double-barrelled guns, of which one 
was a rifle, large stores of grain, chiefly rice, a large (pmniity of brass and iron 
vessels, a valuable chest of ivory and elephants* tu.sks, and a quantity of mis- 
cellaneous furniture. Two or three clephunls, aiul some .300 head of cattle, were 
also said to be hidden in some neighbouring jungle, for which search was being 
made. 

5. Information regarding the movements of the mutineers of the llth Irregular 
Cavalry and 73r<l Native Infantry, was (*<»inmunicateil to Mr. Sainuells by the 
Darogah of Bcttiah. M'he mutineers were moving in three columns, the (irst; of 
which was last seen at mouzali U llora on the Terrai, near a cuteherry of tlic Nepal 
Government, where they were allowed to halt and refresh themselves unmolested. 
They thhn passed on "towards Thosee, evident ly with the view of crossing the 
Gunduck at Tribanee, idght miles below which two of their luiinber were reported, 
by Mr. Davies on the yth of P'ebruary, to havi? ridden down to survey the river at- 
Putranee Ghaut. On the llth of February, UK) srjpoys of the 73rd Native Infantry 
and 25 .sowars of the llth Irregulars were reported liy the Commissioner of 
Goruck|>ore to be within four miles of the house ol* Mr. Pepper, at Biraporc. The 
Yeomanry Cavalry were exfiected at CJoruckpore by the I8tn. 

6. The Commissioner of Patna reported that Brigadier Christie had been 
desirous to remove the detachment of ller Maj(^sty’K 82n<l Foot at Bankijiore, and 
found it difficult to send in their place any other Kurofwan force, although eventually 
one officer and twenty-three men of the 37tli Foot had been detached to that station. 
He was informed,’ in reply, that if any further difliculty was likely to arise from the 
paucity of European troops in the neighbourhooil, a body of UK) sailors, with 
officers, could be sent up for the protection of the station, which would at once 
obviate the necessity of committing its defence of the entrenched position to native 
troops. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor authorized the triansfiu* of one rcssaldar, two 
duffadars, two naib dufl'adars, and ten sowars, from the Bengal l*olice battalion to 
the Behar Irregular Cavalry, for the purpose of assisting in the organization and 
instruction of,ttie recruits. 

8. In anticijiation of the sanction of the Supreme Oovernment the Lieutenant- 
Ckwrernor authorized the Magistrate of Tirhoot, and the Joint Magistrate of Chuin- 
pi^un, to entertain, temporarily, an extra police as per margin,* lor the purpose of 
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preventing, as far aa possible, the escape of mutineers and other ^isafleeted 
characters disguised as pilgrims into the Nepal vaHey, on the occasion tiut 
Sbeorattree festival, which took place on the 12th of February. 

9. A reference having been made to the Commissioners of Patna and Bhaugid- 
pore as to the expediency of removing the districts of those divisions from the 
ojperation of martial law, Messrs. Yule and Samuells reported, in reply, that in 
their opinion the law in questipn ought to continue in force for some time longer in 
the districts to which it had been extended. 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned the payment of 200 rupees to Peer 
Beg. sowar, as a reward for conspicuous bravery dis|)laycd by him during the 
disturbance at Patna on the nigliL of the 3rd of July last, on which occasion 
was reported to Imvo made a rc.sf)lutc stand against the rebels, and to have cot 
down one of them, named lmamou<i<leen, with his own hand. 

11. Messrs. W. Butler and C. Bayley, assistants to the Magistrate and Collector 
of Behar, were, as n special case, vt'sted with the powers of a Joint Magistrate and 
Deputy Collector, to enabh^ them to commit for trial undiT Acts XI and XIV of 1857. 

12. Thirty-eight persons were tried under Act XVI of 1857 by the Sessions 
Judge of the district of Patna during the month of December last, of whom one 
was sentenced to transportation Ibr life, si.\' to ten years’ imprisonment, two to 
imprisonment for seven years, two to im|>risonmeiit for five years, one to imprison- 
ment for two years, and a lino of 500 nipt'cs in lieu of labour, and twcuty-six 
acquitted. 'I’lie sentences in the ease of the prisoners sentenced to transportation, 
and in that of the prisoner sentenced to two ye.ars’ impri.sonment, the first of 
whom was charged with being eone*;rne(l in an attempt to seduce soldiers from 
their allegiance, and tlie second with u.siiig seditious langiiago. being in possession 
of arms, and ofiering to purchase others, and aiding and .abetting a dc.sertcr in 
escaping from justice, appeared to the Lientcnant-tilovcrnor to be inadeqii.atc, and 
his opinion to that clfijct was communicated to the .ludge of Patna. 

1.3. Bhaug III pore 7>/c/.v/en.— (bi)tain Burbank reported that <thc force under 
his command had rcturncHl to Purwah from the pursuit of the Dacca mutineers. A 
report was also received from Mr. Yule, stating that he had authorimJ Captain 
Burbank to proceed to Calcutta, and to take with him such of the men under his 
colmuand as ho could not, depend upon for general good conduct. 

14. Four persons were tried, uiulcr Act X.V II of 1857, by Mr. Yule, during 
the week ending on the (ith of Fcliruary, two of wliom wore sentenced, to suffer 
death, and the i)thcr two t(» two years’ imprisonment with hard labour in irons, and 
thirty stripes. 

15. SonlJtol Prrgiinno/is . — On the fith of February the Deputy Coram i.ssioner of 
the Sontiial Pcrgunnali.s reported that iNlr. Cheek, tlie Assistant Commissioner at 
Heerunporc, had committed for trial two persons, a Soulhal and his wife, who had 
been making poojah.s, and predicting that thci-c uonld he .t loot and murdering 
on the 6th of Falgoon ; on u |iartieuiar date, .a general plundering and massacre 
was to commence. They had not suecee<led in creating much sensation, nor was 
there any local cause for dissaiisiaetiou bcyt)ud the failure of crops, and the offence 
appeared to have 'heen e«>mtnitt<‘d by the accused sim|)ly with a view of obtaining 
notoriety for tliemselves among their tribe. The Deputy Commissioner was 
requested .speciauy to eommunieate the result of the trial of this case. 

16. Rqjufnt/tyc Dicision . — .\t the request of the (lovcrnment of India the 
detachment of .seamen located at Unngpon* were directed to proceed at once to 

• Jelpigorce, on the witiulrawal of the Furopean coiualesecnts from the latter 
station. 

17. The Magistrate at Hungporc was directed to convey to Ranee SurnomoyC) 
zemindar of Bali.'irbund. the acknowletlgments of (Jovernmciit for the assistance 
rendered by h«;r t(^ the Naval Brigade at Rungporc, in procuring carriage and 
supplies for them on their .arrival at Bhugwali ghaut, and in providing transport 
for crossing the Berhampooter. 

18. On the report of the M.agislratc of Rungpore that two of the Dacca 

mutineers committed by liiin had been sentenced to death and hanged, and four 
others sentenced to transportation, the Judge of Rungpore was reque.sted to submit 
a special report showing the grounds on which other than capital punishment was 
passed in the last-mentioned ea.ses. ^ 

19. Messrs. Coekburn and Wemyss having been elected by the Rajshahye 
yolunleer Cavalry, commandant, and ^cond in command of that corps, the Govern- 
ment of India w'ere requested to confirm the appointments on the same footing' as 
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those of the officers of tbe Calcotta Volui^r Cavalry. The Government of India 
were, at the same dine, a|>plted to for the services a drill seijeant to iastroct the 
corps. ' 

20. Nuddm Dhuion . — The camp-followers named in the margin,* latd^y 
aiitached to the Hth Irregular Cavalry, charged with having deserted with tto 
third and fourth troops of the regimottt when they mutinied at Jelpigorec and . 
Madareegnnge, had, when apprehcndtKl by the police, been made over to the'; 
military authorities at Berhampore, but were, subsequently, retransferred to tho . 
civil authorities for trial, under orders from the general officer commanding the ; 
Presidency. A reference has been made to the Military Department as to whotlier, ■ 
in such cases, the prisoners should not rather be tried by court-martial. 

21. Dacca Division. — On the night of the 7th of February, or early on the' 
morning of the 8th, a large party of the Khocluick Kookies attacked Khilbourg 
Poonjee and three other of our border vi Hag -s in the jurisdiction of the thannab 
Latou, in the Sylhet district. IMiis tribe of Kookies was, stunc years ago, very 
troublesome, and was chastised by ('ol<»no]. Lister, for making forays in our 
territory. Their present temerity seems to have been owing to the temporary 
absence of the guards at i.ung-aie and Churgolah. which were withdrawn liecause • 
the men were retjuirod for tho operations which were Ix'ing- carried on in the Sylhet 
and Cachar districts. Mr. Allen reported that the usual guard have since lieen 
sent out to both those outposts, and fifty men ordered from Cachar to strengthen 
the detachment at S\ Ihet. 

22. The mutineers of the 3kh Native Infantry having been now almost anni- 
hilated, Captain Stevens was directed by Mr. Allen to return with the head- 
quarters of tlie Sylhet Light Infantry Battalion to (’herra Poonjee, Limitenant 
Buist, with an e.vlni dotaeluncnt of rather morir tliaii 100 men remaining at 
Silchar, till the detachment uiulcr IjicMilcuant Boss, then still on tiuty in the 
neighbourhood of Binnacandy,-ci>uid return to lii(‘ Sudtler station. 

22. On the Sthof Fehruary. .Mr. Allen reporti'd the part ieulars of an engagement 
which took placi' on the 2Hlh of Deecinlx'i* last, between a party of the mutineers 
of the 3'lth Hi^giment Nativi* Inl/iiilry aufi a small delai-him'iit of our troops, 
commanded by a (Joorkha J-.snadar named Bam Bi.st, in whieh five of lh(^ mutineers 
w'cre killed, an<l tliiee taken prisoners, and afterwards shot by the jemadar, on 
their attempting to escape from.the guard. Lieuleiiant Sherer being of opinion that 
the (tarty was entirlcfl to receive a reward of ftO nqtees for each armed mutineer 
killed, Mr. Allen nfern'd the matter for tin* onlm-s of (Joverninent, and tli<f lewnrd 
claimed w’as allowed by the Lieutenant-dovernor, in the ease of the three men who 
had been taken ftrisouers. 

24. The Su|»eriutcndeut of (\-«ehar having rejioi-ted that siv .Mnnijioree Princes, 
whom he had (tlaee.l under arrest at (‘aeliar, to kei'p them out of mischief, had 
managed to make their esca|)e, the (Jovernment of India directed that, when 
re-ca|)tured, unless guilty of some oH’euee for whieh they could be tried and puiMshcd 
by the local autliorjties, they should be sent down at once as State prisoners to the 
Presidency. A report of the eireumstanees eoniiected with tlcir esea|)e was, at 
the same time, called for by the doyernment of India, and the Siqierinteiident w'as, 
accordingly, requested to furnish the same. 

23. Cuttack Division. — Mr. Cockburn rcjiorted that he had deelined to comply 
with the first request of the Rajah of Kconghnr Ic) be sn|»pli(Ml with L.VJd mnskets, 
but had furnished him with the materials for making gunpowder, which he had 
also asked for. This Rajah has shown himself very faithful to (iovernnient 
throughout the recent disturbances. 

2l>. The acknowledgments of the Lieutenant-dovernor wen* eominnnicatcd to 
the Rajahs of Sohuiqmre, Ruttanah, and KaureaJ, who were re|jorted by Mr. Cock- 
burn to have renderevl much timely service and valualde assistance to Lieutenant 
Swiney, of the 32nd Madras Native Infantry, on his way to Kam|>tee to join his 
regiment. 

27. Chota Na^pore Division. — The news from Palarnow reeeivc'tl rluring the 
week was of a very favourable character. The Commissioner haci remained at 
Lcsliegungc till the 8th of February, collecting sujqilie.s, and awaiting the result 
of bis perwannahs for the attendance of those jageerdars and heads of villages 
who had not previously made their appearance. Most of these had readily 
responded to the call, but the most innuenti.^1 of all, Baboo Bhowanny Bux, Rae

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of Bisrampore, for some time paid no attention to the summons. As this man is 
the head of the Cherra family, who were formerly zemindars of Palatnow, 
believed to have collect a large force, including some of the mutinied ’aepoya of ,5i;^ 
Ratnghur Light Infantry Battalion, it was not deemed prudent to advance, into tpe 
Bhoglat country, the head-quarters now of- the insurgents, until the real desigito.of 
this powerful chief could be ascertained. On the 3rd these doubts were fatis^ 
factorily terminated, by Baboo Bhowanny Bux Rae coming into the camj^ He 
■ denies having taken any part in the disturbances, but this will, of course, iqitn .a 
subject of future inquiry. 

2H. With the different contingents by which he had been joined, the force at 
the disposal of the Commissioner was now nearly 2,000 men, while the followers of 
Neelamber and Pittamber were stated to have dwindled clown, since the defeat at 
Palamow, to about 1,000; but the principal ghauts into the Bhoglat country 
been stopped. 

29. It was determined now to advance at once, and accordingly, on the 6th of 
February, Captain Dalton, detached from I.<;slicgungc, under the command a 
subadar of the Jlumghur Loral Force, and with 'Phakooree Kissen Dial Sing, and 
other zemindars, between 500 and GOO matchlocknien out of those furnished by 
the Deo llajah and other zemindars, with orders to proceed to Shahpore. He 
himself, with the whole of the disciplined troops with hhn, besides 64 of the 
Deo Rajah’s sowars, and about G50 matchlockraen, marched on the 9th towards the 
TToongarec Pass, directing at the same time the party at Shahpore 40 advance 
against the Bogloomara ghaut. On nearing the* village of Kurnanand, on the 
10th, Captain Dalton was informed that a party of insurgents, who had recently 
occupied the Toongaroc P.ass, wore then plundering that village. Lieutenant 
Graham thereupon, with the Commissioner's escort •)f the Bamghur Irregular 
Cavalry, some sowars of the Deo Rajah, daslied forward .and came on a party of 
the insurgents, as they were <lriving off a large hcr<l of cattle and some villagers 
as captives. These thev succccdctl in rescuing, and alsf) in taking three prisoners; 
one, a leading chanicter among the rebels. Two of the three |)risoners wore 
hangeti ; the other has been kept for tlie present, as he has it in his power, and 
seems disposed, to give important information. Our troops subsequently entered 
the Rhogtuh country unopposed. 

30. Captain Sliakspcar, commanding the Nagporc Irregul.ar Ft)rcc, having 
been obliged to return to Raoporc, the ojjerations against tlie rebels in Surabulpoire, 
were being carried on witli much activity generally ; but a reve rse had been met 
with, which it is necessary to record. Mr. (\)ckburn rc|M>rt<’d having dispatched 
another dctachim'nt of Horse, under Capt.ain Wood, and a detachment of Infantry', 
under ( ■aptain WoofU)ridg<‘, to take his place in the direction of Singbora, which is 
about sixty miles to tlie west of Sumbidpore. On the 20th, a telegram was 
received from the Magistrate of (’uttack, reporting that Captain Woodbridge had 
attacked the rebels on the 12th of February, in one of their strongholds, behind Pahar 
Sinirgurrah. and been repulsed; Captain Wotwlbridge liiin.self, and two sejioys, being 
killed, beside. s live sejioys wounded. Assistance wa.s promptly sent ouf, and 
Mr. Cockburn had requested Ca()taiu Leigh to proceed at once to the spot to tike 
charge of the detachment. 

31. A very successful advanee had been made by Major Bates, on Robinda, 
a place within the territories of the Rajah of Hamrali, commonly considered inacces- 
sible to regular troops, and where, on that account, a numbiT of i-ebels had taken 
refuge. Our troops succeeded in reaching the spot, but the rebels managed to 
escape without loss; but two villages, and a large quantity of provisions foabd 
stored in the jungle, were dcNtroyed, and the stone breastworks which bad been 
erected were thrown down. 

At the same time, M.'ijor Wyndham, who had moved into another portion of the 
Bamrah Rajah’s territory, for the purpose of capturing the rebel leader, Sfee Ri^cn 
Baharah,* and taking possession of his zeminilaree of Goorpally, succeeded in 
destroying the vill.age of Huldeebnlmn, Sree Kishen Bahara’s head-quarters^ and in 
clearing the Batrama Ghaut, at which the Calcutta dak has been clo^d for a.lqng 
time past. The ds\k route is now re-opened. 

‘While the larger detachment of troops were engaged, as stated abovcI,^*fivc 
smaller ])arties of the Rnmghur Light Infantrv Battalion, the Orissa Paik Contpanies, 
and the Gurjnt Paiks, were employed in other parts of the district. Of. a

men of tlm OriiSA Pfuk Companies, and aixty Quiiat Ttdka. 
itiwer Mr. Dyer; had, in particular^ rendered important service, by deatroyih^ i^l^l 
yilla|^ and stores, and especially at a place called Dheoghur, where a nui^Mr 
airixied rebels have been captured. ' 

33. By means of another of these smaU parties the rivcr*route has 
rd'opened, and many boats have m'oceeded on their way which had been for mbn^il; 
detamed at Sumbulpore. For the protection of this traffic, a police station bdl^ 
been established, and a guard of the Orissa Paik com^ianies stationed in thd' 
neighbourhood of the most dangerous |)art of the river. 

34. In reply to a reference made by him on the subject of the trial of the 
ihsnrgents captured by our troops in the Sumbulpore district, Mr. Cix'kburn wab 
lalforined that the Lieu tenant^jrover nor agreed in opinion with him regarding the 
expediency of trying such cases promptly by court-martial, instead of sending' them 
m.to be tried before Commissioners appointed under Act XIV of 1S57 ; and that 
fhO' instructions issued by him to Major Bates to dispose of such cases summarily, 
were approved. 

35. A recommendation by Mr. Coekburn, that the third class Order of Merit 
be awarded to Jemadar Hurnath Sing, of the 8th Company Ramghur Light Infantry 
iBattalion, as a suitable acknowledgment of his conspicuous loyalty during the 
whole pericid that the district of Sumbulptn-c was in a disiurbeil state, was 
submitted for the orders of the Supreme Government. 

36. Two persons were tried under Act XV'^l of 1857, in the district of Sumbul- 
pore, during the weekending on the 30th or.Ianuary, and both scntenc(rd to death. 

37. In Singhboom, towards the south, the Coles of tluec peers having congre- 
gated in some force at the Scringsella Pass, Colonel Forster proeesnied against tnem 
on the 9th of February, and ascertaining that the rebels hud fif'd Into the deep 
jungles and hills which abound in the vicinity of that position, h(^ divided his men 
into four parties, two of whioli were to make a wide sweep to'the right and left of 
the position, while he himself led the centre party tovvards a pf)int on which the 
flanK parties were directed tf> advanef? ; the fourlli (jivisioii being left in charge of 
thetwoguns, and tostrengtlieu the European sailors under eommaiid of .Mr. .louran, 
who arrived at Chyebassa on t lie 4th of Fobrnary, and formed I he covering force 
of the enterpriy.e. The measures thus taken were eiowned with conijilete success. 
Every armed C\)le was driven out of his cover, and many of tliem killed, while the 
casualties on our side consisted of only six sepoys aiul one jcmuflar wounded. 

38. Colonel Forster, in a communication on the statf* fif airairs at Singbhoom, 
stated, that among a tpiantity of papers which accidentally iell into his po.ssession 
at Chuckorderpore, he found a copy of a khurreela addressed by llrjoon Sing to 
the British authorities, giving a clear account of his acts up to tliai period, ana his 
deep sense of the obligations he owed to the Statf; ; and that it appeared from the 
opinion of parties qualified to judge on the subject, that the Cbief of Porahat had 
be.en led away more from personal fear, consequent on the. favor shfiwn to the 
Rajah of Seraikillah, than from any unfriendly feeling that he entertained towards 
the British Government, and that cv'cn now, tliongh seventy or eighty of his villages 
had been burnt by our troops, and above l.(KK) heatl of eattle takf'ii away from 
them, he had not yet prcisumed to retaliate, or to make any aggre.ssive attack on 
our villages. Under these circumstances, (VdoncI Forster was f)f opinion that 
Uiioon Sing might now with advantage be left to himself, and slefis taken to 

S niet down the country, without prolfinging anarchy, at an enornioii.s cost to 
fovernment. 

39. Fifty-eight persons were tried under Act XVI of 18i>7, in the flistrict of 
ll^unbhoom, during the month of January ; of wluim one was transported for life, 
four to fourteen years’ imprisonment, two to imprisfirmu'nt for seven years, one for 
4ve years, one for three years, eight to corporal punishment, and forty -one were 
acquitted. / 

40. The mutineers named in the margin* having been sentenced by Major 
'Simpson to transportation instead of to capital punishment. Major Simpson was 
.anHedpn to report the grounds on which the sentences were awarded, and was 
on receipt of his explanation, that the Lieutenant-Governor could not 
oic^or with him in thinking that the prisoners, who were proved to have been 
present with the regiment when the mutiny occurred, and long afterwards^ were 
‘ mjfedtiMTving of death- 

^ Shahadat and Mooivie, Hepoyo^ ]ate of tbo Ramghur Light Infantry RaUalion. 
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41. In consequence of the present disturbed state of the district of ^ngliiio^t 
and the circumstance of the senior Assistant Commissioner of the district hav'iljli|^ 
been recently .severely wounded ,in an encounter with the insurgents, the GoVe^* 
ment of India in the Home Department were applied to for permission to ap'poiOt 
an Knropean ofTie<‘i‘ to the medical charge of the station, who should be comifWtent 
likewise to act as ex officio Assistant lo the Commissioner. 

42. Darjedinff.-^Onc of the Dacca mutineers was tried for desertion at Daijeer 
ling' <luring' the month of .fanuary, and sentenced to death. 

4.‘{. Cadtar. — 'I'hrecj persons were tried under Act XVII of 1857, by the Super- 
intendent of Cachur timing the week ending tui the Gth of Kebruary, of whom one 
v\as seutenced to death, and two tjthers to be transported for seven years. 

44. (leneral Subjects. — The (’ominandant of the Jlcngal Police ilattalion for- 
warded a translation of a pa|)er on the late mutiny and rebellion, written by Sudar 
Baliatloor Subadar lleda jut, Ali, of his corps, anti was requested to convey to that 
ofHeer the thanks of (itweinnuMit for the tlocmnent in tpiestion, which was printed, 
aiul copies t)r which liave Ix'cii forwardtxl to the CJovernor-Gencral, the President in 
Council, and the Coiirl. of Directors. 

45, (’aptain Rattray having solicitctl the exorcise of the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
prerogative of inertly on behalf of Rehamut Ali, late a tliiffadar in the Resala of the 
Bengal Police Battalion, but now a prisoner in the Alipore jail in consequence of 
having bet'n convicted of participating in a bribe received from Ali Kurreem for 
penuitting him to escape, on tlie gromid of the father of the late duffadcr having- 
done good servit-e to tlx- Stnt(r in llie pnwinee of Agra <liifing the recent disturb- 
ances, a i'<*rercne»‘ \v;is made l.o the ( lovernnu'iit. ol tlx; North-AVesterii Provinces for 
the partienl.'ii's of (lx‘ serviccf, r<•lxl«'r^•tl by tlx* latliei* o( the prisoner. 

*4(5. Tlx! iMagisIrateof t lx* 'rw<'iil v-lbur IVrgnnnah.s having reported the eircum- 
stan<*e of certain sepo)s ot tlx* 751r«l Natives Infantry senb'ncod to imprisonment in 
the Alipore* jail, having, em their |•e*le*ase• fremi Jail, be?en e*nferlaineel as Lattyals by 
a /emineliu', a e*ir{*ular was atlelre‘sse*el thre)iigh lhe*(’ommissiemers lo all Magistrates, 
anel .’dse» te> tlee Supe'iinteixlents eif l)arje'e‘ling and Caehar, directing them to 
forwarel to tlu*ir native villages all military eilfeMxlers on ihe*ir release from jail, and 
not te» allow siie*h men to leniaiu at large, in tlx'ir elistrie*ts, evr in the service of 
private iixlivielnals. 

47. The Lie'utcnanl-Geive'nx)!* sanetieinenl the payment e>r2,0()0 rupees to iMr. C. 
K. Davies, .as compensation feir tlx* le>ss of his property destreiycel by the mutineers 
during the late elisturbaiu'cs eit Shahahael. 

■IH. ’Phe Ceemmissioaer e)r Nnelele*a having submitted a lMe*moranelum of the 
nuuibe*r evfe-arts. Ixill()e:ks, anel be'arcrs rurnisiied from his elivision to the Snper-

40. ’I’lic Ce)mmissary-(»encra I having ee)mplaineel that wrotehed hackeries and 
miserable bulleicks hael been I'urnislx'el fevr the transport e)f valuable stores, 
Mr. Jjicksem was re'cpiesteel te) report, what e;irriage*s were referreei to, and by whom 
they had been I'urmsiu'd, anel whe*thcr the bulleveks alluded to were Government 
bidleH*ks or tlxjse* hireel by Gov einment. 

•W., Mr. .lae’ksem was informe'd that the* Gevvornment evf India did not anticipate 
that the officers in charge of depeMs een thetJr.and Trunk Road would have t6 
rennain at their posts eliiring the approae*hiiig hot vveathe'r. 

51. A eeipy of a lettew from Air. Allen, repeating (hat the Collector of Sylhet 
had pnrehasi'ei five 'standarel-si'/.c anel fevnr nndersiml olejvhants at 900 and* 600 
rnpees eae'li reispeetively. was forvvareleel to Mr. .fackson for his information. 

52. A e*opy of a letter rreeive'el IVeem the SnperinteneUmt of Darjeeling, sugg^ting 
the expe'dieney of erecting camping shed.s betwe'cn the Ganges and Titalya. lor the 
use e)f treievps that may be* ordered up tei Darjeeling, wa.s forwarded to the Govern-, 
ment e)r India for e*e>n.sielcrat ie>n .'inel evrders. 

52. A reply reee'i v(*d from Mr. Tayler to the decision of the Supreme Government, 
relative to his :epj)eal fnun the Lieuteuaut-Gewornor’s orders removing him freto 
the Patna Commissionership, was forwarded to the Home Department. ’

'I'lu* fonie.e, ol’ Hholas 
was after this occupied hy a party of 2'» Sikh ; and somr- of the armed pi dice ; luit the 
bulk of the left colmnn jiroeeeded on to nu it the ceiprc (•i»bimii at (In- lira I of l lie valley, 
and found them at Funluli, a. valley whidi had been the ltead-i|iiarters of (lie rehels uml 
mutineers for months past, ami v.ldeli was for llial rea.Miu burnt <lown. 'I’he neighbouring 
village of Huskodan was also destniyed. 'I’he enemy, Jiow<\er, iiad se]»iia(ed (be pr<'vions 
night into sinay parties, and had retreated and di'jiersed (In m-^elves in diifeiioii, .a 

few having crossed llic Sosuie. Cn iner Sing am! oilier /.eini'idar', were believid ti> be , still 
secreted somewhere in the deighhourhood of Khotas, nnd it was «'\pei;(*;d that (liey would 
be captured. 

2. To prevent Rhotas heeouiiug.tigaiu tin: head-rpiarters and ndiige of the mnliiiecrs 

and rebels, Mr. W'akc suggested (hat the garrison left to liold it slmnld lie ;.1r<ing enough 
to send out detachments from time to time through the pas-i's, ami dial om* pmiion ol it 
should consist of a detachment of Ivuropean troops, 't he talile-land and va!Ii*y'. ol ithotns, 
he added, are more healthy than ^hc plain*'; and if a lalmiir v'l re e-sjiemlcd in 

clearing the passes, lie had no doubt the heaiuy of the sia nerv, (he vielme <»( du; liiml, 
the e.vten.sive pastur<‘s, and the fine air <d the hilN would indiiee many i/.irojienn-i (o settle 
in the place, ami change it Ironi heing the resorl of cattle->l< .ih r^, bmlniashe.s, and 
eluders of justice, into a rich and people<l country. 

3. Colonel Alichell himself suggestml tlial a foroc of .'lo Si •war-, .ind 2d3 fufiintry 
should be raised for the pur|)osc<»fhid(Iing die garrison, and be placed ii’ider an iiifi-Higent 
European non-comraissioiHHl offn'cr, wliom he named. This force, fi'- diouglil. would be. 
quite sufficient not only t<i hold^Kliota;-.. biital o to proi. c! dm immcdiiite neigbhonrhood 
of Akberporc. The Li«‘utenat»i-(.iovernor audiori.-a d hli jiropo-ition being cj.i rii:-! out 
immediately, in anticijiation otthe .->nnction ot the t»overnim‘nt of rndia. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor also Kan«*tiom.‘d, on the rccommeudalion of Mr. KainucllH, 
theformatieri of a thannalnat Akherpore, ami tlm aiigmentatiou of the police levy under 
Mr. Baker, Dejmty Magistrate at Sasscrain, to lot) men. 
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5. A telegram was received from the Assistant Ciommissioner of Batto Ob the 
February, intimating that on the 20th Colonel Rowrcroft encountered a large mity of the 
enemy, numbering about 2,000 Infantry and 500 Horse, at Dhoolpore, ana oom|detefy 
defeated them, (•a[)turing their guns. The loss on our side was stated to be ray 
small. 

6. The Government of India in the Home Department were informed that, the 
mutineers of llie 11 Ih Irregular Cavalry and the 70rd "Native Infantry had effected 
escape across the river Gundiidc at Chuppenghaut, in the Nopal territories; thirty-t*o 
miles north of Tribaneogliaul. 

7. The liieutcnanl-tiovernor authorised the sum of 277 rui>ee8 8 pie, being the 
annnint of Government money jdiimleretl by mutineers from the house of Lalla Rada- 
Kisscii, Nazir, altachcd to the oHicc of (he Deputj* Magistrate of Sewau, to be written off 
to j)rofit ami loss.” 

H. In reply to a referem*e made by him on the subject, the Commissioner of Patna 
was informed that the resolution of the Government of India, which regulated the 
allowiinees i»f officers, military ami medical, serving with the Neimlcse troops, had 
reference likewise to the otlicers doitig duty with Colonel Koweroft's party. 

t>. Cajdain H. C. Adam was ajipointed second in comnumd of the Behar Irregular 
Horse, and directecl to perlbrm the duties of adjutant. 

10. A petition from Sahib Alum Sultan Siinoor Mirzn, now a prisoner in the 
Meetajiore .lail, in wbieb be explained that he bad been arrested on mere suspicion under 
the orders of the < ’omini.ssioner of the Division while be was staying at Patna, where he 
had proceeiled for medical advice, was forwarded, in original, to Mr. l^amuells for 
report. 

It. lihnvijiilporfi J)li:!sinn, — M^’s^rs. T. A. Kellwiek, H. (*ave, II. B. Biickland, and 
.R. Do (ioiireey, were appoinled Assistant .Magistrates in (he district of Purneah. 

12. Ducca DIrisioii . — 'Plie tinal operations .against the (.'hitfagong mutineers were 
reported ujton by lieutenant Stewart iti a letter dated the l.'Mh February. The number 
of mutineers killed since entering Caehar was staled in this report to be 185, and the 
number of <'ainp- followers taken 2!); from 1 10 to 120 stands of arms were also stated to 
have been taken from tlie enemy, ami about ;»o,()00 ru])ees recovered of the money they 
plundered from t'hittagoiig.

-On (he l llh February parlies 
wore sent out (o razi* the walls of (be fortified lionse at (lieinoo and to de.slroy tlio breast- 
works on the hill. By the e parties large quantities of grain were brouglit in and several 
herds of cattle ami .some luTiNmeii who liad been carried off by (be Bliogtulis, The villages 
around were rejmrtvd to be all deserled. atid (‘ajUaiii Dalton bad not sueeeeded in com- 
municating with any of (he alarmed villageiv. wliieli lie was nn\ioiis (o do in order to 
induce them to return.

12. Throe more mutineers of the Ji-ftli Native Infantry were apprehended duripg the 
week, tried under Act XVTI of 1857, and execut(!d. They stated that they formed jpurt 
of a body of ten wlm escaped from the field of Birmacandy, and, crossing the riveiv! 
entered the jungles on the oppositi; side. They had been separated from their other, 
seven comrachts for some lime, and did ikjI know whether they had been kiHed or not. , 

13. The Superintendent of (.aclmr having informed Mr. Allen tlmt since th^ 
mutineers of the 31 th llogiinent had h<‘(‘n driven into the Cachar jungles, large .sums ejif 
money, apparently (lirown away liy the sei)oys in tlioir flight, were, in the absence of any 
inducement to deliver them up, ap]»i-o|»riate(l liy the persons who found them, and tliat, 
persons who (‘aptm(!d the sepoys also usually atlcmpted to purloin the money found in 
their possession, fhe raeutenant-Oovenatr authorized the payment of a reward of 10 per 
cent, in all ordinary eases for (fovorinneiif In.'asnrc voluntarily rendered up by any person 
not in the service of (lovorumenf, and a reward of 20 ])er cent, in special cases to be, 
reported for the information of Government. 

14. Soorkali (lossyali, a prisoner in the Chcria Poonjee jail, who attempted to 
tamper with one of the sepoys of fhe jail guard, and was on that a(!COunt detained in 
custody after the expiration of the senfeiiee he was working out, was released by 
Mr. Allen on furnishing a seeairify ti> the atnonnf. of 200 rupees for his future good 
behaviour. 

15. The Lieufenanf-Goverimr authorized preliminary proceedings being set on foot 
for instituting an iinincdiate and Ihtnoiigh investigation into the conduct of the Maha* 
rajah, «)f Tippenih, who, though he had held no friendly (“oniinunieation with the mutineers 
while they were in his f('rritories, had not shown tliat energy and readines.s in arresting 
their progress, that tin' (Joverninent had a ri,ght to expect from him. The Officiating 
Magistrate of 'I’ipperah nientiomsl that the p»>pulafion of Independent Tipperah was 
small and the villages seatterod. and that, the Maharajah's authority over tlie distant 
portion of his territory was so little that, with the host intcniions and the most earnest 
desire to assist Government, he may often have had his (»rders inefficiently carried out or 
almost entirely m'glecti'd ; and Mr. Metcalfe, the .Indge of 'I'ipperah, was also of opinion 
that the Maharajah had no im-ans of opposing the imitineer.s, aiul that he was a timid and 
nervous man, and at variance with his liill tribes. The Commissioner considers that a . 
regular investigation ought nevertheless to he made, it being desirable to clear* up all , 
doubts resting on the eondiict of such influential nu'n. 

16. A hdter Avas received from the (.'oinmissioner of C'liittagong offering suggestions , 
and soliciting instructions on certain points in regard to the constitution of the local 
police corps in course of formation in the districts in his division. In reply to this com- 
munication the sanction of llu' lacufenant-Governor was accorded to the entcrtaiiunent 
of a drill instructor (Sheik Ahmed), for the recruits in Bhullooah, on a salary of 15 
rupees per month, and (uu* dulfadar to every 20 recruits in the Bhulluoah corps) and t^ee 
extra dutfadars for tin* levy in Chittagong. The Comini.ssimier was also informed that a . 
recommendation Avas ahout to hi' submitted to the Government of India, for the forma-.' 
tion of a Chittagong Divisional Corps. 

17. The Lieutenant -Governor .siinetioned a charge of 1 00 rupees disbursed by the 
Comniissioiior oi‘ Chittagong, as a reward jiaiti to his eoaehman for conveying intimation 
of the mutiny at Chittagong to Tipi)erah, on liu> pight of the ISth November last. 

18. Cuttack Dliuxioii. — 'I'lic Commissioner of Cuttack reported having intimated, to, 
the Agent to the Governor at Vizagapatam, in reply to an inquiry made by him on t^ 
subject, that the services of the 1st Aviug of the Madras Native Infantry at Cuttack could 
be dispensed Avith at (hat station, and it Avas expected that the Aving would be shortly 
withdraAvn. 


19. Choltt Ntujpore Dirision . — The (\)mmis»iouer at Cuttack* submitted a letter iBrpnfi’ 
EnsigiA Warlow, of the 40lh Madras Native Infantry, ilescribing the attack made on 
I4th February, by the i)arty under his eoramand, on ilie rebel stronghold at Palar Serip,- 
gurrali, Avhere Captain \Voodbridge was repulsed ami killed. The enemy occupied a strong 
position in a narroAv defile betAAocn two steep hills covered with dense jungle, apd 
thrown up across the defile a loop-holed stone breastAvork, about seven feet high and 
feet long, in such a manner as completely to command the narrow path leadwg up 
They h^ also cut down the jungle on either side, so as to concentrate the whole 
this^approneh ; and about halfway up the hill on the left they had erected another 



jjtnk, QOBimKBdme the one on the pass. The mode of opeii^ion 

Bpsi^ Warlow, c« ttrriviim witliin about a quarter of a mile of thiastronjrlv-4b^(ldM 
position, was as follows : — He divided his force into three parties, sending one up toe Mil 
on the left to turn the right flank of the enemy, and advancing himself with another ttp 
the hill on the right, while the third remained in the defile, with orders to advance against 
the breastwork as soon as they heard firing on their flanks. When the insurgents pProciyed 
the advance made on both flanks they abandoned their positions hastily and Ilea up the 
hill on the right, firing a few shots, which did not take effect. Both their broastworfea 
were taken and destroyed, and the huts in their neighbourhood burnt dtnvn. Our "troops 
then advanced np the gorge, and finding another breastwork at the summit of the p nw 
they destroyed that also. In a large hut in the rear of it were found several matchlocks 
swords, and other weapons. A considerable quantity of rice .and grain were also tbun^ 
concealed among the rocks. 

20. There was no more open opposition in Seiubulpore in any quarter, and the rebels 
who had fled to the hills and the juugle.s, wt‘re being constantly haras.sed and dispersed 
by the .several detachments out in the district. gre.al numi)er of jutsoiis had been 
brought in, and among the more important of the recent arrests were tlie rebel Zomindw 
of Khursal and his brother, Chuiuler Shunker.the chief ofMugpal, and Koroouee Qhatwal 
the chief of Bulrama, who closed the communications on the Chittack and Calcutta Hues 
for sonte months. The real rir.gleadors. however, were yet at large. Aimmg the signs of 
returning confidence on the part of the peoi)le geiu*rally, it uas mentioned that the 
revenue was being paid in. 

21. 'fhe Ueuteuant-Covernor saneiioned a reward of lOO rupees jmid l>y the Com- 

missioner of. Cuttack tothe men of the Khoord .Mehal's Sclmndee Coips, for tin; service 
rendered by them in rescuing Mr. Han.soii from the liamls^of the insurgents, who attacked 
him and murdered his fellow traveller. Dr. Moore. 'J'hc d. fnchmeni had been ordered 
out byCaptain Leigh on his receiving intelligence of an esc(»rl be ing required, as the road 
was unsafe, and came up with Mr. Haiisun wlnm he «as being pursued by the enemy and 
entertained little or no hope of escaping from tbeir bands. ’ , * , 

22. Eleven persons were tried under Act XVI of W."/? in the district of SnmbulTiore 
during the week ending- on the 2bth February, of wlioin three wi‘r<> sentenced to dcatii' 
two to seven years’ imprisonment, one t<» three years’ impri.sontocnt, and /i\e released. 

23. In Singbhoom dislurbaiu'cs had entirely censed, and ordc'i- was being generally 
and rapidly re-established. Mr. Lushington hud returned 1(» (Ujyeba.ssa, and he reported 
that at Jynthghur* all tlu* insurgent Mankees, with only one exeiption, and nuineruns 
Moondas, had .surrendered themselves up to biin, throwing (hem.selves at bis feet with 
their mouths filled with grass, and bringing in large quantities of supplies. Similar 
humiliation and contrition had also been evimr*! at Kotegbnr; and order bud been au 
far restored already, that a safe eoiumunicatiou betwe-en tbestati<in and the extreme south 
had been opened, and eliupprassies were traversing it in various diio<!tioiis for the purpose 
of promoting the collection of revenue, in tin? west a .strong jiarty of sailors, with ono 
gun, was stationed at Chuekerd(*rpore, and their wants were being amply snpj died from 
the surrounding villages, though belonging to the r»)rHhat estate. Kven in the neigh- 
bourhood of Porahat itself^ a stnmg disposili*>u e.visted on the jaut of the seventeen 
Naiks and their dependent Paiks, who had hitherto bemi the. chief supporters of Drpion 
Sing, to make their submission, and one uaik hud snlonitieil himself already. TIkto wtia 
no cause anywhere to fear that fresh di.stnrbanct's would be attempt (‘d ayiiin, 

24. A large contingent of Paiks, with four small <‘iinnoiis, w«‘i-»' rt>j)ort<*<i to have been 
collected and placed at the disposal of Mr. fatsbiiigton by llie Hajab of Keonglmr. Two 
of these paiks had been sent into the jungles to Ihjooii Sing, and were sai.guine of being 
aide to persimde him to give himself up, as the Uajali of K«‘oiigluir i.s relat<‘d to him, ami 
it was 8api)OSed that his advice would carry w<>ighl. It would aftpeur that Huhsequent to 
this an urzeewns received from the e\-Iiaja)i, de]»rcealing suiy lu»sfilily to the tiovernnieut, 
and praying to have the attachment removed from his estate, ami his defene<; beard 
through attomies. Mr. Lusbin^on reported having inforiiied him in reply that tJ«e 
mdlfth’S notice given had only five day.s to run. atid that his estate would bb finally 
coidlaeated if he did not appear in {)ersoii by that tinu*. 

' 25. The Shekawatee Battalion left Chyedmssa for Sumbulpore on the 2('th .February, 
An incident of some interest is recorded which reflects credit on the men of the regiment, * 
Miii l^hington had offered a reward of 50 rui^ees to a party of selmys belonging to tiwi 
bnHaiion for assistance rendered by them in recovering some tento and other property 
tPfil^liad ftUen into the hands of the rebels, but the money was returned by tlie oepoys > 
IMknii^ Colonel Forster, with a request that it should be applied to the fund for the relief 
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of wldowM and orphans of European soldiers killed during the recent ^ 

whom they cxpressml great sympathy. 

2(i. The aekiiowledgnients of the Lieiitonanl-Govcmor were Commnnicfited t<i 
Mr. Lushhiglon for his sirormtuis elforts lo r<‘sl(»re tranfiuillity iu the disturhed districts, 
and also through liim to ijRMitoJwnit Birch, (‘oloucl Forster, (!aptaiii Hale, the officers and 
men of the Naval Brigade, lh(!

27. Mr. Lusliington liaving re])resente«l that it would 1)c of great advantage if 
Captain Davies could a]»pear as ])rusecHtor in the traso against the zeinindar of Pacliete, 
Captain Davies was r<‘(|nest<'«l lo suhmit a report on the evidence ohtained against the 
zemindar, to enable tlie Id(“nl(niant-(iovernor to decide whether it is of a nature to 
warrant further pro<*ee<liugs lujing taken against him. 

28. General Suhjrcl.t.-- -A suggestion made hy the Accountant to the Covernment of 
Bengal that the ollioers and men of the Naval Brigade, stationed in the .several districts 
in the Mofussil, should la* ])erniit(ed to ohtaiu drafts for faniily remiltanees at sight, and 
par, on the (General Treasury, as is allowed to officers and men of the army, was apj)roved; 
ami the Accountant requested 1 (j issiu* the necessary instructions to the Collectors of the 
several districts in which detaclimenls of the Naval Brigade were doing duty, for carrying 
the proposal into t^flect. 

21). An application having heon received from the widow of the late Mr. Ronald, 
Assistant Commissioner, Sonllial Fergumiahs, who was killed hy the mutineers of the 
A2nd Regiment. Native Infantry at Dt-oghiii-, s«tUeitiug the grant «)f a jieiision to herself 
and her live ehildron, the sanction of the (Jovernment of India was requested lo the 
'payment of a monthly pejision of (it nq)eos to the 'widow, and 22 rupees to each of her 
children, the same being in aeeca’daiuui with tlu* Ifesolution <if the Financial Department, 
No. 4812 A, dated DUh Novemher, lMr>7, and the snl)sef(ne))t not ideation in the ^‘Odentta 
Gazette ” of tin* rjth January having ri'ferem*e to that. Resolution. * 

30. A Mrs. Barker, (ho widow of Mr. F. B. Barker, Hoad Assistant of the Executive 

Engineer’s Otiicc, iu the Faina Branch Rond ((»ya), w'ho died of illness after having 
escaped from (»ya suhse<nu*tit to the outhreak at that station, having applied for a 
pension under the Covernment notification of the l?Hh of November last, on the ground 
that her huslinnd’s death was oaused by ajioplexy, brought on by the distressingeireum- 
staiuws under which be and bis family bad been placed during the outbreak, was informed 
that the order in question did not apjily toher ease, and that lier request could not, there- 
fore, be complied with. * 

31. Ill submitting a detailed report on the requirements made by the rommissariat 
Department for carriage for the use of troops luareliing up to the North-Western 
Prov'inces during the recent einergene.v, and on the suHieieney or otherwise of the number 
of carts culleeted and made over to that di'parlmein, the Snjterintendent of Carriages and 
Supplies suggested that the system adopted by him for the supply of carriage having 
proved that carts can be procured in any t|uaiitity without imjin'ssment, tlio intervention 
of the civil autliorities in (be matter should heneeforward cease, and the CoiumisHariat. 
Department be directed to make their own arrangements for eollceting such carriage as 
they may require. Tlie adojition of this suggi'stion was recommended tothc Oovemmeitt 
of India in the iMililary Doiiartment. 

32. A scheme having been recommended by the Commissioner of Bnrdwan, in 
October last, for obtaining supplies of carriage without luiviiig Tceourse to compulsion,

9. Town of Calm Ua. — On (he evening of March i’, some alarm was occasioned in 
Calcutta by a riqmrt that ttic relief of the sepoy town and fort-guards, when marching 
from Burraekpon' to Calcirtta, were on (hat night to receive arms from the Nawab of 
Chitporc, and then make an attack upon tlu* town of Calcutta. The Commissioner of 
the Calcutta Police, becoming cognizant of (Ins report, stationed parties of the Police 
Marines at (he three bridges leading into Calcutta, and the Calcutta Volunteer Guards 
were .aJ.so brdcnul by the President iti Council to hold themselves in readiness. Nothing, 
however, happemnl during the night, and no arms were found on searching the premises ' 
of the Naw'ab of Chitporc. 

10. Chittagong Division. — Tin; amount of money recovered at Chittagong up’ to the 
Clh of Mareli w'as 21,190 rupees 1 1 annas 3 pice, and the number of persons recaptured 
161. 

11. The acknowledgments of the r/ioutcnant-Govcrnor were directed to be conveyed 
to Assud Alee Maloom, of Chittagong, for his cou.sidcrato and disinterested conduct in 
holding liis ship -‘tSeeundar Shah” available, as a place of refuge for the Cliristiau 
jmpulalion of the station during the alarm prevailing in it after the mutinv of the 
detachment of the 34th Native Intantry, and a bill for ll.'i'nipecs 5 annas, being for the 
j)ay of the erew enttu'tained on b«.*ard of that vcs.scl at the time, was passed by fee 
Jjicutenant-Governor.

Our whuh) forctv, 
moreover, was fed ontindy at the expciise of the Bliogtahs ; and Um; Uliogtali villagcit 
hidd by Peturaber and Lelamber had In'cn forteileil to Oovernnjent, and some of Uicilt 
wj^dt previously belonged to tim Rajah of Sirgoqjah, were mmic over to lus managi^r. 

, ; 16. In Chota Nagpore. .a rabbit* was reportetl to have et)Hoeted at Nowagluir, near 
Palkote, and the Connuissioner had requesletl Coloiu'l Fuj’stor to make a short dt'ilour in 
that direction on his way to Sund)uljH>r(*, for the pui’post* of dispersing lliein. It was. 
understood tliatTliakoor Uishonatli Sahie, and (Junpui Rao, lv>th of tliom proclaiiftts'l 
rebels, and for whoso apju’clu'nsioii rewards have been oflered, had collocttnl thesu insnr- 
gents together ; and their nvindx'r was \agnely estimated at Iroai 500 to itOUO men,, 
mostly of the class called Rowteahs, who occupy some of the southern portions of 
the chota Nagpore district . 

16. Twcnly-six persons were tried under Act XVI t)f IS.'iT; in the district of 
Hazarcebaugh, during the montli of February, lUrct* of whom w«'re stmlenced to death, 
five to transportation ibr life, t(ai to fourU'cii yt'ars’ imprisonment, six to imprisonment 
for ten years, one for seven ycar.s, aiul one for live years. 

17. The Sebundee le\y raised for service in llu! Sumbulpove district had arrived at 
Sumbulpore. nie men wen* sj)oken of in tlic liigh(!sl terms by Oaptain Bird, and wero 
expected to be of tin; gnaitost service. An applic ation was made to tlic Home Departs 
ment for the early appointment cjf officers toclrilf them, the sc.'rvicesof such oflicers l>eing 
stated by Mr. Cockbiirn to be urgemtiy ri*quircd. 

18. Mr. Cockburn reported having juilhorized (lie Senior Assistant Commissioner at 
Sumbulpore to lay in a store of grass sufficient for tltc lhalcliing of lines for one com- 
plete regiment and tlto new Scdnindeo levy ; it having been represented to him that 
unless this was imincdialcfy done*, tlie jungli.'s would bet burnt down nctxtrding to the - 
annual practice in tliosc^ parts, after whicli no grass would be procurable, cxcepf, 
perhaps in hisuilicienl (juuntily and at an exorbitant prici'. 

19. At the recommendation cd'Mr. (!ucKburn, llio two men of llio Ramghnr Liglit 
Infantry Battalion, MutluKiru Paiiday and Mnlubher Khan, wlio werci witli the detach- 
ment commanded by the late Captain Woodbridge of tlu.- 'fOtli Madras Native Infantry, 
when ho attacked the relnds on ll»e Singurralc Hills, .and who endciavonred to bring irfi' 
his body wlicn he* fell, and were wounded in the attempt, were recommended for promo- 
tion to the rank of ha\ildar. 

20. Tlic Supreme (.lovernmeht intimated lta\ing, as recommended by Mr. Cockburn, 
admitted Jemadar I lurnatli Sing, of the Uamghur bight Infantry Battalion, to the third 
cla» of tlic Order of Merit, for his colispicuons loyalty during tlu‘ .whole period that Hie 
district of Surabul])Ore was in a disturbed stale; but observes! at. the sami! time that 
recommendations of this nature should alwavs be submitted through llii; military authori- 
ties and not direct by the Commissioners. 

21. Four persons were tried under Act. XVI of IH57, in the district of* Sumbulpore, 
dorittg tluj week ending on tlic 27th of February, one of whom was scnitenced to two 
yekl^’ ifnprisonment, and the rest acr|uUled. 

22. In Singbhoom, the -i nimbi t ants were settling down in their villages and collecting 
and puyihg the (lovemmcnt revenue, and there was every reason fiir asserting that trau- 
qdlljity aud order had been t^stabli8lled there on a sali.sfaetory and [lermauent basis. 

23; The two men from Keongliur, who were sent to the Forahat Rujali to induce 
hint to give liimself up, had Ix'cn ch'taim-d by.lam, but of* others who vviait. on tlietaune , 
eriatid, one had returned, and statc-d that, the Rajah full) intended to surrender; 
a|td'ltho Commissioner liad postponed the final confiscaUon of his estates for two <jii‘ 
th^ days.

and w{\s informed that the Lieutenant-Governor had no objection to these women ^ing' 
allowed to return to their homes, if they desired it ; cane mnig^ totin' to IbnihiH^ 
with reasonable comfort and accommodation. * 

26. Lieiitcflant Stewart also solicited orders regarding the disposal of a Sikh faklmr 
found with 1 lie mutineers. This man was with the mutineers when he wm captured', 
but Captain Dcwaal, late in command of the detachment of the 34th Native Infentry 
at Chittagong, stated in a private letter to the adrlress of Lieutenant Stew’art that the 
individual in question had aetc’d in a very ))roi)er mmmer during the lime of the mutiny 
at Chittagong, by giving liiin intimation of it tw^o hours before it broke out, and was^in 
bid, the only man from whom any warning had been received. Captain Dewaal had 
been dtfsirous to liiul out and provi<lc for this man for the service rendered by him, and 
was of opinion that lujihing hut the tear of being murdered by the sepoys had induced 
the man to leave Cliitla'^ong in tlicir company. The laeuteimnt-Govcrnor, however, 
considered it right to mak(! a referenco to the (iovernmont of imlia before sanctioning 


his release. 

27. A refenmee was also made to the (lovorament of India regarding a proiiosal 
made by Mr, Allen for removing the Ilead-cpiartcrs of the IMunipore Regiment from 
Cherru Poonji'o to some station in Hengal. This was considered dc.siral)le by Mr. Allen 
on account lif the vidnity of Clicrra PtKmjee to the country from which the recruits 
principally came, and the men, while located there, would, lie considered, be likely to 
be constantly mixed up in the intrigues of their chietlains. 

28. Tlie Liculenaut-Cjlovi;ruor authorised tin* expenditure of 400 rupees for the 
construction of two temiiorary barracks at Clu;rra Poonjee for the native olfieers and 
men of thi' Muuiporo Ib gimenl. 

29. LVami/ — The ( loverument of Iiulia having reijuosled to he informed 
whether the otlicers enijiloyial mider tlie Superintendent of Supplies on tin; (trand Trunk 
Road were required any longer, were told in reply that il'm()i\' troops wen; expected, and 
it should be necessary to malo' use of the eslal)lislimei)t ot the Siiperintondeut of Supplies 
for sending them up to the Norlli-West, the services of tlie ollicer.s at the halting stations 
could not yet b(' dispensed with, as native agents would not answer with newly arrived 
rogiincnts, and tin; SiqH!rintend<*ut had, b(?side.s, no nativt* agents under him. 

30 'rite c\-«!oiuiudar of llatghur having placed two elephants at tlie disposal of 
Government wliidi he wmdd not sell, and it being represented hy Mr. Coeklmrn that he 
conld not ailbrd io'gire them away gratis, and that an equivalent to their yaluc should 
therefore he sent to him as a present, the Lieut enani-(»overnor authorised a proscrit of 
1,600 rupees being conveyed to him, togetlicr with tlie acknowledgments of the 
Government. * 

31. 'fho .loint Magistrate of Kanoogunge having reported that (Captain and 
Mrs. Ilobin.son had left Uanoegunge for Nemea (ilmut, on the Grand I’runk Road, the 
Superintendent of Supplies was re([nestod to call on Cap, tain Roliinson for an explanation 
of the circumstances under which he had allowed his wife to* accompany him to Nemea 
Ghaut, in direct opposition to tlic prohibitory onlcr.s of Government on the subject, 

32. The .loint Magistrate of Raneegunge re.ported that Mrs. Macrae, with three 
children, had proeeedtd to Allahabad, ami Mrs. True, with one eliihl, to Gya ; aft intima- 
tion regarding the former was made to the Government of tlie North-Western Provinces, 
and one regarding (ho latter to the Commissioner of P.atna. 

33. The Government of the North-Western Provinces w’crc al.so informed that 
Mrs. Gaston ami three children, two Misses Kisson, Mrs. Diaper and one child, Mrs. 
Dacnble, Miss Kllwangcr. and Mrs. Tuting, had proceeded on to lienarcs. 

34. The Joint Magistrate of Raneegunge, reporting further that Mrs. Money, the 
wife of Mr. Money, Magislraio and (lolloctor of Reliar, had gone up to Gya on her way 
to Patna, and Atrs. Gavanagh to Lemues, an explanation was called for from Air. MoiH^ 
of the circumstances under whieli he had pennitted his wife to proceed up-country itt 
opposition to the orders of Governnu'iil. 

35. A vagrant ntimed Kutlir ('hut Mhah, supposed by the Madras authorities to be a 

native of Bengal, having been arrested in Madras for seditious language used in Tri^- 
cane, and after licing kcid in ctmfineiueiit for some time, was sent to Calcatta» 
Commissioner of the (’alentla l\)liee ha\ iug reported lhai he was a native of the BajAh 
of PutLialah’s territories, and lived by iK'gging, ami wms not quite sane, and reiqueste4 
orders regarding liis disposal, wa.s informed tiiat if there was no charge or cauteeor 
.susiiicion against the individual, he might be set at liberty, with a warning against any 
future misbehaviour. , . • % 

36. On the application of the Superintendent of the Alipore Jail, a rdbrniUjla n^'

1. Patna Ditnsion .- — The (Commissioner of Patna siihmitted a report from Mr. Mon6y 
relative to the expedition undertaken for disarming the 'I'ikarei* fVnt, as noticed in the 
Narrative for the week ending the 27th of Fehrnary. Tlie llaitee was slated to have 
evaded the delivery of the guns hy v\cry ineuns in her power, and Mr. .Moliey was oldiged 
to break into the places where they were concealed Itefoie he conl'l ohtuin them. Pro- 
ceeding in this manner he succeetled in securing 20 guns, matchlocks, and 50 firelocks 
andjingalls, which wen' all at once rionoved and nnide over (o tlnj Adjutant of Her 
Majesty’s 85th Regiment, A large <|nanti(y of anununilion also was discovered and 
removed. Mr. Money wm strongly convineetl thal (here \n re nuiri* guns and annnuuitten 
remainmg concealed. 1'he place, liowiwer, was r(.‘j)ort(!(l to he as large as Fort William, 
and the facilities for conceal in ent such, that no stnirch made in tin' nhsenee of entiri* and 
perfect information, which could only he afforded In a few of the Maharanee’s own jjcoplc, 
was likely to be of much use. It wsas thcreiore proposed hy Mr. Sumuells that <h<‘ fortili- 
cations, either entirely or in part, slnmld he blown up; and jis strong presumption of 
disaffection existed against the I’ancc, In* Ihithei' n'coimnemled that she should he 
removed from the place and kept under surveillance, in lier hiishand's hono; at Patna, and 
the e.state placed under the (’onrl of Ward', Kajali llctnarairi heing im'<‘inpeteiit to 
manage it properly himsiilf. The LieuteniUit-fJovcrnor was not disposed to adopt any 
sttdt extreme measures, and, in fact, as the provisions of Sectimi 20 of Act X.XVllI of 
1857 had bticn extended to the Tikaree Port, ami the gunv h;id hc'm seized in accordance 
with those proviHioiiR, it i.s douhtlhl whether any other ]ienuitvtlian thal the.rein preM’ribetl 
could be enforced. As regards the presnniplion of di.salfeidion arising <tut of the. posses- 
^iem of these arms ami their (Concealment, it was pointed out to Mr. Samnells Utai the 
nifi^Kitected state of the Beliar district at one period, and the inahility of (Jovernment to 
•IteH adequate protection to its subjects in that jairt of Dk' country i’l whieli Tikaree i.H 
siteated, rendered it justifiable, if it did not indeed mak(' it imuimhent on ail j^urrsons 
possessing property to take their own imuisures for jirotecting that tiropcrty, while the 
idt^pt to conceal the guns could be accounted for liy a vague terror a;s to the consq- 
atWWlOOS of th^ being found in the fort after the publication of the notification calling tor 
surrender. The other surmi.s«'s on which the (.'ommissioncr rested his snspiciim^ 
fUlijt, Aanee was disaifccted, were, as be himself admitted, sucli as then.* was no posai* 
of establisUng by proof. 
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2. It being considered very ineifqpedientto leave the small body BiUts ^ 

Rhotas in that position mthont other nni^ort than that of the weak and nnduie^iDeia' 
levies fhmishcd by the zUniudars of Chnrderghur and Tcndooah, and Colonel iliehell > 
being strongly of opinion that the force at his disposal requited to be iocrMMied^. tho 
Huperiutendent of Marine was directed to adopt immediate measores for sending. up. n , 
party of 100 seamen for employment under Colonel Michcll in the district of 
Sbshabad. 

3. It was reported in the Narrative for the week ending on the 0th of. March, that ^ 
the question of locating the licad-quartcrs of Captain Rattray’s regiment during the 1^; 
season had been left to be settled by the Commissioner of Patna^ in communication with 
Colonel Michell. A fresh reference, however, Imving been made by Mr. Samuells on the^ 
snbject, to obviate any further delay, instruetions were issued to the Chief Engineer to 
arrange at once for hutting ilm corps at nchree, a )>osition considered both by Colonel - 
Michell and Mr, Sumuells to ho well suited for locating a considerable military force for 
the protection of the southern portion of Shahabad. 

4. Twelve persons wtirc tried by the Sessions Judg<* of Patna under Act XVI of 
1867, during the m<jnth of January lust, four o( whom were sentenced to fourteen yeitfs’ 
imprisonment, one to imprisonment for seven years, fom- for three years each, and tlire^s 
acquitted* 

6. Nuddea Divmon. — A proposal having been again submitted by the Brigadier 
commanding at Barrackpore for disartning the inhabitants of the villages in that neigh- 
bourhood, the Commissioner of Nudden was <lirected to take measures for carrying out 
the measures of the military authorities, and the .loint Magistrate of Baraset asked to 
draw up a uotitication iu aeeordnnee w ith Seetiou 7 of Act XI of 1857, prejMiratory to the 
enforcement of the same. From the repli<*s whii-h were receive*! from Messrs. Grote and 
Eden, however, it appeared tlwi those otli<‘ers diil not consider the disarming of the 
inhabitants to he in any way called for at prt'seni ; Mr. Eden stating that the people in

(). Clwta Niifjporc Dicision . — In Humbulpore various expeditions were undertaken 
into the hills and jungles, with the u.sual result of dispersing the rebels, but without any 
of them being killed or eapture*!. M'he people througbout tin? <listriet were reported to be 
anxious for the re-establishment of iieaec and order, and even those who had taken port in 
the rebellion were said to be eager to submit Ihcmsclves on x>i'omise of pardon. The 
ringleaders, however, were still at largo, and it was apprelieiuled that these and some 
refrmdory zemindars, and such (dhers as still held out, knowing that they could not be 
forgiven, winild continue to give trouble. The newly organised police of the district were 
at their stations. 

7. Owing to the increasing heat, and the probability of sickness breaking out among 

the trooxw if subjected to needless exposure. Mi-. Cockburn arran^d with the officer com^ 
manding in Bumbulpore for the establishment of iletaclmients of two companies of the 
40th Madriu* Native Infantry, eneh under etnnmaml of two bhiropean officers, at thrde 
central xmsitions in the interior of the di.strict, where the men can he encamped and made 
as comfortable os eireumstanees will permit, refraining from harassing marches in pursuit 
of small parties of rebels, hut rcm.aining prepared to take the field against larger bo^es 
when any were ascertained to have a.ssembled in fheir neighbourhood.

In reply, he was infonnod that the Lieutenant •Cioveruor had received no offidal 
intimation of any threatened danger either to Calcutta or llooghly, and that ho had no 
reason to believe that any necessity existed for adopting unusual precautions, 

11. Chota Nagpore. — In Pahunow tlie .Nowaghur insnrgoutH, alinded to In. Ao 
Narrative for the week endmg on lh<‘ 20lh March, were reported to l»ave been dnmet'i^, 
and their two leaders, Rishonatli Saliee and ( Junpul llai, taken prisoners.

Sonlhal levy, 160 strong, the whole commanded by Caidain Nation, and, marcUiug 
rapidly to the jdaee, surrounded th*,‘ camp of tin* relx'ls. i’lm insurgents were so com* 
pletely taken by surprise that they made no resistance, and Thnkoor Rishounth Sahoe, 
who was with tliem, was caj)t.nred on the spot, finnpnt Rai managed to e.scapc for a 
time, but was soon afl(!r caught ami Imonglit in by some zemindaree matehlockmen 

in pnrsnitof Inm by C'aptain Oak('s. The caj»(iirc of these eliicd's was considered by the

Tho forcit described in m> last Idler hail all as.sembh‘d at Lithardnggah on 4he 
night of the 20tli, as arranged ; ttnly that, instead of 2t)0only KJO of the Sontlial and Cole 
levy ready for the licld could be mustered. 

3. Captain G. N. Oakes, having obtained information that the insurgents lyere 
encamped in tho hills, abonl sixteen mik's from Litharduggah, the next night a party was 
secretly [irejiarod, consisting of some Ilamghur lingular Cavalry, a detachment of 
Madras RiHes under hieuteuanl lug ram, jiml llu' new levies under Lidilonant Reeves, 
the whole under command of (’a[)tain Nation, comnianding the Ramghur Irregular 
Force, auul conducted bvCa[>tain G. N. Oakes, Th(\y marched rajiidly to the place, and, 
surrounding it, succeeddl in ca[»tnring Tliakuor ili.shoonath Saliee, whose followers were 
so complelidy taken by surprise that tluw ma»li' no resistance. 

4. Gunput Rae apjn'ai’s lo Imve had hi.s «|uar(ers ddached, and for the time got off: 
but he wa.s caught and lirought in by some /.cmindarei' luatchlockmcn sent after him by 
Captain Oake.s. I have no furthiT particulars ol‘ the alfair, but it appears to have been 
excediingly well managed, and the result so im[)ortant in its bearing on the tranquillity 
of the district, that I consider I maj now with confidence pronounce it quiet and safe.

1 HAVE the honor to report that the force of the Porahat llujah came down nnd'^ 
attacked us here, at 9 o’clock yesterday morning. 

2. Tliey surrounded three .sides of our eneainping-gvoimd m great numbers, but 
were .so warmly reccive<l witli musketry and artillery that they never came to close 
quarters, and by II o’clock they were dispersed. 

3. Three small native fiekl-pieces were eapluretl from them in the course of the 
action, without any toss on onr side. In the arieriiuon they again made their appear- 
ance, but were ag iin repulsed, and as th(ty Inui taken up their ipiartor.s in a neigh- 
bouring village which afforded them shelter, I directed t'aptain .louraiii, of the Naval 
Brigade, to take a detachment and burn it : this was accomplished, 

4. Owing to my force numbering only men, 1 was unable to follow the. enemy up, 
particularly as I have a large standing camp and ammunition and btore.s here, and we 
have no carriage, 'fo liave detached a small body in pursuit wonhl have been nselcfS, 
owing to the jungly nature of the country, and might have exposed ^hem to be 
surrounded and cut to pieces by the ovcrwheljrung mmdn'rs of the enemy. 

5. The strength of the Rajah's force, from all I can discover, must liave been about 
2,000 men. I also learned from one of their w»)iimleo that iieilintr the llajah nor his 
brother were there in person; but Rnglioo Deo was very conspicuous, and was, I 
understand, wounded rluiing the engagement. Owing to their removing their dead and 
wounded 1 am unable to state what their los.-, was : we, on onr side, lost none. 

6. I am sorry to state that this attack being completely unex)»ected on our part, 
the cattle belonging to tin; camp were at the time out in the jungle grazing, and fell 
into the hands of the enemy ; three elephants belonging to tbe Seraikiltah Rajah w'ere, 
however, saved by a detachment sent out for that purpo.se: a detachment has also been 
dispatched in pursuit of tbe missing cattle.

Sir, Fort IVilliam', February 19, 1858. * 

IN acknowledgment of your communications of the 17th and 29th December 
last, having reference to a charge of neglect (*f duty preferred by the Commissioner of 
•Cuttack against Sub-Assistant Surgeon Koylas Chunder Dutt, on account of his 
jiot iiaving been provided witi) medical stores sufHcieut to meet the requirements of 
Assistant A{K>thecary Dennis JIansoii (whose name is given as “Dr. Hanson” in 
Mr. Cockburn’s letter under acknowledgment), the medical subuidinate ih charge of a 
detachment of the 4()th Madras Native lufantry. sent on field service to Sumbulpore, 
I have the honor to report that the Sub-Assistant Surgeon has been caljed upon for an 
explanation. His letter, with its annexures, is appended. 

1 beg leave most respectfully to submit for the consideration of his Honor and of 
the Supreme Government, that 1 am decidedly of opinion that there was nothing in 
the conduct or arrangements of the Sub-Assistant Surgeon that can be regarded as 
meriting the severe censure imputed in the extract of Mr. Cockburn’s letter under 
notice. On the contrary, the Sub-Assistant Surgeon appears to have been provided 
with medicines siillicicnt to meet all the requirements of his own Civil charge, is admitted 
by Assistant Apothecary Hanson to have supplied the detachment with medicines, as 
far as his .stock would admit of, and proves that the regimental stores at head-quarters 
were timely indented upon. It does nut appear, however, that the two strong detach- 
ments which were sent from ('Uttack to Sumbulpore were sufiiciently furnished w'ilh 
medicines when they left head-(piarlers, or that the regimental medical oflicer paid due 
attention to the Sub-Assistant Surgeon's indcnl of the 2()th September. The superin- 
tending surgeon has, however, bccj» rtnjucstcd to obtain a full explanation on this point 
from the medical oiFioer.

Sub-Assistant Surgeon Koylas Chuntler Dutt to Dr. Broivn. 

Sir, Sumhulporr, February 10, 1S58. 

J llEG to acknowledge the receipt of the letter dated the 2()th of December last, 
with inclosurcs, and also extract of report by the Commissioner of the Cuttack division ; 
and, in rejdy, to submit for your consideration the following cxplanatiojj in defemre of 
the charge of apparent neglect of duty imputed to me. 

On the 13th of September last, a detachment of two companies 40th Regiment 
Madras Native Infantry arrived at this station from (aittack, under the medical charge 
of a native doctor, who continued in his charge up to the 2:trd October following, 
when another detachment of the same regiment arrived, consisting of tliree companies 
under the care of the Sub-Assistant Surgeon liaboo Shama Churn Sircar, who then 
took charge of the five companies. This oHiccr held his ciNtrge up to 11th November, 
when he was directed to return to Cuttack, and 1 a.ssiimed the medical charge on the 
13th of November. On the 2()th of the .same. Dr. Hanson having arrived to relieve 
me, you will thus observe that I hail charge of the wing of the 40th Regiment for 
fourteen days only. 

2. On the 20th Septomber, the native doctor finding his supply of medicine 
running out. framed an indent fur a furllier supply, (lisj)atched it to Cuttack} but before 
doing so, the otficer oummandtng tlic dctaeliment requested that I would certify at the 
foot of the indent that the medicines were actually required, w'ilh a view to ensuring 
compliance by the medical officer at Cuttack : T did us was requested. In the mean 
lime, 1 furnished the native doctor with such medicines as I believed he required 
and the statci of my stores permitted, in proof of which I beg to refer you to the 
annexed receipt by the otVicer commanding the detachment at the time. Soon after the 
arrival of the Sub- Assistant Surgeon Baboo Shama Churn Sircar, I was informed by 
that lie also had forwarded an emergent indent to Cuttack for a supply of 
medicines, as he found his own stock nearly exhausted in consequence of the increasing 



sickness in the detachment under his charge ; he at the same tinio requested I would 
accommodate him with a few drugs till the arrival of his own supply, adding that 
he expected there would soon be an ample supply of inodiral stores; that inde* 

e indent of the two indents that had been sent to i.'uttatk, he understood that 
rs. Moore and Hanson were on their way to this stiition with a gowl supply of 
medical stores. 

3. Notwithstanding tlic expectations of the Sub-Assistant Surgeon Uaboo Shaina 
Churn Sircar, no supplies had arrived up to tlte period of my taking charge, and the 
stores of the detachment lOth Regiment beinir tjuite exhausted, I had no medicines 
to make over to Dr. Thomson on his assumption of the medical duties (>f the detach- 
ment; but I must observe, that during his ehargi* of about six weeks, he several times 
applied to me for the loan ot' niedieines, and thesi* demands were most cheerfully 
complied with to the extent of my nH*uns. 

I would respectfully direct your attention to the above statement for your consi- 
deration and ultimate submission to the Medical Hoard. oti will observe that 1 had 
little or nojthing to do witli the .sick of the detachment lOth Regiment Madras Native 
Infantry, fourteen days cxi'eptod, vi/., between tin; departure of the Snh-Assislant 
Surgeon Baboo Shama Churn Sirear, and llie arrival of j)r Hun.son. My charge con- 
sisted of the prisoners in (he jail, ami about -(K) Uamgluir Haiks, and the station in 
general : for this charge 1 always had a sufHeient supply t>f medicines, and my stores at 
this present time arc c(|ual to the ordinary demands of my legitimate charge. 1 have 
communicated with C.'aptain i.eigh and l>r. Hanson op the subject «>f tlieir report as to 
the want of medical stores, and they say that, reporting of the great want of medicine for 
the sick, they alluded simply to the hospital of the detachment loth Kegimeut Madras 
Native Infauiry. Permit me to observe that I was not aware that in tlic capacity of 
civil medical otliccr of this statiuii, I was Jo be prepared witli a large supply of 
medicines to meet the full dtunamis of the sick of the lOtii, averaging from 160 
to 200 patients daily, xvithout special instructions fr<»m you or some proper authority. 
I accommodated the detachment from time to time to the best of my endeavours, but 
further than this 1 couhl not do fnim my limited means. Had 1 instructions to prepare 
for such a contingency, I .should most willingly have done .so ; Imi as it was, and 
considering at the same time that lwi» special loiiuisitious were sent to ('uttack for 
supplies of medicines, 1 did not think it necessary to do anything more in the matter. 
I regret exceedingly to find that I have inemred tlx- displeasure of the Governor- 
General, but allow me to assure you, sir, that if, after (he above explanation, I am still 
considered to have been reiuiss in tny duty, it was not from any wilful neglect, but 
rather from ignorance of what was e\|)eett:d from me, and from my ine,Kperieiu:c in the 
service.

1 HAVE the honor to tbrwaid the accompanying correspondence for the considera- 
tion of the Lioutonant-ljovernoi’, and any orders Im may deem ncocssjxry thereon. 

2. On receipt of Captain Uivar s letter, as 1 had reason to suppose there was much 
exaggeration on the subject of (he plot alluded to by him, or felt ciirtaiu that I shmdd 
have received a communication IVoin Uictitenant-Colonel llannay, 1 immediately replied, 
therefore, to Captain Uivar, (hat 1 had di^ubts :is to the correctne.ss of his information on 
that ground, and 1 expressed my regret he had not communicated with Lieutenant- 
Colonel Hanuay before addrcs.ung me, .and 1 licggcil him to do so, stating that if, 
pending a fiirlhcr letter from himsclt after doing as desired, I received no connunni- 
cation from that officer, I should forbear acting on the information he had sent me. 

3. lieutciumt-ColonoI llannny’s h*tter, with the memorandnm annexed, showed 

satisfactorily that Cai)taiu Hivar had been hasty in making the eommunicaliou he had 
done to me without lirst speaking to the Colonel on the rumours he had heard, and 
telling him of the alarm he supposed to pro Jiil in regard to the disposition of a part of 
the men of tijc rogijuont. ' * 

But tiiough Captain Bivar may have erred in thus addressing me without due 
consideration, 1 do not couci^ivc (here was any HeeA?ssity for Licutcnaut-Colonel Hannay 
to commuuicatc to the regiment what had betui written, 'regarding it, to me, wliich at any 
rate had only reference to the llindoostaucc portion of the corps, and wliicli hascidled for 
the petition i now forward from (ho officers and men of the n^;iinent. 



4. The|« wore, doubt, at pue time, very paipful feellop witli ^ 

jipi^pfHindpcwtanci^ ip^tbe regimen^, and though the public jiail 
appreb^oiis ajgainet oil Uiudopstan^s without exception. I felt confident, on l^^pjtadppi 
from tieutenant-Colonel Haiipay, ymt a considcraDle Iwdy oven of that (iuLsa pf tne 
men of the regiment were perfectly to be depended on. 

In the same manner apprehensions had been strongly expressed of the gcnei’al ufl^^r 
fulness of this class of men In the«Sylhet Light Infantry Regiment, bnt siibscqheht 
have proved tliat they liad been inconsiderately auspectcMl of being untnistwortby. 

5. The officers and men of the'lst, Assam Light Infantry, who are now knoym to 
have been concerned in trea.sonablo practices, or snsj)oc’ted of having been privy to wbfti 
was plotting amongst the ovil-dispos(*<l jH>rt.fon of the corps, have either been sentenc^* 
by court-martial or discharged ; and, after a .s(5arclung inquiry, Lioutonnnt-Colonel 
Hanuay has forwarded, throiigli me, his fnrthc-r pjoe<'edlngs to the Commaudei^- 
Chief, and reported that he fools })crfe«*tlv eonliil(*nt of tin' entire trustworthiness 
the reginumt. 

6. With regard to the nativt; doctor alluded to in the petition of the officers |||^ 
men, I beg to mention that, in (ho first instano(\. t^olomd flaimay only thought it itP^fr 
sary that the roan should be relieved; hut, after what has eome to light iu fHclpS 
inquiries, he has considered it in'oc^sarv to scml in chavges against him-

Sir, nehrooghvr, January 2G, 1868. 

IN respect to the military prisoner.^ now in cunliuement at Debrooglmr in the 
fortified square, which is under (^ilonel Haimny, eommaiuHng the Ist Assam Light 
Infantry, I have the honor to bring tf» your notice, on the subject of the prisoners in 
question (11 in number), who, I believe, have all N‘en eonvieted before a general court- 
martial of having concerted a ndudlion having tin* its object a general mas-sacre of tho 
Europeans in (lu* province <»f As.s:un, and theeonse(|uent overthrow of th<* (lovernment, I 
repeat 1 have the honor to submit lliat. yfstt'rday I heard (hat the prisomrrs in the square, 
which is also a magazine ami (h(' (reaMirv, were even mm, wliilst in eontiiiemeul, plotting 
mischief. 

2. * fu the forimoon I \\:is inllmned that a Ilin! sicel and a leKt'v !iad been diseo\'erojj| 
under (he bedding of a ]tnsom*r, (hron;;h iIk' iusinmienlalily of one of the prisoners, 
who brought the circunustance to tlu’ milieeof an Kiiropean of the Naval Brigiide on 
duty at tho fort. 1 was told (l;a( a jdaii had been hatched to fire tho magazine, and os 
a measure of precaution I was, request (v1 to reim)\e somt' petroleum, which 1 had in 
store, in* a division of the squaiv usoil hitherio as a rceord office. Of course T lost no 
time ill having the petroleum t’akeu away, ami after this I rirnaired to the cutcherry, 
where 1 was engaged lrans;icfing businc'-s until p.-ist 5 in tlie. evening. At night, 
between 8 and 9 o’clock, after 1 had taken my «linner, by nier<‘ ehanci! it came to my 
knowledge, on the subject of the plot which had been brought to light, that from the 
letter which had been seized, it appeared that the jirisoneni in the square had been in 
communication with the sepoys, the men <»f the 1st A.s.sam Light Infantry in (lie lines. at 
Ddbrooghur, and that it wjts ascertained that a rising had been inlendca. The plan, J 
understood, was for lh<> lliiuloostam^n siqioys in tlu' lines, in the first instance, to fire 
Oilonel Hannay’s bungalow, then (0 do the iik»! in respect to Captain Ijowther’s quarten^ 
and, relying upon the eonfu.sion which was likely to «!i)sue, and to thi! allention of tho 
Europeans of the brigade Isung directed to the aid (hey would jirobablj' have afiorded 
in staying the flames at Colon*:! Hannay’s bungalow, fully a mile di.stant from the 
barracks, the simoys were (o have come <lowu by a baek-road (o the square, and, in 
co-operation with the prisoners, whose relea.se wav to be clfetqed, to have aliacketl 

set fire to the magazine. It is necessary to mention (Jiat, in addition to the Europeau 
guard at the fort, there Is also a native se|K)y guard over tlie treasury and the pnaoueinii | 
and I wus told that one of tin? guard, a iViunipooree sepoy, was the person who h^ 
conveyed a letter to the lines. 

3. With reference to what I have noticed, I beg to observe that my reaacm. ^ 
' dotng so is to call your attention to the state of things in connection with the septi^ ib 

tiiiamcal Inittalidii at Debrooghnr, in which there are, 1 believe, AQO Podrbee^ 
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(Hifidoo^tances), if not more ; many of whom are connected with* and had relativea^ in the 
'4Qth i^dnu'ut ficn^ Native Inmntr) which matinied nit ]Xiia{K)re. !l%e men e# ^ 
cihse referred to« i^‘r what has tranBpiri*d in Upper Amam, cannot, I submit, ^ he 
considered trustworthy. The service of tlie Etu‘ 0 |%an Naval Bngade » reqi^ed to 
keep theni in chock ; and, alihongh Coioncl Hannay has never mentioned the «ir<mm» 
stance, yet I maki* Iwlcl to say that he iiimsclf place little contidence in the 
Hindoostanees. 'Without hf'in{j an alarmwi. T should Tail in my duty, as the oiRcerm 
chaise of the district of Luekinipore, wt re I to lioW i).ir*k in ur^ng upttn \our attention 
the fact that the Hiudoostanc<‘ sepoys arc looked upon with distrust. I have liad fretjuent 
opportunities of talkm" to the European genlleiiten planters in my division (there are at 
‘present ten factories in the <li' I ri< I ), .iiid llx' f*(neral opinion is, that the liind(X)stHnee 
sepoys gh<‘ cause for 'inxiety, .ind there i> a coinictiou that ev(<n now, where least 
Oxpected, the sepoy.s ina} jierpefrate loKt hief, anil that il the European sailors were 
withdrawn, tlieri* would In* no srcunly lor life or ])n)]>erU. 

4. Jn making tins rcpioseiitalion 1 would explain, that I am actuated solely by a 
conviction that it is in the strict line o( tlu i< sponsible duty wdiich devolves upon *me 
as a district officer. 1 have no wish whatciei to bring the men of the 1st Assam Light 
Inihutry into bad odoui, or to detract fiom the [iraisewoiihy manner m xvhtch the 
Nepalese sepoys, the .liiiooah scpojs, and some of the Ilindoostance men, of 
that corps, behaved during a time ot much dangei and temptation ; yet, I would urge 
that measures should ho adopted ctleclnally to |)ie\int the possibilitj of those suspected 
of disloyalty giving fiiitln i cause for anxiety tiny might wi'h advantage he disarmed, 
if not disbanded. 

5. In conclusion 1 beg to nolii i lh.it (h)loiicl llaiinay ha> not consulted with me 
on the subject of what has ooeuiiod m the foil. <ind 1 have not had the opportunity of 
communicating with him. 'flie inlornialioa which I ubtaiiu U in the (orciiooii yesterday, 
reached mo through ('aptain Ibrd, ooiiimaiulmg the aitillei}, and what subsequently 
came to my knowledge was derivid iii comsi of convtisatiou with some gentlemen 
vidio were dining at raj Imiisi in flic evening.

That olhm eunsideud hmisell aiilhori/ed to send such a report, 
and I respectfully submit lint its mints laii alone be judged by Ins immediate 
superiors. , 

3. 1 must say, howcvei, that I liavt miuli cause tor regiet that Captain Bivar 
did not consider it neecssary to cumimtiueatr with im previous to embodying such 
matter, in the shape of a repoit foi tlu. infminatiuii of Cioveinmeiit : for it*^ must be 
remembered that (‘aptain iteid made no mi|nirv into the matter as reimited to him, 
and although aftcrwauls made awaie of the contents of the several letters written hy 
the prisoners, he made the leinaik to Captain 1 ovvtiicr afterwaids, that we had not 
found the right letter. Cnplain Hivai states, in the .second paragraph of his letter, that 
the plot was discovered thiough nieaiih of the letter seized. 

4. As a matter of course, I Jiave eommumcated the contents of Captain Bivar’a 
report to the native commissioned and nun>rommissiuued officers of the regiment at 
head-quartei s, and I must say tliere is but the one feeling of regret and dnappotnt*' 
ment that any officer should have done so much to bring discredit on the corpa^without 
due inquiry. 

a. For my own part I think it very hard tliat men, some of whom have been 
inemhefra of the Court whudi sentenced the several prisoners to extreme panishmenta,' ' 
and all of vihom were at all times urgent lor extreme measurea against those who fMUi 
evinced dislojalty, should be thus condemned upon tibe stateoiMf made 
ot prisoners, not one of whom had au iota of influence in the regb&ear to intit^ 41 ^ ‘ 
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wbeUios or OMthiy. <Vlie iiAtive dicers iMviesr expressed e mUk to 
tfcis metier, I sfcaU consider it my duty to forward the seme. • ’ t> 

In c(mclosion,aod mth reference* to the last paragraph of Cimtain Bivar’i^ wfew jfe 
your address, 1 beg to state that this is the first time in which that dficer lipii 
to commanieate with me in matters of rebellious risings. &c„ and when there 
. some danger, he, in August last, did so.

Lieutenant-Colonel Hanmy to Captain Bivar. 

Sir, . Debrooghur, February 16, 1869. 

I HAVE the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 11 tb instant, 
inclosing copy of a letter of the 26ih instant, addressed by you to the Agent of the 
Gpvernor 'General, containing matter, as therein stated, relative to a plot discovered last 
mrath, by which it appeared that the men of the Light Infantry battalion intended to 
rise and attack the station. 

2. I very much regret that you should have considered it necessary to write any 
report on such a subject without taking my opinion on the matter, for after a full and 
minute personal inquiry into the causes for certain reports which had been communi- 
cated, on the 24th January, to me, I found no grounds i‘or suspecting any plot whatever. 
In fact, on hearing the statement of the prisoner who was sain to have divulged the plot, 
I discredited it, knowing the character of the man ; and 1 saw no occasion for doing any* 
thing in the matter beyond enjoining extra precautions for the safe keeping of tne 
prisoners, and applauding the Europeans for their pioinptness. Annexed is a copy of 
my proceedings on the 24th of January last.

Memorandum. 

ON the forenoon of Mondaj the 24th of January, 1B88, a note was sent to me by 
Captain Reid, with three small Uiitive letters and a piece of gun-flint, with a few pieoai 
of common cotton. Captain Reid’s note alluded to the letters and flint having 
been discovered in the bedding of one of tin* prisoners in the fort, and also that a pM 
was apparently on foot between the prisoners and the natives in the lines, to set fire to 
the magazine, 'fee. ; that these were letters supposed to bear on thi| subject, and that 
another letter appeared to have been forwarded. 

I lost no time in having these* letters read in presence of (k]>tain Lowther, and it 
was tbund that they were letters from different individuals among the prisoners, and 
contained private matters of accounts and injnnclionh in regard to the faniilics of some 
of the prisoners, and also contained requests to be .supplied with some dr} food for thp 
voyage to Calcutta in the steamer, tin* intention of sending them down having been 
communicated to them two days previously. The letters were addressed to the relativea 
and bhoebunds of the prisoners in the regiment, and, by my orders, they were duly 
delivered. Notice was given to the commissariat and executive to hold in readiness 
dry food the prisoners would require for Uie trip to Calcutta. Tlie contents of these 
letters were immediately commnuicated to Captains Reid and Dav is. 

2. Towards the afternoon I proceeded to the fortified square, and took Captdfe 
Davis witjk'Wie. 

These' were preset^ the native oflRcer of the da), the r.nrt>pecuD guard and the ' 

native guard. . ' 

Two ae^oys who came on duty that morning were in confinement : one man, ayouim 
Mnn^iooree appoy of two yeaiV standing, for having been seen picking up a letter tiMOWIl 
to ^him <me of the pr^ners ; and the other, a Jorrooah of the same standing, 

been seen' qieaking to the former sepoy. The latter told roe he bad mendy ttiked 
ihelrannnr why he bad been put in confinement. I interrogated the Munipmiree sepoy 
as to the chai^ against him ; and, after a little time, he told me that Ramtohnl 8h^, 
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llKtvildjir, one of the prisoners, Inad thrown a note to hitp, an4 to ^e,iy|[^ 

Sticklcdof*}) S|nff, sfpoy in the lines, his relative ; that he had gone owt, and was givl^ 
tin* )ott<,*r to Bugoo 8inR, who was to give it to Stickledeep Slug. 

i llien int<;rrogatO(i the European sailor who had reported the matter, apd 
spoke a Utile Hindoostanee. He said that he had seen the letter Ihrow'n to tV befora- 
ntentioned sepoy, and tliat one of (he prisoner.^ had told him that the prisoners were, 
takhig and writing letters to the lines about burning down the station. On (lointiug out 
the prisoner to me, Rahim Ally Khan (sentenced to transportation for life), sepoy, a ver>' 
intriguing oharact<*r, he stated, for two dji}j. the prisoners had been w riting letters to 
fines, and that he had pointed out some letters and a flint to the European sentry , 
that the day Ix’fore Bnlwnnd Sing, haxildar, and some of the otlx'rs were talking and 
expressing a wish that now, as they were going away, it would be a good thing to set 
fire to the Colonels and Captain Low ther’s bungalow ; that Bulwund Sing had w'ritten a 
letter to curry out the measure, and that it w'as given to Ramtohnl Sing, havildar, who 
had sent it to the lines by the Munipooree .sepoy t that th(‘ letter was written by 
Biilwitnd Bing, liavildar, with a bit of bamboo, with ink made from a kind of grass 
groiving in the fbrt (“ blieureah”) mixed with water. 

On hearing this man’s statement 1 concluded at once that he had never been 
examined, 'and therefore that Captain Reid’s information was obtained bvthe European, 
in his imperfect knowh)dge of tlie Hindoostanre, reporting to the lEnroiienn non- 
commissioned officer an exaggerated statenumt of wliat had been told him, and that the 
Story lost nothing by being circulated. Th(‘ sepoy’s statement 1 did not credit ; but as it 
Was necessary to get hold of the letter, taken to the lines, said to contain the incendiary 
insWttctions, 1 went off immediately to the lines, accompanied by the native officer of ^e 
day, having in the first place enjoined additional caution on the part of all the guards^ 
and particularly urged, on the part of the native guards and prisoners, the neces-sity of 
bring open and free in expressing their wants and wishes to the native officer of the day, 
tor niy information. 

The Munipooree sepoy I oidered to lie kept in confinement. 

On reaching the lines I sent for the r<‘cipient of the letter, sepoy Suckledeep Sing, 
and in presence of Captain Lowtlur ami the nativj* officer of the day , .md the havildar- 
major of the corps, I tohl the se])oy my wi«5lu*s, and not to be afraid to produce the letter. 
The man went inuncdialcU and brought (ho letter. 

It was of the same description as those 1 had ree( i\cd in liie forenoon, and w'as in 
the handwriting of Bulwund Sinir, havildar, with the ink alludi'd to. The contents of 
the letter was from Ramtohnl Sing, liaxildar, to his relative, Snckleileep Sing, relating 
to money matters and accounts between them, and asking for five rupees, and also to be 
provided with dry food for the sti .mu'r trip ; .uul thus riuh'd the examination. 

Tlie results were conungnicatod to Captains R('id and Davis. 

fc tn talking over the raatVfr with Captain Lowlhor, wo came to the conclusion that 
thole business looked mpcli as if Rahim Ally Klian, the prisoner, liad brough tthe 
torward in the hope df bettering himself, and as the owner of the flint was not 
litoHriniid; R is quite probable (his was introduced to give plausibility to tlie story of 
tho prcqxMsed fire. ^

CAPTAIN HIVAK, Magistrate of Dc.biooghur, iii January last wrote a ietttr 
against the character of our regiment to the Agent to the (iuvcriior-Cuneral, founded Oh 
the speech of a mutineer convicted of Conspiracy against the State, and a prisoner in the 
Jail of Debrooghur. He (('aptain Bivar) believed the idle assertion of that worthloM 
individual, void of all pretensions to truth, and only seeking to benefit himself at a time 
when the guilty were all iu safc’custody ; a gcnticrnani in high office, and the ruler of 
a large district, upon the foundation of such valueless and false information, and without 
first communicating with the cuniniauding officer of the regiiiiciit, and consulting wi^ 
him in an inquiry, has taken ujiou himself to write a report teiidmg to ruin the said 
regiment. His assertion that there arc 400 liindoustancc sepoys at head-quarters ready 
to mutiny and seize the country, is uiiliue, tor there are not 400 IlindoostaneCs hero; 
the sepoys being men of four different and distinct tribes and cuiuitneN. At this roofitoot 
there are about 250 Guorkhas, 150 Thcrooas, 50 or 00 Munipourccs ; a few iiidividutU ofe 
added thereto; they are loyal men and respect the Bullish government: some^tfi 
or 20 bad characters conspireil, with Native. Doctor Iliuiuut Aliy, in a plot againot

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated the 10th instant, 
with Its inclosures, and in reply, to inform you that the Lieutenant-Governor considers 
that the Principal Assistant Commissioner at Luckimpore acted very injudiciously and 
hostily in casting such serious and general suspicion upon a large body of men of 1st 
Assam Light Infantry on insiiflicient grounds, and it is greatly to be regretted that he 
did not act with greater eaio and considciation in the matter 

It appears to his Honor also, to have been also unfortunate that the purport of 
Captain Bivar’s communication was made known to the native officers, and the necessity 
for this step is not quite apparent ; but in a matter of this kind, which is probably one 
purely of military discipline and management, his Honor feels himself incompetent to 
pronounce an opinion. 

Looking at the turn this aftaii ha's taken, and considering the feelings to which it 
may be supposed to have given lisc, it seems to his Honoi that Captain Bivar might 
be now more usefully employed at some other station than Debrooghur, the head- 
quarters of the 1st Assam Light Infantry, and T am to request that you will take this 
matter into your consideration.

Sir, • Debrooghur, March 1, 1856. 

WITH reference to your letter of the 18th January last, with an annexed form 
to fill up, and al&o to the office memorandum dated the 28th instant, having reference to 
the filling up of the roll lor the Debrooghur police (cantonment), for the month of 
(^tober, 1807, 1 beg leave most respectfully to state my inability to fill up the roll in 
question, as I cannot undeistand it, nor can 1 obtain any information which would 
assist me to do so. 

2. The cantonment police of Debrooghur wcie raised in the month of August 
1857, when it was discovered that there was a plot on foot for the subversion of the 
British authority in Upper Assam, and were as an auxiliary military aid lor the pro* 
tection of the head>quaitcr station and its resources, composed ot omedears and super* 
numeraries, chiefly relations and sons of sepovs of approved loyalty, and they were not 
increased m strengtli, after it was known the Naval Brigade were sent up ; and by the 
1st of January last, the extia expense ceased by the absorption of the men, in the new 
Kamroop Regiment, and tlic regiment under my command 

3. Under the above explanation 1 trust there may be no difficulty iti passing the 
bills for the cantonment police, as they haic been rendered fiom the month of August, 
1857, to the 1st of Jaiiuan, 1838, as 1 have paid the respective amounts by advances 
from the Collector.

(Extract.) Cachar Camp, Nugdeergram, February 20, 1868. 

WITH reference to the concluding portion of your letter, dated 
i have the honor to submit, for the consideration of the Lieutenant-Governor, the 
following report upon the defences necessary for this district, and to suggest the mekns 
of providing them, with as little expense as possible to th© State. 

T would strongly urge upon Government the expetliency <»f increasing the numbers 
of the Kookee levy for local service. It is a measure. I think, which would be attended 
with less expense than any other, providing for the effectual dsfence of Cachw and tlw 
frontier iu, general. In raising Kookoes, we arm a people with neither politi^ Jfeome 
nor prestige, hut who are, at the same time, ntiiurally brave, and inured to this dunete 
and to the warfare that the presence of so much jungle on this frontier is likely to ofibr. 
Ebrtber, we enlist a people ni our service, than whom no otber could 9Ci as a better 



^eek afuainst the Munipoo reoa '' p eople who have no sympathy with the easte or creed 
of any other in Hindoostan, and who are, moreover, bound to ns for the proteetioa they 
have recmved nnce they came into Our territories. * 

Of the serriees of the few men of the Kookeo levy, occupied in recent opera- 
tions^ his Honor already knows. Bnt the services of the tribe do not end thdre^ and 
about as many men of the mutineers of the 34th Native Infantry as were killed in actloik 
by Our troc^ were killed in sraorate conflict, or brought in as prisoners by Kookeh 
vi^gers, whom I had organised for the occasion, and armed as scouts. An increase hS 
the Kookee levy would be a fitting reward to these men, many of whom would enlist, #• 
well as being an advantage to ourselves. * 

The measure that 1 would, therefore, pro]M>se for the consideration of tiie 
Ideutenant'Govemor, would be to inerease th<‘ Kookee loy from ifOO to 640, duly 
officered by natives. And I uould (urtluT reeoinniond tlie appointment of an adjutant 
and two European t)on>eommissioned ofli<’er*>. in addition to m_\«»ejr a** commandant, to 
insure the proper training and disciplining of the men With such a forco'in Cachar, 
when properly organised, the scnitcs ot the Svlhef lagtd Infantiy might be entirely 
dispensed with, and made nvailohle tor cmplovinent furtluT nest, mnl, at the same time, 
the district remain efficiently and elieapl) dedended. 

Tho pay of the Kookee lev\ is at present rupees per mensem. Moderate as 
this allowance is, it is .sufficient to biing tin* required number of Kotikees to the Htandar4; 
bnt sa it would be necessary to miv with the Kookees other raees as well, in the proportion 
of at least one to three, and as su(*h «*o0d maleriuls of Goorkhim are at hand, to vmom it 
would be necessary to offer an increahed rate of pay. I think that 6 rupees a montH would 
not be too much, aud at that standard would I recommend the augmentation. 

It is unnecessary here for me to enter into details legnrding the internal economy 
of the levy thus increased; should his IToiioi he inclined to fsnor m,> suugestion 1 shall 
he happy to do so, and furnish an> further infoimntion whnh is leqnned. To show, 
however, that tho measure is not calculated to caiisi* much gM*ator <‘vpcuhu in this district 
than that now incurred, f have noted, in the margin,'* an ahstract of the monthly jmy of 
such a corps, exclusive of European <dlicers, which comes to ."i.tiH!) uipees. The cost of 
the levy, as at present constituted, is 1.300 tupees per mensem, and of the three com- 
panies of the S>lhet Light Infantry, at HoO p<>i couqiani with establishment, rup(>es, 
showing a total expense of about 4,000 iupee>, ulso e\i*lnsi\e of Euiopeans, an increased 
expenditure of 1,300 rupees thus providing foi an augmentation of about 300 men of 
all ranks.

THE Suporiutend(‘nt of Cachar lias informed me that .some excitement has been 
observable lately among (he Munipooree pojmlation of Cachar, and 'he thinks it may be 
ascribed to the .approaching trial of the Mnnipoor Prince How jou, referred to in 
iny letter, and to the arr»‘st of Roma Singa, a dt^wau of the Ruj.ah of Mnnipoor, on a 
charge of murder. I am aware that the most absurd notions regarding the state of 

S ditical aflairs in tlu* North-West Provinces are still very prevalent in Cachar and 
unipoor. It seems dc'sirable that the militarv fore*; in Caehaf should be strengthened 
for the nonce as much as po.ssible. I have, tlierefore, directi*d t he commanding officer 
of the Sylhet Light Inthntry Battalion to halt at Silchar till further orders the two 
companies wliich were about to return to their head-quarters at this place. 1 have also 
requested him to send to Silchar Captain II. B. Stevens, his second in command, who is 
an experienced officer, to lake command of the trooi>s in Cachar. 

2. 1 have no reason at present to apprehend that there will be any disturbances 
among the Muuipoor population of Cachar, but I liave thoiiglit it prndent to adapt 
these measures of precaution. 

3. I take this opportunity of nnmt inning that, whilst I was riding near the 
Mnnipoor barracks yesterday evening, about 200 men of that regiment came round 
my horse and began to make warious complaints, and stattal that they were not wilUng 
to go to Jemoulpore. There w.as nothing violent or disrespectful in their language or 
ilemeanor, but they seemed much disi'ohtonted. T’hc regiment not being under my 
authority,! referred the complaints to their commanding officer, .and to^iqor Richardson, 
commanding the station. ^ 

4. 1 am afraid there.' is something wrong m the Mnnipoor regiment. 1 never sa^ a 
more cheerful, willing, well-behaved, body of men, than the 336 Mnnipoor recruits who 
were made over to Major Hascll by Major the Hon. Robert Byi^ at the end of October la^|. 
I have observed lately a change in the men of the regiment. They seem to, be dispatlsfieil, 
and to apprehend some interference with Uieir religion. 1 understand that Mtuoir HaseU 
has enfisted a conaderable number of l^ngalesc, a class of men wlm are well Ipr: 
this part of the country to be perfectly useless for all mifitaiy purposes. " * '

Sir, Chtimparun, February 27, 1858. 

IN continuation of my telegraph report of \esterday afternoon, I have now the 
honor to report the particulars of the tin? which oeeurred here yesterday. 

It broke; out at 3 r,>r., about thi* n)iddle of the line of sheds, which were built along- 
side of the road. The carts with bullock.s harnes.sed w ere drawn up on the road ; there 
was no one in tlio sheds, tlu' dotaclum'nt being just on the point of starting. The cause 
of fire W'as not aacertaine<l, but there is no doubt it was fired from the outside ; and, as it 
was a very windy day. I liavt' little tloubt in nu' own mind that it was occasioned by one 
of the soldiers throwing out the eonti'uis of his pipe, which were blown against the, 
thopper. It may have bren caused by fire from a hookah, but 1 don't think it very 
likely, as at that time all the niuives were busily employed with the carts and bullocks, 
preparatory to starting. The lire burnt so fiercely and rapidly that there was no stopjAig 
it, and in live minutes, or less (during which time I only inaiuiged to get down and save.' 
the two end choppers n<;an'st the bungalo^v), the whole w'as blazing, and in half an hour 
the fire had burnt itself out. ' 

' All ihc carts (about fifteen of them) drawn up on the road near die sheds were in 
the greatest danger ; luckily all were removed except one, an amropmtion cfi^whicl]^ • 
from there being (as I judge from the remains) a bale or two clothing or IdsfllMtl €0 



i|^Jodc>^ atiimce. The detachment (undw Captain HatchiDaon» Her d4tli) 

c^y number^ thirtyoux men, and the whole of them were busily employ^ m aaving 
the other carts; and I think, taking everything into consideration, that we Wfjre veiy 
fartutatt in oidy losing one. 

Tlio boxes of ammunition must have l>cen very good, tlic eart was bhizing for twenty 
mindtIM before the fire reached the powder, and then, strange to say, there was no ezplb- 
sipn, but each box, as the powder btjcame ignited, went off like n huge cracker firework, 
taking two or three minutes to burn itself out, and then perhaps an interval of four at 
five minutes before another box w<'nt off in the same way ; it wa.*? doubtful, until the first 
box took fire, whether it was an ammunition eart or not, and every one had come to the 
conclusion that it was not on-', for it had been blazing for twenty minutes before any of 
the powder ignited, and at f'at time there were several men near it ; luckily no accio^kt 
ocomrred, and that detachmciii started off immediately atlor. 

At that time none of the men appeared to know the origin of the lire, for 1 asked 
several of them. Captain Hutchinson may, perhaps, havij iiscerlained something since. ‘ 

It will be eight or nine days before any kind of slieltcr can Ikj erected for the men, 
fw every thing w'as burnt, even the beams and posts, and also a numl)or of Isids. I will 
commence at once to trrccl a temporary shed, large enough to shelter seventy or eighty 
men, on the same spot, as it is the best, as it is sulficienlly removed from the bungalow 
and godown to prevent any great danger of tlieir catelung lire. •! will have it made 
some twenty or thirty yards still farth(!r oil'. 

Half of the snnmimition appeared to have been Knfiold rifle. I have picked up 
about seventy bulhits (of both kinds) cpiitc uninjured. 1 have also picked up and stored 
a quantity of lead, six or seven maunds 1 fancy, and rcipiest you will obtain instructions 
regarding its disposal. All the iron work of tms cart I shall send to-day to the Superin- 
tendent of bullock train at Burhee.

Jhubboo, Tasuddook, Ramlahal, servants of the applicant; Sookrit Sahai, a 
respectable-looking inhabitant of Arrah. 

The three first all swi'ar to seeing the applicant’s property, consisting of a couple of 
horses, cows, goats, clotlies, bo.xes, furniture, taken by the mutinous sepoys, and the 
latter licard of the same and saw on the evening of the day on which they arrived at 
Arrah, several articles of property belonging to the applicant lying in the stream and in 
the street. Mr. D’Souza was one of those who were besieged in the fortified house at 
Arrah, and is I consider, deservedly worthy of compensation. 

At the time of the disturbance.? he was not holding any situation in this district, but 
had been on the railway in the Patna district, on a salary of 150 rupees, previous to 
the rainy season. 

It is impossible for me to say what the amount of his loss may be, and 1 can only 
recommend his application to your favourabhj consideration.

ON the occasion ol closing the o[K'rations of my agenev for procuring carts and bullocks 
for the service ol Government, I havi* the honor to sulnnit a report of my proceedings 
connected therewith, and to .solicit the lavour of your placing it before the Lieutenant- 
GovtTiior of llengtil tor his eontirmation aiul favourahle eonsidcratioji. 

2. On offering to undertake the task d<lcgate<l to me whenin Calcutta hv his Honor, 

I \vn.s under the impression that, with the intlnenee 1 posscss(>d my.sclf, together with the 
u-ssistunee t)f other neighbouring planters of the districts of Sarun and 'J'irhoot, I would 
luo.st easily have carried ont the ui>hes of the (lovcrnmeut (o the fulle.st extent of its 
demand for earriage, particularly as (lu- Govemment has aectalcd to my suggestion of 
offering hire on the most, liheral terms. Rut on my ariival in the district I found the 
duty a most onerous umlerlakin.g, diflieulties iniiurnerahlc thwarting and baffling my 
efforts. It appeared, on careful iiujniry, that since .lime last the demand on the district fer 
oarringes had been so pressing from vjirious quarters, that large impressments were made, 
the people were panic struek.and, having no sympathy whatever for the Govemment, used 
every means and artifice not to move from their homes or render any assistance, although, 
to my certain knowledge, the district was thronging with carriage cattle of the best 
description, fully c'qual to the exigencies of the times. The carts, I found, were broken up, 
buried underground, or in tanks, and the cattle were yoked to ploughs. The offer of^ 
hire on the most advantageous and liberal terms aggravated their fears. Under suiA 



circumstances I was induced to sug^'st to i\lr. Comroissioncr Saniuclls the propriety of 
purchasing the carts and biillotiks for Government, and upon his et>iisidcrato» ready assent 
to this prp])osilion, a most clu’cring and encouraging success inumxiliUcly attended nay 
efforts, inasmuch as within usliort time 1 was enabled to r(\spon<l to abnost every roquisitlou 
for carts and cattle, both pul>lic and private, wit bout ll>e least. ciubinTasshienU TUo> 
marginol figured* statement will .show the collection made and' their dt.spositiun. 

3. As regards the description of <‘aUlc sti])pliccl hyjne, I have only to quote the 
testimouials of the diflerent functionara‘.s to wlunii they winv made ov<‘r. Mr. Horne, the. 
Superintendent of Supplies, remarks ; “ It is probable that w«- shall n.>t be .able to comply 
with all the deimmtls which will Ik* made still. Just at present wi* have mk'Ii an enormous ' 
quantity in hand, that if yon could keep and feed for three weeks the cart.s and carriage 
hullot^ks you collect, it would lie a great boon. Your carts and bullocks carry off the 
palm here, and have evidently be(*u selected with great care and judgment, lienee I do 
not wish to cheek the supply.’’

Besides the horses 
pureliascd for (lovernment by nie, 1 have had tlie selection, valuation, and purchase of 
elephants, and the scdections made by inc have met, 1 am gratified to say, with approval, 
.Moreover, Mcr Majesty’s lOth Foot has had commissariat stores furnished to it, accom- 
panying the regiment to A/.imglmr, besides ihe feeding of the Government bullocks Avith 
that corj)S to that district. 'J'lii.s ngenev has al.so assisted in .supplying provender from 
Patna for Maharajali .lung Bahadoor’s tJoorkha force. 1 also vi-sileil Segowdee with the 
view of assisting Mr. Joint .Magistrate Kaikes in procuring hire<l carts. Purchases of 
bullocks were made atllii.s place also at this place for the Ghoorkha force. 

7. In conclusion, I have to (»l»serve tinit I owe much to the cordial ns.sistance, on all 
occasi<uia of n(*c.c.ssity, n'lidcrcd by Mr. Macdonell, the Magistrate.

ones; and I have now the honour to request that jou will solicit thcLicutcnadt-Govomor 
to autiiorize the Civil Auditor to pass my hill for travelling expenses herewith inclosed. 

I hog to report that I have this morning received thirteen horses sent to me by 
Mr. Money, Collector and Magistrate of Ova, hut 1 have not yet received any particulars 
regarding them.

i HAVE the honor to forward herewith a letter with inelosures to your address from 
(Captain Pughe, upon which he has requested me to make sueli remarks as 1 may deem 
re<|uisi(c. 

'2. I have already stated my opinion regarding police crorps in general, and the 
unfitimss of the Hhaugulpore Hill Rangers for being turned into u j)olice eorp.s ; but 1 
presume Government will be unwilling to retain both the Hill Bangers and a politic coros 
in this division, and it is necessary to consider bow tlur diinculty can be obviaUtd. The 
best plan would be to amalgamate the Rangers and the Parbutteens now being raiaed, 
getting rid of the Poorbeas, about JOO in number in the former corps, and, ns the Hill 
men decrease, filling up the places of twf» out of throe by Parbutbu'as, but there is this 
obstach.’, that the Hill Rangers arc intitled to invalid pensions, which the rarbutteeas will 
not be; that the native officers of the former corj)s receive; higher salaries than those to 
b<; paid to the latter, while the privates in the Parbutleeas corps will rt*eeive a ru|»ee more 
per mensem than those of the lingers. On account of these differences. Captain Pughe 
dislikes the fusion, and also perhaps because the Pqfbutleeas promise to be much finer 
soldiers than the Hill men ; but what is to be done if two corps arc not to be euterlainod, * 
and the Rangers arc decided to be unlit for police purposes 'f It would not be fair to 
disband the Hill men, they have done such guard wr.'rk, Ac. as they have had to do, as 
well as can be expected ; and besides, I do not think it would be (]uite advisable to reject 
Hill men altogether as soldiers ; it gives us some hold on the remainder of the w ild race ; it 
would be no use transferring them to a Lower Bengal division, for though there they 
might have more credit a.s soldiers, than they have where they arc better known, they would 
be still useless as police, isee no alternative but amalgamation, and it must also be 
<^nsidered, that supposing Government should decide on turning the Mapgers into a 



police corps, it w ill be necessary to increase its strength by about 300 men, and those 
most certainly ougnt to be Parbuttccas. Why not then make the corps more elficient at 
once, Iiy uniting to it the 500 .Parbuttccas newly raised, weeding it of Poorbeeas and 
incaiMibles, ami giving the privates an increase of one rupee per mensem, in exchange for 
the loss of pensions, and the reduction in the pay of officers hereafter promoted. It is 
unnecessary to enter upon variations in the scheme or its petty details, unless its principle 
should be approved. In the mean time I think Captain Pugbe should be allowed to raise 
at least 1,000 men, and get on with their drill as fast as possible, for I have no doubt 
that Parbuttccas will be wanted for other <li visions. 

3. With regard to Captain Pugbe’s proposal to amalgamate the 300 Sonllials now 
being raised with bis Purbutteeas, I am not at all inclined to think ill of it; but the 
Sonlbals have enlisted to serve (as mentioned in my letter on the subject, dated 25th 
August, lHo7,) for six niontbs only at first, and within the country loosely defined as 
boumlcfl by Hliaiigulporc, Deogluir, So<tree, and Rajincbal, and it would be injudicious at 
present to ask them to consent t<» an alteration in. flieso terms. In time 1 think 1 shall 
be able to get them to agree to anything ; but it myst be done gradually, and after full 
exidanuliou, at the periods of re-enlistrnent. 

4. 1 fully agrc'c with (/aptain J*ug!ie in bis prais<‘ of the Parbuttccas; in his 
proposids rcaai’diiig the number, ranks and pay of tlii' native ollicers, and the aruiing and 
clothing of tl'.e nn n. 1 beg attention to bis rciiuest tliat tli'e Civil Surgeon may be 
directed to uHbrd medical aid to the e.orps, and that a native (btctor be Hpj)ointed to it, 
and a <lres>er also. 

5. Captain Pugbe*.; suggt'stion.s, Nos. 1 ami 'J, regarding the strength, (lisp0.sition, 
and <»llieering (Kuropean) of jtoliee e(»rps, agrees so niiicli with what 1 have heliue written 
to you on Ilk! .sultjecl, that I need only nolici* the fact: on no aceoimt whatever should 
any Zillali di'taehnient be b'ft without a lCun»pe:in ollicer. 

0. Jjastly, 1 beg to urge the propriety of (kiptaiu Piiglic's suggestions, Nos. 7 and 8; 
unless the conniiandant has full )>ower to promote and reduce, without appeal, and to flog, 
I do uot believe the police corps will ever be half as good as iIh'V might be. 

7. 1 beg no delay will take place in forwarding the articles now irnkniled for by 
Captain Pughc. 

8. With reforeiioe t(» the Sonlhnl rociiiits, 1 have the honor to state that they now 
amount to 200, who lire being drilled under Mr. Asstt, (.'onnnissioner Hraddon's super- 
iutemlence, by a native ollicer of the dotaclimont of the Hill Rangers, stationed at 
Deogliar.

WITH reference to my letter of the 28tli ultimo. 1 have now the honor to report 
the }>rogress made by me in the organization of the Milllarv Police Corps, which the 
Lieutenant-Governor was i)lea.sed to direct me to raise in this ihstrict. t)u my arrival 
here I found that only 11(5 men had been entertained — tlie levy now .amounts to nearly 
230, and us I hear from Mr. Kenny that reeruiis are rapidly coming in, 1 hoive to have 
the number complete before the end of March. 

The Parbut.tea.s are ijnite the (.loorkha in appearanec, smart, well-made, and 
intelligent, not very clean, but none of the hill tribes are. They have, however, much 
improved in this respect. They takc^to the drill very kindly, and 1 liave no doubt, afV6r 
Bteady training, will turn out useful soldier.s. They arc imieh more independent in their 
bearing than Poorbeas, at the same time they are very anxious to learn, and they obey 
orders to the letter. 1 applied to the officers commanding the Sikh Police Battalion 
and the Hill Uangoi-s for drill instructor.s — but neither of them could afford me any 
assistance, so that I have Ix'cn entirely thrown upon my own resources. Having, how- 
ever, selected twelve smart lads and iustrncted them myself three times daily, I found 
that they picked up the drill rapidly, and now they are of great use in instructing 
o*hers. I jiropose to divide the levy into live companies of* ninety men, with live 
serjeants and fivia corporals to each, with two drummers and two buglers, making a 



total of 604 men. ShoxiUt it bo decided to raise the corps to 800 men, I wonld sn^iest 
that 300 SonthaU be added,, pros Hed that they will ajjree to sorsT ont of their own 
dfetrict. I ara of opinion that the mixture of castes would be atlvisable, and I loam 
from Mr. Yule, the Commissioner, that tlu* latter are liKelj to turn out good soldiens. 

I do msseJf the hon(»r to tbrwani the aceompaiisiiu' indents tor arms, ammunitions, 
and aceoiitrcments, and trust, if approved of, that 1i nia\ he sent to the Inspector- 
General of t)rdnanee for eomplianoe. I shall liu.* nearly 2(Mt iuc*n nsuly to bo 
instructed in tlie manual and platoon e\<'rcis‘ before tin' anus can an’i\»‘ here. 

Mit*hl I nspust that the C'isll Surgeon be direeod lo atibrd medical aid to the sick 
of the coijw, and it would be a ere.U coimmienee, tin* battalion tucream's in numbers, 
if a nati\e doctor and diesser could be allowed. 

I would venture, with all dtfeniue, to make tiu' following suggi stious ft)r tho 
consideration of the Li(^iitenaut-(»overoor : — 

1. Thu the baltalion should be of xuthii<nf stnugth to allow of a jtroper guard at 
all the slationslu tlv di\isien, and s-fill lei\«> half or at least a iliird at h<Md quarters, 
who would of cotirsc b< jvnularly drillid and kept up tt) th<MV work. Kor iu.4laueo in 
this division <S(K) nun would b(* n<|uired, of* wlnm 11)0 wouhl be stationed at 
Bhaugul}*hore.

The I*ii-^i‘|i“nt has In eii pleased 
to pass ny> indents for arms and aiiuiiiiintion. so th.it in a few HKnifli' I vlionld have had 
a very servieeaMc body of men, who, I am sure, would have done cn-dit (<» me and service 
to tho Slate. 

Ill eonsefjneiiec of my having bei-n the only Lmopian ofimei heie, I have been 
obliged lo keep the whole of the aceourits eoiiincled With the e tin n myself; and, OH I 
have had to furnish them with everything eoinieeted with their Kd ping, food, and 
clothing, the same arc very numerous; of course, in a lew inoiitlis all these would have 
been »cttlcd. 

A gre.at portion of the men arc fresh from tin' jungles, speaking a ‘‘patois** which 
is at first very unintelligible, and have prob.ibly iievei seen a Luropmui lad'orc. They 
have as yet looked up to me entirely, and token my word as law. 

I am, ofcoar.se. aware that I am bound cheerfully to go wherever the Government 
may con-sider my services niosi ref|uired ; at the hivne time I would venture, with ail 
8ttbmifu>ion, to represent lliat 1 might do better service by remaining in command here, 
thap by joining what is merely a remnant of my regiment in ('liina. This is anew 
experiment among an hitherto untried cla&s. I liave had the responsibility and trouble

from the commencement, and it might not be adrantageoiis to the public scrrice to cha^ge^ 
the commanding officer before this work is completed. . ' 

I shall of coarse bow, with all deference, to the decision of the Government sboidi^ it 
Ik* against me. Much as I shall regret leanng a body of men in whom I have taken a 
great interest, I shall have the satisfaction of knowing that, before making over charge,

Remarks upon the “ Parhultea'* tribes of the Mooruny. 

A'i' a time when the reconstruction of th(i native forces in Bengal must be occupying 
the attention of the Government, 1 feel it my duty, with all reH|)ect, to bring the following 
remarks to notice. 

It is with reference to the military (jualities of the l^irbuttea ” tribes, that I would 
tender the following observations. 

1 believe that i am the first military officer who has had the opportunity of testing their 
fitness or otherwise for military duties. I have had ample time to observe their habits 
-and feelings, and i have no hesitation in staling it, as my opinion, that they pn8se.ss the 
^alitics requisite for turning <»ut most useful soldiers. 

Originally fr<»in the Nepal lldls, they hav<‘, for various reasons, descended and settled 
in the plains at the foot. They inhabit llu* Mooning, a belt of jungle, which is quite as 
hot and far more unhealthy flian our own disiriets, 'I’hov eonsi‘i)Ucntly bear the heat of 
the. plains much better than (lie regular Goorklia-i : it is well known that the latter suffer 
conHidcrnbly during the hof sea'-on, and it has eonsc'iiuently been eonsideri'd advisable to 
locate such regiments in our .si-rvieo in the Hill stations, 

Tlie “ Paibut'.eas ” still retain many of the good (jualities of their original highland 
homes. They are well made, the generality r.ilher short in stature, but broad shouldered 
and clean limbed. 'I'liey lune the 'I'nrtar features, not so .strongly marked, perhaps, as 
they are among those tribes who have mixed less with Iliiuloostanees ; fearless and ■ 
independent in their bearing, they have nom* of tlic outward cringing of the “Poorhea” 
sepoy. They have taki'n to the tlrill v(*ry kindly. 1 have seldom been obliged to resort 
to punishment, although many of them arc r.aw bub. 1 *luive enforced the most strict 
obedience, and they have looked up to my word as law. The inhabitants of this^tutioii 
have frequently remarked ujum their smart ajijieurauee and orderly behaviour. 

They are perfectly ready to go anywhere; in i'aet I was .asked by one of the men, 
whether they were always to remain a Police (’orj)s, as in that case he added, they would 
have no opportunity of distinguishing themselves, or, in other words, of “obtaining a 
name." 

They are eortnirtly dirty in their persons, hut this is partly owing to poverty. I 
furnished each man with two suits. of native clothes, and l)v insisting that they should not 
come to parade except they appeared clean, a groat ehango has I»cen effected for the 

better. 

They have of course ‘• easte.s," but their active habits and straightforward manners 
'make them regard with eoiitompt many of tiu' cercmonic.s and observances of the 
Brahmins; if they do not wn-sh themselve.s quite as often as a rajpoot, neither db ' they ' 
give 80 much trouble about their food. They drink .slightly, but 1 have bad only two *' 
eases of drunkenness. The higher castes among them, such as the “ magars," ** neww^**’* 
&c., descendants of the military tribes of N'epiil, are decidedly more intcUigent 
thmr lower caste brethren ; but I have made a point of enlisting the latter in some noniberif,' ^ 
such as the “ Karins," “ Damairs," and others (who are not entertained in the ^ooHiba'' 
army) in order to show the men that no nreference would be given to caste, providbd'tiic '' 
soldier was faithful and willing. They all drill and but together, the hig^r ieaste iu.# '' 



inade the lightest bUeetieii. They are certeinly as a beby tn»t«rev^{ «a 
adTWce of one month’s pay has been m^c to each man. either to Hve with hie Ih^fly or 
to help him to bring them into the station; I have scarcely had an instance of a man 
who ha^ taken the advance, failing to appt>ar. 

There are otlror tribes in the Mooruiig, the “ Moo<th,'* fine strong men, who have no 
caste at all ; the " Hlmturs,” who although liot regular •* Purlmtteas,” are the wood 
cutters of the jungle, hardy and fearless— all these tribes would make good soldiers. I ' 
feel convinced that with a little energy and nituiagoiuenl, a eonsiderable niuuber eoohl 
easily he obtained, aind ouec the start is luade, and it is genera ily known ahmg their 
forests iliat food and regular {)ay can be obtaiiu'd by steady and iaitldtil service, UO 
difficulty would be exixjriouced. 

I would sum* up the advantages to be ol)iaiueil l>y enlisting these men briefly as 
follows ;• — 

Ist. That they are hardy and indepeivletil. aiul liave a lial)it of jtbeying orders to the 
letter, if they know that it is (he ** Sahibs *’ oonunand. 

2nd, Tliat they have few <*aste prejudices, ami would give little trouble on that 
score. 

3rd. That a great portion of then* come lV«»in our own provinees, some of conrso 
belong to Neiml, as the Abuuamg is u joint possession. 

4tli- 'I’hat they do not sutler from the heal ol (be plains as the (loorkba soldiers do, 
and might, therefore, without injury be located any where. .Ml hough this is a proverbinliy 
unhealthy station, and the natives tliemselves snifi'r miu’b. 1 l^avl^ luul very little siekness, 
while the contrary is the ease with the (loorkUa soldit-rs at flulpegtarree; and lastly that 
they might be obtaine«l in sutlieient nnnibeis, (*• loak** a most useiul addition to the 
native forces, either as police or regulars, as regiments of themselves, or mixed with 
others.

Sir, Camp Chuckrrdurjwre, March 26, 1838^ • 

1 HAVE the honor to state for the infortnatiou that on the morning of the 
23th instant the forces of the Kajah of Poorahat moved down and attacked we fo^ce 
of seamen under my command encamped at Chuckerdurporc. 

2. We were surrounded on three sides by great numbers of the enemy, but they 
were warmly received with musketry and artillery ; that after half an hour’s firing 
they were compelled to retire under cover of the neighbouring villages and jungles. 

3. Three small field pieces were captured during the action without loss on our 
side. At about 2 p.m. they again coinmcace.l the attack, but were again repulsed 
with some loss on their part. 

4. After the second repulse, I was directed by Captain .Moncriefl', Senior Assiatant 
Commissioner (under whose orders I am at present) to send a detaclunent of twenty* 
five men and one officer to burn down the jungles to the right of the village, and pro- 
ceeded myself in charge of another detachment to drive the enemy out of the villages. 
This was accomplished without loss on our side ; the enemy were pursued about a 
mile beyond the village, but could not be overtaken. On our return to camp the 
villages wefe burnt down by order of the Senior As-sistant Commissioner. Owing to 
my force numbering but eighty available men, it wa.s not considered prudent by 
Capteio MuncriefT, Senior Assistant Commissioner, to expose the men in small 
detachments in the jangle, 'being compelled to keep at least half the force to protect the 
camp, it would only expose the men to be cut to J>ieces by the overwhelming numbers 
of4be enemy. 

5. The strength pf the Rajah's force, from a statement ma4^ by one of the 
wounded men, must have been over 2,000; he also stated that the Kajah waa not 
present, but tjiat the force was commanded by Rughoe Deo, an officer in his service, 
who was wounded during the action. 

It is impossible to estimate the number of killed or wounded, as they were carried

I am sorry to say that owing to the attack being so unexpected mt»t of the cattle 
belonging to the camp that were at the time out in the jungles grazing have fallen 
into their hands, and will be a great loss to us. 

A detachment bas this morning been sent out to scour the country and recover 
them, if possible, and to disperse any small forces of the enemy who may be loitering 
in the neighbourhood.

2. THK Commission, of which you will be the head, will be under the Government 
of India in the Foreign Department, and you will correspond direct w’ith the Secretary 
to Government in that Departinenl. 

3. The C-ommissioner will have authority in the North-West Provinces, in Oude, 
in Central India, and in Bengal. 

4. The primary business of the Commission will he the detection, trial, and pun- 
ishment of mutineers ; that is, of men who, being soldiers or military pensioners of the 
Government, took up arms against if, and of the ringleaders amongst the rebels. It is 
not intended that the time of the (N)inmission should be spent in hunting out the 
common herd of villagers and townspeople who have beeti in revolt. 

6. At present, aiu! ])i()l)ahly for some lime to come, these duties will continue to 
be performed by the district odieers and by others holding special commissions for the 
purpose, as well as by yourself, lint ovontiially us (»tiior duties arise to claim the 
attention of the district ollieers, the tracing and punishing of mutineers will fall mainly 
to you and to those under your .•nithority; 

(1, You will have access to all muster-rolls and regimental books which can be 
furnished to you. Instructions will be given to all military authorities w'ith whom these 
may be tieposited to aid you jiromptly when called upon by you to do so. 

7. Instructions to the like eft'eet will be addressed to the Commissioners and 
district officers. Tliese officers will furnish your office with a full and regular list of 
the convictions and executions of mutineers or rebels which may be carried out under 
their direction. 

8. The same officers will likewise send to you all documentary evidence against 
mutineers or rebels which may come into their possession or copies of the documents, 
if the original [lapers are required for local purposes.

THK writer, after making the usual coinpliincnt.s, proceetlB IhuB — 

Your letter was re.ceivc<l by us, per Narain Sing, three <luy.N before the expiration 
of the month of Chyte. We were t'ery nun;h piea^icd to learn its contents. You 
write to us to send the sword, but wc cannot at present do so as an order has been 
passed by Government to take up any man wdio may be found armed with a sword. 
The state of this phice you will be able to learn from the following circumstances :~- 
The sepoys at Dacca were ordered to give up their arms and ammunition ; but we 
two cautioned the sepoys not give them up and warned them. to be always on the 
alert. One day in the month of Aghan the C'aptain swore by the Korun, and pre- 
vailed upon every sepoy to go to ids hud. All the sahibs and the European soldiers 
then taking advantage of their rendssness, ficll upon them at 5 a.m., surrounded them, 
and opened a (ire on them. Such as were sleeping, never rose again, and those that 
awoke saved their lives byesca|>ing; about thirty or thirty-two sepoys were killed, 
the rest, viz., tho.se who escaped canic to our house and we received them with great 
courtesy. M'c gave them 2,001) rupees for preparing their dress. Five of the sepoya 
were wounded; they were therefore sent oft’ on two elephants; we warned them not 
to Slay here any longer, and told them to follow the baboo.' When the sepoys were ' 
gone, we wrote to the .Judge and the ('oltect«»r to say that the sepoys have gone this way 
and have forcibly taken away two of our elephants from our house. Next morning we 
wrote another letter that our elephants were taken by our servants to the river for 
drinking water and the sepoys took them away from their hands. We visited also the 
sahibs. The day that there was hghtiiig here, wc sent o8’ a letter to the se(>oys at 
Chittagong, cautioning them to be on tlicir guard, as there has been such an event 
here. The sepoys at Chittagong were very much on the alert ; they plundered the 
Treasury, took possession of all Uic cannons, muskets, and ammunition, and released 
all the prisoners, and then marched olf with them. We were very much overjoyed at 
all these things. We told you before to have the sword brought to you ; youthen 
wrote in reply to say that you will do so when you require it. No body can now walk 
about here armed with a sword though a Beiigaliee may be allowed to do so. Narain 
Sing, the individual who used to go to your place, cannot now le.'tve hontc on account 
of his wife’s ill health. There is no other per.'.on whom we can send, Gunga Sing 
ofChuprah came here seeking employment : w'c two have detained him ; the letter is 
sent by that man. We are praying to God as well as to Kali-Maee, and are anxiously 
looking for the day when you will conquer the country, that wo may enjoy bappiness. 
Let us know as qatekiy as possible where you are now., and where the battle is beiifg 
fought ; the news can be sent by the boatmen who come down here from that place. ' . 
We can then aeixl by the same boat the sword you require. Let us have a quick . 
answer. 'The sword is ready here, and we have no use for it. The sword is well 
aiiited for your hand. A gold hooka, belonging to thevNawab Sahib, was with aa; 
it was set with three pieces of diamond, and the Nawab’s Jtame engraved on it. We 
therefore got it broke and melted and bad some oniaments made of the gbid. .^e 
three ptepes of diamond we have preserved to make a present of them to yon all. ^e 
hare a great dq>ettdence on you, and are praying here every day to the Almighty dod 



and Kali'Maee that the victoiy may be your^ and tliat we get oar Hvelihhed firom ym. 
We have learnt that Uie Oovemor>Qeilbral ia proceeding up the coantfy for the par- 
pose of making a peace with you. We beg that you will never make any treaty ; 
these people are great vagabonds, and they will kill you all afterwards by practiaing 
some roguery. You have already gained a name by the late action, and these men are 
now become almost breathless ; therefore never make any peace with them. Send us 
an answer to this without loss of time ; we will then at once dispatch the sword by 
the boat, and never make any delay. *

(ilfter mittal compliments.) 

WE beg to inform you that we have {'cceived your letter through the hands of 
Narain Sing, and derived much pleasure from the perusal of its contents. We at first 
wrote to you to send for the swords, but you intimated to us that you would take them 
when you should stand in need of them. In the month of /tghan, when we were con- 
templating the measures fur the purpose of dispatching swords to you, a war took 
place at Dacca between the European troops and the native sepoys. At five o’clock 
in the morning the English soldiers attacked the sepoys while they were in bed, and 
before the men who were on the watch were able to fire their matchlocks, the British 
troops took possession of the guns, and killed the sepoys in those very places where 
they had been sleeping. This state of things may be ascribed to the utter negligence 
- df the sepoys whom we used to warn twice every day to be always alert, aiid not to 
give the magar.inc aud muskets to any. The Captain of the regiment art first, upon 
oath, afforded assurances to the sepoys, but afterwards treacherously brought them to 
death. About thirty-two or thirty-ihree sepoys have been thus slaughtered, and the 
Test fled to such different directions as they thought proper. Out of them, 150 sepoys, 
four or five of whom had been wounded, passed through this place ; and as they had 
BO apparel, we gave them 2,000 rupees t<» buy clothes. Wc, moreover, supplied two 
nlephnnts to convey the wounded persons, and desired all these men to .start and to 
join the Baboo Sahib without loss of time. Immediately we dispatched a letter to 
the British authorities at Dacca, stating that the sepoys, having come over to our 
houses, forcibly took away two elephants, and the sole object of our writing such a 
letter to the officers of that place was to practise deception on them. On the day 
when the aforesaid occurrence took place at Dacca, wc communicated an intimatioa 
thereof to the sepoys of Chittagong. These men have acted with great prudence- 
They have plundered the treasury of the Collector, carried with them all the guns and 
the magazine, and taken along with them all the convicts who weitj in the prison. 
Allow us to mention that we felt much gratified when we received the above informa- 
tion. Here nobody can come out in the street with a sword in his hand, as an 
ishtcharnamah has been issued by the authorities of this |>lace to the effect that a 
sword found in the possession of a person walking in the road should be immediately 
seized. Narain Sing, who used to carry our letters to you, could not wait upon you 
in consequence of his wife’s illness. Wc don't find any trustworthy Bengallee whom 
.we can send to you. We pray to God that you may be victorious in order that we 
may all be protected and supported by you. As wc understand that the Governor- 
General is desirous of making a peace with you all, we request that you will mat 
accede to such a proposition; for if you conclude a peace, you will be nni|Bd. Froip 
the success which you have attained in the present war, it appears that there is ev^ 
ehanct^ of the British being annihilated inasmuch as the fortune aeeths to beflesa 
favourable to them, and their power to have been diminished. We do not know how 
we shall dispatch the swords. If these be forwarded in ebarae of a person they wiU 
be forcibly taken away from him by the ruling authorities. We therefore reqtmit't^ 
.you will write to us when any boat will be coming down fron that place ia wbidh iHt

Special Narrative of Events dated Aprii^O, 1858. 

Patna Divmon . — AT C'liuprali <*onsidera})le apprc'hcnsion was still felt owing to the . 
state of affairs at Azimghiir, and the residents of the station were fortifying the house of 
the llutwa Rajah, whose re))utod wealth, and the eleven lakhs of rupees remaining in the 
wllcctor’s treasury' might, it was thought, tempt the rebels to make a dash in tliat 
(liroction. Ilic Cmninis.sioner intended to send to their nssislanec the .sailors and gnns 
whom he had .sent for from Piirneah, and authorized the Collector to remove his treasure 
to T>ina|tore. 

2. Very gri-at alarm wa.s also felt at Sewan, in consequence of a report that 600 
sepoys had embarked on the “Gogra” at Oo]ial)K>re on the 7th April, with the intention 
of dropping down the stream. 

8. Koer Bing’.s return to Shnhahad was Kmkud for w'itb hope^ hy the eviMiapoaed, 
ami dread by the lovers of order. It seemed pretty certain now that he would make, the 
attempt to enter that district; and such preparations as the means at the disposal of the 



•iitiiontiM admitted of, were made for proeentiiig the mimhief wliich was liHelj to jiilto 9 r 
^oald he sueeeed in hia atteinpt. The CoUactnr’s eutcherry at the station Amh pm 
betn|i^ fortified. Brigadier Christie having ootiaented to send down two detachments nf4]|ii? 
troops under him for the protection of the place. The Oovernor-Oencral Imd 
directed a portion of the Sikhs at Odhear, near Sasseram, (two companies if practicaiyie} 
being sent down to the same ^lace ; and two companies of a regiment from Dioapore, 
with two guns, had arrived tor the protection of the place, A hundred Sikhs had also 
been ordered over from Dchrie, and the party 4>f seamen who wore proceeding to 
Saaseram, were directed to halt at that place, and march thence to Arrah. 'Wro fort at 
Buxar was strengthened, and the Collector was authorized to remove all huildings which 
obstructed the fire from it. Thu zemindars were warned and encouraged — ^those. whose 
estates were on the banks of (he river being given to understaud that they would ^ held 
responsible for w'atching the ghauts and roads, anl giving instant inlclligettce of the 
approach of any rebels. To insure this being properly <hme, they w»'re rctpiircd to keep 
up a proper establishmcnl for tlio p»r|)ose, ami to furnish a return of the number of men 
the^ employed. TItose on whose estates Euro|)cans resided, were further reminded of 
their iluty to protect them and the property belonging to them, and threatened with 
severe eonsequenees should they neglect this duty. 

4. fn reply to an application made by Afr, Samuells for the services of some 
European artillerymen for employment in the l*atna Division, an intimation was received 
from the (Jovernment <»f India in the .Military l)e|>artnient, that no artillerymen were 
available for the purjiosc. 

.5. The Coinmissioncr of Patna submitted a eorrespondcnce with the Magistrate of 
G 5 'a on the .subject of the (.'ontrol which that oificrer was to exertrise over the sailors 
posted at that Ktation. The general tenor of the instructions which he hod ismed to 
Mr. Money on the subject, being in aeconlanee with the views of the Lieutenant^ 
Governor, were approve*!. These instruetions w» re to the offeet that, as a biidy, hut not 
individually, the force was t<» he eonsMerod ns subject to the Magistrate's cimlrol; but 
that he was not to interfere with its internal management and di.sciplino, beyond taking 
up casc.s »>r complaints against the men w lumever any such were brought before him ; aaid- 
that, in the event of rtiiols entering the dislri<,*t, he was simply to point out to the 
Commander what was neees.sary to he done, leaving it to the hitler to carry out the 
operations himself, on his own responsibility, and in sut;h manner ns may appear to him to 
be best under the circumstances. 

6. Seventy-one jicrsons were tried by Mr. Marlin innh*r .Act XVI of 1867, in the 
Districts i»f Tirhoot ami Chunumnm, during the month of March last, of whom four were 
sentenced lo he transported for life; seventeen to fourleen years’ im|irisunment ; five Ui 
imprisonment for ten years ; throe for five years ; liv<; for four years ; two for three yean ; 
live for tw'o years; and twenty-eight acquitted. 

7. Ft)rty-.seveii pers<ms were tried by .Mr. fattledale under Act XVI of 1857, in the 
District of Shahabad during the month of Mireh, of whom three were sentenced to 
death ; <!no to fourt(*en years’ imprisonm(‘nt ; two to imprisonment tor twelve yearn ; four 
for ten years ; two for seven years ; nine for five yt'ars ; and one for three years ; one for 
one vear-and-a-hnlf ; and twenty-four acijuitted. 

8. Mr. Money, Magi.stratc of Behar, was ap[>ointed a Commissioner under Act .XIV 
of 1857, in that District. 

0. Mr. Bell, Judge of Shalmhod, was appointed a Commissioner under the game Act 
in the District of Shahabad. 

K). The Magistrate of Bhaiiguliiorc rejiortcd that be had ord<!rcd the "Mcgna’’ to 
proceed to Caragolah Ghaut, an<i to take tlmiice to Patna the Purneoh Marine Brigade, 
and that, for this purpose, he had landed forty convicts who were on hoard, together with 
their guard, whom he would detitin at Bhauguli>orc till the steamer returned, iio had 
alao taken on himself the responsibility to overrule an objection raised by the Captiun of 
the vessel, on account of risk of damage to some opium on board the ** Flat.” Als 
proceedings were approved. 

11. Thirty-three iiersons were tried by Mr. Satidys, under Act XVI of 1867, in the 
District of lihaugulpore, during the mouth of February last, of wbom thirteen were 
sentenced to imprisonment f<tr seven years; one for live years; ami nineteen acquitted. 

12. Rajuhnhaye ZhVMion.— Intimation was received from the Government of India in 
tiic Home Department, of Mr. Cockbum haring been appointed Lieuteiutnt, and 
Mr. Wemyss, Carnet, to the Corps of V^ohintecr Cavalry at ^jshahye; ond tliat ovdLem 
had been iasued to ttia Adjutant-General of the .Army, to send a jiensioned serjeant of a 
Cavalry Regiment, if avaihible, to Ramporc Bt^ulcah for a snort thne, to amnat in 
organuang ami drilling the corps. 
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19. The Siiperintendent of Marine haring brought to the notice of Chyremmevl 
certain charges preferred by Mr. Hulke, commanding the paity of European &eam«a at 
Rungpore, against Mr. White, the second officer in command, the Lieotenant-GoTernbr 
authorized the removal of Mr. White from the brigade, as it was not possible to iiave the 
charges brought against him inquired into on the spot, while it was, at the same time, .n 4 pt 
advisable to allow him to remain attached to the corps. 

14. Dacca Diviaim . — A letter received from Mr. Allen bringing to the notice of 
Government the conspicuous loyalty and important services rendered % the Sylhet Light 
Infantry Tlattalion, and recommending the besUiwal upon the regiment of some sig^nal 
mark of approbation, in ucknowledgtnenl of its tried fiucliry during a period of general 
disaffection in the Native Army, was forwarded to the Government of India in the 
Military Department, with the Lieutenant-Governor’s cordial stipport. 

16. Chottt Nagpore Divmon . — A letter received from Captain Moncrieff, solicitiM a 
reinforcement of .Native troops to enable him to follow up Ure ad>autngcs recently gained 
by him over the insurgent Coles, a duly for which Euro|)ean sailors, who, with the 
exception of a small party of ii^ikhs, are the only force at his disposal, are, from .the 
climate and nature of the country, not well suited, was forwarded to the Government of 
India in -the Military Departmeut, with a recommendation that the requisition should be 
complied with, if practiaihle. 

16. In the meanwhile, howi'ver, the Comniissioner of ('hota Nagpufe had scut under 
the command of Lieulenant Reeves, 1 01) men of the new Honthal and Cole levy, with a- 
due proportion of ()flie<‘rs of tlie Uainghnr Local Force, to the assistance of Captain 
Moncrieff; and this party would be further HUginented by a small body of Sikhs from 
Pnrulia, who had been ordered to join them. 

17. Captain Moncrieff liaving reported to Mr. Lushing! on that the sailors at Chyhassa 
had exhibited the most unmistakcnble. signs of mutiny, and both these officers attributing 
the outbreak to the harsh and inJudi<*ions treatment the men had invariably experience 
at the hands of Mr. Journan, their coniinnnding otlicer, who was mentioned as being 

S uite unfit for his situation, the Licutennnt-(jovornor directed his dismissal, and sanctioned 
le appointment of Mr. K. 1*. Moore to succeed him. > 

18. On the 21 st of March, Mr. LuNliington reported having made over charge oi 
the district of Mannbhooni and Singhhooin, to Captain Dalton, Commissioner of Chota 
Nagpore, and the opportunity was taken suitably to acknowledge the services rendered 
by the former, during the period he had oflieiated as Commissioner of those districts. 

19. Mr. Lushington was informed that it was the desire of the Lieutenant-Governor 
that he should conduct the prosecution against NelmoneV Sing Dos, zemindar of Pachete, 
who was to be tried at Hurd wan, before Air. Elliott, (^munissiouer under Act XIV of 

1867. 


20. Colonel Forster reported his arrival at Sumhnlpore, on the 29th March, and that 
he had assumed charge of the Civil and Military duties of the place, Previous to the 
receipt of this letter, a communication wa.s received from the Commissioner of Cuttack, 
announcing that an otlicer senior to (''olonel Forster, viz. : Ctiloncl Osborne, of the 40th 
MadrasNative Infantry, was on his way to Sumbulpore to take command of his regiment; 
and as this arraJigoneiil. was likely to ho very embarrassing to Colonel Forster, who had 
already been vested with the chief military command in the district,, a reference was 
made to the Government of India us to whether the inconvenience apprehended might 
not be obviated by sortie other arrangement. 

21. Colonel Forster having n-ported that it was inexiH'dient that both the Madras 
regiments should be removed from the Sunihulpore district at once, a.s Mr, Coekbufn had 
suggested, and requested perinissiim to detain the 4t)th Native Infantry until he was 
enabled to report, after inquiry and eoiusidemtitm, that its services were not required, was 
authorized to detain that regiment ns long as he might consider it necessary to do «o. 

22. Twenty -three prisoners were tried by Captain Dalton, under Act *XIV of 
1857, in the Chota Nagpore Division, daring the month of March last, of whom one 

aentenoed to death ; two t<i transportation for life; nine to imprisonment for fiye 
years each ; and eleven nequitteil. 

23. Twenty-four persons were tried by Captain Simpson under Act XVl of 1667, in 
the district of Hozareebaugh, during the month of March last, of whom six were sentenced 
to death ; eight to transportation for life ; two to imprisonment for sixteen years, including 
two years' imprisonment in lieu of stripes; five to imprisonment for fourteen years; one 
for ton years ; and two to be released on furnishing security for good conduct. 

24. Fifty-four person.s were tried by Captain Davies, under Act XVI of 1867, in the 
district of Maunbhoom, during the month ; of whom two wm'C sentence^ to trai>ii|rtrtiitatidn'' 
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for life ; ouc to fourteen years’ imprisoument ; three to iinpiisonnient for seven years, three 
for live years; one for three years; one for two years ; two to bo punisheil with tiiirty stripes 
each; one with ten 8triiK*s; and forty acquitted. 

25. Aitsanu — Three prisoners were tried by the Deputy ('omnii.ssioner of Assam «m the 
29th of March, under Act XVIT of for desertion fit»in the Kiimroop regiment, and 

Bentenced to twelve month’s impri.sonnient each. 

20. Cachar. — Twenty-six porstms wore tried hy the Su]»erintende>ii of rnehar, under 
Act XIV of 1857» during the month of March la.st ; of whom nine were ordered to be 
transported for seven years; eight to he imprisoned for an e<iual |K'riod; one to be 
imprisoned for five years ; .seven for tA\o years; and one for one year. , 

27. Darjeeling . — A letter was received from the Superintendent of Darjeeling 
reporting, in reply to a reference made to him on the subject, that there was hut little 
chance of getting recruits for the police corps in that district, as there were recruiting 
parties there already from .Jelpigoorie, A^.^am. ('herra I’oonjee and Purueah, and the Hill 
men having shown an indisposition to take sciwice in the plains, tli<»ugh willing enough 
to enter a corps .stationed on the Hills.

The President in Council to the Court of Directors of the East India Company. 

Fort IVilliaw, May 17, IS.'iS. (No. 64.) 

IN continuation of our letter No. 58 of 18.58, dated the 4th Instant,’ we have the 
honor to forward for your information, the Narrative of events furnished by the 
Government of Bengal, for the weeks ending on the Ifllh April and 1st May, 1858.

Special Natrativc of Events, dated May 12, 1858. 

Painn Division . — TITR jirincipal events of the week under report, were the Bcturn of 
Koer Sing into the Shahahad district, and a reverse sustained at Jugdespore by a party 
of I'hiropenn troops sent to operate against him. 

2. After their defeat at Bausdeeah on the 20th, the icOnds under Koer Sing lied to 
Slie(»pore on the Gainges, and, with the assistance of the /eniindars of that place, crossed 
the ri\<n‘ on the 21sl. So elosely wt're they |>nrsued by Brigadier Douglas, that all their 
guns and Ireasure, and even Koer Sing's own palamjnin fell into his hands, and a good 
many of the enemy were killed while attempting to cross. 

:*>. Broken and dispiritcsl, tin- fugitives, with Koer Sing, made straight for the 
jungles of .lugdespore. 

I. It was at one tinn- contenudated by the garrison at Arrah, when firing was heard 
in tin- direction of tin* riv(-r. to go out and ojipose the crossing, and the troops were 
actually paraded for this jmrpose, when the officer in command changed his mind, and the 
c\])C<lition was ahandoned. 

On the following day, when it became known that the rebels had fled in confusion 
to .lugdespore, it was determined to ftdhnv and attack them there, before they could have 
time to entrench themselves or strengthen their positi<»n, 

t>. Accordingly, on the morning of the 2‘Jnd, a force left Arrah, con.sisting of 140 
men of Her Majesty’s Jl5th Regiment, .50 Kuropean sailors, I0t> Sikhs of Rattray’s Police 
Battalion, and live European .Artillerymen with two guns. Their encamping ground was 
not reached till late in the night, and, after only a few hours’ rest, the march was resinned 
early on the morning of the 2drd. 

*7. 'fhe force bad not proceeded above a mile into the jungle when they were fired 
upon, and appear to have been nearly surrounded. With a view to extricate his party 
from this position, the (dfu-er in command, ('aptnin Le Grand, gave the order to retreat. 
Unfortunately, this movement does not appear to have been executed with .steadiness, 
and the retreat of the Europeans so«»n assumed the shape of a precipitate flight, which all 
the ex(*rtion of their officcr.s could not check. It is impossible to account fdr this panic ; 
but the disa.strous re.sult of it was, that three officers* and 192 men of the detachment of 
Her Alajesty’s 35th were killed (a great majority by sun stnike) in their flight to Arrah; 
nineteen of the parly of sailors, four out of the five artillerymen, and of the Siklw ten were 
killed and (ivo wolijuU'd — tho officer coiniim/u/iiig them, Lieutenant AValJer of the 40th 
Regiment Native. Infantry, very severely. The artillery and Sikhs are said to have 
behnv<‘d admirably, tho former fighting their gun.s even after they had been dc.sertcd by 
till* I'ri/aiilry. and tho hitior, under their ^'nlJant oomninnder, foriltiiiff tbomselrefi into a 
covering-party, nud retteniinf>- in order the whole distance to Arrah, within three miles of 
which the enemy followed up their minsuit. 
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9. Intimation was conveyed to the officer ouininnnding the troops at Sasseram of 
what was going on to the north of Shahabad ; and such measures os were possible were 
taken for increasing the force under his command. 

10. Arrangements Avere made for relieving Her Majesty's Oth Regiment by the 
73rd Foot, which had just arrived, and sending the former up to Snsseram as speedily as 
possible, and a detachment of artillery was ordered to proceed at once to the same 
destination. The several detacliiueius of the. Shannon Naval Brigade, Avhich was on its 
way down the country, ivere halted. One of the latter relieved tlie brigade under 
Lieutenant Duval, I.N., at (Jya, which proceeded to Patna Ibr the protection of that 
station. 


11. The Commissioner of Patna having suggested that, ns the sailors at Chuprahhad 
only twenty days to servo, and few of them ivere willing to be re-engaged, tw<» com]muio.s 
of the 35th Regiment at Berhatnpore, should be sent up to take their place, was informed 
that no troops could be spared from Herhampore, and that orders had been issued to 
engage such of the Marine Brigade as were willing to serve for a further period, and to 
send up fresh men in the room of those who might wish to take their discharge. 

12. Colonel Corfield, eommuiuling the troops at Shahaltud, Avas vested with the 
powers described in Section 1 Act .\ Vll of 1S57, to try for mutiny or desertion, Avherever 
the offence may have been c(munitted, any person subject to the Articles of War for the 
Native 'Proops of the Last India (hmipany. 

13. Bhauffulftore Divisiun. — The Superintendent of MarineAvasautliori/cd to re-engage, 
for a further period of six months, the men of the Purneah Naval Brigade, whose period 
of service Avas about to expire. 

14. Captain Burbank, the e<»mnninder of that brigade, had returned to Cabuitta in 
bad health, and the Lieutenant-tJovernor sanctiomal the ajipointment of Mr. Barrow, the 
first officer, to be commander of the party on a salary of 30t) rupees, and of Mr. Slade, 
the second officer, l«i be first officer on a salary of 175 rupees. 

15. liajshahijr Division. — 'fhe period lor whicb tbe sciwices of tbe seamen slationeil 
at Dinagepore hud been engaged, being also about to I'xpire, the Superintendent of 
Marine was directed to rc-engagc' sindi of the men as were willing to be retained, and to 
entertain olbers in the room of thoM' who might wish to take their discharge. 

1(1. Jiurdu'un Divi.'iion. — Mr. C. S. "Warwick, first otiicer of the detachment of 
Kuropean seamen stationeil at Midnapore, was appointed to the command of (hat party, 
vice Mr. Twisden, deceased, and Mr. A. D. Stretdl, ajipointed sm'ond olfuter in (he room 
of the former incumbent, wlio was promoted to the rank of first ofliei’r. 

17. Town of Calcutta. — I’lie Commi.ssioner of the Calcutta Pidict* reported that a 
rumour AA-aa extremely prevalent among the lower classis in Calcutta, that it was the 
intentiou of the (J<»vernment to buy uj> all (he riee in the country, and afterwards to 
retail it to tho.se only Avho chose to become Christians. This rumour hud evidently taken 
its rise from the extremely high price of rice in Cahmtta. 

18. Dacca Division .- — Mr. Allen, on special iluty at Cherra Poonjee, having submided 
a proposition mooted by Major llicbard-on, commanding the Sylhet Light Infantry 
Battalion, for the entertuinment, ttnuptnarily, of a recruit depot of sixty men, in order 
that the battalion may have, at all tim<;s, its full eomplemcnt of 800 men nnuly for duty, 
the arrangement Avas recommended for tlie sanction of the flovernment of India, 

19 Chota Nagporc Division . — ^The only news of importance regarding Clioia 
Nagpore communicated by the"Commis,sioner Avas, that the rebels 'fhakoor Bi.sbnath Sing, 
and Cunput Ilae, had been trie<l, convicted, and hanged for the various act.s of rebellion 
and rapine they had committed. 

20. In Singbhoom, part of the Porahat country aao.-. rejireseiiled (o be .still in an 
unsettled state, and a body of Coles in arms against the (Jovernmeut bad been plundering 
close to ChucherdarpoTc. Tltey Avere puvsAActl, attached, and deb ated t>j- a small party 
of the Marine Brigade and some of tbe Seraikillab Uiijab’s men, and thirty ot their 
number AA'erc taken pri.soner.s. Regarding tbe ex-Rajab, it was slated that |>etitions were 
being still rccciA'ed from him intimating bis wish to surrender. 

21. At the recommendation of Mr. Lii.sliington, the Limilenunt-Covernor autbori/.ed 
the bestowal of a pair of sliawls upon Mewalal, Sheristadar of the Senior Assistant- 
Coinmi.ssioncr’s Court at (.’hyebas.sn, n.s u mark of (he approval of Government of the 
services he had rendered '.luring the di.sturbauccs in Singbhoom; 

22. Colonel Forster having reqtu.-.-^tcd pcriiii.Ksion to retain, nt Sumbulporc, one 
com\)any of the Ramghwr Battalion and three companies of tbe lOlb Madras Native 
Infantry, was informed that liic Licutenant-Covernor was de.sirotis that the Avb'de of the 


^'jd^tachment of the Ramgbiir Battalion should return to tluur bead-quarters as goon as 
^^gj^yable, but that he was at liberty to detain any portion of the lOtli Mmlras Native 
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Infantry he u)i;'hl require. Suhflequent to this, liowever, the Colonel reported having 
rceeh ed iin intimation from Lieutenant Palmer, eoinmanding a detachment <>f the lOth 
Regiment, that the men uiKier his eominand had cviticod a spirit of insubordination, and 
(lemamleil to be relieved ; and he stated that he had thei’eiipon authorized that officer to 
leave the station with the discontented detachment, rather than allow the ill-feeling 
evinet'd by them to extend to the rest of the regiment. The expediency of relieving the 
entire n'giment at an early jieriod being at the ssime time pointed out, the Commissioner 
of Cuttack was requested to send up 4<K) paiks to Smnbnlpore without delay; hut 
Mr. (iockhurii stated in reply that no paiks could be .''j)ared, and that ibo only troops 
avaiialile were some new sebninlics from (•aiijam, regarding whom intimation would be 
given by him to Colonel Forster direet. 

23. Copies of coiiiniiinieations from the Commissioner (d* C ittaek. in which he 
recommended the imposition <d'a fine of rup(•e^. on the Itajah jfSarnnghnr for having 
faileti in allordiiig active assistants* in appr<‘lieiiding S4>rriinder Sahio. and requested the 
coidirmalion, by (lovernmeiit, to aline of 1 ,•»<»() rupees imposed by him on the Rajah of 
Patna, for not having .surrendered tlie rebel Oojjul S;diie, were f«»rwar(led to Colonel 
Forster for report. 

24. Arrnron. — Mr. Slai)lc having resigned the (‘ommatid of the ^fariiic Hrigade at 
Akyal), Lieutenant It. I’. I'itzgerald, It.N., was appointed to suceeed him. The men of 
llie hrigade w«*re reported l»j the Couimi.'-.si4»ner to he liehaving very well ever since 
Mr. Staple's resignation, and he did not think it ilesirable to disband them, as they had 
been engaged to serve for si.x mt»nths certain, at .\kyal) ; atid because tlu'ir presence gave 
contidenee to tin* re^ideMts of the plue«‘. 

25. (itncrdl — A corrcsjioinh'nci* having rclVr' iiee to a question moote*! by 

the (dlleersattaelied to tile llengJil I’oliei- l»allaIion, as to the n lalive claims to rank of 
local and commissioned otlicers while doing duty w ijh that regimcid, having been .sulmiitted 
lotliis Covcrnmeid, was forwarded for the »*oMsi(h ralion id' tin* (Joveriniient of India, with 
the remark llial, in the ojiinion id' the Licnteiiant-dovernor, ever} olliecr doing duty with 
that regiment, ought to take rank acconling to the date of his ap]ioiutment, ns is tlic 
practice in the ca-e ofall ci\i! appoint im*nts. 

2(i. The Financial iteparlmcnt having called fora return of the names of jiarties 
convicted <d‘ rebellion, or notoriously concerned in it. who may be ladders id’ fJovernniont 
flecnrilies, a circular was ;uldrcssi.*d to the several Commissioners and other otlicers 
suhordinate to (his (lev •rimiciit, for the required information, and, on receipt of their 
rejilies, the ( Joverniucnt of India wen* informed that. id’ the persons in llengal, notoriously 
Coneerned in the disturbances, none were sujqiosed to be boldeis of Covernment Securities 
with the exception of .\li Kiireem, in I’ehar, and JIahiiii Aga Mahomed, rr/iV/i* Alahorned 
Ilyder, eommouly known as .Aga Sahib, in Chuiuparun. 

27. The services of Captain llaig, .\ssistjmt- Superintendent of Supplies at Annabad, 
having been placed at the disposal id' (he Couimander-in-cbief, the (Jioernment id' India 
in the Military nepartmeiil were requested to jdaee another ollicer at the disposal of this 
(loverninent for enijdoyinenl in the post vacated by Captain Haig.

1. Ptdua Divhion. — Dl'RlNCJ thi.s week all interest was centred in the accounts 
received of the pronress of alfairs in the Shahabad District. The rebels were said to be 
enfreiiciiing theiusebes in ditf rent parts of the Jui^dcspore .lungle, and to have 
esi.ddished a line of outposts as for south as Peroo. Parties of (hem were .scouring (ho 
wind ' eotinlry to the north of the Truidv Road, cidlecting sup))lii.s and buniing the 
\illagis of which (he inhabitants were backward ii a.ssbting them. It seemed evident 
(hat thc\ had made up their minds to prepare for and await our attack in these jungles ; 
and spies from llu'ir camp rep, i-ied that this was (heir intention, but (hat they had 
dcicrmiiii'd. if an opporlunil} oUcred b\ dehn in the approach of mir reinfor('ement.s, to 
attack Ariali, Huxar. and Dchric. 'fheir nuudier, wlu>n they fir.-t arrived at Jugdesj»orc, 
was estimated li\ a vcs'pectable .Miihajun of that place at 1,500 men, of whom onls 400 
or .V^o rtore armed wdth muskets, and they appear to ha\ebeeu badly edf for ammunition ; 
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but Unuu(M* Sing had since jointvl ti:cm with lus tollowtm, ami luuubi'rsof discdiai’^ed 
sepoys and bad characters were tlaily nocking to their camp fnnn tlic neiglibounng 
districts, and by the end of the week their force was stated to have reached to nearly 
9,tX>(), of whom 3,000 were sepoys, some 400 sowars, ami the ro.st an armed rabbh*. 
The (Hester of the 23rd had replenishtHl considerably their stock of ammnnilion, and 
added t«o go<»d gnm to their W]nipment. 

2. KotT Sing’s death was confidently re|mrled, and llnnlisham Sing and Nishan 
Sing w«‘rc said to be the leaders, though tlie th'ath of the ol<l chief was earefnlly 
concealed from their followers. 'Du; piH)ple to the north of the Sliahabad District, were 
stated by the rt)llector to be eoM in the rebel eausi* : but tl)os(‘ to tin; semth were 
represented by the Deputy Magistrate of Sas,soeram to be uinvillian to give any assistanci' 
or information. The Magistrate of Hchar reported that in his tlistriel the natives, high 
and low, rcmemlx'red the retribution which fldlowed their misdeeds last year, and were 
not likely to run any similar risk again. 

3. Of the forci's advaneing to (tperate against tin* (>m'm\. those under Hrigndicr 
Douglas coinnuiiei’d en s-ir,;- ;;t S' liker (ihanl. mi the l.’.*^tii April. Two compjoiiis of

4. Maharajah .lung llehadiir was at (i(»vuekpore witl\ one brigade of (ioorUhns 
preparing to march thence to Segowlee, and Maliomed llo.‘.'>ein was said to lie within a 
few miles of him threatening <o allaek (ioruckpore thi' moment the tioorklnis let) it. 

.*). At CliU]irah a meeting had been held on the l.'^lh of April tor the inirpose of 
considi'ving the mi’st jinielieahle means of <h‘f‘eiiet.* to be )ido|ited by the Knropean 
residents in the e\< i f of the .station being attacked by the rebcl.s. A rejuirt of the 
proci'edings of this meeting was forwarded to (iovernment by the CommiKsioner, who 
was informed that the liieiiteiiant-doiernor apjiroM-dot the proceedings, and anlhori/ed 
the construction of an entrcin hment. 

0. Mr. MacDonell, MaeistnUi' ot' Chiiprah. proeenling as ci\il olficer with the 
forces under Hrigailier Dongla.s, was appointed ;i Commi.-.sioiiei* under Act.s \IV and 
XVII in the district of Shahabad. 

7. 'Die C’ommissioner of l^atna ha\ tug sidunii led a lidtcr t'oiii the Deputy Magislrati* 
fif Sewan, Innnging to notice the good services rendered to the state by eertaiii sowars 
furnished by private individuals to assist in l!ie opn ali' ii.s ot ihe Sai im Kield Koree. the 
Lieutenant-Ciovernor ati!hori/,ed the pavnu nt to tin m of the sums noted in thi* margin,* 
as reward.s for llieir zi al and lid< lil v.

})laced himself, the l/ii'Ulenant-Uovernor authoii/.ed tin* release of Mm i' lb hanni! All, 
late a duH'adar of the Bengal I’olice Battalion, who had lnen eonvielid ol J'.iving 
participated in a bribe received from Ali Kurreem tor ))ermilfing iiiin to e.seaj-e, and 
scnlenci'd to ten vi'ars’ imjirisonment, as reported in the Narrative lor the week ending 
the IHth of Febniarv. 

10. lihnvijHlpoyr I )ivis!ni<. — An offer from Mr. Vole, the ('ommi .• ioiier ol’ Bhaugiil- 
pore, of Id.s serviees and llio-e of tvvenU well mounted gentlemen to act ag.ain.st the 
rebels in the Pa’na Division, was declined vvitlj thanks. 

11. (Japtain Hnglic, of the dOlli N'ative Infanlry, having 1 eeii ordered bv the 
Supreme Government to join his eorp.s, whieh had proeeid' d on serviee to China, l/n ti* 
tenant A. 'rurnbiill was appoint' d to ofliei ite fijr him as <on,mand.iiil of the I'urntaii 
Police Battalion during his abs'.-nce, 

12. An iutiinaiion as received Irom the Government of India, that the Adjutant- 
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GciKTal of the Army had been requested to direct the Adjutant of the Hill Rangers to 
superintend the drilling of the Sonthal Recruits, if he could do so in addition to his 
otlier duties. 

13. Rajshahye Division . — Tlie Magistrate of Rungpore, in reporting on the distress 
experienced by tlie poor classes in his district on account of the scarcity of rjee, and 
stated liis intention, if there should be no rain for another week, and tlu' condition of the 
people be not unproved, of reconiuiendlug tlie interference of authority to compel the 
hoiders of rice to opi'n their stores for sale at reasonable rates, with a view to diminish 
tlu' evil. He was informed thai the Lieut enant-CJovernor entirely disapproved of the 
suggestion, and strictly prohibited any interference with the n'gular course of trade. 

14. Nuddea Division . — The ('onuuis.sioner of Nuddea submitted a letter from the 
Magistrate of Jess«jre on the subject of a report promulgated in that district to the 
cfTccl that “ F<»r tlire<! months then- was one thing w'hich would not be procurable.” 
This r< j)ort had been jireviously publisluul at Magoorah, and it was supposed to have 
reference to rice, which it was believed woidd be all bought up by Government and then 
served out cooked to the people to convert them to (.'hristianity. At Magoorah the 
j>eoj)l(‘ were also reported to be la\it»g in a .slock of salt, as tliey wen* under the 
unpre.'.siou that it was tin* intention of Government to pollute futiin* supi>lie.s with pigs 
blood, 'riles*' and similar rumours having given rise to much anxiety and discontent, 
and the local ofiieers having sugge.-<t<'<l that tlu'V might have some hithleu meaning 
.similar to that suppo.scd to attach to tin* t^iapati'cs, circulated in the North-\\esl, they 
were brought to th*' uotii e of the CJovernment of lialia, and the ojquirtuuity was taken 
to point out the defenceless eonditiou of the Lower Pro\inei>. and the «'.xjiediency of 
providing against the possibility of the outbreak of any disturbances in this part of the 
PrcsidencN . 

15. Town qfCUtU uUa. — 'J'lu* t’ommisskmer iT the Calcutta Police reported that having 
h<*ard a rejiort on the 1st ol’ May that placards ha<l been fixed up about a fortnight ago 
in the streel.s of Calcutta to the eHecl that ” a certain whin* thing would not be found in 
Calcutta three mouths hence,’' In* made in<|uiries on the subject, and ascertained that no 
placards of the sort had ever been stuck up in Calcutta. 

HJ. ChitUujontj Division. — 'J'he Supi'rintcndent of Marine wa.s authorized to re-engage 
for a further jieriod of six mouths the men of the Naval Brigatle, stationed at Chittagong, 
the term of whose pre.'^cut engagement will expire on the 4th of .lune next. 

17. The Commissioner of Chittagong having represented that very slight progress 
had been madi! by Mr. 'rueker in prosecuting the inquirv ordered to be made into the 
conduct of the llajah of 'ripperah, in reference to the mutineers of the 34th Native 
Infantry, and that the unhealthiuessof the jilaci* wmild render it impracticabh* to conduct 
a local investigation during the present .seasem of tin* year, the Lieutenant-Governor 
directed that inste.ad of the local investigation |>re\iousIy ord*'n*d, the Rajah be called 
upon to explain what, measures he had atlopte*! with a view to assist Government in 
punkshiiig these mutineers. 

IH. CJiolu XiKjiiorr Division. — 'fhe Government of India having intimated that there 
were no native troofis at the disposal of that Government for emj)loymcnt under the .Senior 
Assistant Commi.ssioner of Singbhoom, to follow up the advantages gained by him over the 
insurgent ('ole.s, and .suggested that a portion of tlu* llhaugulpore Hill Rangers might be 
sent to as-sist in those operations, theCommis.s«)n(*r*)f Bhaugulporc wjis requested to report 
if any portion of the Mill Hangers could be spared for the duty in question, 

ll>. The t’ommissionei* of Clu»ta Nagpore submitted a re])ort ou the progress made 
in ll*.e ('ulistment of Coles ami Sonthal-s in his flivi.sion, and the advanced state of dis- 


cipline and eflicicnev whieli a portion ot' the h‘v y had already attained, 
men enlisted was 4;'id; ot' which were Cok'.s, Christian Coles, 
8() of other tribes ; 1()0 of the im n fad ahvatlv completed their drill,

In reply to thi.s report 
Ca|)tain Dalton was informed that it had been propo.sed to the Governmeut of India that 
tho l(*vy in questum should f(»rni the nuch’us of u Police Corps of the same strength as 
Captain Rattray's Battalion ; and that should this recommendation be complied with, the 
men of the Hailighur Battalion might be amalgamated with the Coles and Sonthals, with 


a view to completing the ntuuber of tin* regiment, lie was further directed to increase, 
if Itracticahle, tlie proportion of Christians in the n-giment. 

20. Iq Sumbulpore, (’olonel I'orster t*xjH*eted, with the assistance of the petty 
chiefs around him, to dispense entirely with thg a.ssistanee of the Madras troops, and to 
be able to res'ort* order without tlu* nee(*ssity for retaining any troops beyond the 
►Shekeevvattee Battalion and the St*bundics. 


21. (hnvvul i^ubjvcts. — Tin* Commandant of the Bengal Police Battalion 


having 



represenied the very heavy duties which devolved on the men of his reginiont, and the 
dissatisfaction and disorganization whicli was spreading among (hem on account of the 
detaching system to which the regiment had been subjected so long, and it being con- 
sidered desirable to strengthen the corps as far as possible, Colonel Roweroft of the 
Sarun Field Force was requested to order the detachment wliich was doing duty un<lor 
him in ^rnckporc, to join the head quarters of their regiment as soon us ho couUl 
dispense with their services. 

The Lieutenant-Governor recommended the promotion ol* Mr. (1. N. Dodd from 
the fourth to the third class of Executive Engineers, in considi'ration of the vafuahlu 
services rendered by him during the late ujierations against the mutineers uf tlie IMth 
Regiment N-ativc Infantry, in the vicinity of Sylhet. The C'liief Engineer had ohjected 
to the arrangement, on tlio ground that there were four otl«;r otlicers senior to Mr. Dodd 
in the Department, whose claims to priority of promotion could not be overlooked ; but 
his Honor was of opinion that Mr. Dodcl’s promotion, b<.*iiig in recognition of special 
services which he had hud the ojiportnnity of rendering to the state, could give no just 
or reasonable cause of complaint to the odicers whom lie would snpersctle. 

23. A copy of a letter from the joint Magistrate of Raneegnngoe, reporting that 
Mrs. Hare, the wife of a railway engineer, had left for AUaliabad, was forwarded to the 
Government of tlic North-Western Provinces for information.

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7. Bha^lpore Division . — With the concurrence of the Government of India, the 
Licntenant-Govemor directed the proceeds of the property taken from the mutihous 
sowars of the llth Imigular Cavalry, at Pnrneah, and the sums presented by two 
wealthy native gentlemen of that district, lo be <.livided among the soldiers of Her 
Majesty’s 6th Fusiliers, and the sailors who were employed along with them in pnrsnit 
of the enemy on that occasion. 

B. Rajskahye Division . — Corporal Michael Dnnnagon, of the European Invalid 
Battalion, was ordered to Rajshahye, to assist in drilling the Volunteer Cfavalry Corps 
. formed in that district. 

9. The Commissioner of Police in Calcutta reported the particulars of a serious 
disturbance caused b^ some recruits of the European Cavaln in the house of a respect* ' 
able and affluent native lady, named Ransmoney Dossee, at Jaun Bazar, on the night of 
the 4th of May. Three natives were wounded, one severely, in this affair, but the 
perpetrators of the outrage could not be identified. The conduct of throe recruits 
during the latter part of their stay in Calcutta, had been very reprehensible, and was 
greatly cpmplained of by the police authorities. 

10. Chota Nagpore Diewion.—* At the recommendation of Colonel Forster, a requisi* 
tion was made by the Government of India to the Government of Fort St. George, for 
the services of Lieutenant J. D. Vallauce, and some other officer of the 40th Madras 
Native Infantry, with a view to their apjKiintment to the new corps of Sebundics, raised 
for employment in the Snmbulporc District. 

11. General Subjects . — In reporting that there were no Christians in his division 
who were likely to enlist as soldiers, the Commissioner of Bhaugiilj^iorc stated that his 
uncovenanted assistant, Mr. Smith, who had long been in the Madras army, had informed 
him that there were numerous native Christians on the Madras coast, who would 
willingly enlist for military service in Bengal, and that it. would, perhaps, b(i advisable to 
encourage an extensive recniiting .'iinong these men. ^ Further information as to the 
districts alluded to was thereupon calleil for from Mr. Yule. 

12. A letter from Ca]>tain Nation, commanding tlie Ramghur Irregular Cavalry, 
received through the Commissioner of Cliota Nagpore, in whicli that officer reported the 
very inefficient strength to wliich his coriis has been reduced, and an augmentation of the 
corps to tile extent of at least one additional srpiadron, was forwarded to the Government 
of India, in the Military Di^partment, for consideration. 

13. Captain Dalton also submitted a letter from Captain Nation, bringing to notice 
the loyal and gallant conduct of the detachments of the Ramghur Battalion serving in 
Snmbulporc and Palamow, and euggroting that the men of these detachments, consisting 
of live subadars, three jemadars, fourteen havildars, tliirtcen naiks, one bugler, and 201 
sepoys, siiould be permitted, in special recognition of tlieir loyalty, to draw the pay and 
allowances of tin.' same gra<ics in a regiment of the line. Some of those men were also 
cs[)ccially recommended by Captain Nation for promotion. Both these yiroposals were 
submitted for the favorable consideration of tlic Government of India. 

14. The t'ommissionor of Chota Nagpore further suggested, th.*!! Captain Nation 
should be permitted to draw an advance of from 3,000 rupees to 4,000 rupees for the 
purchase of horses for the men of the Irregular Cavalry, to obviate the difficulty 
experienced in getting candidates for enlistmoiU who can bring their own fiorscs. 

16. TJie Lieutenant-Governor authorized the payment of 1,850 rupees to Mr. R. L. 
Ewing, an indigo planter, as compensation for losses sustained by Iiim in consequence of 
the mutinies.

J, Patna Division . — AFTPHl Icaviii,"; Ihiliwa, 8ir E. Lugard proc<‘c*di*d through iho 
open (•f)uiitry to the west of the jungle witli lh<; intention of attacking Jugch’spore from 
lliiil. sid(‘, ther<’l>\ avoiding tlie didienlties of the direct road through the jungle, which 
enemy, calculating on Ins marching by the same route that Colonel V. Eyre and 
Captain J.egrand had t.'ikcn, had strongly deleinh'd. 'I’he rebels, on discovering his 
intention, threw themselves hastily into tin' village of Hetumpore, at the entrance of the 
s])ac(! between the two jungles which gives access to dugdespore from the north-west. 
They \\<*re not .allowed tin;e, however, to make much .preparation for the defence of 
this ])osition, and, being taken by surj)rise, were very soon driven out and pursued to 
.lugclespnre, which was ca))t»in’d, witli no loss on our side. Many of the enemy were 
killed; and it was believed that the number included two very notorious characters, 
I-Iurbe>han Sing (a eous'n of Koer Sing), and .loodhur Sing, the man wlio jalotcd stJ 
many borlies of muliiuiers across the Heliar districts last vt'ar. Kcgarding thi.> latter, 
how't'ver, llm l)eptily-i\la:\istrate of Slierghotty n'porled, on the lotii M.vv, that lie was 
<’nc.imp( 1 wi'd! JklO or ‘10') sejiuvs at llcelai'., a place two miles nitrth o{‘l)unwar. 

2. Af'er tlie del’eal sii.-.la!ned by tiiein at .higdespore, tin' rduls evacuated the 
whele ot‘ l!.c i.ort!)! rn p'':'li()i' <(t' the jungle and retreated to Cliiiowra, where llieu' is a 
bin *, ah. \v built by Koi'r Sing for siuirting pnrposi s in tlie soiilliern jiart of tin* jungle. 
They wi'i'c follov.ed up by Sir E. Lug ird's force, who attacked and look the place on the 
1 III) May, (Vilonel Corlleld eo-op( rating from tin* south against tlic ein my’.s po.-iticins at 
Ihirboon, which were simultaneously stormed and lakt n. The loss in Sir E. I.ugard’s 
force wjis, (-lie otiieer killed and one woundi'd, and one rank and tile kilhal and five 
wounded. Colonel Corfiehl lost .s<*V( n men from sun stroke, 'flic loss of the enemy 
was consideiable. A number of the sejuys killeil, had llu' bells ot the lOlh Native 
Infantry. 

.'b On the 12tli May, Sir E. bugard marched into Peeroo and joined Colohel 
(.lorlleld on the cvi'niiig (>f the same dab*, 'fhe whole f'orce tin'll rcturneil back to 
.luedespore, wlii're liiey wire nttacki'd by the rebels outlie loth of May at about o p.m. 
'riie lr\)ops. howevi'r. wi're no sooner moved out, than the enemy disper.scib They 
appeareil, from the latest aeeoiints, to be occupying various points in the sonihern 
portion of the jnngh', and vver«' reported to be (piarrelling amongst tli<>inse1v<'s. A good 
many, also, had let*, tln-ir ranks. One body of itOU or lOU liad crossed tlie (iraiul 
'IVunk Hoad near delianaliad, carry ing off some dak horses, and lairning down a factory 
in the neighbourhood; others vvi're said to be crossing at dilli'rent ghauts into the 
Gha7.cep()re district, for i'n> most part, nnarnu'tl: and considerable numbers w<>re going 
off to their homes in parth's of two and three togethm*. 

1, 'fhe European troops nndi'r Sir E. bugard were grt'atly distressed by the 
sullbcaliug h(*al of the .liigdespore jungles; and it was contcnnilalcd by tl;c tJenoral to 
]>ost them in detaehmenis at Arrah, Dooinroon, Hhogcporc, Buxar, and 8'assceram, with a 
view of ki'i'ping the rclu is in check for the present, and of eventually coinpi-Hing thi'in 
(o disperse. Jlefore iloiiig so, however, he was aitxioiis to attempt the elearaiie*' of the 
jungle, which Mr. Sainuells likewise cousidcivil a measure of great imjiortauee. To the 
idea of withdrawing the troops from the jungle, and locating them in distant posts, the 
latter was strongly op])o-ed. Our p’liremeni while the enemy n'lnained in luissission of 
our guns, baggage. &;e., wliieh had fallen into llieir I'.ands, would Imve all Ihi' ell'ecl of a 
di'leat, and li'ud greatly to swell the raiiksolTlie rebels. Mi* jn-oposed. instead, (hat, as 
it was linunl that tin* Europeans could not stand (lie heat of (he jungle, their ]>laec 
there should be taken by Sikhs of Hatlray’s Corps and by the Madras Rilh.s, tin* 
Eiiropoan.s being pos(t :l iiroiiiid. Hy (lii.s means, (he enemy would be cut off from all 
sujijdii's, and. eventually , forced into the open country . Mr. Samiiclls's observations vvern 
.snhmitli'd for tlu* consider.alion ol’ the (JovernmeiU of India, and Captain Rattray was 
directed to get together as many of his corps as practicable. ' 

d. Of Koi'r Sing's death, there was no longer any dotibt. He is said to have been 
wounded by a grai>e-slior on the vvri.'sJ while ero,ssii'.g the CJangcs, ami to have dieel at 
.lng{les]>ore very soon after. His l>ody. it was stated, was buried instead of being burnt, 
and his ih'ath w:is kept a .st'cri't from his men, a figure being dressed up to represent 
him. and oivlers being constantly issued in his name. 

f>. letter rceeivctl from tlu' .bulge of Sarun, re\irescnting the defenoekvs condition 
<»t that district, and the expediency of stationing some Irooivs in it for the protection of 
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the lives and property of the lo^^'al zemindars and umhajuiu who mig^ht othcrwiso bo 
tempted to save themselvee fh*l»r pltindw by ecreeiiing tlw mutineers and rebtds, was 
forwarded for the consideratkm of tiie Govaroment of Indian 

7. In a letter, dated the 15th of May, the Magistrate and (.-ollector of Gya 
reported that the only circumstance worthy of notice in that jiart of the country was tno 
stoppage of all payments of Government revenue, which was ]nirtly owing to a fear 
among the ill-informed zemindars, of an incursion of the reUds into tlu ir district, ami to 
doubtsS entertained by some, of the result of the contest aeri>ss tlu* river. 

8. 'fho Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned an ex|H'nditure of 130 rupiMS incurred by 
the Magistrate of Sanin, in rewanling the sl^rvan(s ot ItalMx* Doondhar i..all, of 
Sandhwara, for assistance rendered by them in the captnrt* of (wo out of tour men \vht» 
had plundered the dAk from Chtiprah to M(»teeharee. 'J'he prc's-Mit of a watoh to the Kal^oo, 
in acknowledgment of his personal exertions on the occasion, was also, as rceomtm'uded 
by Mr. Richardson, authorized. 

9. A jemadar and four burkundan/.«*s of Thaniiah Futwa, in the district of Patna, 
having been convicted of knowingly ltarb«)uring a nnitincer, were dcclan'd incapable of 
serving the Government again, in any capacity, by a notilication in the •• («a/.ottc.’' 

10. Rajshaht/p D/e/swn.— -Mr. \Vhite, sceoml otlicer in command »)f th<; partv of 
European 8e.amen at Rungpore, whose r<‘moval fn)m oHicc been authorized by 
Gov(?rnment on account of a quarrel laawcen liim ami Mr. liiitke, like otiicor in command 
of the brigade, liaving stibscquenily mmle anami>1c apology to Mr. MuHm*, was permilled. 
at the recommendation of the SuporiuUmdenl of Marine, to retain his ap|)ointmen(. 

11. Nuddea Divmon, Totr/i of Oticuttii. —With llm c\ceptioj> oi' (ln‘ oiilrages 
committed by the recruits of the Bengal Light (^‘lvalry. tin’ public ])ea«’(.' in C'alcuUa 
remained undisturbed during tlt(' W'cek The recruits, Mr. VVauchope rfpr<'s(.'nled. had 
becom(‘ an intoler.xble nuisance to (he inhabitants residing in tin* ni'ighbourhood of 
the Towm Hall and Free Hchool, \vb(‘re th(‘Y were tpiartered ; ninl he ('nrnestly 
recommendi.’d that jio more of them might, b.* stationed in eilin'i* of lliuse plaei's, but that, 
if there should !><• no room for tliein in (Iw lltrt,t.Iiey should be siait up imineiliately ader 
th0jr arrival at t'liinsurah, or I)um Duni, when* there an; barracks iu wliieh they e.tn be 
confined. 


l‘J. Tltn’o spies of Koer Sing were arrested by the polict* iu Caleulla, and .■ !i( up 
to Sassceram, on (he n*<piisitiou of (lie Dejnity M.igihtrate of (hat sul)-ili\ isioji. 'J’he 
Mahom<*<lan fi'stival of K<'d had passed tpiietly over, and with reference to some vague 
appreliensions wliieli wi'rc supposed to have exis(<*d, Mr, \Vaii<*liope reported tliat ho 
had had a Euroueati Inspector present at (he arrival of each (rain at tlm lictwrah 
railway station, to report to him if any large number of U]>-('ountr^ men t'aiue down to 
Calcutta, and that ho had directed tin* |>oliee of lie* norlimni division td' the town and of 
the river to be also on (lie look-out ; and from all (he information he could uidaiu, it <iid 
not ajipear that there was fie* slighle-sl ground for suj»po.siug timi .any minsual number 
had arrived. 

13. Dacca Dirision, — Mr. Alien having di*mi-ortieially ivklieetl the great umvisiness 
and alarm foil by the European ro.siilents at .Sylhet, and stated tliat .siisph-ioiiH wero 
afloat (hat some persons w(>ro again tr)ing to tamper with the men of the Sylhet Light 
Infantry Battalion, and the Li«*ntenant-(jov<'rnor liaving reecived information from 
other quarters that apprehensions were entertained iu many of the eastern districts of 
Bengal, an application was made to the (Jovermneiil of India for permission to raise and 
wjuip two or more parlh'S of Etiropean .seamen, each 100 s’rong. with a view (o their 
being stationed at sucliC(*ntrieal places as I’libna ami Jissore, fiirthe purpo.se of reassiiritig 
the people. 

11. The Gov<*rnnient of India infiniated having sanelioneil (he grant of a pension 
of two rupees per month, as recommended b\ the (Jovermm'ut, to (he daughter of Soubon 
Kuttrec, a pensioned s(.*poy of the Sylhet Battalion, in recognition of her father’s gallant 
condtict in the engagement with the Chittagong mutineers, al Latoo. 

1.}. Cuttack Divittion . — A mooktear «>f (he Rajah of K»“onjur liaving soliciuxl^ ii 
recognition of tliegiswl .services rendered to the stale by (he Rajah and liis d<.*wan, named 
Chunder Si'knr Mohapattur, a copy of a memoramliim submitted by liim was fiirwurded 
to the Commissioner of Cuttack for re[)ort, especially in regard l<j the services said to 
have been rendered by the dewan, and as to wl*'*'’:: r a jicnsion, witli the title of Rai 
Chador, could be approj>riately conferred on him. 

16. Chota Naffporc.—^Tilw tJomnv»ndaut ol 'hi* Naval Brigade at CliyebasTvi rejwted 
to the 8«i)orintendcnt of Marine that (he disi-i^t of Singblwsan was .still in a very 
nnssvtisfactory state, and that between ChuekcrrfKirporc! and Chyebassa, a distance, of 
I8inilc.s, he could not venture to send in a sick man from camp to the hospital witluml a 
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«i:ron|^ escort, lest he shonld fall into the of th*e enemy. He farther mentioned 

that an attack was expected dnilV from the 9 ^^ajah of l^rahat, who had asscnibied a 
force of some six thousand men, m order, as Wboasted himself, "to sweep the Feringhcc 
Kaffirs out of the mango grove,” the place where the sailors were encamped. This 
report was forwarded to the Commissioner of Chota Nagpore, from whom no intelligence 
of this stat 9 of things had been received. 

17. The term of service of the party of European seamen doing duty at Chyebaasa 
being about to expire, and the necessity for the presence of a detachment of Europeans 
in that part of the country not being yet over, the Bnperintendentof Marine was directed 
to Mopt measnres for re-engaging the men for a further period of six months. 

lo. Colonel Forster submitted a detailed report on the state of the Snmbniporc 
district. In his opinion, the troubles in that district are wholly unconnected with the 
sepoy rebellion, and would be best dealt with by conciliating the chiefs, and availmg 
'Ourselves of their aid and co-oj)cration, each chief being held responsible for acts 
committed within the limits of his jurisdiction. With this view he had, he said, already 
invited the several rajahs and chiefs to meet him at Snmbnlimrc, not as crimioals to 
answer for past ofl'eiices, but that he might have an o])portunity of consnlling them, and 
of securing their cheerful co-ojxTation in making arrangements for tranquillizing the 
country. He was infonncil in reply, that the Liuntenant-tiovernor agreed with him 
in the view he had taken of the subject, and quite approved of the course he was 
pursuing. 

19. The adoption of a less rigorous mode of pitnishment towartls the petty followers 
of the leaders of the insurrect ion than had hitherto been observed, and the commutation 
of capital sentences where such had licen pass(ul and not yet carried into execution in the 
case of men of this class, was also reconnnonded by Colonel Forster and approved. 

20. The Lieutenant-Governor also authorized the remission of the fine of 1,000 
m]>ces levied on i.hc Rajah of Patna by Mr. Cockburn, for the previous doubtful 
conduct of that chief in not having k<spt a more careful guard over the Wibel chief 
Oojjul Sahi(*, who suceced(?d in escaping from his custody, upon Colonel Forster 
reporting that the rajah had sinc(! recaptured the relxd and was about to make him over 
as a prisoner ; Colonel Forster was, at the same time, rctpiested to convey to the rajah 
the thanks of Government for the s<irviee thus rendered by him. 

21. Cachar. — At the recommondation of Lieutenant Stewart, Commandant of the 
Kookee levy in Cachar, the Lieutenant-Governor authorized the admission into the 
service of a sepoy (No. 112) of that corps, who, having obtained leave to visit his home, 
had returned to join the corps one day after the expiration of his leave. The Super- 
intendent stated that he had no reason to suspect the ««tqioy of being in any way 
im]^)licatcd in the rebellion, and the man himself mentioned that he had positively rcfuscH 
to join the rebels, though lie had been solicited to do so. 

22. General Sulfjerts.^^An intimation was received from the Military Deiiartmcnt 
that the Ooverument of India had determined upon increasing the strength of the Indian 
Navy Detachments at Patna and Dacca, in men and guns, to the extent noted on the 
margin ;• and that the S»*nior Officer of the Indian Navy had Imen directed to take 
immediate steps for carrying out. this object. 

23. The provisions of Act X of 1858 were extended to the districts of the Patna 
and Chota Nagpore ilivisions, by notifications in the Government ** Gazette. ” 

24. The Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned the payment of 1,000 rujiccs to Mr. H 
Moore, Indigo Planter, of Bucknour Factory, in Shahabad, as compensation for losses 
sustained by him at the hands of mutineers and rebels. 

25. Captain A. C. Boswell, of the Invalid Establishment, having preferred a claim 
to compensation for loss alleged to have been sustained by him in consequence of the 
murder of Sir Norman R. Leslie by some sowars of the 6th Irregular Cavalry, whidh 
prevented the execution by the latter of a |>olicy of insurance which ^va8 about to be 
taken out as security for a debt due to the applicant by the deceased, and the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor being doubtful if any comjieusalion could be given in a case of this 
kind, the question was submitted for the decision of the Government of India. 

26. The Collector of Jessoro having brought to notice the assistance rendered to 
him by Rajah Bnrodakant Roy of that district, in procuring supplies of carriage for tho 
Siipermtciidcnt at Rancegungec, and suggested that the additional title of " Behadnr ** 
be conferred on him by Government ; it was recommended to the Government of India 
that the title of " Rajah Behadnr ’’ and a Khcllut be conferred wi the individual, and 
that in consideration of his pecuniary difficulties he be exempted from the payment of 
the usual Nuzzeranna.

17. . DwwoA,— On the 24th October, the garrison of the Punnah Rajah was, after a 
short resistance, driven out of the town, and thannah of Dumoh by a numbro .<of 
boondelas, assisted by about 300 of the 62nd Native lul'antry, and led by Deveefiingia 
rebel malgoozar of the Jubbniporc district. Koer Shambojec, tlic agent of the Puium 
Rqjah, brbngitt off a imrtion of his garrison. The jail darogah, notwithstandtoig thi^

I HAVE the honor to submit my weekly narrative of events. 

Affimghur.^No narrative has been received. Colonel Longden has marched from 
Mahowl, where the Azimghur Goorkhas still remain, to Deedargunge, where he is within 
easy reach of both parties of Goorkhas. Mr. Pollock is with Colonel Longden, and 
Mr. Lcgge with Captain Boilcau, so that Mr, Venables is Icfl alone in the station. Carts 
and revijnne come in but slowly. 

Jounpore, Thursday, 12. — A sjdk in the rebel camp at Bbadayan. Snroop Sing, of 
Ktiprahadech, is said to have gone away with 800 men and 4 guns; and Hnnwnnt Sing 
is said to have left in disgiist at the mismanagement of the camp, and to be resolved to 
revenge his brother and son single-handed. 

Khodabuksh, sot disant ehiicklcydar of Jounpore, is said to be at Kntghnr, 14 miles 
north-east of Kutghur, with 3,000 men and 3 guns, some of them prol^bly fugitives 
from Atrowleea. 

Friday, 13. — Burriar Sing, brother of Roostnm Sah, reix)rtcd that he had been 
obliged to jwn the enemy witli 500 men, but would keep Magistrate informed of what , 
occurred in the rebel camp.

Regiment Native Infantry, and a larg<‘ force of Ihwndelns, and after sloni resistance the 
town and thannah were taken by the rebels. Koer Samboojee, the agent of the Piinnah 
Rajah, and in charge of distrid. had retivaied, and uas waiting lor r(;inforceincnlM, 
wlien he intended attacking tliem again, and trying to n-eoxaT possession.

(reported in my last.) reaching Sutwas, the M»‘wattees retreated jireeipitately , and Kullian 
Sing iTporled that he had tak<'n posses.sioiM>f tlie place for the Oovc'nnneiil ; but in the 
trial, Kullian Sing admitted that lu* hail <*,\eliaiig( d piigries with Dowlul Sing, tin* rebel 
Thakoor of Ra'ghogluir, as a pledge to act with liim against the (iovernnient. As hiii 
report was reeeiv».‘d after a Ibrtnight's interval, and his eomplieitx and ringleadership in 
the rebellion were proved be.>ond a doubt, as also ball Khaifs, they wa-re both hanged 
under provisions of Act XIV of 1mo7. Ram Sing, son of Kullian, not being e«piall} 
guilty, vias sentenced to transportation for life.

— No ofTicial report of any kind ; but, by a private h tter from llm late Deputy 
Collector of that jdace, and \v1m> is now at Cawnpore, 1 learn llial the Dhnttia Rajah 
had taken possession of two ])ergunnahs of that district, that the Maharajah t»f (ivvalior 
had taken pos-session of the ce<icd Perguiuiah of Kntehwaluigluir, and that the (ioorserai 
Chief, who was holding tlie district nominally fur (lovcrnmciil, was committing the 
greatest oiipn'ssion. 

Jhansi . — From letters received from natives there, as well as h-tters received from 
Lieutenant Browne, Deputy-Commissioner of Jalonn, and now in the Fort of Agra, I 
Icam that some 5,000 of the Cwalior Contingent marched from Gwalior on the 15th 
instant, with 42 guns, including a large siege train, to join the rebel Ranee of Jhansi, 
and with the intention, it is said, of jirocceding eventually to.Saugor. The district is 
said lo be chiefly in the hands of the Regent Ranee oi' Tehrec, w ho has taken her old 
possessions in that district, and conseijuently rebelled. 
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Juhbulpore, October 20, 1857. — The Deputy-Commissioner in a report, dated 26th, 
states that detachments were still at Schora on the Mirzaimrc road, and Dumoh in the 
Kainjjtec direction, and that in the immediate vicinity of these i) 08 ts nil was quiet and 
cfinddcncc restored, but ])lundcring; was goini; on in every direction not immediately 
j)rotectcd by these trooj)S. From i,.500 to 2,000 rebels said to be collected in the hills 
soutli of llic Nerbudda, near Burgee, and plundering in every direction ; but troops 
and police only strong enouglx to liold their own posts and protect the i> 06 tal 
communication. 

On tlie 21st, a report was received from Palun, tlmt the .rebels in numbers had 
. crossed the Hecran, and though opposed by the Tidisccldar and police of Patun, soon 
forced them to retire, the Tehsceldar and one jxxliceman being wounded. On receipt of 
this information, application was made to Colonel Millar for a force to drive these rebels 
back, and tlic detachment with two guns started at midnight, but owing to some nullahs 
was much delayed on the road. On reaching Noonsur, half way to Pattin, it was 
rcjjortcd tliat the rebels had retreated, liaving first burnt all the public buildings and 
residences of tlic Government servants. The nmin portion of the detachment and the 
guns were lialted at Noonsur, and Lieutenant Baldwin, the Dcpiity-Commissicuier, 
accompanied by a troop of the Gth Madras Liglit Cavalry, pushed on to Patun. On 
arrival he found that Hindoo Put Thakoor of Bclklu.Ta, a landholder of some influence, who 
Ixas aided the Govtrrnmcnt greatly latch', was <‘ngag<!d with the rebels, and a re(|uisit{on 
w’as at once sent to Noonsur for some infantry, on whoso arrival Lieutenant Baldwin 
intended to cross and attack, but the rebels, after ke(!])ing up a desultory and harmless 
lire with Hindoo Put’s men, retreated into the hills before tin; infantry could arrive. 
About ten of the mutineers of the 52nd Regiment Native Infantry, could plainly Iwj 
distinguished amongst the rebels. The detachment at Patun has been increased to lOO 
infantry and a troop of cavalry. 

The .52nd mutineers reported to have gone northward towards Dumoh. This is 
corroborated by the intelligence received frtun Dumoh, and which will bo found under 
that head. 

Unrood Sing, the Khymory TImkoor, attacked a jxarty of about 2.5 of the 52nd 
mutineers who jiassed his jilaee, killing one and putting the remainder to llight. In the 
district gmterally, with the o.veciptioiv of the vicinity of the detachments, tlic jtolicc 
generally are disheartened by constant attacks and losses, and the cultivators, as a matter 
of course, lose conliclenco when they apply for aid and lind none can be rendered them ; 
and f()r the want of a few troops much valuable' land is allowed to go waste, and a great 
jiortion of the product of this riel) district will in consccpiencc be lost to Goveimmcnt, 
and that at a time when grain will b(' most valuable. Orders have been received for the 
oHieers and disarmed men of the 62nd Regiment Native Infantry to proceed to Saugor, 
but owing to the disturbed state of the district, and my inability to furnish them with a 
suitable escort, this tirdcr eauiiot at pre.sent bo c.'irricd out. 

Mundluh . — No ollicial riqiort rccc'ivcil ; but the Dcputy-Commissiouer has proceeded 
into Ids district, the greali'r part of which is iu a very disturbed state. He has but a 
very iucHlcienl escort, consisting mostly of his own police, but it was found quite 
impracticable to give him more. 

Nursingporc . — The Depuly-(^ommissioner in a roiKirt, dated 19th, states that he 
moved out into his district witli a detachment of the 28th Madras Native Infantry and 
two guns, as Meherban 8ing with sumo S(M) Hoondelas and 2()0 of (he 62nd Native 
Infantry mutineers, was threatening Nursingporc on (ho north-cast side. Whilst making 
preparations to cross and attack on the 16th, information was received that the rebels 
were threatening the station of Nursingporc, and the Deputy-Commissioner had to fall 
back imar to (hat placi' for its protection. ^ 

in a letter, dated 22u<l instant, tlie Deputy-Commissioner reports having. again 
advanced on the lOtl). to Saiikul, a distance of 23 miles, to chock any attempt of the 
rebels to cross. On arrival he found the rebels with some of the mutineers of the 52nd, 
very strongly posted on the right bank of the river, in some ravines of the Nerbudda, 
having dense jungle in their rear, and holding a small fort commanding tho village of 
Heorapore. Early on the morning of tlu; 21st, Captain Ternau moved the guns into 
position on the left bank, about 700 yards tlistant, and opened on the rebels at daybreak, 
the surjiristi was complete and they fled precipitately, taking refuge in the jnnglc, about 
h.df-a-mile in rear of Ileerapore. 

Not considering tho force adw|uate, owing to the dense jungle, Captain Tcrnan did 
not iloi'in it advisable to^cross and attack, though the sci)oys wislied to do so. 

Th(^ elfect of this attack has been most beneficial, the nllagers who had formerly 
deserted their houses had returned. Sowing was going on rapidly, and confidence 
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seemed to be prtily well restored. The Deputy-Commissioner’s movements will be 
g;uided by circumstances.

Saugor . — The Deputy Cnmnnssioner in a report, dat«'d lOtli instant, states that th(5 
Shahghur Raja]! attacked Rehlec on the 13th instant, witli a tbree accompnnhul by two 
small guns. lie was, however, speedily reimlsed by the dt'taelunent ol’ tla* 31st Rengal 
Native Infantry there, aided by tlie Customs’ Department, witli a loss of several killed 
and wounded, whilst none of the troops on our side wen; injuri'd. A detachment of the 
31st Native Infantry, l.'iO strong, under a Kiiropean ollicer, will remain for the 
present at Rchlee. The detachment of the •42nd Native Infantry, under Captain Roberts, 
and the 3rd Irregular Cavalry, under Capt.nin Mayne, who were sent for the purpose 
of keeping open the postal conununiealion, have fully succeeded in so doing, as the 
dAks from Saugor viA Nursingtmre arrive regularly. The treasury having be<'n 
exhausted, and no revenue coming in, the l)o])uty-Comiuissioner had triced first a loan at 
(} per cent., which having partially failed, he next tried a paper eurrency in one rupt'e 
notes, which are answering beyond his mostsuiguine expeel ation. 1 tbrwardcd one of 
these notes a day or two ago for the inspcctum of the Lieutenaut-Ciovonun*, Central 
Pro\ inccs. 

In eonsef|uencc of the troops being scattered about on outpost duty, and very lew 
left at Saugor itself, tin? I’ebids were cjuboldened to eome witlnn a finv miles of the place, 
and were pluudcrijig in every direction: but for want of troops no assislanee eoidd be 
afibrded U) the sufferers. Major Kills, Assistant Political Agent in Hundleeund, wriU's 
to Brigadier Sage at Saugor. that lu! believes fae mutinem's assembled at Bandah, are 
about to attack Saugor; if so. 1‘ort and ar.seiial will be placed in great jt'opanly, murt; 
especially if the troop.s mentioned under tlui liead of .Jhansi, carry out their llireals of 
procecdiiig to Saugor. In this <!vent, tlie arsenal, and tlio lives of the J<hiropeuns ^^ill l)e 
in the greatest danger, and 1 consider it a matter of the utmost importance, that 
rcinlbrccmonls should be sent, as sp<!dily as possible, to their relief I have no’ne to sc'iid 
myself, having barely suffieient for the refjuirements of Jid)bulpor(r alone; neitlier <lo I 
see any likelihood of my soon being in a position to alfonl (hem aid. * 

Sixteen eases of <lacoity and roblniry, and one of daeoity, robl)ery, and arsoji 
oecum'd in the district during tin' w<;ok. 

Sconce . — The Deputy (bmnnssioner, Tn a h'tter dated llu* 10th instant, reports th<‘ 
district as (|uict, with one or two exceptions. 'J'lu! troops stationed at Dumoh have 
had a salutary effect, and rebels who had formerly collccUsl in that part seemed to ha\e 
gone off in the Nnrsingpore direction.

Narrative of Events for the week ending November 2, 1 837. 

Baitool . — THE Deputy Commissioner reports every thing quite quiet in his district 
up to date, and that nothing of importance had occurred during the week. • 

Chundeyree . — No news of any kind whatever. 
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Dumoh, — Biiice my last report, I have received information from sevmral native 
reliable sources, that Jail Darogah held out as long^ as his ammunition lasted ; but on 
that failing, he surrendered on a promise of his life, and the lives of the police being 
spared (having first destroyed all their arms) this was promised, but no sooner were they 
in the ]K>wcr of the rebels, than they were witli one or two exceptions, killed. By a 
letter 1 received lately from Koer Shamlccjue from Hutta, I learn that he b expecting 
reinforcements from Punna, when 4t is his intention to attack and retake Dumoh, if 
possible, and us the Punna llajah’s honor is implicated, I have no doubt he will use every 
efTorl to secure bis success. 

Hoshungahad , — 1 forward herewith a copy of the Deputy-Commissioner's letter, 
giving particulars of his operation in the Nimaur Pcrgnnnah, as mentioned in my last 
report. 

In a letter, dated 2oth October, the Deputy Commissioner rc^mrls that he halted at 
Sntwas on the 18th, to demolish the outer ivall of the fort, inclosing an area of about 
200 yards scpiarc ; the inner wall of the fort inclosing an area of about 80 yards square, 
he lefl as a ])rotectiun for the police ; lie then retraced his steps towards Hoshungahad. 
The Nimaur villagers arc all returning to their homes. 

Jaloun. — No official report of any kind, but from a private letter from Gobind 
Clmnder, late a writer in the Jaloun Deputy Commissioner's office, to the address of 
Lieutenant Browne, the late I)i?pnty Commissioner, dated 4th October, I learn that the 
Goorserai CJlnef is govcjrning Orai (nominally for Government) and that he has adopted 
the title of Ksijah of Jaloun, ho hq^ retained the amlah and office establishment with a 
few exceptions ; one of his sons ho has appointed Superintendent of Jaloun, on a salary 
of 1,600 rupees per m(!ns(!m, and another as Deputy Commissioner on 800 per mensem. 

Jhaii^i. — No official reports whatever, and the postal communication between 
Jidibnlpore and Rewah having been closed for some days, I have not been able to learn 
tidings of any kind, regarding the (Jwalior force mentioned in my last rejiGrt, beyond a 
rnnionr that (Inw int<!jnl going on to Ondc, vid f .'alpee. 

Jubhulporr.—Thv Deputy ('ommissioner in a letter, dated 2nd November, states that 
in a north-west direction, botweim Jnbbulporc and Patnn, and Kutturjy, the country is 
quiet, military posts at both those places guarding the approaches over the River 
Hermo. To die south of the Nerbudda, in the vicinity of Burgee, a large number of 
tioind 'rebels arc collecting in the adjacent hills, who molest travellers and plunder 
unprotected morehandizi'. Tliey attacked some Government tents proceeding towards 
Bombay, and wi?re driven olT by the escort, but succeeded in carrying off six tents. To 
the south-east, in the Mnndlah direction, lhe*Narraingnnge Thannah has been plundered 
by some rebels, said to be lu-’aded by Roman Sing of Komns. To the oast, police station 
at Maggaon burned on the 17t.h, and police driven in. On the approach of the detach- 
ment to Scliora, the rebels were a little awed ; btit now that the detachment is moving 
on to Slccmabad, it is feared they will commence their depredations again. To the 
north-cast, Mcipal Sing, the Bntgaon Rajah, has looted Peprodc, severely wounding one 
of the ix)lice passing n[) the road ; this rebel carried off all the dik horses at the 
different stations btdwcHMi Slccmabad and Mylieer, with the exception of those at 
Moorwarnh. In this direction also the Thakoor of Bijeeragoghur is in open rebellion 
with 3,000 men and some guns, and said to be meditating miscliief. To the north, the 
Thannaii of Burtnlla was attacked on the 2dth ultimo. The thannah and d&k bungalow 
burned and then deserted by the rebels. This post Iv'ing a very distant and exposed one, 
and always liable to be attacked, the thannadar and police have been withdrawn for the 
present and stationd at Sleemabad. The isolated posts of Boorsa and Paherwan, have 
also been withdrawn for similar reasons. To the north-west, Bhoop Sing and the Neem 
Khcra Thakoors are plundering in every direction, and threaten Mnjhowlee. Reports 
received from Kuttenghy, this day, tell me of the return of the .52nd nratiiKers, with 
Devee Sing's force ; whether their destination is Khoonda or in this direction, I cannot 
say ; tins force is reported to be much increased by a number of the Shahghnr Rajha’s 
men. Owing to the success of the rebels at Dumoh, and our present inability to check the 
depredations going on all round the countiy, people generally, and even the residents 
of the city of Juhbulpore itself, are very incredulous as to the fall of Delhi, and numbers 
arc joining the rebels daily, and until we have a force sufficient to garrison Juhbulpore, 
and move out into the district also, this evil will increase daily. In consequence of the 
stop]tage of the postal communication, I am unable to forward on the Bombay d&k% whidi 
arc being delayed here ; several Calcutta diks are 1 believe at Myheer, and one (if not 
morcf, has 1 believe fallen into the hands of the rebels. Onr last advices were tiie*8ftrd, 
from Calcutta, and Benares 26th ultimo. 

Mundlah. — ^The Deputy Commissioner reached thecityof Mundlah withoutanyobstme* 
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tion whatever on the road. The rebels who plundered Narratngunge having ^tn the event 
(tf their renuining) cut off his rctr^t by the regular road, if necessaiy, I became anxious 
aa to his safety, but as they have disappeared' from the road again after completing their 
wark destouction, . I am in hopes, that no fears need be entertained. 1 have written to 
him, urging his retreating vifi, Raiporc or Seonie, if hard pushed, as I am totally nnktlle 
to afford him any assistance from the extreme mneity of troops at my disposal. 

Svmngpere.— -After the attack made on tne village of Ueeraporc (as mentioned in 
my last) the rebels were reported to the Deputy Commissioner as having ascended the 
ghauts and taken the direction of Dumoh. 

The Ma]goo.zars of the district have posted five matchlock>mcn at each of the fords 
of th^ Nerbudda, to prevent rebels crossing. Tlie Delhcreo, Giingyo, and Ohicolee 
Chiefs, have also furnished matchlock-men who occupy many important posts. The rents 
have been realized regularly and confidence in the stability of our Government increased. 
Reports, dated 2dth ultimo, state tliat the rebels had evacuated Tendoo-khera after 
destroying .everything in it, and it has been rc-o<;cupicd for the tl-overnment by some 
matchlock-men sent by the Tuterah Rajah. The people of this district are generally 
well affected towards Government, and the season promises well, and the ** autumnal” 
cro|)s are very fine. In a subsequent report, dated 28th ultimo, the Deputy (Commissioner 
reports six small villages on the left bank of the Sooner river, having been plundered by 
the Burgee rebels, viz., Sookree, Sahvarah, Boovimarvain, Koorgaon, Bundree, and 
Pipcrscrah. These rebels arc reported to be heatled by a Jodhi, of the village of 
Sumwarah, by name Sheobux. 

Nagpde . — No official reports. The postal coifUnunication stopped between Myhecr 
and Sleemabad, owing to the rebellion of the Thakoors of Bijerragogbur and Butgaon. 
The former is rei)ortcd to have killed the Tohsccldnr and other Government officials. I 
had previously placed this district under Lieutenant Ncmldiard, Deputy Commissionei, 
late of Dumoh, but as he is unable to perform the duties so efficiently at this distance as 
Lieutenant Osborne, Political Agent al Rewab, whose proximity gives him many 
advantages, 1 have made over theNago<le District to the latter officer at his own roqucsl, 
who will, 1 presume, mi\ke some arrangements to dispc'rsc these rebels, and re-open the 
postal communication, but with the daks all closed in that direction, 1 am unable to state 
exactly what he intends doing. 1 have, Imwovcr, dispatcheil two Cossids by different 
roads, in hopes that one if not both may reach him. 

/8a«yor.— The Deputy (Commissioner in a letter, dated 261 h ultimo, states that the 
Banporc rebels, leaving a force of about 1,200 men in Nurready, have gone in various 
directions, and were plundering in all directions, in the vicinity of Saugor. On the 23rd, 
a large body of rebals from the Gurakotah attacked the fine villagt* (»f Doongassera, and 
beating back the 40 musketeers posted for its ])rotcction, plundered it ; no assistance 
could be afforded from cantonments, as there were no troops to spare. 

By a demi-official letter received to-day, fears were entertained that the Banporc 
Rajah’s troops were advancing with the intention of attacking llehlce. The garrison of 
which is not strong enough, it is feared, to stand any protracted siege. 

During the week, seven cases of dacoity and robbery, three cases of dacoity, robbery 
and wounding, and two of dacoity, robbery, and arson, rcjiorted. 

Seonee . — ^^fhe district, in a letter dated 2Gth ultimo, reported generally quiet, with 
the exception of one or two villages in the Jubbulpore and Nursingpore borders, 
plundered by the Burgee rcjbels, and one or two custom offices on the Durgara line burnt. 
A body of men reported by the tbannadar of Keddarpore as collecting on the Mundla 
border, but no disturbance had taken place up to the date of the letter.

He was 
forbidden to take offensive ^measures against them for which the Police Force at his 
disposal was not snfBcient. 

13. Oopeegunge.—^l^r. Mayne does not cxpc6t any hostile movement in advance from 
the main body of the rebels on this frontier. Joorye Sing made an incursion near 
Lalgunge and burnt three villages on the 27th November. 

14. Asim^Aur.'— Since the capture and destruction of Atrolia, the tranquillity of this 
district has not been disturbed. Attempts have been made from Goruckpore to cany off 
boats on the Gogra from this to the opposite side, but they have hitherto been defeated 
by the police stationed to watch the river. 

15. Jounpore — In consequence of the continued collection of large numbers of 
insurgents near Badiyan, Colonel Longden’s Force, which had been halted at Deodar* 
gunge, within reach of the Gourkha Troops both on the Jounpore and Azimghur 
Frontiers, marched to join Colonel Wroughton, who was posted at Budlapore. Colonel 
Longden reached the Goorkha camp on the 21st, and on the 24th moved on to 
8ingramow. "nic enemy, however, having continued to increase in numbers till it wjis 
confidently reported that there were not less than 20,000 men and 16 guns in the ', 
immediate vicinity of Badiyan, Colonel Longden considered it impolitic, in the present 
temper of the Goorkhus, to risk an «ncounler with such great odds, and ho has therefore 
reported his intention of retreating on Jounpore. All these events have been specially 
reported as they occurred. 

16. Up to the close of the week under report, the district continued quiet. The 
balances due are coming slowly, not so much from recusancy as because there is generally 
difficulty in realizing balances in this district, whicli is increased of course by injuries 
suffered during the late disturbances. 

17. Goruckpore. — There is nothing of importance to report of this district. 

18. Saugor Divmon. — The accounts from this division reach to November 10. 
It cannot be said that they present any new features of importance. The districts 
before disturbed continue disturbed still, while no new outbreak of importance is recorded 
in those which were previously trani|uil. In the Jubbulpore District, on three several 
occasions, severe chastisement has been inflicted on parties of rebels, but this success has 
unfortunately been purchased at the expense of two valuable lives, those of Major Jenkins, 

1 0th Madras Native Infantry, Assistant Quartermaster General, Nagpore Force, and of 
Captain Tottenham, 4(h Madras Light Cavalry. • 

Measures have been adopted for reducing the Educational and Survey Department 
in this division to llu^ lowest scale consistent with their revival when again required. 

19. Sauyor. — The Commissioner was at otre time apprehensive that the mutineers 
of the 52nd Native Infantry, backed by a large body of other insurgents, were about to 
attack this place, which, as the temper of the native troops .tlierc is doubtful, might have 
produced disastrous results. But the report appears to have been without foundation, 
though the bulk of the 52nd mutineers arc sap|x)sed to be in the Sangor District. 

20. The plunderers of the neiglibourhood have grown so bold, that a military force 
is daily comi>clled to patrol the vicinity of the fort, to x^rotcct tho grass-cutters and 
cattle of the fort and city. 

21. On 9th November, a party of armed chuprassics, 60 in number, were detached 
from Saugor to reinforce the imlicc at Soorkhec (about 16 miles and nearly SS£. of 
Sangor, on the Nursingpore road). These men, straggling carelessly on the road, were 
suddenly attacked by a small party of rebels ; 22 of the cluiprassies fled back to Saugor, 
the rest made goo<l their way to Soorkhee, losing one killed and one missing. Twenty- 
seven cases of dacoity were reported to have taken place between the 8th and 15tli 
November in the Saugor District. 

• 22. Dumoh, — Ttie district of Dnmoh remaining still out of onr xiossession, no news 
has been received from it.

Sing, with his rebel foUpwers, said to l)(>ho\ering about, between Dunioli and Kultuttgce. 
The inutineejs of the .02nd Native Juf.uitrv, last rej)orfed as n'lnaining at Dumoh, 
extorting mgue;i fVo.n towns]H’()j)le TJie Mniigliiir Ilajih, with about .‘100 or 400 
folhqver'', reiKn'tc<l to be aero"? the llenun, at l\.iittuii"M> and K.aiee. .Major .'^ulliv aii'b 
dotachmeiit pusln’d oii a*, far as .lokni, with a vi<'u to re-open tlu' post.tl communication 
if possible: but, ou ri’acliiiu> tlia* ])lu’e, found all the dak hor.se-s bevoud Alvljecr, had 
_^gQiie into R<‘\\ah for ])i’olccti()n ; ( ()n.sc«iueiith thc\ retraced lluii steps towards Seliora 
and Sulcemabad. On (he s('<-oi.d lelrogiadV tnarch, thc\ wt'i*'* suddenly atta(ked b\ 
tho 'Jlhutgaoii rebels, in mimlier about with two l*un.s. The lire was speedily 

roturued hv' our artilU ry, and on a eliarge lieing inatjeby tho.squaflron-lth Madras'Llglit 
Cavalry, headed by lieutenant Clerk, the enemy gave way on every side, abandoning 
Ijhnit* Iw’o bra&s guns in their flight, w’hich were taken possession of by Lieutenant Clerk, 
(ind will shortly be sent in to .lubbulpore. Lieutenant Clerk speaks most highly' of the 
gtsiliant bohavionr of the European Artillery, and tlh Madras Cavalry ; he counted sixty 
"Jdoad bodies, one half of which wen* sabred by tin* troopi'i-s; three of them by Lieu- 
i^naut ffierk's own hand. Gosulpore was plundered on the 7(h, but Captain Tottenham, 
with a troop of tlie 4th Cavalry, galloped up and interrupted tlic rebels; seventeen W'ere 
tnkroi'piisoners and many killed. The former were tried by di um-head court martial, and 
senteneod to ^ hanged, wlucli was duly carried out this morning, in this affair I regret 
to say, Captain Tolteiiliam wa.s mortally wounded ; liis remains arc sent in here for 
interment and tim funeral takes place this evening. The <ktnelmient on the Mtrzapon* 
road will move about between GoMilpoi e and Sulecmabad, at which latter place it is 
reported the Bijevrngoglmr and But^aon rebels arc in great force, and as tlie tchseehlar 
has rotircvl on Seliore, I presume it is in iiossessiou of the irbels ; but until w’c can get 
numerous infantry reinforcements, it is imp().s.sible to do more than defend the vicinity 
of Jubbnlporc. 

Afttttd/flA.— By denii'Officials, dated 2nd and .Ird instant, I learn that the Deputy 
Commissioner’s presence at Mundlah, has had a most beneficial effect, and the Deputy 
<k)inmissioucr himsi'lf trusts in a short time to as-Mime the offensive, amd at present has 
no fear of b'ing compellevl to leave his post. The local gonds are giving him every ^ 
assistance.

Nureingpore . — In a letter dated 2nd instant, the Deputy Commissioner re{)orts that 
•on hearing of the destruction of the six villages named in my last, by rebels headed by • 
Shod I^ox Lodhi, he determined to make a rapid movement upon tm village of SooA- 
warrah, where Sheo Bux and his rebels were said to be. Having ordered flie camp to 
be pitched at a village three koss short of Soouwarrah, to deceive the enemy, the Deputy 
ConimW loner pushed raoidly on withont halt mg at his camp, and on reaching Soon> 
warruh, the rebels, afleruringa few shots, made off; he succeeded in apprelumding tltfw 
of 8heo Bnx's leading men, though he liimsclf escaped. ^ These men were tri^ nnd 
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sentenced to be liang^cd, under Act XVI of 1857, which sentences were duly carried out 
the same evening. After which, the houses of Shoo Bnx, and other lending men, were 
destroyed. Captain Ternan .‘speaks very highly of the gallant conduct of the Malgoozara, 
of Saiccwarrah. 

SflM^ror.— Tlie Deputy Commissioner in a lettt*r dated 2nd instant, reiiorts that the 
2nd DeUudiments at Relilee and Maliarajporo, placed then^ for preserving the postal 
communication, had btnm sti’cngthencd by an addition of fifty men to each post ; this 
left Saugor itself very weak, and the comcquence was, that cattle and property were 
being plundered within two miles of Saugor itself. 

By demi-officials, dated 3rd and 5th, 1 learn that the Shahghur rebel, accomi>anied 
by the main body of the mutinous 52nd Native Infantry, had left Dumoh with the 
intention of attacking Saugor, and Major Western entertained great apprehension that 
the presence of their mutinous brethren, combined with the non-apjx'arunce of any 
assistance from witliout, might have a very prejudicial elfect on the loyalty of the 3r<i 
Native Infantry, and remnant of the 42nd N^ativc Infantry, in which ease" it would be 
impossible to save the cantonment and city of Saugor, whilst the fort itself defended, as 
it would then be, by only a weak Company of Enro|H‘an Artillery, and the officers of 
the garrison, would be in considerable danger. As tin? capture of the Fort of Saugor 
by the rebels would have a most disastrotis effect u]<on Central India, and I am unable 
to afford any assistance myself, I have written to Colomd Dnraiul, at Mhow, b:‘gging 
him, if possible, to send assistance to Hrigadier Sage, as, when tin* Aurunfinbad colonm 
reaches Mhow, lie uill have a good force at his disposal. Th(‘ rebels are also rejmrted 
to be burning the grass and fo<lder all round Saugor ; in which case the public cattle 
would die from stars at ion, if reinforcements are not speedily furnished. 

— Tin* Deputy Commiasiouer, in a leth'r dale<l 3rd instant, 
reports every thing quiet in his district, and the riibcls who burnt down the Customs’ 
office at Durgurrali, are r<‘j)ortcd to have retired again (o the Mills, near Burgi*e.

Baitool, November 9. — I'HE Deputy Commissioner, in a letter dated 9th instant, 
reports the district gciu'rally (piict ; one .attempt at dacoity had occurred on the borders 
of the district ; the two pcv.‘«ons arrested on susj>icion had been ll^rcibly released by 
persons said to be followers vf a malgoozar, in the Hurda district ; the matter was 
undergoing investigation. ^ 

Chundeyree . — No account wha(ev(‘r received. 

Dumoh . — No account whajL<Her reeeive<l. 

Hoshungabad, November 8. — I'he Deputy (^)mtni.ssioner, in a leili.-r date*! 8lji 
instant, reports the district quiet tliroiiglioiit — coiilidence being n'sUtred generally, and 
the season favorable. Nativ*; r<‘por(.s received, h-tate the Cliaiidgliiir Hajah to he 
collecting troops in his territory, north of (lie Nimawur and Mosliun^abad districts; 
in«|uirles being made on tin* irutli of the n'|s»r(. 

Jaloun . — No reports \vhat<‘V*T n.'ceived. 

Jhansi . — No report whatever. A letter r(*c(;ived from the rebel Hauee asking for 
aid against the Tehre*- and Dultia Rajahs, who had taken all the <li.‘itrict from her, 
except the town of Jhansi itsi4f. 

Juhbulpore, November 10. — The Deputy-Commissioner in a report, «laicd 16fh instant, 
stales, that on the 9th Coloiwl Cuniberlege'vvith a delachtnent moved out to Kaiukhera, 
where Captain Tottenham reetaved his death wound, and entirely destroyed the loophoh'd 
house of the Malgoozar, which might l«#e pr<ived Ironblesome (»n a weond occasion. 
Hebels reported to be in tlie hills near Sehora, but the jungle was so dense os to prevent 
any sncoewul attempt being made to dUhalge them whii<‘ 't uiinee«;Hsary loss of life. 
Plundering going on all round Sehora, but that pu.st has not l>oen attacked. On the lOlh 
the Narainpore Thakoor received a message from the liamghnr rdicl to join liitn in 
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attarkin" Mnn<lla. On llin 14t.h, a report havinjj; been received from Rao Umrood 
Sii!;i. ol’ K MiKjrce, that i.la? Mangluir rebels intended attacking him, a force itnder the 
coiiiiiiand d!’ Major Jenkins moved out to his assistancf*, witli two guns. Coming upon 
I lie rt'lj' l;. ill a village across the Hernin, Major Jenkins allaeki'd llw'in, and succeeded 
in rouii;;;’: Iheni, with a loss of 12 kilh-d and several jn-isoners taken. In the a.«s:inU, 
1 regn t to : ay, Major Jenkins, expo.sing himself greatly, was shot through the heart ; his 
remains e ere sent in here for intcTmcnt, and the funeral took plaee yi.-sterday evening. 
Ilv thi.s ii'.itoward event tlic Covemment has lost the seiaices of a most gallant and 
valualil’- ' fliecr. The rebel eliiefs are reported as a-S-sembling in large numbers at 
Ilijerragogliur ; but by a demi-oHieial, received from the ]>oliliral agent at Rewah, I 
learn that, the llewah Iroojis went on tin* jioiiit of moving out towards Biji'rragognrh to 
attack them. I am in liopo.s the rebels will bo tanght a lesson th(*y art* not likely to 
forget. Had 1 a tiuv more troops available I might eo-o])erate with Tbuvah, and then 
get lluan between two tires. Tli<> iimtineers of the r)2nd it would appear have 
left this district, nothing now being ever li(‘ard of them, except that they arc in the 
Saugor Disiriert. 

Muiullith. — Tlie Deputy f iommi.ssioner’s report for the previous week left him strong in 
hopes that Ids ]iosition was secure, and sangaune as to the future. He had retaken and 
occupied tlie 'riiannah of (Jogree, and spoke eontidenlly ol‘ the disposition of the local 
gond.s, and their apparent lidelity to the (ioverniuent. By a subsiajuent ri'porl, dated 
Hih November, I regret to say, that his p'willon now is not so favorable as he tlien 
thought it was. 'Hk' three })rincipal rebels, vi/. : Khooman Sing of Mliokas, IMgae 
Sing of Sliidpoorali, ami the Ranighiir Rajah BikiMmaj<*el, having combined tlu'ir fon'c.s, 
had again eaplured Cogree; and the military force at l.ienl(*uant VVaildington’s di.sj)osal 
for the defeiiec of Miindla itself being very small, he would have some difficulty in 
liolding his ]ios( if atlaekeil by tin* eombiiuvl forces. I have again wriltcn to him to 
retire to Si'onee if he limls Idinsidf unable to withstand the rebel.s, and feel sure that he 


w'ill not (piit his po.sl if then* is a eliaiiee of retaining if. 1 have also in.struc!ed 
liieuh'uaut Thom.son, (he De|mtv Commissioner of .Sconce, in ilie ev. iit of Lieutenant 
Waddiugloii being \('rv Jiard pnslu'd, to make a (h'jnonstralion in hi.-< diri'ction with a 
portion of the ilelaeliment of Seonie. 

Xtit/otfe . — No report whatever received. Postal eoinmunieatiou closed for (lie last 
fbrtnighi l>c(w('eii Mvhere and .Inbbnlpore. 

Xvr.siiitiporf. — 1'h(' Deimly Commissioner in a letter, dated 9th N't>veinl>er. reports 
evi'rytliing (ptiet in Ins district, with the cxecjitioii of some petty plniulering in (he 
Cluinrpatlia l*evgnnnah. Since (Ik* punishment at Soonwar, the Burgee relv ls had not 
I'liteved this di.striet. 'fhe Bhojial rebels still give cause for aiixif'ly ; but (he Ih'gnm 
has bci'ii adilressi'd on (lie subject, through (he (lorernor (Jeneral’s Agent, with a vi.'w 
to elieek aiiv de]ireda(ioiis. The crops are jiromi.siiig, lint some dillictilty is exp(*et<‘<l in 
realizing the rents for November and January in eonseipu'nce of the hankers refusing 
to make the usual a(i\a.uees to cultivators. 

SidUfor . — 'Pile Di'pnty romniissioner in a h'tter, dated 9th instant, rejMirts tliat a 
parly of >'»'> anne I ehn]n*as,sees, sent by him to ri'inforce tli<* police at Soorkc'c, moving 
along ill a straggling manner, wi're attacked on the road by a .small party; one 
elinpra.s.see w^ killed, one missing, 22 rotreab'd to Sangor, and the remainder made 
good tlu'irway to Soorkei*. Fimling the rebels were destroying the grass, and there was 
every liki'lihood of tin* public cattle dying from starvation if no steps were taken to 
prevent it, the De]ni(y Commissioner urged upon the Brigadi«‘r the necessity’ of moving 
out. a di'taclnneiit to protect the* grass-cutters who were .sent to cut and bring in all the 
gra.ss with the gri'ulest expedition. This is being done, (wo guns and a small detach- 
iiK'ut of infant ry moving out daily for this purpose. A party of musketeers, chowkeydare, 
and (hi.stoms’ chupra.ssei's also go out daily for tlie protection of the city people, to 
(‘liable them to cut and bring in all the grass they can. 


T'he Ih'puiN Commissiom'r regrets to report the circulation of the paper currency 
being mueh impi'ded : owing. In* considers, to Uie (roveniinent officials, both Euroix'ans 
ah 1 natives, -•ending them to (lie shroffs to be converted into specie immediately on 
receipt, this causing doubts and mistrust in the minds of the lower and more ignorant 
elas.ses. Brl vadiev Sage had n'qne.sted the Deputy C’omiiiissioncr to depute a civil 
ollieer to accompany iIk* detachment keeping open the Nnrsingpore road ; but as the 
Brigadier had issmul a district order, datc’d lit h ultimo, prohibiting any officer under 
liis eoinmand attending to any authority but his own, the Deputy Commissioner 
emiiidered it useh'ss complying with (he request.

Benares by bullock-train; in order that 
Colonel Jiongdeu might bo reinforced, and Benares placed in security. A detachment 
of 200 men was quickly sent out to dounporc, ami a similar party detained at Benares. 
This was considered sufficient to meet the immediate emergeney. At the same time 
( '«)lonel Pranks was directed by tin* trovernor-Ceneral to proceed from Calcutta to Benares, 
to i'ommand the force which the Government of India has now determined to collect on 
the frontier north of Benares. 

14. The advance of the reinforcement to .lounporc has placed Lieutenant-Colonel 
Longden in a perfectly secure position, and no serious evils have been produced hy the 
retreat which had heen forced upon him.

Azimijhur. — 1'here has been a (piarrel between Madho Pershand Pulwar, and his 
brother Kishen Pershand. The Gourkhas marched out to Nizainabad on Saturday, 
the 2Htli, and returned to the station next day. 

Tncsdiiji, Dercmhcr l.- 'I’lie intelligence of the retirement of Colonel T.ongden’s 
force from Bmilapoor, has caused a good deal of commotion, and interfered wiili the 
collection of the revenue.

1. AUohabod Diviaion . — IN spite of our militory .successes at Cawnporo, there hat m 
jet been little improvement in this division. On the contrary, in the trans-Jiraina 
pergunnahs of Allahabad, certain ousted zemindar.^, encourngod by the impunity accorded 
to the mutineers and {dundorers in tliat (juarU'r, have at last risen in revolt and have 
e^cted some of the Government Oflicers, and thrown the entire neighbotfrhood into 
oonfiimon. At the same time the oppressions of the Nazim in the jiergunnahs north of 
the Gauges continue unabated, no iniliiary forec lieing yet available for operations in 
that quarter. In the Doab two columns of (roojis have been put in motion, and the good 
effected in the portions of the eomitry through which they jiassed shows what might nave 
been expected had military snpjiurt been available in the restoration of the Civil Adminis- 
tration, which has not yet boen tho ease, except in tme or I'u* isolated and almost 
accidental instances. 


2. AUahabmL — The Return of Uevenue Collect ions is appended in the margin.* A 
marked improvement in these is to be obs«Tvod, attributable (o the movement of troops as 
above mentioned. The Nazim has advanced nearer the (Jniinl 'Pronk Road, and Renee 
Rabadoor continues to urge bim to make an attack on our ])us(s, promising to bead it 
with 4,000 men. On the other hand Asapal Sing, a loyal zemindar, iiiqaitient of the 
continued exactions of ^he Nizam, has olPered to attack him unaided. Rut the 
Lieutenant- (}ovonu>r has not eneoiirnged the projiosal, whieb, if carried into effect, 
would only aggravate the evils to which these pergunnahs are now subject. This loyal 
subject has been desired to wait till Rritisli troo^is become available to restore and support 
our authority. 

3. The Naib Nazim is still at Sceundru. Me is said to have 2,000 men and three guns. 

4. The cx-zeniindars of (^howrasei*, in the Inins-.! uinna Peigunnali of Khyraghur, 
whose movements were h'jwrted in the last Narrative, have seized the thanuah at 
Ramnugger, and with other Imiids are idundering iineheckeil and in increasing numbers. 

C). On the I9th an expedition, under Rrigadier C'ainpbell. nenf out to eluistise the 
inhabitants of the village of Koron in tin* Doali, in <*onse<|ueiicc t>fa railway chair having 
been ^ilaced on the rails in the neighbourhood of that tillage, the men of which were 
notoriously ill-disposed, and believed to be Implicated in tin- atti-mpted stoppage of the 
communication. An assemblage of about ‘i,0t mi men bad entrenche*! themselves at the 
village under one Huntioiiiaii, an «‘scajn’d life-prisom r, and lia<i been plundering the 
neighbourhood for some time past. A special report will be snl.niittcil on this expe- 
dition. 

0. Some of the ladies and children from Lucknow, uinl man\ of the sick and wounded, 
have embarked on the “ Madras” steamer for ('alcuttq. 

7. Futtrhporv. — The column under Colonel Rarker, R«na1 Artillery, «»n its arrival in 
Futtehpore having been permitted to make a short detour in i'-i pr*>gn.‘ss towards Cawii- 
jwre, Mr. Probyn, the MagisWatc, advised that the nmte to In- (aln'u should be through 
the south-east corner of the district. This was accordingly carried inlotlIc<'t with inost 
beneficial results, the march of the troops being immediately followed up by the restora- 
tion of the thannnh.s which had been driven out long bebne. Tlie linn- |KTi'.!lt<-d for 
tlii.s expedition having been strictly limited, the iiortlicru jiarl of tin- di-fricl was not 
visited, and still remains in a state of seini-ndudiion. 

8. A party of about 70 recruits from Omle. going to join tlie Mnliratia Chiefs 
Narain Rao and Madhoo Kao of Kirwee in Raiida, wen? arrested in Kiittehpore. There 
i.s strong reason to believe that thc'C Uaos have eimimitted overt acts of ix'ltellion. A 
scjiarate report on this subject will be submitted. 

Me has been duly taken 
tcTtask for his neglect.

II. Benares Division . — The general state of this division hn.s not undergone any 
important change during the week under review. Tl.e frontier pergunnahs of Jounpore, 
Azimghur, Ghazeepore, Mirzapon*, have been tbreafened by variou.s bodies of midineers, 
insurgents, or plunderers. No serious attack lia.s, however, Ijcen made in any direction.

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The force tunder Brigadier-General Franks is amply sufficient to provide for the complete 
security of the northern frontier of this division. ' 

12. The collections in Azimghnr have much improved. In Jounpore they are still 
uusatisfactoiT, as will be seen from the Btatcment appended in the margin.* Hie 
Lieutenant-Governor has asked for and received a statement of outstanding balances at 
the time of and since re-occupation in Azimghur and Jounpore, and of the progress made 
in recovering these, up to the 30th of ^November, which will be n&ticed whUe treating of 
the.se districts separately. 

13. Benares. — Nothing from this district, which remains jierfcctly tranquil. 

14. Ghazeepore. — The sepoys from Goruckporc have not ventured to attempt the 
passage of the Gogra, and the detachment of our troops at Bulliah, on the Ganges, is 
about to return to Ghazeepore. 

15. The formation of a sand bank acro.ss the river near Shcrepore, about 15 miles 
beh»w Ghazeepore, has completely interrujitcd the navigation. The Hoorungotta 
steamer is aground, with treasure and ammunition on board, and a Commissariat boat 
having been plundered in that neighbourhood, Mr. Brereton immediately ordered his 
Assistant, Mr. Quinton, to proceed thither with a sergeant’s jjarty of Her Majesty’s 37th, 
and the Kotwal with 20 burkuiidauzeH, as a prccantionary measure. Further steps have 
since l)een taken for the protection of the river traffic at thi.s spot. 

Hi. Mirzopore. — A body of rebel.s is said to occupy the fort of Bijeyghur, on the 
Kymoor Range, and plunderers, to the estimated number of oOO, are scattered on the right 
bank of the Soane river. 

17. (iopeetjinuje . — \o occurrence of any importance is repended from this place. 

IH. Azvmyhur. — The Nanativo from this district consists chiefly of the reports of 
gatherings of various classes of insurgents across the Oude and Goruckporc borders. These 
are naturally vague; but if credited would show that nearly 2,000 Rujcooinars and 7,000 to 
8,000 Pulwars, under their respective chieftains, together with a body of about 1,200 muti- 
nous sepoys, and 300 to 500 sowars, and some 12,000 to 1 .3,000 irregplar levies and match- 
lock-rnen, were scattered aloi g the Oude and Goruckpoi’c border. They are reported 
further to have about M guns. The Pulwars are chiefly at Lohra, the lUijcoomars at 
Biindccpore, near Mohawl. 'J’hc sepoys arc near the Gogra, between Burhuj and Selumpore 
The levies with the Nazim, in the vicinity of Singramow. 

19. Lieutenant Gully’s reinforcement of Goorkhas arrived at Azimghur on the 13th 
December. 

20. The balance statement of land revenue recovered from this district (given in the 
notet) shows that 8,52,402 rupees were dcmnndabic up to the 30th November. Of tbia 
amount 1,06,278 rupees only have been realised, leaving still due on the date above given 
no less than 6,80,213 rupees. Mr. i’ollock considers the immediate prospect of realising 
this balance unpromising ; little can be done till the districts of Jounpore, Fyzabad, and 
Goruckpore are in a more settled state. Many of those otherwise most willing to pay have 
been reduced to distress by the plundering of the n*bels. As the names and acts of these 
latter are, however, pretty well known, the conffscation of their property and estates will, in 
some degree, compensate the Government for this deficiency. 

21. Jounpore. — The Tchsccl of Tigra, abandoned on Colonel Longden’s retreat, and 
occunied since by the rebel followers of Mozuffer Jehan and Mulluck Mehndec Buksh, was 
attacked by the tehsceldar and two thannadars with their followers, on the 10th. Hie

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attfdi was partially successful, but failed eventually from the misconduct of the tehaeeldar, 
who retired to Jounporc, and has since been suspended. The Canoongoe, Ajoodhya 
Perslutd, stood fast at Salidapore, in the neighbourhood of the tehseel, and ^ing rein- 
forced by one of the sirdars (Pundit Kishen Norain) wiih Mr. Carnegy, succeeded in 
ejecting the rebels. The enemy lost six men killed, while of our men two only lost theit 
lives. 

22. A party of our new police levies, aided by the men of another sirdar (ShcodTolani 
Doobe) have also attacked and carried the thannah of Badiaporc, capturing’Singram Sing, 
a rebel leader of some note. 

23. The revenue collections have not been good during the week, but the arrival of 
colonel Franks' force should set this right. 

24. The balance statement* submitted shows a total nrrcai* of 3,01,816 ru])ces, of 
which 1,35,977 had been collected up to the end of Nt)vcmber, leaving still due on that 
date a sum of 2,55,839 rupees. Mr. Lind does not give much hope of spwdily rtsalising 
this balance. Arrears have always been collct^ted w'ith difficulty in this district, and of 
course defaulters arc at present both le.ss able and less willing to pay than in ordinary 
times. Besides this, some of the arrears are due from estates attached on account of the 
rebellion of their owners, and held in direct management, all proflts from which will be 
credited as confiscated property. 

25. Goruckpore . — The Nazim has, it is said, permitted the burying-grlJund to be 
desecrated ; but has refused an offer from one of bis followers of one lac of rupees for leave 
to plunder the city. 

26. He is reported to 'have about 1 G.OOO sepoys in his forge, including a native 
doctor. The renoi'ts as to the total strength of his army disagree greatly, though all 
describe the bulk of it as a mere rabble. The advance of the (iioorkha Army under 
Maharajah Jung Bahadoor will soon test the accuracy of these accounts. 

27. Savgor Division.— One report from theConnnissioner has reached the Lieutenant- 
Govenior since tl:c dispatch of the lust Niirrafive. It comes up to the 30tb December. 
The last received reached up to the 16tb, there is therefore one week from the 16th to the 
23rd, of which the ivport has upimrently misearried. 

28. No allusion is made to any important event ns having occurred in the interim, 
but it seems that the district of Diimob has been regained by the Hajub of Pnnnah, from 
whom it bad been temporarily wrested by the rcbel.s ; wbili* on the other band there is 
reason to fear that the gallant exertions of Lieutenant Waddington have failed to preserve 
the district of Mundiu, which the present report rk'seribes as viiluully in tlw; possession of 
the rebels. The insurrection was generally sjireudiug to the southward, and the hitherto 
tranquil district of Sconce was seriously threatened. Some time must elapse before the 
arrival from the Madras I’rcsideney of the troops destiiuul to operate in this quarter, and it 
is but too probable that, in the meantime, our interests may suffer greatly. 

ISaugor.-— 20. Two assemblies of rebels at the villages c)f Gurpehra and Bhapaik 
respectively have been dispersed by small bodies of reguhu' troops and police, without 
much loss on either side ; but the rebels have <lonc some barm by burning the preserves of 
grass retained for the Government cattle, and have driven off supplies of grass c’omiug into 
the garrison. All thi.s has occurred within live miles of the fort. 

30. Dtimoh . — Dumoh was in the lust Narrative rcportc<l to be in the bands of the 
rebels ; but it was then expected that tlu! llnjub of I'unnab, to whom it bad been givtfn in 
charge on behalf of the British Government, would attempt to r(;take it. Jt woidd appear 
that he has done so, for it is simply stated by the Commissioner that bis troops still occupy 
it, but that no official report had been received. Some account of the Kajuli’s measures is 
probably contained in the missing We*-kly Narrative. 

31, Nagode. — No report has been receive<l from Nagode, but it is believed that 
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Li(*ulcnanr. Osborne who is now with the Rewah troops engaged in active military 
opei iilions in Rewah and Myheer, exercises some degree of authority in that district. 

i^2. Jabbulpore . — Nothing of importance is reported. Some stiow of combination 
exists between two or three of the insurgent eiiiefs; but their forces are not sufficiently 
large, nor their union sufficiently intimate to make them seriously formidable. As 
grain is the chief thing sought for by the plunderers, all loyal Malgoozar.s have been 
invited to .store their crops in the neighbourhood of our military garrisons. 

Mundta. — Lientcifant Waddington has been unable to submit any official 
report, l)uf, demi-officially, the (Jonimissioner learns that on the 23rd November, the 
rebels appeared suddenly in considerable force before Miindla. On the 24th the 
Deputy-Commissioner attacked and routed tlieir advance guard, killing several and 
capturing others, subscrjiicutly lianged. 

.34. On the? 21st, the rebels mustering in overwhelming numbers, the Deputy- 
Commis.sioner finding the force at his disposal insufficient to withstand the numbers 
opposed to him, was compelled to retreat on Seonee, as lie had been desired by the 
Commissioner to do, in ease of finding him.sell overpowered. 

.3.'). Sronei ’. — The frontier tliaiiiiahs of this district, in the direction of Mundia, 
have been threatened by bodies o1 armed men. The Commissioner is not in a position 
to niTord any military support in spite of the prditieal importance of this district, as 
inferveninff between the hitherto disturbed districts and llie Nagpore territory. The 
Depnty-C’ommlssioncr was doing liis (test, with the a'nl of the Customs’ chupra.ssees, 
Ac., to maintain his ground. 

3fi. Nurshigporr . — A smart and .snecessfnl affair has taken place in the interior of 
this district. A small delacliment of the 31st Hengal Native Infantry and the 28th 
Madras Native Infantry, with :i feu irregular police souais under Captain 'I'ernan, 
the Deputy (’ommissioner, and Captain Alayne, 2ii(| .Mailras Light (,’avalry, and four 
guns nmler Cn|)tain Roberts, Madras .\iiilleiv. marched on the 23rd November 
against the village of Singpore, the head- rpiaiiers of a rebel named Cunjiin Sing. 13y 
a rapid inunaMjvre the Cavalry ent off this man and some Jot) to 200 of his followers 
from the village itsi lC. They were charged by Captain Tertian and dtiven into .some 
sugar cane enltivaiion alter a stnarl struggle, in which Ca|)tain Tcrnaii's horse w’as 
shot under him, Caplain Mayne coming up on the other side prevented their escape, 
and the Aiiillery shortly alier arrived and raked the sugar eunc in every direction with 
grape; after which the Infantry entered and cornpletetl with the bayonet the enemy's 
diseoinfiturf*. Gniijnn Sing liiinst If, v\illi forty-four followers, including his brother- 
in-law, his agent, and his jemadar, were taken |>risoners, the rest of t^e party were all 
killed. 'File 28tli Madras Native Infantry captured also a small gun and a wall piece. 
Ounjnn S’lig and 21 of the pri.soners liave since been executed. 

3". nushungulmd. — Kvery tiling traiupiil ; the crops promising. 

3S. Iliiitool . — This dislriet is al>o tjuilc ipiiet, and the Deputy Commi.ssioner, who 
is in the district, reports the general feeling of the people is certainly of u loyal 
character. 

23. Chvndci/rrc . — The Ranporc Rajah has moved towards Jhansi, where he i.s 
said to have formed an allianee with tlie rebel Ranee ; but he is still said to be at 
amity with the 1’ehree or Ooreha citief. 

40. Jhansi and Jaloun. — Nothing has been heard from these two districts. 

41. lirwoh. — Lieiiteiiant Ositorne is still opcr.iling against Mvhere with the 
Rajahs troops; the last aeeonnts left him in pos.session of the town, and still besieging 
the fort.

Narrulive for the tceek endimj December 26, 1857. 

Jllahnhad Dirision . — THE l.ieutenant-Cioveinor left Benares on the 21stDeccmbcr 
to go to Allahabad, where lie arrived on tln‘ 26tli. He visited Mirzapore on the way, 
atui was much gratified by tlic still busy and thriving appearance of that fine town. 
The river commerce, it is true, is uiniost at a stand still; but something is going on 
even in the prc.sent very adverse state of affairs. The excellent effect of the measures 
taken fur the manufacture of carts for the purpose of military carriage, was apparent, 
from the number of these veliicles which were seen on the road loaded with cotton, 
hides, and piece goods, showing that a certain margin of carriage still remains for the 
traffic of the country, although the wants of the army, the Commissariat, the Ordnance 
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JDepartment, Uie Po«t-office, and all ,the public establish inants in short, have till now 
been fully supplied without au hour's delay. 

The aspect of the country, as far as Allahabad, remains unchanged by the recent 
disturbances. The cultiratioii of the country has noi been uffecleil. 1'hc’iast kbureef 
harvest was unusually good, and the prospects of the coming Uubbee appear excellent. 
There is nothing unusual beyond a very much liiminishc'l stream of passengers and 
traffic on the Trunk. Road. Large strings of camels from Afighanistnit were met passing 
downwards to Calcutta as usual. The Afl'ghau merchants to whom they belonged said 
that they had pa-sed along with(.>ut difficulty. 

The land revenue collections are noted in the margin.* 

TJie Commissioner leic.arks strongly on the sU)\v degrees by which the conffilcnce 
of the native population in our fi ivcrnment is restored in tliiv division. The temporary 
occupation of Cuwnpore, with tiic exception of the entrenched position, .by the Gwalior 
Contingent, has thme great injury to our cause, which has not yet been counter- 
balanced by their snb!.ec|iicnt defeat. The shock given to public feeling by the dis- 
persion of all civil establishments and the Inss jL.*\*cn fur a week or so of military power 
in a district for tin- second time, is found to be mueb more sc\oro and lasting than the 
effect of a fir.st discointiline. The continued prcscucc ol a c(»nsiderahle luimherof tiic 
insurgents with guns at (/tilpee, and the surprising and increasing nndacily of the 
rebels ou eilber side of tlic Dual) in the Atlaliubad District, all combine p> prevent the 
improvement of public feeling. Trade is cheeked, and in .several places, away from 
the immediate neighliourhood of our garristuis, disnrilers prevad, which the civil officers 
are powerle.ss to remedy^ without the. active support of the military, which it is still 
found iuipracticablc to aiford. Jlut from what the l.ieutimant-Govcrnor has lately 
learnl Irom hi> lixeolleiiey the (anninander-in-ebii'f, witli whom he has eorri'spouded 
on tlii$'' subject, be has ev('ty reason to hope- that aifairs will soon be so fur udvanced, 
that the necessary military demonstrations in the interior of our r('-oeeupied districts 
may be looked for. 

Alhihiihuil . — The expedition to Karon, reported in the last Narrative, was suee(‘««ful, 
in so far that the assemblage of rebels tliere was dis|)i‘rsi‘d. and tlieir mitremdied position, 
which wa.s very strong, «leslioye<l. tint »»nly six of the ndads fell, and no more than (wo 
were captured. The want of cavalry vvas much felt, and tin* rebel leadin' llonootnan. 
made bis escape on an eleplianl in sight of our troops. Ills party have removed to a 
village on the banks of (be .luuiua, with a view, it is helieved, to escaping to llaiida. 

This wa.s an expedition mnlertaken by the llrigmiier for military obji'cts, a.s the 
offending villagiTs had interfered with the railway, and staniied to meditate the destruc- 
tion of our line o!' eommuuieation And it was a single blow, ]hit its elleets are 
suftieieiil to sliou v, iml would lie the speedy result of eon>eeutive o|ieralionH. 

In Pergunitali Khyrngbur, on tin rigid bank of tin* .luinna, disatfeeiion is fast 
spreading. The Chowrassee zemindars have driven back (he whole (iovevnnieiit <.>.stablish- 
ments, some of wboiii however, have not inmle ns much resistanee as they ought to have 
dope. An expedition has luieii organized eonsi.sling of poliee and the men of the most 
influent ial zemindars and pet ty Itajahs of the mughbourhood. bi net against tlies < < 

The MundaUajah, however, is said to have agents with (he soi’ilisanl Nazims of <\lhiiiabad, 
Sultaiipore, and (biruekpore ; and though ordered to come into the siation, has excu.scd 
himself ou variou.s frivolous pleas. 

Futlehpore . — Colonel Llarker's cfdunin has rcturinrd to Kuttehporc, having punished 
the rebellious villages of KoU', Giirha, Surhcriidee, Ilaree, an<l Hatlor. 'I'his exjiedition 
has had a good elfect in the immediate direction of its miircli ; but has no! conduced much 
to the general peace of the district, for the only other report from this district (dated the 
23rd), notices the return to Khujoon, the sv'ciie vif tluptain IVel’s victory, of a notorious 
rebel leader, Muharaj Sing. Revenue, however, is beginning to (low in. 

Cuwnpore . — Large bodies of insurgents are reported .still to be at Ilhogrupirrc and at 
Calpcc; but a strong eolumn under Colonel Walpole is to move in that direction. No 
Narratives, or Trea.sury Returns, have been received from Mr. Hherer, for ucvcral weeks. 
The neceasary Ktejis have been taken to enforce regularity, and Mr. fjlierer’a neglect will 
not be passed over, 

Band(ih.—’T\w Raos of Kerweeare committing various ov(?rt aets of rebellion. 1’heir 
conduct has been separately reported upon, and Mr. (hestetr has warned their vakeels that 
it is known to our authorities.

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Humeerpore . — The Nana is reported by Mr. Came to be making attempts to get posses- 
sion of this district, to winch be has sent one Mirza Kuheem Beg, as soubah, and Bhow 
Tantra, as his dcwan. The Chirk arec Rajah has been urged to seize them. Gossids 
arriving from Agra, vi^ Jaloun and Humeerpore, say that during their stay there, tw<x 
regiments of sepoys crossed thence to the left bank of the Jumna. They were probably only 
rabble, with a few sepoys intermixed. 

Benares Division . — No important event has occurred to disturb the general peace of 
this division, though there has been one outrage in the western portion of the Mirzapore 
District, and some skirmishing on the frontier of Jounpore. A marginal note of revenue 
collections is annexed.* 

Benares and Ghazeepore . — Nothing to report. Mr. Horne has collected more cattle 
than he can properly feed, so the purchase is for the present suspended. A murrain made 
its appearance among the cattle, on which Mr. ITarpley, the veterinary surgeon, attached 
to Her Majcsty’.s lIor.se Artillery, at Benares, was requested to report. He declared it 
to he an epidemic adecting the digestive organs, and of common occurrence in all 
countries. There is no suspicion of poison. Every precaution to prevent poisoning by 
ehamars for the sake of the skins, a crime sometimes committed, i.s taken. 

Mirzapore . — The thannadar of Jjallgunge and jemadar of. Hullia, having gone to 
the village of Murwa Donawul to attach the goods of Rugbar Sing, a proclaimed dacoit, 
were attacked and killed by about 200 men belonging to Rugbar Sing. The Magistrate 
immediately sent to the spot additional police and 20 jail mijeebs, under a subadar, and, with 
the Lieutenant-Governor’s authority, Mr. Catania, with 200 of his levy and two small guns 
proceeded to the spot. On the 22tul, Mr. Balmain, the .Joint Magistrate, also proceeded 
to the spot ; hut the murderers fled to the Uewah Hills, where it is hopeless to follow 
them. 

The <disturbances at Uijeeghur still continue, regarding which the Commissioner 
promises a special Report, which, when received, will be forwarded to Government. 

(iopeetjumje. — From Gojicegniige (here is nothing to report. The hostile Nazim and 
his Nail) remain in their foriiKM- positions, and still threaten to come down on Plioolporc 
and the Grand 'rrunk Road. 

Azinujhur . — 'riie sepoys from Ihirhecj, under Koer 8ing’s nephew, whose name is 
said to be .fye Kisliiin Sing,” are said to have formed a junction with a party of the 
Goruckpore rebels, under Mushurrufr Khan, ami to be marching on Sulunpore Snngbowlce, 
with the avow'cd intention of attacking Chuprah. 

^J’ho Nazim is said to be attempting to forge Jung Bahndoor Sing’s seal, in order to 
create mi.schicf among the Goorkha troops with us. Measures to prevent inconvenience 
from such a trick have been taken. 

General Franks arrived at Azimghur on the 2.‘ird in.stant. 

.Jounpore . — The attack was made by the insurgents on the TigraTehseel on the 22nd. 
The rebels were at first repulsed by the garrison (some 2(t0 matchlock -men) with the loss 
of three men killed; but they returned to the attack with reinforcements, and apprehen- 
sions for the sab'ty of the besieged police were entertained. Meanwhile, Mr. Lind 
re(|ue.sted the assistance of Colonel Evolegh and Colonel Wroughton’s forces; but found 
they were instructed not to move, except at (Jeneral Franks’ order. An express was sent 
to the General, but as the garrison was ill-provided with food and ammunition, Mr. Lind 
sent 400 matchlock-men, furnished by Rajah Mohesh Narain, Madho Sing, and others, to 
their assistance. This demonstration caused the rebels to retire. Mr. Lind has been 
directed for the future, to take instructions from the Military Authorities, and to dircet 
his poliei‘. when attacked by a greatly superior force, to allow themselves to be beleagured 
in those posts only which the General desires to be held to the utmost, and which it is 
consistent with his dispositions to supjiort when so attacked. 

Fundit Kishori Narain, commanding Mohes Narnin’s levies, and acting Tchseeldar 
of Goruckpore, attacked one of Iradut Jehan's plundering parties at Jjowain, and 
di.s|)ersed it, killing three of the rebels. I’his man has before distinguished himself. 

The collections from this district appear to have received a check. 

Goruckpore. — ^'I’he new Naib Nnziiu Mu-shurruff Khan (an escaped convict), is said 
to have 500 Sepoys and 1,500 matchlock-men. Zainis Alee, Tebseeldar of Circle VII, is 
said to have three light gun.s, and some 2,000 matchlock-men. 
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These men, in conjunction with the Burhuj sepoys, arc said to have driven in n Sikh 
oiit-post of Colonel Bowcroft's force at Cootnec on the Cundak. 

Saugor Dmriow.— The missing report of .occurrences, up to the 23rd November, has 
been received ; and though the events narrated arc unimportant, an abstract is subjoined, 
in order to preserve the sequence of the Narrative. Nothing later bos yet come to hati4 
than the Narrative of the 3Uth idem. 

/Sotipor.— The village of Mokulpore, which had been ot'cupied by rebels who liad 
often inteirupted the d&k, was visited by a detachment under Captain Roberts. On the 
16th Decem^r it was found evacuated ; a strong loopholed fortalicc was destroyed. On 
the 1 6th also, the rebels attacked the police chowkee at Mainparnc, ou which occasion 
three nujeebs were wounded. Dacoitics are very numerous in this district, and, indeed, 
everywhere throughout the division. 

Dumoh. — A bare report has been received from Kore Shamlajeo, tho agent of the 
Punnah Riyah, that he has re-occupied <hi.s disirict, and re-established bis post there. 

Nagode. — Lieutenant Osborne i.s using thc.Rewah troops ngain.st tho Myhere 
and Bijecragoghur rebels ; and, if successful, may soon re-open communication with the 
district. 

Jubbulpore. — Plundering, chielly of grain, going on; being, in fact, little more 
than compulsory collection of supplies by the rebels, who are in eonsiderai>lo force nt an 
eutrenclicd position at .some strengtli on the Mir/.apore roinl, at l>ungawun. 

The liurgec men arc also eolleeting near tlie banks of the lleevun, which they 
threaten to oro.ss near Patan : but tlu'y have hitberlo done nothing beyond burning u 
small police post, and carrying ,)(!* three of the dsik horses. 

Mundla. — The Deputy Commissioner was strengthening the di fence of the town, 
and had hitherto remained unmolested, owing, it wassnitl, to the fact that Itijey Sing, one 
of the most active of the rebel tlmkoors, was wounded in the attack upon Cloogrce, before 
reported. 

Sconce and Nursingpore. — Nothing new from these districts, which were still 
undisturbed. 

Iloshmgabad. — The Monalees in the Niinaur l*crgunnah are giving trouble. 
Twenty-nine of these had, however, been captured by Major Orr’s force. Dacoitics 
attended in one or two instances with murder Imd occurred. 

The Regent of Bhopal had sent to Captain Wood thirteen large boats for safe custody, 
with leave to use them if he liked. 

Baitool. — Though this district remained (piicl, the Deputy Commissioner cousidcred 
it expedient to transfer to Nagporc the influential rebels, Sbeodecn and his brother, as 
an attempt at their rescue was apprehended, 

Chundeyree, Jhanai, and Jaloun. — Nothing has been beard from these districts, which 
remain as heretofore, entirely in the hands of the rebels.

Allahabad Division. — MR.OUBBINS, Mic ucwly-appointed Officiating Ccnniniasioiier, 
!Uibniils some general remarks on the condition of this district, of the same tenor as those 
which- have been repeatedly made by his predccessoi’, as report<‘d with the Lienteiumt- 
Governor’s concurrence in preceding Narratives and other dispatches. Mr. Gnbbhis’s 
attention is attracted by tin? stationary characltr of the strong force assembled at Allahabad!, 
whilst, as he observes, “ the Nazim deputed by the r(?bel Onde ( Jovernment Iwlds hfe durbar 
and fires his salutes” (and he might have a<lded, collects our revenne) “within ten miles 
of the fort, wlien a fourth part of tin; force that is cantoned around it would drive him 
back to whence lie»camc.” He Justly says (hat lroo[)H which are. “ penned up” at the 
Suddi'r station are not lx‘liev<“d to exist by the [lojtulation :.*0 miles off: and licnce, that* 
persons who liavc remained faithful to us during the most Irving times, arc now' turning 
against us when we are really .strong. But the very bad effects, in a political view, of 
th<; impunity with which this .station has been insulted l*or months ' past by a rabble, 
having- been often before noticed, it is not m’ecssary for tlie T.ieutenant-Govcrnor to 
enlarg<! ui)oii the topic now. 'J’he duration, and con.se()uently iho expense, of every 
struggh', such as we arc now engag< d in, dipt-nd, the Lieutenant-Governor apprehends, 
in no small degree? ujam tin? moral edfecl which what we do or fail to do may have upon 
friends, emnnies, and neutrals. It does not, in (In' Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion, 
require? the? direct e;vi(lenee? eff hical e)nie-e'rs upon the fact te> convinee any one of what 
must be' the ineeral e?ne?e-(. upon the- native minel eif an enemy’s piepict peested in security 
for months within five' miles e)t' our nuKst inqjortiint fort an<l arsenal, and within three 
miles e)f the .se*a( of our leical (hjvernine'iit, ’Phis m-iy be' still a military necessity ; but 
ne?vertliele,'s.s it is a elopletrabh' pe)i}ti(-al nnste)rtune, 

2. Marginal neitiee'.s of the* re‘\e-nue' e-olle'e-tions in the districts of this division are 
unneixed.* The re-sidt in Kxittelipeire is very satisfactory. 

3. Allahabad. — Mr. (\)url I’urnishe's a de'lailcd Rt'port of the measures adopted by 
him against (he* C’he»wras.se'(? ze-mindars in Be*rgunnah Khyraghur. lie called on the 
petty Rajiihs of Bara Dya ami Manela, whose pejs-sossions are acre)S8 the Jumna, to collect 
and arm (heir follow e'rs, and, plaeing us many of his pedice as he coulel spare in the 
Ijcrgunnahs, eneleavoured, with nearly 2,000 men, to surround the* insurgents who were 
posted at the village of Klilrka, w hich has long be'cn in open, nnch-astised insurrcclion. 

4. llnibrtunately (his arrang<'me'ut partially foiled, for (he men of the Manda Rajah 
did not take np their position in time, ami tbe rebels, who were about 1,200 strong, 
though driven from tlu'ir position, made good t’leir retreat to the Rewah Hills, with the 
loss only of tme or two eai)lured by (he j>oliee. 

5. 'J'here is good reason to s'\j)pt!v' iliai the foilur«' on the part of the Mandn Rajah 
w.-is de.sigiied ; liis eoa-luci li.i.-., Ibr .'<ome lime, bei-u very suspicions, and Mr. Mayne has 
inl!‘reej)l('d a letter from Ids dewaii to the Nazim at Mhowaima, in which the former 
offered to .support (ho Nazim witli guns and (),(K)0 men if he advanced on Jhoosiu. The 
Nazim’s reply was also seeuretl. in whieli he declined to advance until he wa.s joined by 
regular troops. 

6. An unfortumrte afiVay (?(cm-ied near the fort, on the night of December 27.‘ 
Two syei's, in charge ot‘a remount of Ooverninem horses, were attacked, one killed and 
another wounded, by two Knropeau soldiers, who had been led to believe that an attempt 
was being made by the enemy to earn off tlu' horses. An inrjniry lias been institute 
into the matter by the Magislrtitt'. 

7. Hauoomamjuiujr . — Nothing of inqiortance to record from this place, which 
Mr. Mayne has made his hejid-<|uar(crs, having removed from Gopeegunge (where all 
was quiet) some time ttgo. The Naib Nazim has been joined by 12 men of the 7th 
Cavalry, from Lucknow. He has Iwen unremitting in collecting revenue and plundering 
those wl:o oppo.se hint. In many instances he ha.s formally concluded a fresh settlement 
with (he zemindars on fovorsible tenes. 


8. Benee Bahadoor Sit g, after a visit at Nusnitpore Irom the Nazim, has joiii^ 
the Naib Nazim at Seenndra, with one gnn and 200 men. The jwst of Mansetlia has 
be('U strengthened, and partly entrenched.

10. Fttttthpore. — The rebel Maharaj ?^ing, whose retnrn to liis former podiUm *lt 
Khudjwa was reported in a former Narrative, has attaolo'd the villago of Gorah, in 
Pergtinnah Kora ; and other similar disorders are still rejx>rted. On the other hand» 
the jmhee and Madho Sing, zemindar of Raton, attacked a party of dacnits under two 
noted leaders, named Madhoo and Sadhoo, and kitted both these men with seven of 
their followers. Tlieir gang M’as assembled at the time for tl»e purpose of committing 
a dacoity. 

11. Mr. Gnbbins s^waks in high, and, in flu* Lieufenant-Oovernor’S opinion, wcH- 
dcsen’ed terms of the sneeess of Mr. Pi*obyn-s civil administration. With a turbulent 
p^ulation, and in the immediate neighbourhood of liostih* nrmle.'^, he has yet contrived, 
with little or no military support, to gain possession lu'arly of the ^fhole district, and to 
collect a very important amount of revenue. 

12. He has attaiiud this.' ol.Jeets chiefly by using the si ’ viees of loyal, against 
turbulent and rebellions, y.emindars. Three persons have especially afdeil him, viz. : 
Ahmed Bnskh (Agra CJoveriunent pleader), Salamut Alice (moonsifr of Kuttehporc), 
Manoollah, zemindar of flurwah (ree(‘ntl\ a|>pointed ireasnrerb On the other hand, one 
Dnrri.''. Sing, of Khogo, who had profes.s<'(i to levy men for mir s’crviee, has aKscomled, 
and if believed has l^cn guilty of jdundering on his own aee«)unt. 

13. Mr. Oubhins notices also an atfair which has separately been reported, ami is 
the subject at pre.sont of'impiiry by tin civil (and, it is believed, also by the military) 
authorities. A Rikh, of a detacHment under command of l.iciitenant Armstrong, 
having gone into the village of fiaton (near which place the party was encamped) 
was, by some I'crmns unknown, murdered. Lieutenant Armstrong, of his own 
authority, at once attacked and burned the village, killing three of the inhabitants, 
three more whom he arrested he transmitted to the civil authorities at Fnttchpore, with 

request for their immediate czecution. 

14. At present tin's bare outline only of the facts is known, and the Lieuteitnnt* 
jroveruor, therefore, has abstained from c.\pressing any opinion pending the receipt of 
fuller and more accurate information. 

15. Cawnporf. — Mr. Rherer has been absent with the (%>iunuinder-in-ehinr.s namn, 
and has taken advantage of his mnreb to the north to esiab'isb thnnnuhs and tchsils 
along the Grand Trunk Road as far as the limits of his dislriet extend. A considerable’ 
quantity of plate (gold and .silver) has been recovered from a well nttaelied to the 
Nana’s palace at Bithnor. 

16. Mr. Gnbbins, who had only just reached Gawnpi»>e. has, however, had time 
to iiisj*cel the police levy raised by ('a|)tain llniec, and now nn-.U-r (Captain Thompson ; 
he speaks favorably of it« present st.ale, so far ns he was ab!t to juilge. 

17. There arc some point> relating to police levies and l iiildings in .Mr. GubbinsV 
Narrative which require to be taken up and disposed of soparalely. There are now 
throe organized police levies in progre.ss in these provinces Mr. Gnbbins has hocii 
requested in future to make such i!ialter.<. the subject of scpaiate report, the object of 
these Narratives being merely lii.storieal. 

18. The Lieutenant-Governor entirely concurs with Mr. Gnbbins’s remarks on 
the great advantage.'? to life cause of order derivable from fnllitavy demonstrations 
jn the interior of the country, where llie collection of large bodies of troops 
renders that system possible. He bojx-s that the services «)f the eonumratively 
small number of troops necessary for (his ptirf>osc may soon he made available in the 
Tjower T)oah. 

19. Rpnorea Dirhion . — This divi.-irm is still j)ro,«peiing. With the cxcejdion of 
the outrage in Mirzai’.ore, mentioned in the former Narrative, which it is believed 
was to some extent induced by reasons of a private nature, (ranquillily has not been 
disturbed. 

20. The accounts from Goruekpore are still brought under the head of ’this 
division, but they will be separately rejxnted as soon as a Narrative is received from 
Mr. Wingfield. Collections of revenue arc noted in the margin.*

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21. Benarea. — ^The only event noticed in the Narratives from this district is the 
departure of Mr. F. B. Gubbins, the judge, who has been promoted to act as Commis> 
sioner of Allahabad, in consequence of Mr. Chester’s departure on sick leave. To this 
zealotis officer’s exertions, the Commissioner justly says, the safety of Benares is, under 
Providence, greatly due. 

22. Ghazeepore . — Many steamers arc detained by the shallow water in the Ganges, 
opposite Guiimur, in this district. The treasure on board the Hoorung^tta *’ has 
been taken out and sent to Benares on board the Dinapore,” private steamer, which 
is of much lighter draft. 

23. Mr. Ilrcreton, appointed Collector of Gonickpore, quitted the detachment under 
Colonel Milinan, on its return to Ghazcepore,*and proceeded to join Jung Bahadoor’s 
force. 

24. Mirzapore . — The persons concerned in the murders of the thannadar and 
jemadar, reported 4u the last Narrative, were ousted zemindars, and are believed 
also to have been actuated by a personal enmity to the thannadar. The joint 
magistrate, Mr. Balmain, with Mr. Catania’s levy, was still out, but the murderers 
are known to have taken refuge ii» the Kewah Hills, where, for the present, they 
are .safe. 

2.“!. u-izmyhur . — Colonel I.ongden has encam[ied at Mundree, leaving 200 Goork has 
at Azimghur it. self. 

2(5. The Rajah of flopalpore has returned to his own e.state in Goruckpore. 

27. On the 28th neceml)er, Mr. Venables hearing that one Rujub Alice, a pro- 
cluiimd offender, had returned to his home at a short distance from the station, 
iminc'dialely rode out to arrest him, acconipunied by the kotwal and four native police, 
and Lieutenant Battyc, 05th Native Infantry, who volunteered his service.s. This 
Rujub Alice had, at the head of 500 men, made an inroad on Azimghur on the 3rd of 
last July, and endeavoured to burn the civil station. On that occasion he actually 
succeeded in releasing some important prisoners from the Kotwalee in the town of 
Aziinghur, where they were confined; but his party was ultimately defeated and 
dispersed. Since that time, though a rewrftd of 500 rupees was offered for his appre- 
hension, nothing had been heard of him until the date above mentioned. While they 
were searching Rujub Alice’s house, he suddenly started from a place of concealment, 
attacked Mr. Hattyc, and narrowly missed cutting him down, but was killed 
eventually by Mr. Venables and the kotwal. The villagers assembled and compelled 
*the gentlemen and their party to retire, Rujub Alice’s body, liowcvcr, was recovered 
next day. 

28. Jounpore, — 1,000 mutineers, with two guns, arc said to be at Tandah, 
in Glide, at a little distance from the Azinighur frontier. Nothing of importance 
has occurred here. An attack on the Tigra Tehsil was again reported, but this 
time without foundation. Her Majesty’s 20th Foot have marched on this place from 
Benares. 

20. Goruckpore . — The joint magistrate, Mr. Bird, has left Aziinghur for General 
Jung Bahadooi’s force, whieli has crossed the Gunduck River en route for Goruckpore. 
The sepoys and rabble threatening Chuprah, as the Governor-General is from other 
sources aware, have been driven back on Mujhowlee in the Goruckpore district with 
considerable loss, three of their guns falling into our hands. Most of the sepoys and 
Koer Sing’s nephew have returned to Burluij Bazar. 

30. Saugor Division . — TJiere was no further deterioration’ in the state of this 
district up to the 7th of December, which is the date of the latest rejx>rt received. The 
t!ommis.«<it>ner indeed writes altogether in a more liopcful strain. The repeated defeats 
inflicted on parties of the insurgent-s the gallant and successful management of RevvaJi 
by Lieutenant Osborne, and the prosencxr in Bhojial of the Bombay column, appeare at 
last to have produced visible effbets, which it is to be hoped wiR now soon be confirmed 
and extended by the arrival of reinforcements from the Madras Presidency ; the collec- 
tions in this division are taken from the latest Returns received. They are from the 
week ending 1 2th December.* 

31. Satujor . — Nothing of importance from this district itself; but it is said the 
Begum of Bhopal is exerting herself against lier own insurgent subjects, one of the 
leaders of whom has sought refuge with the Rajah of Banpoor’s garrison at Nurriowlee, 
in tlu' Saiigor District. 

32. Dumoh . — Tlie Punnah troops still hold Dumoh ; but no official nqKjrts have 
been received.

34. Jubbulpart. — A detachment under Colonel D 3 'ng hat driven the rebels out of 
die strong poeition at Dungawan, described in the last Narrative, indicting some loss 
upon them ; ours was only two wounded. The Burgee rebels are dispersed in small 
plundering parties, who do much harm, though their aggregate numbers are hot 
formidable. A movement against their chief party is contemplated, which, if successful, 
will probaUy, the Commissioner anticii>atc8, destroy their organization and traiKpiillize 
the. country. 

35. Mundla . — ^The official accounts from this district merely confirm the report 
given in the last week’s Narrative from demi.ofiicinl sources, of tne tinavoidaklo with- 
drawal of the Deputy •Commissioner. But Licotennut Waddington, who had .reached 
Sconce, was, in concert with the Commissioner, taking measures speedily to re-<«tabli8h 
his authority. 

36. Seouee . — The hitherto quiet district of Sconce has, in consccjuence of tht; 
temporary success of the rebels in Mundla, become partially disturbed. The establish- 
ment of one outlying tlmnnah was drivcui in liofore the reinforcement dispatched to its 

. aid had time to reach ; but the Df'put^ -Cofnmissiuncr was placing a chain of posts along 
the frontier, in the hope of staying the further spread of insurrection. 

37. Nvrsingpore . — ^Tlie capture of (lunjun Sing and his followers has had a good 
oflcct. A detachment of the 28th Madras Native Infantry, \inder Lieutenant Walton, 
who were stationed at a village named “ Sokul,*’ repidsed a party of the insurgents, who 
attacked it on the 24th November. 

38. A noted rebel named Uao Bahadur Siug, «.'f Oonun Peperiah, came of his own 
accord, to disarm suspicion, into the Dcqmty-t’ommissioner’s camp at Maliarajporo ; he 
was immediately placed on his trial. 

;t9. lloshnujahad . — Iloshungabail was visited by tlus Deeeau field force under 
Brigadier C. Stewart, on tlie 20th DeccmlMM’ ; but this eolumu was imini'diately after- 
wards directed on Seliore, to rc-establisb the political agency I liere and to liniupiilli/.e 
Bhopal. 

40. Jtaitool . — The district of B.iilool it perfectly tranquil, an<l the liarvest prospi'cts 
promUing. 

41 Jiiloun . — Tlio (ioorserai cliii>f, who held ihi.s disiricl. nominally tor llie British 
Ciovernnusnt, wn.s (hqioscd by the (iwalior ('i»nliiij;<'n(, wlio liavi* inacfc it over (o (he 
“ Tiieo IJhacc,” a ilescciulant, on ilic f'lnalo .«idr, uf (In' Ibnner cliiid’ of .Taloun. In 
Kutchwahagurgli, certain cliicfs of ih*’. Kntcbwalia Iribi! (Uoei; Dowlul Sing and o(hcr.s), 
noted freebooters und<T tin; (Jwalior Sovereignly, laid seized the perguniudis of 
Madhoglnir lyid Indoorkee, and wi're eoinmilliug great. ojt|n'es^ioiis. 

42. Jhatisi. — The Haiioe of dhansi was negotiating a coalition with tlu^ Banporc 
cJiiid', and furtlier endeavouring to sci'ure tlie scr\ict's of .a portion of tin? (iwalior 
Conlingent, in order to attack the Tchree i liicf, ulio fprolcssedly in our interest) liad 
formerly uttackial her. 

43. * ChunJeyree . — No news from lliis district. 

41. Jirirah . — As bellin', an abstract of th.ini-oirn-ial and private letters from 
Lieutenant Osborne is fundshed tu eomplete the review of the, present slate of the 
Central Provinces. They report liis complete .success against the Myiicn; I'ebi'ls. The 
(own and subsequently the fort of tliat na'.ue have bi.cii captured by the Itewah troops 
under hi.s personal direction; and on (lie latter occasion, .Mokund Sing, oin'-ofibe two 
principal rebel chiefs, was made prisoner, an»l a gooil many gnus also taken. M<ikiind 
Sing has .subsequently escaped, as Is believed, by l)ic connivance of soiuc! of (lie 
disaticeted Reuah chieftains. The very dubious loyally of n considi'ralile portion of the 
forces which Lieiilcnanl Osliorne «ru*e<-ts, aixl the I'onslant inlrigiic.s by which his 
c.\ertion.s arc (liwarlcd, e,nhancc! greatly the merit.s of Ills achievement, liis official 
reports will no doubt furnish the Governor-fJcneral in (.Vmncil with further information.

Narrative of Events for the week ending January 0, 1858. 

1. Allahabad Division. — THE most important event during the past week has been 
the blow struck at tlie rebels in the vicinity of Allahabad. It was completely successful, 
and its effect has been very gcHwl ; but the Comtnissioner tliinks that if the troops return 
to their former inactivity the rebels will shortly n.-occiipy their former positions. It is 
no doubt true, the Lieutenant-Governor believes, that svstcmatic and continuous action 
is nec<‘ssary for the recovery of our lost pergunnahs ; but tlie i>olitical effects of even a 
single blow whereby signal cliastiseiuent is inilicted \\\x)n those who have conspicuously 
insulted ua, arc excellent, checking as it does the stories of our extreme weakness, ana 
restoring some conlidence to our friends. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the scuison of inactivity in this quarter is 
closing, and the movtaiu'nt of (he post of Sikhs and Military Sowars from Hunooman- 
gunge (o Fhoolpore which Brigadier (.’amj)b#ll has been so considerate as to make on 
the r«‘tr(!at of the eiuMiiy from Secundra, is a real step in advance, and has enabled 
the Magistrate to commence the regulation of a considerable tract which has been lost to 
us fur months. 

8 . In the nortii, the distriv t of Futt<*hporo is threatened by the Banda Nawab, 
who.se tr(X)i>s have already made one slight incursion, and Cawnjwre has the Oiide 
army on one side, and the Galpee force on the other. Both of these forces are strong 
enough to do mischief if they choose, and that to the Avest affords just c^se of serious 
alarm, from being unopiwsed by any Briiisli force. Some injury has been done during 
the past week in the neighbourluiods of Slieorajitore and pf Cali)ee, while the borders of 
the entire district thus threatened on all sides arc becoming again unsettled. 

4. Tlie Bevenuc Collections of this division are given in the margin.* The results 
both in Fiittelqiorc and Cawnpore are satisfactory. 

6. Allahabad and Ihtnoornangunge. — The alilixirs of these two Magisterial districts 
are this week so closely connected, that it will bo most convenient to narrate them 
together. 

6. On January 3rd (Sunda> ), at Brigadier Campbell’s request, a small party of 
Sowars w'cre sent out by Mr. Mayne to reconnoitre the rebels’ position in the neighbour- 
hood of Munsetha. Encouraged by their presence, some of the armed retainers of 
Manick Chuud, who were stationed at the village of Hetaputtee, drove back a rebel 
ontpost from the village of Pyghambcrporc. The latter, however, returned later in the 
day with lar^e reinfbrccincnts, and not only rc-occupicd FS gliamberpore, but also gained 
|iosscssion of Hetaputtee. Five or six of Manick Chund’s men were wounded, the loss 
of the enemy was probably not more serious. 

7. This affair took place within a short distance of the fort, as the loud firing which 
continued throughout the day, proved to the whole city and station. 

• 8 . On the night of the 4th, Brigadier Campbell moved out of the" fort with a force 
consisting of Hdl* Majesty’s 79th Highlanders, a detachment 3rd Battalion Rifle Brigade, 
one 9*l)Ounder gun and a howitzer. Mr. Mayne w'as i e<iuested to guide Major Mathieson 
and his small party of Benares Horse from Hunoomangunge to the rear of the enemies'

poaitkm at Munsetiia. detachmeDt of Royal Horse Artillary without guna (aixty-fivc 
sabres) being part of Mafor Anderson's troop then at Flunoomangunge en route fron 
Blares were directed>to follow on the same road. 

9. Brigadier Gbunpbell's plan wm successfully carried out. Tl\c force from 
Allahabad to which Mr. Court, the Magistrate, acted os guidcf arrived before Munsetha 
at daybreak, but were obliged to make a short detour to take tlie enemy's position, 
(which was well chosen and naturally strung) in flank* A distant but liariulcss lire 
(botli of guns and musketry) was kept up by the enom>' during this operation ; as soon, 
however, as the force advanced, tlie rebels broke and fled towsmis Scenudra. Major 
Matliiesou had arrived in good time to intercept them,aiul cut up about sixty, wounding 
many more. The small number of his party however (Ihirtiwnght sabrt's Benares>l lorsc 
and twelve new levies) eucoui iiged the enemy to some resistance, and they lost* one 
roan killed and six wounded, besides several horses. 

10. Brigadier Campbell advanced meanwhile with the Infantry in a wtsterly 
direcUon to Uto village of Syjpon;, where a fortified liouse was strongly occupied b\‘ tlie 
rebels, and was not vacated until afVer several rounds from the guns. In it' were taken 
a large uuinber of arm.« and three prisoners (one a Brahmin pensioner of the 7‘2nd Native 
Infantry), who wore sukseqneiuly liauged. 

11. The advance continued as far as the village of PnmJura, which also proved full 
of insurgents, who were driven out. The village was hiirnl. As the Infantry and guns 
had traverstul by that time seventeen miles of ground, the force' was halted in'a grove of 
trees to rest and breakfast. Under the impression that all the fighting was over. Major 
Mathicson was ordered to ratnrn with his men to liunoomangnnge. The detachment of 
Royal Hors(?' Artillery joined tlie rest of the force at this point. 

12. The I'nemy, among whom W'cre scattered some Native. Infantry mutineers, and 
several men of the old Oude regiments, dt'ceived, iH)s.sil>ly by the ri'treat having been 
sounded, into the lielief that the foree was retiring, came down with grout holdia ss from 
Secundra, under the command of the Naih Na/,lm and lienee Bahadoor Sing of 
Nnsrutporc. Their force, about 2,0(K) or 2,/>00 strong, with one gun, occupied Mr. 
Collis's faelory al Thirwati. Two j)olic»;m«n who were near it were captured and 
murdered, and a heavy fire was (n»en«!d on our stniggling camp followers. 

13. Our troops inunediately advance'd, and, at the Brigadier's request, Mr. Mayne 
guidi'd the Horsy Artillery to the rear of the enemy, who olfered no resistanee, and fled 
in utter confusion. The arlillerymou did most i xeollent service, killing at least Ifg), 
while another laige part.) wliom they inlcrcept»;d and drove into art inelosnre, were 
surround'’d and bav onetled hy Her .’Nlajestv’s 7l)lli, wltieh regiment also killed many 
others during the pursuit. 

M. Mr. Mayne, pushing on ahead alone, came within pis(ol-sli(»l of the Naih Na/.im, 
who was.escaping on an elephant, escorted by a party ol ten or twelve sowars. .Mr. 
Mayne returned for assistance, and half the Troop of Horsts Artillery were onh'ied in 
pursuit. They rode nearly to tin? vvitlls of Secundra, but were not snecrssfnl in 
overtaking the rebel chief. 

15. Mr. Mayne, however, shortly after this, accompanied only by Oosinan Khan, 
Thaunadar of- llnnooniangunge, fell in with a minor cliief retiring on horseback, with a 
guard of 10 or 12 malchlockmen. Mr. Mayne and Oosman Khan immediately eharged 
this party, and the chief himsc'lf, who (Mideavunred to escapi; hy the speed of hw horse, 
was overtaken and killed by Mr Mayne. His escort askeci for (piarter, vvhieli was 
granted to them, when they immediately fired a volley on .Mr. .M.iyia! and his 
companioo, who returned and cut up most of them. Oosman Khan was Kiiituhly 
rewarded on the field. 

10. The long march and fatigtiing oiK'raiioii of the day renden.-d the troop,s unlit for 
further exertion, and the Brigadier having utterly ronied tlie enemy, relurneil to 
AUali.d^ad. Our loss on this occasion was entirely confined to that above reptirted in 
Major Mathieson's Horse. 

17. Tlie enemy, who had at least 300 killed aiid as luaiiy mon? wounded, were 
utterly discomforted and dishearteoed. During the night of the 5th, Secundra was 
evacuated, and the Naib Na^im joined the Nazim, who next day colluctcd all his 
followers at Soraon. Bence Bahadiour Sing even removed his family from Nnsrutporc 
to ius other stronghold, Kuruiijiioora, nearer the frunlicrs of Unde, leaving only a small 
garrison in the former place. The piquet at Papamliovv was withdrawn during the 
action. 

* man killed, vas Hliot bj a rebel to whom Major Malhioson bad cniTtlrd quarter, after which he 
immediately fired at that officer, and though he missed him, killed a sowar brliind him. 
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18. Brigadier Campbell has ^Ince sent the Sikh detachment with Major Mathieson's 
Horse from Htinoomangimge to Phoolporc ; and he proposed replacing by a par^' of 
Sikhs the picquet of the Hazim's rebels, which had for so long insulted the station mm 
Paphamhow, but, as will be seen from the next week’s Narrative, the enemy have 
returned to that place.* Manick Chund's men have reoccupied, by Mr. Mayne’s 
dir(>ction, the village of Hcta})Uttee, and have since captured from a party of insurgents 
a small gun, whicli had been* concealed at Munselha during the action, and which they 
were sent to bring away. 

10. Nothing else worthy of report has occurred in these districts ; but the rebels 
have brought down a heavy gun to Koorarec, a place on the left bank of the Ganges, 
about' five ntiles from the fort, where they have collected several boats. 

20. Fultehpore. — I’he only event reported from this distric t is an incursion by some 
of the Nawab of Banda’s troops to plunder the bazar of Bindaur, Pergnnnah Tuffehyar. 
The polic(? at each thannah has been increased to 200 men. 

21. Cawnporp.-~\\\ the early part of this week Mr. Sherer received information 
that a prostitute in llie district had recc-ived from the Nana much English plundered 
l>rop<n‘(y; accordingly, ho with Captain Thomson made a sudden excursion and 
snec(*ed<.*(l in arre.sting 12 prisoners, and recovering several articles of value. The 
villagers on the road were very friendly, and assisted the party iu every way. 

22. A body of r(d)els from Calpee has cros.scd into Hhagneepore Pegunnah, 
and even advanced against the Akberimrc Tclise('il, but were repulsed. Opposite to 
Sheorajpore large liodic's of the ndiels ar<‘ assembled, wlio cross at intervals to plunder 
the count rv.

— Tlie Magistrale himsi If Inu ing joim'd (he party of Mr. Catania's levies, 
wliieh bad Ixen nnsuceessful in arn’Sting tin' murderers of (he ballpore Tliannadah, 
went ill pursuit of the Bijeeglmr plunderers. 'Phis fort is situated in Tulfeh .lesowlee, 
Zillali ^lirzapniH', and on the eastern end of (he K'. moor range, ft had been occupied 
since the 12th of Cetober last by a party of mutineers and local insurgen(.s, who had 
plundered the country and collected revenue w'itli impunity. These men were never 
in themselves formidable, as their numbers have at no time', it is believed, exceeded 200, 
of wliom about 80 only were sepoys ; but they have maintained a connection with the 
rebel IJmmur Sing’s force at Bhotasglmr, and the whole of the hill conntry to the 
south and west of their position has, for some time, been in a disturbed and disaffected 
state.

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30. Wlien the Magistrate reached thein immediate neighbourhood ho found the fort 
evacuated, the rebels having aU fled across the Soane. Ho receive<l intelligence, however, 
that the petty Rajah of Singrowlee (whose territories bqjrdor on the disturbed Bengal 
district of Palamow^had assembled 1 ,lK)0 to 2,000 men and two guns, and had assumed 
a hostile attitude. The Magistrate procured the md of a party of armed followers of tim 
Benares Rajah, and applied to the Commissioner for further ussistnuco. 

31. The Commissioner, though disapproving of the meveraent, sent, as a reinforce* 
raent, the Sikh levy under Sirdar Gholab Sing who were doing duty at Mirxaiwrc. On 
reference to the Lieutenant-Governor, Colonel Pott, in command at Mirzaporc, was 
requested to decide on the expediency of this measure, and as the 47th Native Infantry 
is about to proceed to China, that officer requested that the Siklx levy might be recalled 
for the protection of the station. This has been done ; and the Lleutenant-Qovernor 
conemrring in the views of the Commissioner, lias recalled the Magistrate’s entire party, 
and desired that no further operations should be undertaken tin til a military force can 
bo spared sufficient to re-establish effectually our authority in the whole tract of country 
of which Jcsowlec forms a part. This tract is of no intrinsic vahu‘, and it is vtmiote 
from the rich and jKqntlous part of the district. 

32. The presence of portions of (’olonel Franks’ force in this di.striet, 
has mnintaiaed it in tramiuillity, and even onalded Mr. Pollock to punish soim; of the 
most notorious of the turbulent Pulwar vinag<'8. The measures Mr. Pollock has 
adopted for this objeet, ho has s.'paratelN reported ; some of the wovcs prominent rebels 
have also betm arrested. 


38. Jottnporc . — The slate of tins district is hv.-j .satisfaetovv. Kinboldened b\ llaar 
impunilN on the fjceasion of their fornu'r a'.taek, th * reltels ag.-iiu advanei'd against tlie 
Tehsoel ofTigra, on the 2nd instant, in gnat force. Their numbers wen.' not less than 
1,500 men, including 200 r<!gular sejtojs, and .00 sowars; they had two guns, and were 
commanded by one Mukhdoom Bukhsh, a subordintite officer of Khoda Buklish, soi- 
dviant chuckleydar of Jounporc.* 

84. Our establislimont being, unable to resist such a force without support, very 
properly retired upon .lounpore, according to the general instructions of the Lieulenanl- 
Governor, applicable to such cases, bringing with them the treasure, fiovornment 
records, and other property. 

« 35. The rebels burnt the Government buildings, aind subse(|ueiitly commenced 

plumh'ring in every direction. On llie evening of the 8r(l, a pstrl y HOO strong, cro.s.sed 
the Goomtee, at Pcelkuchla Ghaut, and tlimigh Slu'onitton Sing, tlu' lcad«*r of Roost iiin 
Saha’s levies, with 100 men, maintained the old furl i/f Hudleypore against their attsicks; 
they nevertheless had the whole surrounding country at their mercy. 

36. The loyail sirdar, Mohesh Naraiii, has returned to his liome, with the express 
intention of raising every able bo<licd man in his ehui to avengt! the disgrace put iqton 
him, and lias assured Mr. Lind of the support of at least 4,(XK) men. 

The incursions above described, occurred alxiut twelve miles in advance of Oi-neral 


Franks’ line. 


37. Goruckpore Divisim.— Thougji no weekly Narrative has reachcd'tlie Government, 
Central Provinces, from this division, for tlu.‘ week under review, it is known from other 
sources that the army of Maharajali Jung Bahadoor, advanced to Pe]»raieli, west of 
Goruckpore, on tlic 3rd and 4th January. On the former of tlu se dajs, the first 
division was slightly opposed by the eheniy, wlio, however, on losing fifly or sixty men, 
fled precipitately. On the 4th, the main body of the rebels was riiported to be at a 
place four miles in advance, on the Poorun Niillah. 

38. Tliey were ntt.acked in their j)0.sition on the 0th, and speedily abandoned it, 
together with" tlieir guns, and after a faint stand at a seeimd entreiu-he'd position, in the 
station of Goruckpore itself, the) fled so hastily, that but \f.‘rv f<;w wer<; killed, and only 
one other gun captured in the pursuit; but their rear guard being overtaken in crossing 
the Raptce, some 200 were eillicr shot or drowned there. The loss of t he Ooorkha 
force was insignificant. 

- 39. The station was immediately rc-occupied, wliere several Kurasians, who lufd 
been kept prisoners, were found and released. The eutcherries are uninjured, and 
thongh the chief part of the records have been destroyed, some have been saveil. A 
good many prisoners, including some minor officers of the rebel force, have liecn brought 
in by the country jicople, who evince, as a body, the most iierfect loyalty. 

40. The Nazim, Mahomed Hossuin, and his cliief followers, have, for the present^ 
escaped ; but it is not expected the rebels will stand again within the limits of tho 
Qonickporc District ; it i^ however, proixiscd to follow them up closely, both to prevent, 
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all cliancc of (hair doing so, and ahio to attack fbc local rebel chiefs, before they have 
tin>e to escape or to combine. , ^ 

41. JvhhuJpore Dir/i«‘ow.'«^Tlie reports for two sn^ccssive wi'cks, cmbfacing the 
perio<l b(‘tvvccx\ the 7th and 2*i8t I)cccmbcr, Ijnvc. been received siace the date of tlxe 
last Narrative. These will be condensed bcloiv. The 'matter they contain, is of the usual 
chequered character received from this division ; success on one hand against the rel^ls 
of Bnrg<;e has been countefbalanccd by the disastrous result of an apparently ill- 
managed affair near Saugor. Oenerally it may be said, how<'ver, we hold our own ; and 
the Commissioner even cr)ntonq)lat<.‘s the probability of regaining the hlundla District. ^ 

42. Sauffor. — The Begnm Regent of Bhopal was still acting against the rebels 'in 
her own district, and on the borders of Saugor, and she even proposed to attack the 
rebel post of Kuhntghur within our territories. 

A j)arty of rebeds having attempted to plunder the village of Ragowa, close to 
Saugor, were repulsed by the villagers, wlio killed two, and wounded anotlter. 

44. 'J’lie Sliahghur Rajah is reported t«) have 2,000 followers. His brother, 
Lncliiniin Sing, has died of wounds received in action at Benaika some months ago. 
The r*2nd jmilinecrs reported to be at (Jiirrakola, about .WO strong. 

45. The !)epuly-Comn>issinnor has been in eanip in the district, and reports the 
feeling of (he people gi'nerally as certainly loyal ; but they have beim in many instances 
conqxdled to join the rebels to .save (heir lives. lie reports that a detachment of Infantry 
with two guns, manned by Europeans, moved out from Saugor, against the rebels 
as.sembled at Bhu|)aiil. The (,'oinmissi(»ii(‘r l-.ad, when writing, received no ofKcial report, 
but heard from other sonrees that tlu; detachment marched with only forty rounds of 
ammunition each for the nn'H, and no .spare ainnuinition for either men or guns, and 
without doolies, and that the\ were at first sueees.sfnl, driving the enemy from Bhopanl 
with eonshlcrable slaughter ; but the rebels having suddenly ndurned, nearly 2,000 
strcjiig, onr detaeliinent was surprised, wliih* the EiU’opc'ans were cooking, and the 
native tcoops scattered in search of phmder; their ammunition being nmreover almost 
expended, they were coinpfdled to inak(* a rapid retreat on Saugor, abandoning, for want 
of dooli('.s, their wounded, and also losing part of their baggage. 

40. Jhtmofi. -f^o official iTi>ort.s have beet> reccivcxl from this district, whicli is still 
held for us by the I^tinnah troops. 

47. Nffyode. - Nr)thing hoard from Nagode. ’ 

48. Jiibbulpore. ~T]\e military force in this station has been augmented by the 
arrival of Lieutenant Standen, witli (wo companies 28th Madras Native Infantry, and 
two fi-poundor guns. The opo’ations against the Burgee rebels, (hough arduous from 
the nature of the country in whicli they were undertaken, had been, nevertheless, 
completely successful ; six of tin* principal leaders were taken and executed ; tlie 
Government t(*n(s wliieh had been carried off en route to Bombay, recaptured, and the 
band completely broken up. Further details will l)c given under the head of Nursing- 
pore. Daeoitv h.id diininish<'.! in conseiiuenei' of this blow; and there was, the 
( ’oinmissioniir thiiuglil. goi d n a.son to Jiope .shortlv for tht' eomph'te pacification of the 
di^trie(, A party of Insurgi'iils. 200 strong, was, liowevcr, reported at (he date of his 
writing, a.s liaving eros.sed the Ib-ernn river at Patun ; but a detachment had mov({d out 
to intercept them. 

49. The postal eonununication towards Mirzapore continued clost'd, though Colonel 
Byng’s (letaehinejil had sur[i!-i.--. d and ent up a party of the insurgents in that direction, 
making (lurty prisoners, who were I'lniislied (ly sentence of a court martial on the spot. 
Major Fir.skiue was in eorn siKtndenco with the military aulliorities on the subject of the 
measures to be taken to t'fTect tills th siriible object, on which, however, some difference 
of opinion exists between (hem. 

.•iO. ifumHa . — The Deputy (Commissioner is in the di.strict endeavouring to restore 
order, thougli the station is still in the po.sses.sion of the rebels. Lieutenant Waddington 
has with him a company of (he Ist Nagporo Irregular Infantry, and will support from the 
Sconce side a movement ordered by the Comtni.ssioner of Nagjtore on Mundla, from 
Raepore. This will he made by ji forei* con.si.sting »)f 400 Infantry, two Morse Artillery 
guns, and a troop of (’avnlry, tlje whole tuider the orders of Captain the Baron Von 
Meycrn. 

51. iSVowee. — The rebels who attacked the Kedurpore thannah,hare withdrawn again 
across the Nerbudda ; but the Deputy Commissioner who had been acting against the 
Ibirgoe rebels, has been unable to spare men to re- occupy it. 

52. >i unting pore . — The official reports from Lieutenant Ternan are taken up entirely 
with the story oV the operation against the Burgee rebels. 

53. It appears that the main body of the rebels, mustering nearly 2,(X)0 men, was 
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opposed to the Kursingpore detachment in a strong position on tho right hank of the 
river Soonair (which forms the boundary of the Pergnnnah of Bnrghee on the Kursingpore 
side) and commanding the road from tho latter place to Burgee. 

64. The force under Captain R. Woolley^ 28th Madras Native Infantry, And consist* 
ing of a detachmeft of that regiment with four guns and a troop 2nd Cavmry, Hydrabad 
Contingent, moved agaust the rebels on the 7th January. The advance guard being 
received with a heavy fire, fell back on the main body, ghon the whole crossed under 
the cover of the gunS, which had opened at about GOO yards ; sulisequently two of the 
guns being brought oyer to the right bank and advanced to within 600 yards of the 
enemy’s position, the infantry charged and carried it ; tlie cavalry, as far as tho grouncl. 
would permit, following and catting up the fugitives. They made, too, several prisoners j; 
some of them of importance; one, the chief of the insurgents, by name Davee Gun tea. 
^e loss of the rebels was heavy, and three jinjalls were taken on the ground, and a large 
iron gun was also (as subsequently ascertained) abandoned by the rebcU^ but not 
discovered by us. Our casualties consisted of four men wounded (one. severely). 

, 56. On the 8tli, a reconnoitring party captured some more prisoners, o^ whom one 

was a man of some importance; and on the i)t)i the >\hole deiacbinent marched into 
Burgee, and on these two days live tents belonging to tiie Bombay Government were 
recovered. On the 10th the party marched to Newal Puhav, where they wore joined by 
the detachments from Jubbulporc and Soonee; some rebels who Hod before the f»)rmer 
detachment were pursued and surprised while bathing; their camp, four heavy /.nmboo* 
rucks, ouc large iron 4-poundcr gun, and a considerable number of jinjalls and 
inatcbloek.s were taken, with the arms of their leader i^Baliadoov Hing). He himself 
escaped, but his cousin and another man fell into our iiands. 

6G. The force has since broken up, and the chief portion of it has returned to 
Chiudwara. 

57. Baitool and Hoshungabad . — Both these districts remained tranquil at the date of 
the latest advices. 

58. Chmdeyree . — The Bunporc Rajah is strengthening himself in this j^tergunnah, 
lid gives out that it is his intention to attack Saugor. 

59. Jhansi and Jaloun . — No iutelligeucc whatever from these places, which arc still 
in the hands of the rebels.

Narrative for the week ending January SO, 1858. ^ 


1 . Allahabad Diri/tion. — THE state of this division remains unchang;ed. The opera- 
tions of General Franks’ forct have cleared tin' Pergunnahs of Allahabad, which thfe 
rebels still held temporarily at least, for as the services of that colnmn being ebewlHjre 
required, and as the military authorities deem it imprudent to occupy Uiem even with a 
Sikh dctaclimcnt, it is hardly to Ik; anticipated that the praiseworthy efforts of 
Mr. May lie will sufRce to prevent the rebels from returning. 

2. Nothing else of importance has occurred in the division. Fresh inenrsions from 
across the Jumna have been made upon tin* Futtchpore andCawnpore districts; but no 
serious injury has been the result, since the dcstrnclion of the Tekundra Tehseol men- 
tioiuMl in my last Narrative. His Kxcellency tlie Commander-in-chief has, however^ 
made some military dispositions at Akherpore and Sheorajpore, which will, it is to be 
hoped, in soini; measure prevent the siiread of disorder in the Caw npore district. 

3. Tlie llevenue Collections are given in the margin.* 

4. Allahabad . — Nothing of any imfiortance has occurred in this district. 

.'). Phoolpore. — Mr. Mayn(;’s r(;ports are furnished in exteneo by the Commissioner. 
They give the details of his oiicrations in the disturbed pergunnahs to the north of 
Phoolpore. 

6. During the early part of tlu' week he was, with the assistance of Mr. Elliott, 
occupie<l in punishing the ex-/emin<lars of Busne Bundha, who had ousted the auction 
purchasers, risen in ri'bidlion, and committed all sorts of outrage. 

7. They (led in every cas(‘, although the small .Sikh detachment was only onoe 
called out against them ; Mr. Mayne’s usual escort, consisting of a havildar and 12 men 
of the .'iOth Native Infiintry, who had remained stanch, and a few matchlock men. Afl 
the villages had small fortilied houses which would have cost much trouble and life to 
take if properly d('f<aKl<;d, hut tlu-y W(;re in (‘very instance abandoned, and generally the 
ocCTipiers had carried away their projierty also. ' 

8. On the 21 si (iem'ral Franks’ column arrived at Scenndra, and on the following 
day Messrs. Mayne, Jenkinson, and Elliott, at General Franks’ request, reconnoitred 
Nussunipore, which had been reportiKl as abandoned by the enemy. It proved, 
however, that they had nsoccuiiied it during the night with 2,000 men, and that the 
rest of the united forces of the Nazim, Naib Nazim, and Bence Balmdoor, aided by 
Jugurnath Bux, talookdar of Nain in Ouih;, were in full march on the place. A Bmafl 
body ('ven sallied out to attack Mr, Mayne’s party, but were immediately charged and 
driven back by Messrs... Jenkinson and Elliott, leaving two of their number dead 
behind them. 

0. 1' he following day the rebels were attacked and defeated by General Franks; 
tlu'V wen* about 8, <UiU strong, with 12 gims; two of the latter and their camp were 
taken. Their loss is not siaO’d, but tlu ir position, which was a very strong one was 
taken witliout any fatal easualty on our side. 

10. General Franks then marched on Soraon, which place w'as found partially 
entrenched but abamloned. ^!r. Mayne occupied it with his escort, and General 
Franks proposed to strcuglheii llie garrison with the Sikhs now employed nixm tbe 
Grand Trunk Road, whose place lu* considered might now be efficiently suppU^ by the 
police of Cajitain Dunbar’s levy. These arrangements have, liowever, been disapproved 
by snp('rior military aiitliorities, and it is, thendbre, to be feared that these fine 
pergnnnalis (in which the crops are magnificent) must be again abandoned to the 
insurgents. 

11. Meanwhile, however, Mr. Mayne has destroyed the strongholds of Benee 
Bahadoor Sing at Nusrutpore and Kiira'ypore, w ith the fortified houses of several other 
r(?bel leaders. Two br:\ss guns of large size have been found buried during these opera- 
tions, and have been sent in to Allaliabad. 

12. Mr. Mayne rei>orts that mueli disafleetion exists in these pergunnahs, and 
though the zemindars have, as at Phoolpore, been summoned to come in, few have yet

111080 returns are taken from those furnisheil direct bj the district officers; ihey 
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obeyed die order. At the last accounts, the Allahabad Kazim, who had fled to join the 
ITa^ of Snbatipoie in Onde, was encamped at Dehra, about five coss south-west of 
PerUtbghur, with 3,000 men and seven guns. 

15. Tto ^azip of SuHanpore, Mehndee Hossein (udth 10,000 men and 13 guns) 
hududing among his army 260 mutinous cavalry and .500 regular sei)oy8, was encampea 
i^hont two miles ftirther north. Sungram Sing, the rcbid zemindar of Bingrour, in 
Nowabgnnge, was occupying the extreme west comer' of that jwrgunnnh, and was 
eommitting dacoities in the neighbourhood. 

14. Futtehfore . — The villages of Chandiwre and Deasoura, on the banks of the 
Jumna, have been long notoriously disaffected. Encouraged by this anarchy they have 
recently taken a more ojam j)arf in the insurrt*ction, and have ree«*ivcd very considerable 
accessions of strength from tin? leading rebels of the district, wh«j had previou^y sought 
refuge in Humeerpore, until at last they have bcH’onn* seriously formidable. 

15. Coumpare.— Confidence is, the Magi.strate reports, being gradually restored. 
Two lakhs of rupees had been remitted by privalf parties from Benares. 

16. Lieutenant Mackenzie mode an excursion from C'uwnpore to Oonou in Oude, 
and cut up a number of rebels. On the other hand, a party from Calpec crossed and 
plundered a village near Bhogneepore. They do not however venture to make any 
permanent stay on the left bank of tlic .Inmna. 

17. The Nana is hovering about on the left bank of tire (Jnitgcs endeavouring to 
escape into Buudlekund ; n party of horse from C'alpec endeavoured to cross and com- 
municate with him, but were compelled to return without sucrcss. Several of his 
followers have been captured through the exertions of Mr. Vincent, recently appointed 
Tehseeldar of Selempore Nurhwul, and measures arc being taken to prevent, if possible, 
his effecting his object. 

18. His Exceilcucy the Comniandcr-in-chief has occupied AckluMporc with a 
detachment of troops ; this will probably suffice to secure the re-occupation of the 
Tehseels of Mnngulpore, Secundra, and Bhogneepore. 

19. Banda and Humeerporfi — These district.s remain in the rebels’ hands, though 
it is said rumours of the approach of Sir H. Rose’s force have reached them and caused 
them great disriuietude. The Nawab of Banda’s troops have withdrawn from Cliiila 
Tara Ghaut, ano decline to return unless accompanied by the Nawab. in irumeer- 
pore, a battle was imminent between the. Rnjan of Chirkari’s troops and some of 
the Gwalior Contingent. The latter how'cver fell out with Tautia Topey, their leader, 
so the battle was deferred. The Rajah is said to be acting in a thoroughly loyal 
spirit. 

20. Hmares Dirinon. — Nothing calls for notice in this division. The A/.imghur 
frontier has Ixsen, by (he concmitration of (Jeneral Franks’ furei*, lefl somewhat e.\jtosed, 
but the best arrangein«*nt available will b(‘ made to provide against any conHcrpient 
mischief. 

21 . OoUectkms are given in the margin.* 

22. Brnares and Ghazeepore . — The only occurnmee to be ri'porled is the attachment 
of a large amount of propertv belonging to Narain Rao and Madbao Rao, of Kirwee. 

'23 Mirzapore. — Tin; Magistrate has retnrniid to the station. Tin* eanoongoe of 
Agirec BuShnl has been dejnUod to remonstrate with tbe Rajah of Slngrowlee, and 
Captain Osborne’s assistance has been also retpiesled to u.se (he innin'iiee In* possi'ss.-s In 
Bewah to keep the Rajah to his allegiance. 

24. Asimghur . — ^TTie weekly Narrative is still in arrears; that for (he jrrevious 
week has been received. Nothing of importance has occurred ; but it is known (hat 
there was a large* gathering of rebels and mutineers at Tandali, on tin* frontir-r, and as 
Colonel Longden’s column lias marched into (he Joiin[)ore district, tin* position (la*r<'lbrc 
of Azimghur is somewhat exposed. The head-rpiarters of Her Majesty’s 10th Foot were 
reported at Dehree Ghaut. 

25. Jounpore . — No occurrence of imirortancc is reported, but Mr. land has Ijccn 
taking advantage of the presence of Colonel Franks’ column in. his rlistrict to enforce (he 
Disarming Act in the di.sturbcd Pergunnalis. Some puni8hnu.-nts lm«l also l>een inflicted 
on the leading rebels, whose property has b<.*cn confiscated and tln;ir houses destroyed ; 
but this has been done only in a row instances, and for tlnj sake of example. Mr. Liiid 
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avows his policy to be to conciliate as nuicli aa the alisolute remiu^ineiits of juatioo-'will 
permit ; he thinks tliat.the reaalts already jnsti^ his views. He especially instance tbe 
caso of one Rundheer Sing, the talookdar of Singramow, who, wh^ on die. verge 
rebellion and snnronnded with . armed followcia, consented to go 4oto JouiUK>re< u his 
foHowers wci^- not disarmed. Mr. Lind says, that lib followers wera 'disabled by 
removal of their head, and 'Ritndhecr Sing himself has reinaiimd quietly on; parole ai 
Jounpore. A further report b promised separately on thb subj^t. 

26 . Generally, Mr. Lind reports, the feeling of the people is sensibly changing for 
the better ; revenue b being paid in wiili far greater facility, and many offenders who 
have taken advantage of the period of anarchy to plunder and destroy are now making 
advances for pardon. 

27 . Mr. Lind has permitted several persons, who have not joined the rebel i^ks 
nor taken arras against Government, and whose offence is only that they have taken 
part in acts of plunder during a time of general anarchy and confusion, to make their 
peace by compromising with those who have suffered by their depredation, restoring 
what can be restored ; in many cases European planters, whose factories have been 
desfroyetl, have thus recovered a lai’ge portion of their loss. Thb course, which is 
entirely in accordance with tlie Lioutenant-tiovernor’s instructions to Mr. Lind, has 
lieen approved. 

28. Goruckpore Division. — There has not bec'ii any important occurrence in this 
division. The district was g(‘ncrally trancjuil, but the nortli-west Pergunnalis werg only 
kept rpiiet by the presence of a large military force. Revenue was coming in more 
freely. Tlie collections are noted in the margin.* The Rajah of Nuggur and the 
Baboos of Pehra, of the Goruckpore rebels, have taken refuge in the Gouda Dblrict. 
The Gonda Rajah has been appointed Nazim of the country north of the Gogra, and b 
raising the country to oppose us. 

29. The Rajahs of Sutilsee and Nurhurporc are supposed to be liiding in the 
district, but the Baboos of Purrowa, Chilhooa, and Burkra, charged with many offences 
during the usurpation of Malionied llosscin, liave been arrested and will be brought to 
justice. The.Sutasee Rajah’s Jiouse was levelled, and property, said to be worth 5(^,000 
rupees, was found in and about it. 

30. Gatherings are rejiorted in addition to tliat at Gouda, at Tanda, and Fyzabad. 
At Tanda, Mahomed Hossein is reported to be with Koer Sing’s nephew, and about 3,000 
to 3,000 men, of whom some 100 or more arc sepoys. Koer Sing hintsclf is expected 
there, but the sepoys are said to be mutinous and clamouring for their pay. 

31. At Fyzabad, a more formidable force is collecting by Maun Sing, who is said 
to have 50 guns; and 18 regiments arc also reported on their way to join him from 
Lucknow. This is, however, probably an exaggeration. His forces are certainly very 
considerable. 

32. He has, however, written to Mr. Brereton, offering to deliver to him an 
English lady and her children, .said to be the wife of a merchant at Allahabad. 
Mr, Brereton has accepted his offer with thanks. 

33. Jubbulpore Division. — Nothing of much importance had occurred in this 
division up to the date of the latest Narrative, received the lUh January. But the 
military operations in the neighbourhood of Jubbulpore had not produced the good 
effect anticipated. 

34. Returns of revenue from some of the districts ore noted in the margin.f 

35. An attack made by 52nd Native Infantry, and a large body of other rebels, 
upon the post of Rehlie, was repulsed on the 26lh December by a party of the 
31st Native Infantry under Lieutenant Dickens, and some police, who formed the 
garrison of that post. 

36. The rebels, after plundering the Uujah of Belhara, who has been endeavouring 
to stand well with both sides during the insurrection, and devastating several other 
villages abandoned, Gurrakheta, Harriowlcc, and Bhaipaii, and as it subsequently 
appeared, retired in the direction of Nursingpore.

Government. 

38. Nagode. — No reports from this district.

39. Jtitbuipore.-^-^e Kttttiing:ee Per^nnah appears, to be ele»r of rebeli* The 
expedition under Colonel Cumbeilege &iTed. The headquarters took the rcmd by 
Koondun to Karayunpore. The othef column moved on the same place vi4 Ghoeut- 

S ore. By some mistMe the Commissariat supplies did not reach theeamp.of the first 
etachment, and the elephant conveying the mortar was carried. oiF by the enemy 
while out for forage. A slight night attack was made on the camp, and. Colonel 
Cumberlege, considered himself, for all these reasons, justified in imvising his own 
recall to Jubbulpore. 

40. Brigadier Lawrence consented, and sent orders to recall (lu) oilier dctadiinent 
from Ghosulporc also ; but Ins messenger failing to reach in time, that column pushed 
on to Narayunpore, whore they were attacked by the insurgents, whom they repulsed 
and attacked in turn. The enemy i}cd into the jungles, abandoning their sttoi^liold on 
(he top of a hill, wliich was t^on and dt'stroycd. After this, hearing of Clolonel 
Cumbcrlegc’s retreat, and iK'ing hiin.sclf not sunioiently strong to pursue the (gtomy .into 
their fastnesses, the officer in command also retired without auy loss to (jhosnipore. A 
reinforcement was sent out under Colonel AVhistlcr, who is to assume the command of 
the entire force, consisting of one regiment of cavalrv, 400 infantry, two ff-pounders, 
and two mortars. 

41. The 1st Madras Native Infantry was expected at J ubbulporc in n week from 
the date of the Narrative. 

42. Afuffd/a.—>The Deputy-Commissioner was graidnally advancing towards Mundla, 
and had succeeded in re-establishing the tiiannah at htaraingunge. He had found 
every rebel post des<5rtcd as ho pushed on, and had destroyed the defences of several 
which w'cre of considerable importance. 

4.3. Seonee. Everything w'as quiet at Sixmee up to .January 7. 

44. Nuraingpore. — Nur.<«ingiM)ro was threatened by the rebels, w'ho had retired from 
Narriowlce, See., apparently from the advance of Sir Hu^h Rose’s column. Brigadier 
l.awronce, on receiving this intelligence, dispatched a reinforcement, consisting of one 
squadron, 2nd Hyderabad Irregular Cavalrv, lOt) Infantry, and two G-ianinders, to 
Nursingiwre. This force left .Jubbuljxirc on*.I.anuary 11. , 

4.5. Hoahungahad . — Everything was quiet except in tin* Nimaiir pergunitah, wJiore, 
for reasons before explained, it is difficult to re-establisli order at {iresonl. 

46. Baitool was quiet at tin* <late of the last a«lviees, ^i/.., the 4th January. 

47. Jhanai Sub-Diviaion. — Chundeyree . — No news reported from (’hnndeyrw. 

48. Jhanai . — 'fhe rebels at Jhansi were last heard of on (he 20th Dee»jmbcr; they 
were then in great consternation, the fact of tin; defeat of the iiwalior Conliiigont at 
Cawni>ore having just become generally known. Tlic Ranee and the Banpore Uajah 
were preparing for resistance, and are said to have tKiisoned the wells, and to have 
iasued poisoned provisions to be supplied to our troops. The Ranee, however, was 
repreamted as anxious to come to terms. 

49. Jaloun . — The entire district is in a state of anarchy, but the crops fun*. 

50. Retrah . — Lieutenant OsIkh'iic has captured tln^ strong fort of Bejeyra-Goghur, 
as is known by a private note received from him by Mr. Court, the magistrate of 
Allahabad. The Jubbulpore column had md arrived at Kunwara.

2. Wc have desired the Chief Commissioner of the North-Western Provinces, when 
the road from Agra to Ca\vn]»ore is open, to provide an escort for any ladies and children 
wlio may wish to leave Agra and march together at their own charge to Allahabad. His 
Excellency the Comm;uuTer-in-chief has also been requested to assist, if necessary, in 
tli(‘ sale removal of the ladies and chihlren from Agra to Allahabad. 

On a requisition from the (lovernment of tlic Central Provinces, consequent on 
tln> intended re-occiipa.liot» of Ooriickporc, wc directed the civil servants belonging to 
the Nortli-Westcrn Provinces present in (lalcutta, to proceed immediately to Benares, 
and report themselves (jii arrival there to the Lieutenant-Governor. 

4. In the f'olledion will be found copies of two desjmtches from the Government of 
llengal, rejmrting the measures adopted by Lieutenant Birch, the Senior Assistant 
(hiimiiissioner in Singbhoom, in regard to ITrjoon Sing, the rcbclliou.s zemindar of 
Porahat. 

In consequence of attempts which have been made at creating a disturbance in 
Midnapore, the Lieutenant-Govtu'uor of Bengal has ordered the dispatch to that place of 
UlO sailors, a measure which we have approved. 

<>. 'I'he Ijieutenant-Govcrnor has also authorized the dispatch of an additional force 
of sailors for the jirotection of Assam. 

7. Von Tvill iioli<‘t* that Mr. Kiohard.son, the Magistrate of Patna, has been suspended 
for disoheilienee of the orders of Government, prohibiting ladies proceeding to stations 
above Bajnielml. 

s. We inclose for your information a copy of the “ Calcutta Gazette Extraordinary,” 
dated tlie (Uh instant, notifying the arrangements which we have directed should be made 
for the reception of the first jantion of the Lucknow refugees, now daily expected to 
arrive on the river steamer “Madras.” 

0. In continuation of the ]>apers which accompanied our letter dated the 22nd 
ultimo, we 1‘orwanl coj»y of a further correspondence with the Lord Mayor and the 
Hocretarit's of the Calcutta Relief Fuml, respecting additional remittances of silver 
bullion which have been made from England in aid of the objects of that fund. 

10. We also forward, in continuation of the correspondence respecting the .steamer 
“ River Bird,” inclosed in our letter dated the 7th November, 1857, copy of a report from 
the Ollieiating Superintendent of Marine, on the present eondition of that vessel, and the 
measures to be adopted for tioating her next rains. She has been placed in charge of the 
Superintendent of the Nuddea Rivers, and we have sanciionctl the entertainment of a 
small l<'m]iorary establishment to take care of her machinery. 

n. We forward, ns usual, some other eorrespohdence on matters of minor 
imitortance, which call for no special notice in this letter.

UNDER iiiKtructions convoyed to me in a letter of which I enclo.se a copy, u Npceial duly w'as 
assigned to me hy the late Mr. Colvin, Lieutenant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces. 1 
had not progressed very far w'hen 1 had the grief to learn Mr. (^jlvin’s death, but I took the first 
opportunity of proceeding to Agra, in accordance with my instructions, by joining the movcublo 
column detached from Delhi on the capture of that place. 

On the way I had assumed civil charge with the Cidumn, and after reaching Agra 1 wiw formally 
^pointed civil officer and special commis.sioner with that force, and directed to proceed with it to 
Cawnpore, at which place 1 was told that I must take the further orders of the Uovcniincnt there 
in force. 

On reaching Cawnjnire and reporting myself to the Lieutenant-Governor, Central Provinces, 
Mr. (irant replied, 1 suppose wlieii tlio column moves into Oude your services witli it will not he. 
required,” and “ I shall lie glad if you proceed hither as to em])loyinont I would wish to undertake 
the work laid down for you hy Mr. Colvin.” After ascertaining from the (^llieer Comnuinding at 
Cawmpore, and from his Excellency the (^>iiimandcr-iii-ehiof personally, that my services were not 
further required with the army, 1 accordingly prtK;ecded to Bcnare.s. Some days subsccpicntly, I 
received from the Governor-General |)ermis.siun to proceed to Calcutta. After my arrival, Ids Lordship 
told me that he would give me some work connected with limt on which 1 had beeu employed, and 
would detain me a little time in Calcutta, under which instruction I have remained here. 

Meantime the road has been closed, and it would have been im|H)shibIe for me to return to Agra. 
But since it aeems prolmble that tbe route iiuiy now he opened, 1 venture to solicit iustrucLunis both 
to enable me to continue to draw the pay of irfy substantive appointment while on special duty, and 
to guide me for the future. It will probably be necessary that I should either be directed to continuu 
the work given me bv the late Lieutenant-Governor under the orders of the Government of India, or 
insinicted to proceeci elsewhere on any duty which may be assignexl to me. 

Another officer has been appointed to the oflidatitig cliarge of the district of Allygliur. 

1 have made a good many notes and collected a good many materials and opinions towards the 
scheme of administration, but Ixith a great portion of my time lias been oecupied by my duties with 
the military force and by travelling, and 1 have been unable to obtain any general direct ions ns to 
the nature and plan of the structure which I am to build so that i have not yet put much into bhii|H{. 
I can now only erect sometliing according to my own taste and fancy.

Sk Ajifnisfe recast of tlie forms and macliinery of Government may l>e necessary. Tbe violent 
tratighm of p os sm ei oii whieb liave been effected during tlie disturbances, the los^ of our records, iho 
de-^truction ipiiaral or partial of old decrees, will have introduced so many elements of 4;oiifusiim Uiat 
the course to be adopted on the restoration of order, must be very deliberately reconsidered. 

.1. In the draft of sdteme now desired from you, the nature of tbe force to be employed tx) cxirry 
out the orders of the Civil Government in cacdi district or division, its command, coinposition, pay, 
and numbers will of course form an essential point of attention. Confidence in the old ciais of 
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est;iblihhments haa been very much subverted, Und yet, to have establishments comprised only of 
f(>rci«;iierH ni^ a'so have serious dancera. 

4. The runjabee Mahomedans have proved themselves in the operations before Delhi not to be • 
nmv infected by the bigoted feeliim of the population of that faith in Uindoostan, but after being 
settled for some time in the North-West Districts, they might very probably become assimilated to tl» 
Mnhoniedans of their neighbourhood. Ihese and other questions of which will readily suggest them- 
selves to you, all call for the most careful and grave examination. The Lieutenant-Governor is happy 
to think that he will have the aid of your ability and varied experience in the diseussiofi of them. 

A. While engaged in drawing the paper on this subject with reasons appended to each important 
bead of your recommendation, it appears to the Lieutenant-Governor that Meerut may be yotir most 
appropriate head-quarters. Communication may be held with comparative rapidity on any sulqect 
from thence with Agra, and you may yourself be enabled to come to Agra, as die improving condition 
of the country admits of it.

2. After the |wecipitite and ill-advis^ aliandoninent of Chyebassa by Captain Sissmore, the 
cletuchmeut of the •Kamgliur infantry stationed tliere plunderea the Government treaaore, and 
attempted to join their oomnides at Dofan^, aseapai k mnmr m r, wan rendered ahnost impos- 


•iUe liviha 0Mrti0M of die mighbMrin| lemindarft^ wbohed oeiised all theghautain their tetnindariea 
to be closely waited. A large body or Coles had also ataemblcdi and kept them in cheeky when 
this Mimndart no doebt influenced tiy ambitiooa motives^ and considering the opportunity a tavourable 
one for gaining an aseendancy In tbe ^atrii^ entered into negotiationa with them» and avantually 
afforded them the means of crossing the Sunjye river, and received them under his protection. He 
is stited at the same time to have caused himself to he |mH*)aimed ruler of (ho country. 

S, Lieutenant Birch's arrival at Chyebassa at this time was most opportune^ for he found the 
CoI(rs on the eve of swearing allegiaiu^c to the Porahat semindar, under the impression that the British 
had abandoned the country ; and at first they could hardly he |iersuadcd to iielieve that he was an 
accredited officer of Government. 

4. He idso ascertained that large numlierR of tlie Coles were arming themselvesy and going to 
PomlM|t» to lid the rajah in an attack which he meditated on the SerrmikeUah estatosi and that on the 
22nd September the advanced guard of this liesicging force had actually established themselves at 
AjciodiaB a village in the CSoleban, held Laklioraj by the Porahat aoinindurs. 

5. An arroWt said to be the signal of insurrection among the CoIcSb and supposed to have come 
frani the Porahat aide of the Colehanj w^ns about the same time intcreepteu and brought to 
Lieutenant Birch. It was also ascertained that IJijoon Sing had sent a messenger to norunddh, for 
the purpose of inviting Thakoor Bissunath Shai, to reinforce him with men ami guns. 

6. For some time this semindar look no notiec whatever of the return to Ime Sudder station of 
a representative of the British Government, and when at length he did send a reply to the Perwamiahs 
addressed to him by Lieutenant Birch, it was not by the hand of a messenger of any rank or 
respeetakiUty, but in a manner indicative of contempt am! intentional disrespect. 

7« Under these circumstances, and finding that Urjoon King still (*onttinied contumacious in not 
complying with his demand for the surrencler of the ituitinocrs with their arms and plunder, 
Lieutenant Birch bad recourse to the only expedient in his power to coerce, the xeiniiulut, viz., that 
of declaring hinv to be a rebel, and culling on all the illaquadnrs of the Porahat zemindury, many of 
Whom disapproved of the proceedings of their chief to transfer their allegiance to the Governinent. 
lie also succeeded by proper representations in conciliating and rc-settling the minds of the Coles. 

B, These prompt ami decisive measures ivere highly approved hy the LicuUmant* Governor, and 
the lesult has ^en very satisfactory, as reported in Captain Dalton^s letter of the 12th ultimo, a copy 
of which was forwarded to you wdth niy cndorseiiient, dated the 21st idem. 

9, The mutineers, as reported in that comnuinicntion. have been delivered up with their arms 
and booty to the authorities at Ilnncliee, The sum of rupees 1 9, 57B-g-9, recovered from them, has 
licen paiu into the Lohurdug^a Treasury by Urjoon Sing, and a further sum of rupees 

t<»gethcr M'ith the proceeds of gold and silver ornaments of some value, found on the persons of the 
iiiutineerK| will be carried to the credit of Cioverntiient. 

10. llio mutineers arc now under trial. Of tiventy-five who have heen tried, twenty have been 
comloinned to death and executed, and the rest sentenced to long periods of impriNon merit. Urjoon 
Sing has Ik^ii required to proceed at once to (Chyebassa, and there to present liiniself buiiibly and 
submissively before Lieutenant Bird), and incHSures have been taken for ensuring his compliance with 
this order. Tfie result of the thorough examination which will be made by Lieutenant Bircli into all 
tlie cinminstances of the case, after he has heard what this chief has to urge in justifiealion of his 
conduct, will be hereafter reported to thcCiovcrnmcnt of Indio.

The Senior Aerietant Commiaioner of SingMkoom to the Secteiary to the Government ef BengoU 

Sir, Cmxpy Porahat, November 23, 1857. 

I HAVE to apologise for not having reported lust Monday, for the infonnation of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, the occurrences at Singhboum district, during the previous week. .The fact is that the 
district in general had been perfectly tranquil, but that 1 was in much suspense at the time with r^rd 
to Urjoon Singh, and that, as it was incumbent on inc not (o pass over the subject in silence, it 
secined to be advisable to refrain from addressing you until it should be in my power to giro 
precise information. I trust that his Honor will, therefore, excuse the omuision of the prescribed 
weekly narrative. 

2. In my last letter to you, dated the 3rd instant, 1 mentioned that Uijoon Singh had been 
informed he was expected to come into Chyebassa within three days of the receipt of the perwannah 
of that date. I further cautioned the bearer of that perwannah that, should he be questioned on the 
siil)jcct, he shouhl strictly assure every one that Urjoon Singh need be under no apprehension of ni^ 
ado|Umg any harshness towards him, and he also conveyed another perwannah to Urjoon Singh s 
brother, desiring him to attend on me without delay. 

3. The chuprassce, on his return, reported that he arrived at Porahat on the 5th instant, but that 
he was not admitted inside the place ; that while waiting there, which he did a whole day before he 
had tiny op])urtunity of delivering his perw'annahs, he lieurd the natives about the place saying that 
Urjoon Singh constantly remarked he would be hanged at Chyebassa, like the mutineers whom he saw 
hanged at Iliinchee. He further states that, on giving the perwannah, he assured Uijoon Singh of my 
^ood intentions towards him, and did his utmost to persuade Inin to come to Chyebassa, but received 
in return only nn urzee from himself, and aiiotber from his brotlier-in-law. Tlie chuprassee also 
reported that Juggo Dewan, the individual w*ho held the outpost at Ujoodhia, for whose capture a 
reward <»f fifty rupees had been offered, and who had escaped from the custody of the Commissioners 
chuprnssees, who were escorting him from Kanchee to Chyebassa, was in the habit of going to and 
from Pondiat openly, and was residing at Cliukurdburporc, with so strong a party of Coles for hit 
protection, that the thaniiali people there did not dare to apprehend him. 

<1. The urzee which Urjoon Sil%h sent me by the hands of this messenger was so evasive, tliat, 
coupled with the fact of Juggoo Dewan being openly employed by him, grave suspicions as to his 
roul motives and intentions were, on its receipt, excited in the minds of all peonlc; and 1 was assured 
by several wdm were well able to judge of aftairs, that ap()earances plainly inaicated he w*a8 bent on 
some mischief. A piuda also, who had been in (^oleban on business connected with the Court, 
brought in information that Urjoon Singh bad sent messengers to summon the Coles of the piers 
lying to the south of Pondiat to that fdacc; still as the urzee did not contain any direct refusal to 
romc to Chyebassa, and us Urjoon Singh was entitled to some consideration, after having given up the 
mutineers and treasure, it ap|>eared to be best to remain quiet for a short time, aiul watcli the course 
of events about Porahat. 

5. Ill order fuitlier to assure Urjoon Singh of iny goodw'ill towards him, and that any apprehensions 
he might entertain regarding the pnibahility of iny treating him harshly were groundless, I went into 
ramp on the 8th instant, as if for the usual cold sveather tour, and, commencing to the north of 
('diyebaMHii, pr(K*ee<lcd through the Cole piers, bordering the Sunjye river, moved round in the 
direi tion of Porahat, and halted on the 14th, Saturday, at Burkellah, situated eight miles towards 
Porahat, on the road between Chyebassa and that place. During these few days I occupied myself 
w'ith reassuring the Coles, presenting necklaces to their women, and tobacco to tliemselves; and those 
of the headmen wdio had lately wavered in their allegiance, were required to, and did, renew their 
former oath to the Government. 

(i. On the previous day, I sent the same chuprassee, as before, to Porahat, and more by 
way of a pretext for bis visit, than from any ho|)e that the order would lie obeyed, gave him a 
perwannah to Urjoon Singh’s brother, peremptorily requiring that individual to attend on me. As a 
check on the chuprassee, and in order to obviate, as far as p.ossible, any cliance of my being deceived 
by 1 prevailed on two of the headmen of the Coles, jris., Mora and Bhurtho Maukeei^ to 
amnnimiiy him. Mura Maukee was formerly mentioned as havii^ given 6%*idenoe relative to the 
circulation of the arrow amongst the Coles ; he is noted amongst hu tribe for honesty and probity. 
Hliurtho Maukee was among those who accompanied Uijoon Singh to Baiichee wi^ ^ motineera. 
'I'liev w ere instructed to assure Urjoon Singh that 1 had no intention of patting any indignity on him, 
nor of treating him harshly in any way, and they were required to note accurately all that might pmo 
umlcr their obMcrvation. ' On Uie same evening', in order to make sure of obtaining correct infanna^ 
tion, J also setit Dubro Maukee to Porahat on the same errand. 

7* On the 14th I returned to Chyebassa, fur the pur|>ose of iasutng pay to the troopa, and to 
couchule two trials for heinous offences under Act XVI of 1857, and I sUo remained on the ISth 
(Sunday) at tlie station. On my return to tlie camp on Monday morning, the news 1 received wee 
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that a ehuprasaoei, who. under infttructionft from me, had been aent to Batidgaon hj the SuIi-AiSiatAiit 
Commissary, in order to bring in tlic tenants of that illmiumlar, for the purpose of fumishii^ 
agreements* to pay no revenue to their zemindar, who liad refused to attend at my ufijioe, had, on his 
return through Porahat, been seized by Urjoon Singh, and forcibly ejected from tlie district, with 
threats of death 1 h case he or any of his fellow servants again entered it. The only ciutrse, therefore, 
now left to adopt was evident, and a notice to Ik* ready when called for was sent to the Seikli 
detachment at Chyebassa, while the serraikellah man was called on for a quota of 2tK) men and two 
guns, as well as a sufficient force to guani Chyebassa, and the treasury there, during the absence of 
the Seikhs. Baboo Lookenath Singh, of Keyrah, wus also required to join me, with as many men as 
he could collect, and the Mohapattur* of Choinporc was ordcn*d to cK'cuny Chukunihurpore. Subse* 

S uently the place for the rendezvous of the troops to join me was fixed on at Konkooa, a village in 
le Colehari, eight miles cast to Porahat, the night of the ll>th was appointed for the gathering, and 
it w'os part of the plan that these levies were not to arrive at the rendezvous till after dark. Claikur- 
dhurpore was also to have been occupied by the Choinpore man on the morning of the llftli. llo is 
the only zemindar tliat has failed mo. 

8. On the 17th, the chiiprassee and the two Maiikees, Mom and Rliurilio, returned from Porahat. 
The former had been denied an entranee into the plac*e, but the two MaukiH*s had been ]H*rmitted to 
go as far as the door of UrjiKin Singh’s gliur or residence. They deserihed their interview with him 
verj' cireiimstantinlly. They stated that he had no inleniion whatever to come to (’hyebassa ; that 
he talked both of fighting if attacked, and of suieide if eapturetl. and titcy seemed to think that either 
the death of his son had in some w*ay impaired his inlelleet, or that lie hud been bewitehed by JuggiH) 
Dewan, who has the credit among the Coles of being a inugiciaii. Tliev staled that he ha<l with liim 
Ids brother, the Illaquudar of Kcryckelhdi, several Buhoos, names unknown, and from 2(K) to 
3(X) followers, 80 of whom had firearms ; amongst the latter some from Handgaon iiiuler the leading 
of a servant of that lllaqiiadar. ^ 

The chuprassee’s story differed in an important degree; he asserted that the number of 
followers was larger than as stated by the Mnukees, and that lie formed his opinion from the largo 
mitnber of people he had noticed passing to and from the jungle in jmiiicK of various numbers. They 
all three denied having seen anything of Dubro Maukee, Init uitcrwunls they said, that while at Pornliat 
they had heard it was I’^rjoon Singh’s intention t<i put him to death if he fell into his hands. Tins 
natunilly made me feel very anxious as to the fate of the old inaii. 

10. On llie morning of the l^th, I moved my camp on to Konkooa. Four sowars of tliQ 
Kamghur battalion, that fja<l nc<*oiiipaiiie(l me during the time I had been in camp, were all the CM*ort 
I took witli me. and tlic uinluli of llio office w€*re as usual in ulfemliinre. At Konkcioa I found old 
Dubro waiting for hic. 'I'be sight of him gave me great relief, lie told me that, directly lie arrived 
at Ponihat, he was .Hoizc<l ; and, after being kept two days and two nights without food, taken to 
Crjoon Singh, winim he found surrounded liy a tmiiiber <»f his relatives and followers, who, as well as 
himself, were all armed, 'riiey aeeused liim of bringing the arrow to me, abused him in various ways, 
threatened to de<*apitatc2 liim, brandished naked swords over his head, and told him that all his own 
ryots even were ready to come over to Porahat. IJrjoon Singh, it appears, took no part in all this 
violent demonstration, but, after a while, asked Dubro how hit^ririiily acre; and on the Maukee. 
telling him he had only lately lost his eldest son, lie replied ; So your fate has been mine; we both 
broke our oaths to the sepoys, and have been punished.'* 'Die old man \\av then made to take im 
oath tliat he would not assist the Senaikellnh Hajali, uiid vhould the Porahat people attack that eliief, 
lie w’ouM es|>ouse their cause. Urjoon tSingh thi ii presented him with a rujjee, and disinissed him. 
Dubro Maukee further warned me tliat all the (*oleH in the piers to tin* miuIIi of Poralial bad lieeii 
corrupted by .liiggoo Dewan, who was at (*lmkurdiiurpore with men; that the lliarpiadurs of 
Kcryekcliali and Handgaon were witli Urjoon iSiiigh ; and that he had asHenihled nearly 1,200 men, 
\60 of whom had firearms. It appears to me strange that the other two Mnukees nliould have denied 
knowing any tiling of Dubro, and 1 tliink the probability is that their slutement in that particulur was 
a wilful misrepresentation, ns they must have been aware that 1 felt much coneern when I cundd receive 
no news of him. Another peculiarity worthy of remark in all their statements is, that they 
make no mention of the small pieces Of eaiiiioiii» wc have found in position in the place, hIiico 
its occupation. 

11. Tlie informtation I had received from Dubro Maukee, caused me to slightly alter the plan at 
first determined on, wdiicli was direct rtiovenieiii on Porahat ; for with the (’oles in the rear doubtful, 
with their corrupter, JtiggrK) Dewan, at large, and having under him 200 men, the consequences might 
hare been disastrous to the small force in Singbhooni ; whereas his capture, and I lie neciipatifui of 
Chukiirdhurpore, ’would not fail to teach a wholesome lessfin to the C*oles, iiiid the pco))lc of the 
Porahat zemindary, and Keryekellah Inritig also on the road between that place aiul Poraiiul, would be 
in a convenient position for subsequent operations; I alsii scut the Tlmkoor of KhurHomah a requisi* 
tion for more men and some guns, and to the Kcoujhur Rajaii for 5t;ti of his people, who would be 
useful in surrounding U130011 Singh in the jungle, and when (*aptain Hide arriv<‘d on the same night, 
I laid liefora him the plan i proposed to lulopt. After considering oxt the matter together, it was 
determined that we should attempt to surprise (.'iiukurdhur|Hire the: next moniiiig ; 1 may here 
mention that Konkooa may he described as the apex of an equilateral triangle, of which the road 
betweeti Porahat and Chukurdliurjxare forms the base. 

12. During the night Konwer Jugaumath Singh and the Babgos of the Serraikellah Zemindary, 
named in the margin.t with 2tX> men, joined me at Konkocm, but on account of the badness of tin* roads 
they had to come over, they were furcccl to leave their guns behind them, and at .1 a.m. Huboo 
Lokenath Singh, of Keyrah, together with his uncle Uzoynaih Singh, and 150 men, arrived. From 

* Hhiqoadar of Porahat. 

t Baininoliun ISngh, Petunilrr Singh, DaUabiiuddor Singh, IliigLoc«tyur Singh, Ifitrro Singh. 
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th<» lattiT I heard that Ja^goo Dcwan had gone the length of ejecting the thannah police from Chnk« 
urdlnirpore, and imprisoning four of the hurkiindazcs ; that it wa» his intention to proc^ through 
thf* (Jolehnn Uiat mornin:r, to raise the Coles as he went along, and to cut off our oommunicatton with 
Chychassa ; but that it was not unlikely we should meet with him on the road. 

13. From Konkooa the force marched at daybreak, and pniceeded nearly halfway without any 
molestation, Imt at the village Moorhattoo fell in with the man they wanted, who waa recognised by 
the sowars of the escort, and apprehended ; but m»t until the havildar of the party in advance had 
given orders to bayonet him, as he refused to lay down a naked tulwar he had in his hand. With 
Juggoo Dewan was a small party of Coles, who dispersed immediately, but all along the road to 
Chukurdhurporc, from the pla<^c wliere this miscreant was captured, the party continued to fall in with 
bodies of (.h)les in parties of tens and twenties, all proceeding with their hows strung and tlte quivers 
Tull of arrows, in tiie direction in which Jugg<M> Dewan had been proceeding; but on getting sight of 
their leader, w*ho was pinioned and tied on to his horse between a file of Seikh soldiers, they quietly 
disperserh and, 1 believe, returned to tlioir villages. About 1) o’clock the force reached Chukurdhurpore, 
whicli was ftjund deserted ; the fact being that Juggoo Dewan and his 2(>() men had left it that morning 
to marcli in our direction; but as the troops were inarching through the long street, formed by the 
housf's of the village, a man aimed a blow with an an axe at one of tlie sowars of the Kamghitr Cavalry, 
wliicli, fortunately, falling on his horse’s head, only inflicted a severe cut on the latter; the man, 
liowcvcr, contrived to make his escape. 

M. Juggoo Dewan liaving been apprehended while inarcliing at the head of armed men, for 
unlawful and rchcllious piirfioses, aiul in the present state of the district an example being necessary, 
was tried directly after arrival at (!hnknrdhurpore, under Act XIV of 1^37, and having been capitally 
Mentenecd, was summarily executed in tho centre of the bawinr at that place, and his body was left 
exposed until dark. 

15. On the 20lh the force marelicd eight miles to KeryekclUh ; hut the previous evening a man 
named Hurrec Tellcc had hronght the news of the oeenpution of Chukurdhurpore, and the ex<*cutiori 
of Jiiggoo Dewan, con.se(|neiitly the movement in that direction failed in its principal object, the nppre- 
liensioii of the illa(|uadar’s family; hut in the course of the day all the headmen of tlie Keryekellnh 
village (Mime in, tendered their .services, and signed agreoiiierits to pay their revenue into tlie Ch^ohassa 
treasury. 

1(5. It hec'iuiie now a matter of consideration as to what should he the next movement; the force 
was undoulitedly too small to surround Poraliat, and prevent IJrjoon Sing from escaping, hut as long 
as he was in possession of his hereditary stronghold, to wliich it was now with certainty ascertained 
he had removed his wives and all his property and treasure, and was pormilted to niaintain there a 
body of armed men, who could coerce I ho ncighliouring villagers, it was equally certain that the fear 
of him Mould cirectually prevent the people of the surrounding country from performing their duty to 
our (fovcrnmeiit ; udicrca^*, afhw having been driven from Porahat, he would lose all influence, and a 
groat iiortion. if not all his [)owcr, to do mischief, and hemg hampered in the jungle with his wives and 
their romale followers, would most likely heiHune only too ready to avail liimself of protection, by 
giving himsidf up ; it was also prohahlo that it would not lie more diflicult to surround him in the 
jungle itself than in a jilaco like PdfKihat, .surrounded on all sides by it, and covering a large extent of 
ground. 

17 . On the 1st, the party marched on this place; every precaution was taken to prevent its 
hccoini Mg known where the march that morning was to terminate, fur the only probability of appre* 
bending Urjoon Singh was in making our a|)proaeh a complete surprise, and every one therefore was 
led to believe that, as the cli>’tnnce bt^tween Kcrykellnh and Porahat was very great, a halt would Ijo 
inaJc at Ooih»yporc, a village on the road about three iniU’s from Porahat. On arrival at Oodoypore 
some villagers who were lierding the cattle and acting as scouts, for they w’ere all found with their 
hows strung and their arrows ready, gave information that the majority of the residents of tlie village^ 
to the number of fifty, had joined Urjoon Singh, and at about 9^ a.m. the force arrived opposite tiie 
eastern face of the bamboo hedge surrounding Porahat. 

IH. Porahat is situated on tlie left bank of the Sunjyc Nuddee near its source; the river runs 
nearly north-east and south-west close under tlie ancient residenre of the zemindars. On the opposite 
Imnk is a dense jungle, and a hedge, foriued of eliimps.of lofty bamboos, acids to tiie natural strength 
of the phwv ; cm the south this hedge is further earrii*d round the ghur, hut very partially, and 
divides it from the town village which lies rotincl thn*c sides of it; siirmuiuiing the village again is 
another village of live bamboos, which on tl^e eastern face appears, as if by design, to liavc lieen 
planted in the form of a cm tain flanked by bastions ; hut on the northern and western faces there is no 
flanking defence, averaging for a di.HtancT of uliout aqu.irterof a mile wide; an open space cleared for rice 
cultivation lies ninnd the outer hedge, beyond which all round lies a tolerably dense jungle, which is 
cronnc'cteci with the plncre by a grove of rnangoc trees at the north-east corner, where is also the 
principal opening or entrance, and to the soutli-west, along the bank of the Sutijye, a quantity of low 
brushwood and another grove cormeet the plncv on that side* also with the jungle. 

. 19. As the troops moved out on the open s(iacc before the place, a great number of men chiefly 
armed with liows and arrows, but with the arrows to the string, were seen issuing out, and attemptin^r 
to gain the jungle from the north-east corner, while at the openings in the bamboo hedge others wm 
s(H*n moving about, and watching for the point where the party would most likely make its entrance. 
The oflieor cMnunumding halted bis 'men for a short time so os to enable the auxiliaries to move on and 
clear tlie inangoe gn^vc at the norUi-east corner ; and at that time a man. came from the place to ine^ 
who said that Urjoon Singh intended to corn c to me; the jungle, however, was lieing filled so ftuit 
M‘ith rnon, that Captain Ualc, entirely with my concurrence, did not halt the troops for bis approach, 
anil tho Soikh detAchment moved on towards an opening in the east curtain of the bamboos; shortly 
after. v«»uk* shots were fired at the Seikhs from the bamboos, which were returned by a voUoy froin 
tl;o loading section, and the Seikhs got throogh the opening in good order; in the meanwhile the

Serraikdiah roan sktrmishail rou^id in the rear through the mnngoe i^rove to t!ie north-east entrance, 
in doing which one of them received n wound from a matchlock hall in the leg, hut no deterinincil 
resiatance u as offered, and the auxiliaries got in without further injury to the people; the Seikh 
detachment after entering, followed up the retreating rebels altm» what may he r*iilled the east street 
of the village, arf^it runs parallel with the eastern face of the hamlmo dctciice, and in their cagorneas 
lost the road to the entnmee of the ghur, and to this neeident. I think, Vrjoon Singh''s eseai^C 
may l>e attrihiitcd ; for although the Serraikelhih and Keyrah men sueceeded in driving then r opposefs 
wp the irorth and out at the face of the inriosure, the delay in entering the ghur had idlowed 
the iiihaliituiits siifticient time to make their way out aernss the 8anj\e river into the jungles on the 
south side of the place. 

20. After the party had got into the ghur the rebels eoinmeneed firing from the jungles at tho^ 

the south-east corner into the place, and succeeded in wounding anotlier of the Scrruikellah men, hut 
were in a short time disKnlged ; again, while encamping, ;t (le:nc*nslralio!i or altcmpl to attaek Mh 
w'tiH itmde from the north-west jungles; finding, however, thnt rliey were imlieed, the attacking purly 
did not approach, and a salty being made by a small number of the auxiliaries, tbov made off; Imt 
again, about 2 some firing on the camp was commenced from ibc south-west corner, when it 

was found that n party had availed tljcniselvcs of t!ic eovrr afVorded i»y sonn* houses on the right hank 
of tliR Sunjye ; from this they were (triveii by a party o( the Scikh^, who .subsequently tired the hou.ses 
that had sheltered tliem. 

21. It was now found desirable to prevent these men from finding nnv cover in our neigh- 
bourhood which they I’oiild avail tlicm^clves of to annoy us. and milcrs were given to burn the 
place, which was eomjdclcly done, during the evcnini:, and since then our for»'e lins not been 
molested. 

22. Throe small guns, or rather jinjals, were foimd loadid, and n-ady for tiring; «nie was in 
position at the north-easi e<»rncr, athl two at the entraiue to tlu* ghnr ; two mus.suk^, leather 
nags of gunpowder, were found, and a {|u:ni:ity of iinn bulls a!td sbi-s of all shaju* ., wliicli hud 
Jijipairntly Ijcen intended fur jcrviiig llir jneeos with; onlv two in tfb'uid.s ami a single-barrelled 
gun wcr<* trdvcn, so flint verv probably fb<" inali*]iiu(‘\fneii, wben ‘ihcv mad.* ufl’, e.nried tlnai* fire- 
arms with them. It has since hecn aseertaimal that tw*o men oT llic lebib, W(‘!c killed; their 
bodu's w<Te found. 

2.1. IJrjoon Singh, with liis wives and bis bnithcr, inude tboir esi* just Ixdbre Wi» entered llu» 
place, Tlie jungle bevamd is so den^’C as to reiulcr pur>'nl, ewigU in bn'co, imprudent. It is nnctnlain 
how many mmi went with him, nor, smdi is the natnri* of the jungle, has the ilireetinii in whiili hi* 
went been ns yet e\a<‘tly nseiutuined ; from all accounts it appears to have hia'ii his ii.lenlioii fo have 
surrounded and harasseil us in tlic jungles, but tlie attaek was not expect ed till twr» days later, and it 
now appears tiuil the 22n(l had been appointed by bim for tin* gatbering of tlie C ole.s, not only of tbe 
(oivcrnmofit piers soutb <»f l^lrahu♦, but of those from the piers im luded in tbe Keyrah 11l:i(|na; in 
fact .so skilful had lieeii the intrigues whieh he had^been carrying on lhroui;li f he agency of tfnggoo 
Dewan with the C’ole.s while he was framing plausible proji'cls for nr^t going to (diyebaNsa, that, had 
his intentions not been anticipated and frustrated by our s^ldden im^vernent on ( Miukliurdhtii jiorc, a 
rising of ratlier serious nature would have been attempted by tin* portion ol that tribe near enongli 
to Porahat to come within tin* iraeb of liis thrcits or inlluenee, 

2d. 'I'iic cheerful submission of the people of the country, and tin* alaerilv with whieli the ('oIck 
arc now' coming in. manifests the wholcHomc cflVet of the nnsisnres that bave bi'cn taken; and 
altliougli the principal oll'ender hiinvi lf is still at. large, there seems to bf no :i|iprebeiision icniaining on 
the minds of the pcojdc thrit he w'iil have any ptiwer in futun’ to imdi st or injure them. 1 am ussured 
on all sides by the elnefs who ore with me that, he will not be able a;:ain l-> crdlcrt men, or to rai.so 
bis head : and tlie Ibibno of Keyruli iiifoi'nis me that wliereaH previous to the execution of Jiiggoo 
Dewnn the (kdes in bis jurisdiction openly refused to obey his orders; smaj tlu* death of that innn 
they have become perfcetlv submis-ive and lrac*table. 

2o. The lieads of villages arc* attending oti me and furnishing their written ngreementa regarding 
the payment, of the. revenue with great willingness, and without having to be sent for; they seem oidy 
to require nn assuranee that they sliull be Miffieiently protected from rnolcslation, and spcMk o iio 
days when tl>c Porahat estates were tinder the iiianagement of the olbecrs at (diyebassa with much 
pleasure. 1 must, how’cver, not fail to notice here the good behaviour of the troops, whose good spirit 
and cofuuliating eoiiduel towards the country peojde has not a btflc eoni rihnted towards the Mitisfae- 
tory results noted above, nor can 1 pass over the Mibjerl without cxjinssing mv admiration of tlie 
Seikli soldiers of the detach men t at (bividjassa aii<l their ciuliiranee of fatigue; ihe <(‘lerity of their, 
movements will be appreciated when I mention that they marched tliirly-eight miles in twenty-nine 
hours with sixty rounds of ammunition in ptmeb, thereby cMiabling me to carry call my plans wdtii 
that secrecy which is too ofton in India impossible to attain. 

2d. It is impossible for me to det^nninc what measures it will be nec(f.ssary now to adopt until I 
c!an actquirc some intelligence of the fugitivcH. It is very likely that f’rjoon Singh will he next beard of 
in Muttrbhtingc or Burroat, from both of which places he htls taUe>i a wife, and the prohaliility h 
that the former place is his destination ; 1 shall therefore call on the zemindars of those ptiR*cs to 
deliver him up should he seek refuge with cither of them ; it is not pr<ibable that they will assist him. 
In tbe meantime, I ahali make it my duty to reassure the people around me, arid to ascertaiti the 
reaonroea and value of the Pofalmt eaUtea ; aabsequantly 1 ahall U*. obliged U} visit the Baridgaon 
lilaqM, as the fieopleof tliat district ore reported to have committed some depredations across the 
LolmitlaKa bouada^* 

27« In conclusioni I am desirous of bri^iig to ihe notice of the Lieutenant-Governor the 
loyalty di^friayed bv the following diieftains t-— T)ie RaUb of Semukellab, who at once attended to 
my laquisiiioii for leyies» and has himself gone to Cbjebssaa to kem guard over the treasury ; Konwer 
Juggumath Singh, his brother, who has b^n in command of tbe Mrratkellah forces ; this individual 
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escorted the late Senior Assistant Commissioner to Rancegunge and returned with roe when I came 
to CUiyeliasso ; I would respectfully beg that the title of Konwer,” only accorded to him at present 
by courtesy, should be cotiHrmed by n patent from the Government as a mark of recognition fur his 
services ; Haboo Hullobhuddur Singh of Scrruikcllah, who has shown himself particularly active, and 
ready on all occasions to assist me as far as it lay in his power; this person^ when (he mutiny broke 
out at Ranchec, was at that place ; I recollect he was one of the first that warned us that the sepoys 
contem|dated mutinying, and urged our leaving the station ; he also, at some personal risk himself, 
came after the mutiny from Kanchce to Chyebassa in two days to give warning to Captain Sissmore; 
the letters from Ranchee to that officer did not rcacdi Chyehassa. Bullobhuddur Singh is a poor 
relative of the Scrruikcllah Zemindar, and it would be an estimable recognition of liis zeal if a life 
pension, amounting to dOO rupees per annum, was granted to him. 

The Bahoo of Keyrah, who has since iny first arrival here been in constant communication with 
me, and wdio acknowledged my authority at u time when his chief, with ICM) mutineers, W'as meditating 
treason and attempting to raise the (^)lehan ; 1 have heard that tlic title of ** Thakoor *’ W'oulcl be to 
him the most gratifying mode of acknowledging iii.s loyalty. 

Bahoo Uzjoynalh Singh, his niiclc, deserves great credit for the good counsel he has always given 
liis nephew', who very properly looks to him for aid and advice in all matters of importance concerning 
liimseir J respectfully solicit the favour of being allowed to confer some small lukhiraj grant on this 
person to he held by him and his heirs for two lives as he is himself an old man. 

Diibro Maukee, wJio has throughout his lifetime shown himself a loyal and faithful subject. 8iboo 
Muukee, wlio has been with me from the date of my arrival in the (*olehan ; this man was obliged to 
bring his family and ealth* to (vhyebnssa for protection, as Jiiggoo Dewan had persuaded his r}Mits that 
he, Sihoo, would no longer be their maukee as he hud not gone to Porahat, and had, on Urjooii 
Singh's part, outlawed him.

To these three iiiHiientinl Coles 1 think 
may he awarded the credit of having thwarted the evil designs of Jiiggoo Dewan and the other ill- 
advisers of Ilrjooii Singh. 

1 should wish, however, to have an opportunity <jf conferring willi the Commissioner of Revenue 
on the Mui)jtM't licfore recommending any partirular reward to these C-oles for llicir loyalty.

(Extract.) fori IVillum, November 3<b 1857. 

I AM directed by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal to transmit, for the information of tlie. 
Governor-General in Couneil, a pr&is of the correspondence which has taken place on the 
suhjeet of the condition of Sumhulporc since the first appearance of disturbance in that part of the 
country. 

2. It appears to the Lieutenant-General that serious troubles arc probably impending over 
Sumh\i\pi>ro, and that, if it be possible, a larger force should be ordered up from Cuttack to 
that place. 
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3. An officer of ex|)erience is also obviously required to take the direction of military affairs 
there ; and it a fit officer could l>e sele^cd^ the Lieutenant^Uovcrnor wouldi with the sanction of the 
Government of India, desire to commit to him also the chief direction of civil affairs there^ until the 
country shall have settled doam.

ON the 2nd Octo!)er, Captain Lei^h rcporfed that the two brothers, Soomnder Saiee andOodunt 
Saiee, wlio had been rcleused from the llazareehagh jail hy the nuitinocrs of the Kth lloKimeiit, Native 
Infantry, had entered the Suiiibulpore district, and were collcc*liiif( men with the avowed object of 
claiming the Sumbuliawc llaj. 

From the records of this office it was ascertained tliat these iiultvidiuds belonged to the family of 
Naraiii Sing Deo, late Uujah of Sumbidporc, witli whom tlicy do not unpeur to have bcert on good 
terms: and that in conscqucm^c. of having l>ccii concerned in an attack made on the house of one 
Dewau Sing, in the village of Rarnporc, in September 1H57, which resulted in the murder of three 
persons and the plunder of a large amount of property, they were recommended by the Ciovornor- 
General’s agent, South-West Fnuitier, for capital punishment, but sentenced by the Nizuinut Adawlut 
to imprisonment for life with labour and irons in the llazmeelmgli jail, as the entne of actual murder 
W'as not satisfactorily proved against' tliem. 

Captain Leigh in reporting on their approach towards Smnhulporc, slated farther, that he did not 
expect that they w'ould he aide to do much harm if the zemindurx of tlic (lurjhat MehaU re.imruted 
faithful to (ioverniiicnt, but tbat it was very doubtful if any dependence could be placed <m tiicm, and 
that fur Ids own [tart iie believed tbat a desiri'. was felt by many to see a Rajah rtve.stahlishcd in that 
part of tlie country. He added, that on ueeount of the anuuiiit of sieknesH prevailing among the 
forces at his disposal, he was unable to send out a detaehnient to apprehend the pretenders, and that 
he had applied to the C^)mmissioner of Cuttack for an additional reinforcement of three C(>m[>aides of 
the 4()th Madras Native Infantry, with a view of streiigtlicidiig the station. 

Immediately on the receipt of lids report, C/aptaiii Dalton isMued a notice to all the (iinj)iat 
chiefs, ofl’cring a reward of 5<K> rupees for the capture of the two brothers, and warning ibem llial the 
estates of any chief or landholder found assisting or hurbouring them would be forfeited at once. 

On the (itii of Octol)er, (Captain Leigh, in a letter to the C'oinndMsioner of C'hota Nagporc, staled 
tbat Soorumler Saiee and Oodunt Saiee were eneampe<1 within about six miles from the ( ily, and that 
it would at all events lie a<lvisable to temporize a liitle with them, if only to give time for the three 
companies he hail asked for, to come up from Cuttack. 

On the day following, at about H o’clock in the morning. Sooruiider Saiee and Oodunt Saiee 
entered the city of Sunibulp<ire with a large body of artiied followers; Init after a sh<»rl parley with 
Captain Leigh, they were both induced to .surrender, in the hope of obtaining a remiNsioii of the 
remainder of the sentence passed on them by the Nizamut Adawlut. 

It would appear that after this, Soorumler Saici: was allowed to remain at large, but under 
surveillance, in the town of Surnbulpore; and tliai Oodunt Sait^e was permitted to leave tlic station for 
Khinda, under nroniise to dis[)crse the rabble they had eollccied, ('ajitiiiii Leigh having considered 
this a 'more politic course than a:iy,uttcnipt to employ the military forces at his dispo.sul for that 
purpose. 

The rensi)ns given by CapUiin I^igli for the. lenient eour.se adopted liy him were considered hy 
the Lieutenant-Governor to be not without force, and alUiotigli lie concurred w'ith the (^imniisHmner 
in thinking tli:)t a bolder eourse w'ould have bad a better edeel on the chiefs and Kcrnindiirs in the 
neigh bouriimd, he felt that much allowance wan to be made for the ditfii'idf |»oMitioii in widcli lliut 
officer was placed and was not disposed Ui blame him. 

On the 24th OcU^ber, Captain I^'igh reported, on the authority of iw^o men of the 40tli Madras* 
Native Infantry, whom he had dcpulccl to ascertain if the men aHscrnbled by Sooruiider Huiee had 
dis[)€rsed, that w'ith the exception of about 50 men in one place, and about the same iiumlier at 
Khinda, no assemblage of armed men was to be wen anywhere; hut they were told tbat the (ihuroiruh 
of Kolabcrah had assembled about 2tK) men for the purpose of defending himself, having, as Captain 
Leigh imagined, got alarmed as to what might be the result to hiinself for the sliartf iio had in ashiKtirig 
the Saiee brotbeni witit men. 

On the? 25th October, the three additional companies of the 40lh Madras Native Infantry asked 
for by Captain Leigh, and a detachment of fifty Paiks from the OriHsa Piiik f’ornpatiy arrived at 
Surnbulpore from Cuttack; and a further reinforcement, eonsisti ng of one company of 5th*MadraM 
Native Infantry, with two mountain train howitzers, and a party of artillery men to work them, were 
on their way, having left Cuttack on the 22nd. 

On the .30th of Octr>bcr, Captain Dalton sobmitted a petition, dated the 12tli, presented by 
Soorunder Saiee to Captain l^gh, humbly praying for the extension of mercy towards himself and 
his brother, in c<msidcration of the nature of their offena's and the long and rigorous imprisonment 
they ha<l been subjected to, and of their liaving, after been released bv the mutineers, voluntarily 
surrendered themselves and made their submission to (Captain I.Kdgh, Tiiis memorial was supportecl 
by Captain Dalton, who stated that a mitigation might he acerirded to the prisoners on the groniidN 
urged, and as they disavowed having been instrumental in the collection of the armed men who enUTcil 
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Siimbiilporo nlonp: with them, statinj; that those men Imd tliron^ed around and followed them of their 
own amirrl ; init he inenlioncd tliat the pardon ou/ht not to he unconditional, and that tin oath might 
he exarted from thcMn to the cftect that they Wi>uld never again enter into combination or intrigue 
against the (h)vcrnrnent. 

Ill reply, (^"lptain Dalton was empowered to deal with the prisoners in the maii'n'r proposed by 
him, with the exception of hindtng them down hy an oath ifi regard to their future conduct, l)nt ns an 
intimation had intermediately been received that So/>rnnder Saiee had al)sef)nde*l on the night of the 
rn.st October, it was ad(!ed tliat, if such shoidd he tlie ease, it would <)f course 1)C necessary to adopt 
anotlier and a very diflerent incthorl of dcalinig with tlie parties in cpjestion. 

Tlie fact of Soornnder Saioe’s escape proving to he true, ('aptain Dalton recommended, on the 
tnli instant, that Captain Leigh shoidd he directed to move at once and tak<* the field with llie forces 
III his disposal ; visiting the parts where SoriindvU* Saice’s sympathizers were Saaid to have eollceted, 
and making a severe examjile of those who harl mo .t protnincnfly assisteil tlie rebels. 

This was authorized under orders, dated tlie‘Jlth instant. In the meantime, Captain I.eigh had, 
on the dth instant, directed (\'i])t:iiii Knocker, th^' oftieer cfimmanding tlie detachment of tiie 'lOtli 
Madras Native Infant ry at Siimhuliiori?, to procce l towards Khinda and Ivolaberah with a strong 
detnelniKmt, and to disperse the In^stile assenihlrigi^ of nn ii in those places: and tm the llth instant 
he siihmilted a letter from that oflic.r, reptirting on the results of the expedition he had undertaken. 

Captain Knocker commenced his inarch on flic otli instant, witli a detachment of the strength 
noted ill tlu! margin, “t' niul visited tin* villages of Shci*g]i(d!y, Sansan, Kutt -irhugah, Sainah Singah, 
Kurreeapallee, Kolaheruli, S iha, ami Khinda, ivliirning to .Snmhnlporu on the l>tli, after having hurnt 
<lown the house* of the Chiiroteali at Kolaherah, aii<l of J^oonmder .Saiee and Oodiint Saiee at Khincln, 
hotli of whi(!h he found ileserted hy the ))eo])le, b it perforated with loop-holes for fring through in 
every direction. He expressed his lie’ii'f that all the rebels wen* totally dispersed, hut. lie did not. 
encounter them anywhere except at Sherghotl y, wiicre their mimher was com])letely roiicealed hy 
deiisi* iungles, and Avliere from five to six were killed, iindinling a lusar rt*lation iif the Cihiiroleah of 
Kolaherah. 

The. Superintemhuil of the 'rrihulary Midials has since rcy)orte.l the inmtlcr, in tlie Smnhulporc 
district, of Dr. Moore, the Assistant -Surgeon recently appointi*d to the ini*dieal chargi* of the ilistrict, 
and of Mr. Hanson, an Apothecary in the Madras sT\ii*e, who, on sii*koc«is breaking out anumg the 
troojis in Snmhnlpme, was orden’d np from (lanj.mi, uliih* they M'(*re f/avelling to join llieir po^t.s. 
A party of si'hundii's wer.‘ dispatched li\ tlie Senior Assiv|;int ( hmnnissioner to escort these 
gentlemen ti» the station, hnl thi'v uere attacked ami caplnred hy t!ie rebels, and the ircntlemen 
jilundcred <d’ their elici ts. 'Fh. y then endi*.ivonre.l to escape on fon! with their h 'an rs and 
attendants, hut they were attai’ked a'',.iin h('twe(*n Suojooinarv ami Moomiul, in the lerriliwy of tlie. 
Uajah of Keliraeole, hy an armed body of 1 .M) I\tiks, mIio, atti r having iniinleretl them, are staled to 
have f'lit oil their he;i(ls. 'I'he piililic dawk from Nugpore, nomhav, c^-c., is also rejxnled to liavc? lieen 
Ntopped, in eonsecpionee of the runners being afraid to pass through the district. 

it is staled liy the (Commissioner of (hiltai'k (Superintcnflent of 'IVihutary Meluils), that, since the 
expedition above described, in which the houses of Soornmler Saiee and others wore hurnt, the two 
senior ollicers of tin* Madras detaehmeni liuve returned to (*uttaek, one of them to join n staff 
apjiointincnt at llyilemhad, under the impn’.ssioii th;i! the rebels had di'^jicrsed for good ; and the other 
on aeeount of sickness; thus leaving tin* detaedinicut under tin* char.^e of one voiing Ijieiitenant and 
two young Knsigns, and the .Vrlillery in care of an oflii'cr of three \ ears' slarulmg, not one of the.se 
*'^eers having passi'il in the > eni.aeiilar languages.

We were attaelosl hy tlie rebels on the road, and I regret to any 
two sepoys w<‘re killed on the spot, one has sin«\^ died of hi.s wotindN, three sepoys atnl five camp 
followcrn were more or less severely \voniule<l. I will report on this more fully hereafter. 

It is with pain I report that we diseovered at Joojoomora sutKident evideiiecH of the lamentable 
fate whieh lias, without donht, hefalleii Ur. Moore. Miv Hanson, I am happy to auy, encaped, and 
\vc have hroii:;ht him haek with uh from Itampore. 

The district is in a very distnihed slate, and, in iny opinion, it will he nceessnry that more troopa 
should be dispatched to tins place to restore unlcr.

On reaching Joojoomora, en nmfe to this, we searched the jungle (here, and found a wrtlm|( bos, 
containing some papers of Dr. Moore^s. I propose returning to Joojoomora to morrow and invtiiating 
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a furllicr »eart‘h for tlic remains of Dr. Moore^ should that gentleman have been killcdi as I fear Is 
tlie rase. 

The t»vo sowars who were seized by the rebels were released on the llHli instant, without injury, 
and n turned to Sumbulpore. The rebels deprived them of tlicir horses, arms, accoutrements, and 
baggage. 

I have forwarded a copy of this letter, and Mr. Hanson’s statement, to the Secretary to the 
Oovernrncnt of Bengal.

Mr, IIaHson''$ Statement. 


Camp^ November^ 23, 1857- 

DU. MOORE and myself arrived at Joojoomora about 7 o’clock of the evening of the 16tb 
instant, and slept there, having arranged to start very early next morning for Mundhoor, with the view 
of starting for Sumbulpore the same afternoon. I awoke about .1 a.m. of the l/th, and desired Imth 
Dr. Moore’s and iny own bearers to got ready, and then awake Ur. Moore. My bearers were ready to 
start about 3'3() a.m., but those of Dr. Moore seemed relu(itant to commence their journey so very 
early, upon wdiich Dr. Moore said to me, Get your people to make a sUirt, and mine will soon 
follow.” I got into my pulkce and went on, supposing Dr. Aloore was following. When I had gone 
between two and three nnles from Joojoomoni I was suddenly aroused from a sound sleep hy the 
pulkee being thrown down. On putting niy head out to question the hearers as to the cause, I found 
that all but four hearers had deserted me; these four were crouched on the left side of the palkec, 
and one of them whispered, Saliih, Sahih, golee nmra.’* Immediately this was said, I he.'ird several 
shots fired from the jungle on the right side of the road ; 1 then jumped out of the palkec with a 
revolver in one hand and iny sword in the other. I could not see my enemies, hut finding the hearers 
fniich friglitened, I said, Don't fi^ar, ilu'V are t>niy a few looLwallahs, 1 ran kill five will) this pistol,” 
and, handing my sword to one of tliem, said, ‘‘yon be ready to attack them with this if they come to 
close quarters.” Finding a sce<)iid with a stout .sti(*k in his liafid, 1 desired liim also to make good use 
of it if the enemy <*aine hear. When giving these directions I was slanding by the side of my palkce, 
in a iight-eoloured dressing-gown ; and immediately I had done talking to the second man three shots 
were tin^d, evidently aimed at me, for one of them whizzed by my right ear, and a second passed my 
left, the third hit the bearer with the sti<*k in his hand (this man died in uhoiit an hour after). As soon 
ns he fell the throe remairiiiig l)earers took to their heels. When the enemy saw this they yelled out, 
Piickro, inaro Feringee hanehoot.’' I'liese words were followed by ])erhnpH a hundred armed men 
rushing out of the jungle on the right side of the road towards my palkee, repeating the words ‘^Puckro, 
innro lianchoot.” 1 was alone, and saw it would I>e niadnoss to stand there any longer, perhaps to he 
hutehered. 1 rushed towards the jungle on tlie opposite side to that from which the enemy attacked 
mo, and eoneealed myself behind a hush, about 20 yards from my palkee. From my hiding place I 
couhl see and hear all that was done, a.s two torches that had Ihhmi tlirown down l)y the hearers were 
blazing most furiously. The enemy surrounded the palkee, and missing me questioned the dying 
bearer as to \i\j wliereabouts, and also about his comrades ; he replied, “ they wa*re all gone, lie could 
not tell w'liore.’ 'Fliey then made tw«) cuts at his head, accompanying ci^h with obscene language. 
Several then commenced rifling tlie palkee, when one, wlto seemed the ebmmander, desired they 
would desist, uiul gave diret'lions that the pulkee and its contents he conveyed to some place he 
named, and |K)inted in tlie direction from whence they came ; four cuvady Kmds were sent away in the 
same manner. 

As day dawned I found that my hiding-place was not a safe one, and struck deeper into the 
jungles, where I remained all day. About S that night 1 had determined, it being dark, that if I 
could find the road to make my way to Sumbulpore, which place could not be more than 17 or 18 
miles off. 1 Wttiulcrt'd about for a couple of hours, hut failed in discovering the road ; I then retunied 
to my hiding-place, foot-sore (being t)nly in my stiiekings), hungry and lliirsty, not having taken any 
food since 2 o’clock the. ])revious ufteriiooii. At hre;ik of day (1 8th), I once more sallied forth in 
Noar<*li of the road, and was soon successful. Not thinking it safe tc) take the road to Sumbulpore by 
daylight, 1 retraced inv sttq)s towards Joojoomora, striking into the thick of the jungle now and then 
when I thought 1 heard voices. I reached Joojoomora about 7 in the morning, and after a quarter of 
an hours rest, started again for C’liarmal. 1 hud not gone more than about three quarters of a mile, 
when, on turning to look back, 1 saw about half-a-dozen armed men pursuing me. I ag.ain made to 
the jungle, and taking up a position behind a ilucli hush w.'ttehed the miivcmonts of ‘my enemies. 
Wlien doing so 1 saw just behind them an elephant loaded with baggage, and followed hy a long file 
of armed men. To my inexpressible delight I soon di.scovcred that the latter were Sircar sepoys. 
Simultaneously with myself my pursuers also saw the sepoys, and they Jo.st no time in sinking 
into the jungle on the opposite of tlic road to that where I was concealed. On the sepoys reaching 
opposite my hiding place 1 rushed out and claimed their protection. Tltesc sepoys turned out to 
he an escort party, sent out hy tlie Assistiint-Commissioncr of Sumbulpore, as requested by letter 
from m\*self and Dr. Moure from Kamporc. Had this party Wn a quarter of an hour later 1 
nmst have been overtaken and slaughtered by my pursuers. 

Ow arriving at Channal, I learned from the duffadar of the village that two armed men from the 
enemy came there the previous evening ( 1 7th), and demanded iny |)er8on from him, saying that there 
w ere two sahibs, they had dispatched one, but that the other had escaped, and they were sure he must

me and said that hia matter was murdered. From this man and my own aervant I gbrnied tbo 
fallowing:— 

On niy aervant leaving me, he retraced his steps towards Joojoomora, and soon met Dr. MootU« 
to whom be reported how I was attacked, Ac. Upon hearing this, l)r. Moore returned to Jomoomoi^ 
and remained there till day light; be then resumed his journey, saying to his servants (on ^eir 
remonstrating with him against going on ), “ There is no fear now, they won’t attack us by day light. 
You see I am prepared for them,” showing them a loaded revolver and a sword. Tliey had not got 
beyond half-a-mi»e from Jo»>joomora when they were met by two or three armed men, who wore 
pinnt^ out to Dr. Moore by my servant aa belonging to the party that had attaoked hi* matter, 
whereupon Dr. Moore fired uptin and dispersed Uieni ; but this was scarcely done wnen be WM 
surrounded by about forty men, who railed out to his bearers to separate tncnihelvea from their 
master, or that they would all Im killed : all then left hut the sirtlsr liearer and three or four oUiers. 
Heveial allots were fired at Dr, Moore, but without eftect. Dr. Moore nttci.iptcd to remomdrate with 
them, he said, “Why do you wish to injure me ? tell me what it is you want ami 1 will give it you, 
but don’t t sl'c my life lie liad gone thus far when he was cut down witit a sword, and is supposeil to 
have died. Two of his bearers were also killed, and a third wounded.

IN continuation of my letter of 2r»t)i instant, to your address, reporting the attack made on the 
detachment on its return from .loojoomtsra, I l)cg to stotc, tliat whilst pasting through a ghaut, with 
dense jungle on both sides, the advaniVKl guard <if the Rainghur battalion was suddenly fired 
from the hill on the right l>y some rcIwU, wTio were conccalwi lieliind a breastwork of storms. Trie 
detachment of the 40Ui Madras Native Infantry were corning on in the rear. Hearing tlie finng w* 
on, and Ensign Nepean and Linking a few of the Madras sepoys, ascended the hill on the 
right, when the rebeU fled. It is imiKissilde to form a guess even of their numiKTs, as the jungle, 
bang so thick, we only saw three or four stragglers running off. . , , , , 

Two sepoys were lulled on the spot, one luis since died of his wounds, and three severely 
wounded, all belonging to the Itaingliur liattalion. Five camp followers and one of the Madras sepoys 

were wounded, tome severely. , . . i n . .e .■ 

Bodies of men are committing excesses in diflerent parts of the distnet, and all trattic and postal 

communication Itetween this and Cuttack is suspended.

fi. Captain Knocker has now been ordered up from Cuttack, and proceeds to-morrow momingo 

7. These four officers will meet at Ungool, and I have arranged to give them an escort of the Faik 
companies from that place until relievefl by a strong detachment from Sumbulpore, and I haee 
requested Major Hates to forbid their advancing beyond my own jurisdiction until they can do ao 
under the Sumbulpore escort* 

8. Major Bates has done all that lies in his power to supply officers to the detaU of bis r^ment 
at Sumbulpore, still the fact remains, that from about the 16th instant there bare been, oim Ibe 
youngest lieutenant and a young ensign, both unpassed in the languages, and but a abort time in the 
country, in command of six companies, during the period when there is an insurredion going on 
around them. 

9. It will probably be the thirteenth proximo before these young officers are reinforced by the 
four now going up to join them. 

10. Major Dates alludes to the fact of his only now having become acquainted with the plan I 
mentioned to him of forming outposts in Sumbulpore. It may be that I nm wrong in supposing that 
it may be necessary to form any at all, for 1 am not aware of the nature of the policy of the Senior 
Assistant Cotniiiissioiier, who certainly has not hitherto shown any design of forming such outposts, 
or, in fact., of making much use of the troops sent up to him, exce)U for defensive purposes m the 
town and district itself, ])robttbIy owing in some degree to the p lueity of otlicers ami to the sickness of 
the troops ; hut I cannot avoid' the conclusion, that if the insurgents are to be defeated, dispersed, 
and hunted down, it will bo necessary, now that the cold season is on, to take some active step 
towards following them wherever they may he collected, and to estahlisli a few outposts in difTorent 
directions. 

11. Major Rates is also of opinion that the plan I have proposed for the transfer, if possible, of a 
body of ecdiuridics from Husselcondah, is likely to be of the greatest u«e. On this subject I have 
already reported to-day.

Major Bates to the Cofnmimouer of Cuttack. ^ 

Sir, Cuiiackf Xovember 27^ 1857* 

I HAVE the honor to nrknowledge the receipt of your letter, dated the 26th November, 1837# 
remarking on the paucity of officers with the detachment of the 4()th Kegiruent Madras Native 
Infantry, at Bumbuiporo. 

2. You arc aware that the moment I heard of Captain Hawkins’ return to regimental head-qiiarteni 
on Nick <*crtificaie, I ordered off Captain Wo«Kli)ridge,anfl that immediatelv I heard of Lieutenant llarl^s 
return under similar circnriistances, I ordered off Lieutenant Vallanee, tboiigh he was Acting Quarter* 
master of the regiment. I also mentioned to you, on your return from Balasorc the day liefore 
yesterday, that 1 had ordered Lieutenant Swiiiey, of the J2nd Regiment Madras Native InCsiitry, to 
do <I\4iy with the detachment at Sumbulpore, a measure of which you approved, and whioli I trutt 
will, under the cinnnnstances, meet also with the approval of my military superiors, 

3. No effort has been wanting on my part to keep the detachment as effidont in offioen as 
circumstances would permit. 

4. One company has been left there only as a temporary measure, but circunistaitccs which have 
lately occurred will (loubtless render its permanent stay necessary. 

V>. '!1ic plan which you mention of detaching parties about the district, I have only now become 
acQuaintiHl with, and it will of course require more officers than if the detachment remained in a 
(^ouccted form at Suinhulporo. 1 have tlierefore ordered the only available officer I have at head- 
quarters (Captain Knocker) to proceed forthwith to join the detaonment. 

6. I do not know how many parties it is contemplated to detach, but there is no doubt that each 
one should he sufficiently strong, not only to defend iu post against any force likely to be brou|(ht 
it. but to art on the offensive in its own immediate neighbourhood if necessary; and if, as yM 
were mentioning in ctinversation yesterday, 150 or 200 sebundica could lie obtain^ fjrqm (IJqptain 
McNeil or Mr. Knox, they would be, from their habiu and experience, of the greatest use in tMlond 
of warfaro. 
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7. I liKve directcil Cnptnin Bint uid LMUtoumt Fdaier to join as quickly as possible^ an^. bare 
forwarded a om>v of this curresiiundenoe to the Major-General cunimandinK the dmsion. «

I HAVE the honor to forward for your. infonnaiion and tiaMsmission to army liead- quartern, my 
letter of this date to the address of the Deputy AdjutoTit-Cieneral of the army, with deposition of the 
native doctor alluded to annexed, and I respectfully solicit the favour of your concurrence in my 
bringing the loyal conduct of the native doctor to the notice of (jovernmerit. 

2. I would take this opportunity of stating that a mass of e\idcnce is now being elicited, showing 
a widely-disscrnir luted plot under the instigation of Miinitani Dcuuii and the young Uujuh of Assam, 
for the overthrow of the British (ioverninent in Assam, in whirl) many natives of the roiintry, civil 
omlah and others, are concerned, together w ith three native offic ers of the battalion under my commard, 
and I should say the whole of the tion-comiiussioiicd otlicrcrs of the Golughat detachment, as also a 
good many of the men. 

d. On due consideration of tlie true interests of Governincnt, it is essential, in tny opinion, that 
all W'ho have bcMUi concerned in the plot, iiieluditig Muniram and the young rajah, he brought to trial. 
I therefore t)cg to submit that a Commission be assembled for their trial in Assam, as soon as possible, 
should sneli he considered dcsirahlc. 

4. Nome of those in the regiment 1 have already brought to trial, but the treasonable conduct 
r)f others from the nature of the evidence can best be brought before the Coinmission appointed to try 
the dewan and the rajah. * 

5* For the future well-being of the country and the security of those who Inue given evidence in 
these matters, as also to enable me to weed the 'corps thoroughly and place it on a sound footing, I 
respectfully submit that a locution for a year or more, as circumstances shall determine, ot iw'o 
c impanieH of Fiuropcaiis, and artillerymen for two guns, in Upper Assam, would have a most 
bencticial and lasting efTect.

WITH reference to my letter of the to your address, I liavc the bonor to forward for 

submission to Ids Excellency the Comniamler-iii-cldef and Government, a cofiy of a deposition, on 
solemn aHiriiiation, by native doctor Keminut Ally, taken before C’aptuin llolro\d. Principal Assistant 
Commissioner at Joreliaut, on the 7th Novcmlier, lH57t and which 1 believe to he the faithful 
type of the feelings of a portion of the troops at Golaghat during the month of August 1857% mid 
upon which testimony in court, several sepoys’ evidence and the deposition on solemn affirm- 
ation of eight sepoys, all of the (lolnghal conimaiul — the subudar and others arc being tried before a 
general court assembled under Act XIV of ls57. 

2. 1 am not prepared to say tluit a general feeling of disloyalty existed amongst the Ilindoostanees 
of the corps at Golughat; the bias of the Arrnli men under the auspices of a low Mahoinedun native 
offiver, the intrigues of tlie native omlah there, and i*oaIitioii on the part of the young Saring Kajah 
of Jorchaut, led to the disturbances on the 2Uth August, the news of the mutiny at Diiiapore, and the 
disatlection of Kooer Ning, having reacheii Assam 1010111 ten days previous. At Seehsagur aUo there 
was plotting nrnongat the Arrah men under the %usptccs of a unnadar, who had been intriguing with 
the young Assam llajah. These, with a disloyal Muhomedim faction at regimentnl liead-quartcra, 
under the indiioncc of the native doctor and a Nfahoincdan officer, who also iiilrigiUMi with the young 
rajah, comprise the amount of disaffection known to exist, but I nm happy to state that to whatever 
unknown length tlie intriguers may have carried their machinations, the removal of the native officer 
at Golaghat in the end ot August, followed by the deportment of the young rajah from Asaarii, and 
the strengthening of regimental head-quarters with Nejmulcso and other dependable men, put a stop 
to them, 

3. One object I have in view in bringing the native dueUir's statement to the notice of his 
Excellcney the Commander-in-chief and Government, is to submit that this statement, as well as 
another of the 30th iSeptcmber la.st, and the voluntary evidence of those men who linve l)ceu forward 
in bringing seditious acts to light, entail danger from ail who may have had a fellow feeling with those 
who have acted disloyally, and from the number of Arrah men in the regiment, revenge might be 
carried out when least expected. I res|)ectfully solicit, therefore, that besides those who may be 
found guilty on trial, 1 be ])erinitted to discharge all men who have in any way sliown a disloyal 
fading ; under any eircuiiistances such men can never l>c considered trustwortliy ; and by their leaving 
the corps, the well-being of the country and the safety of the redly loyal will be l>est considered. 

In eoncUisioii, I would beg leave most res|)cctCuUy to recommend native doctor Keramut AUy, 
1st Assam Light Infantry Battalion, to the favourable consideration of his Excellency the Commander- 
in-chief and Government, for his loyal and commendable conduct as herein stated.

Depofiiioi^ of Kerawvit AHyy^Nativc Doctor ofGolaghat^ taken on jnolcmn affirmation Cof^ain Hotrofd 
Principal AMsistant Ctnamimonvr of Jorchanty on the *;ih November^ 1857. 

THE sepoys at Gola^hat used to hear the news of the imitinoers from the Amlah at Golafrfmt; the 
Amlah received the‘*Somacliar Chuiidrica.^'and these used lu ho re.u! and matters talked ovt?r. ^Vayon 
Naair and Gunuck Ram, Sadder Amccn\s Mohurir, used to i*onM‘ to the linos to Ilauitohul Ffavildar^i 
bouse, where the sepoys assembled and heard the news ; the ^olmal in rliis way eoiuiiieneod. Daily the 
news was disseminated of the king being on t.lic tlirotie i>f IVIlii, the inassatTC at Cawiipore and other 
places, and of the whole of Ilindoostan, with the exception of t'alnitta and Bengal, having been taken 
J)ossess!on of by the sepoys on tlie part of the king. This “ hnltii had taken place while Mr. Masters 
was there. Tlie day Sir. Masters went away to Seebsagur, the report was sim^ad that he had run 
away ; that a steamer was coming with Eiironeans to take away all the siuiibs, together with the 
treiisurc and magazine, an<l that they would all leave the e<)antry. After this the He|)ovs began to go 
ill parties of four and live to the villages at night, and to ilKtreat the villagers and eollect Uie debts 
due to thein by diflVrcnt ryots: this increased the golnml. The kyahs,* tlie be|)unes and villagers 
buried tlndr property, and were in <laily dread of the sepoys looting the place. During the time 
Koostiin Singh was at f lologhat, there w ns a i;i>od deal i>f talking and some gtdmal, yet it was not uiiythiiig 
equal to W’lial aftcr\irards tjook place. From the time of his departure dales the increase in the golma). 
1 think it was on the 20i\\ of August, that the order arrivetl for fifty sepoys to go to Seebsagnr and 
for withdrawal of the Jaiiioogorce and .Borpathar guards ; Uamtohul, havihlar, read the order, and the 
subadnr ordered the elephants to go to bring m the Jamot>goree guard, 'riiere was much talk among 
the sepoys in the lines as to tlie reasons for tliis order. That evening llimut Ally Khan was <liniiig 
with me; after dinner be took bis leave and went to tiu* lines and I retired to rest* tins was at 
!l o’clock. In about a quarter of an hour he earne again to iny bouse and called me ; 1 inquired what 
he wanted, he siiid the men wore about to lise; they are e4»Uecle<l at tin* subadar*s but. and wore, 
going to sound the bugle, and the loot will at oiiee cominenee. lie said be had eoine at oiiee to tell 
me in a great fright, that be Imd not well beard wlint they were saving, and Vvimted me to go with him 
and sec what they were about. I said [ierbaps they would not let me go liiere ; be. Haiti iliut every one 
had gone and that they would not stop me, so I went wdlh him. On arriving, I saw a number of 
men collected in front of the subadar's bouse, in the midst, the Suhadar Shait^k Bhet^kmnl, ('hiindec 
Singh, .lenmdar of the Police,, ami llanittdiul Singh, kotc havildar, were seated on tiiornits, the. rest, 
being on the ground; llimut Ally and I first stood and then sat dtiwn listening to what, they weie. 
saying. There w'erc a few Jurrooahs and Munipoonws hy, hut they said nothing, the otheis were 
allies and seemed in a very excited state; those who t;«ok the most active part in (he proccedingH 
JelUdur Misscr uiul ISew’ Scliai Singh, lanec iiaicks: Baintohul Singh, lia\ ildar ; and Naravuii Sing, 
Shuick Bhcekuii, subadarN, and (Mmmicr Sing, jemadar ; Banu'liuni Sing Bliat, Snrnani Singli, and 
Kooden SingiDhola Pandav, havihlar; Dookliunjaii Doobic. Namroo Sing, Dookcram Sing, ami Itbiknrce 
Sing, Jewadhun Pamly, l^hakoor Uaii),atid Cbookutram Ham. ami Khodabu\, bugler, who was most 
urgent to sound the inigle. TJie otlier bugler, B ulloo, said be would not soumi even if lliey killed him ; ho 
said thi.s to me in fear, and I told him not, to .sound flic bugle on any ;u’connf. The two lanee miickN, 
Jelladur Misser and Sew Sehai Singh, ijalled and eolleeted all the sf»poys to th<‘ subsular’s hut. First 
Jclladur Misser, Biiola Pandny, Imvildar, and Sew Se.hai Smgh said : hear brothers, if you are chrsirous 
of your owoi ^ood and favor willi tin? rajah, y<Mi will listen to what w^* say» and do wliat we tell you 
without drawing back; ami wlnu-ver draws back or reveals anything shall be killed, and if he be ii 
Mussulman he will eat pig, and if a Hindoo he. wilt eat row; this shall be the curse on him. The 
others replied, wdiut, are we not born of man that we should tiesert the ctiUNC ! 'riiey then said, let 
ns sound the bugle, and each man, taking five glnittaliH with liini, h^t us go lliis night t<» Jorehaut, 
first cut lluronaih Rurrooah’H head olf. Il is Hahl that Umdioobeer, jfMuadar, is there with twenty 
sepoys and is loyal to Government, if we can mak(» him join us, well, if imf. then we e.-m kill him ; wo 
W'iil then go and put the rajah on tlie tliroiic and pr.M'laiin him ; all the eleplianfs that can be eolleeted 
here can be sent with Russid afterward.s. When we have proe.hiiim'd the r.ijali, we will gri on at once 
to Seebsag;ur and first set fire to Ilolroyd S;diil)*N house, and l!«e re.-jf. of tIu’ houses, and kill all 
Europeans there; W'C will make the sepoys (here j«iiii us and take the imigaziue ami treasury; W'C cun 
leave some men there to take charge and go on wii?i the rest to Drhrooghur, there set fire to all the 
houses and kill all the Europenii.s, and takethe treasury ami magazine and bring H to the fijali. 
Jelladef Misser prop<»sed that the perwaiinah received that day from the liavihlar>uiajor for fifty men 
to go to Seebsagur should be changed^ to make it appear that all had been ordeied up, h*i (hat in the. 
event of any failure, the onus would fall on the havildar-mujor. Some aequieved in thev* jwopofals, 
while others wished to wait till morning, making all the preparations during'' the night. Jclladur 
Misser got up and said^ I will go at once and get out the gbutiahs. I then said, when a thing is t i 
be done it is well not to doit hurriedly but with cireumspe^iion. Tin- snhad.ir said, whut I said, 
sahib, I merely said it vras l>ettcr to act with <drcinns|iectton ; if ymi go in (lie nioridn^ what is the*u4c 
of talcing out the ghuttalis now ? The subndar kf'pt silent, .Jelbdnr Misner tlnoi asked if be slionld firing 
them out, the subadar said, sit down, I have something to miv. Se»* flierr in a jcniudar at B wpntbor, 
and several men there, and at Jumgoorcc, let them join from command, tiicn wc a ill with do 

this, at present there arc but few men here. Uamt^ihul, havihlar, said, good, this is bent ; but send an 
unee to say that the elephants here arc sick, and therefon* fifty men cannot go to Uutig|o/e* 
Cbonder Sing said, this was a good idea ; that several days* delay would (bus take place, and Tn the 
meantime they could arrange and marcb on Rungporc ; some said if was better to act at once in 
maUers like this kind, and said to the subadar tlmt if the stjcamer in the nieantiine eatiie up and toyk 

• ]ilaruaa%*ji]ervbaiits. 
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awav the treasure and the sahibs, that lie woukl be disgraced before the rajah ; that he could not seize 
the magazine or treasure, and that tlic sahibs had escaped, and he hacf bwn unable to kill them. 
They talked that night sending Jclladur Misser, Sewbuck Sing, and Cbukoot Ram to Jorehaut| to the 
rajah, and how matters were at Jorehaut ; they said (these three) what is the use of going to the 
rajah, he is all ready and has promised Deswalis 16 rupees pay a months Munipoories and others 
12 rupees, so what’s the use of goinjg there again. In this way they remained till a late hour of the 
flight, not able to arrive at any decision among themselves. Some dissented; Dunbahadoor Sing and 
Gungadeen said, they might do what they liked, but they would not join, the others abused them &ir 
being cowards. The subadar said, he would not give the order tliat night but W'ould wait till the men 
on command ramc in ; Gungadeen and Dunbahadoor got up and went away, and Humut Ally and t 
did likewise. I had no sleep and was in alarm all night. The next morning I saw Bheekun Sobi^r 
walking up and down the road and sffoke to him of tlic Iasi night’s proceedings, saying they had just 
received pay and were eating Company's salt, and it was very bad to Ifchavc in this way ; tliat St 
Saikoa and other places there wx^rc a number of sepovs and sirdars and that none w^ere making any 
confusion ; that he alone with fifty or sixty men behaving in this manner, would merely bring 
destruction on himself. lie nodded his head, afterwards scut for Ramtohul, havtldar, and told him t<i 
send the men ordered to Serbsagur and to let this matter stand over for the present, that afterwards 
they would sec if others would join and then they could accomplish it. About 9 o’clock in the 
morning, Jelludur Misser went to the subadar and told him lie heard guns tiring at Rungpore and that 
the Europeans must have arrived and were fighting with the sepoys ; that he had urged him to march 
at once that night, and not doing so they had brought destruction upon themselves; the subadar came 
with Jelladur Misser to the high ground at the hack of the hospital and listeniiig, said, lie heard it, 
and told the 8e|ioys not to go away from the lines as there was no knowing what might happen at any 
time. The next, the jclladur and sepoys from Borpathor came in, and that cyeniiig Uughoonath Sing, 
subador, arrived. He then sent thirty men at once to Seelisagur. Since Rughoonath Sing went, he 
has had frequent roll-calls and ordered any oinlnh going to the lines to b:; confined. Since this, 
matters have become quiet and people feel secure. I hirgot to mention Sewbuck Sing as one of the 
principal men in that [night’s proceedings. 1 sliould have reported these matters before, but 
Mr. Mabony was sick, and I was afraid to write in Xagree, for they hud all sworn to kill any one who 
said any thing about it. At first 1 could not tell Uugiioonath’s (subadar) mind, but when 1 found he 
was loyal, I then told him what 1 knew. 1 liave been in great dread of what the sepoys would do to 
me. for they said, if they were dismissed the service, still they would have their revenge.

2. In reply I am desired to state, that the liieiiicnant-f jovcrnor has little doubt that nothing but 
the prompt measures adopted, has prevented an insurrection in Assam, and is fully sensible to the 
ex[mliency of having European troops there, lie is however well aware that the Government of 
India would be entirely unable to comply at present with any requisition for European troops for, that 
province. 

3. All that can be done is to send up more sailors, and his Honor will eiuleavour to secure a 
steamer os soon as one can be made available, in which to ciuivcy another party of European seamen. 

4. It is probable that Munirain Dutt may lie sent to take trial under charge of this detachment, 
and the military stores asked for in your fourth paragmpli, as well as the officers for the new regiments 
if they haic been appointed, can go by the same up]Hirtunity.

I HAVB had the honor this day to receive your letter, duUnl the 30th ultimo, on the subjeoi of 
theinilitarv operations that are^o be undertaken against the mutineers of the 34th and 73rd Raiments 
of Native Infantry. 

2. Yesterday afternoon tlic mauistrutc of Svlhct informed inc, that the Uoniinissioiicr of Dacca 
had dd<^riiiin(‘d to send on the delacninciit of Her Mi\jesty*s 54th Regiment to Sylhet, and today 1 
received intelligcnee from Mr. C, II. Cuinpbd), tliat the delndimcnt in (jucation would leave Dacca on 
the inoniing of the 5th instant for this statiom 

3. Almost all tin* iutclligenoe w'c Inivc hitherto ohraitiod regarding the inovemcnts of the mutiiteers 
has been cxtrcindy vague and .unsatisfactory, hut from inforination this morning received, it seems 
now to he tolerably dear, that on the niglit of the 5tli instant, the mutineers of tl»c 34tli Regiment, 
Native Iiffaritry, were in the heavy jungles of Indcpendeiit 'riinw^rah, to the north of Agurtollah, and 
not far from that |)art of the north-western houiidairy of the Tippcrah Rajah's territory, which is con- 
tiguous to the place where the Tip|ierah and Sylhet districts meet. They were reported to be moving 
in a nortle-wcsterly direction on the 4tli instant ; hut tiie hist rc'p(»rf, received about an hour ago, states 
that they had turned, and marched towards the nurlli-eust on tin* 5tli insUinl* Their object seems to 
be to stick to the hills and jungles as long as they can. 

4. My impression is, that these inulineerM have rushed for safety into the jungles of Independent 
Tipperah without any fixed plan ur purpose, and that eventually they wdll endeavour to escape to 
the Upper Provinces through the Myniciising district, or failing iii this, they will probably attempt to 
make tnoir way to Munneepore or Assam. 

5. Under these circumstances, I have this day writl-en to the Commanding Officer of tRo detach* 
inciit of Her Majesty’s 54th Regiment, and to Mr. Campl>dl, stating, that I consider it desirable that 
half the detachment should be halted for the. present at Ajmeerigunge, it rather large baasar on the 
left bunk of the Burak river, where llierc is a police thannab,* and that the otiier half should 
be sent on ut once to Sylhet in the steamer which probably will be able to get up as far as 
Chut uck. 

fi. The <lctaclimciit at Ajmeerigunge will he able to imrsiXc and intercept the mutineers If they 
endeavour to escape to the north-west, vid the Mymensing district, and the dctacjiment at Hylhot, aiid 
the Sylhet Light Infantry Battalion will stop and ehaatisc ihein if they attempt to pass through this 
district Upwards the east, with the view' of going to Munneepore or Assam. 

7. I have, h iw'ftvcr, apprised Mr. Campbell, that our information regarding the iiiovcmettis and 
intentions of tl»c mutineers is very defective, and that lie must act on his own judgrtierii after he has 
received the latest intelligence at Ajmecrigtingc. 

H, I have dispaUrhed tlic executive engineer, Mr. Dodd, to Aiinccrigunge, and have directed hw 
to place hiiu*»clf under Mr. Cainpiicll’s orders, and to make himself generally useful to that officer, in 
obtaining iiitclligciioc, and procuring supplies for the tniops. Mr. Dod4l knows that part of the 
country very well, and will, 1 Imvc no doubt, be found very useful in tracing and following up the 
mutineers if they debouch on the plains in a w'esterly direction. 

9. I have directed Lieutenant Buist to proceed with a detachment of about sixty men of the Sylhet 
Light Infantry Battalion to Ajmeerigunge, and place himsedf under the cirdcrs of the officer eom- 
niatuiiiig the Euro{>ean troops at that place. 'I'his detachment is composed of men who have just 
escorted a large batch of convicts from the Sylhet to the Darcajail; they were carefully selected for 
that duty, aud have done it well* This detac*liment will be found, 1 think, very useful at Ajuicerigunge 
n performing various duties involving exposure U> the climate, which might prove injurious to the 
health of Bnropeaii soldiers who have only recently arrived from Knglatid. 

10. 1 have disiiatclied nine elephants U^-dav, and Iwipc Ui send down twenty more to-moiTow to 
Ajmeerigunge for tiic use of the troops, and f am collecting as many elephants as possible for the 
aamg purpose, .

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11. With reference to the fourth pariigraph of your letter^ I l)e» to state, that it appears to me 
that the Lieutenant-Governor wishes to leave the question of disarming the Sylhet Light Infantry 
Battalion, or the up-country portion of it in my Haudh, Notwithstanding the opinion which his Honor 
lias been pleased to express regarding the expediency of disanuing ‘"all the ‘Jlindoostanccs in the 
Regiment.” If 1 thought it was not intendrd U) grant nio lliis discretionary power, I should of course 
order all tlic up-country men of the battalion now at tliis station to be disarmed immediately the Euro- 
pean detachment arrives. 

12, I have given to thi.s subject that full and deliberate consideration which its very great impor- 
tance demands, and beg with much deference to state, that I km strongly of opinion t hat it is altogether 
inexpedient to dis{4||| the up-country men of the Sylhet Light Int'antry Battalion at present.* The 
regiment is composed of various tribes and castes; there are in the corps Ghoorkhas, Munnepoorees, 

’ Assamese, %lhctees, and natives of Goruckpore, and of the province of Behar, hut there is not a 
single man from Oude, or from tliose parts of the North-Western Provinces, which arc, or have been, 
in rebellion against our Government. 

I. 1. 'I lic battalion, both at licad-qunrtcrs and all tlie out-stations', has behaved in the most exem- 
plary nmniicr throughout the whole of these trying and troublous times up to the present hour. 
Their ofticers are ready to gunrantes^ the lidi'lity and good conduct of their men. 1 have lived at their 
head-c|uurter.s for more than seven months, and have very closely scratinixed their behaviour. I have 
been iinaldc to detect the slightest trace or synqilom of disloyalty or unsteadiness; I consider there 
is good ground for supjiosing tliat the battalion will eontinuc to conduct itself as it has hitherto 
done. 

II. If I was now to take advantage of the presence of Kumpean trocqis here to diKurm the 
np-eountry men of the battalion at this station, the large detachment on duty fit Cacliar would imme- 
(ii.'itely become thoroughly disorgani/ed ; and as ilicie would he no troops available to disarm that 
dctaehnient, or to do military duty in Cacliar, the inevitable consequence would be that that prosperous 
and imnroving province would ftooii be overrun and pluiulored by tlie neighbouring wild tribes, and 
probably also by some <.f the refugee Muiineepore chieftains and their followers, who reside, some of 
them ill great poverty and distress, in ('achar. 

15. Besides, my firm belief is, that if the up-country men of this battalion were disarmed now, the 
two Assam regiments, Avho have been held in cheek a great deal Iiy the good behaviour of the Sylhet 
battalion, would at once go wrong, more especially if the 7drd Regiment at Julpigoree should follow 
the mutinous evnmplc of the delachiiKUit of their regiment at Ducca. 

If). All tliese points require calm and the gr.ivcst consideration; the prosjicrity, I may say, the 
safety of ('uidiar, tlie Cossyuh, and Jyntoah Hills, ami .\ssani ; the lives of many of our countrymen, 
may be impetilled l)y u false step just now. In my deliberate judgment there U in every respect much 
less rWk in having the baflalion as it is, as long as they eonduet theiuseves well, than in disarming, at 
the present juiK'tnre, the up-country portion of it now at this station. It must be remembered that the 
Goorivhns, and other tribes, are not at all likely to join the up-country iiien, even if the latter should be 
disjiosed to do anything wrong. 

17- (.'ndcr these cireumstancos, 1 am of opinion, that it would bo at ])resent an unwise and unsafe 
iiioasure to to flisarni tlie up-country sejioys at the head-quurti rs of the battalion ; if hereafter I should 
see anytliing in their eomluct or denuanour which may lead me to doubt their fidelity, 1 will, of course, 
make u^e of the Kuropeuu troops to disiirin thorn. 

IK. It after having taken into considorntion what 1 have now ventured to urge, his Honor should 
still i)e of^qnnioii that it is expedient to disarm the up-eouiitry men of the battalion, if you will kindly 
intimate his Honor’s wishes to me by return of post, I shall In? able, in all probability, to carry 
them out 

19. Since I iMinuu nccd writing this letter I have received a dcmi-oftieinl eornmunieation from the 
8uperiiilendeiit of Cawliar, i\ porlin.;; that lie has taken precautionary measures, winch appear to me 
to be very judieions, against the mntineers of the -Itli Regiment, in case they cornC in his direction. 
He has sent orders to the Slmoshais, a wild and wailike tribe, who occupy the hills and jungles between 
Chittagong and Caehar, to attack and destroy the mutinciTs, in (‘ase they attempt to enter their 
eountry, and he has promised them rewards if they perform this service effectually. As these 
Shooshais are very desirou.s to be on good teiins with us, and will be stimulated by the hope of 
plunder, they will probably offer a very formidable obstacle to tlie advance of the mutineers should 
they attempt to turn towards Caehar. Idcutenant Stmvart has sent out seouts into the jungles to 
nroeure intelligence, and has guarded both the approaches to Gaclinr by a detachment of the Sylhet 
Light Int'antry Battalion. 

20. As Lieiituiuint Stewart seems to apprehend that some of the refugee Miinneeporc princes may 
l>e inelined to take advantage of tlie present op]iortunity to make an attempt against the Munneepo/e 
Government, 1 have this day sent off to Caehar a detachment of about fifty men of the battalion to 
strcngtlieii the military force at that station.

Sir, - Fort William^ December 5. 1857. 

WITH reference to previous 'correapondenoe regarding the steamer River Bird,’* I have the 
honor to submit, for the information of the Governor-General in Council, u reiKirt of survey on the 
hull, engines, and condition of that vessel, dated the 14tb ultimo, which I sliould have submitted 
before, but that I was desirous first of ascertaining personally from Captain Boon, who was returning 
from J urifi^ore, some further particulars* 

2. The surveyors report that no damage is perceptible in the vessel’s hull, nor in her timbers or 
decks ; the hog frame (or that arolied frame-work which spans the vessel above the dock) has drawn 
about an inch, w*hich is accounted for by its being rotten. 

3. llie removing of the engines would take a month, and the surveyors state they see no neces- 
sity for this at present, no damage to the machinery being ajiparcnt, and the y arc of opinion Uiat 
unless all ho]>es of raising tlie vessel are ultimately abandoned, the engines should not be disturbed, 
they being perfectly safe in their present position, and there being no fear of their being lost, as the 
vessel is not sinking in the sand ; whereas, in removing the innchincry, the spar and main deck, as 
also the paddle-boxes, would in a great measure have to be destroyed ; and, although in case of anti* 
niipated failure to float the vessel, everything must l>c sacrificed to save the machinery, there is no 
reason why such a conclusion should be acted upon for some months to come. 

4. The surveyors state that the “ River Bird ” should be lowered 6 feet at least by the bows to 
enable her to float, as she now lies at too great an angle, the mud to be removed as the water leaves 
her, and fresh water pumped into the hold after the sand has been cleaned out, to kccp'the inner skin 

. 402 
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wet, the vcsnel to be covered in with mats, and wetted as often as possible to preserve her from injury 
from the hot wniids of the coming season. 

Cf. The Committee recommend certain stores to be sent up to be used for floating the vessel, 
and conclude by stating their opinion that the River Bird can be raised, unless there may be any 
injury which they were unable to perceive, below water-mark. 

6*. Captain Boon has su))scquently informed me that there are about 2 feet of water over the deck 
of the River Bird from the paddle-boxes aft, and that the water recedes very slowly ; a channel 
has been cut from the vessel to the rh^er to allow the Mater around her to fall with river ; and he 
recommends that an establishment as per margin * should for the present be attaclied to the vessel to 
take charge of her, and for the purpose of clearing auray the sund and keeping the machinery clean as 
it is left by the water. 

7. Under the circumstances above represented, I would beg respectfully to recommend that the 
charge of the ** River Bird ’’ be made over to Lieutenant Forbes, the Superintendent of Nuddea Rivers, 
an engineer M'ith four stokers being attached to the vessel to look after the machinery. 

8. As the period approaches when it udll be neee'Ssnry to decide upon taking the engines out or 
not, assistance can be sent up from Calctuta, and officers and a crew can be sent to take charge of the 
vessel when notice is j^iven of their being required. 

$)• 111 the mean time, 1 M'ould propose that Mr. Hampton, the commander of the Jumna,** Mdio 
is noM' in charge of the River Birci,’^ be alloMcd to come down and resume his proper duties, and 
that such stores os arc at present deposited on the bank of the river he brought to Calcutta.

WE, the undersigned, deeming it necessary to draw up a report on the ‘Stiver Bird, for the 
information of the Superintendent of Marine, lieg to submit the following 

1. The vessel has shoivn no damage in her hull (as far as is perceptible), ncitlier in her timbers 
nor decks ; tbe bog frame has drawn about an inch, but being rotten, this can be accounted for. 

2. The removing of the engines ivould take a month ; there seems no real necessity for doing so 
at present, no damage iins appeared to the macbincry, and we are of opinion that, unless all hopes of 
raising the vessel lie abandoned, the engines should not be disturbed, tbe macliinery in its present 
position is perfectly safe, and there is no chance of its being lost, as the vessel is not sinking in the 
sand ; in removing the machinery, the spar and main deck, as also the paddle boxes, m^ouUI in a great 
measure have to be destroyed; and as the river docs not rise here before the middle of June, the 
engines could be removed a month and a-half before that time, that is, if it was found impossible to 
level tlic sliip so as to admit of floating. At present, all tliat is ncrcssary is to keep the engines clean 
and free from corrosion. 

d. We are also of opinion that the vessel should be lowered fl feet, at the least, by the bou's, to 
enable her to float ; she now lies at too great an angle ; (he mud must be removed as the water leaves 
lier; after the sand has lieen cleared from the hold, a supply of fresh Avater should be pumped in, so as 
to keep the inner skin continually wet ; she sliould be well covered in with mats outside, and M'ctted 
as often as |n>ssil)le, tiiis woidd keep her from injury by the hot M'inds. 

4. Wc Mould recommend that, as no work can be carried on before February, every opportunity 
I>e taken to send up the following stores, so that they may be ready for use, viz-; — 

As many portable pumps as cun ho spared, but certainly not less than a dozen. 

Two liundred baskets ^coal) small size. 

Two ilozeu buckets. 

2(H) casks, .sliook (to float her), coopers being sent up in April to put them together.

me bas made the following statement : — 

That on discharging Uie ewgo on the occasion in question at AUaliabad, about a handful of loose 
powder, with four or five bullets, was found wrapped up in a piece of slate-coloured pa|ier in No. 4 
hold. 

That the sepoy who was hung, or some other, had gone on board the Krishna” whilst she 
was loading with a shipping order, for the reception of some commissariat stores; that he, the 
commander, was at the time eating his tiffin, and that, out of joke, he offered a i>ortion of his tiffin to 
the sepoy, w'ho eat two mutton chops, and drunk some beer out of a teacup. 

After this he could not get rid of the sepoy, whom he looked upon as an idiot, and was obliged 
eventually to iiavc him turned out of the vessel. 

Mr. Bowen further stated, that the sepoy appeared to him at the time to be loitering about 
the vessel, us thougli desirous of prying into what was being carried on on board.

No one will wish to obtrude upon those wdio are under bereavement or sickness any show of 
ceremony which shall impose fatigue or pain. The best welcome wliich cun be tendered upon such an 
occasion is one which shall break in as little as possible upon privacy and rest. 

Hut the rescue of these sufferers is a victory beyond all price ; and in testimony of the public 
joy w'itli which it is hailed, and of the admiration w^th which their heroic endurance and courage 
liuvc been viewed, the Governor-General in Council directs that, upon the approach of the Madras” 
to Prinsep's Ghaut, a royal siilute ahull he fired from the ramparts of Fort William. 

The Governor-General in Council furtlier directs that all ships of w'ar in the river shall be dressed 
in honor of the day. 

Officers will be appointed to conduct the passengers on shore, and the state barges of the 
Governor- General will be in attendance. 

As soon as the telegraph sliall announce that the Madras'’ has passed Atcheepore, two signal 
guns will he fired from the fort.

Fort William j January 22, 1858. (No. 12.) 

IN continuation of ourlotti'r No. 8 of 1 858, dated the 8tli instant, wc have the honor 
to report our further proceedings in this department, connected with the revolt of the 
native army of Bengal. 

2. To avoid delay in the re-establishment of civil administration after the occapation 
of any district by the army, wc have authorized his Excellency the Commander-in-chief to 
issue a comiuiRsion or commissions (under Acts XIV and XVII of 1857) for the 
trial of persons charged with Imviiig committed, in any district, any of the offences 
inculitmcd in those Acta. 

8. We forward copies of the narratives furpished by the Chief Commissioner of the 
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North>West«rn Provinces, embracing the period from the Ist November to the 
90th December, 1857. 

4. We have authorized the offer of a reward, to the extent of 80,000 rupees, for the 
capture of the rebel Nawab of Furrackabad. 

5. In reply to an inquiry on the subject, we informed the Chief Commissioner Unit 
it is intended to remove the seat of the Government of the North-Western Provinces from 
Agra to Allahabad. Our reasons for this step will hereafter be explained to you. 
We desired that due notice should be given of the intended change, and that every 
arrangement, both public and private, should be made with a view to the eventual 
removal of all officers and establishments whose head-quarters are usually at the 
seat of Government. At the same time, referring to the primary object of providing 
shelter for the Buropean troops during the coming hot season, wo intimated that it woulu 
not be possible to find accommodation for even a considerable part of the Government 
offices and establishments, most of which would, therefore, have to remain at Agra for 
another year. 

6. Goruckpore having been re-occupied, we have approved, ns a temporary measure, 
the appointment of Mr. C. Wingfield to be Commissioner of that di.strict, on a salary of 
2,760 rupees per mensem. 

.7. We have requested the Lieutenant-Governor of the Central Provinces to inform 
all civil officers who have been appointed since the outbreak of the mutinies in May last, 
that they hold their appointments subject to any change that may be introduced 
into the system ot administration, and also to make future appoiniinents on the same 
understanding. * ^ 

8. Adverting to the letter from Mr. Edwards, giving an account of the mutiny at 
Budaon and of his subsequent c.vpericnces, which was inclosed in our letter to you, 
No. 117 of 1867, dated the 7th October, wo beg to state that we have requested his 
ExceHenoy the I'onimander-in-chiof to send for the native gentlemen mentioned by 
Mr. Edwards, and to invest them witli the title and khiiluts* that have been bestowed on 
them. 

2. A telegram, reeeived through the Government <»f Bengal, from the Deputy 
Magistrate oi bhergotty, to the cfl'eet that the itaiah of Singr«)wlee, with bis followers, 
had entered Soorgoojah for the purpose of eominering it, and that he was supposed to he 
acting under the orders of the liewah Rajah, has been forwarded through the Korcigti 
Department, for the information and opinion of Cnj>tain Osborne, the Political Agent 
at Kewah. 

10. We forward a copy of a despatch, eommnnicated to ns by the Government of 
Bengal, from Mr. Allen, the Officiating Meinlier <»f the Board of llevcmue, on deputation 
at Sylhet. containing an account of the operations of the Sylhet Light Infantry against 
the mutineers ot the d4th Native Infantry, ending with the engagement of the 
18th December, in which the mutineers were driven int») the jungles with heavy' loss, and 
dispersed. I'liis proof of the fidelity of the Sylhet Light Infantry has been reeeived by us 
with much satisfaction ; but w'c regret to state that Major Hyng, commanding the 
regiment, was killed on this occasion. 

11; forwarded with our last letter a correspondence resjiccting the condition of 
affairs in Sumbuljmru. On the application of the Government of Bengal we requested 
the Madras Government to strengthen the force at that pinee, without, however, 
materially weakening the column destined for Nngpore an*! the jtarts beyond it. The 
Madras Government were also requested to send witli this additional force an experienced 
officer to exercise the chief authority, both civil and military, in Sumhulporc. But you 
will perceive, from the correspondence herein inclosed, that the latter arrangimidnt has 
been altered, and that Major Bates, the officer <;omiiiaiidiiig the tOth Regiment of 
Madras Native Infantry, bos been placed by the Government ol‘ Bengal in temporary civil 
charge of the district, to be relieved eventually by Colonel F'orster, commanding the 
Shekawattcc Battalion, and that the Commissioner of ('attack has been vested with 
tbe^ powers of Commissioner in the district of Sumhulporc, in addition to his own 
division. 

12. We have sanctioned a proposal to raise' a force amongst the acclimated tribes in 
the hill tracts of Orissa for service in Sumbulpore. 

18, In commnmcation with the Government of Bengal, we have directed that 
so much of our ordera of the 8rd October last as prohibits European women and childran 
from entering any of the districts noted in the margin,! or from leaving Calcutta for that

A demi-oilieiul iu»tc from Nynce Tal mentions that Major Ramsay had been accidentally 
wounded in the hand whilst out shooting, but it is believed that the wound is not dangerous* Till 
there are more troops hci'o, or till our police organization is a little more advanced, I fear that it may 
bo out of the pi over of this Government to make permanent arrangements for the occupation of the 
Muttra, Klawah, and Mynpoorie districts, thoiigli some revenue may be perhaps got in nt>m Muttra. 
An able and, in my opinion, satisfaetoiy report on the conduct and management of the Nawab of 
Rampore, during iIk\so disturbance'^, was yesterday received from Mr. Alexander, Commissioner of 



Rohilcund^ and A^nt to Government, Bareilly. The policy pnr&ucd by the Nawnb is verj* aimilar to 
that $0 suocessfinly carried out by the Maharajah at Gwalior. Some imprudent interference bv 
Mr. Wilson, late Judge of Moradabnd. broiij^ht to notice in Mr. Ale\ni>der*s report, has liccn checkea 
with a strong hand. InteUi;'ciicc of the 4th instant, from (iwalior, eonv^^ys the impression that, a 
reipinent and batten* had advanced from Jaloun to Cal|wje on tlie .suniinons of the Nnnn. The 5tli 
Gwalior Regiment, with two Mebidpore guns that had remained with the Maharaj ili nt (iwiilior has 
followed the rest of the contingent to Jaloun. 

6. November 7. — Some reports state that the Gwalior nuitinecrs Mill not be able to complete a ‘ 
bridge wdiich they arc said to lie making at Shergurh (op|H)sitc the Oroya of our maps), for some, days 
vet, and that having entered the Nana\- service they are Ijound to cither Lucknow or Bitlioor. Gwalior 
letters mention that the force had moved on from Jaloun to Cal|H'e, ami it is now, I fear, unfortu- 
nately, certain that Lieutenant Tomkinson, of the .*i:lrd KegimenI, who went with treasure from Oral 
to Gwalior, was concealed at Ainaen till the rebels mar(*hed ; tliat a p'jorhca there, for fifty rupees, 
betrayed his hiding place a few coss off, and that lie was ilicrc murdered. By neu’s from CawnjKirc 
of tlie 3rd, I learn that the (\>iiimandor-in -chief was there hourly e..\nectcd ; and a.s 1 anticipate that 
Brigadier Grant’s column would roach Alum Bagh on the morning of that day, 1 fear it udll )m*. detained 
there till his Excellency j<»ins, and lead to another vexatious delay at a jumliirc when the gain of one 
hour might prove of inciilciilalilc advantage in the first instam*e to TiUeknow and subsccpicntly to the 
Doab. 

7. November H and SI. — Letters dated the lih, reivivod from (\iwnporc on the Hth instant, 
state that the Coininaiuler-in-chicf had arrived there on the .ird, and Mas !<» hold a levee on the 
4th ; that tlie Banda rebels had been successfully allaekcd at Kujwa and entirely routed, wxXh the loss 
of three guns. liCtters from Gunlior report that the mutincer.s had reached Uampore, u ioM'n and 
fori belonging to a talookdar in a ceded district of Scindiah’s, attmdicd to Jaloun, demanded a month’s 
pay from the talookdar, and on being refused began to halter his fort, whieli he Mas replying to M'itli 
fourteen guns. This talookdar has eertain independent jxuvors, and it is believed that his fort is 
pretty strong. There is little dbuht that the Joudporc. T<egion 1ms (juitted flic vicinity of Ajinere. 
Mhich should noM' render Brigadier Lawrence’s task there a light one. The legion is reliably reported 
to be moving nortlnvard tbrougli Slickawattee or along its MvstM'urd border, (leiiernl Peniiv, instead 
of calling in Brigadier Sliower.s’ column to refit, as be bud intended, now ineaiiH it to Mateb the legion, 
and General Van Cortland bus also been M'arned of its movements. Mr. AlexaiuU r, C'oniiniNsioner of 
Robilcund, in a letter dated otb instant, reports, that on bis own responsibility be bad sneei'edcil in 
raising and locating 150 Hindoo borsemeii nt the foot of the bills, a step wbicb this (io\eriiineiit 
has approved. 

8. November 10. — The (iMalior mutineers have taken the fort of Uampore, nnd canied the 
talookdar on mUIi them to Jaloun. There has probably been cMillusion between the parties. 'Mie 
llao of Mynpooric has Mritten for permission to repair his fort, M'liieli Mas partially desfrojed hy 
Brigadier Grant's column. I liavc aulborized bis doing so, for it never can be made strong, and 
I conceive it proper tlml he should he in a jiosition to protect himself against detached bodies 
of rebels. I have furtlicr promised to use iny iidbienee with tite Supreme ( lovernmeiit to liavu 
him raised to the rank and title of Rajah, provided be. eontinues to give*, the satisbu'tion wbieb be has 
liitherto done. Several rcjiorts, wbieli, bowever, re<|uire eonfirnmtion, assert that the. rutieghur 
rebels have pushed forward a Ixidy of I,CtM) foot, fiOO horses, and twri guns to AllyLiunge, about 
sixteen coss from Klia.sguiigc. There is an uneasy feeling tlirougliont the IJnper Doab, nliared in 
by our Sikh allies and ollicrs, that tlie long proinisrd uiit from England or C/Uicutta is a myth, and 
the sooner this is removed by the presence of some fii’sh troops from behiw the better, for the coii.se- 
queiiees may otlicrwise disagreeable. If no oilier measure can lie adopted, it Mould be juclieious to 
effect a relief, and wlieii circumstaiici's admit, to send fresh troops upwards and push Nome of the old 
ones doM'ii below. Colonel (’olton's detacbinent is expeeted in t O' morrow ; Mr. M. 'rimndiill, who 
accompanied it, has succeeded in collecting about l(i,iK>tl rupees of revenue, a seu^oiiahle aid to the 
finances here at tlii.s juncture. 

9. November 11. — The R-io, con>eious of bis Mcakiicss, is reportiwl to liave left Myii|KMiri<* in fear 
of the Futtcb|;liur rebels said to be at Allyguiige. Captain Nixon lias suceessfiillv clisplnecd the 
temporary Minister at Bliurtpore, and assumed charge of the (loverninent there in a most creditable 
manner. Mr. Cocks has dispatched to Agra a further sum of from 5t) to f>o,(Mio ni))Ci's, collected at 
Allygliur. If there Merc only men, money iniglit nadily be colle<*ted anywliere in the North-W<!Steiii 
Provinces. The Mhow brigade is belicvc<l to be rnarebing on Muiide-^ore, ami if if siieceeds in 
punishing the rebels there, the country from Mhow to Ajmcrc will be mucli rclievefl — t)ie iiicjveinenl 
of the Joudporc Legion to the north being positive. 

10. November 12 and 13.— Brigadier Sliower.s* column, it now appears, returned Delhi on the 
8th instant, men and cattle liciiig much knocked up and requiring rest ; but on inteliigence being 
received that the Joudporc Legion, with nine or twtdve guns, Rao 'loolsee Ram’s force, and tbt? 
Jhujjur Irregular Cavalry, &c,, liad invadad the Tliuggec territory, and were at Narnoul on the 
9th instant, threatening the fort of Kaiiouiid. now uc!rii|)icd hy one of our neu ly raised Seikh corps, 
a new moveable column, under Colonel Gerrard, marched on the evening of the same day to (Joorgadii 
ea rotie to Kewarcc, to cut off the relieU from Mewat. Wullcedad Khan has also re- appeared at 
Ram Gbaul^ii the Ganges with a large force of relreU and sonic guns, hut reinforcements have been 
sent from Meerut to Boolundshuhur, and it is extremely doubtful whether the rcliels wWl dure to 
re*cro 5 s the Ganges. Mr. M. Tbornliill lias collected a further sum of about ;>4,()0t) rupees at Muttra, 
a result consec|uent on the march of Colonel Cottoir.s dctuchincnt through the district. In a private 
letter of 26tb ultimo, to tny address, Sir U. Shakespear, Ri^sident of Baroda, inciitioiKul that many of 
the Poorbeea sq>oys of the Bombay army do not Itelieve that Delhi has fallen, because they have 
received no letters from their friends or relatives cormborative of the fact, and he therefore suggested 
that every publicity should lie given to the native community that the post M*as now open for tiic 
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transmission of their letters. 1 have accordingly directed information to be given at Delhi^ Meeiut 
and here, that the post is now open to Bombay for the conveyance of light native letters. I find I 
have hitlierto omitted to note the receipt of a derni ofticial coninuinication from Sir John Lawrence 
inquiring whether the senices and merits of the Rajah of Pottealah would be deemed by this 
(jovernineiit an off-set against any demerits on the part of the Rana of Dhplepore, who is eonnectod 
by intermarriage with ilie former, and whether this (Jovernment would permit a body of 500 horse to 
bo sent to the aid of ilic liana, some of whose (JoojuT subjects arc tronl)lcs(»me. In reply^ I observed, 
liiat no charge had ever been made against the llnnii for coniplicity with the mutineers, his only 
crime, as far as known to this Oovernment, heing his weakness ; and thcnigh it is well known that 
the rniitincors had possessed themselves of several of his guns (which were captured here on the 
loth ultimo), there was every reason to believe that they were given up through the instrumentality of 
Ills Uonjhur minister, but that under any circumstances, and however guilty nie Rana might be sub- 
sequently proved, this (jovernment would accept the valuable and ever-to-he-reincmbered services of 
Ills relative us an off-KCt against any iniscondtu;! of his, and would permit the offered aid of 500 
horsemen to be sent to him. When opportunity ]>ermi1s, however, it will be necessary to inquire into 
the eondnet of bis minister, who, it is believed, iboiigli not proved, was compelled to accompany the 
mutineers, fought against us on the KJtli ultimo, and is now in hostile opposition to his master. As I 
consider it benelieial that the troops here should move about the country whenever practicable, I have 
ordered the detnehincnt lidely commanded by (\>lonel Cotton to proceed towards AUyghur to-morrow 
morning, under tlic command of Tneutenant-Colonel Riddell, with a view of making a demonstration 
in that (piartcr, and if necessary, of moving ns far as Ktab, on the Grand Trunk Road, to dislodge or 
alarm the advanced body <if Knttehghiir rebels, represented to be close to Khasgunge. As the 
telegraph is o]) 0 .n hetween Agra and Allyguhr, tliis detachnient will he well in hand, and will he used 
agreeably to <’ircurnslanees. Portions of some of the reocntly raised regiments of Gwalior mutineers 
arc reported to have erossed the .Inmna at Sberegluir, without guns, but accompanied by the late 
Unjali of Mynpoorie, and may, 1 fear, be strong enough to occupy and plunder both Etawah and 
Mynpoorie, which 1 have not tlie means tif preventing, though the contemplated movement of Colonel 
Kidd('ll*s di'taclnnent in the direction of F.tan may perhaps tend to protect the latter. 

11. AVicew/Aer )'1. — All accounts now coiieur that the main body of the Gwalior mutineers are 
now m(»viiig on Galpcc, witli the siijiposed intention of crossing the Jumna and attacking Cawnpore, 
which uns very weak on the <^tli itistanf, as Sir Colin Campbell had pushed on most of 3ie available 
tr(»(»ps towards liiicknow. Private letters from Ncemueh apprehend an attack by the Mundesore 
rebels, ami as the writers there did not positively know whether the Mhow hrigade w'as moving on 
Mundesore or not, their letters arc by no means of a cbcerfiil character. 

J*J. Sorimhur 1 .5.— One Jmndred liorserncn of the i.ew Sikli poliiv. raised at Meerut have arrived 
here, lifty more having been left at Allyghur, but they have also been directed to join. A private 
leUt-r received yesterday, mentions tliat Sir Colin Cnnipbell was at Cawnpore on the 9th, pushing on 
further nMiiforeements towtirds Lueknoy. I calculate that, inclusive of the garrison at Alumbagh, 
but exclusive of that in the Kesidenc^y and naillie (so called after the well-known resident of that name) 
Guard, his Excellency the < Vtmmander-in-chief niust on 9tli instant have liad a splendid force of 
0,600 men at his disposal ; and there is, I think, a slight probability that the enemy will be dis- 
couraged on its advance, and tliat his Execllem'y may meet a fainter opposition than is at present 
expected. Hiere arc now ready here for despatch to ('awnpore about 2,500 camels and 1,000 hackeries 
with stores, eslablisliments of all kiruls, wlicneve.r eircumstufices will admit of their being tent onwards. 
In eoneliision, it will be gratifying to your Lordship to know tliat most of the transactions embraced 
in this narrative have been satisfactory; that order is being restored in many parts of these Provinces; 
that the tinnneial operations generally have been successful; that considerable progress Inis been made 
ill the organiKatioii of police; that the restoration of the customs line has been commenced, and a 
small amount of money already collect ed by that department ; and, hindly, that if the next fifteen to 
thirty days can be tided over successfully, there is every reason to anticipate that the authority of* 
Government will again' be restored, in tlie. Doub at all events, on a firmer and better basis than 
heretofore, though it will be tlie labour of years to cheek partial outbreak, dacoity, and graver crimes 
against law and society.

The Chit»f Cainmissloner^ Korth-Wvntern Provinces, to the Governor-General of India in Council. 

My Lord, ^gra Fort^ December 3, 1857* 

1 HAVE the honor, in continuation of my coinnuinication of the 19th ultimo, to submit my 
iiUrrative diary of events to 3<)th ultimo. 

2. November 1(5, 1857. — Intelligence this day received that the fort at Neemuch^ which was 
invested by the Mundcsoiv rebels on the 9th instant, but they had there only one 9-poundir and some 
smaller guns, and tlieir practice was harmless, their powder 1)eing weak, and their round shot partly 
made of load. No immediate apprehension was entertained at the time, and the Mhow oolumti was 
then believed to he at Jowrnh, about (lO miles froiu Nseinuch, and, if so, would be able soon to come 
to its relief. 

J. November 1/. — The Lower Doab, including the Mynpoorie and Etawah districts, is getting 
nto disorder. The Rajah of Mynpoorie has again returned into the district, and the Rao being unsuj)- 
ported by the (diowmis has been obliged to quit, and arrived here last night irith about 300 followers, 
'riiere is every rt'ason to believe that a portion of the Gwalior mutineers have crossed the Jumna at 
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CalpeOi and consequent on this move and on the many detochcd bodies of mutineers in the Cawnpore 
district, it is natural to anticipate that our communications will be interrupted for some days. Lieutenant- 
Colonel RiddelFs detachment will arrive to-dky at Secuiidra Kao, in support of an advanced body under 
command of Major Eld^ who was pushing on from Allyghurto Ktah to the assistancepf Mr. Churdier, 
whose position tliere was one of some delicacy, in consequenc^e of tlie proximity of the advanced 
body of Futteghur rebels. Mr. Cocks, who accompanied Mr. Eld, reports that he will be to-day at 
Kta^ to-morrow at Khasghunge, and on the 1 11th at Khutchia Ghaut ; and would then return to 
Aliyghur, vid Atrowlea, which has always Itccn a troublesome villas^e. 1 do not appmve of this 
forward march on Kutchia Ghaut, but there is now no time tu ))revent it ; I am however glad that 
Colonel Riddell’s detachment is in such close proximity ; as he will mou' In a parallel line, he will be 
able to give Major Eld support if required. 

4. November 18 and 19. — Mr. Alexander, in a letter dated Nynce Tal, 15th instant, reports that a 
well-known person in the Moradabad district, named Uoolaar Alec, and who at one time disputed the 
succession with the present Nawnb of Rnmpore, was about to give trouble, hut tliat the Niiwab had 
ordered out a force of 1,000 foot. 2<M) horse, and two guns, to Umruha, to oppose him with a fair hope 
of success. Major Ramsay reinirts that he is sooti likely to feel the- want of funds, and has therefore 
iHsen authorised to draw bills on Calcutta at a discount of frtnn 5 to 7 i>er cent., ami on Agra to the 
extent of .50,000 rupees, at a discount of *i per cent. (*oloiiel Uiddeirs detachment was to-day at 
SecuTidra Rao. He reports the country to he in as high a state of cultivation ns before the outbreak 
though the absence of traffic on the (Iraiid Trunk Road is very apparent. Major Eld’s detachment 
had arrived at Etali, and Mr. Cocks hail eolle<*led 15, (KK) rupees tliere. The niareh of tliese detach- 
ments has done much good. The Muttni collections progress very satisfactorily. An extract from a 

* native letter states that the Mewattees besieging Neeinurh bad sutVered a loss of 2(M) men on the 
9lh instant, but the infurniatum is sc'urcely to he relied 4iii. Private letters from Delhi mention that 
the Joudpore mutineers had been signally defeatmi at Narroul, with the loss of all their guns, but at 
a considerable saerifiee of life omour part ; they are stated to have lied soiitliwards. Instructions have, 
been sent to Jeyporc and Rlmrlport' to cut up and destroy any broken bodies entering those states. 
As anticipated, our eommunieaiions with Cawnpore are partially interrupted, for though the post of 
tlie 14th arrived safely here to-day (19th), two of four eossirfs on whom letters were found were 
arrested at Tiroon, and carried offi hound to 8hewloe on the Grand 'Prunk Rond, where some of the 
Nana’s troops were seen ; the other two arrived here without letters. 'Plie party left (hiwnpore on 
the 14tli instant, and our despatches of that day arc (*on.scqucntly lost. 

5k Novembp 20. — Captain. McDonald, under date 15th, writes from Dcolee, that on a date, 
presumed by him to be the 12th, the relicts had made no impression on Nc^mucli, and that the Mhow 
column, which was at Aughera in the early part of the montli, would inarch on M undepore alioui the 
5th instant* If so, the column might reach that place, which is about 2H miles disUint from 
Neemueh, in ten days, and thus lead to the relief of the heleagured garrison. 

fi. November 21. — About 700 Infantry and 150 Artillery^ natives of Gwalior, arc reported to Imi'c 
left the reliels when they erosswl the Jnmna at (’aljiee. There i.s, 1 fear, little doubt that the renmining 
portion of the Mehidpore contingent chiefly Infantry, witli fierlmps some Artillery, mutinied on the 
14th or 15th instant. It would appear that as the Miiow eolumii approuclied IvuclinHle, a part of the 
Mundenorc rebels went to Mehidpore, where their junction with the ciontingent had been priMirraiiged. 
Major Timmins and w'ifc had escaped toOojein, where they were received by Seiiuliah’s Soubuli, and 
sent into the camp of flic Mhow coiiimn, but two officers are reported to have been murdered. The 
Delhi column was at Narroul on the 17th ; a part of our (*avalry was in pursuit of the enemy, and, if 
found in force, the whole column would itinvc after (hem on the Ixth. It is now positive that the 
rebels have fled eastward on Raivul uikI Kamptee, and not soutliward as was at lirst .supposed. 
Twenty-four inferior menvhers of the royal family were, executed at Delhi on the iMth iji.Hlant, and 
Hukeem Ulxlool lluck, one of the nio.st influential rebels, was executed on the 19th. Colonel (’otton, 

• I regret to say, lias been compelled avail himself of a nionth\ privilege leave to rt fM)V4*r fi4)m the 
effects of severe illness contracted on his march to Muttra. 1,50,(M)0 rupees have hcim nsrived into 
the treasury here from Muttra, and 15, (KK) from Kydalmd on the I9th instant. Major Kid’s detaclimcnt 
had most successively cannonaded the rcliel camp on tiie opposite side of tlie river at Kutchln Ghaut, 
killing three horses and twenty-eight men, including three regular se|ioys, and wounding some, lliirty 
more in a most frightful nianticr; an elephant was also wounded; we suflerecl no loss, and the rebels 
were com|)elled to move their caiiij) about a mile from the river bank. Tliey consisted of about 200 
of our late Irregular Cavalry, 300 regular sepoys, and 7^^> armed nilible, with a crowd of evil-disposed 
persons. To Major Eld, 1 su.spcct, belongs the honour of having first sliown ourselves in strength 
to the Rohilcund reliels. Mr. (.Jocks had collected H,0(Kl rupees at Khasgiingc, and writes that “the 
people, who had not seen a white fa(X! for six months, came (mii of their villages hy trooin*, and here 
the Hindoos are really happy to have us even for a day.” Major Eld also \vril*»s (hat “ it was grati- 
fying in the extreme to witness the cordiality and Iicartiness of our reccjition by the Hindoos of every 
class. Sarun is a very large and populous town, and hundreds upon liundredH crowded round us, 
every one with a kind word, hailing us as deliverers, and praying that we might ronoucr and free them 
from the state of anarchy and confusion from w*hich the whole counfry had for months been suffering.” 
AU aooounia concur that VVuIloedad Khan had go.oc to Futteghur. 

7* November 22 and 23. — Lieutenant-Colonel Uiddcdl had rci^jivcd alxiut 54,000 rupees froin the 
Awa Tehaeeli and would march with it on Uie 24th on his return iu Agra. The oflicers with their 
families, moving from Nusscerabad to Agra, had arrived at Jeyporc on the 19th, and would recum* 
inenoe their march to Agra on the 20tli. The Mhow brigade is re|K)rted to have marched from 
Kuchnide on Mehidpore. All were in the I’uiijab on the 19th instant. 

8. November 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, and 29. — Iiidis|K)sition has prevented me from noting in 
suoceasion the events of the last few days. During these days the remainder of the Joudimre Legion, 
in broken bodies, crossed the Jiimna bv ghauts to the north of Muttra, and moved so rapidly through 
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tlic ill the direction of Mynpoorie, that Colonel Riddell, who was hastening to Hattrass, in die 

hopes of inj^ercepting them, has failed to do .so, atid, in fact, until our Cavalry are more numerous, it 
will he vain tcj exjicet any other result. The OCK) camels (vide previous narrative) dispatched towards 
Cawnporc were unable to proceed further than Etawah, owing to the disturbed state of the country to 
the eastward, and returned here on the 2Uh instant. The Mundesore rebels have been ' signally 
defeated in an attempt to escalade the fort at Neernueh on the 21st, and evacuated the station on the 
22iid in*itant, (consequent, it is believed, on the near approach of the Miiow (column. A correspondent 
statc.s his h(cli(cf that the (country docs not sympatliizc with these rebels, who arc the scum of the 
earth, religious fiinatics, with a strong scent for plunder and rapine. The Jeyporc triliutc money, &c., 
arrived liere on the 27th instant. The Nusscerahad olHccrs arc expected in on the 4th proximo. 
Ueliahle intelligence having been received, on the 28th instant, of Nynee Tal l>cing again threatened 
by a large forcce of rebels, said to amount to 5«()00 men, with four guns, under tlic command of 
Fuzl link, the brother of a deputy collector named Molieen, now at Agra, I considered it rny duty to 
order his person to he seized and put under restraint. There is much party feeling amongst the 
community h(*re r(vHp(*rtiiig tliis person, some asserting his i>orfcct innocence and probity, and others 
aHinniiig him to be a traitor of the deepest dy(* ; as yet, notliing certainly has been proved against him, 
l)Ut h(c will he treated with every (Hinsidcratiun consistent with his seccurity, and shall have a fair aiul 
imnartiul trial wlucn cireii instances admit. Most of the ladies, I am liappy to say, have left Nynce 
Tal for other hill stations. All (piieL at Jeypoiv and Hhurtpore. Instead of the otK) Horse which the 
Uajali of Puttealji desired to send to the airl of his kinsman of Dholpore, this Government has been 
olFuciaily infoniucd that he intends dispatehiiig a body of about 2,(K.K) mem with four guns, a measure 
wliieli I am rather glad of than otherwise, for tluc march of a friendly column tbrough our districts 
will no doubt liavn a good effect, and its action in the territory of Dholpore may tend to quiet that 
portion of the Agra distriet on the right hank of the Jumna. Two civil servants have been directed 
to ac(;oinpaiiy these troops through our (listri()ts. There is now no doubt, I regret to mention, that 
bodies of the Futteghur rebels liave pushed forward to Suhawiir, wlii(*h is not far distant from Khas* 
gunge; and there is every reason to anticipate that the (Country th(*re, and as far as Etah and 
Mynpooru^ will again be in flame, ami insurreetion and plunder for a time reign paramount. One 
of our sj)ic.s, wlio h'ft Futt(‘ghur on the ‘J.’itb, and returned lierc on the 2Hth instant, reports that 
the Nawab is in a great slate of alurni ; that there arc a large number of rebels and mutinous se|>oys 
to the cxiciil (»f about six regiments there, that the latter are regularly ])aid, but the otliers arc some 
three or four mouths in arear.s; that iron was brought from Mynpoorie to make balls of; that ammu- 
iiilion was not [ilentiful, as it was expended in (sierciiig the zemindars almost as fast ns it was made; 
that, a slializuda, fourtc'eii or fifteim ytiars of agci, readied Futt(\gbur with twenty-five sowars, after 
tin? capture of Delhi; that he is lodgcal in the fort, treated with much consideration, and visits the 
Nawab daily, but lie is not believed to have any authority. The messenger saw bi.n driving out in an 
FiUgliNh carriage to visit the Nawab, but could not learn his name; and finally that the Sfynpoorie 
Ibijah uas at l\itt(^gbur four days ago. Tlie OHicuiting Commissioner ami Agent, (ioveriior-Ocncral 
al |)ellii, reports in a public (Mimmunmution, dated 27 tb instant, the iustruelions wbi(di lie has given 
under authority of Sir J. Lawrence for the trial, by a military commi.ssion, of the cx-King of Delhi, 
the Nawahs of Dadree, Jhuggur, and Ftirruknuggcr, and the Uajah of Hullubghur. 

9. Suvvmhvr ,'iO. ' Seindiah \csterday sent in here Serjeants Callow and Jarvis of the Gwalior 
('oiitingeiit, with the family of the former; they liud been conecNilcd siiurc the. J 7th June last in the 
(iwidior jungles near I'irmour. Six more Kuiiilnmd refugees, ehietly Etirasians, reached Allyghur in 
safety on the 29th instant, and nine ehildren, one of whom died subsequently, were brought into 
Mr. \Vilsoii\s ramp at (iunjuiree, one inareh from Saruin, on the 2.Sth instant. It is reported from 
Nusscornimd, under date 2oth instant, that Mewatee prisoners, several without noses, are being brought 
into the fortified s(piare of Neomueh to bo disposed of according to law. (.\doiicl Riddell’s detaeli- 
iiiciit returns to Agra toiiiorrow, and I a ill then send a portion of it towards Fiittehahad on the right# 
bank of tin; Jiinina, to coerce .some villages in its iieigbbourliood, as the magistrate now there, with 
some jioliiT, docs not feel liimself sticuig enough to do so. During the period embraced in this 
narrative, there liave been steady improvements in all respects, except in the quiet and pacificafton of 
th<’ districts in the Doab to the east of this, which arc in a more disturlied state than ever, for 
Mynpoorie, Fitawah, Fntteghur, Cawnporc, and part of Allyghur, are overrun with mutineers, 
rebels, plunderers, and robliers, and tJieie is no probability nf these districts quieting down till we are 
in force at .Mynpoorie, or some eenlrieal point ; otherwise our finances have improved, for on this day 
we ha\e nearly t('ii lacs in the treasury here, and Meerut and Delhi are also well supplied. Our 
polic'c is progressing, roeruiting for the Uamgliur and Jat ('orps, thoiigli slow, is satisfactory.. Preli- 
minary arrangements have also been made f«ir raising a seeoiul regiment to consist of two troops of 
Sikhs, two of Juts, and two of other castes, as it would not be practieiiblc to raise another corps of 
Juts alone as (U'sired by the Supreme (lovcrniiicnt. tleiieral Penny will be written to to make 
airaiigemeiits for biTuking in about .jnO horses and mares available from the Ilaupperand 8aharuiipore 
studs; and as I am in hope's that M;ijor UaikcxS, Government Agent for the jmrehase of horses, will 
soon be. able to collect about fifty more, I anticipate that on the expiration of six or seven weeks wc 
mav have UM) horses ready trained for the use of a dragoon or otner European mounted regiment. 
Your Lordship has heen addressed regarding the Disarming Act, and I tnist shortly to be able to lay 
before you suggestions for tlic reorganization of the police, and a scheme for the iiulcrnnificatioii of 
parties wlm have suffered Ioss<\s since the outhreak. It is now generally understood here that Oude 
IS for the present to bo eompletoly evacuated, a measure which will, I fear, for .some time, at all event‘d, 
Inivo uu injurious effect ou the ualivo States iu alliance with us, and in the more distant parts of this 
empire, when the step may he ;\ttributed to weakness ou our part.

IN continuation of my despatch of the 3rd instant, I have the honor to submit my narrative 
diary of events to 15th. 

2. December 1 and 2. — Intelligence has this day l>een received, announcing tlie demise of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Cotton^ late in command of the garrison at Dcyra, on the 28th nltinio. His loss 
is much to lie deplored at the present juncture, for he was a brave, gallant, daring, and dashing 
soldier, well suited to the emergencies of the times. Lieutenant-Colonel Riddell, the next senior 
oiScer belonging to the garrison, assumes its command, subject to contirmution. 

5. Z)eceiw&r 3.— The head -quarters 'of 'Her Majesty’s 83rd, with some guns, reached Nussee- 
rabad on the 28th ultimo. The Mimw column (so writes Major Durand, in a private letter to my 
address) has been eminently successful, all the Mehidporc guns and those of otherwelads^haviiig Ihhui 
taken, and the enemy so completely broken and disorganiacd at Muiidcsore, that the remnant of the 
Shahsada’s force was making its way, it is supposed, towards Kotah, through the jungle*!!, in small 
scattered parties, avoiding towns and villages, ns the |ii>pulation liud turned against, and was 
destroying them. 

4. December 4. — A private letter, dated Nceniuch, 28ih ultimo, sUAvh that about 1,?(W) d<*ad 
lK>dies were counted on the buUle-tieUl, to the north of Mundesore, that 200 rehi?ls lm«l been blown 
away from guns, and that 150 more were being sent into Ncenmidi for trial. 'Fen UobilcMind icfugec 
Christians, consisting of four males three females, and three (*hildrcn, named Peters, reached Allygimr 
yesterday. Kliosgungc is aga^ri in a tlaiiic, Soron and Ktnh will soon ])c so, and I have every n^ason to 
believe and apprehend that we shall again he thr<*alene«l by the rebels within twenty to twenty- four 
miles of Agra and Allyghiir respectively. Helicving lliis, 1 have tonliiy urged on (jieneral Penny the 
expediency of his sending his moveable column to Allyghur at oiuc, without waiting for the earriug**, 
stores, Ike., which he. intended dispatcl/ing on the IHth instant, and incnlioiuMl that I could 
supply the Coniniandcr-in-chiers immediate wants in tliose respects from our own rescnirees 
licre. I regret to have to report, the murder of (*howbey (jhiinsmm Doss, the blind tehseldar of 
llutlrnss. He was sliot by the rebel Irregular Cavalry whilst frying to cHeet his e>ra|>e fnaii 
Khasguiige upon a camel. In respect to this woitlty and most excellent s(T\ant, Mr. Corbies writes as 
follows: -** 1 am sure ibal the (Miief (^uiimissioner will regret, as every one. w'ho knew the man must, 
tins sad end to one 4if the noblest and warm-hearted friends of our nation and (lovernineiit. Amongst 
any race of men, Cbowbey (iliunsiam Doss would have been conspicuous for bravery, intelligenee, 
fidelity, and honor. To me the blow was a heavy mie, ami there was not a single Kiiglishman in the 
force who had not a g<»od wonl to say of this worthy, valuable iiiaii.** 

, 5, Decembtr 5. — ,\ letter from Mr. Mutiti)n, the enstomx patrol of Nur.si ngpo re, apparently dated 

4t)i Novcinher, arrived here this day, nicntioning that that district was also in rebeUmn, nml that more 
than half liis .subordinates had joined the rebels, A letter from Mr. Saple, of yeHterdaj's date, 
mentions that liis district has been partially di.Hturbefl by llm appearance of the last remnant c»f the 
Joudporc Ix^gion ill it ; and as they arc said to have been joined by large iiunihcrs of (joojiiis, he 
ftiitictpates sonic trouble in putting them down, which adds to his diflicultics, um the rebels across tin* 
Ganges are daily hceomiiig bolder, and even showing tbemselves in tnasscH on the banks. 'Dm: 
Political Agent of Gwalior has long ere this informed your liordsbin of rny intention of gi\ irig the. 
Maharajah four of the t)-pounder guns captured here on the 10th Oetooer. 1 might also have, been 
able to have added a bowitser, but for obviouH reasons abstained from doing so. Clpinioiis vary miicli 
as to the policy of this step, but I am eonfhlent that it. is a wi.se and judieiouH one mi(h*r fite peculiar 
circumstances of the case, which Major Maepherson han alnndy fully slated to >our fiordship, ami 
which I conceive justified mein soliciting sanction (us I have this day clone) to tlieir laing made o\er in 
gift to the Maharajah, without demanding any payment, us was done in tiie ease«if oti.er guns pn*,viously 
handed over to him. The cash balancre in the Agra treasury, on the 31 .st October, wac 
4,29,.580 rufiees 3 annas 5 pice. On the 30Ui Noveinher, if was 0,73,1 rupers (i atmas 6 pie< , 
tliougl) the military expenditure during the month was inueh heavier than uMUii. 'riiis may bo 
considered very .satisfactory. I le.arn that enoriiious quantilies of sait are now stoied at Kliurtj) ore, 
and will be dispatched for shipment immediately tlic navigation of the .Junina is open, and Kljoiihi 
this occur in the courne of the month, rncirrnouH inrreasc of ic\eiiiie, to the extent of above 
twenty lacs of rupees, will be added to our leMniirea, and firohahly admit of our a ithoiizing 
other treasuries to draw upon Agra for considerable annnmtH. 

6. December 6, 7f — Cawriirorc has Imto heriiietirally sealed sinec fin? 2fHh, and Lucknow 

since llHh ultimo. We, consequentiy, know little of events from these rpjurters, except {nmt the 
cxaiiiinations of cossids, whose accounts, ger^erally speaking, arc eonfnscd ami imrcbalife. A moCeidde 
column, under Colonel Seaton, has Irceri dtspaUdjcd from Dedhi. uml w ill reueh Allyghur on Friday, 
the llih. I have dispatched a slight reinforcement from this to join it ; and as the Allyghur garrison 
can also spare some men, the column will iHituist of from 2,1(J<) to 2.21X1 lighting men, with nine to 
eleven guns, and will Ire sufficiently strong to crush any hmly of mutineers at pn^sent cither at 
Kbssgunge, Etah, or Myiipoorie. A letter from Neemuch, dated JOfh ultimo, incntions that a 
number of the Mutulesore rebels had taken up a posirion at 8ingowlee, but that as Mh</w was 
tlireatcned (it was not stated by wlioui) the Mhow column waSi|aboui to return in a day or twe, 
rid Oojeiii. 

7. December 9, 10, 11, and 12. — Colonel ScatonS column arrive d at Allyghur on Uth instant, 

and would probably march to Secundra Uao on 12tli. ' * 
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8. December 1.1. — ^Tlic Hoolundshuhur column, with Mr. Sapte, which hatf^ for some time 
been ohnerviii];; the rebels in the direction of Khasgunf^e/was yesterday at Churrah, fifteen miles north 
of tliut jilace ; and as Colonel Seaton was also moving on it by a flank movement and by forced inarches, 
tlirre is, I think, a fair probability of bis coining iiii with and punishing them, a result which should 
be known within the next two or three days. Tliough there has been no uiBctal communieiition 
of the fact, native rr*ports from all quarters are so consistent that there can he no doubt of the Qwalior 
and other iniitinccrs before ('awnpore having been signally defeated wdth great loss. • 

December M.— There is, I fear, no doubt that the two mutinous regiments at Kotah took posses* 
hioii of the town and palace on the 5tli instant, and it is natural to infer that the king and minister are in 
tlii'ir hand;*, hut no ulrocitics appear to ha\’e been committed. The Mewatlies in the Goorgaon 
district are a:;ain represented as ready for iniMdiief, but the local police will probably be suRicient to 
keep thorn d<»\vii, and as 1 have finally resolved that the Putiiala troops will march down this, the right 
hank lif the .Inmiia, the moral cllVct of their presence will doubtless be good, and may tend to overawe 
the disuffected in any distriils through wliirli they pass. 

10. Deamher 15.- -I Imve hitherto omitted to mention that, during the early part of this month, 
1 found it iiercssary to dispati-h a siiiall body of troops, under command of Major Heniicssy, late of the 
(fwsilior (’onliiigcn^ in tlir direction of Futteeahad, in this district, and from twenty tu twenty-four 
miles south-east of Agra, to punish some villages which had fired uix)n our {loliee, and were in open 
and imdisgni.scd rebellion. The duty was performed w'cll and successfully, six only of the dotaohmeiito 
being wounded, none scviTcly, whilst the walled villages of Obhey Cliund and Dumolah Burra, with 
Ijreastvvorks defended by the inhahitaiils of twelve insurgent villages, aided and encouraged by sonte 
mutinous sepoys, were severely punished, witli a loss of about 100 men, inclusive of mutinous sepoys. 
The elfeet of this punishment has been good, and that portion of the Agra district may for the present 
he considered (|uiel. 1 regret my inability to report favourably on the state of progress of events 
during the last liftecn davK, for though minor matters have not retrograded, misrule, disorder, pillage, 
and plunder, have, greatly increased in the districts of the Douh, ana to the north and cost of Agra, 
which may he said to have been entirely at tht^ mercy of mutineers and rebels, till the I4ih instant, 
w'hcn (kilonel Senton’.s (‘olmiiii was so fortumite ns t(» close with a large body of the enemy on the 
hunks of tlie Neern-Niuldee, near (fungereo, a village uhoiit twelve miles west of Khasgunge, and after 
a short hiil hiillinnt coiitlict, coin))Ictelv broke them, killing from ].>() to and capturing two 
r)>])ouiider and one l)-pounder guns, all (jovernmeiit property, with, I deeply regret to add, a loss 
to us of three <’aiahiueer ollicers killed and a laiieer ofticer woimded, and eleven men killed and forty- 
one men woundeil. The death of C^iptaiu Wurdhw, of the (.Carabineers, is deeply to he flej>lored and 
lamented, as he is represented by all to linve been a gallant, talented, and beloved Cavalry leader. 
The C’ommander-iii-cluers complete sneeess at Ciuvnporo, of wdiie.h wc Have to-day, for the first 
time, r<’('(‘ived positive assurance, added to Colonel Seat()n\s hrilliant affair, induces me to-day 
to view' afl’airs i>i a iniudi more, (dieerful light than I was prepared to have done yesterday ; for I now 
think it probable that, ere the termination of the month, order may he restored in the Uoab, if not 
completely, at all events (o an extent infinitely greater than there, has been since the outbreak. Our 
recruiting goes on well. I liave, for instance, already been able to offer the ^<crviccs of 3(X) horsemen 
(|{iinn>ltur horse and polii'o) to his Exeellency the (kuninaiuler-in-chief, who is said to be much In 
want of cavalry. On tlie other hand our collections have, 1 fear, decreased, and wc have had heavy 
demaiuls upon us. The (\invoy escorted by Colonel Se.aton to Allyghur, and now under its w^alls, has 
alone Ixhmi supplied with a lac of rupee.s. It may not ho out of place here to mention that this convoy 
is ready to mur<-h towards (^iw npore, whenever the Cumnianacr-in-chief is in a position to send an 
escort for it. CujUain Ciowan, at tlie re(!oniniendatioii of Mr. Wilson, has been autnorixed this day to 
raise a body of oOt) H(»hileuml thakoors, in part <if the police arrangements for these provinces, and to 
incorporate them with the native ofiiecrs and men of the llth Native Infantry, wlio have remained 
loyal during the dislurhanees, ln^(tru('tions have hooTi issued to tlie different treasuries in tliesc 
piovinces, indicating timse Avhich will he expected to feed any troops advancing into Hohileund, and 
pointing out what treasuries are to endeavour to meet a portion of the demands of the Putijaub. 
Sir. Wilson has been informed of his a|)|)ointmcnt as Commissioner, for the detection and punishment 
of lehcls, mutineers, &e., and has already eomnienecd making preliminary arraiigcuu'uts, though 
he will not he able to act with vigour till Uoliileund is entered. In some cases, pecuniary and other 
K'uards have been given to natives, who liavc proved themselves loyal, and protected Eurojieans 
during the outhnuik, and in others recornniciidations have been made to your Loniship. Inconclusion, 
I rej)ent that our progress during the last fifteen days has Imjcii satisfactory in some respects, and 
ilH)ngh a little ‘‘slow’’ in others, may, in regard to them, be viewed us ^‘sure^’ and free from 
serious error.

•d. ./VeemAr r ir>. — On arrival at Khasgunge on the 15th instant. Colonel Seaton did not find a 

\e.stige of the enemy, but I have not yet been informed in what direction they are supposed to 
ha\c lied. • . ^ rr 
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3. Dtetmhei^ IJ*^A demirofficial letlWf under date 10th instant^ reached Agra last night, com- 
municating the splendid success of the CoiDn'ander>irK'‘hief at Cawnpcre, and ordering certain 
oommisaanat preparations, which I have direc'ted to he carried inu> cffcit witliout delay. 

4. Ueeeiiiier 18.— On the 14tli instant. I was compelled to send n message lo Ccdonel Farquhar^ 
comtiianding the Bolundshuhur detachment, ihnnting out that with stieh a sinnll body as SOOinfantiTj 
970 horse, and two guns, it was imprudent to put littnself in so close iwoximity to the enemy at 
Gungerce, p^eularly as Colonel Seaton's column was near at hand. My messogo did not reaeii him 
in time $ hut it now appears that Colonel Seaton arrived niiudi nliout the same time at GuneertM!, that his 
^mp was pitched aliout two miles in front of Colonel Farquhar's, and that: the rebiJs in ignorance of 
Colonel Seaton’s movements, were advancing under the impression that they w'ouhl only i)avo to 
contend with^ Colonel Farquhar’s small liody, luid henci^ in nouic measure our great success. I 
find it very difficult to restrain small detachnient-s from atieiii|)ting great and difficult enterprises, 

5. De^m^er 19,— From previous letters there w'as reustm tti believe that the rebels, though 
Iieaten at Gungerce, would he found in strength at Futtooala, about thirty-tivc miles from Futte- 
ghur, which I had previously intimated to Colonel Scatiin, as the point beyond which his column was 
not to advance (concluding that Uic Commander-in-chief would himself desire, to attack Fulteghur), 
and I bad this morning the satisfaction of re<*civiiig ai telegraphic message from Colonel Seaton, 
announcing on the 17th instant, the entire defeat of the rebels, with the eaptim* <K their ennap, park, 
eleven guM, and the loss of upwards of GOO men, including several ehiefs, whilst there were few tu* 
no casualties on our part, and as the enemy were pursuefi for about seven miles, I have every hoiie 
that the effects of this victory will be sensibly felt at Futt^hur and throughout, the Doab, that it will 
most likely lead to the evacuation of Mynpoorie, on which Colonel Seaton has permission eventually to 
move, and possibly to that of £taw*ah, 

6. D^nb^r 20.— Further letters of I2th instant, received yesterday, furnish details of the affair 

of the 17th, increasing the number of captured guns to twelve, and stating the rout and defest of the 
rebels to nave been complete, with a loss to us of only one man killed and five <ir six wounded ! 
Major Eld observes, The affair was like the pictures you see of a general action liefore the iiurtieM 
close, the enemy’s guns pounding away in front, and ours with the cnvalry on the advanced flunk 
ditto ditto, and the Tong line of infant^' column moving on steadily uernsH the plain, really it was u 
beautiful sight and worth riding 100 miles to lie aUo adds, By ihivbyc, I should fmw told 

you that, 011 the preceding day, some fifty or sixty were overtaken and rut up at Soliuwur, and 
amongst them was a pensioned nail) rcsaldar of the 9nd Irregular I rivalry, by name Mirza llyder 
Beg, on whom the man who shot him found a sirdar bahadoor’.s medal, u third rlass order of merit 
ditto, Arracan medal, Punjanh ditto, and India ditto. This scoundrel was drawing nearly *J()tl a 
tnonth, and leaguing against us, ns I will be bound; almost every other pensioner has been doing 
likewise*'* Some of the Gwalior ('ontingont must have heeti present 011 the* otrasiori, as the staging 
bungalow book of Buddawas near Sepree was picked np on the field. 

7. Vecember 21. — A letter from Brigadier l/nvrenee, undrr date .\jmere, Ifltli in^tanf, reports 
every thing quiet in the distriet. An offieer who it appeaiK reaelied NusHeerahad via Paler, from 
Deesa, alone and apparently unguarded. The flank inoveiiient imnie by the Mhow eolunm nt Muiide- 
sore, is regarded by many officers in Cent sal India as a ino.st hrilliunt mameuvre wliieli had the elhet 
of tliorouglily haflhng the enemy. 

8. December 22. — A letter to iny uddress fmin (leinual Mansfn’Id, ('liic'f of the Slalf, was thin day 

reeeivod. He gave a slight sket^'h of the future pnihuhle inovcinents *>f his ICxeelluney, ainl dehired 
to have tins services of Mr. Ituike.H, member of the Sudder Ih'wany yVdiiwInt, put at bis diHpo?<al. 
Mr. Kuikes, as your l^ordsliip will be aware ere the reeeipt of tliis, was rr>mpelled some days since to 
avail himself of leave to Europe via Bombay, on sick eertifieale, but I infciimed his exeelloiicy (hut 
the services of Mr. Cumniissiciner llarvev, or of Mr. Special (*ommissioner witc at his 

dU^Kisal, sliould lie desire them, and that Mr. WIIkoh eon Id nisi* join his camp, win re he would he 
(pilte able to carry on bi.s special duty, and might in addition prove useltd in many oilier |■^*slK*et.s. 
Iror the loot three or four days 1 have been apprelienyive of a slight loeul 4li.stiirbain'c in the Mutlia 
district, but the difficulty has heeii happily got over, and is nut, I hojx* likely to present itself 
again. 

9. December 23.— Communication between Oiwnp<>re and Agra now again begins to be more, 
free and open* Mr. Cocks in a telegraphic message this <hiy reports the death of the Uajati of Ktali, 
thus removing a difficulty from Goveriiment, as his corKluet during the outbreak w'as somewhat 
doubtful, and it might have Iwn a Question whether he should have been permitted to retain rio^session 
of bis property or not. He is heirless, and his estate devolves on Government. CapUin llaniilton, 
of the revenue survey (op the part of Captain Nixon, at the time huflering from inciixposilioii), in a 
letter dated Bhurtporc, 22nd instant, reports that lO.J rebels, including w^veral Shtijuduhs, had been 
wprebendedin the sUto of Ulwur and sent into Oclhi. Mr. Wilson, in a letter dated 21st December, 
Camp, Sohawur, mentions his expcxrtation of rescuing twenty more Roliileund Christians, seven of 
them Europeans, before the expiration of many hours. The impression srenis to gain groutnl in 
Bohilcund, that a day <i( reckoning there caniioi he far distant, for this (iovernment daily continues 
to receive applications for protection from the iniiof*ent, and at tempts at explanation and just ifif*iitiuii 
from tlie guilty, even from ihuse who arc imsitivoly known fn hai<* b» eji in open hostility lo us. 
KhuneeUhs are also occasionally reevtved from chiefs in Bundleeund. The rebels have again 
advanced to the foot of the hills near Nyiiee Tal, w hii h from 4>in latest letters w^as rcpicM nted to be in 
a stats of siege, but Major lUmsay had been offered (through tin* Reside nt) the ah] of nom* Cioorkhas 
by Babadpor Jung, and ex|>ccted to get the services of about fitjO, which \\4ruhl I'tiable him to bring 
1,200 in^ntry, 300 horse, and four guns intf> the field, with which he lumped to be ;.ble to drive the 
insuiwnts from the Terai : this be has been perioittcil to altempl, but 1 have again rejieatcd my orders 
that oc has not to extoid Ins operations till he can do so in eommunicatitin with and under instructions 
from the Comiiuuider4n-cbief. Native reports affimi that the rebels have already been attacked neur 
Kallecdootigah, and that seventy of them were killed, with a to uk of only two;

10. December 24 and — Tlie Hardy family, .seven in number, and thirteen other Cliriatian 
refugees, liad arrived safely in camp. A letter from Colonel Durand, under date, Indore, l.ith December, 
mentions tlie rs'turn of the Mhow column there, the presence of which had enabled Holkar to disarm 
Ills regular ca/alry and infantry — a measure which may I fear unsettle the regular troops in the employ 
of otlier native chiefs in Central India. Sir R. Hamilton and Sir H. Rose were expected at Indore, 
on ICth instant. Late on the evening of the 24th, I received a letter from General Mansfield, dated 
Cawnporc, 18th instant, intimating that a brigade w'ould inarch that morning via Ackberpore and 
Ktawali for Mynpoorie, and as it is possible that it may reach Etawah about the same time that 
Colonel Seaton arrives at Mynpoorie, the results cannot fail to he advantageous in a military point 
of view. The convoy, wljich was left behind at Allyghur, has marched, under escort of Wake’s horse, 
to join Colonel Seaton at Mynpoorie, there to await the orders of the Commander-in-chief, who, 
General Mansfield incntions in the letter here referred to, intended marching towards the north-west 
on the 22iid instant. 

11. December 26. — Ills Highness the Maharajah of Gwalior arrived here yesterday to confer w^ith 
the politi(!ul agent, in compliment to Government, and ns a proof of bis allegiance. He was received 
with the usual marks of respect, and the durbars customary on such occasions were this day held. 
Under existing circuiiistuiices, this step, on the part of his Highness, is a bold and decisive one, which 
he would not I think have taken, had lie not in some measure felt Ids strength and power in respect to 
Ids own troops and subjects, hut he is otlierwise miserably weak, altliough perhaps capable of exercising 
control ill his own country and capital. He is not in a state to resist aggression of any kind, or to 
assist tlic British Government with any reliable aid in the shape of troops. I mention this, 
lici’ausc the C-ominander-in-cliief re(picsfed me to apply to him for the aid of 200 horsemen for 
poli<‘c duty in the (hiw’npore district, a request wldch 1 abstained from making for the reasons 
mcotioiied, and in the hope that the services of the Uaingliur liorse aiij police, which 1 offered the 
other day to put at the disposal of his Excellency, may he accepted in lieu. The Mahomedan and 
otlier ihsuirgents at Kolah are said to he collecting revenue, preparatory to a move elsewdiere, and if in 
the direction of the north-west, may again expose Government to considerable annoyance. 

12. December 27- — I^ctters liave been this clay received from Brigadier \Vali>ole’s brigade, dated 
Ackberporc, 22n<l instant. 

Id. Dercmher 28 and 2!). — A telegram received here on tlie 28tli, describes a further success on 
the part of Colonel Seaton's column, which attacked the rebels at Mynpoorie on the 27th, taking all 
llieir guns, six in iiumhcr, and killing about 2o0 men, without nnv loss on our part. This column 
merits your Lonlship's thanks, for it has done nclmiruhle .service, having already captured twenty-three 
guns, many of heavy calibre, and in all probability prevented the occupation of portions of the district 
of Allyghur, and *p(Tlmps of Bobmdsliunur also.* There is, I fear, little doubt that the Raj-troops at 
Odeyporc liav<‘ inuliiiiccJ, and as ihore are many Poorhoeas amongst them, it is to be anticipated that 
affairs w ill again hccome somewhat complicated in Uujpootana. 'I’here arc reasons for believing that 
Brigadier Waljxile/s column would reach Etawah on the 2J^th. 

14. Deci mher gO. — There are said to be about 7dtt>t> insurgents, with about thirty-eight guns at 
Krilali, collected from different parts, they arc represented as now' preising the Seths and wealthy men 
for money. The mutiny of the Odeypore Uuj-troops has been eontirrned from Deesa, but the parti- 
culars are not yet known. Letters, received Inst night, mentioned that the Commander-in-chief had 
])osilively quitted Cawnpore on the 21th, but it was not known whether he intended to move on 
Futteghur or not, and as yet this Government has no certain knowledge of his intentions, and is 
consequently in difficulty in several little matters. 

If). His Excellency was at Meerun Kee Suraic on the dOth, would probably be at Goorsaingunge 
on .‘Mst, and o\\ 1st, in progress to Futteglmr, but ns the bridge over the Kallee Nuddec has been 
destroyed, it is likely that his advance w'ould be .somewhat delayed. Brigadier Walpole occu))icil 
J''taw'ah till the 2S)tli, with trifling oppoMtion, and under orders of the Commander-in-chief, would he 
at Myii|)()()rie on the 2nd proximo. Etawah will thus again be left without any tr(H>ps for its 
protection, and it is impossible to foresee what the results will he ; meantime, Mr. Iluine, the magis- 
trate leaves this to-morrow morning with an escort of iifty Sikh Infantry only (a nuiiYbcr which 
cannot be spared from this garrison for any length of time), with the view of endeavouring to restore 
order, and of collecting revenue. A band of mutineers of horse and foot, variously computed at 150, 
'Jot), and dot), made their ajipearanec on the 27th of the. month at Poonah Haiiah, in the Goorgaoii 
district, about fifteen miles south-west of Hadul, killing some of the native otticials there, and making 
off to the Ferozeporc district, where Ulwiir borders with (loorg^on. Thev are supposed to be a 
remnant of the Joudporo l^egioii. It is hy bands and hordes of this kind that the country will 1>e 
troubled for months, perhaps for years. Generally the results of the. last fifteen days may be regarded 
faviirably. Tlic l>oab is now' again ours, and there are few* external enemies in it, except at 
Futteglmr; but our real difliciilties now begin to present themselves, for though it is easy to conquer, 
it is diiliiuilt to hold, and without aid from his Kxcrilency, it will be impossible for this Government 
to oeeiipy cither Ktnwnh or Mynp.iorie in suflicient strength, ami as yet the Commander-in-chiePa 
intentions are not known, except that Brigadier Walpole had strict orders to move on Mynpoorie, 
w’itlnmt leaving any detachment at Etawah ; copies of tw'o communications to his Excellency by this 
(lovenimeiit will in due course reach your Lordship. An enormous convoy with stores and articles 
much needed down below, will leave on the 2iid for Mynpoorie. It is so large that I have not 
])ermittc(l any ladies to join it, the guard being barely sufficient for its protection without encum* 
Innnees. On the 21st instant there wras in treasury here, tlie sum of 9,97»19-^ rupees, exclusive of 
U'().(KH)at Allyghui^ but the Meerut and Agra convoys have made large demands on Goveniment, 
and much decreased the sum in handi Your LorcIshipS instructions of the 20th Novemlier, regarding 
.u roiumodaLion for troops, only rviacheil Agra on 21at instant, but they had liecn in some degree anti- 
V. pat vd both here and at Meerut, where orders, which will be communicated to you hereafter, had 
1) on pi e\ iously issued by me. Mr, Raikes, writing from Umballa, expresses a desire to accept tiie 
appumlmcnt offered to him by the Commander-in-chief ; his letters to his Excellency have been passed 
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oiii And he has been informed that this Government will not object to his joining. Ten thousand 
pairs of boots have been ordered to be made here and at other stations, at the request of his Eacdi- 
lency, who Ims also been informed that 400 riding camels tAn be procured for him within a reasonable 
time, and that a few remount horses now here are at his disposal. I have written to General Wikon, 
suggesting the organisation of a battery or two of artillery, to be manned by native Christians and 
Eurasians, but have not yet received his rejdy. The electric telegraph between this and Delhi will 
be completed at an early date, with the exception of about seven miles for which there is no wire. 
Mail carts now travel been Allyghur and Myn|K>orie, and between Agra and M ynpoorio. The want of 
cavalry being bo much felt in all quarters, I have considered myself justined in authorising the 
Ramgnur Irregular Cavalry to be recruited up to 450, instead of 200, as previously authorised by 
your Lordship. In conclusion, though the progress throughout the last fifteen days has been slow, it 
lias been sensible.

administration, ns soon ns the end which the Maharajah lias been requested to keep in view shall have 
been attained. 

3. 1 am, therefore, desired to request that the Lieutenant-Governor will at once select three 
or four civiliiins, from among the many now waiting employment at Benares, and direct them 
to join Mahara jah Jung Bahadoor’s camp at Scgowlee, furnishing them with the necessary instructions 
for tlioir guidance in rc-ocoupyiiig the district of Goruckpore, and rc-cstablishing order within 
its limits.

Sir, Fort William^ December 28, 1857. 

I AM directed to forward, for the information of the Governor-General in Council, the accom- 
panying copy of a letter, from Mr. Allen, officiating member of the Board of Revenue, on deputation 
at Sylhet, giving an account of the operations of tlic Sylhet Light Infantry against the mutineers 
of the 34th Native Infantry, and of an engagement on the 18th instant, in which the latter were 
driven back into the jungles, with a loss of 26 killed, besides several wounded. 

2. From subsequent accounts received, the Lieutenant-Governor has learnt that the mutineers 
after the action became thoroughly disorganized, and have dispersed in small parties, and in differont 
directions. 

3. The excellent conduct of the men of the Sylhet Light Infantry Battalion, on this occasion, is 
exceedingly gratifying, and entirely dispels all doubt which may have existed as to their fidelity, and 
any possihlo suspicion of their having entertained sympathy with the mutineers. 

4. Among the casualties on our side, whicii were comparatively few, it is with regret the 
Lieutenant- Governor has to report the death of Miyor the Honorable Robert Byng, who commanded 
the regiment. 

5. To Lieutenant Shcrer, on whom the command devolved on the death of Major Byng, much of 
the credit of the successful issue of the encounter is due, and Mr. Dodd, a civil engineer, and executive 
officer of the district, who was wounded, well merits the acknowledgments of Government for his 



















tenricea in procuring intelligence the moremente of the mutineerai end for lui gallantry in 
tile action, which hi n Allen brings to notice. 

6. To 1^1 r. Allen himself, however, the success of tlie oi^erations is mainly attributable; for it was 
his jud^ent which foresaw* tliat the fofoe sent in pursuit fmin Calcutta could not sucoe^ in its 
object, and hit promptitude in ordering out the Sylhet Battalion, which ensured the destruction of 
tbia b^y of mutineen, I have, &c.

Sir, Sylhet^ December IS, IBbJ. 

WITH reference to my letter dated the 14th instant, I have the honor to re|>ort that the head- 

S uarters of the Sylhet Light Infantry Battalion, under the command of Major Robert Byng, left 
ylhet on the morning of the 13th instant, and having made two very long inarches, reached 
Pertaubghur the next day between 9 and lOoVlock p.m. 

2. Major Byng took up a position on the right bank of the Lungye river, close to Pertaubghur, 
and on the morning of the 17 th instant, Mr. Dodd rode towards Hingajeah to reconnoitre and procure 
intelligence regarding the movements of the inutineors of the :)4tli Hegiuu‘iit, Native Infantry. 

3. Mr. Dodd returned the same day about 5 p.m., to the camp of the battalion, after having 
obtained trustworthy informution that the mutineers* who had plundered Hingajeah and several otiier 
villages, were marching in a north-easterly directicm towards Latoo, with a view of escaping to 
Munneepore. ^ 

4. On the receipt of this intelligence Major Byng made a forced march back to Latoo, iluring 
the night of the 17 th, and reached that place soon after dawn on the 18th idem. 

5. The battalion had not been in the Latoo bnsaar for more than live minutes when the 
mutineers were observed approaching in two columns ; as soon as they attempted to enter the basaur 
tlie battalion gave them a volley, and immediately charged them with the bayonet. The mutineers 
fired into the battalion, but did not wait to receive its charge; they broke, and fled in great 
confusion into the dense jungle close to the baaaar. The battalion pursued, following from hillock 
to hillock through a most difficult country, till they w*ere lost sight ot in the thick jungles. Our men 
being worn out by the very long march of the previous night were unable at that time to continue 
the pursuit any furtlier. 

6. It is with the deepest regret I have to report that Major Robert Byng was killed on the field 
whilst gallantly leading on the battalion against the mutineers, he rcceiveo a gunshot .wound in the 
groin, and expired almost immediately. 

7- Major Byng was very much beloved by his rej^iment, and most deservedly so ; he was a most 
gallant and daring goldier, and has maintained the discipline and preserved the honor and loyalty of 
his corps unimpaired throughout the whole of these very trying times with much ability ami sound 
judgment. He has fallen gloriously in the service of his country, and 1 iicnv venture most respectfully 
to commend bis memory to the protection of the (joveriirncnt he has served so well. 

8. Lieutenant Shcrer and Mr. Dodd have behaved with the most determined gallantry, and have 
done what Englishmen will always do to uphold the reputation of their rouniry. Mucdi cummeiidatiun 
is due to Lieutenant Sherer for having conducted the operations to a very successful issue after the 
death of his commanding officer. 

Mr. Dodd has lieeii slightly wounded, and Lieutenant Shcrer has informed me that every man 
of the battalion has l)ehuved right nobly, one and all without distinction.*’ 

10. The casualties on our side are five killed, besides the commanding offiecT, and one very 
severely wounded. The mutineers left twenty-six men dead on the field, but itiuiiy others must have 
been wounded, and probably not a few have died in the dcnsi* jungles in whic'li they concealerl 
themselves. 

11. About 4,000 or 5,000 ruiiees in cash, 10 or 18 stands of arms and accoutrements, 2 fionies, 
and a quantity of miscellaneous iiroperty were taken from the mutineers. 

12. A havildar of the .14th llegiment Native Infantry, who was taken prisoner in the jungles 
after the action, was tried by a drum-head oourt-martial. and shot to death by musketry on the siiot. 

13. The mutineers are supposed to have fled through the jungles in the direction of Pertaurighur 
with the view cif reaching Munneepore through the southern jungles of (!nchar. An express has 
been sent off to the Superintendent of Caebar dhreiding him to endeavour to intercept tlieni, nml 
instructions have been dispatched to Lieutenant Shcrer to follow them up as much as jmssible, 
which no doubt will lie done with energy and skill. 

14. This afternoon before 1 knew what had occurred at Latoo, I sent Lieutenant Buist with ii 
detachment of about 60 men of the battalion to reinforce its head-quarters at I^too, and a detaeh- 
ntent of Her Majesty*s 54th Foot, under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Michel, will rnarcli 
from Sylhet towards Latoo to-iqprrow morning. 

15. 1 have not yet received any official report from Lioutenant Sherer; the above very imperfect 
narrative of a very well conducted and gallant affair Ims been prepared from a few rough pencil notes, 
very kindly sent to me by Lieutenant Sherer and Mr. Dodd. As soon as 1 receive. Lieutenant 
Sherer’t officid report, 1 shall do myself the honor of addressing you again.

that the thanks of the Government of India may be conveyed to those gentlemen for their conduct on 
the occasion.

his Honor will he very glad to direct the whole regiment of Shekawattees to march through Dorunda 
and Palamow to Rhotas, in order that they may there be employed in completely dislodging the 
mischievous banditti under Uinmer Singh, who now infests Rhotas and its neighbourhood, and have 
already committed serious depredations in those quarters. 

2\ The march of a force in this direction would, in his Honor’s opinion, he of great service in 
settling the country, as well as in contributing to the destruction of IJmmcr Singh and his jiarty. It 
will lifccwisc tend to the greater security of the Trunk Road west of the Soane, and to the confirmation 
of loyalty in the tribes inhabiting the districts under the Commissioner of (Miola Nagpurc. 

.i. A further advantage from this movement would be, that it would enable the Tiieutenant-Govornor 
to collect the greater part of Captain Rattray^s corps together at Gya, which is manifestly an ubjeot of 
no little importance, seeing that the cor])s has been, for so long a period, broken itp into .small efetneh- 
mcfits, and scattered ull over the country.

Sir, Camp Purulia^ November 16, 1857* 

I HAVE the honor of acknowledging the receipt of your letter dated tlic 1()ih iinsfant, regarding 
Nilmony Singh Deo of Pachete. 

2. After mature consideration, I have determined to carry into execution the warrant accompanying 
it for the detention of Nilmony Singh at Burdwan. 

3. My reasons for doing this are, that 1 think it possible to collect evidence on other important 
points connected with Nilmony Singh’s proooedings in the late disturbances, which would materially 
aggravate the degree of his guilt. 

4- These points are : — 

(1.) His causing himself to be publicly proclaimed at Piirulia os king of the country. 

(2/) His complicity in the destruction of the Government records at Purulia. 

^3.) lIiK having sanctioned the depredations on the property of private individuals wbieh occurred 
during the disturbances. 

(4.) His having been in treasonable oommunication with Thakoor Vissunath Sahaye, a proclaimed 
rebel, in Chota Nagpore. ^ 

5. There arc reasonable grounds for suspecting that he was guilty of everyone of the above acts, 
and if any of them were proved, he would be liable to be c'onviotra as an active rebel. 

(i. Of j^iosc {Mirticular points in his late conduct of which we hove positive proof, I would 
mention • 

(1.) llis refusal toaflbrd any assistance to the Principal Assistant Commissioner, CaptUin Oakes, 
after the mutiny of the troops, tliougii he waited forty hours at Koghoonathpoor, which is 
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within eight miles of Kassiixire for tl)]s purpose* Captain Oakes has repeatedly stated that 
reasonable Iielp from Niliiiony Singhj. at that particular time, would have saved tito station from all 
further injuf^y. 

(2.) His impertinent letter in reply to Captain Oakes’s requisition for aid on his return to 
his district* 

(3.) His contumaoiously refusing assistance to Government, though ho was well able to afford it, 
thereby forwarding tlie dcs^ns of those who were in open rebclliuii against tlie State, wdiilMt ut the 
same time he was assuming extravagant titles, and peremptorily directing powerful zetiundars to rally 
round him in his family residence. 

(4.) His collecting men, manufacturing |xiwder, fortifying his house, and storing up muiiitionrt of 
war after the civil authorities had returned to the district, wiiliout their leave or permission, and after 
he had refused to give them assistance. 

(5.) Lastly, Ins reiieated refusals to oliey orders from this office to present himself in person. 

7* In my former letter, I advocated tlie immediate punishment of Nilmony Singh ut Purulin, 
but I was not, at that time, acquainted with so many circuinstaiiccs as I am nuw'; and I may also 
mention that all the moral effect I anticipated ftptn such a pi-ocecdiiig appears to have been gained by 
bis having been brought in here ns a prisoner. I am not exaggerating nmttcrH when I state that the 
inhabitants of this district were unwilling to settle dow^n to their various avocations or employments 
until they had seen what turn events were likely to take with refere.iiee to this refructory zemindar. 
Our late proceedings in tliis respect have pcrinaiiently restored eontidence, and entirely removed any 
fear of future disturliunccs. 

H. Should his Honor concur in these remarks, there w'ould be no longer any occasion to incur the 
expense of detaining tlie right wing of the Shekawattee battalion on field service, and, unless their 
presence is required elsewhere, they might return to bead-quarters at Midiiapore. As their route 
would be through Uancoorah, t^he prisoner Nilmony Singh might remain under tlicir custody as I'llr us 
that place, whence he might be conveyed, either l>y a guard of Madras Rillcs sent from llancegunge, 
or, as the distance is very short, the Magistrate might manuge to conduct him thither under his own 
superintendence. 1 have, Xtt*.

(1.) Because to remove him there will, in cftect, bring hirik wdthiii the jurisdietion of the civil 
courts; and to do this before u full knowledge is obtained of the nature of the case against Nilmony 
Deo, may prove to be embarrassing. At Purulia, any procecdiiigK which it may be requisite to lafie 
can be carried out w ith vigour, as tiiut district is subject to martial law, 

ttk) Such removal Avould take him aw*ay from liis country and friends, and thereby add to the 
difficulty of his sclf-exculpatioii. 

(3.) It may not be expedient to remove Nilmony Singh from the jurisdiction of Ca]>tain Davies, 
who is probably well acquainted with die merits of the case against him, a part of wliich deiHtnds on 
events said to have occurred at Purulia. 

(4«) By being removed to Bbrdwan, he would be placed Jicyond the jurisdiction of the (Com- 
missioner of Chota Nag{iorc, who w'ill necessarily have much to do and say in the proceedings 
regarding liini. 

(5.) IKs removal W'ould not lie without risk of iiis llight or rew;ue on the road to Burdwan, 
especially as die employment of the Sliekaw^attces dijKmdson the pleasure of the Supreme (ioveriimcni, 
who may have other services in view of them. 

2, ohould the aliove considerations ttiako it appear to you advisable that Nilrnony Singh Dc.o 
should be placed in cunfiriemeut at Purulia, you can make use of the accennpanying warrant fur Ins 
confinement.

1 IIAVK the honor to report, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor, that this morning 
four dawks arrived from Suinbulpore rm Midnaporc, with one dcnii-oflieial letter ((» myself from (^eptain 
Leigh, Senior Assistant (*f)iiimissioner, dated 2(ith ultimo, of wliich I annex a eopy. 

2. ('Captain Leigh states that ^Mhings are not looking at all well, bodies of men assembling in 
ditferent directions, and excesses committed in the district,'^ and asks for the rest of the 40tli Madras 
Native Infantry to be sent up to his aid. 

3. 1 ha^e after consultation witli Major Hates, commanding in Cuttack, requested that officer to 
send up two companies (*omplete, as quickly ns possible, and it is arranged that they shall be taken^ 
from the wing of the 5th Madras Native Infantry now in Cuttack, and proceed on the day after 
to-morrow ; tlic necessary supplies would not be ready in time, otherwise the detachment might have 
moved immediately. 

4. I have intimated my opinion that the place of the two companies should be supplied by a 
(letacluncnt of similar strength from Rerhampore or Russclcondah, as the number of available troops in 
(*uttack will otherwise be too greatly reduced, 

5. The wing of llm Titli Madras Native Infantry now here muster 2/1 men, so tliat by sending 
away two full conqmnies of seventy each 131 only will remain. 

. (5. Of the 40tli Madras Native Infantry there arc four companies nominally at Cuttack, but 140 
men, or two full companies only could la* mustered, as a number of men were sent to Sumbulporc 
with the six companies now there, in order to make them complete. 

7. Thus, oil the <lrparture of the dcta(dunent now about to move, there will remain in CdHack 
only about 271 men of the twti regiments. I trust, tliercforc, that a reiiiforeemcnt from ficrhamporc or 
Russolcondah may be available in ease of their services being required at the present juncture. 

8. I mentioned in a former letter that 1 had requested the Officiating Agent to Government of 
Fort St. George, (larijarn, and the Officiating ^Vgeiit, Orissa Hill Tracts, to send over a detachment of 
Seehuiidies, if they could be spared, for duty at Sumbulporc, and inquired if 250 could be made 
available, but have not as yet received any reply. 

9. I have desired Sub- Assistant Surgeon Haboo Sharnachurn Sircar to accompany, in medical 
charge the <lctuchment now proceeding tVom Guttaek, as there is no other officer availal^e for the 
purpose, making over his duties to Dr. (’ox. Civil Assistant Surgeon. 

10. 1 have also desired Suh<Assistant Surgeon Baboo Dumree I’owarrec to make over charge to 
Dr. Pringle, Civil Assistant-Surgeon at Pooree, of his duties there, and come up to relieve Dr. Cox of 
the other sub-assistant surgeon’s duties. There is little or no work at Pooree just now, and the arrange- 
ment made is similar to one formerly npnrovcd of by the Lieutenant-Governor. 

11. I beg to annex copies of my fetters to the Civil Assistant Surgeons, and to solicit, that 
approval of my instriietions may be communicated to the Medical Hoard. 

12. I have sent an express to Lieutenant Blunt, eominnnding tlic Paiks at Ungoo, desiring him 
to stop three officers of the 40th Madras Native Infantry, Captains Knocker and Woodbridge and 
Lieutenant Vallance, from proceeding towards Sumbulporc. They were to leave under an escort of 
twenty-five Paiks, and letters were sent to rcaucst that a strong escort might l)e sent to meet them, the 
dawk oiniiniunicatioiis being closed. It is aoubtful whether the Senior Aasistant-Commissiouer will 
receive timely notice of the advance of the party. I hope, therefore, that the express sent off may be 
in time to stop tlicni. 

13i I regret to state that Captain Swiney, of the S2nd Madras Native Infantry^ proceeding to 

♦ Fall Postscript. 
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Kamptee, baa declined to attend to the adyice riven him, not to advance alone in the preaent disturbed 
state of the country. Major Bates, commanoiiic; the 40th Madras Native Infantry, ordered him to 
stop and do duty with the troops at Sumbulixire, but the orders did not overtake Captain Swiney, who 
Jiaa proceeded up the right bank of the ^lahanuddy, and may possibly fall into the hands of some 
insurgents in the direction of Sohniiore. 

14. It is satisfactory to know that Dr. Flanson has got to Sumbulpore, but I regret to observe that 
Captain Lieigh refers to the death of Dr. Moore as quite certain.

Mr. Hanson is with us, but lie has sutlercd much from fever, and has hesides lost all his 
property.

1 HAVE the honor to submit a copy of a letter, dated the 26th ultimo, received this morning 
fromCapUin R. T. Leigh, Senior Assistant Commissioner at Sumbulpore, from which I deeply regret 
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to find thftt the report of Dr. Moorc^s murder is confirmed, but Mr. Hanson, I am happy to^obserre, 
escaped, and returned with Captain Leigh to Sumbulpore. 

2. (.^aptain Leigh rcjwrts very unfavourably of the state of his district, and asks fur more troops. 
In a demi-official letter oftlie same date, lie tells me that the Madras troops are weak and sickly,*^ 
and “in the almost impenetrable jungles of Sumbulpore regular troops of any kind seem to be of little 
use/* He was attaeked on his return from Joojoomoora and lost three sepoys killed, and tliree sepoys 
and five camp followers wounded. The particulars of the attack are not given, but a further report is 
promised, which 1 hope to receive to-morrow. 

1'he force at Sund)ulpore appears to me to be sadly in want of officers, especially an officer of 
experience and energy, to coinniand it, to whom the conduct of all military o}Yerations for the suppres- 
sion of disturbances should be confined. Captain Leigh reports that the “three young European 
offic(‘r.s now ai Sumbulpore arc continually getting fever.^* I much regret my own inability to proceed 
to C'aptain Leigh’s assistance, but there are equally important matters to engage my attention in this 
cpiarter of the division, and no troops to spare to furnish an escort.

We were attacked by the rebels on the road, and I regret to say two 
stqioys were killed on the spot, one has since died of his wounds, three sepoys and five camp followers 
were iiifire or less severely wounded. I will report on this more fully hereafter. 

2. It is with pain 1 report that we discovered at Joojooinora sufficient evidences of the lamentable 
fati* whi«*h has williout doulit Ircfalleii Dr. Mtiore. Mr. Hanson, I am liappy to state, escaped, and w'e 
have hrought him hack with us from Itampore. 

.'h The district is in a very disturbed state, and in iiiy opinion it will lie necessary that more troops 
should l)c dispatched to this place to restore order.

Assistant in charge of •Sumhulpore, has expressed a desire to be relieved of the heavy rcKponsibility of 
the yiosition in wliieh he finds himself placed, the increasing difHcuUies of wliiidi he feelH himself 
unequal to cope with. 

2. Under these circumstances, the Lieutenant-Governor has det^i^nnined lor the present to |>liU'e 
Major Bates, commanding the 40lh Regiment, Madras Native Infantry, in charge of llic civil as well 
as military dutica of the Suinbulpore district, ami at the same time it ap])earB to liis Honor to bo 
a dcsiraide, and in fact at this juncture a uei^essary arrangement, that Major Bates’s proceedings 
should he guided and superintended hy you. 1 am to request, therefore, that you will, tor t he? present, 
and until further orders, exercise tlie powers of Commissioner in the district of Wurnbulpore in addition 
to those of your own divislbti. 

3. In iniposing upon you this additional duty, the Lieutenant-Governor dcsircH me to say that 
he docs so in consequence of the approbation with which he has viewed your prompt, vigorous, and 
judicious conduct with regard to Suinbulpore up to the present time, and from a eonviefion, that it is 
the course beat cideulnted to bring to a speedy termination the growing disaffection of that part of the 
counti^- and to restore order to tiic district.- 

4. ‘ 'Pile disUnce of the head-quarters of the Commissioner of Chota Nngjiori? from the scene of 
these disturbances, the numerous other and important calls up^in his attention, and the difficulty of 
comiumiication make it scarcely possible for Captain Dalton to lieslow on affairs in Sumhulpore that 
close and constant supervision which they will, for sonic lime to come, require. \our yiosition is in 
these respects more favorable for that purpose, and the rircumstance of your In.ing personally known 
to Major Bales, and having already been in cominunication with that oniccr regarding arrungetneiits 
eonnecteil with oiierations in Surubulfiore, give you peculiar advantages in eo-op<*rating with him. 
The Lieutenant-Governor has every confidence that mattcr.H will soon u.ssuine a more promising aspect 
under your direct management and control, 

5. HU Honor desires, in a great degree, to leave it to your cliserclion what measures ought to be 
a<lopted, and will l>e prepared to support you iu any operations which you may undertake with such 
means ak arc or may oe placed at your dUyiosal. 

G, Tou are aware, tnot it was intended to march the Shekawattce Battalion into Suinbulpore, and 
this int^tidn is not abandoned, but it is found that the difficulty of moving troops in that direction is 
much greater than had been anticipated, and that n cvnisiderable {M?riod (not less than from six weeks 
to tw'o months) must elapse before a regiment, fully cqiiipy>f?d, could reach Sumhulpore from Mfd« 
napnre. Colonel Forster will commence his march in a few days, and the direct road being imprac- 
ticable, will move vit Raneegunge and Hawireel^ogh to Doratida. By the time be teaches that 
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station, it will be known what turn n\atters are likely to take at Sumbulpore» and if his services are 
still required, he will proceed in that direction* 

7* On Colonel Furster^s arrival at Suinbulpore, he will of course assume militaiy cQflamand of 
tlie troops, and the Lieutenant-Governor would wish also, that the direct management of civil affairs 
sliould be placed in his hands subject to your control. Kegarding this, however, further instructions 
will be conveyed to you hereafter.

I HAVE (he honor to report in continuation of my letter dated the 5th instant, that I have this 
day re(!eived the nccoinpanyiiig copy of a letter, dated the Srd instant, from Lieutenant McNeill, 
iijiTfut, HiW 'rracts, Orissa, explaining the circumstances under which he is unable to spare any 
of t le ».eebundies under his own command for service at Sumbulpore, but entirely concurring in my 
own opinion, ^ to that cla^ of men being peouliariy adapted for jungle warfare, such as is now on our 
j^teutenant^Qovemo^^ * earnestly recommend his remarks to the ffivorable consideratiQii of the 
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2. Lieutenant McNeill states tliat a l>ody of 250 or 300 Goomsur men could easily bo raised for 
service at Suinbulpore^ and oflfers to assist in carrjing out the requisite measures for enlisting and 
drilling them. 

3. He adds that he has already received imtncrous applications for enlistnient, and many of them 
from n»en of good character, who have formerly served, and being trained must be available for 
immediate servioe, if engaged. 

4. Further, that he has 220 flint fusils, wliich could be issued, in the lirst inslnnec, if considered 
requisite. 

5. The only difficulty that suggests itself to Liriiteiiant McNeill, is with reference to the 

indulgences wliich Goomsur men are almost certain to demand. Tliosc lie brouglit to my notice on a 
recent occasion, when transferring some of his own Sechtiiidics into the Orissa Paik companies, with n 
view’ to csnecial employment in the hilly country, known us the. Khond Mnls of lload, where the men 
of the PaiK companies, who are chiefly enlisted from the plains, nsnally hccoine so sickly as to be next 
to useless. • ' 

6. The indiilgonces in question were forty days^ leave every year ns furlough,” and in addition 
four to eight days in October for the yearly Gheafio,” and thirttvii days in tiic event of any near 
relation dying. 

7« Lieutenant McNeill informed me that all the Scehuudies got tlieso induU'onces, nnd 1 replied 
that 1 had no objection to allowing the same if the exigencies of the public service shotild allow of it, 
without inconvenience, of which the teliNcldar in clmrg<‘ of the Khond MaU was to ho the sole judge, 
being responsible for the peac^e of the country. 

8. Tliese terms were willingly acceded to by the Seohundics. 

9. In the event of men being enlisted for Sumbnipore, I think that similar terms in respect to 
leave should be allowed them. Tliey will have long distances to traverse in proe<*oiling to and from 
their homes, so that forty days' leave in the year is not excessive, while the otlier leaves are no more, 
I imagine, than what are usually allowed in all regiments on the oeisision of holidavs or family 
bereavements, and the leaves would of course he refused allogetlier if ineonveiiient to the puhlu! 
service. 

It). Lieidenntit McNeill adds, that he has given no definite answer the |>arties who have 
applied to him, as he is not aware of the rate of pay proposed for the various ranks, 

11. In niy opinion the rates of pay sliould correspond with those given to the Orissa Puik 
companies, viz., to 
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12. I am so impressed with the urgent ncec^.ity which exists for pnoiding a hod\ of acelimfitc'il 
men for service at Sunibulpore as ((uickly as possible, th:^ 1 iiavc taken up m in\self the n'sptmsihdit y 
uf requC^iti^g Lieutenant AleNeill to teiiijiorarily entertain, tm tin* fennH and i.ifeM spceiried, one 
company complete, as per margin,'^ and to furnish tiicni with a supply of fusils and iuninunitioii, and 
an advance of pay, anil send them oft* without, delay, 

13. I have requested him to obtain, if he can, transfers from his own Seebundies or those of the 
(iunjain Agency, .so as to fill up the full eompicnient <#f one company at flnee, arranging, however, that 
ill the event of the nicasurc.s proposed by me. not being saiuaioned by Government, the men thus 
Iran.sferred may be replaced in their previous position. 

,14. I have been induced to take this step not only because I think it a ncce.ssary orn* as resju-«d.s 
the existing state of affairs at Sumbulpore, but also as 1 learned so’me weeks ag*), that (ii»vernnient had 
sanctioned the entertainment of a small local force at that place, wliich, however, the Senior As.sistaiit 
Commissioner had been unable tti rai.se, owing to tbe ilisturbed state of the country. It will, 
therefore, be so far as.sisting him in carrying out the views of (iovernnienf. 

15. Should his Honor disapprove of what I have done, the eoinpany ran lie |)aid up and 
disbanded, or I will be glad to receive some of them into the ()ri.s.sa Paik com|)atiics, on the 
occurrence of vacancies. 

Ift. I trust, howefer, that wdiat 1 have done may he approved of. and I would strongly 
recommend that the further eniistinent of a larger boily of (joomsur men he ordcn-il, and it would 
tend greatly to hasten the completeness of the nieiisure, if an oflicei* was appointed to the post of 
commandant, and two or three others sent down to assist in enlisting .uid (hilling the men and taking 
them on to Sumbulpore to do duty tliere. 

17 . I beg to report that Major Hales’s dctaidinicnt left C’uttaek this iiKu ning from Suniliulpoi'^*. 

18. Also that tlic dak communications I'ont.inue to he rntinrly cut oft* between Cuttack and 
Sumbulpore, and the deputy postmaster at Midnapore reports that lic had received none by that 
route for some days. 

19. From the reports 1 receive, I learn that all the roads arc in possc-s'-loii of the insurgents, and

Sir, Campy Bussellcondaliy December 3, 1857. 

I ILVVE the l:unor to acknowledge receipt of your letter dated the 27 th ultimo, which reached 
me on the 3]bl ultimo. 

1*. 1 regret exceedingly that I am unable to spare any Seebundies for service in Sumbul|)orc, as, 
though I urn myself prevented from personally visiting the more distant portions of the hill tracts, 
owing to the temporary removal of the elephants attached to this agency, still considering it highly 
desirable that a strict supervision should be kept over the Khonds, 1 submitted for tire consideration 
of tlie Siipn'me (lovcrnment a sketch of the proposed operations of this agency for the ensuing season. 
Titis has been approved of, and the several parties leave this on the 10th instant, for the various tracts 
which they have been deputed to visit. I will then have for escort duty and charge of prisoners only 
fifiy privates out of 200, the strength of the Orissa Agency Seebundies being as per margin.* 

3. I am happy to state that every thing remains tranquil amongst the Khonds, and 1 do nut 
luyself eonsidcT it probable that the disturbances which have taken place in Sumbulpore will extend to 
tlie traels imder iny agency ; but one fact must always be borne in mind, that the rebel chief Chokro 
Hissye is still at large, and though nearly the whole of his former adherents have been citlicr captured 
or dispersed, his irilhiencc still remains, and he has many well wishers in different parts of tiie country, 
'riie disturhanees in Sumbulpore would therefore afford liim, if so inclined, only too good a pretext for 
stirring u|) the Khonds, as he did in lMld-47 ; 1 therefore consider it prudent to retain u few men 
with me as a reserve to riicel a coritiiigcney of this kind, should anv such unfortunatery occur. 

4. The (laiijani Seebundies amount to 300 of all ranks, but 1 am not aware whether any or what 
number could be made available fur service in Sumbulpore. Captain Smith, the assistant agent, sub- 
mitted, some lime ago, a scheme for raising the Ganjam Seebundies from their present strength of 
300 to HOO men fur police duties ; what decision has been come to on this point by the Madras 
(rcjvernmeiit I do not know. 

5. 'riicrc appears little doubt that a body of (Toomsur men, equipped and armed as the Seebundies 

arc, would, of all others, ho the host adapted for service in the Sumbulpore district, wlierc the principal 
work will no iloulit. consist in hunting down tlic rebels in their fastnesses. This of course will entail 
much harassing duty, and also tnucli exposure to the unhealthy climate of those parts, which by all 
a(*counts uppe^ar to he as pestilential and deslructive of health, as the tracts of the soutli liank of the 
Mahanuddy. « 

r». During the disturbances wdiich took place in Lower Goomsur and the Hill Tracts in 
the Seebundies were fpund most admirably adapted for the irregular warfare, which was the ])rincipal 
feature in tliose disturbances, as not only did they suffer but slightly from the injurious effects of the 
climate, hut when sent on distant duty tlieir commissariat supplies caused little or no inconvenience, 
ns II little rice and some salt was all that they required. Another great advantage wdth these men is 
that, with tljc exception of during the rainy senaon, the Seebundies never sleep in tents, proferyng to 
bivouac under trees, where they light a large fire. During the five years* experience I fiave l(^d of my 
men in the lulls, 1 have never known them use the (lovcrnmcnt tents provided for them, except when 
compelled to do so from rain. 

7. I may possibly have, enlarged on this subject more than may be considered necessary, but my 
only object in so doing has bc(!\i to illustrate the peculiar habits of these men, which render them so 
well adapted for jungle warfare, and I would also beg to state that Colonel Campbell, C.B., the late 
agent in Urissu, lias often ex])ressed bis opinion to the same effect 

8. Tliere will be little difficulty in raising a body of 250 or 300 Goomsur men for sendee in Sum- 
bulpore, in the event of Government sanctioning the application, and I shall be most happy to assist 
you in every way 1 can in carrying out the requisite measures for giving effect to it, by enlisting and 
drilling the men. 

0. 'i'he iuily difficulty that occurs to me is, with reference to the indulgences as to leave, which 
Goomsur men are almost certain to demand, and which 1 brought to your notice in my letter, dated 
8th August. 1857, when enlisting men for Boad. 

10. 1 have already received numerous applications for enlistment for Sumbulpore, but have been 
unubli* t(» give any definite answer, as 1 am not aw*nre of the rate of pay which you propose recom- 
mending for the various ranks ; many of the applications which 1 have received are from men who have 
served. in the Seebundies for various periods, but who, though of good character, have taken their 
discharge for various reasons. 

11. In conclusion, I would beg to state, that 1 have on hand about 220 flint fusils, which could 
be issued in the first instance, if considered requisite.

1 HAVE the honor to submit the following observations for tlie consideration of the Governor- 
General in Council. 

2. About two months ago a party, consisting of fifteen individuals, personating the character of 
“ Byragliccs/’ entered the Hill Tracts, viA Soorudali, and traversed the greater portion of the Chinna 
Kiiiiedy liills, vi.siting the principal 0<iryah villngcs. They then passed on to Hoad, and rciudied this 
place on Tuesday list, the remaitied that day and the following, and left on llic morning of the 
17th instant. 

3. I only received intimation of them on the 1 7 th instaiii, and immediately dispatched a Sccbundic 
guard to apprehend them. They were brought in yesterday, having been seized on the iKirdcrs of the 
Nyaghur zemindary, about 25 miles distance from this station. 

4. The accounts they give of themselves arc very unsatisfactory. They voluntarily informed me 
that they ha<l traversed the Khond tracts os aiKivementioned, stating that their only object in doing so 
was to beg, but they acknowledged that they had never previously visited those districts for any 
purjwse whatever. 

5. When seen in Russelcondah by various parties, they stated that they had arrived from Cuttack, 
again that they had come viA Herhainporc and Aska, and were returning to Poorce ; thirdly, that they 
had begged their way from Mirzuporc ; and lastly, they informed some traders at Coorminghiab, in 
Upper (ioomsur, that they had arrived from Sumbulpore and Sonoi>ore, anrl were on their way to 
llusselcondah. 

6. When questioned by me, they denied in Mo ever having made any of the above statements ; 
and, when brought in, rescmbletl ordinary villagers rather than Byraghccs rnnuy of them talk tlie 
Ooryah spcjken in Goomsur, and which differs considerably from that which obtains in the Cuttack 
district* They had also a considerable sum of money in tlieir possession (upwards of 90 rupees.) 

7. As it is not improbable that they arc spies from Sumbulpore, 1 have detained them until 1 
acn ascertain whether tliey have been intriguing with the Khoiids or not, and I shall report fully on 
this subject hereafter.

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8. While on this subject I consider it my dutVi thouj^li holding no authority in Goornsur, to 
rc/)oft, f(»r flic infoririution of Government, that within the last few days 1 have heard from various 
soii^crs tliat an uneasy feeling at ])resent pervades the frontier Mootahs of Lower Goomsur ; the new 
grain crnjis arc being secured with greater haste than usual, and in some instances the min is being 
jtMuoved from the villagt's, while in some places the inliubitants are in the custom of deserting their 
villages during the night, hut return during the day* The reasons assigned for so acting have been 
.stated as three — viz., that Cliockro Bissye will take advantage of the Suinbulpore disturbances and 
make inroads as formerly ; 2ndly, that the Sunibulpore rebels intend visiting Goomsur ; .Srdly, that 
the Klioiids intend pillaging the low country. These may be considered merely as rumours, without 
I'oiindution of any kind, and I sincerely trust they may prove to be so, but (taken in conjunction with 
the s(isj)iei.iiis movements of the Byraghee.s) and us 1 have heard them from various independent 
sources, I have considered it proper to report them for the infurination of Government.

'J'he slate of the road between Ranee- 
gnnge and Allahabad is now sueli as to admit of tins plan being adopted with .safety.

You will receive with pleasure the "ratifying? intelli«?ence communicated to us by

1\> Mr. (\>ekbnrn, the Commissnmer of Cuttack, for the future administration of the 
former district. 


Ctunmodore it. II. AVatsoii, C.H., of the Koyal Navy, reported his arrival at 
Calcutta tm (lie HUh .January, in Her Majesty'.s shij* “ CJicsapeake,” to take command of 
Her Majesty’s ships of the Kast India division. 

In reply to an inquiry whether the servicc.s of Captaius Peel and Sothebj, with 
their u's))cctivo brigades, could now be s])arcd, in order to the dispatch of Her Mi^aty's 
ship> V Shannon" and ** Pearl *' to China, we informed the Commodore that tiie extreme 
i’.upi*itauoe of the duties upon which the detachments from those vessels were employed, 
and tlve very vnlunhle assistance which that from the ** Shannon " gives to the artilleiy 
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strength of the nrn{T^ make it impossible for us to dispense immediately uitk the services 
of Captains Peel ana Sotbel^ and their respective brigades. 

The Commodore reportoil to us on me 23rd ultimo, that he intonded to dispatch 
Her Miyesty’s ship Himalaya to England, direct, for some necessary repaii*s, mid that 
the vessel, which would leave on the 5th of Pobrnary, would bo ready to convoy to England 
auy invalids and wives and faiuilies of officers and soldiers wlio may haivc sufFered during 
the recent troubles. The Committee of the Calcutta Kclief Fund were apprised of this 
fact} and wo have since been informed that, owing to the early departure of the 
Himalaya/’' the Committee have only boon able to secure passages for three ladies, viz,, 
Mrs. Polchampton, Mrs. Bartnim, and Mrs. Murray. Tho Committee havi^ asked us to 
apply on their behalf to Her Majesty’s Oovernnient, that the usual tahlo-moncy may not 
be charged to those ladies, or that, if the charge must bo made, the Loudon neliof Com- 
mittee, who will be communicated with, may be called upon to ilcfmy it. \Vc beg that 
you will be so good as to take such steps in this mailer as may aijipcar to you to he 
proper. 

We have appointed Dr. Murray, the civil surgeon of Agra, on leave, uho has 
recently proceeded to rejoin his appointment, to take and foruanl to us plu)tograj>hic 
views of the entrenchments at Kajghul, IJcnares, of the principal buildings in the fort at 
Allahabad, including the now barracks and liospitals under const ruction, and of tlie palace 
buildings, the |)alacc and city walls, and principal gates of Delhi, as also of the iSiimma 
Musjid, and other buildings of note at that place. 

We forward, as usual, some other corres])ondence on matters of minor iinporlnnce 
which call for no special notice in this letter.

IN coiitiimation of my dcsiKitrh of the SY si ultimo, 1 )mv<* tho Itotior to submit my narrative 
diary of events to 15th instant. 

2. February 1 atid 2 , — The Aura convoy started this morniiii; for Mynpemrio. as I uKMitiuiK'd in 
my last narrative that it would. Calcutta papers of the 2t>tli have* this i!ay renched us. A letter 
from Sir K. Hamilton, dated Indoroi 2.3rd ultimo, reports all (|uiot ut MuiKiVnorc, and iliut Sir 11, 
Rose’s force would move on iSuugor as soon us ivpiippcd. The Rajah cd' AniKhera had l)«‘C»ii 
eoiidemned to dcatli, but his exerutiun was suspemled. Several uflieials and mutineern had, however, 
])ccn executed, or blow'ii away from guns. 

3. January ti, — ^1'hc Putteeala tniops, dispatrlie<I to the a^sislall^^ of the llamt of Dholrpore, 
arrived at Muttra yesterday, aiul will Imlt a day or two there. On arrival here tlujy will aUt) halt for 
some time, that the moral effect of their presence may be fell. Writing' on the 2nd, Mr, Ox’ks hohis 
out a hope that the Coiimiander-in-cbiei' maybe induced to leave a regiment nt Sfynpoorie, whose 
presence there will, in some measure, lessen the clifliculties of this (lovcrninent. 

4. January 4. — Calcutta mails up to 30lli ultimo were rei'civcd hero on tlic evi o 
this day. 

5. January 5. — A letter, dated Kerowlce, .'3rd instant, from Uenend Mansfield, reriMvrd (his <li\y, 
intimates the consent of his Excellency to leave f»0O Europeans, 200 Horse, and two gnus* ut 
Mynpoorie, which will, it is hoped, also have the effei t of cpiieting tlie Idawah district in soine degree. 
'Flic Cominaiicler-in-chief was just about to march towards FulU*ghur, the force under him havim^: 
captured seven guns on the previous day. 

6. January 6.— A telegram received last c'vening from .Major Eltl mentions tliat the rebels on the 
left bank of the Ganges had made an attempt to cross, and that, being fnist rated, they wergeannoiiading 
Anopshuhur, and threiitcnin;; to cross at Raiiighaul, Io\V 4 .t down the liver. Your Lordsliips tele- 
graphic message, dated 17th ultimo, regarding the proriKioa of an escort for ladi< s desiring to move 
down country]^ only reached this yesterday. 

7. January 7*“Subscqucnt Hccounts confirm the reports of the, rcbeU iiUvinjiting to cross the 
Ganges, and tliere arc reasons for believing that the towfi of Sartin, to the north-east of Khasguiige, is 
again occupied probably by some of the retreating rebels fiom rutteghnr; and it in to be feared tlnit, 
if his Excellency enters Uobilcund witliout unotlier brij;^;ule KimulUin-ously doifig so from the north- 
west, large numbers will again push themselves into the Uoab, ami expose it. to anarchy and (M>nfusion. 
Kutteghur letters, received this day, confirm our occupation of the city oi/the 3rd without up|)osition, 
and our quiet possession of it on the 4th. A letter from Ucmeral Mansfield announces, ‘*as a present 
arrangement but not one likely to last long,"’ that the detachment previously referred to vrill he left at 
Mynpoorie; axid bis Excellency anticipates that a moveable, column, in course of. organixaiion at 
Cawnpore, will nuture what has already liecii effected in that <listrict tciW'ards the restoration of 
order but from bis want of troops no hopes are held out of any support to Ktawali, and the 
garrison of Mjnpoorie will be reduced when a proper post has. I^n put in onler.” J much fear, 
therefore that with tlie very limited means at the disposal of this Government, it will be scarcely 
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practinabic to keep the peace of the country ; and I dread the re-occupation of ^tanrah by the rebels, 
and the nercssity of the civil authorities again flying from it. *l'hc march of the laige Agra convoy 
towards Myiinooric has had an excellent moral effect; and, as stated by Mr. Commissioner Harvey, 
he political earthquake has passed off, the moral earthquake is commencing, and the long line of 
this rninp is itidiiciiig defaulters to pay up •y* a gun has also been taken, and some traitors and thieves 
will most likely he punished. 

Under the admirable arrangements of Mr. Ileadc, Financial Commissioner, our {pecuniary affairs 
continue to prosper in spite of Iteavy demands against Government. *Thc cash balance in the treasury 
on 30th November last was 9,73,180:6:6; on the Slst ultimo it was 10,49,180:6:6, irrespective of 
1,29, 32:1 at Allygliiir, tlunigh the disbursements of the last month have been heavier than in any of 
the six months preceding ; hut the following concluding paragraph of Mr. Ileadc’s monthly financial 
memorandum speaks more fnlly for itself : *• At the close of 1857, and of six months of an anxious 
period, it is gratifying to he able to state that, from the resources of three districts, Agra, Muttra, and 
Allyghur, continually traversed by mutinous hands and rebels, the UmtoI Government, nevertheless, has 
been enaliled to pay nj) its cstablishnients in full ; to discharge temporary loans, to relieve distress, 
and to supply threo c<»n.sidciablc «*onvoys with stores and money, and yet to have a larger cash balance, 
on 31st lieceinber, by tiirec* lacs, than it had on Tith July. 

H. Janiinrij H 1 have tliis day directed extracts from three communications to my address to he 
forwarded to liis Kxrrllcncv the (h)nnimiuler-in-chief and to your Lordship, in illustration of tliedifli- 
culties ntteiidaiit in attempting to govern di'<tricts without troops, or wiili raw levies newly raised, and 
sometimes merely raised fortlic occasion. I need scarcely call your Lfwdsliip's attention to the earnest, 
soldier, and business-like letter of Mr. Ilinc.e, Magistrate of Ktawah, for it will he sure to attract 
your notice. Letters from Nynee Tal mention another feehle attack hy, ai d his repulse of, the rebels at 
the foot of the hills. Major llainsay has selected a site few barracks, and 1 yestenlay appointed 
Captain T. (ilover, of the Engineers, who has h.ad practice in barrack hnilding at the hill station of 
Mhurree, to superintend the (lirc<*tion of tho'^e at Nynee Tnl, directing him to proceed there without 
delay. Yoiiug Mr. (’Imrclior, who so devotedly remained at llhannnpore with, aud watched the dying 
moments of, the late Major Hohertson, gnn-(‘arriage agent, Fiittegliur, was enuhicd, I am happy to 
.say, to join his Ex(•elh‘ncy^s camp on the 4th, after seven months of suflering and hardship. 

9. Januari/ 9. — .Ml nccounls tend to the convietioii that the (iwalior rebels are again gaining 
strength and power, hot.li in men and guns; the Meerut eonvoy Jiaa passed on to Cawnpore, and was 
at ( joorshaiegnnge on tlje 6th. The Agra com oy reached Mynpooric on the 7th, hut was detained 
there pending orders to the C?ornniander-in-cliief, and for want of a relief escort to take it to Futtaghiir, 
where, it is believed, his Excellency means it to Iw sent. The country fit>m Allyghur to Gorshuiegungc 
is re|)resejitc(l to he highly cultivated, and .seemingly peaceful, but most of the police chowkees, dawk 
bungHlous, Ac., are burnt and destroyed, and yet there is, of course, no police along the line, and it 
will he a matter of considerable time before there can he. The gun-cariage agency, machinery, timber, 
Ac., at Eutteghnr, were found nearly uninjured, as well as the clothing hiiildiiigs, with a great quantity 
of cloth. Among the clothing was uniform for a second battalion, 41st Native Iiifantr}*, which would 
appear to have been organized l)y the mutineers. 

10. January 10, 1 1, 12, 13, aud 14. — A letter from Meerut, dated the 11th instant, mentions that 
the Bijnorc rebels had invaded the Uouh at the head of the canal, committed considerable damage, and 
made prisoner of a telegrni)hi<* signaller. 1 regret also to say that one duffadnr and six men of the 
loth Irregulars, who have behaved well throughout, arc reported to have gone over to the rebels from 
near Meanpore, and strong representations are frequently made to this Goveniinent of the disturbed 
state of fiieling iu the Doah. Letters of the I2tli report the suecc.ssful defeat of the rebels at Moya- 
poor, near the head of the niual, hy a small body of troops under Captain Jloisragon. A person of 
rank, supposed to he Nuwah Alimc<loollah, was wounded, and his nephew was killed hy ('aptaiii 
Boisragon liimself. A letter fnun Mr. Iwskine, dated Juhhulpore, 1.5th ultimo, .states that in 
Juhhuipore itself we are all safe. Part of Saugor and all the Europeans are safe. The Nursingporc, 
lloosliungalmd, Bnitool, and Seunee disiri<*ts are all quiet, and the gre.'iter part of the country, south 
of Saugor, is well cultivated, 'riie lolegrapine line from Agra li> Delhi was completed on the 13th 
instfint, hut I regret to say that we have not wires suflieieni to effect a junetion with Meerut, and I 
fear that there will, for a long time, ho a hiatus” between Agm and Mynpooric, and have some 
doubts whether the Cawnpore authorities have wire enough to eontiimc the line to the latter point. 
Meantime, mnii earts travel regularly from .\gra and .\Ilyghur to Cawnpore. From intelligence 
received here on the 1 Ifli instant, we learn tlu\t the force proceeding from IVesa to Nusseerabad had 
successfully taken the fort of Kauai, near Ahoo, with little loss, and that the Kotah Bajah was 
gradually strengthoning himself against his nuitinous troops. 

11. January 15. — C'aptain Bruce, Deputy Quartermaster-General, arrix’ed here yesterday from 

the camp of his Excellency the Commander in-chief, on a confidential niis.sion, chiefly connected with 
the^ dispatch of certain ordnance, storc.s, Ac., and other military matters unnecessary to enumerate. 
“The district of Mynpooric is settling down very quietly. The Chowbansarc represented as terribly 
ashamed of themselves, and anxious to show loyalty by paying up revenue.''* Etawah, on the other 
hand, though, genernlly speaking, loyal tlirougliouL is now’ threatened by the remains of the Gwalior 
contingent, and there will ii^wnys be a feeling of insecurity in that district so long as these rebels are 
in such close proximity to it. In the transactions of the ln.st fifteen ilays, there has iieen little in 
Ymrticular to remark. There has been a decided impnivcment in the Agra, Mynpoorie, Allyghur, 
Etawah, and Muttra districts, although there arc only fifty Sikh Infantry at Ktawnh, and not a single 
regular .soldier at Muttra; hut in Schnriinpore. Moosufiemu^ir, Meerut, and Bolondshnhur^ pumic 
confidence has been greativ shaken, aud a feeling of insecurity pervades the comraanitT, eonseqifent 
on the frequent attempts of the rebels to invade the Doah at one or more points in tnese districts, 
n having actually done so in Seharunpore. Our finances continue to proaper. 

Dcini has about 34 lacs iu hand, and in the other treasuries there are very considerable amounts. 
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Our ccmvot^ huve reached their destination without accident, and otbem will shortly be ilis)M^U'hc(U 
and our poiiee is increasing in numbers and in efficiency. Finally, if the Duab and the other districts 
in these provinces are sufficiently fortunate as to preserve their integrity and immnnitjr from invasion 
for aix weeks or a couple of months more, there is little reason to doubt that they will hy that time 
have settled down into comparative order and repose, for our police ought then t<i oo pretty numerous, 
and sufficiently disciplined, to preserve and command internal peace.

I WISH to let the Government know how I \v:is employed during the siege of Dellii, iTnd also 
to bring to their notice the claims of several individtndn, who rendered important and effirient Mcrviee 
during a trj'ing and critical period. 

1 escaped from Delhi with Brigadier (iraves and sevend otiicr officers, and nr rdl arrived iif 
Kurnaul oil the morning of the 13tli of May. I was thcMi the senior civilian in the Delhi ferritoiy 
(Mr. Fraser having been killed in the city on the lltli). and for a time I acted ns roinmissioner and 
corresponded with the ConiiiiRiidcr- in^chicf, and with Mr. Barnes, the Comnii^sioner of I'ndiall.di ; 
but the late Mr. Greathed was ordered to Delhi, as (’ivil Conunissioncr with the tioops, and as soon 
as he should join my fuiietions would cease. 

According to the request of General Barnard (who succeeded to the comnuunl on (lenerid 
Anson^s death), 8ir Tlieophilus Metcalfe marched to Delhi with the first column, and Mr. KiehnrdeM 
with the second column. Mr. MeWhirUT, the Magistnile of the district, hud perished at Delhi, and 
Mr. Richardcs had succeeded him. Sir Tlieophiliis was to rcimiin at Delhi with the funs*; Mr. 
Richardes was to return to Panceput, and to rcitiHiii there or at Sursiiolee. 

Thus no duty was assigned to me. I received no iiistruetions, niid 1 had no reenlar ])Ost. 

Captain Martineau, of the Commissariat Department, was ordered to remain at Kiiriniul. Tlieie 
was a guard of 70 Sikh Infantry and a few C'avairy. 

1 felt certain that if Captain Martineau w’asleft alone with such a small foree as this, he would 
not be able to remain a week ; in fact I fully believed that the .station would “ go'' us so many olhers 
have. 

I had once Ikicii the Magistrate of this district. I knew the jieople, and tliev knew me; nn<! I 
bdiered that I had some little influence with them. 1 thought, therefore, that 1 might he usf'ful in 
assisting to preserve tranquillity at Kurnaul and in the neighbourhood. 

Accordingly I went to General Barnard and told him that if he Inul nothin.; better for me to do, 
I would remain at Kurnaul. lie said he did not think I could do hettrr. 

On the very day on which General Barnard marched for Delhi, I hnppemd to see the orde r • 
Imok. 1 was horrifled to And that a company of the flUth Regiment Native Infantry wur, direct rd to 
stay l?eliind for the protection of Kurnaul. Universal rer>ort said that the regiim'nt was as disloyid ns 
pcmsible, and I was convinced that if these men remainen, t.itey would he certain to mutiny, in wliirh 
case the station must Captain Martineau knew this ns u'tdl an I did ; but as a mibtury man 

he could not remonstrate against an order of the generalV I uum not frilcred thus, and 1 wont at 
once to the ^neral, and bilged him to countermand the order. At first, he would not ron^enl ; but. 
he yielded amr consulting the Adjutant-General, and the company was directf'd to march to Rolilm k 
with tlie rest of the regiment. 

There wg| still a treasurv guard of 44) men belonging to this sumc fJOlh, and I was d( trrn)iiic<l to 

r It rid of these also. Aecoixiingly when Mr. Richatties mandiecl for Delhi with the sf^eoud robinin 
got him to take with him the j^eater part of the money (he afterwards made it over to tl o ndlifury 
chest at Delhi}, and of course the 40 men went down as an escort. 1 rued not suy how rnufdi I was 
obliged to Mr. Richardes. 

If these 140 men had been kept at Kurnaul, they would have been sure to f(dlow' tbe example of 
their comrades, who mutinied at Rohtuck a fortnight afterwards. 1'he tre isury wouhl have bem 
plundered afid the bungalows Imrnt. Captain Martineau and myself would have* been 4ibliged to fly 
(if indeed we could have escaped alive), the country would bare been up, and Kurnnul must bavi* 
gone* 
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The sficoiul column marched, and Captain Martineau and myself were left with tlie Puttialah 
Sirdar (c)Id Purtaub Singh), and his handful of men, who, if they were few in number, and not 
particularly well armed and drilled, were at least loyal and faithful. 

Having «;ot rid of all the sepoys, we had no internal enemy to dread, still I was not at all easy* 
On the west there were the Uanghurs of the Nurduck. On the cast the Goojiu's and other budmashes 
(if the Mozuflerniiggur district, which was then in a very disturbed state. The Jumna was between ua 
iind the M(jzufiVrnnggiir people ; but at that season the u'afer was low, and there were many fords. 

We were not left at peace very long. On thV; 3rd of June, just as Captain Martineau and myself 
\v(Te sitting down to brerakfast, word was brought that between *200 and 300 bead of cattle, belonging 
to Kurnaul, had been rlriven off from under the very walls of the town. I sent out a party of sowars, 
Sikhs and district, and some men of the Nawab\s, and the cattle were tracked to Kulraon, a large 
village about seven miles below Kurnaul, and about half way between the Trunk Road and the 
.furnna, th.at is, about two and a-half or three miles from each. As the sowars arrived, the last of the 
cattle were just being driven into the village. The gate was sliut immediately, and a large party of 
match lock I ruMi inside fired tni the sowars, who forthwith heat a retreat. 

In the course of the day I iisccrtaincd that a large band of marauders from tlic Mozufferiiuggur 
district f(joojurs and otliers) had collected in Kulraon, and that the foray w’as made by them and the 
Kulraon people jointly, lint \ie could not punish the oflenders ; we had not a sufiSriciit force. 

The next day ftlie 4tli) matters were worse. Between 9 and 10 a.m., the noise of many voices, 
and of (MMiasional shots, reached our house ; evidently there was a disturbance in the town. While 
we M’vxv. wondering what the row was alioiit, a message from the Kotwal informed us that the road 
)i:ul been attacked sonic five or six miles below Kurnaul. In fact, more than 100 persons of various 
class(*s and occupations who wen^ gning down the road, and who bad started in one party for the sfflee 
of mutual ])ro1cctinn, had been stopped, robbed, and turned back by a large band of marauders. 
Among the travellers were t wo Imrkuridauzes and a diifiTadar, who were carrying money to one of the 
than nulls. 'Phe diilVadar was badly wounded, but be managed to bring off the money, and afterwards 
1 rewarded tliem all three. The pUuidcred men (some of them were wounded) rushed into the town, 
yelling and shouting, and (^ailing out that they were inurdcrcd. All Kurnaul was in alarm., and every 
gate was shut. 

I sent out sowars again. After a time thev returned, and reported tiint the const was clear. 
Somti ffiw men were lurking in the jungle on one side of the road, but tliey vanished when the sowars 
came U|). The road was o))cn again, and the mail cart started with the up*couiitry dawks, and reached 
the camp in safety. 

I ascertained that the oflenders were our friends of yesterday, the Kulraon people and their 
allies, the Mozufiermiggiir (ioujurs. 

I was very iiiueli discpiicfed ycslcrtjay; cattle-lifting on a large sciile to-day; the road attacked; 
it looked like a determined system of insurrcc'tion. 1 feared that this was “ the beginning of tlie end,” 
that the llnnic would spread, that the uliolc neighbourluMid would gradually rise, that the town and 
the station would he ntta(;kc(l at last, and that we shotdd be obliged to abandon Kurnaul. But we 
ueic utterly powerless. To send seventy Sikh Infantry, and thirty or forty sowars, against a large and 
strong village filled with armed budmashes, would have been madness. The party would have l>een 
beaten buck, the marauders Avould have gained confidence, and our Inst state would have been worse 
than (Mir first. 

At last I thought of a remedy. 'Plie (fiikle Corps was mareliitig down from the Peshawor 
frontier to Delhi, at the rate of twenty-five or thirty miles a-day, and would rtnw^i Kurnaiul the next 
morning or the day after, ami I determined to ask the commandant (Major Daly) to make an example 
of K\ilrnon. This was not u time to hesitate or to wait for instructions. Major Daly would not 
remain more than twelve or fourteen luuirs, and I cduld not tell when another regiment would pass 
through Kurnaul. If anything was to be done, it must be done at once. 

The next morning hefore (I o’(*lo('k the corps arrived. 1 went to Major Daly, and t(dd him how we 
w('rc situated. He asked me what I wished. 1 replied that 1 wished him to make such an example of 
Kulraon as should strike terror into the uhole neighbourhood, so that the iKn)ple might see and know 
that they eouhl not jilay those tricks with impunity. At first he was inclined to differ from me as to 
the poli(‘y of the measure. He thought that if n village w'as destroyed, and at the same time the 
country was not occupied by a suftieient force, the inhabitants driven to despair and not coerced 
Mould be more troublesome than ever. This he said he had often witnessed among the wild tribes on’ 
the Alfgimn frontier. On learning bis opinion, I was puzzled and undeended. Major Daly is an 
otlii^er of great experience and intelligimee, and if I acted against his advice and evil came of my 
obstinacry 1 should never forgive myself, and 1 might be much blamed by the Qovernment* On 
(*onsi(leration, however, I determined to ]>crsist. 1 said that if something was not done at once, 
prohubly we should bc5 ol)ligeil to abandon Kurnaul in another week, that the major's argument might 
a])ply to the frontier tribes, nations of soldiers, who were cx>nstantly fighting, but it would hardly hold 
good in the case of a settled district, where not a shut had been fired for sixty years. At any rate 
unless y»omctbing was done, the xvhole country M*oiiId be up. Whatever might be tlie result, we could 
hardly hv M*orsc olf than Mc are now. At liwt Major Daly consented to act on my requi^on. 

\\'hon^ he had once made up his mind, he did not do the work negligentlv. He started at 
7 e.M. When he had got seven miles down the road, he turned sharp to the left and roeiched 
stnught upon Kulraon. When he close to the village the raatc^hloekmen saluted him wi A a 
volley nud wounded two or three of Ins men. He sounded the bugle, there was a rush, and in two 
luiiuitcs tlie infantry portion of the corps were in tlie village, the cavalry remaining outside to cut 
oil lugitivos. Circut Mas the (Consternation of the fellows inside. As I beard afterwards, they had 
peieoixcd n party of men advancing on the village in the dark, but imagined them to be aMsaref 
jxdice, not u soul had any idea that the place was to be attacked by a regiment The bugle uiutaodnred 
them. As soon ns they discovered the truth they ran at once. Between thirty and forty men wera 



cut up. Om tan of the prituapel lumberdar was kiUed, and another aon was amongatthe pritonera. 
The yillag(q^wa$ fired. Tht weather waa dry, most of the roofs were thatc?hed, and everything 
periahabia was destroyed* By morning Kulraon was a heap. 

The effect was magical The cemindars of that neighlnjurhood, aatoiiiahed and frightened, docked 
into Kumaul and came to me. 1'hev asked wdiat new ciutom this a as; why was a village attacked 
by a<ddiere and forty men killed ? If the Kulraon |>eople had committed any crime, why was nt there 
a regular trial ? and so forth. I conjured with the nan)c of the general, he would have the road open 
and safe, and, to effect this, be would burn and destroy every village l>eta*een Kurnaul and Delhi, if 
su<^ a meaaure was necessary. The aemindara were convinced that the general was not to be trified 
with. They declared tlmt they would post chowkedars of their own to wati h the mad, and some kept 
Aeir word. 

After this severe punishment of Kulraon 1 felt tolerably certain that no more of the Moauffer- 
nuggur marauders would be invited across the Jumna by our atMiiiiularn in the neighbourhood of the 
river. But there was still one quarter from which a great danger was to bo appreliendetl by the 
Nurduck. 

The Nurduck is a large tract of country to the west of Kurnaul, seventy or eighty villages, some 
very large, and all belonging to Kanghurs. The latter |uiy revenue to the Nawab of Kurnaul nud he, 
in his turn, has to pay a small quit rent to Government* Those Kanghurs are a lawless nml turbulent 
race, much addicted to cattle stealing and burglary. 1 hud good iiifonnatioti that they were meditating 
mischief; there was constant communication going on between them and the llanglmrs on the other 
aide of the river. The Nurduck Uaiigliura had a double motive-^first, they wanted to plunder Kurnaul ; 
secondly, they longed to strike a blow at tlie Nawab, whom they hate bitterly, regarding him as a 
harsh and severe landlord* Until there w*as some Hocurity that these men would remain quiet, Kurnaul 
could not be considered sate ; if they had resolved on a rise they c*ould have assembled a very formid* 
able number of armed men. 

Tlie question w»es liow these fellows W'erc to be kept quiet; I could only sec one feasible plan, 
vis., to take a large number into the service of Government. I knew that if Vttico a number (»f them 
enlisted until the consent of the head men of the. principal villages, the. Nurduck would bo ah quiet nn 
a Iamb. When we first came to Kurnaul 1 had enlisted a few as extra watchmen for the station, 
but these ]>olonged to a village close to Kurnaul, and were not men of any influence. I wanted men 
from the leading communities in the heart of the Nurduck, .Tooiidleh, Joahiisueh, and three or four 
others. 

For some time the hca<) men would not conic near im*. I sent mcNsnge after message to them ; 
but they still held and I begim to be very anxious; I feared that the prospect of plunder and 
revenge would be irresistibly tempting, and that the Nurdutd< would rise ut last. But after wavering 
for some time they were brought over. This was eflbcttMl chiefly by the exertions of two iigentM of 
mine, and partly perhaps by my ]>erKonal influimce, for (ns I said before), I had once been the 
Magistrate of tne district, and then people knew me. Doubtless, also, the prompt and severe 
puntshment of Kulruoit hud considerable weiehl; 1 was in ihiMuiddle of my negotiations with the 
Nurduck. 

Wlien the leading head men came in the treaty was soon made ; more tiian .300 men cnIiKted. 
My principal object was to get some security that tlie Nurduck would remain quief, and that object 
was now gained ; but besidcH this the men were really very useful, they escorted stores, amiminitioii, 
Ac., to the camp at Delhi, guarded the magnsdne, whi<*h was afterwards established at Kuniatil, kept 
watch over the hundreds of carts, hullocks, ciiiiiels, Ac,, with wliich the eTiram|iirig ground was often 
tilled, and did good service in many ways. 

For several days these Kanghurs were literully the only force in Kurnaul, except the ordinary 
police establishment and a few .sowars. Purtaub Singh and his Sikhs deseiled uh for a time. A few 
days after the Julliinder outbreak tlie ohl sirdar drew my curtains ut the dead of night and stood by 
iny bed side in company with a ihost extraordinary looking figure. Tlie latter was dressed in a Mlrange 
fantastic costume; he had three or four daggers in his girdle, and at his hack a rjuiver full of long 
arrowBi and his bow appeared to form part of his liciid-gear* He was a special mcHscngcr from I'urtaub 
Singh’s master, the Maharajah of Puttiuliah. 

The Maharajah had reason' to apprehend tlmt the Jullunder niutiiicrrs would attack his fort of 
Buteymlah, which contained jiis treasur)-, and on this emergency he suriimoiied his men from every 
quarter. Purtaub Singh was one of those suinimmcd. I asked him w hen he w*ould start } That 
moment. How many of his men would he take ? ICvery one. Hut tho*.c that were on guard ut 
some of the gates of the town, they would be left till the morning Surely, no; every man must 
start at once. But if these men were hurried off thus in the middle of the night there might be an 
alarm in tlie town, the people would fancy there was something wrong, and one could not tell whut 
hubbub and confusion might follow; whv not wait till nioriiingf Purtaub Singh was very sorry, but 
he must go at once ; and go he did, and in an hour’s time there was not a Sikh left in Kurnaul In 
fix or ei^it days the old sirdar came back with his men. He apologised for his abrupt departure ; 
he said he had no choice, the order was most peremptory, and he could not dlHobey it. * 

The mutineers of Jullunder did not attack Butcynduli. AVhat is more wonderful they did not 
come near Kurnaul or the Trunk Roacl They hurried on to Delhi as fast a^i |)OKHil>le. 

^e ceuntl^ was awed by the severe punishment of Kulraon, the Nurduck had roinc to terms, 
and Kmmauli I tnougbt, was now quite safe, always provided that wc were not attacked bv any of the 
mutineers. The mutineers collected in Delhi avoided the Trunk Koad as religiously as the Jullunder 
fdibws did (the detachment beaten by General Nicholson may have intended, to attack the road, 
though I ^always bdieve that they were going to Jhansi) ; and niy anticipations of tmtiquillitv were 
ooiimt. Up to the end of the mge there was one more disturbance in the Kurnaul Pergunnan, and 
only one. 

In the beginning of July 120 of the Lahore police sowars were sent to me by Mr. Banies and 
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Captain Nf cNcill^ the Deputy CommUeiolner of Thanneysur^ was so kind as to let us have one of the 
four Piittiullali gun8» whichw ere under the command of some of the Lahore sowars I ij^inployed iu 
collecting the revenue, and for his purpose I sent fifteen of them to Bulleh, a large jat vlUagCi eighteen 
miles soulh-west of Kuniaul. 

'Die Bulleh semindars are a remarkable instance of wanton and causeless recusancy* ^ They did 
not care a straw' for the mock royal family of Delhi. They did not pretend to have anything what* 
cvt?r to compluiri of. It would be difficult to find a mure thriving and prosperous set of agriculturists. 
'IMioir revenue is (1,500 rupees, they could easily |jay double the amount. The land is watered by a 
branch of the canal. The crops are niagnificent. 'Jlic zemindars arc said to own more than 200 
horses, and of rx>urse there are vast numbers of bullocks for ploughing. When the village was entered 
)))’ our men tons upon tons of grain were found, and great quantities of ghee, sugar, &c. From the 
whole appearance of the place prosperity and good government might be inferred, not [poverty and 
oppresHioii. Yet these men wantonly refused to pay their revenue, and expelled the sowars sent to 
c;o)lcct it. Bullcli hud waxed fat, and now kicked. If Exeter Hall should inaintaiu that such of the 
roiiiilry people as have joined the rebellion have been driven to despair by poverty and oppression, 
let Hulleh be quoted to refute the assertion. Of the Kiiialler /emindars the most prosperous have 
often Ihumi foremost among the disloyal. The Bulleh people believed that the (ioveriimcnt was 
paraly.sed, and tliey thought we could not compel them to pay their revenue. They were speedily 
undec*eivcd. 

(^itaiii lIughcN, of the 1st Punjuub Cavalry, happened to be passing through Kurnaul with a 
portion of his regiment. I went to him and asked him to make a flemonstratiun against the refractory 
village. J did not e\pe<*t that the zemindars would attempt to resist a regular force. 

('iiptiiiii lluglies arrived at Bulleh on the morning of the Itith of July. He pitched his camp 
in the open air, aiul nxlo up to the village with a party of troopers. The gate w*as shut, and as he 
was park'Ning with some of the head men, he was tired upon by inutebloekineii inside. He charged 
tlie gato, got. in, and swept round the suburbs, killing twenty-two of the insurgents; but he lost four 
iiini killed and tliirtecii or fourteen w'ounded; and he could not penetrate to the heart of the village, 
wliieb was strong, brick built, and situated on liigli ground. He retired to his camp and wTote word 
f<i me tliiil lie could not take tlie place without infantry and guns. 1 received his letter at 5 j P.M. In 
an hour and a-half two light guns and fitly Sikh Infantry, and aUo a party of sowars, were on their 
way to Bulleh. Captain Martiiieau kindly volunteered to take tliem out. One of the guns w'a.s Captain 
McNeiH’s, and the other belonged to tlie Nuwab. 

In ibe morning (v^iptain Mnrtincau arrived at the scene of action. Bulleh had received large 
reinforcements during the night. All the budmashes of the neighbourhood had tIoc*kcd into the 
])l{ice. 41icy had sallied out at daybreak, and w'cre now lining the jungle on either side of Captain 
llugties* ('amp. C^iptaiii Hughes was inutueuvriiig to entice the fellows out into the open, and the 
mati'lildckrnefi were tiring long shots at the troopers. C'aptain Martineau masked the guns with his 
sowars ai.d infantry, and w lien lie got near enough he halted, unlimbcred, and fired into the jungle. 
The oiieiny v>ere paralysed; they had not expected artillery. In a minute' or two they bolted from their 
cover and rushed towards their village in two large bodies. Captain Hughes followed one party, but 
they were (dose to the village, and he could not touch more than six or seven. Tlu! other party fared 
ditlerenlly. The Adjutant, Lieutenant Millet, got between them and the village, and they w'ere 
obliged to take to the open. He charged them with one troop of liis own and tliirty of the Lahore 
sowars (al)out ninety men in all), and the slaughter was terrible. The troopers, having lost several of 
tlieir ('omrades the day before, were as savage as possil>le, and spared no one. The pursuit was con- 
tinued for nearly four miles, and more tlian 130 of the insurgents were cut up. 

Bulleh was burnt and plundered. Altogether upwards of 150 men were killed. The zemindars 
hud to pay tim wliok^ of their revenue, a fine of I, (XX) rqpees, and u certain sum for troop hprses 
killed or injured. Certainly the Bulleh people did not gain much by their eacupatit ; and I do think 
tl)e piiiiisliment was ample, yet, in a certain quarter 1 have been blamed for excessive leniency, because 
1 did not iiang tlie head men. 

'rhe names of Duly and Huglu's will long be reinciiibered in the Kurnaul Pcrguimah. Each officer 
(lid his work tliorouglily and effectually, hut more men were killed at Bulleh than at Kulraon, and, 
therefore, th(‘ people think more of Hughes than of Ualy. 

1 forgot to mention that the ('attic whieh were driven off* from Kunpml on the 3rd of June, were 
all reeov('r('d. Several prisoners were made at Kulraoii, and the more important of them were detained 
in jail till all the. ealtic were restored. 

'Fowurds the middle of August, Captain McNeill came to reside at Kurnaul. He had four guns 
and ;>()() or (»0ti Sikhs. As long ns we had such a garrison ns this, of course neither Qoojurs nor 
Hanghurs would dare to sliow their teeth; besides the reinforcements from the Punjab were now 
parsing down the road eonstaiitly. But, (luring the critical month of June, when the force liefore 
Delhi was so small, and our only garrhem (onsisted of Purtaub Singh’s seventy men and a few 
sowars, the safety ot Kurnaul and the tranquillity of the surrounding country were owing to three 
things, viz., the getting rid of 140 men of the (>6th Native Infantry, the prompt and severe punish- 
ment of Kulrnon, and the enlistment of the Nurduck Ranghurs. 

Kurnaul is uii the Grand Trunk Road, a sort of half-way house between Umlialla and Delhi, 
being about forty-eight miles from the former and seventy-two from the latter. If the station had 
1>oon plundcrt^d aiui Inirnt, and the surrounding country had fallen into a state of insurrection and 
aimrcby, the diffic'ulties of our army before Delhi would have been increased immensely, l^ere would 
have been a hostile country in the rear of the force. Reinforcements, stores, ammunition, all came 
througli or from Unibulla, and all had to pass down this niad; and they |iass^ down as quietly and 
satvly as if they had been travelling from Windsor to London. Once the telegraph wire was cut, but 
ih'ih w'tts in another quarter of the district, five and thirty miles nearer to Delhi. During the whole 
period of the sieire, the dawk was never stop|)ed for one single day. 



If Kitrnaul had ** gone/^ the state of thin|^ would have been very difTereiitt K\*cfy (H)nvoy 
would have had to fight ito way down, every string of camels^ every briteh of liaokeriest every iimil 
cart must have been acoom[wnied by a strong escort. A party of l^ikh IiTCgnlars, or tlie Nurdiipk 
Ranghurs w|3 always sent with every batch of stores or ainniunition, but if there had i>cen any real 
danger, valuable stores would not have been entrusted to such an escort as this : regular soldiers must 
have been sent. 'ITiere would not have been any electric telcgrapli Ijclow Umballuli, at any rate not 
below Thanneysur. The want of a convenient halting phen^ and denrtt between Umballa and Delhi 
would have been felt greatly. There would have l>ecn no dawk hungalow, no barracks, no ningaaiiie. 

I was able to do something towards maintiiining the safely of kurnnul and the tranquiility of the 
iieiglibourhood, and 1 rejoice that 1 was not altogether useless during the late critical |ieriod. That I 
was able to do anything, was chiefliy owing to an acciileiit : it ho hanpened that I had once been 
Magistrate of this district, therefore, I was acquainted witli the local polities, and I knew the i>cople, 
and had some little influence with them. If this had not been the ease, I shouhl l*avc been helpless ; 
imr probably nIiouUI I have volunteered to remain at Kiiriiaul. 

Towards the end of June, the Piinjaufi authorities proposed that the Kurnaul Perguiinah should 
be tmnsferred to the ThnnnVysur dislriet. The late Sir. (ireuthed. i^ivil ('oiiimiKsioner, with 
the Army before Delhi, objected to the proposed arrangement, and on that iK^iniHioii he wrote to me 
as follows: — 

liave iiiforiiicd Barnes, that T do not desire tli«‘ transfer of the I’i^guniiah. From every one 
wlio has had the opportunity of judging, I hoar that your personal influenri! is of the greatest service : 
go on and prosper as you have hitherto ilone.’* 

1 said above tliat I wished to record the great Hervi(‘e rendered to Cji»veriiinent by certain 
individuals at Kiirnaul. 

Among these, the Nawab of Kurnaul, Ahmed Ally Kinin, is the most conspieunus. From first to 
Inst the Nawab was with us, heart and soul. He believed in us, and had the most thorough contempt 
for the mock royal family at Delhi, and this contempt he ahVays expressed in the most open and 
uncompromising manner, wlialcver the place and wdintever the audience might he. Ills servants, his 
establishment, liis wliolc means and resources were freely offered to the (loveriirnent. II ih sowars 
were ns much engaged in giiarding the station, patrolling the remd, Ac., as if tliey had been in 
(lovcrnment pay. lie riiount<‘d two old guns (having previously consulted me on the subject), and 
when artillery was wanted at Bulleh, one of his guns was sent. To him I cntrusteii the duty of 
providing supplies for the troops which passed through Kurnaul ; and I think the officers will testify 
that the riis.siid .was always ready and that they ever had eveellent service, lie is a thcwouglily good 
and loyal sulije»*t ; I rimsider that the (io%'ernment are under great obligutitui to him. lie has 
received a letter of thanks from niy Imnenlcd friend the late Mr. fircatlied. 

Kamdnr Khan, the Kota^nl of Sursaolce, met ns on the road when we escaped from Delhi. 
1 knew him fiirincrly w'hen I was Magistrate of the dislriet. 'riiinking he might be useful, I brought 
him up to Kurnaul with me. He was inimonsely useful. 1 could not have managed the Niirduek 
without his assistance. The Ranghurs like him and respect liiin, and he has great intliienee with them. 
His exertions were most ereditable throiiglmut, and he showeil himself to be a faithful and trustworthy 
seivant of (-lovernrnent. I hope he, will be promoted ami rewarded. \lv helougs l«» an old, but poor, 
Pnftaii family, who bad lavn seltlc<l iu the Uohluek dist»icl ( IVrguniiah (lohaneli) for hundredH of 
yenrs. Towanls the end of July, solue troops of the Jlicndh Rajah’s were sent, into (iolmiieh to 
ndleet the revenue for us; alnu/st all the zernindars refused to pay. Kamdar Khairs family were aimmg 
file very few wlio brought their iinmey t(» the rajah’s people. 

Nuhbee Buksli Khan is a head man of r)ne of the hsiding Norduck villagei. He is a rcsiildar in 
tlie service <»f the Jrypore (jovermneiit, and he happened to be af bis home when the outbreak 
occurred. Ho is a per^in of .some <*onHi(Ura(ion uiuong liis elan '''men, and lie employed all his 
influence to induce the Uariglmrs to is'iimiii quiet. 

Hyder Buksh Khan, the Kotwal of Kurnaul, deserves commendation. Ho behaved very well, 
and 1 liad every reason to be satisfied with him. lii* was always aetivc* and willing, and he eolleeted 
tlie revenue of the northern part of the Kurnaul Fergiinnah. 

8heodynl Singh was tlie head ejerk in the Magistrate’s ciflice, while my brief authority laste<l (that 
is before Mr. (Jreatbed eamc over with the .Meerut troops), I appointed Sheodyal Singh to twt as 
depilty collector. He is a man of great inlelligenee and indn-stry, he. was alway.s /.ealous and ui'tive, 
and he waa most useful in many ways. The army iKtfore Delhi was constantly indenting upon im for 
ViiriouH articles, such ns saml-bags, blaiikeis, great «:<i.'its, h irse shoes, Ac. duantiticH of these 
tilings were sent from Kurnaul, and almost ail of them were made up uiid«*r the siipeniitendence of 
She^vnl Sing, lie wan willing to turn his hand to an) thing: lie never iiuuie cliflictilticH. and I shall 
always rcmcmlier the ready, cheerful, and efficient assislaiiec whicli I received from him. I trust he 
will be cotifirnicd as deputy collector ; he well deserves this mark of favor, afid In* is thoroughly 
competent. Mr. (ircaUied wan aware that 1 bad made this appointment, and lie thoroughly approved 
of the arrangement.

THE progress of events in these provinces renders it not improbable that steps will h«ive to be 
taken, at no very distant ])criod, for the re-orguiiization of the civil administration. I am desirous of 
obtaining your Lordship’s confirmation of certain arrangements which were contemplated by 
Mr. (\>lvin, the Lieutenant-Governor, and ctf which the outline w*as submitted in Mr. Keade’s address 
of the 2Sth iieptember. 

2. The death of Mr. H. II. Cireutlicd, (\)niinissioner and Agent to the Lieutenant-Governor, 
winch lUTurred before the re-occupation of Delhi had been completed, or the communications with the 
adjoining stations opened, rendered it iicfx^ssary to make a temporary arrangement for carrying on the 
duties of Ins otlicc. Mr. C. B. Saunders, ^>ho was on the spot, and held the civil charge of the 
district, under the designation of Senior Assistant to the Commissioner and Agent, was therefore 
directed, as a temporary measure, to nssumc charge of tlie Coinmissiouer*s office ; and this step was 
taken wdth the more <\nit»dencc. as Sir John Law*reiice, who is at a station in telegraphic communica- 
tion witli Delhi, most kindly otiered to issue all necessary directions for Mr. Saunders’s guidance, in 
tlic cmuliict of his important duties. 

3. The late Lioutenaiit-iiovcrnor had, liowever, for some time past, determined on Uic following 
ruusfers of officers holding coinniissiouershins in the upper divisions of these provinces. 

4. Mr. Great bed was to have returned to Meerut, to which division he was attached on the 
outbreak. 



5. Mr. Fleetwood Williams at present Commissioiier of Meerut^ was selected for the Rohileund 
division^ in which he has passed upwards of twenty years of his ser\noe^ and in which bis intimate 
knowledge of individuals is only surpassed by the universiil res|Yeet in which he is held. 

6. Mr. R. Alexander, at present Commissioner of Rohileund, it was intended to transfer to the 
Agra diviaion^ of which he has considerable knowledge and exjwrien. i\ ami Mr. IlarveVt Commissioner 
of Agra, would then be permanently appointed to the charge of Dellii, which he has already lield 
temporarily on a previous occasion, during tlie absence of the lale Mr. Simon Fraser on leave. ’ 

7 . Should the arrangement above described meet your Lordship's approval, it will l)e necessary to 
appoint an officer to the vacant commissionership, which will he that of Meerut. 

8. In reference to this vacancy^ the lale Lieutenant-Governor had stated, in writing, and also 
verbally to Mr. E. A. Reade, a short time lieforc his death, that it was Ids intention to promote 
Mr. Cudburt Thornhill to the first vacant comriiissioiiership : to this intention I propose giving effect, 
should your Lordship approve. 

9. Mr. C. Thornhill s promotion a*mild {lerniancntly viicate the office of Inspcctor-Gcneral of 
Prisons, and this office might, with advantage luid etHmomVf be then united with the sjiecial duty, 
which, in a recent address, I recommended should )ic assigned to Mr. J. C. Wilson. 

10. For some time to come, the office work of tlie prison department will not be very laborious, 
and the service on which it is proposed to employ Mr. Wilson, hy rendering his presence necessar)* 
in every district in succession, will enable him, without much additional demand upon his time, to 
organize the system which past experience may indu(?c the (jovernment to adopt hereafter.

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I inclose the depositions of llamjecwun Sing and Govind Purshnd, and I have sent trastworthy 
men to Khasgunge for information. But I much fear that I must retire. At the same time I was 
prepared to act as may be deemed most expedient ^vith reference to the information which may arrive 
during the night.

I HAVE already had the lionor of reporting the death, by the bands of rebels, of Chowbey Ghun- 
secam Doss, in the zealous discharge of his duty to the State. 

I also mentioned the loss he is to Ciovcrnment, and the general feeling of regret felt by all classes 
at his death. 

I need not dwell on his many admirable qualitic.s of head and heart, nor on the various scrvi<‘es 
performed by him to the great advantage of all who had to work witli him. 

From the comraenccnicnt to the end of the outbreak he has been tlic .same. 

When with Mr. Watson in ibis di.striet he was employed in keeping a watch over the j)rocv '- !- 
iiigs of mutineer regiments, and bringing reliable information from all quarters. When obliged to 
leave with his superior lie was in eonstant uttendanee on us in the fort of Agra, and siiiee iny depu- 
talion he has never failed to show himself the earnest, able, and devoted friend and well wislior of o(»r 
Government and eountrj'. 

I reported his diligence on the banks of the Ganges, in protecting the lives of several Chrlslians 
who crossed over from Uohilcund, and as he had lived so he died, without one thought of self. The 
tchseUlur and other officials had left Khasgunge, and although he was aware of the intended altju k 
by. the rebels in that place he thouglit his prt'sence w'ould enable our friends t<3 withstand, it, but in 
attempting this he fell. 

I would also mention, that «Iuring this period he has never received a rupee of pay, although 
clearly entitled to a liigh salary. 

All things consktered, 1 would suggest, that his widow should at once be presented with a dona- 
tion of 1,500, and a pension for life of 100 per mensem, to be continued to his only duld, a dau’diU'r, 
for her life. '

THE death of Ghunseeam Doss is indeed a publU* culanuty, ami the cirtmistances under irhich 
the State" has been deprived of )us valuable servicei^ niost distressing. 

He was, I believe, fornaerly, a tehseldar in the distri<*t of Allyghur, where he has some property, 
and relinquished offirc in consequence of becoming blind. 

That, notwithstafiding this affliction, he should have been, as he has been from the first, eminont 
for his loyalty, accuracy of intelligence, and extraordinary courage is most remarkable. 

Yet sucfi is the testimony ot all offleers, l>oth civil and rnilitiiry, while employed at Hattrass, 
Allyghur and elsewhere. 

If this valuable man had been spared, a title and jaghecr would hove been only a suitarde recom- 
pense for his fidelity and servii'es. 

Mr. Muir, having the Department of Intelligence, can more particularly record his testimony. 

I recommend the donation of Jl,50() rupees to the widow, and the life pension of 100 riinees per 
mensem for the joint lives of herself and daughter of the deceased, payable from the date of Ciliuii- 
sceain Doss’s death, subject to the confirmatiuti of the Supreme Government.

Note by Mr. MuiVy in ctufrge of Intelligence Department^ dated the liih December ^ lBr)7. 

1 AM fif opinion that the late Chowbey Ghunsecarn Doss has performed services to the Govern- 
ment which it is impossible to ovei^estimalc. 

In his fifth paragraph, Mr. Cocks speaks highly of the assistance rendered by the Chowbey, while 
he was einploved with Mr. Watson during ]May and June, 'rhis opinion I have heard corroborated in 
strong terms by others, who w<tc with the party at the time. * 

After our retirement into (he fort Ghuiisccam Dohh wa.s daily in attendance, and reported to me. 
all the. intelligence which he could collect. 

1 find from the diary I then kept up, and which was daily laid before the Licutcuant-Govoriior, 
that these reports began on the Htli of duly, anel they were continued regularly till the Chowbey went 
out on duty. 

The inttdligonce was pr<K*urcd at iNwisidcrablc cxpj'ii.sc to himself. Not only his own privafe 
scrvjinls and adherents were constantly employed in every direction, hut liircd incssoni^crs were deput'd 
liy him. 

I have no doubt that liis family [josscksch a rci'istcr of the ex|)cndilurc iruMirrcd, funk I will 
n*(|uesl (diowhey .Mohun Loll, his brollier (now absent in the perrormance of his hrci^hcr’s funeral 
rites), to prepare a statement. 

But the fact is that the inWlligencc of the Chowdicy in not to.hc mcrisured by a money value. It 
was at that period invaiuui)Ie. 

His excellent judgment, experience, ainl loeol knowledge enabled him to ofler wise iidvicc. My 
memorandum book contains the record of not a few of these, which were adopted hy Mr. (%)ivii), as 
his marginal orders prove. 

It was by the Chow'hey’s eoun^^el that the expedition to Ilattra.HS w'as planned. 

Since then he has, though blind and paralytic, occupied the foremost position-— ever by Mr. Cocks, 
whether at Hattrass, Mynpoory, or Allygnur. • 

Latterly, stationed at the Kutcha ( I haut, he furnished us w^iUi dail^ information of the position 
and plans of the insurgents, both tetw^ards Furruckabad and acToss the river. In one of bis rcconnoi* 
tering expeditions there, the enemy, attracted by his mountiul followers, opened fire from the opposite 
bank. One of the balls fell close to hi.s curncl, he had it pieked up ami sent into Allyghur. It wos 
rnninly by the Chowbey’s remnining at the Kutcha Gltaut that tlic six ChristiaiiH (Messrs. Wilkitisoii 
kc.jf were ro successfully delivered as is : lludcd to in Mr. (*«K-ks’s sixth paragraph. 

His end was noble. lie fell pre-eiiiincntly in tin* scrviis* of our (lovcriiinent and of his 
country. 

And now' we must show that \vc do appreciate such servu e*, and c;aii reward it adequately. 

The grant of 1,500, and pension of lUO rupees, should be conferred on his widow, the pension 
to his daughter. 

But thi.s will mark very feebly the gratitude of the Goveninienl for such devotion. 

The family should have a title eonferred upon it, and to tin* eldest brother one of the coiifiscaled 
estates should be granted, if possible, in the Allyghur f)i.strict. Tlic property should be large and 
valuable. 

The family, independent of Uliunseeaiii Doss’.<i services, is well worthy the favor of Government, 
Chowbey Mohun Loll, a younger brother, alw^ays attended Ghunsceain l)oss on his daily visits, and 
assisted in furnishing the reports. He took his brothers place in thin res|)ect wdien absent. 

Another brother, Jyc Kishen Doss, has done admirable service from the comoumcement of the 
outbreak, as tehseldar of Hattrasis, bukily holding by bis p(f»t ( ven in circumHlaiiccH of persosial 
danger. On one occasion he gave valuable luibrination by gravely taking up a position op|)osite Muthra 
wliile the fugitive troops were in occupation of that city 
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A third brother volunteered for a tehscldarship in Allyi^hur at a time when that post was little 
to he envied, 

I trust that tins faithful family may receive the reward wliich their noble brother^ Ghunseet.m 
Doss, lias so w*ell entitled them to. 

It will be time enou|^h to eonfer the title and the estate when the country has become more 
settled than at present^ ljut it ^ou\d be satisfactory if the Government were now to express its 
inleiition of doing wluit I have now ventured to suggest.

The betrayer, Mahomed Bakkcr, did not long 
survive his victim, for while our troops were still fighting in the city, he was seized a couple of days 
after the assault, in n house from whicdi there had been incessant firing kept up, and wan condemned 
to death and shot on the spot, after having delivered up Government paper to the amount of nearly a 
lac and a-lialf of rupees belonging to the estate of Mr. 'raylor, which he lind upon his person, and 
bv the surrender of wliich he liad calculated u|)on propitiating the authorities and oluaining his 
lilierty.

I AM directed by the Lieutenant-Governor of the Central Provinces to inclose for the itiformation 
of tlie Governor-General in Council the ncconipanying copies of a deini-otbcial letter, written last 
night by Lieutenant-Colonel Wroughton,from one of the villages of the northern frontier ot Jounpore, 
and received this niornins by express, and of a deini-ofliciul letter from Mr. Lind, the Magistrate, from 
the same place, received oy the same despatch. 

2. From these letters it will l>e seen that Lieutenant-Colonel Wroughton is of oninion, that it 
will be necessary for that division of the Goorkhas under Colonel Puhhvnn Singh, whicfi is defending 
Jounpore, to fall back before a large body of invaders from Oude now collected near the fmnticr, 
unless he receives the immediate aid of Euro|)eAns from Benares. The incluKcd correspondence with 
Colonel Gordon, commanding here, shows tliut such ussistaiico from the sinull garrison hero is 
impos-siblc : and your letter of the 30th ultimo, in coiuicctioii with telegraphic and other orders lately 
received, lias made it plain to the LieuteiiaiiUCiovernor that, iiiulcr existing circumstances, the employ- 
ment in this quarter of any portion of the troops now passing up tlie country i.s not at present to ho 
looked for. Lieutenant-Colonel Longdoii, with tlie small (hMai'hmcnt of regulars under his connnand, 
has just innrciicd from Jounpore to the distri(‘L of Asimghur, in ortho', with tlic assistance of the 
portion of the (loorkliu force defending that districts to repel an invasion which has heen actually made 
in force there. It is impossililc, tlicrcforc, to hope that Licutcnanl-(!oloiud Loiigdcn will be in a 
position to return to Jounpore'', as tlie Ardingbur (oiorkhas uloin* were loo weak to meet tiu. invadcra 
of their ilistrici, bclorc whom tln’V were obliged to fall hark, alaeidiniing two Pengunnahs. 

Such being the ease, it is manifest that, unless t'ne invadeis aliaiidoii tlieir design of uUueking 
Jounpore, which appears highly improbable, Colonel Wrought on, and the Jounpore Goorkbas, must 
fall back before them. The only practice'll question, therefore, that rcnmiiis, is whether this force 
sliould fall back to or tow'ards the town of Benares, as tlic invaders advance, or should throw ihctii- 
selves into the old fort of Jounpore. 

4. In my letters to your -address of the 15th and 18th ultimo, the dangerous comlitioii of the 
Oude frontier of these districts, as then existing, was fully described. In consequences Lieutcuiaiit- 
Colonel Loiigdcn's dctaclimcnt was considerately placed at the Lieutenant-Governor's disposal in 
order to strengthen the Goorkhas. Lieiitenaiit-Colonci Longdeii proceeded from Benares to Jourifioro 
on the 29th of October, and arrived there on the 31 st, when the whole military arrangements f<»r the 
defence of the frontier, including the movctucMits and diMposal of the Goorkha force w'crc ontrusted to 
him. A copy of the Licutciiant-Guvcrnor's instructioiiH to that officer is iiicloscd. 

.5. Before Licutcnani-Coloncl Loiigden'K arrival hens the body of Goorkhus under ('olonel 
Puhlwan Singh, witli whom Lieutenant-Colonel Wroiigiitoii is asKociated, on the J9th of October, 
attacked the advance of an invading force tinder IlusHun Yar (who is designated tis chiiekittdar of 
Joutqiore), at Koodooa, a place just within the Joun|)ore frontier. Tiie enemy, CHtimuted at l,20t) or 
1,300 men, were completely roqted. and lost 250 or 300 men killed, with a very small loss on our 
side. On the 30th of October, w’hilst Liculciiunt-C'oloiiel Longthm was on his mareli from Benares 
to Jounpore, the enemy having again advanced in great force to Chanda, were attacked close to that 
place, and after a sharp fight were tlioroughly defeated by the same brave troops. On tliis occasion 
the enemy were in great strength, estimated at 5,000 nieii, with seven guns. The ir artillery was so 
well served, firing about eighty very w'cll direrictl nmnd.s, that it is supposed that the gumierN, who 
mostly died at their guns, were old artillerymen. They lo.st four guns, and at least 3(K) men killed. 
Amongst their killed were the son and brother of 11 unwunt Singh, a large talf>okdnr of Oude, who 
.saved a party of our refugees at the outbreak of the iniitinv. The (ioorklias lost twelve men killed, 
and fifty-nine wounded, of whoqt bevcral have since dietf. Licuteiiaiit-Colfmcl Muduiimaii Hiiigh 
and Lieutenant Gumbeer Singh, both relations of Colonel l^uhlwun Singh, were wounded, the former 
mortally, and the latter very severely. This last named oflicer was covered with sword cuts, re ceived 
w*hen capturing a gun singlc-liaudcd, when he killed live and wounded two of its defenders with his 
own hand. The day would probably have been hrt wln ii the IJcufcnRnt-(^dollcl was killed, but 
for the admirable conduct of Major Iiulra Singh, who then took tiic cotiiimiiid of one of the two 
culurnn.s of attack. 

b. I am directed to mention these details of the action, lUft only as interesting in iheiriseivcs,. 
but as showing the serious character w'hich the contest is iissuming. It is hy their loss on this occasion, 
and the cfTecU which they have now' for the first time ex|M'rjcnccd of w'tdl served artilleiTi tliat 
the spirits of (I'C Goorkhas have been aftected in the nianiicr alluded to by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Wroughton. And it is to revenge the death of iiis lelatives, that Ilunwunt iSingh has now fakcii the 
field in person. 

7. The invasion of Azimghur, which was threatened himultaiicviusly with that of Jounpore, os 
represent in my letter of the 15Ui ultimo, though delayed longer than w'rs expected (perhaps in 
conscqu<^c of the fight at Koodooa and the carrying off of Mahomined Hussuit's boats at Uurhul, on- 
the Gogni)f was carried into effect on the 4th of Noveml>er, wlicii two of the northern I'erguniuihs of 
Aximghur were overrun by a large force, estimated at not less tlian 1,CNf)0 men, witli six guns; about 
250 sepoys (probably of the 17th Regiment), arc with this force. Our police were driven out, fopr of 
them who were caught were killed, of whom two were blown away from guns. The invaders were too 
strong to be attacked by the Aaimshur Goorkhas alone, but a juticilon with Lieutenant-Colonel 
Lungden has been arranged for, which was to have taken jdace yesterday, when the united force, it is. 
expected, would move to repel the invaders.

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ft. Translations of some of the papers taken after the fight above described are annexed, as 
showing the organized character of the movement ajpiinst these districts, and confirming the intelligence 
whirl) the Lieutenant* Governor has all along received. The Mehndie Hussun, to wbom^one of these 
papers is addressed, is the Nazim of Sultanpore, to whom the attack of the whole line of frontier 
between the Oom and the Ganges was eiitnist^. It is now said that he has just been removed at 
the instigation of Ilunmint Singh, for not having been present at the two last fights; and that his 
successor is Maliommed Hussun, the Nazim of Goruckpore, who is expected to take the command of 
this frontier in person immediately. 

On tlie 5th of this month, six days after the last fight, a letter and two incendiary procla- 
roations from Maun Singh at Lucknow, one to be stuck up at Jounpore, and one at jSenareSi 
announcing a false victory over tlie English there, and threatening all who assist their troops and 
allies in this quarter, were discovered between some Imllock cloths in a house at Jounpore, belonging 
to the agent of the Rajah of Benares. All native reports have agreed in saying that Maun Sin^ is 
now exercising supreme power at Lucknow, as Commander-in-cmief ; and the seal in these procla^ 
mations bears tlie title in the margin.* 

10. 'Fhe accompanying reports from the Commissioner of Allatiabad, and tlie Magistrate stationed 
on the Grand Trunk Road between Allahaliad and Benares, will show the Governor-General in Council 
tliat tlie hostile designs and preparations of the Oude talookdars near the Ganges, are maturuig. 
lietters from Beriec Dahadoor Singh, one of the chief hostile talookdars in that quarter, were found 
after the fight at Chanda, in which was a complete, and a very nearly accurate list of the troops in the 
Allahabad garrison, and in the |iosts upon the road ; also a list of persons in tliat part of the 
country complained of as being well affected to the British Government. 

11. Ill the above paragraplis the actual state of affuirH lias been described. Information just 
obtained )>y tlie Intelligence Department leads the Lieutenanl-Governor to expect that the aggressive 
talookdars arc about to he reinforced by mutineers and others from Lucknow. \ scout just returned 
from that city reports that he heard that Maun Singh had been applied to by his brother for guns 
and men to enable him to proceed against Jouiiporc and Azimghur, and that fourteen guns and 
some regiments have been told off for this duty, but they have not yet started from Lucknow. This 
looks to the Lieutenant-Governor as though Maun Singh had at last discovered the proper game for 
him to play, and had resolved to attack where we arc weakest in Europeans, and most open, and 
where he ran do most harm to our resources and communications. 

12. From the position of affairs above explained, the Governor-General in Council will perceive 

that, HS it now appears that neither Colonel Puhlwan Singles force in Jounpore, nor theGoorkha force 
in Azimghur, is able, without European support, to meet in the field a large invading force, such as ia 
now expe(;ted, the defence of this frontier line can no longer be relied upon. The distance between the 
Gogra and the Ganges at Allahabad is about 1()0 miles, and it is intersected by two great lines of road, 
one through Jounfiorc to Benares, and the other through Azimghur to (Jhazeepore. It is impossible 
to defend both these lines when both are simultaneously attacked in force, with only one body of 
troops canaille of meeting the invaders in the field. ,, 

IH. The Lieutenant-Governor, considering the great gravity of such a contingency as the abandon- 
ment of our districts north of the Ganges, as far down as the mouth of the Gogra, which he cannot but 
feel to he on event far from impossible under the circumstances be has desired me to explain, has 
deemed it to he his duty to make the fact of the manifestly increasing pressure liere known to the 
Governor-General ia Council. He is fully aware of the extreme urgency of the demand for troops at 
Lucknow which, up to this time, has existed ; but be has reason to hope that events there will come 
to a happy crisis before the troops now or hereafter passing Benares can arrive at the scene of action. 
Should rids ])e the (’nse, lie bcli<*ves that it will not he possible to employ a moderate force of 
Kiiropeaiis more advantageously than by immediately reinforcing the troops now employed in the 
<lefciice of this frontier. 1 have, ^c.

You will continue to he, 
as heretofore, the channel of communication with Colonel Puhlwun Singh and liis officers in all 
matters. 

4. The same instructions apply to the officers on your staff who may be dctiwhed witli siqiaratc 
parties of Goorkhas.

Sir, iienares, October .31, 1857. 

I AM directed by the Lieutenant- Governor of the Central I'rovinces to <»ommuiiicate to |ou, in 
continuation of my letter of the 26tli instant, the following explanation of the purjmsc for which tiic. 
detachment under your command has been directed for service towards the C>u(le frontier of the 
districts lietween the Oogra and the Ganges. 

2. The present object of Government is to protect the frontier of our old possessions in this 
quarter from the aggressions of invaders from the province of Oude, whilst at the same time the fieace 
is preserved witliin the districts lying immediately to the south-east of the Unde border. Six regi- 
ments, or what we should rather call six small fiattalions, fonning ilirc^* regiments under as many 
colonels or Ueutenant^lonels, belonging to our ally the Rajah of Nepal, have been doing admirable 
service for several weeks past in the two districts of Joun|K>rc ancl Aziinghur, which lie upon the 
frontier. By the services of these alltes, internal tranquillity has been restored in* both ; although, as 
was to be expected after the disorders which followed their abandonment, watchfulness is still 
expedient, and the show of .some force more effective than the thannah may possibly, in some 

of tlie more remote pergunnahs, become now and then necessary for the |)reservation of order. By 
the services of the same allies also two serious irruptions of invaders from Oude-^one in Azimghur 
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and one in Jounpore— have been repelled and signally punished, and the principal rebels and disturbers 
of the peace have been driven out of botli districts by force of arms* 

3. But the gatherings of large bodies of armed men, with avowedly hostile intentions, have been 
continued within the Oude frontier; and for many days past these menacing preparations have assumed 
an appearance of system and solidity which, in the opinion of Government, demanded the presence of 
a detachment of British troops to co-operate with our Goorkha allies in repelling and punishing the 
threatened invasion. A Nazim or Governor of the districts in question has been nommated by the 
rebellious Government, at Lucknow ; chucklndars or collectors have been appointed to them, and the 
levies now raised and regimented at Tanda, Sultaiipore, and other places within the border, and formed 
into regiments, are proclaimed ns forming the army wliieh is to conquer them. 

4. There is no doubt that about 4()0 mutineers of one of our revolted regiments of Native 
Infantry, either the 41st, or more probably the I7th, form a part of the force collected at Tanda, and 
threatening Azinighur. 

5. I am induced to inclose a letter, dated the 28th instant, from Lieutenant-Colonel Wroughton, 
our chief militarv officer placed in communication with our allies, wdiich will show you his view of the 
present as]>cct of affairs. The district officers, and more sjiceially Mr. Carnegy, tlie gentleman in 
charge of the Intelligence Department, lately organized in this quarter, will inform you of all that 
has Ikc'Ii hitlierto aseertained regarding the numbers, tlie quality and designs of the Oude insurgents 
who niena(!C llic frontier ; and lliey will contiiiuci to keep you fully and constantly informed of ail 
injjxjrtant movements or changes. Slujiild you desire lo employ, regularly or occasionally, people of 
ycjiir own to procure intelligenfc, or to te^t that of the civil officers, you will receive all facilities for 
this j urpose. For generul objecls, however, it is hoped that the system lately organized will now be 
found to be in very fair working order. 

Ti. Lieutenant-Colonel Wroughton has been directed to place Iiintself, in all that concerns tlie 
iiKJvenienls of troops and fiehl operatioris, under your orders, llis influence, tliereforc, with Colonel 
Fiihhviui Singli, the (loorkha <*ominander, will be steadily used in furtheranec of your designs. 
Colonel Publwun Singh and all his officers and men have showm the most admirable spirit since their 
arrival lierc, and the Colonel has been throughout most anxious to act in uecordance with the wishes 
of the British Government and the views of the British officers associated with liim. The conduct of 
th(* Goorkhas towards the people in camp and bazaar has been as exemplary as their gallantry in the 
field has been cons|)iouous. 1’lie Lii’uteiiant-Govcrnor, therefore, has no ooubt that your relations 
with our allies will he upon the nio.st satisfactory footing. 

7. When the Lieutenanf-tJovernor had the advantage of personally communicating with you as 
you passed through Benares, he mentioned the one point on which a little management is peculiarly 
necessary when hhiropoaiis are a.ssociat<‘d w ith the Goorkha troops of the Nepal State — namely, the 
sliuiglifer of cattle; nn operation which requires to he kept out of the view of the Goorkhas. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Wroughton w ill lie able to explain all needful particulars on this point. 

8. As has been heforc^said, the object at present is wholly detensive ; that is to say, the design 
of the Govemment is to protect complelely the districts of the Central Provinces whicii lie lo the 
south of the Oude border, from aggression and insult from Oude, whilst internal tranquillity is secured 
and the power of (lovernment is maintained in the districts thomselveN. It is not contemplated that 
any attempts should be made to recover any portions of the province of Oude, with the force at your 
disposal. Nevertheless it may 1)0 advisable, as a defensive measure, to attack and disperse any large 
eolic<*tion of armed nuMi within a moderate distance of the border, or to destroy a neighbouring 
stronghold whence our (list riels are continually ineiuiccd ; or to encourage and support a friendly 
zeniindar outside the border; and whenever such an operation may seem to you .advisable in a military 
point of view, it is not the T.ieulenant-GovenioFs wisli to dissuade you from vigorous measures of that 
sort, but the contrary. It seems to him probable that henceforward, as has been found to be the case 
heretofore, the best way of defending our districts from inroad will he to attack the enemy as soon aa 
he has laid himself open to attack. The Lieutenant-Governor intends only to explain that, for the 
present, the ultimate object of your operations is exclusively the defence and security of the districts 
of the Central Provincc.s hetwoeu the Gogra and the Ganges. 

'riie loss of the district of Goruckpore, which Mohammed Ilussiin. a self-styled Nazim from 
Oude, is attempting to administer, leaves us open lo invasion on our right flank from across the Gogra. 
Mohammed Ilussun lind (vdlected a large number of boats at Burhul for the purpose of immediately 
crossing the river with a miinerons, nmhsciplincd, and half-armed rabble ; but the project has been 
diseoneerted for the prosoiit by a very .surt essful expedition of Mr. Pulloek, tlie Acting Magistrate, who, 
with the civil ofticers and police alone, carried cdf all the boats from under the matchlocks of 
Mohammed lltissun’s men. The river fVouticr, however, wull require an eye upon it. 

10. The Licutenant-Oovernor considers the defence of tliis frontier, and the continuance of 
trinquilUty in the lately rc-oocupied districts to he very important objects; and it has been a subject 
of ipiich satisfaction to him that the detachment under your orders has i)een spared for the purpose. 
In making over to you entirely the defence of the frontier l>elweeii the rivers, the Lieutenant-Governor 
desires me to assure you that no assistance or support whicli he may have it in his pow'er to afford 
during your employment upon this service, shall ever be wanting.

lAeutenmU^Cohmt fFrovfhton to the Secretary to Oonerament^ Central IVortioe#. 

Sir, Campf ShigramoWf October 30, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to report that the force under command of Colonel Puhlwan Singh raaohfd 
this raterday dioming. 

For some time past rumours had prevailed that Mcudce Ilussen^ the Naaim of Sooltanpore, 
was collecting an army and putting together guns, with a view to seising the district of JouriMrei 
and that he had dispfdched an advance guard to Chanda (distant from our present encampment imout 
ten miles), and which place it was my intention to have attacked, had the rcliols not moved down 
towards us. 

2. On the road between this and our last ground, one of iny chuprasees whom I had sent to 
Chanda for information, reported that the enemy had that nit>rnintr quitted that place, and had eome 
down to within three miles of Singraniow. To this statement, howcveri I did not at firat attach 
much credit, but as it was afterwards ccirroborated by others, leaving tlic fact of their proximity no 
longer a doubt, I lost no time in proposing to Colonel Puhhvan Singh an immediate attack, wdiich 
was cordial! V responded to by that gallant officer, and by noon about 1,000 men and four guns had 
fallen in and were ready to start towards the enemy’s camp. 

3 . Some little delay, however, occurred, in making armiigements for the pnjtcction of our camp, 
surrounded as we were f>y the troops of a very doubtful friend, the acmindar of Singrarnow, by name 
Nundlicer Singh, on whom I had reason to look with the greatest suspicion, and whom Mr. Lind, the 
Magistrate, took with us, to place beyond a possibility any attack on our camp during our alisence. 

4. Tlie force moved off at 2 p.m., and after considerable delay caused tiy the l)ad state of the 
roads we arrived in the vicin^y of the enemy's position, near the village of Kodowali. The rebels 
were encamped in a toi^cof trees, surrounded by nullahs, ravines, jungle, and dense cultivations of sugar* 
cniic and Indian corn, u^ith a thick jungle on their left and an extensive jlieolof water on their right. 
Ill fact, so dense waa the vegetation all round, that nothing could be seen oevond the field immediately 
on our front, and I had almost commenced to despair of finding the enemy in such a country, w'hcn n 
number of horsemen met my observation, evidently making off towards the jungle on our left. I 
immediately ordered the guns to bo unlimbercd and a line to be formed, and a tew sliot and shell 
from the former to be sent into tlie wood. This had the desired effect of inuking the horsemen 
return to their camp. We then advance,!, and very shortly, to our aMtoiushnient,came on the enemy’s 
position. The Cioorkhn.s observing that a retreat waa being miidc by the eneiiiv, could no longer be 
rc.straincd, gave one cheer, and daslied nl them in a splendid manner, nor did they give up the 
pursuit until quite overcome by fatigue and cxhuiistion, 

5. Two eoinpanies 6f the Shore Regiment nmnaged to gel beyond any others, and the officer 
reports hiiviitg seen a person, evidently of some distinction, mounted on an elephant, and surrounded 
by thirty armed men, beating a precipitate retreat, 'fliis was no dotibt Iliniscn Yiir Khan, the chuck- 
la'dar, whose capture would have been easy hud we had more cavalry, That under Mr. .lenkinsoii 
having been at the time occupied in an opposite direction. 

G. There does nut appear to have been niueli opposition shown by the enemy at first, but I, as 
well as others witnessed some desperate hand-to-hand encounters. 

7. It is impossible to state precisely the loss of the encniv, in this very successful little affair, 
but from the inquiries I have made, and the fact of 21 H bodies having been counted by one 
individual alone, 1 do not think I shall be overstepping the mark when 1 put it clown at 300 . The 
two companies of the Slierc Regiment arc said to have killed an immense number considerably 
ahead of the main body. Numbers were also driven into the jhcel, and were cither drowned or shut 
down from the high banks. Them* were never counted. 

8. Our casualties were seven wounded, but none very scriouslv 1 am happy to say. 

9. The number of Ooorkhas engaged was 1,tKKl, and 1 pul tfic enemy tiowii at 1,200, without 
guns. I understand there were three organized regiments, consisting of about HOO men, and the rest 
waa made up of matchlockmen from the neighbouring zemindars ; we biok seven standards. The 
enemy had no gun.s ; we hod four, but with the exception of the first few discharges we could not 
bring them into play in consequence of the rapidity with which the pursuit was followed up. 

Captain Steel, Lieutenant Clark, and Dr. Raske, accompanicHl the troops and exerted tlieinselves 
well, and Messrs. Lind, Carnegy, and Jcnkiiisun, also afforded rnc their valualile asstslance. 

I cannot ai>eak too highly of Colonel Puhlwaii Singh, his officers and men, without exception, and 
their recent exertions I hope will soon restore quiet ami tranquillity to this district. 

It was yesterday reported that the road between this and Chanda was strewed with tlie dead 
and woundea, and that Mendee llusaen’s troops had, after plundering his treasury, totally dUpersod.

S. Your own snecessful exertions on this occasion, and those of the^other British offiOors 
attached to the Goorkba force, and the energy and skill displayed by you in repelKng this attadi, 
have met with the marked apnrobation of the Lieutenant-Governor, who desires me to convey his 
cordial thanks to yourself ana the officers under your orders.

I HAVE much pleasure in submitting, for the information of Oovemment, the accompanying 
report from the Magistrate of Jounnorc, as to an encounter which took place with Hussun Yar Khan, 
Chuckladar, at Khoodooa, three miWs from Siiigramow, on Monda/^the IDth instant. ' 

2. Mr. Lind^s advance to meet the Oude insurgents the moment they entered his district appears 
to have been very judicious. Their defeat has l>cen complete; and both Nazim and Chuckladar will 
think twice before they again dare to invade Jounpore. 

3. Every one appears to have behaved well ; but the services of Messrs. Jenkinson and 
Camegy in swimming the jheel in pursuit, and cutting doivn three or four of the enemy respectively, 
deserve special notice. 

4. Tnc whole Guorkha force, and tlie Shore liegiinent in particular, attacked and pursued the 
enemy with their national iinpetiiosily, until obliged to lie down on the ground from sheer exhaustion.

The Mayhtrate of Jounpore to the Commissioner of Benares. 

Sir, Camp^ Sinyrainow^ October 20, 1867i 

1 HAVE the honor to report, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor, the result of our 
proceedings against the rebels at Khoodooa, yesterday afternoon. 

We have for some time past hoard of the arrival at Chanda of the Chuckladar Hussun Yar Khan, 
with the advance guard of the rebej troops, and that he was awaiting the main body of the rebels 
to commence the attack upon «Tounpore. 

Our force reached Singramow yesterday morning. At noon our spies informed us that Hussun 
Yar Chuckladar, with about 1,(K)0 men, had arrived at Khoodooa, distant from this about three miles. 
Hussun Yar s forces, as we afterwards ascertained, were comjxwed of three regiments of new levies, 
each of about 200 men, and a rabble of matchlockmen brought together by Jugesbur Buk.sh and 
Phullee Singh, amounting to about 800 men. Immediate preparations were made to meet this force, 
and at 1 r.M., about 1,0^ Goorkhas, with four guns (one of which is a small brass 1-pounder and 
anotlicr an iron (>-pounder gun, brought from Goruckpore) together with Mr. Jenkinson’s sowars, 
started to attack tho enemy. But before starting, we deemed it advisable to take precautions against 
the possibility of an attack u|>on our camp during our absence. We deemed it prudent to take with 
us TImkoor Rundheer Singh of this place, but wished his presence alone. His followers, however, 
came after us, notwithstanding our repeated remonstrances. Rajahs Mohesbnerain and Shughoolam 
Doobe also accompanied our troops. • 

We first SAW the enemy dose to the village of Khoodooa, whither be lied gone, it is said, for the 
purpose of obtaitdng Uunjoet Singirs guns and reinforcements of folloivers. 

The csoutitry round about was covered with sugar-cane, Indian corn, and bujra fields. We 
perceived the enemy forming on the opposite side of a field of high bujra. The country was a difficult 
one to work in. Our guns were brought to the front, and the Goorkhas were put out in lirm on 
either siiie, tho sowars being also divided into two parties and sent to the extreme flanks as skirmishers. 

Our guns first opened with round shot and $hel|^from the howitzer. The rebels immediately 
Hod. We followed them up as quickly ns the nature of the ground would permit us to bring forward 
tho guns. At length we arrivea at a grove of trees, in which the enemy had eneamped. The enemy 
were here seen rimning away. The Goorkhas immediately pressed forward, and a running fight tooK 
place for a distance of nearly three miles. 

There was a large jheel not far in the rear of the rebel camp* A great number of the rebels 
were shot in attempting to cross this. In the meantime, Messrs. JeukinsGii and Caniegy^ wtUi the 
sowars and some of the native officers of the Goorkhas, mounted on tattoos, got over ^tlie jheel, the 
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two former gentlemen swimming it« and some pretty skirmishing took place; Numbers of die enemy 
were killed, ^me of the enemy fought bravely and desperately. 

Mr. Csm^ cut down four men, Mr. Jenkinson killed three. The sowars behaved exceedingly 
well, and cut down numbers of the rebels; they also took two of their standards. Four other 
standards were taken by tlie Ooorkhas. These six standards convince me that there must have been 
three laments with Hussun Yar Khan, as has licen since admitted by the prisoners taken. 

Our fa v***!*!*^* consist of seven Ooorkhas wounded. Mr. Camegy’s horse was slightly wounded, 
as were the tattoos and horses of several native officers. 

Tlie rebels evidently did not expect us to attack them. They had made their preparations to 
cook their dinners ; their newly made chullahs had just been got ready, but tlicy had not had time 
to cook. * , 

The loss of the enemy is computed about 200, but it is impossible to tell accurately the numbers 
killed. Our line extends to a great distance on either side, and wherever the Ooorkhas went, numbers 
of the rebels were left dead on the held. The Shere Pultan followed up the enemy with impetuous 
haste, until the Ooorkhas were at last obliged to lie down from exhaustion. 

Two companies of this regiment pursued the flying rebels fur a very considerable distance beyond 
the main body of our troops, and one of the native officers states that he saw in the distance some 
persons on an elephant heating a precipitate retreat. He could not overtake them, and his men were 
quite exhaust^ and unable further to follow up the chase. Unfortunately Mr. Jenkinson’s sowars 
were doing good work in another direction ; otherwise with the aid of cavalry the riders of the elephant, 
possibly Hussun Yar himself and his confidential men, would have been seised. 

We prisoners of four persons, one of whom is a mootauddoe attached to the relwl forces. 

Hussun Yar invaded this district as Chuckladnr of Jounpore, and came accompanied with a 
complete establishment, even to d&k hurkuras, who were furnished with chuprasscs. 

The mootsuddee states that Hussun Yar's force had been dispatched to Chanda, with directions 
to proceed into this district, and with assurances that Mohdee Hussun Nasitu himself would speedily 
follow, with the main body of^the forces, to assist them in occupying Jounpore. The defeat of the 
advance guard of the rebels, and their expulsion and dispersion from this district, so iinmodiately 
after their invasion into it, must, I think, create a most lioneficial result. The enemy have been most 
completely discomfited, and tltey have learnt a lesson that an invasion into the Jounpore district 
cannot be eflfected without its punitive consequences. 

We also learned from the mootsuddee, that Mehdee Hussun has raised about 4,000 new levies at 
Hussunpore, and is raising more, and is also repairing some old guns. 

I have great pleasure in being able to make so successful a rejtort of our proceedings against the 
rebels. It would w invidious to make an individual mention of names ; every one behaved so well.

4. Tlie behaviour of the sowars is very gratifying, and most creditable to themselves and to 
Mr. Jenkinson, by whom they were raised and trained, and who led them in person on this occasion. 
The Lieutenant-Governor will be glad that his recognition of tiicir fidelity and bravery should be fully 
explained to these men.

Sir, Camp, Singramow, October 81, 1867. 

1 HAVE the honor to report, for the information of the Licutenant'Governor, that the dovee 
und er command of Colonel Publwan Singh guned a complete victory over the rebels yesterday, cap- 
taring four guns and all thtir ammonition. 
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Front die very excellent intelUgeoee commQnicaAed to me the ivf before hj Mr. Cemegy, it wae 
evident tliat the rebels were collecting foot at Chanda, and diet Ac arrival of the Naain, Mendee 
Hussun, would be the signal for a general advance on oar position; under these eiveamstaaces I 
considered it advisable to attack the enemy at once, although very much our superior both in nwafkm» 
and in artillery. 

A column, consisting of about 1,100 Gooriclias, left this at 6 a-ii., and reached the eimuyfspoei* 
tion, which was an admirably chosen ond excessively strong one, and distant about lUU miks, , at 
Hi o’clock. ^ • 

It being evident diat it was the intention of the enemy to defend the road peasuig through bis 
position, it was considered proper to attaede in two columns, which movement was edsMsbly earned 
out by Colonel Puhlwan Singh. The enemy was taken in boUi flanks, and, perceiving himscAf O'tf- 
nianoBuvred, began to fall ‘ba^,idter having kept up a well directed fire of artillery for two hours. The 
rebels immured at least 6,000, with five guns, under Ae immediate command of Mendoe Hussuo, 
who had only been in camp a couple of hours previous to our attacking him. 

There cannot be a doubt that the Nazim had a number of mutioeers, both artiHery and infantry, 
attachc<l to his force. The artillery was manned by experienced gunners. Qur loss, of which I beg 
to forward a return, was heavy. Amongst the killed, 1 regret to be obligcsd to include the name c£ 
Lieutenant- Colonel Mudutiman Singh, an excellent oftioor, and one who, on the day of bis death, had 
nobly done his duty as a soldier. 

Lieutenant Gumbheer Singh of the Shere regiment now lies covered with wounds. This uffioer 
I beg prominently to luing to the notice of Oovcrniiient for his great gallantry, sudi as would in our 
service entitle a person to the highest honor being conferred on him. The lieutenant rushed on 
seven men defending a gun, cut down five and wounded the others, who made off. He himself 
received eight sword-cuts. 

I cannot speak too highly of the behaviour of the troops on this occasion, and to Colonel Puhlwan 
Singh every praise is due lor liis coolness and tact. 

I'lie loss of Ae enemy 1 put down at only 200, a smaU number indeed ; but, as we have no 
Cavali*}', and as the men were completely exhausted by their long march and rapid advauoe, a pursuit 
was out of the question. I regret to say the enemy took away one smaU gun. 

The force was accompanied by Captain Steel, Lieutenant Clark, AssUtant^iSilfgapA Paske, 
Mr. Carnegy, Deputy Collector, and Mr. Walcski, indigo planter; and to all Aese officers and 
gentlemen i am infinitely obliged for the assistance they rendered me. Lieutenant Clark had diarge 
of the column of attack, and did his work admirably. 

1 beg to forward a return of guns and aminunttion captured on Ac occasion.

I HAVE herewith the honor to transmit, for the infomtation of the Lieutenant^Oovemor, Central 
Provinces, a report from the magistrate of Jounpore, relative to a battle which took place between 
Chanda and Koereeporc on Friday, the 3t)th ultimo, when 1,100 Goorkhas, under Colonels Puhhvan 
and Mudunman Singh^ with Colonel Wroughton, Captain Steel, Lieutenant Clark, and Mr. Cantegy, i 
beat about 3JOOO rebiels, and took their four guns. 

8. the OoorUha troops displayed their usual gallantry against a great disparity of gnna and 
numberfb Their lots, I regret to say, has been severe, being twelve killed and fifty-nine wounded. 
Among the former w*s Colonel Mudunman Singh of the Sliere regiment, and the Lieutenant of 
the aame diatingbished regiment wee also dangerously wounded. 

3. The engagement appears to have been stoutly contested by tlic rebels. Though twice beaten 
with heavy loss, Uieir numbers are very great ; and as the restoration of the British rule, if the three 
years experimental settlement be mainUuned, is synonymous with utter ruin to all the Oude ariato- 
cracy, we mutt expect the talookdars to fight it out to the laat. As a thakoor said to me two days 
ago, What can they do, but take sword and shield, and die witli arms in their hands ‘t" IliiB is a 
political question, btit I montion it in the premt oonneetion to ahow that if tiie Sepaeme Government 
does not take steps to preserve the two co-existing rights of talookdar as well as of petty village zemindar, 
we may tolly expect to have to fight every foot of our way in Oude. The pressure will be great on 
the Jounpore ano Azimghur borders, and efficient support should l>e fpven to our brave Ooorkhs 
alfiee in Doth ffistriote. This hw alr^y been partially eflbcted by Colonel Longden^e detoehment, 
but a larger party wffl have to be sent u it Be intended not merely to act on the dcfenmve, 1^ to- 
mwVo • OoitMigh in the fiksltsopore and Fyzabad directions agnnat the stream of matiiveim

• The Magistrate of Jounpore to the ConmiseUmer of Benares* 

Sir, Benares, November 1| 1857« 

I HAVE tlic honor to report, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor, the result of « 
battle with the rebels in the neiglibourhood of Koereepore. 

I must premise by stating that I rode into Jounpore on Wednesday, 28th ultimo, with 
Mr. Jenkinson, as I unaorstood the European troops under Colonel Longden would arrive here imme- 
diately. At the time of my leaving the camp at Singramow, nothing definitive had been ascertained as 
to tlie intention of the enemy to attack us. We were aware that the rebels were collecting in vast 
numbers, and we concluded that they would ultimately advance. I, therefore, thought that, by a 
personal interview with Colonel Longden, I should l)c better able to explain the state of affairs on the 
frontier, and to ensure his co-operation and assistance. 

On Friday, the 30th, heavy firing was heard about noon in the direction of our camp. 

At midmglit, or rather 1 a.m. the next morning, I received a demi-official report from 
Mr. Cariicgy, addressed to Colonel Strachey, which I immediately forwarded by urgent express. 

In this address, which Mr. Carnegy in a note asked me to read, intimation was given of a fight 
with the enemy. This morning I received further particulars from Mr. Carnegy. 

It seems that the enemy, 3,000 strong, w'ith four guns, had advanced into the neighbourhood of 
Koereepore, and had plundered some villages. Colotiel Wroughton immediately organized a party to 
attack them ; 1,100 Goorkhas and two guns (one a brass l)-pounder, and the other abrass 12-pounder 
mountain-train howitzer) were got ready for this purpose. 

Koereepore is about two miles from Chanda. The rebels w^ere first seen between these two 
places. An artillery fight commenced with round shot,, and appears to have lasted for upwards of an 
hour. One hundred and ten shots were counted, of wliich from twenly-five to thirty are said to have 
been fired from our guns. 

The Goorkhas had been divided into columns, the Shcrc regiment, with Lieutenant Clark, com- 

} losing one column, and the main body with (colonel Wroughton, Captain Steel, and Mr. Carnegy, 
orrning tlic other. 

After nn hour’s cannonading, the Sliere regiment advanced. The enemy’s four guns were taken, 
the gunners being cut down at their guns. Tfie enemy were then dispersed, but unfortunately the 
Goorkhas were too much fatigued with their march and hard work to follow in pursuit. 

Loll Pertiib Singh, the son of Ilunwunt Singh of Dharoopore, has been killed, as has also his 
uncle, Mudho Singh. 

The guns taken arc, a 12-pouiulcr carronadc, ugly, but useful; an iron 4-pounder carronade; an 
iron 3-pounder, useless. 

A brass 3-poundcr,*a splendid little gun. All these arc indifferently mounted, and have evidently 
been got ready in a hurry. 

I nin informed from native sources that the enemy took away three other guns which were 
with them. 

Ilunwunt Singh’s men appear to have fought well, and I understand tlie greater number of his 
force of 200 have been killed. The loss of the enemy is said to have been very heavy ; the casualties 
on our aide arc twelve killed and fifty-nine wounded. I regret to bo obliged to add that Lieutenant- 
Colonel Mudunmnu Singh, of the Shcrc regiment, was mortally wounded by a round shot, and has 
since died. 

The Lieutenant of the same regiment has also been dangerously wounded. 

The gallantry displayed by the Goorkhas is beyond praise. They fought most bravely against 
su])crior numbers, and a greater number of guns than we hud in the field. 

It is useless for me to speak of the coolness and judgment displayed by Colonel Wroughton and 
the European officers present. 

In eunclusion, I beg to remark that althoug^h the enemy has now twice been beaten with great 
loss, still it is not imprmiable that they will again try their luck in battle. Should they again advance, 
I think they will do so in overwhelming numl^rs, and in this case I would beg to impress upon you 
the necessity of having the co-operation and assistance of European troops. ^

4. The Lieutenant-Governor deplores the death of Lieutenant-Colonel Mudunman Singh, and 
hep that you will express to Colonel Puhlwaii Singh tlic deep regret he feels that the fall of this 
gallant soldier should have thrown a gloom over the brilliant success of the day. 

5. To yourself, and the other British officers with you in the field, the I^icutenaiit-Govornor begs 

roe to convey his warm acknowledgments for tlic excellent service you have done on this occasion. Your 
own admirable example and gooil advice were, he has no doubt, ' most important elements in the 
complete success that crowned the arms of our ally in this combat. • ^ 

6. I am to take this opportunity of assuring you that the Lieutenant-Governor is quite alive to 
the difficulties of the very responsible situation in which you are placed, and that he fully appre- 
ciates the temper, judgment, and tact uhich you have nil along shown in meeting them. He will not 
fail to express bis sentiments on this subject to the Ciovcrnor-General of India in Council.

2. From the reports received by me from the mlice and othece, and elso from mformslipii brought 
th by spies, I was led to believe that Mebdee Uossein was ooUecttng.a lai^ foroeat Tsodah and 
ShitoBMpore in the Fysabad district, and that he had written to the diseffeoted leoundaie on the 
borders of our districts m Oude, and also to many of the IMwar aemindecs in this dhstriot to aid him« 
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Benraniuiha had dso been isaoed by some aoottnc!ral;i name not mentionad^ eallinghiiMeV ebuokladar^ 
on the part of the Lucknow rebel government, telling our aeimndani to reaarve the payment of their 
revenue Ull his arrival, and in the meantime to collect russud for his army, which he would shortly 
bring, to turn the British nut trf Amrogfaur. 

3. I knew also that the Goruckj^re self-styled Nazim had been written to by these upstarts to 
lend a force to co-operate with them in the attack on Azinighur, and- 1 had further hearil, on reliable 
authority, that Mchdee Hossein would not march Azimghur until Mahomed Hussui^s party were 
ready to join them. 

4. The police report the approach V)f a large force of Mahomed Ilussun^s men to Burlmigunge, on 
the Gogra, opposite to Dooree Ghaut, and that the boats which tliis Nazim had collected there were 
being pintformod, and the landing places '^cluiks,*^ ware being prepared. 

0. 1 thought, therefore, tliat as Burhulgunge was within distniuTe, and Tandah and ShahzadpoiS 
some distance in the Oude territory, the movement of the rel>elM would he conaiderably crippled oy a 
move in the direction of tiie Gogra, for the capture of Mahomed Ilussun’s boats. 

fi. A few days before we started the Rajah of CfO^mlporc paid me a visit in Azimghur,.S{^id stated 
that if \vc would march to Dooree and fire at the rebels across the river, he, with some 8,000 or 10,000 
men, would attack Mahomed Hussun’s force on the other side. Having previously arranged in my 
own mind for die capture of the boats, I told tbe^ Rajah that I >voit1(l do as he pniposed, and be 
promised to write in u day or two after making arrangements w'itli bis friends. The reports from the 
district however seemed to ]ie getting worse and worse, ami 1 determined on a move out 

7. We left Azinighur on the 17 tli, and reached Dooree on the llHh. Wc counted eighteen or 
twenty boats on the opposite side, about ten at the ghout, and about the same number in ones and 
twos moored in creeks, and under the high bunk on the opposite side of the Gogra. 

8. We observed that the rebels hud loop-holed all the houses on the banks, and amongst others 
two brick temples, wliich had been made very strong; they had also breastworks for muichloekmen. 
Kvidcntly these preparations ha<}bocD made to defcntl the approach to Goruckpore, as also to proteci 
tlxc boats. 

t>. Wc also, through our telescopes, saw several groups of mateldockinen assembled on the sbors^ 
and near these looji-holed buildings. VV^ith a few round shot and one or two shells from our 9-pounder 
and 12-pouruIer howitzer, the iuce of the village was soon cleared of these scoundrels, and wheii we 
saw tlie coast clear wc sent over some forty matciilock burkundauzes in those boats, who were at first 
fired at by the rebels, but their fire was soon silenced by our 9-pounder, and they, with great tact and 
good judgment, se<!urcd and brought safely over to this side all the boats, to the number of ten or 
eleven, which wore moored at Uurhul Ghaut. 

10. In tlie afternoon we sent them over again, and they pulled clown from Biirluil to the Rajifh 
of VurliAiqiorc's fort, sending all the boats across eii route in front of this Utijairs pahux*. There were 
five boats, one was useless, but the remaining four were captured, in one of which was a large quantity 
of this Rajah’s property. 

11. The Rajah unfortunately had fled in tlie morning ; the {lolice, however, landed, and took all 
tlic property they could carry away, and brought it over to this side, uiul thus cleared off all the boats 
that Miihofiied llus.suii had with such labour been collecting for Home weeks past. 

12. The matchlock balls of the rebels were heard by us whizzing over the tope wc were in, one 
ball grazed a |;un beldar’s head, but only grazed the skin; one of the 9 pounder balls however from 
our side fell in front of a mass of the rebels, and, bounding right thrmigh them, killed Hcven wid 
wounded two. 

1.3. They arc reported by men from tiic opposite side to l>c thunmgkiy frigiliteficd. Tlie snlciuUd 
practice of our guns, superintended by Messrs. Hay and Venables, bos completely terrified toeiBj as 
they say it is useless to contend against tlie British, and they are reported to be deserting in large 
numbeni, and to lie making for Oude, 

14. Many zemindam in those villages which we passed near came to me and declared their 
extreme pleasure at reading the news ^ the victories of our troops at Delhi and Lucknow in the 
proclamations issued by me. 

15. The general cflfect of this short but deoisive trip has been to give confidence to all our 
police and zemindars j the former deserve great credit, and 1 projiose to reward them in projiortion to 
their good services.

Sir, Camp, Dhoorey Ghaut, October 18, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to report that I arrived here this morning with a detachment under my 
charge, and immediately opened fire with my two guns on the enemy, who were strongly posted on the 
opposite side of the river Gogra. After firing a few rounds from the guns I saw the enemy were 
running away, so requested Mr. Pollock, the Magistrate, to send over his armed police to seixe the 
boats that were there collected for the use of the enemy. 

The police dashed over in gallant style, under cover of the fire from my guns, and brought all the 
boats over to this bank of the river without losing a man. I am happy to say that there were no 
casualties on my side.

The advance guard, consisting of fifty men under Fuqueer Rn\ and^ a few niijeel)s. reached Monza 
Kundcc, 3*aloo<|ua Kurmehar, on flic hor<h*r of the Jhooscy IN’rgunnah, (‘iglil miles south of Secundra, 
and four miles north fnmi the (irand 'rrunk Road, live miles iioiih-easl of .Ihooscy ; and were there 
opposed and ilriven hy KM) (!hatermissas malehloekmcn* Two of the latter’s servants were taken 
prisoners to Scrundra, and four of Fa«picer Rux's men and one nujeeh w'ere returned as missing. 
Hearing of this, and sU])posing, I imagine, there was a larger force behind, the Nail) Nazim, hy express 
sowars, n'called the e\|)C(litioii, when it had reaelied only as far as Meiseer|)ore, ti\c miles south of 
Secundra. seven miles from the (iraiid Trunk Road, eight miles north-east from Jhoosex, and seven 
mile.s north-west from llunoomangunge. 

3, 3'lie intention of the Naih Nazim is to go to Phoolpore, and it is not likiK that he himself 
will come nearer until others elear tlie road, nor ilo 1 think he is sueli a fool as to allow' his guns to 
he hroughf tins way. Rut there is no doubt that sooner or later altacks w ill he made, with his* assist- 
anee, on I lunooiiianguiige, Jliousc) , ainl other places on the road. Such an attack may he expected at 
any time. 

I. 33ic name of the new* Naih Nazim is Mirza Aga nice. Three other small guns have reached 
him from Soraon. He has now* two (i-pouiulers and six goordas and about kboOt) men, besides the 
men and three guns of Hcnee Rahadoor Singh, at Niisrutpore, and about 1,(MX) men scattered 
about near Phoolpore, under ditlercut rebel leaders. 

o. Jhoorey ^ingh has been promised an appointment of Nizam it he will atti\ek and drive out the 
detaelinieiit froio Iluuoomangunge, and 7(K) men have been placed at his disposal for that purpose, 
besides the rabble belonging to himself and immediate friends, which count about 3(K) more.

Sir, Cachar, December 2 J, 1857. 

IN continnutiun of iny letter dated the 22iid iii.slaiit, I Jmvc the hoiim* to state, for the Licu- 
tenant-fiovern(»r’.s information, that Lieutniant Ros»<, hearing of the mutineers being at Chandpore 
in IVrguniiiili Sure.spore, marched up the llylcakandy valley, sUrtirig on the evening of the 2Ut, from 
Faurhgaon. lie reached ('onij)aii\ gunge early in the morning of the 22nd, i)ul found that the 
niulifueis had erovsed the valley during the nigiit. and made for the liilU uiid jungles oti tlic eastern 
side, opposite the Moyah of Mohunpore. 

2. C.’rossing the valley during the clay In* filtered llie hills and cnetiimtenul tlic enemy, wlio hud 
taken n|) ll'.cir pcisitioii on a hdloeK within the heavy jungle. The ground ajjpears to liavc* been in 
every way unsnilcd for fighting, tlie jungle being ibick; but an engagcincnl took idacc, in whicli sonic 
dozen of tlie luutinceis were kiilrd, the remainder escaping tlirough tlie jungle to the soutb-eust. 
The Kjss Oil our si<le was, one man killed, three w«nnided. and one missing. 

3. Night having come on, atul my directions to Lieutenant Ross being to fall back upon tlie 
station, should the mutineers escajie him to the east, in order that fresh nieasurcs might be orgaiii/.cd 
in another dircotion, he returned here yesterday morning. 

1. Relieving the men he brought wdtU him, I iiiimediately dis|mtx:licd LieuUmarit U<ish, with 
seventy-five men, to the Ciiuitia Bheel, where, it is expected, the mutincrcrs will next make their 
appearance, lie will there have as auxiliaries some forty armed kookics, belonging to the Cachar Tea 
(/onipany, to whom 1 supplied iiiuskcls and aniinunition a few days ago. 

o. \Vith rc£:ard to the station itself, 1 have phmed pickets all round the threatened direertions, to 
give notice of any approach, and we are quite prepnrcil to meet them if they come. Hut they are 
much wreakciied from hunger and fatigue, and will not, I think, face tlie open country. 

tj. Tiic conduct of the Syhiet Light Infantry is said to liavc been most excellent throughout tlie 
engagement which took plfice. lyi.slant not moic than 2/1 yards from the enemy while firiiigi the latter 
tried to gain them over by every art, apix^uling to their niligious feelings, as well as iiatiutikliiy. 
Failing in this, they taunted them, calling ibcm kri'^toanka kuotas’^ and golains/* but tliey remved 
for answer oniy liulleU and alnise. 

7. 1 have not had a singh^ letter, iioUs or <;omrfiutiiaition from Sylliet for the lost four days, and 
do nut know anytliing of what is going on in tliat direction, or what mciiHurcK arc being undertaken to 
reinforce me liere. llie mutineers arc still 2(K) strong, and I have not anything like equal numl>era to 
oppose them. Superior numbers are required in order to surround them in the jt^iglea, else it will be 
nothing but a running fight the whole way to Munrii^iore, whither it is now certain that the 84ik are 
lieiit upon going. 1 am not even strong enough to disiiatcli a force after them, should they get out of 
my district^ and a pursaing force w*ould )>c most desirable. 
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H. I liav(' kept Captuin McCulloch well informed of the events which have been taking placCi and 
have de»ire<l him to put the Rajah on his t(imrd. 

U. I'wo of the 3 tth have been brought in as prisoners, mul are to be tried by me to-day.

WITH reference to the 1 Ith paragraph of my letter, dated the iSth instant, 1 have the 
honor to report, that the detachment <»f Her Majesty's 5Mh Urginient, which inarched from Sylhet 
towards Latoo on the morning of the ItUh instant, was mot on that ilay hy Mr, Hodd, about eighteen 
miles from Svihet. From Ihe information received from ih.at gcmtlcman, Licuteimiit-Colonel Michel 
and Mr. UamphcU were of opinitm that it was umuTessary hir the detiichment to proceed any further 
towards Latoo, ami, accordingly, it wa.s marched hack, uiul reached this station yesterday morning. 

2. I am of opinion that this inovoinent >vas judicious, the detaidinunt was not tlien requireil at 
Tiiitoo, as the mutineers, after the ni'tion of the 18th inst.int. hc(»amc thoroughly <lisorgnni7,ed, and fled 
in .small partii'.s into the dense jungles to the south-east of IVrtaubgluir, where it would he useless to 
ul tempt to follow them, certainly with Kuropenn troops. 

8. On the 20th in.stant several small parties of the mutineers, many of them without arm.s, were 
.seeii escaping through the jungles in tlie direction of C^iandknnce, in Porgunnah Kgarasiittee, in this 
di.strict, which is about thirty miles to the south-east f»f Latoo. 

L 1 have given the strongest orders to the police to fellow the mutineers, and to pick up their 
siek, wounded, and stragglers. Simv the affair at Latoo there has l>een no plundering of villages; the 
ohjeet of the mutineers now apparently is to hide themsedves in tiie jungles ; wc will do our best to 
turn them out. 

5. 'riie. head-quarters of the Imttalion were at Latoo yesterday. The men, though much knocked 
vip by their long marches and c«mtinued exjKisnre, an' in the best spirits, and quite ready for any duty 
anywtiere.

A/r. Allen to the Secretory to t/ic Gownment of Ben^fttl. 

Sir, Sylhet, December 80, 1857. 

IN continuation of my letter of the 2l8t instant I do myself the honor to report, that Lieutenant 
J. Sherer, with the head-quarters of the Sylhet Light Infantry battalion, having halted at Latoo till 
the morning of the 21st instant, and having been unable to procure any further intelligenrie respecting 
the movements of the mutineers of the 84th Regiment, Native Infantry, marched from Sylhet on the 
morning of tlmt day, and reached this station about 11 a.m., on the 22nd instant. The ofRcers and 
men of the detachment of Her Majesty’s 5 ith Regiment proceeded to the Sudder Qhaut and cheered 
the battalion as it entered the town, a reception that was most gratifying to the oiKcers and men 
of the Svihet regiment. 

2. ft is rather unfortunate that Lieutenant Sherer, instead of returning to Sylhet, did not move 
in a south-easterly direction towards Pertaubghur, Chandkanee and the Cachar boundiu^y, for haul he 
done so it is not unlikely that he might have prevented the junction of several small detached parties 
of the mutineers, which must liave taken place, somewhere in the jungles, near the Cachar Imundary, 
for the mutineers seem to have crossed the Hvlakandy vallev in stunc force. 

8. As soon os intelligence reached me Inat a considerable body of the mutineers ha<i gone in the 
Cachiir direction 1 instructed Captain Stevens, who hud assumed eoininnnd of the huitalion, and 
had joined its head-quarters at this station, to proceed witli all practic^ahlc despatch to Ciichar with 
all the available men of the battalion, with the view of intercepting the mutineers on their way to 
Munneejmre. 

4. It having been reported to me that a small party of about ten or twelve aniied mutineers had 
concealed themselves in a village in the jurisdiction of thanna Latoo, 1 dispatched n siiiiiU detach- 
ment of the battalion under the command of a very intelligent Uoorkha native officer, .leniadar Ounga 
Ram Bist, to attack and seise them. I have no doubt that this duty will be satisfaetorily performed. 

o. Lieutenant Stewart, the Superintendent of Cachar, has reported to me demi-officially tliat a 
detachment of the Sylhet Light Infantry, under the command of Lieutenatit Ross, made a successful 
attack, on the 2;lrd instant, on the main body of tlie mutineers near the village of Mohunpore, in 
thannah of Hylakandy, in the Cachar district, and again, on the 24th idem, Lieutenant Ross came up 
with tliem in a kookie village in Chuttla, but immediately they perceived the green coats of tlio 
battalion they fled precipitately into tlic dense jungles, where tliey could not be followed. Full 
particulaiM of these two alfairs will be given in Lieutenant Stew'art’s official reports, which have not 
yet been received. 

0. By the last accounts the mutineers appear to liave fled into the dense southern jungles of 
Cachar, wfliere it is useless to pursue them, aiui where they must perish from the efleets of climate and 
from sesreity of food. If they proceed into the Lhooshai country they will experience nothing but 
hostility from that wild and powerful tribe, which has been directed to treat them as enemies of the 
British Govemmeiit. If tliey escape stan^ation, no doubt they wnll be cut up by the Lhooshaies, who 
will attack them for tlie sake of plunder, and wnth the view of showing tlieir friendly feelings towards 
our Ooverniuent. 

Should the mutineers again emerge from the jungles they will Ik» met by detachments of the 
Sylhet battalion, wdiich have been judiciously posted by Lieutenant Stewart, with the view of inter- 
cepting their march towards Munneepore, and of preventing their return to the hills and jungles on 
the eastern boundary of this district. I have, 8cc.

WITH reference to my letter, dated the 18lh inst;uif. I do myself the lioimr licrenith to submit 
an official report of Lieutenant and AdjuUnt Sherer, eoirniutmiing the head quarU?rs of the Sylhet 
Light Infantry, upon the action fought on the 18th instant, near Latoo, between tlie lioad-quarters 
of the Sylhet Light Infantry hattalion, under the coniinnnd of Major the Honorable Robert Byn|{, 
and the three companies of the 8l'th Regiment of Native Infaiitr\, which muiined at Chittagong ill 
Novetiilier last. 

2. The statements contained in Lieuienant Siiercr s report being very similar to those mode' in 
my letter alKive referred to, any recapitulation of dcftails seems to he unnefTssary. 

8. The battalion appears to me to be deserving of much praise for its gallantry and good conduct 
on this trying orcaston. Tlie long dafk night of the 17th instant was spent in making a forced mareli 
of alxiut twenty- eight miles through a very rugged and diflieult country, and shortly after dawn they 
met the mutineers, who were fresh and prepared for hostilities, and completely nnited tliein after a 
sharp and decisive encounter, which lasted for aliout an hour and a-lmlf. Only 155 men of the 
battalion went into action, whilst the mutineers, aecording t«i the lowest computation, must have 
mustered about 200 sepoys under arms, besideir a considerable ntimlier of the CVtttagong convieis, 
who were armed with swords arnl oilier weapons, and actively'* assisted the mutinous sepoys during the 
engagement. 

4. I luive already borne testimony, inadequate tliou^h it lie, to the seal and gallantry of Major 
Honorable Rolieit Byng, w'ho fell gloriously in this affair, but 1 think 1 should not fulfil my duty did 

u A 
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I not brini^ prominently to the notice of the Government the great ability and sound judgment with 
l>“ In* imnii^od hi< regiment during the last eight eventful nuviths, Tlionah a Mriet diseiplin- 
arian lif was kind, courteous, and generous in the extreme to all under Ins command, and I am 
piM'.suii'Ird iliat his tirni, judicious, and conciliatory conduct, and the personal afFccti«jn witli which he 
was rc'/iirdfd by CJVCTV man in bis regiment^ have contrihutod in a ;^rcat (b'grec to U< cp the hailalion 
true to ii'5 r*->!oiirs and fnitliful to the State. 

5. Lieutenant and Adjutant Hliorer is entitled, I think, to t!ie f vourablc iioti«’e of the fioviirn- 
menl for his gallant and soIdier-Iikc conduct in the field, and for having carried out succcssfullv the 
views and plana of his eoininatiding officer after his citief had fallen. 

0. I heg leave to take this opportunitv of reporting the vaUiahle services rendered hy Mr. G. Dod<*, 
the executive engineer of this division. \Vhen the inutineers were approachitig this district I soon 
found that the magistrate was quite incapable of providing such iiifornmtion regarding their inove- 
mcnlH as would enable me to carry on effective operations against them, I therefore entrusted the 
Intelligence Departmetit to ^fr. Dodd, wlio has most ably and zealously performed this difficult and 
most important duly. 

7. iVhen the head-ipiarters of the battalion were ordered to Pertaubghur, Mr. Dodd \oluntecrod 
to aeconipany them, and it was owing to his unceasing vigilance and exertions that the battalion had 
the good fortune of meeting and overthrowing the mutineers at Latoo. Mr. Dodd led one of the 
companies of the battalion into u(;tion, and was slightly wounded hy a musket hall on the oar. ] am 
informed that lu! has received the orders of the Supnnne Government to proceed to Calcutta, and I 
venture most respectfully to recommend him to the favorable notice of the Government, for he is 
indeed a most gallant, zealous, and disserving publu* servant. 

s. Men of all tribes, creeds, and classes iit the battalion, vied strenuously with each oilier to be 
foremost in the battle, and though every endeavour was made by the inutineers to seduce, our men 
from their <luty hy taunts, by throalH, and by appeals to their caste, their religion, and llieir jirejudiees, 
they stuck nobly to their officers and their colours, and proved beyond dispute the fidelity and loyalty 
of their regiment. 

1). When every man lins behaved with so much bravery and spirit it seems almost invidious to 
select any ])articular individual for special notice, but I feel 1 shall not err or csiuse disaatisfuctioii 
anywhere hy mentioning the name of Jemadar Gunga Ram Bist, whose daring courage altr.ncted the 
attoiilion of his oflicers, and of every one in the field. This brave little Cioorkha native officer, who, 
with his own hand, .Nliot the suhndar coniiiiaiiding the inutineers, well deserves, I linnk, snmc Sfieeial 
murk of the favor of the (iovernment, and after consulting with the emnnun'ding officer of the 
regiment I shall venture to sulmiit an application to the (Jovenimcnt on the subject. This jemadar is 
now in the jungles, on the eastern houmiary of this district, pursuing a small hand of armed mutineers 
>vho lost their way after the affair at Latoo, and have been unable to join tin* main body of flie 
inutineers, which has escaped into the ("achur district. 

It). It may not he out of place perhaps here to make mention of the loyally and fidelity of an 
aged pensioned sepoy of tlio Sylhet Butlalion, named Souhan Ruttrie. Although In' had heen placed 
on the pension list, he insisted, when the hattalioii was ordered on field serviee, on nceonij^anying his 
commanding idlieer, and took an active part in the Latoo engagement. He unfortunately was inorbdly 
wounded with a bayonet in a hand to hand coiiffiet with a powerful Iliiuloostanec sepoy of the itli 
Regiment, and diecl shortly afterwards. 

11. The hatUdioii under the cominuiul of Captain H. B. Stevens is now engaged in military 
operations against the remnant of llie mutineers who are wandering about in the jungles of tl:e Cachar 
distriet. When these fugitive traitors have paid the penalty of their crimes I shall solicit the 
Government to reward llic tried loyalty, bravery, and good servict^s of the Svlhet Liglit Infantry hattalion. 

iJiJ. Two mounted Mimiu'epoory scouts named Pooruii Singh " ami Clmuhali/' wlio have been 
employed under Mr. Dodd in tlie Intelligence Department, have heen most usidul in piocuring 
infi)rmati*»n regarding the movements of the mutineers. These scouts liave hallowed the mutineers 
through the den.ses! jungles, and have more tliaiioiirc entered their camp at considerable personal risk 
to procure information regarding their strength and intentions. I beg to roeoinriienrl that a reward of 
100 rupees should In* given to each of tlieso scouts for their good and faithful services.

Sir, llcad^ Quarters^ Cfimp Latoo^ Dcetinher 10, 1867. 

OWING to the lamented decease of Major the Honorable R. Byng, late Commandant of this 
regiuienl, the duty has devolved upon me of reporting to you, for the information of Government, the 
|)arti(’uli\rs of a very sharp and spirited action tliat took placfc here at 7 a.m. yesterday morning, 
netwcon the detachment under my command and the throe mutineer companies* of tlie 84th Native 
Infantry, ending in the total defeat and rout of the rebels. Before entering into details I would here 
take the liberty i>f giving a slight sketch of the movements of our detachment from the time it quitted 
Sylhet, on tlic morning of the 15th instant, up to 7 a.m. of the I8th instant. Sati.sfactory information 
Inving been received that the mutineers were proceetling in the direction of PerUul>ghiir, the head- 
quarters of this regiment marched out foi^lhat place on the morning of the 15th instant, numbering 
•2\rt; of all ranks and grades, under command of the late Major the Honorable R. aiad acoom- 

pauied by G. N. Dodil, Esq., the executive engineer^ who volunteered his valuable services in th^ 
1 nl ell igc nee Department. 
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The dietanoe of about eighty miles from Sylbet to Pertaubghur was accomplished by forced 
marches uithin tiitrty>.six liuurs. V^ry early on the morning of the 17th instont, Mr. G. N. Dodd 
rode ahead in the direction of Hingagea, to ascertain the exact route of the rebels. . • 

About 3 I'.M, he returned, stating that he liad received authentic information that the mutineers 
had changed their dircctioti. were skirling the western side of the hills, and expected to reach Latoo 
either that night or early the following morning. 

Upon receipt of this intelligence orders were issued for the detachment to be reaily at ism., to 
make a forced march back iijion Latoo. The distance was about twenty-eight miles, through a most 
rugged tract of country, consisting of hills, dense jungle, and swamps. The men, already lirod from* 
their pre^nous marches, hailed the order with delight. The march was a long, tedious, and fatiguimr 
one, more particularly as it was made during the night. 

Owing to tlie (iarknesB, and the denseness of tlic jungle, the main hud v of the column unfortu- 
nately iniMcd iisri>ad about a.m., aiul did luit surcced in rc^joiiiini; the Imlmja; portion until t) a.m. 

Mr, G. N. Dodd lind ridden ahead to a^r^rtain the rxart inovernentH of the rcbeUs 

1 he inorniii^ ()f the isrh iimtant had ju'it dawned wliru our advancing oolutnii mot Mr. Dodd, 
about liaif-a-inilc Iroin the village of lie reported that the oiieiny )>a(l bivouaekod the night 

before at a Tillage about tiro miles distant, hut were now <*« rott/e to Latoo, and might he e.xnt'flod 
there in another hour. ^\c immediately pushed on, and had hardiv time to enter and form up in line 
in the Latoo bazaar when a iMiinnceporee, who had remained behind l«k waleli Uic rebels by Mr. Dodd\x 
order, reported that lliey were close at hand. 

Our men at oiice loaded, and prepared for action. Ouing to the .scpoy.H who had bet-n left behind 
as rear-guard, we did nut at this time ninst'^r more than 155 ineii, of whom one-half were lliii- 
dostanees, the reinaiiider being a mixtHl elnis of (foorkhas, Munneeporecs, and A»siuiu\se. 

1 lie enemy were now observed ad vancin.;: about 250 yards oti in good mnrehing order, and in 
coJunm of seetion.s, hoadivl by their native ofTieer on a pony. 

Major the liunorablo U. IHng direrted ire to advance with one eomimiiv, eonsiHtiiig of tidrty 
file of men ; a seeiind company was directed to stip|Kjrt iny movement, w‘hile the Major lirought up 
the reserve of two eoinpunie.x with the eoloui.s. I immediately took up a posithm with my eomnany 
about fifty yards oufsirle tlic village, hcbiiula bed c)f jungle close to the road, and out. of view of the rebels. 

When the encinN hat! advaiieed to williiii eighty yards, 1 drew my men to the front, and w*us 
reeeived liy a volley of nnisketry, whidi luekily dhliio harm. 

1 immediritcly n‘| liisl t<» the fin^ and charged the rebels at once at the point of llie bayonet, most 
aldy Hupfiorteil by llic sectiml coniiiaiiy, beaded by Mi. (i. N. Dodd. The prom|)tncss of the clnirge 
^tagl:c^ed tlie rcbel.s. they broke anfl lied in disorder into .some den.se jungle on cmr left. Upon (hi.'i I 
rhanged iiiy front, and drove tlu ni right through the jungle, from hillock to hillock, again most 
gallantly supported by till* seeoufl company, beaded by Mr. Dodd. .Mter advancing for about, fifty 
yards, as the jungle wa*, getting mure den.se at eacli step, I liiilted, placing niy men umler coM-r, as I 
did not doom it advisable to proceed further, the enemy having suceei'ded in taking up u very .stnmg 
position on a bill abmit eighty Minis to my front. 

The above did not occupy above live minutes, nor bad the rear column during this tinii’, under 
our reapecicd and much huiiented Major, been idle, but bad kej)t up a very sliarp and gulling llauking 
fire on the reb.,ds wlieii they first became disurd(*red. 

f bad but just Udteii up my advanced po.sition in the jungle, wdien thi* Major came, up with tlie 
colours and reserve. 

He stood ill a most cu nsp'ic in >u.s spijl, riebt on the line of fire of the enemy, cheering our gallant, 
little band, wJicn a .sliot stnu’k him on the erom, and he died within the next fm? minutes. 'Die 
enemy must have .seen him f'.dl, from Ibcir eb'iatcd emnniaiiding |)osit.i(m, f<ir they at once srt up a 
shout of 1.riutn])li, and their fire ix’eanu* much more brisk iiiid gulling. 4'hcy also now did fin ir best 
to induce our men to swerve from ifieir allcgimice, I'alling on them by the lies i»f east**, brotbrrlmud, 
and religion, to <‘ome over and join them, as it was a eonmion cause; that the (lovdrnmeni. were 
going to force tlic. Ilimhios to eat beef, and the Mussulineii pork, and destr«»y tlieir east»‘s, I'ltr abovi! 
was repeated o\er and over again, but inelfceluully ; not a man stirred, bnl rejilied by a st<»ady 
continuous fire. 

I be conduct of all grades, and especially the llindoslanecH at ibis tryuig jicriod, cannot be 
overvalued ; tliey vicil with cacii other in doing their utinost to show that llierc were siill somi' gund 
Miul loyal servants left, who would never basely and treacherously (le'*crt and abandon tbe colours they 
bad swo/n to jmitect. After a continuous fire bad been kept up for ii goo*I Inmr and admll, wc 
succeeded, I am proud to be abb? to add, in dislodging the rebels from their c nminanding jiosition* 
Tbev r<*tirc<l in great confusion on the loss of ibcir senior native officer, who was shot llirougb the 
bean ; and, carrying off as many of their w'ounded as they could w'ith them, made off towank the 
.south, right through the dense jlingJc as fast as they could. 

Owing to the worn-out and fatigued state < f my men, I w%ns rjuite unable to follow up and pursue 
them. Wc counted twenty-aix of their bodies left dead on the field. 

I succeeded in capturing about 2, :i(X> rupee* in cjish, eighteen stands of tin ir arms ami uccowlic* 
menta, l>csidcs a large ipinntity of biass cooking pots, ^e., A:c. 

During tlie afternoon, u rebel havifdr!r,by name Uatridrcn, was found crjinrjdccl in the neiglilxMiring 
jungle, and brought in. i immeilmtely tiied liim by diuin-bcad court-martial, and shot liiin on the 
spot, the nindostanee.i of my detachments crowding round me, and on my asking them if that wr.a 
the death a mutineer deserved, every man, with bis hand on liin heart, exclaimed, “ Yen, and may the 
same just fate await us if we ever Ijetray our trust and forsake our colours/^ 

la the. above lengthy, and 1 fear imperfect manner, I have hurriedly eiidcavoUrcd to describe all 
particulars as they occurred, and such as they arc, 1 trust they will be graciously received. * 

In conclusion^ I cannot but express my earnest heartfelt gratification at the entire lone atuUteoring 
of one and all the men during the above action. Under most trying and difficult circuoistHncxis they 
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nobly vied with eacli other in doing tlieir duty, and the result will be marked by the effect this decisive 
blow will have on the retnaining body of rebelsy who 1 hear arc sadly discomfited, and, having tlirowii 
away and lost all their baggage, are seeking safety in flight alone. 

I would beg to lake this opportunity of bringing the valuable services of Mr. (j. N. Dodd to 
especial and prominent notice. 

It was entirely owing to the untiring energy, zeal, and unsurpassed aetivitv shown by this 
gentlenmii, that the (iovcrninent arc indebted for our g«»ud tort tine in meeting the rcliels as we did. 

Ilis lArviccs were ecjuidly conspicuous throughout the ;t4 tiuh. Ilis personal bravery and daring 
were the tbeine and admiration of all our men. 

Aasistunt-Surgeoii T. Uilloii afforded nil the aid nnd uttention in Ins jiower to the sick and 
wounded, and was constantly exposed to the liottest part of the tire. 

I beg further to bring to notice the gallant conduct (d' Jetnudar (lunga Uam Bist. This native 
officer was (‘onspicuoua throughout the fight in directing (he fin* tif our men to the ])oitits it would 
prove most effectual, pointing out positions to our men as they hied ofi his shoulder, lie hiinseit having 
the grati(icHti<}ii subsequently of Nhooting the senior siibadur of the rebels through the head, winch 
tended in no little ineasure to hasten the result of the action. 

Lastly, I would touch upon the sincere, iniallo\ed sympathy depicted on the countenances of all 
the men, when our respected and much loved coinmandant received his death wound. 'J'hey left, as 
they themselves told me, that in hisiiig him they liud not only lost a good, kind, though strict eorn- 
iimnding offj(X'r, but also their friend and protector, one wlio had ever a ready, w'illiiig car to listen to 
ail their wants and desires. In truth 1 feel I cannot do sufficient justice to the men tor tiicir noble 
conduct throughout, under peculiarly trying and harussing circumstances. 1*lic lliiidustanee sepoys 
crowded round me this moiinng, saying they hoped that any suspicion, however siigiit, wc may nave 
entertained in ouv minds regarding the conduct they themselves would pursue, in conseciuetu e of tlie 
atrocious deeds corimiitted by their brethren in the North-West, would now be fully and effectually erased 
after the imhihitidile. proof they had given of their own loyalty and fealty to the State. 'I'l listing the 
facts here related will meet witli tlic approbation of (joveniment,

Although I have received no further orders reNpei*ting the disHriiiing of the Sylhet Light 
Infantry liattHlioiK it seems to me that jour letter to the J'Juprnno CioveriiinenU dated* December 
•JH, lH5r, has virtually disposed of that question the tidelity and loyalty of the regiment Iwiiig now 
beyond dispute. 1 have, therefore, in ol>edience to the previous orders of Cjoveriiment^ directed the 
detachment of Her Majesty's 5 jlh Regiment^ under the command of Lieu tenant -Colonel Micheh which 
is no longer required in this district, to return at om^e to Dacca in the steamer and llut which are 
at Liickyc. 

3, from the most recent acToiints from Cachar, it is apparent fluit the few remaining mutineers 
arc still liidirig in the dense jungles in the soutli-oaslcni pari of the (’uchur district. Tliey are said to 
he ill a state of great exhaustion and eoiiiplete disorguiiistalion. The Sylhet Light Intantry battalion, 
under the coininaiid of Captain Stevens, IS keeping ilierii in this unhealthy and uniiilnihiUHl wilder*- 
ness. When they attempt to send An'iiging piiriies into the villages on the horders of the jungles, 
their foragers are attacked and destroyed hy tlic detachment which is moving on the outskirts of the 
jungles in a parallel direction with the tnuiii hody of tfie niutinecrs. 

I. If the pursuit he continued with energy and skill, hut very few of the nnitineers arc likely to 
reach the Munneepore frontier, and tlu»se who succeed in escaping rlius far will s(Kin he ileslroyeil l»y 
the armed retainers of the Rajah of Munneepore, who are prepared to allai’k them. 

r». .\t all events it is some sat isfnet ion tt> ivllcct lluit signal ivtiiimtion has o\citaken the mutt- 
iieor» of the 31th Regiment of Native Infantry, 'fheir fate* has hatl an exeelleui i Meet in this pari of 
the country. The people have seen these nnudi dreadeil llimlostanoe sepoys of the line tlntrougldy 
routed and overthrown, and they imw know that neither their military prowess, nor their money, noV 
the. dreary wilderness into wliieh thev fled, has been able to deliver these traitors fiom the avetiging 
lititid of tiie (ioverimient against whieii tlu^y conspired and rciielled.

2. Mr. Allen proposes that Government should cancel his contract on the 1st February next, and, 
as compensation, should nay him 75, (KK) rupees, instead of 1,0(),H(K) rupees, which, under the 
contract, he would be entitled to receive, if he provided eighteen carriages daily for twenty-eight days 
in February. 

3. 1 have enchirsed a memorandum on the hack of the letter, and, as stated therein, think that 
Government would not be justified in accepting the offer, and, for a possible gain of 9,()00 or 
10, (KM) rup<‘e.s, giving up the advantage of having at their disposal eighteen carriages a-day. 

4. If there twe men to he sent, the carriages from llancegunge can convey 1,5 10 soldiers in the 
month of Feliruary, The <lcinand on the bid lock-train for the conveyance of stores is quite as great 
as it call meet ; consequently, the conveyance of i,5 K) men would he a saving of at least 23,100 rupees, 
reckoning the actual cost of conveying cacli man by bullock-train at 15 rupees.

place also. 

2. It is necessary to state, for liM I^ordship’s further information, that tho Governmemt demand 
against me, for the quarter ending January 1858, was 74, (XH) rupees, which I was ordered to pay by 
tlie Collector by the 12th of that month, as inentioiuui in the conelucling paragranh of toy lust letter, 
of w*hich I bad paid by the 25th idem, 55, (KX) rupees ; as 1 liefure intimated, the oulance, viz., 19,000 
rupees, I (laid on the 27th ultimo ; all within the date fixed by the Collector. 

3. As soon as the troops had crossed, the enemy’s men, I heard, fell in with the advanced guard 
of the friendly force who l>eat them, and put them to flight with the loss of some of their horses and 
men. Tliis is the first victory gained on the onset over tlie rebels, which is a prelude to many future 
successful achievements, for which I beg to congratulaU! his Lordship.

2. We hep: to draw your attention to an inlerc.stinj? narrative, lierewilh forwarded, 
l»y Ijieiitennnt Eckford, Exeeutive Engineer, (ith Division, Grand 'I'runk Kond, of the 
galhmt defence of his house at Meerut against tiie mutineers, on the 10th May, 18.“»7, 
and of his suhsequeut pr**eeedings. 

3. AVe have approved, as a temporary measure, the orders issued by the Chief 
Commi.ssioncr of the North-Western Proviiioe.s, for raising auxiliary yeomnnry h-vies 
from among the well-affeeted iuhal/itants of the ilistriets of ICtawali and Allyghur, for 
tin* restoration and preservation of order in those districts, on the scale of .salary noted in 
the margin.* 

4. Ill the. eolleetion will he found a despatidi from the Government of the North- 
AV^'stern I’roviiiees, eontaining «*opies of three rommunientions uddres.sed to that 
Government hy Mr. .1. C. Wilson, Commissioner on special duty, reporting the arrival in 
his camp of certain Christian refugees from Uohileuud, who laid lieen eoncealed ami 
sheltered hy eertuin ilindoo /.einindars. Mr. AVilson thinks there are more in hiding ; hut 
he observes; “The relatives of sc\erHl of the missing oHieers tell me that those ilcar to 
them have juirpoHely given out that they are dead, in onler to jirevent Khan jlahadoor 
Khan from .searching W them ; and they state that no mes,sengers, even tho.se dispatched 
hy my orders, and with documents, are allowed access to them, through fear that they 
may he in this way hetrayed to the rebel chieftain ahoie mentioned.” 

5. 'riie Government of the Central Provinces recently submitted for our information, 
copy of a corrcspmulouee with the Commissioner of the duhbulpoie Division, relative to 
the operations of the Kamptce moveable column, under Colonel Munsey, at Jiibbulpore. 
With the view of reopening the p<*stal oommuniention with Benares, a force of the 
strength, noted on the margin, 'I was sent out under Lieiitenant-Coloiiel Byng, and 
ndvaneed about twenty-six mile.s; but Colonel Munsey rcfiwed to allow this detachnient 
to proceed further, as he believed that the rebels were in greater force than the 
Coiimiissioiier, Major Erskiiie, .sup]iosed, and that he would be running the risk of having 
his eoniniuniention with Lieutennnt-Coloiiel Byng cut off. A copy of the correspondence 
was coniiminieated to the Government of Fort St. George, for iiiforinatioii, and for such 
»»rder.sas that Government might consider necessary.

Six other Munnipore princes, who 
had been placed under arrest at Caehar, have managed to ellect their escape. We have 
called for a report on this subject from the Government of Uengal, nml we have desired 
that the princes on being apprehended, should he sent down to the rresidenoy as state 
prisoners, unless guilty of some otlence for which tliey can he trietl and punished by (he 
local authorities. 

8. The DUiciating Superintendent of Marine luus communicated to us a re|)ort. by 
Lieutenant Forbes, tlu! Superintendent of the Nuddea ]liver.s, on the present condition of 
the steamer “ Jlivor IJird,” in the IMiagiirnttee. A c»»py <)f this rept>rt will he found in 
the culieetion. It holds out little hope of the reeovorv «*f the vessel ; hut we have 
authorized the de]>u(ntion of .Mr. Welts, the eummamler of the steamer “Lord Willitim 
Bentinck,” with a suttieient establishment, for the ]mr]>ose of a.ssisting in removing tin* 
machinery and boilers of the ‘‘ River Rird,” and we have de.sired that e\ery evertion may 
be made to save the vessel. , 

9. In reply to an inquiry from the tJoveinment of Bengal, we i\innrkc><l that we tlid 
not think it proliahlc that the oHicers in eharge of depots on (he Grand Trunk Hoad 
would have to remain at their posts during (he npproaehing hot weather.

Narrative, 

ABOUT 0 o'clock, on Sunday afternoon, the iOth of May last, I heard a great uproar in the 
direction of the. Native Inluntry and Cavalry lines. It increased, and I heard shots fired. On 
in(|uiring from my servants and chuprassees, they said the native troops had mutinied, and were setting 
lire t«i tiieir lines and tiflicers’ houses. I sent a man to find out what was going on. and he returned 
and said the. «e]»oy.s were murilermg their oflieers. From Uie coniptr.md of my house I saw crowds of 
natives in front of the bazars, and ulso some European officers and gentlemen gallop past on horseback, 
and drive furiously away towards the European lines in buggies, ^e. At this time a number of the 
bungalows were on fire, and the noise and musket shots seemed to a])proach. I, therefore, although 
rnomcnUirily expecting succour from European troops oi the station, prepared to defend the house (an 
upper-roomed piu'ka liuilding, in which were my nffiec and treasury, as well as my place of residence). 
At about 7 irdoek, a man earne rinmiiig towards me, and said, that the mob having killed Doctor 
Smith (my next door neighl)our, wIki.so house was on fire), wore conning into my compound j* I had 
loaded the firearms 1 Jiad by nie, and as soon as I saw a band of men (with arms and torches in their 
hands) enter iny eompouiid, I went out from the verandah where I liad been standing, and having 
allowTd tlieni to advance towdthin about twenty-five paces of me, I fired with my double-barrelled gun 
and shut down the leader (who W'as armed with a musket), and the contents of the other barrel 1 let 
drive at the others. They all turned and ran out of my c4)mpo\ind. 

Tlie chuprassees ami burkundauzes of my treasure guard now* told mo that the mutineers and mob 
would return in greater numbers ; I, therefore, after having the body of tbe man I had .shot removed, 
])ostcd the burkundauzes in and over the treasury room and office, and having closed and barred all 
the doors, made ready to defend the building. 

1 also, shortly after, determined to send my family aw’ay to hide in the garden. 

In about twenty minutes after the disappearance of the first mol), the noise of a great number of 
men npproaehing W’as beard. Taking u brace of pistols, I went up to tlie flat roof of the portico (which 
was on a level with tbe up])er rooms), to the side nearest the treasury room, in order that I might 
deter any one from getting ut it. 

An old hhn*oj)can jiensloncr and a ])rivale of (lie btltli Uifles, wd>o had been pursued by the mob, 
and sought .shelter in iny Ijousc, were told off by me, after being armed, to remain inside the building. 
The servants, ike., had hegged of me to send these men away, as the mob particularly sought their lives, 
but to this .suggestion 1 wiiiiM im) 1 for u moment listen — 1 liad hardly rcaelu»il the portico, to l)e on the 
look-out (it was now dark), u hen a \ciy lari^e nud> of sej>oys and others entered the compound, and 
inadi* for the house. When tlicy saw me they comiiieiieed firing, but none of the shots took effect on me. 

Almost simultaneously 1 heard a heavy butieriiig down stairs, at the back of the liouse, a party 
having turned the rear ot it — 1 rushed down stairs, armed with a l)rfiec of double-barrelled pistols, and 
f(»und about twelve or fourteer) men in the large centre room, who had effected nu entrance from the 
back ; I daslicd ut them, and tired hvo barrels at those on the right. All ran away, except one man, 
who, from his nppcnraiiec, I should say, was a 8rd i’avalry trooper — he made n rush at me with his 
sword, and although I gave liim a justol shot (which at the time appeared take no efteet, but os my 
servants afterw ards saw him ilragged out of tbe burning bouse by the legs, 1 conclude he must have 
been very hard hit) he cut me over the head with it (n severe wound) ; I tried to close with fiiiii, and 
gave him a blow over the head with my left iiaiid j)istoI (the second barrel of which had missed fire) ; 
he gave rue sundry other cuts with his sword. The rifloiuan, who had been in the adjoining room, 
hearing the struggle, came in, ami my assailant staggered out of the doorway ; I w*as bleeding profusely 
and much stunned, 1 therefore determined on again going up to the portico, and making a stand there. 

U’hen 1 got up, 1 found myself so weak that I was obliged to sit down. I told the rifleman if he 
wished to go away and try to make his e.scape, that he might do so. I made over to him my double- 
barrelled gun, which had been reloaded, and he accordingly ran down stairs ; I heard tw*o shots in 
rapid snct'cssion, and was told afterwards that he got out of my compound, but w*as killed by a party 
of nu'u otk ;!io oilier side of the wall, out on the road. This man's name was; I believe, Fitzpatrick, of 
tlie (i (’ornpany of the (lOth. The old pensioner (Chapman), whom I had armed with a spear, made 
lii.H escape previously, during the melee, to the gardeners house, where he lay concealed, and ultimately 
escaped in safety to the. artillery depot. 1 lay on the portico for about two boors and more, sotne- 
liincs sensible ami at other times in a faint. 
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The miscreants searched everywhere for me ; they more than once come close to where I was 
lyinj^, but the shade of a tree (it utis bright moonlight) most providciitiidly was llie means of screening 
me from their view. They looked up at the roof of the upper story, agauiist which a small 
ladder was placed, and they evidently thought 1 had gone up there, hut were afraid to ascend. They, 
however, guttc<l tlie house, broke open the treasure chests and boxes, and then having, both in the 
lower and upper rooms, heaped up the furniture, ^tc., set fire to the whole; I saw the entire building 
before long in a blase. They also for a time placed sentries round the house, in tlie hope of 
capturing me, 

I lay on the portico, as I have l>efore descril>ed, for more than two hours, and then, when 1 was 
conscious, and on hearing no noise or voices of the mutineers, I connnenced crawling and staggering 
by the outer pucka steps, wliich led fn>m the front verandah and portico; I got down Mow, and there 
met my tent-pitcher, who conducted me to wlicre iny wife, sister, and child were hiding. In nhout 
half-an-hour afterwards, a litter having Ixhmi made for me hy toy servants, &c,, we made our way to 
the right pickets of the carahiiiicrs along the bed of a dry mdhil), and got to the officers’ bungalows, 
where my wounds were dressed. 

With very few exceptions, everything in the house was plundered or burnt. 

After the 1 0th of May, 1 was laid up with iny wounds for about six weeks or more, and was 
uiiahlc to volunteer to go out with (jcncral Wilson’s force to the Itindon, hut as soon as I was getting 
better I wrote to ofler my services to Colonel Becher, Ciiiarteriuttstor-Cienend of the Army, who was 
in the camp Iiefore Delhi. I knew the country round and about Delhi well, and thought 1 might he 
usefid. Cohmel Becher wrote hack to say,’ that the (Jcncrnl (Commanding highly appreciated iny 
ofler of service, /tc.,ttnd 1 accordingly ro<le across country with the few things (clothes, ^kc,), I could 
take, and joined the camp. I had been appointed hythc (icneral to he attached to the (luartcriiniNtcr- 
Gencral’s Department; I also carried on the duties of Executive Engineer of the (ith Division, (iniiid 
Trunk Uond, except when making road inspcciions. 1 was with the Delhi force and engaged in the 
siege. On the day of the ossaulO 1 attended Major Reid ns his staff, and was with his coluiiin, the 
fourth ill the attack on Kishengungo. Our column of HOO regular troops (Kuropcans iiml natives) 
was opposed hy, it is said, KhfKK) of the enemy. Our loss was aliout JttU), and nearly two-thirds of 
the Kuropeaii officers. xMtliougli I was with the udvaiiccMl sections of the (*<)liimn, 1 oscapisl with 
only a trifling contusion on the right leg ; niy cap was flattened hy u blow frnin tius butt end of a 
musket wliich one of the enemy struck at me, but luy head was saved by the top of the wall. The 
fire was the hottest I was ever under.. Five days after the full of Dcllii, on the 2(ith, I returned 
towards Meerut again. For a week after the I 111), the day of the assault, I Was laid up witli a hud 
attack of dysentery brought on by exposure and fatigue.

2. Up to the present date there have been rescued, at four ditferent times, forty-five Roliilcuiid 
refugees, and Oovernnicnt will nutundly a.sk how many more there arc now left. I regret tiiat I am 
unable to answer the question. The relatives of several of the missing officers tell im* that those dejir 
to them have purposely given out tliat they arc dead, in order to prevent Khun Bdiudoor Khan from 
searching for Aem ; and they slate that no iiiCHsengerK, even those dispatched by my r>rders and with 
docaments, are allowed access to them, through fear that they may in this way, betrayed to the 
rebel diieftain above meiitioned. If this by|>otltesis be correct, it accounts for the reports which Jtave 
reached me that no European officer is now alive in Rohilcuiul, and for the foci that our emtswarics 
have failed in tracing them ; but 9 admitting tliat the hypothesis is correct, it is imimstble iliat the 
survivors can be rescued save by a lam force entering Kohilciind. 1 have therefore airccted the small 
detadiment now with me to return to Meerut, and 1 pro|>oKC waiting shortly on the Chief Ckiitmiissioncr 
in person relative to tlie plan of operations to be adopted in carrying out my new appointment. 

3. A bill of the expenses incurred will shortly be submitted for tlie banirtion ot Government.

Sir, Jubbulpore, December IS, 1857* 

FOR the information of the Licuteuant-fioveniur, 1 have the honor to inclose a copy of the 
correspoiulenco regarding my endeavours to open out the road from this to Mirzapore. 

I’he road has now been closed since the 27th of October, owing to the rebellion of Suijoo 
Pershad, the thakoor of Bijeragogbur, Mypal Singh, the uncle of the thakoor of Myheer, both in the 
Nagode district, and of Nypal Singh, tiiakoor of Bhutguon in Jubbulpore. 

3. It will i)e soon that, during the command of Colonel Millar, a small force, under the command 
of Major Sullivan, of the 4tli Light Cavalry, at my recpicst, went up the load as far as Moorwara, 
and it was this force which took two of the Bijeragoghur Tliakoor’s guns, ns reported in my letter 
dated 13th November. 

•I. This repulse of the rebels bad for some time the ellVct «)f making them leave the road, and 
IjcVveviug, us 1 still do, that a small party with guns sent from this would he able to open out the road 
;\s far us ,lokuie or Mybeer, I applied to Cofonel Munsey (now commanding here), to undertake 
the expedition, and a party, consisting of two gU4is, the whole of the 0th Madras Cavalrj*, and 
2,)U Infantry, under eomnmnd of Licutenant-('*nlonel Bvng, was sent out, and is still on the road; 
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but in spite ot alt my ui^cnt calls, in person, by note, and by letter, this force has not adranrcd 
Itevond Sehora, twenty-six miles from this, and Colonel Munsey told me yesterday tlmt, as ho 
bciievcd the rebels were stronger than 1 supposed, and wei« arconipanied by some of the mutinacra 
of the 52nd Regiment, be did not think it advisable that Colonel Byng’s detachment should advance 
farther nt present, 

5. Colony Monsey is of course the official judge as to whether the force now at his disposal, ah 
per margin,* is sufficient to protect Juhbul])ore and to open out the nmd, but though the rebels may 
l)e increasing owing to their not being atucked, I know tliat none of the 52nd have joined them ; and 
the rebels *uf this part of the country are despicable cowards, and will never oven stand ngainat 
our infantry and cavalry, much less artillery’, except when well covered liy atone walls or denae 
jungle. 

6. Though for some years in civil employ I am still a soldier, and, having seen M'rviix', 1 grieve 
to think that rebels alone should prevent our troops doing tlinl wliich il is iny firm belief llic tlgUeh- 
inent under command of Cuioiicl Byiig inigiit do with case, though perliaps with some trifling loss, 
where the jungle comes down to the mad. 

7. C'olirnel Munsey will be reliuvcrl liy Brigadier I awrciioe to-morrow. Inil I now formird this 
curreraondeiice to show that I have done ail in my power to keep open the postal cominuiiicatioii 
with Benares, and 1 do not write with any wish that llic Goveniiiirnt will hluiiie Colonel Munsey, 
for, althougli, in my liuinhle opinion, tin- roatl might he opencri us far as Mylieer, Ids caution and 
judgment may he tlie best.

THE Calcutta mail has been stopped by a body of rebels, said to be 500 strong, but probably not 
a quarter of that number, near a place called Chaka, and they have not only stolen the dawk horses 
and driven off the police, but threaten the town of Moorwara, on the Mirzapore road. 

2. Every available horse and foot policetnan is on the road, and I would suggest that the troops 
under the eornmand of Major Sullivan now at Sehorit, be allowed to move up and down the road 
between Chaka and (jhosulporc; and bej'ond the former place 1 have asked for aid on the road from 
the Political Agent at Rewah. 

3. There is, no doubt, jungle on the side of the road here and there, but probably good positions 
may he found for the troops of each arm to act ; and, at any rate, regular cavalry and infantry, aided 
by guns, would be of as much if not more service in keeping the road open than horse and foot police. 

4. If you cannot allow this move, I trust you will make such other arrangements as may be iii 
your power to keep the road open as far as Chaka.

FROM information received from Nagode, and also from several travellers, servants of 
(fovernment, who arrived here last night, and who travelled from .Mirsa])ore to this, I learn that Nynal 
Singh, the Thakoor of Uuiu'hunpore in My here (a relative of the Chief of Bijeragogurgh) ha.s also 
rebelled, hut lii.s gurliee has been taken l)y the Rajah of Rewah, and ho is now in the fort of Myheer, 
defending himself against the Rajah of Rewah, who must conquer. 

2. 'riie Rajah of Rewah has sent a large force against Bijeragogurgh, and also troops to 0 |)eii out 
the road us far ns Jokai. 

3. The thukoors of Bijeragogurgh and Runchunpore have got small chowkecs on the road between 
Myheer and SulecmadinJ, the largest of which is at .hikni ; )>iit even this, 1 am assured by the travellers, 
does not exceed fifty armed men, and no guns, except at Myheer. 

I. At these chowkccs all travellers arc stopped for a time, and tlie road in several other places is 
cut up and barricaded, but not well defended. 

5. As the Uajub of Rewah is o|>ening out the road toward this, as far as .Tokai, I think it most 
advi.sable that the road between Snieeiiiabud and Jokai should bo o|)cncd out by our troops, {larticularly 
us the only otlier n*ad to ('alcutta. via Suinbulpurc, is said to be closed; and I feel confident in my oivii 
mind that a party such as moved on to Snlecinabad a few days ago could with ease, and with very little 
danger, advance to Jokai, and eommunicate with the Rewah troops at or on this si<lc of Myheer.

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge tlie receipt of your letter of the oth instant, together with 
Major Krskine’s letter to the officer commanding, Jubbulporc, and previous to advancing, rnnsider 
it advisable to inform you that all travellers passing down this road from Miraaporc, Benares, 
Allahabad and elsewhere, including the last party of sepoys of the Hyderabad contingent and sepoys 
of tlie Bombay army returning from leave, have been questioned by me, and descrihe the rebels miu^b 
more numerous than mentioned by the Commissioner, ami also that the road is strongly barricaded 
and bridges broken diiwn in several jilaces. Many travellers whom I have qucstionefl state that they 
did not see any of the Rajah of Rewah’s troops on the road, and the two messengers I dispatched some 
days ago to the address of the Political Agent, returned and stated that the rajahs troops had l>eeii on 
the road, but returned t4> Rewab, and therefore did not proceed further than Jokai. 

2. 1 have also to inform you that, after advancing beyond the? brhlgc at Jootia Punec, about one 
mile beyond Doonguuin, luv conimunication with you must iicccssarily ceaNc, as the dawk runners 
refuse to go that road, and if they could be prevailed upon to run, I inncli doubt tliai any commu- 
nication can be kept up at present from Jiibbulptire uilli any dctaclmient in iicUitiifM* of Doongautii, 
(oiiscqucntly 1 should wish to be informed wliiit arnoignneiits the ofin er coiiiinuiKling, .Iiibbiilporc, 
intends making, in order that the conimunication may be kept open between us. 

3. Previous to starting, 1 find it necessary that 1 slioxild lay in fifu*cn davN’ supplirs, and the 
•luint Magistrate, MoouhIkt Azccz<*odren, ba^* rrported to me that he niiticipales ilidiculty in 
pnK'uring the supplies unless the villagers arc pressed, and even then it will take him about five days 
to lay them in.

I am of r»piiiion that it will 
oceup]^ a whole day to make otic regular march, two iiisiaiiccH of which we. hud in advancing to and 
returning from Saicemabad.

I came along without 
molestation to 'IVnrce: ttiere were about six or seven (ionds there, and they stopped and robbed me, 
and let me go. I saw nobody else the whole way. At Joona Paiiec, on the other side of Dungawali, 
the bridge has been broken up ; in no utlier place is the road broken. 1 arrived here last night. 
1 came by the high road all the way.

I HAVE the honor to acknowUul^e the receipt of your letter, dated the 33rd ultimo, disallowing 
tlic charge sanctioned hy me on the 3 lili of May last, for one jemadar on 10 ru|>eev*, and eight hurkams 
on 0 rupees each ]>cr month, to furnish intelligence regarding the movements of mutineers and rebels, 
and in explanation I have the honor to state as follows: — 

3. 1'hese incii were formerly borne on the esiahlishmcnt of the Ctuartermaster-Gencrai of the 
Madras army, and did excellent service. They know all the passes in the hills and forts in 
Bnn(lcl(Htnd, aiul Saugor, and Nerbiulda territories, and many of them Ire able to draw plans, hut 
when the Saugor military ilivtston of the uriny uas made over to the Bengal Government, these men 
were ilisi'hurged. 

it. Brigadier Sago, commanding at Saugor, wished to re-entertuiii these men to furnish intelligence, 
and as I thouizht the measure advisable, and Mr. Colvin, the late Lieutenant-Governor of the North* 
Western Provinces, hncViii a demi-official note, authorized my sanctioning any extra establishments I 
thought necessary,! did not hesitate in complying with Brigadier Sag^s request^ and directed the 
l)eputy rommissioiier to pay the men, which lie has done. 

1. 1 did not consider the charge a military one, hut a civil or police one, as th^ men were to be 
employed to gain information for the Deputy Commissioner, as well as for the Brigadier. 

o. I reported the circumstance to Nir. ('olvin, both publicly and demi-oilicially. To the former 
letter I received i.o reply, owing to the delays of routine of office and the stoppage of the dawk, 
but to my tlemi-officia^ letter 1 received a reply, in Mr. Colvin’s own baiid-writingy dated 
the 30th May, of which the following is an extract: — *‘You did quite right in authorising 
the re-entertaimiieut i f the discharged meff of the Madras Quartermaster-Genei^’a establishment.^ 
ti.

IN continuation of tny lett(*r dated 2kh instant, I have the honor to report, for the information 
of the Licutenant-Cjovernor of Hongal, that Lieutenant Homs again came upon the mutineers on the 
ufternooii of the 2ltli instant, in the valley of the Jalinga, whither 1 had sent him on his return from 
llylenknndy. 

2. The mutineers showed no light, hut fled after the first volley, our men in pursuit Kring into 
their rear and killing several. In their flight, the enemy threw down several muskets, ilicir hags 
of lire, and of rupees, and tried to make for the south-east, escaping into the dense jungle in that 
direction. 

3. Lieutenant lloss returned to the station yesterday, which was a bad move, as it lins lost us one 
day, and Inis ailded twelve miles to the march of our troops ; hut not being able to hdlow them np 
direetly, be returned without doing so in a parallel direction, which he might have done, had he been 
better ae(|Uaintecl uith the country. 

I<. I have now sent Mm to Ka/.eedhur in numlraj, still further to the east, there again to await 
the exodus of the mutineers into tlie plains, and I hope my plan will prove succcs.sf(il. 

5. A detachment of 100 men of the iSylhet Light Infantry, under CapUin Stevens, will he here 
to-day. 'I'iicsc I intend dispatching to Singorhuiul, south of Luckipore, where they will have a go(»(l 
rimnee of intercepting the 31th, should they escape Lieutenant lloss, and whence, should they enter 
Muiinepore, (/aptaiii Stevens will follow, with u view of assisting the Political Agent and the liajah. 

0. The jHMipIe of thts district are mueh alarmed, the Bengalees being in the greatest state of 
fear. The. hudmuslies are all on the look out for a favourable op|H>rtuiiity to plunder, and one 
considerable daeoity has already taken place. 

7. The Munnepoories in Cachar seem anxious to take hold of this opportunity to carry out their 
views with reffTcncc to their own country, and arc intriguing and plotting an invasion of Mnnneporc ; 
I have three of ihcir princes under arrest on suspicion. 

8. The two prisoners taken by the detachment of Sylhet Light IiifaiitrVi were tried by me, ami 
shot on tbc 2 Itli in.stant. The usual form is herewith inclosed. 

0. The report in Sylhet of the entire dispersion of the mutineers after the, action at Latuo, is 
wrong. They are still 2tK) strong, with abundance of arms and ammunition, and have a determined 
purpose of pushing eastward, under the mistaken impression that they can go via Muimepore to 
Nepiiul, and thence to their own country.

HIS Honor has been inforoicil in my letters, of the 2itli and 2(>th ultimo respectivol}% of the 
measures undertaken hy me against the mutineers of the ;Utl) Native Infantry, up to the latter date. 
In continuation, 1 have the honor to state tliut, after the tight at Julinga, the iimtiiioerH pursued n 
south-eastern course, and entered the hoavv and dense jungles of (Miiitrlaliowhnr, where they remained 
wandering almut for live days. During this time they <lul m»t oluuin one piirtiele of nutritious food, 
but were compelled to eat of jungle roots and berries. 

2. They were tracked up by Kookie scouts, and were found not to be making more tlian four 
miles a-day, and that too in a circuitous direction. The . scouts came across several of tliein who Imil 
died of hunger and disease, and also on the bodies of several of their ebihlren whom they bad dashed 
on the ground, being unable to carry them on. The scouts also killed two sepoys, stragglerH, and made 
prisoners of a Chittagong kaidie and a Seikli faqueer. 

3. These scouts were men of u Kookie village mi the hinds of the (^arhiir Tea Companv. supplied 
by me witli firearms, and 1 hog to bring to his ltonour*s favourable notice the conduct of Sir. James 
Davidson, the manager of that company, u bo dtreelod iheiii, and who, diiriim the five days t bat the 
mutineers were ^vaiulering in the wilderness, kept me continually supplied with excellent and ivliublc 
information concerning their movements. 

I. His Honor will ]>eroeive tliat, during the time they were thus wandering in the jungle.s, 
natural causes alone were acting so against them as not to call for direct opposition from the Kinall furco 
at my disposal. But when I heard «^f their having approached the eastern part of the jungleM facing 
the I’erguiuiali of Uiindraj, 1 (Greeted Captain Stevens, who was posted by me with ItHI men at. 
Sooiiairmook, to proceed with fifty picked men to their rear, and ilrive tlieiii down upon liieuteiianl 
Koss, wlio bad taken up a position at Nogdirgruiii in Biiiulraj, when they would have been placcil 
between two fires. 

Before, however, Cajitai 11 Stevens received my eominunicalion, be Inal, at. the requisition of 
Lieutenant Boss, moved down with bis wlndc fimr to Nogdirgrain. The (*irt'umst4nn‘CH of tlii.s move 
were ns follows : 'I'bc mutineers bad conic a<*ross the Kbeddali establislnncnl. of Major Smith in llie 
heart of the jungh4s, and had driven tlnun in on the night of the *U)tli, plundering them of about a 
day's provisions. The exaggerated reports given hy flie.se people of the numbers and desperation of 
the enemy has impressed Lieutenant Boss with the hlea that his sevenly-fi\e tnen might not be able to 
cope with tliem, and be aceonliiigly sent for assistance. 

<>. On the morning of the 31st, the mnlii.cers debouched into the plaiiiM of Bundraj, and were 
immediately attacked hy C'nptuiii Sti'vciis and Lieiiteiianl Boss. I'liey did not await tin* assault, but 
immediately look fliglit, and croshing tlie Sooni rixer. eiitemi the jungles on the cast .side. The tiring 
of our men was at too great a distance to take much idled, but 1 learn, from piisorri's since taken, 
that l)otli the subiulars of their party were severely wounded. • 

7. ('aptain Steveii.s’ march from Soonanmok rJitlier di.seoneerted the plan.s I liad arranged, lie 
hud been posted there with the. view of jiiai idling to Brinaeandy. \ilicic the re.beU bad ero.ssed the 
Sooni, and of inlercepling them there, while lieutenant Boss followed up in their rear, when I 
requc.stcd them to move with iiliy picked men to the rear ol the enemy while w’i»sl of Sooiiai : the 
fifty he would have left behind at. Soiinalrnook, reinforeeil by lieutenant. Biiist, who arrived with fifty 
more on the 31 si, were ready to have, taken up the same jdace. Now, Imwcver, Lieute.riaiit B i-ss and 
Captain Stevens, with 470 meiiilKdng together in the rear <»f the < nemy, lieiiteiianl Buist, with sjxfy^ 
has been placed by me at Captain, SI cvcmh’ di^posid, to be employed as be may direct, 

H. The rnarcli of the mutineers will now be tbrougii the dense jungles, ai the hsM of the liofibun 
range of hills, which they wdll skirt. My instructions to Captain .SleveiiH are to follow them along the 
plains ill a parallel direction, keeping a liltlc to their rear, and pievi nling tlior enmmg out to foiage. in 
the cultivated land.s.

They 
nave been met and beaten at earli c^f the three places where tli<*y enrleavonred to enter tin* phtins, 
and are broken in .spirits and reduced in numbers, nltiioiigb f’ajttain Stevens Mill ie|)oi'lM them at InO. 

10. A jemadar and sixU^en men of the. Sylbet Light Infarttry, dispiilelied from Sjllict after ten 
of the mutineers who had separated from the main bfifly at Latoo, pursued them into iiiy district, 
overtook them* at Mohunporc, in Hyleukandy, killed eight of them, uud (he remtiintng two were 
captured by my ])olicc.

1 JIAVK inueli pleasure, in e<intinuatioii of hjrmer letters, to report for the informatiun of 
the Lieuteimiit-Oovernor ot liengul, that the mutineers joined by a Muniuqmorie prince and his 
followers, came out of the jungles into a village a little to the west of Birmueaiuly, yesterday morniiis 
at 10 o’eloek. 

2. Lieutenant Ross was at lliat time stationed in llirmueaiuly with 100 men, and Captain Btevens, 
at Luekiporc, witli the reinaiiuler ot the force, uiuounting to 1.50; of the latter he bad just dispatched 
titty niuler Lieutenant Uuist, at iny request, to strengthen the Sadder station. 

;i. 'riiis party, while proceeding along the northern bank of the river, u short distance from 
Luckipore, was tired upon by tlie iiiutiiieiTs from (he opposite bank. The fire was returned by 
I.ienteiiant lluist, and tlie enemy thus engaged in front. 

4. I^ieutiMiant Ross then advuiiceil trom llirmacaiuly along the southern hank of the river, and 
altackoil tlieir right flank, CupUiiii 8tovens and Lieutenant Bmst crossing the river on rafts under 
cover (»f this attack, and an action took place which lasted lor two hours. The mutineers were beaten 
from house to house in the village they occupied, and at last dispersed and fled back into the jungle to 
the south, pursued by our troops as long as it was practicable. 

Seventeen dciid were counted on the field, among whom was a jemadar; two sepoys taken 
prisoners, were slmt, and one straggler of the retreating rel)els killed by the scouts, making a total 
ol twenty killed, besides numlier;* who must Iiavc been badly wounded in the eiigBgeinent. On our 
side w'e lost two men killed uiul two badly wounded. 

6. The conduct of the luen, both of the Syllict Light Infantry and the Kookee levy, is described 
by t aptain Stevens as being most excellent ; and 1 am sure his Honor will })crceive tliat to tlic 
Kuropean officers leading the force, the greatest credit is due for the promptness and precision with 
winch they acted, and wiiich secured a victory so decisive and effectual. 

was present with Uie force in the double capacity of medical officer, and in charge 
ot the IntclligencQ Department. To his indefatigable exertions. Captain Stevens is indebted for the 
good mtormation which he lias all along received of the |H>sitioii and deaignf of the etiemy* 
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8. The fiiidiien withdrawal of the European troopa from Sylhet has had no gocnl effect in thi^ 
diatrict. and some of the Munne|>oories have licen excited to take up arms in favor of their princes* 
with a view to ai'eompanying^ the mutineers into Munnepore and usurping the (jovernment of that 
country, although they were vei^ quiet before. One prince (supposed to be Jforitulrojeet Singh) has 
already Joiqed them, and six princes whom I liad placed under arrest bore to keep tliein out of mischief 
liavc managinl to make their escape, and will doubtless do the same. 

9. Circat doubts aro entertained of the hdelity of the Munnepoorie army, ami it is sup|iosed that 
they would have no objection to a change of dynasty in their own country." Hut they have hitherto 
obeyed the orders I have transmitted to them, and their officers (likely to bo favorites of tlie present 
rajah) vouch for their loyalty. 

10. This 6ght at Birmaeandy will, however, have the best effect, and has not only dispersed the 
mutineers, but will serve to cool the ambition of those jirinccs who have not as yet actually committed 
themselves, ns well as tend to keep the Munncivmrie force true to their allegiance. 

11. In the event of an advance upon \lunnepore being cffixitod by the enemy, 1 have given 
directions for a ]mrty of 1(K) men to pnicecd nt once inlt) I he valley to afford assist mice to Major 
McCulloch and the rajah. 

12. Three sepoys of the 3tth Native Infantry, taken prisoners by the villagers, were tried, 
sentenced, and ex»'e\»teil by me the day before yesterday, and two stragglers of ii jiarty of eight that 
had separated from tlie main body after the uetioii at Nogdirgnim, were killed yesterday by a small 
party sent after them. 

13. In (*oneliision, I trust that his Honor will he pleased with wliat 1ms been ilonc, and will mark, 

w'itli a sense of bis ap|)r»»val, tlie gallant and loyal eoiiduet of the troops, and the vigor and energy 
of the officers who led them.

Excellency a few days ago, leads me to lielievc that it nuty be in the power of your Excellency’s 
(jovernment, when this letter reaches Sydney, to spare from the forcea now stationed in the Australian 
colonies one regiment of infantry, and perhaps one company of artillery. 

In the hope that this may he the case Her Majesty’s steam transport Megum** is dispatched to 
Sydney to bring to Calcutta such portion of tlic troops as your KxcelltMicy or the Cointimnder-iii-chief 
may think proper to place in her. For the transport of the remainder the (lovernment of India 
must trust to your Excellency’s good oflices in taking iiu'asures to provide such tonnage as may be 
available and suitable. 

Your Excellency' will probably not expect me to give any utterance as to the time of which it 
may he possildc to return to the colony the force which you may he able now to snare frotn it. It 
may be sufheient to say that the troops shall not be kept longer than necessary ; how long that may be 
depends not only upon the course of events in India but also upon the extent to which the ariiiy in 
India may be strengthened by reinforcementH from England fit for early service in the field.

Mr. Miller, file assistant to the toll collector of Jnngyporo, to take charge of the vessel and all tho 
stores and (lovernment property belonging to her, and a list of all the things will be sent in to you in 
a few days. 

2. The* chief engineer is of opinion that the letter directing me to take charge docs not autliorize 
my doing anything towards attempting to put it straight, so as to enable it to he floated, so that 1 shall 
content myself with forwarding to you the aceompanying plan and section, taken from a survey I 
directed to he made of the place some weeks ago, which will, I trust, give you a belter idea than any 
letter can do of the real difficulties to he met with in attempting to save the vessel. 

3. 1 think that in (he report sent in to you by Captains Boon and Hampton, they do not suffi- 
eicMitly estimate the danger tlie vessel is in, as all that they seem to consider it necessary to do is to 
lower the bows (> feet, and to clean out the mud and sand from the hohl. 

4. I was up at the vea.sel yesterday in company with Major Sale, the superintending engineer, 
and from tlie way in which the stern is buried underneath the sand, we were both of opinion that it 
is ne.xt to impossible to .save the vessel. 

5. By looking over the .section you will see that the sand completely covers the stern, and to 
he of any use the bow»f mu.st he lowered till the vessel is horizontal, or about 20 feet ; and to do 
this it would be necessary to snrnumd the vessel in a dam, made of piles, to prevent the sides falling 
ill as llic oxeamtion proeeeticd, — the very great expense that would attend this measure, as from 
the depth to which the exixivation must go no single row of piles would be sufficient, and it would 
(herefore have to he done in termers, and the great chance there is of its being unsuccessful, 
owing to the almost impossibility of digging down so deep below the bed of the river, and of 
preventing the sand anti water rising up as fast as it was dug nut, puts excavation out of the 
question. 

0 . There is no doubt that unless something is done the vessel will be lost, as she cannot 
float in her present state, and something more is required than merely clearing out the sand from 
the hold. 

r. 'riie only other plan that suggests itself to me is to take out all the engines and machinery so 
as to lighten the vessel as much as possible, and then, by means of chains and masts passed under the 
\ essel, to fasten to both sides of the vessel lai^e rafts of casks of sufficient buoyant pourer to overcome 
the actual dead weight of the vessel and of the sand that is in it. The sand thot is overlapping it 
might be dug away. 

K. I see a small channel has i>ecn dug to let the small pool ran off that s|||rounds die elern and 
sides up to the paddles, but I find that this was going off fio slowly that I have ordered the wmter to 
be baled out and kept dry. so as to let the sand in the hold get dry enough to.admit of its removal. 

I have idso directed the vessel to be covered with mats, and I should strongly advise that the estab- 
lishment recommended by you and sanctioned by Government, be sent up as speedily as {lossible to 
K)ok after the engines,

IN reply to yoKXt letter of the 2Cth ultimo, giving rover to correspondence between the 
Government of India and tlie Lord Mayor of London, I liave the honor to forward, for transmission 
to tho Oovernment of India, the following abstract of the proceedings of the committee of the 
Punjaub Special Fund, up to this date. 

2. Soon after the commencenieiit of the outbreak, the subscription was opened by Sir Jolin 
Lawrence, at Kawulpindee, mid as soon ns the monies collected there, together with the pa|>ers 
belonging to the fund, were forwarded to Lahore, the eommittee issued ]irinted notices to all the 
stations in tlte Punjaub soliciting subscrintions. On the Name date letters were addi^essed to the 
chaplains at thu various hill stations, and likewise to the authorities at Meerut, IJiiiballah, Kurnniil, 
and Thenaysur, requesting them to search out and forward to the central committee, stuteinenia of idl 
cases of distress, causcii by the rebellion which might have fnllcn w'ithiii tlieir several spheres. In the 
form which was circulated a few days after, the committee entered the salient p<»iiits to which they 
dcsirecl the si>cciul attention of the various load coiiiriiittecs ; a copy of the form ncconipiinies thlN 
letter. Tlic chaplains were at the same time desired to retain in tlieir own hands any sums which 
they might be aide to collect in their respective stations, to be disbursed on the spot, and all 
deficiencies in the requirements of each place were made up by irniittance from l^ihore. As a 
separate fund had been formed at Meerut, wdth a diNtiiict iiuu*hincry of its own, it was not deemed 
advisable to interfere further in that place, than by forwarding money to distressed individuals, and 
1,000 rupees to tlio eentral coinMiiltoe. 

3. The committee that was first formed at Lahon.*, consisted of II. Montgomery, Ksquire, C.8., 
Major^Cieneml Gownn, C.B., II. K. Perkins, Esquire, C\S., Secretary, and *i\ llaiicy, Esquire, 
Treasurer. This was subsequently strenglbeticd by the addition of l^ieutenunt-Coioiiel Maephernon, 
Militar}” Secretary to the Chief Commissioner, and A. A. Uoberts, Esciuire, (’.8. When the large 
grant of 6,0(Kj/. w'as rccciveri from England, Sir John Lawrence kindly eonsonied to become tlic 
president of the committee, and 1). P. Mcl^eod, Esq., C.S., also accepted a scat. 

4. The parties to wlioiii loans have been made, are principally ofiicers in the army, (jrants have 
Imjcii eliiefiy made lo persems of the low’cr cla.sses, and widows of deceased ofiieors and others.

I), llobert.son, of the Civil Service, ns Deputy (’ommis-sioner .. on salaries of l,o(K> 
and 1,200 rupees per mensem respectively, with travelling allowance each at the rnie 
of ir>0 rupees a month. 

'1. 'fhe Commissioner of Kuinaon has reported that he has refrained at jn-esent from 
giving ell’Cct to our »»rder.s,* relative to the removal of the European women and children 
from Nynee 'fal to Mussoorie, owing to the dangers of the journey, the absence of 
coolies, the greater security of Nynee 'Pal over Mussoorie, and tin* absence of all sym- 
pathy with the rebels on the part of the hill people of Kumaon.

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2. Since tht taking of Delhi, and the ebbing of the tide of war from this quarter, the Meerut 
district has been profoundly tranquil ; the rapid and almost complete subsidence of all resistance to 
authority being very marked ; the Goojurs of tiie Ganges Khudir, who have taken a most vicious )>art 
in plundering and acts of violence, having, us 1 traversed thiit puition of tlie district, gone across the 
river, taking their cattle with them, and openly making comnioii cause with the Bijnour rebels, whom, 
from the first, they have assisted with information, &c., as also the prospect at first of the early arrival 
of our reinforcements, has tended, though the force here is so small, towards repressing all liope of 
profitable rebellion. 

.3. Lately, however, several causes have tended to produce an unhealthy condition of the public 
pulse; the unavoidable delay in the arrival of any reinforcements; the reduction of the number of 
troops here for supply esc.;ortM ; the increasing power and organizaiion of the rebels in Bijnour, and the 
excitement ])r(Mluced by the proceedings of our officers at Mceranpore, ^c., has produced an uneasy 
feeling throughout the Miissuliuan population. 

/>. I have rcc^cived a remonstrance from I'liffiizzool llosscin, tchseldar of llaupper, and 
talookdur of Mceranpore, regarding the Ircattncnt of his relatives there. 1 have had to punish a 
moonshcc, one of the Willaitee followers of Nowab Jan Fishan Khan, for giving |)ubUcity in one 
of the fiiusjids of the city, to opinions calculated to iead to disturbances ; and Piirtaub Singh, Chowdree 
of Tajpour, states that considerable insecurity and anxiety is felt by the Hindoos of the city, from 
their dread of a rising among tlie Mussulman Kuiiiboos. 

5. I have frequently pointed out that the presence of larger bodies of rebels on the opposite 
hank of the river, and tlie presence with them of many outlaws from this, and the neigh liouring Doah 
districts, rendered it desinuile that the large volume of water now running nearly to waste in the canal, 
should not he taken from the river, hut its tloocl left to deepen the stream, and thus increase the 
difficulties of crossing until such time as w*e entered Uohilcund, or possessed a sufficient number of 
friKips to line the river hank. No steps having been taken by the canal authorities in the matter, 
tile difficulty of preventing raids and forays from Bijnour, has been mucdi increased, and forcls created, 
which were unkriow'n before the drain from the river by the canal. Tin; matfer will he equally urgent 
when our army enters Kohilcuiul, and it becomes neeessary to watch the river iianks, to jirevcnt the 
passage through the Doah of parties of flying rebels. 

The time has now passed for antic‘ijmting any very lengthened disorder from a Mussulman 
rising; hut though it may be rapidly quenched, it would he at some cost to (vovenmient, while its 
prevention is eoinparatively easy ; and though at present Imth sides of the river would he occupied by 
a force so small that its advance through Bijnour and Moradabad would entail no flnaneial pressure 
on this district, and the cost of wliich could he defrayed by the revenue alone, which its early advance 
would save to (Toveriimerit ; yet, after some time, if pfditical pathology is of any value, or worth any 
trust, wc shall find the prompt advent of a very much larger number imperative.

I HAVE tlie honor to ucknowlocl^o the receipt of vom* letter, clutcil I2th instttiit, forvvardinf^ 
ropy of Secretary to Government of I ndi.-rs despatch, elated 1st December, 1857; and before acting 
on the orders under at'knowlcdgment, i trust I may he permitted to oiler some e.\plaiiattons. 

2. The second paragraph of the Secret urv of (iovenimenrM letter gives two reoKons for thc.so 
orders; first, lluit many ladies desire to leave Nynee 'fid, with the view of proceeding t<i Enghiiid ; and 
.secondly, that the presence of ladies and children at Nynee 'l*al embarrasses the authorities, and 
prevciit.s any at tcMiipt being mailc from this (pnirtcr to restore order in UoliiliMiml. 

;J. With regard ti) llu* first reason, 1 to oijserve that immediately after the rains I made it 
known that arrangements would he made for the supply of earriag«‘ to all ladies who wIsIkmI to go to 
Mussoorie, nml it was further made known that attiT the end of November no ladies eonld travel 
across tiie hills without great dillieiilty. Several ladies did go by the lull route to Mussoorie in 
October and November, and all who rem.iinetl had llnm the opportunity of gtiing. Tliose who 
remained have done so because they were not desirous of going across the hills. I find (hat two or 
three families who intend going fo Knglam), are now willing to go to Miissomie if (heir expennes are. 
paid, but all the other ladies are deiddedly merse to such a move, as it involves the reliii(|ni:«limetit of 
comfortahle houses, for the leni i)f which tltey have iiiiule. themselves i(‘sponsihle, and inlails the 
expense of hiring other houses at Mnssomic', where the rent, is most, exorbitant, and aeeommodat ion 
very acarcc. 

1. In the third paragraph <if (he Secretary to (iovernment's clespatcdi, there is this proviso to the 
execution of the order, that the journey can he safely undertaken, 'riieiv an* many ladies at this 
station wlio.se sUite ot licnlth would alisolutcly not alhivv of Hm*h a journey, wdiile for all ladies and 
children, in the absence (if cam]) ctpiipage, the joiinn^y is not easy in the most favourable season. In 
the depth of winter, with the chance of being snowcil up, and prevented crossing some of (he high 
ranges for days, no gentleman w'oulil willingiy attempt the journey', and unless tJierc were an urgent 
necessity, it would be cruelty to expose ladies and ehildien to the* lianlsliips to be aiitieijmted between 
this and Mussoorie, In addition to this ohjeetioi), the hill peoplt! of «oine parts of the distiiet through 
wliiehlhe Mussoorie road passes, liave all gone ilown to tin* forests at (In* fotil of the lulls (ihc Bhubiir) ; 
»t would be almost iinpo.ssible (t) procure coolies bi'twem (his and Dwava (torty miles). 

.5. With reference to the second reason referred to, I heg rerpcetfully to Md)mit for the iiirormation 
r)f the tioveriior-Cierierrd, that the natural (lefiMiees of N\iue'l\d are so strong, that tin* women and 
children are safer there than at Mus'»ooiie. 'I'he station <*;ui only l)c approached from the phiitis by 
two narrow passes, wliich can he defemleil Its a handtnl of men with no titln*r weapons than stones; 
and although the Ibireilly rcla l cliief h.is, during (In; last “^is months, sent armies of .'bdiM) to 
men to destroy the Europeans in Kumaon, tin-se rebels h.ave m'ver been able to enter (he ont.sidi! pass, 
which was defemled hv the police inirkimdauzes only, and tlinl point was clrvcn miles distant fiom 
NytiteTal. The hill people of Kumaon ha\e no sympathy with the n-la‘ls ol (he plaiin, and writ; 
alwavs ready to assist in (lefending *,he pa*^sr.s against any attcinpt ihcichels I'onld lia\c made, Init now 
there is no danger to be anticipaU'd, perlect eonlidcnce has been t slablislied all over the Knmaoii hills, 
thousands of the inhabitants ha\e rcs«)rle<l tti the Khiibur, whi**h is in fart •)cnipi(»d by tin* hill |)cople, 
and the rebels have even deserted their Turrui liannts. Under such rirenmsian« rs the removal of all (he 
women and children would distn I b the jireseiit rpiict, and create a jianie thiouglioiil the district, as 
ivell as a great deal disgust if the iidial)itaiit '» weic t<i be seized as looln s, and compelled to cany 
loads beyond their usual limits, which woidd be ab^olutt ly ncc^-ssary in the dcHcrtcd j>arts above 
alluded to. 

6. The only military birce in Kumaon available tor srr\ ir-c. is the ^i^ith regiment,^ and they nre 

not employed, because the Chief Coiiimissioiicr prohibited an^ iniMince being made «>ii Itohilcuiid, ;iiir| 
directed me to confine niy opcnitions to the Bhuhur, I ha\e full possession of the foreslH (twelve 
miles liroadj at the fool ot the hills, and I ^hail niimedmtcly jiroceed to the ’rurrai to restore order 
in those Pergunnahs, only now placed under iiiy charge. As regards the Kuiii.ioii liillH, tin; 
f)6lh Regiment ha» long been available ; I don’t require it to. protect Nynee Tal or any other sUtlion. 
The levies now* being inatructed are quite strong enough to give j>erfcc l sec urity to the hilla, and the 
women and children at Nynee Tal need not detain the With a day in this distrid, • 

7. I dare saf the removal of the fifith will create uneasiness in the mind.s of a few ularmista (w*cll 
known at Nynee Tal; who imagine themselves in danger if (he\ hear of a few* w'divers ordered by 
Khan Bahadoor Khan to proceed to Bareilly, but these may go to Mussoorie if they chouse, and need 
not be taken into conaideratton at all. 

8. If restoration of order in Oude and Ilohilcuiid drives the rebels in numbers to the Turrai and 
forests, the OOtb regiment may be required, because it would be most iinde.sirable that bucli dangerous 
characters should m allowed to establish tiiem-sclvcs in these unhealthy localities, wliere our troops 
could not act against them in the unhealthy season, and from which nlacc, by making long marches, 
they oould keep the nortliern parts of Kohilcund in constant alarm. If the inhabitants of tlic 'I'urrui

IX reply to your letter of yc-sterdav’s date, informing nic that you had received a communication 
from (iovenimcnt desiring you to send all llie ladies from Nyiicc 'ial lo Musscioric, as their presence 
hampered tlu* authorities and prevented the movement of tr(M»ps, 1 would uh.sorve that such orders 
must have been issued from ignorance of our real position, and I shall feel obliged hy your favoring 
me with a copy of tlte letter in cpiestion, as I consider it my duty to ])rotest against such a movement, 
as well with leforenec to the season of the year, which renders it impossible, as to the total absence 
of all necessity for it. 

On the I2tli instant, I report^id to Major-Oeneral Penny, C.B., conunaiuling tlic Meerut division, 
under whose ortlers tliis force is, its exact strength and p(»siiion, ii.y readiness to move at the shortest 
notice, and the complete Kecurity of Nyimc Tal. 'J1ic Major-Cuncral is thus fully aware of our 
position, and that the troops are free to act as m.iy he directed; on the Kith instant, 1 also sent a 
siniilar report lo his Kxcelleney the UomniaiKlcr-in-ciii<*f, who is also aware that the troops are 
available .should he think their inovcinent desirable. 

1'lie force at jireseiit under iny eommand is, as you are aware, insufficient to advance on Bareilly, 
and the (Niicf ( \inimi8sioncr’.s letter to your a<ldres.s, a copy of which you hirwarded me, distinctly 
.stated that no operations were to be undertaken, for the ])resciit, beyond the Bhaliur. For operations 
within (lie Bhalmr, the troops have been held in readiness since the 1st of the month. And 
Mr. Alexander, the Cominissioiier of Hohileuiid, expressly sUtes, without reference to the safety 
of Nynce 'I'al, that lie considered it impolitic for the present lo make a move on the Turrai 
Pcrgumiiihs. You liave given him to understund that Kudurpoie, Baharec, and other villages within 
that circle are free from reluds, and without any reference whatever to tlie ladies and children, who in 
no way hamper my movement. 1 consider, witli my present force, it would he worse than imprudent 
to venture further till a force with which \vc can eoMiperntc enters Kohiicund.

disposed to doubt the legality of the ])ropOHecl rules and 6, also wliciher rule 7 docs not, as it is 
worded, overstep the limits of a directing order of the Kxenitive (iovernment. 

2. The Lieutenant-(jovernor believes Kcgulalmn X of IH29 is the mdy law im the snhjcct. 
Under section IV of that regulation be does not doubt that (iovernment has the pf»wer to order, ns 
ill rule I, all un.sold stamped papers to be authenticated in future, unless tin y hear a distinguishing 
mark ; and probably paper proved to have been sold after the issue of the order, would under that 
section, be invalid. But he docs not see that this section empowers (iovernnient to ndl in stairiped 
papers already sold, or to proclaim such papers which w'cre regular and valid when sold, lo be invalid 
now. Nor can he sec any other part of tiic regulation which gives this power lo (iovernment. This 
doubt cuually applies to the order for the confiscation of unauthenticated stamped paper. 

3. In the corresponding case of calling in an old currency, a law would, the Lirutenant-Governor 

1 >miumes, certainly be necessary in India, where the currency, like stamped papers, depends upon 
egal sanction, in England, a formal proclamation by the Oown is necesHsry for calltnjif in or 
crying down currency, and an Act of I’arliament is not there necessary only because the coinage is a 
Royal privilege. 

4. Rule G declares that certain documents shall not be valid unless these rules bai'e l>ccn observed. 
But unless the Executive Government has lawful authority to enforce these rules, 1 apprehend that 
the courts, who must judge according to law in the cases coming liefore them, will not be able to 
recogniae the rule as binding on them. The c|uestion of the validity of a docugficnt is purely a legal 
question, to be decided by the courts of justice in India in the tirst instance, and in last resort Vy wt 
Privy Council. 

6H 
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5. The Lioutcnant-ffovcrnor has no doubt of the propriety of punishing all who l»avc any guilty 
concern in the plunder or appropriation of stolen stamps, with the utmost rigor. But as what is or 
is not evidence of a particular offence, is always either a question for a court to decide with reference 
to the law of evidence, or for a jury, or a judge acting as a jury, to decide on his own conscience and 
common sense, the Lieutenant-Governor thinks rule 7, which states that the possession of stamped 
paper, of which a satisfactory account cannot be gi\'en, shall he evidence of rebellion, may be modi6ed 
in its terms witli advantage. ^Flicre are many cases in which such possession may be conceived to be 
evidence of other offences, such, for example, of knowingly receiving stolen property, and some 
cases in which it can be conceivcti as evidence of no offence whatever, in which, ot course, it could 
be no evidence of rebellion. In the same view the Lieutenant-Governor doubts how far it is strictly 
correct in point of law, to make the possession of anything penal, merely hy an order of the Executive 
(iovernriicnt. This doubt about rule 7, however, is purely in relation to its wording; for he uiider- 
stands the moaning to be that the law should be enforced in these cases, with the utmost rigor, whicli 
is a principle that cannot be questioned. 

6. On the whole, therefore, with reference to my letter above referred to, tlie Lieutenant-Governor 
is still of opinion that legislation on tliis subject is necessary.

IN eontiuuation of our letter No. 32, dated Oth instant, we have the Iionor to report 
our further proceedings in thm Department connected with the revolt of the native army of 
Bengal. * 

2. Wc forward copy of a report furniKlicd by the (ioverninent of the Xorlh-WeKtcrn 
Provinces, regarding an inroad made by the Bignore insurgents, on (he canal works at 
Myaporc, and the complete defeat of the rebels by a .small jmrty conimaiidc<l by Captain 
H. Boisragon. 

3. We also forward copy of a report by the Magistrate of Allahabml, bn an expeditVDn 
undertaken by Brigadier (.'arapbcll against the village of Korosi, somn of the iiiiinbitantH 
of which were known to have attempted to throw carriages off llie rail, by placing chairs 

' C H 2 
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on the tramway. The inhabitants escaped chastisement by flight, but the village was 
destroyed. 

4. You will further observe two despatches from the Government of Bengal, con- 
taining reports of the successful operations against the mutineers of the 34th STatiye 
Infantry, in the jungles of Cachar ; and against the rebels at Annajoora and Paklikole in 
the Cuttack district, subsequently to the repulse of Captain Woodbridge*i detachment, 
in which that oflicer was killed. 

6. With advertence to the 9fh paragraph of our letter dated the 22nd January last, 
we are glad to state that Captain Osborne, the Political Agent at Bewah, hM reported, 
after inquiry, that ho docs not believe that the late rebellious proceedings of the 
Singoowlee Bt^ah received any countenance from the Bajah of Bewah. 

0. Referring to the correspondence inclosed in our letter dated the 23rd September, 
1867, respecting the alleged misconduct of the thannadar of Ooseeah, zillah Ghazeepore, 
in taunting some of tins men of the 06th Regiment Native Infantry, about their fidelity 
to the State, we forward cojjy of a communication from the late Government ot the 
Central Provinces, dated 28tli .January last, showing that the thannadar has been 
acquitted of the charge. 

7. We beg to* draw your attenli«)n to a desi>atch from the Government of the 
North-Western Provinces, containing a eominunieaticm from the Board of Revenue, 
explanatory of that portion of the memorandum issued by the Board, under date the 
31st July, 1867, and noticed in paragraphs 13 to 10 of onr letter dated 10th December 
last, which relates to the re-employment of former native officials on the reintroduction 
of revenue administration of disturbed districts. 

8. The late Chief Commissioner of the North-Western Provinces communicated to 
us copy of a correspondence with his Excellency the Oonimander-in-chief, on the subject 
of the propriety of military officers, eoinmanding detachments of troops, acting in concert 
with the civil officers of Government in matters not purely military, and in cases 
affecting local interests. The correspondence, which did not appear to us to call for 
any remark, will be found in the collection. 

9. There will also he found in the collection a return, showing the names of Euro- 

g jans killed and wounded in the Goruckpore district, and in the districts of Gonda and 
araitch, in Oude. 

10. There will likewise be found a correspondence with the Government of the 
North-Western Provinces, regarding the arrangements to be made for the accommodation' 
of the civil officers at Agra. 

11. Lastly, wo beg to draw your attention to our Secretary’s letter dated 12th 
instant, to the Acting Superintendent of Marine, showing the arrangements that have 
been made for the dcsimtch of the 47th and 65th Regiments of Native Infantry to 
China. 

12. We forward, as usual, some other correspondence on matters of minor impmiance, 
which call for no special nolitte in this letter.

1 HAVE the honor to report that I proceeded to Muiiglour on tin* i‘vrning of the 7t)i instant, in 
progress to inspect the irrigation ir the 2nci subdivision. 

About 3 p.M. on the 8th instant I heard that rebels had crossed at the head of ibe canal at 
Myapore, and bad done injury to our works. I W'as not at first inclinccrto believe this report, but I 
determined at once to return to Roorhit. I tlitl so. and found that telegraphic rominuiiicniioti with 
Myapore w^as closed, and that there were many vague rcjiorts flying about the plac‘c. 

At 1 A.^f. on the 9t1i instant I left Roorkie with Captain II. Uoisragon, District »Stafl’ OfliciW, 
Lieutenant Thomason, Superintendent, 1st subdivision, and Mr. W. I’liillips, supervisor, and we 
arrived at Myapore about 9 a.u., and found that the soivars’ and lieldars* nuts near the Myapore 
regulating bridge, had been burnt on the previous day W the rebels fn*rn the other side, as nfso the 
Govcniment bungalow belonging to the F<»rest Department. 

It appears that they (Uic rclKds), cnissed about an hour before da\ break on the 8tli« itistant, 
surprised tne^owar guard at the bridge, here, took five of them pristmers, «ith their horses, the sixth 
escaped to Jamalamre, seised Moolla Mistry, Hoolas TiiidaK and tw*cdvc of tin* beldSr establishment, 
burnt the sowars* lines and iK*ldar huts, and tlic bungalow before? mentioned. 

The telegraph signaller, Mr. Debross, on hearing the c<»mmolioii, went to the bridge from the 
chokee where he had been sleening, and, 1 very* inucli regret t4i add, was taken prisoner, 'riie tele- 
graphic instruments were cornea off, but no irijary* was done to the chokee iKfvond n few panes of glass 
broKen. 

After collecting the above information 1 crossed the dam, and proceeded ibe Cbandce* Ghaut. 
1 could see nothing there but four or five men, who ran off dow^ii the bank. I found, liowever, tiiat 
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the river was fordable ; a man from the village of Chandee crossed in m^ presence. The water did 
not appear to be more than 3^ feet deep at the deepest part. This man informed roe that flic rebds 
were (^ric amped in force ^bout one mile and a-half lower down at the Uninee Ghaut. I therefore 

P roceeded to reconnoitre their position. I should state that Captain H. Boisragon, Lieutenant 
honiason^ Mr. Melville of the civil service^ were with me. After proceeding some time over the 
sliingly bed of the river, and then through the thorn jungle, we suddenly came upon the main stream 
at Unjnec, and saw some 200 or 300 men armed with matchlocks. Some few I could distinguish 
through a telescope, had muskets, and a tent and shainianah pitched. After observing them for a few 
minutes we turned to come back ; immediately on our doing so they fired a round shot (1 think a 
3-pounder), and made several discharges of musketry. 

Nothing further occurred on the 9th. 

On the morning of tliis day I inspected the Bheemghada Bund and found it in excellent 
condition. 

Alniut noon I was informed by the native agent, Sheopersbaud, that the enemy were crossing 
in force opposite the lower end of Kunkhul. The force here was immediately put under arms, and 
1 proceeded to the dam to reconnoitre. I could see two sowars evidently feeling their way for a ford 
opposite Kunkhul, and a large body on tlie island immediately opposite. I sent Lieutenant Thomason 
to Captain H. Boisrngon to say that I thouglit it would be advisable to open the dam. Immediately 
afterwards (^iptain Boinragon rode up to me and said that I might let go the water. After watching 
the [)r(jecediiig.s of the enemy a little tinic longer, and being satisfied that they were determined to 
cTosv, jincl that 1 might intft*ecpt them in their retreat by opening the dam, I ordered this to be done. 
Mr. \V. Phillips carried out this <irder most efficiently, and further dropjied the gates of the bridge. I 
rode forward and jninod the column, (joorkhas, Sikhs, and two guns, which had in the mean time 
proccidcd towards Kunkhul. I overtook tlicrn in the main street, and iiccoinpanied them towards the 
<<outh end of Kunkhul. A halt, was then called, and, on turning the corner of a large masonry house, 
1 saw. about L’tK) yards off, in the bed of the river on this side, a body of cavalry and infantry and 
three elephants, evidently carrying the leaders of the invading party, and a number of cavalry and 
infantry liehind fording. The guns were at once called to the point and opened fire, and the Goorkhos, 
most judiciously moved to the right by Lieutenant T. Boisragon, to attack them in flank. After one 
or two discliarges from the guns the*enemy wavered and turned, and the Sikhs were led to the charge 
by Captain II. Boisrngon, and the (loorkhns having come up on tiic right the discomfiture and defeat 
of the rebels was most complete. 

'Fhc beneficial effects of opening the dam began now to be felt. What but a few minutes before 
}iad h<*(‘n easily fordable was now iin|)as8able, except by men who could swim ; many of these were 
shot, and the others were drowned. I c.stimate the loss of the enemy at certainly not less than fifty, 
independently of those who were drowned. 

I beg to bring to your special notice the conduct of Shcopershaud, native agent, who brought us 
the timely information that enabled us to move down and completely frustrate the de.signs of the 
enemy, and inflict a severe loss upon them.

1 IFAVK the honor to forward, for the informuliori of tlie Chief Cornmis-Hioner, a report in 
original fiom Captain H. Drummond, Superintendent, Northern Division, Ganges Canal, of an inroad 
by the Bijnore. insurgen'is on the canal works at Mxapoie. The extent of damage done, is in itself 
uhimpvrtant; but 1 sincerely lament the mishap of Mr. Dubross, the head misiri moollali (a most 
lyicrgt lie and excellent man), and other canal .servants, in having been taken prisoners. None have 
been otherwise injured, as 1 learn from one of the party who escaped n day or two ago. 

;2. 'riic insurgents having repeated their attempt on the lOth instant, were gallantly n)Ct and 
completely overthrown by the .small detuchincnt, as per margin,* which under my general instructions 
had hern .sent to Myopore'hy Captain Read commanding at Roorkce. The conduct of Captain 
Boisrai^on. who, n.s .senior ofiiccr present, commanded tlic party, of Captain Drummond, Lieutenant 
'riieo. i'oi.sragun, commanding the infantry. Lieutenant R. St. Geoi^c, cMiminanding. the two guns 
manned by students of the Thoma.son College, Lieutenant Thomason, Deputy Superintenderit, Ganges 
Canal, who had charge of the party 1st Punjuub Cavalry, and of Mr. Melville, civil service, who 
volunteered his services on the occasion and commanded a jmrty of Sikh infantry, and of all the native

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officers and men of the detachment deserve my cordial approbation, and I have great pleasure in 
bringing it to the notice of the Chief Commissioner. 

3. The opening of the Myapore dam under Mr. Supen^isor Phillips’ charge was a most effeettve 
expedient, ana added very materially to the confusion and loss of the enemy. «TIie latest accounts 
from the camp of tlie insurgents make the loss much more serious than was first supposed. 400 being 
siud to have perished in the action or by drowning in the retreat. The effect of this success will be 
very reassuring in the neighbourhood, and will probably prevent, for the present, at any rate, any 
Either attempts to penetrate our own districts. 

4. Native Agent Sheopershnud, of the Ganges Canal, has been rewarded at oner for his activity 
in bringing intelligence of the enemy’s movements. It is unsatisfactory to l>e obliged to add, that 
though the passage of the enemy took place in full view of the people and police at Kurikhul, no 
information whatever was sent by either to Captain Doisragon. I'he conduct of the police is under 
investigation by the Magistrate, who will, doubtless, piinish them as they deserve. 

5. The general agitation along the Ganges front has materially increased of late« While the 
incursions above referred to were taking place near Hurd war, an almost simultaneous inroad had l>eon 
made at Meeranpore, in the Mozufferriuggur district, and for some time before, petty raids on 
chowkees or out-posts had been occurring. The cause 1 believe to be that fugitive mutineers from 
the southward are finding their way in larger numbers ilian before, into the Bijiiure district. Both at 
Kunkhiil and Meerunpore, the extremities of the line under my charge,* the invading parties were 
clearly seen to have both regular infantry and cavalry among them. The sole |>erinaiieiit remedy for 
such a state of things seems to me to be the occupation of the left bank of the river, and until this 
can be done, I am prepared to find these isolutea iticursiona persisted in by the insurgents, whose 
general object seems to be to avoid any collision with the troops, but to create feelings of alarm, vrant 
of confidence in the local administration, and insecurity of life and property among the pmnilation 
of the districts. I sincerely hope it may, ere long, be prac^ticablc to put an end to all such eftorts, by 
seeking out and destroying those who arc making them.

I AM directed to acknowledge tlie receipt of your letter deted ICtli iditant, forwarding the 
order, of the Goremor«Ocneral in Councih dated 27tli Noreoiber Uit, with the remark, of the 
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Lieutenant-Governor, Central Provinces, on paragraphs 8 to 5 of the memorandum dated SIst July, 
on tiic re-iiitroductiuii of revenue administration, which was approved and issued by this Government 
on the 29th September last. 

2. The principles laid down by the Lieiitenant^Govcnior have been embodied in a Circular, which 
the Board propoae to issue. 

3. They submit that these principles are in no respect, excepting in greater fulness of enundatioii, 
diflbrent from tiic principles of tlic memorandum. It certainly was never intended that the the ohm 
prohandi in establishing the disaflectiun of any suspected official, should be thrown upon the district 
officer* And the Board are well assured that the practice in these provinces has oeen strictly in 
accordance with tliis viey. 

4. The expression singled out by tlie Lieutenant-Governor, Central Provinces, of " displaying no 
trensunahle or suspicious conduct,” had reference to tlie behaviour of fugitive officials at their homes, 
not to their conduct at their posts. The Board sup|)Osed tiie case of an official obliged to retire in 
the face of tlio insurgents, unci to proceed, with unblemished reputation,” to his home. In addition 
to tills, it was mentioned, as a condition of re-cmployment, that he should subsequently have 
displayed no treasonable or suspicious coriciuct.'* The omission of the word subsequently” in the 
quotation made in |)anigraph 0 of remarks by the JJeutenant-Governor, is unfortunate. The condition 
of non-display of treasonable or suspicious conduct thus appears in his address, as if it were the only 
condition the Board rcciuired in regard of the public behaviour of fugitive officers, whereas it had no 
reference t<i their official conduct at all. 

5. The Board utlerly repudiate the imputation of being in any way disposed to make the punish* 
meiit of disaffection, or slackness in the service of Government during the late crisis, bend to motives 
of expediency m the administration of the country, and, as a matter o? simple justice, request that tliis 
explanation may be submitted for tlic consideration of the Qovcrnor-Gcneral.

MR. MUIR and 1 have hecii in consultation on the subjcirt of civil officers at Agra for the 
approaching seasf>n. 

A map has Ijeen prepared of Agra am* its environs to illustrate the subject. 

It has always appeared to me questionable, if, amidst other changes, timt: of the lino of railway 
W'ould not be one, and I now understand itiat it has Wen definitively fii*tcrti)ineii that the line shall pass 
up the centre of the Doab. 

lliis appears to lie quite conclusive in favor of the dcterininaiioii of ronecntraling the public 
offices in proximity to the cantonments. 

I consider it to lie impracticable to make the fort, even as a tein|>orHry arrangement, the receptacle 
of civil offices, the Treasury excepted, and in due course I trust this, us formerly, will be only used ns 
a dep6t of the Itulk of the public treasure, the office of public business l>cing as heretofore at the 
Collector’s office. 

There can lie no doubt that the Magistrate and Collector’s office is well situated witliin easy 
distance of tlie fort and of cantonments. Its removal is unnecessary and incxjiedient. The assay office 
adjoining is well sitiiatied as the office of the Huzoor tehscel. 

Temporary provision can be made lioth for the Sudder Board and Court in the building known 
and named ax the ** Mofiissditc Press.” It hanbeen restored, valued by Major Macleod, and offered 
to the Government for 12,000 rupees, and I would advise its purchase, of which I have ot^Uined 
the refusal 

Agra will, I apprehend, be permanently the head-quarters of a Judge and CommUsumer. These

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offices^ temporarily, can be accommodated at small outlay in adjoining bungalows, and eventually occupy 
the building above mention, when the Sudder offices mentioned remove to Allahabad. 

Tlic pro|X)Ked urraiigeinent udinits of being promptly carried out before the hot winds set in, and 
1 advise a decision without delay. 

As to public offices in tlie fort, it must be rcinciiibcrcd Unit a very large establishment must be 
employed in supplying copies to all districts, except in the Benares division, of the only records 
coiiriecled witli land and assessment, and rights founded on Government receipts. There must neces- 
sarily be a large number of copyists, native as well as Kast Indian, and the public attendance on the 
Board’s office will In; large. The restrictions of admission into the fort cannot wholly be relaxed, and 
etfcctual transaction of d)usi)ie'js is simply irnfmssiblc while such restrictions obtain. 

Besides, too, I ap|)rel»end it to be vifc to conclude that the occupation of the fort will necessarily 
be required by military dcmchinents, or by persons enguged in military departments. 

under Uiese circumstances, I advocate the purchase at once of the Mofussilite Press,’’ as the 
owner will not icnt it on any terms, an<l the removal of the Sudder offices to it as soon as practicable. 
Measures ran be taken to make two or three adjacent bungalows habitable for other offices, and the 
aid of the Public Works Department is not necessary. It can he done by native contractors, under 
■uperintenden(;e of civil officers.

It \Mis also published in the London Ewning Nfnil ” of September to 
September 30, 1857. 

3. Besides the officers enumerated as having pefished within the limits of this district, the 
fullowin ' also lost their lives nt the same time, and hy same canse.

()ni<'iatiiig Magistrate, vith original evidcnce- 

2. I do not think Mr. Bax^s statement, as to the thannadar’s having been ]>rciuciw*ctl ainl Imuglif 

o^cr by tlio other party, is in the least borne Kveii (!huiulun Pnnde, nalek. tiie plaintitr, does not 

insiiiiiute sueli a suspicion, lie and anoilar Pandc (Bhairo I’aiide), living in tlie same \ill:igo, bad a 
dispute as to their respective right to the services of certain Cbumars in their \illagc; they both went 
to the thannah in the evening, in the fast imiiitb of Ramzan, just ns the thannadar was cutting up a 
melon for himself and son to dine after their day’s fasting. He was naturally irn]>aticnt at being 
interrupted, at such a time, witli a frivolous dispute in which he had no jurisdiction, and told them 
to complain to the Magistrate, noting the oeeuneiice in liis diary. I think it verj* likely that he did 
tell Chundun Puiule to Miinnin to his caitouehr, and not to him, as a way of telliilg liiiu to alUiid to 
his own hiisiiiesH* ns a soldier, and not holher the thannadar, at. unseasonable hours, with a frivolous 
dispute, about Clmiuar’s services. 'I’he taunt was not about fidelity to the State, hut ai?oiU the; 
hypocrisy of prettmding caste serufiles to a cartridge, which every mutineer hfis been only ten glad to 
use wl: never hr got a chance. 1he thannadar ought not to have taunted at all; but the taunt was 
iiot intended, I fully believe, in the light in which the commanding officer has taken it up, who is 
singular in his opinion of the ‘‘ unswervitjg fidelity” of the se])oys. 

3. I woidd, therefore, recoin mcn<l tliat the thatimular, who has uniforndy behaved well during 
the disturbances, should at once be reinstated.

IN ac(^ordnnce witli the instructions conveyed in a letter from tlic Secretary to Govcrnineiit, 
Central Provinces, to your mUlress, dated 17th October, 1857, I have the honor to submit the 
following report. 

2. Having called upon Colonel Bush to specify the cases on which he grounded his complaint, 
that officer brought two to my notice, and I suspended the thannadar. One of the. cases, viz., Moulali 
Huksli Kiian versus 'rhannadar, liaving l;c< n alre.'uly decidc<l by iny predecessor, I have simply to 
slate the resim. viz., that it was (Iismis^ed for want of any evidence at all beyond the Statement of 
llic plaintiff, he luiving been called on more than once to produce liis witncs.scs. ’ 

3. ^\ ith regard to the second case, viz., Naick Chundiin Pandcy,(>r>th Regiment, Native Infantry, 
versus Thannadar, the facts arc these in the plaintiff’s own words, tracked up by one witness, and the 
truth of wliich 1 have no reason to doubt. He (the plaintiff) was about to prefer a complaint at tlic 
lliaimah against another party. Ills adversary got the start of him, went to the thannadar, and 
prejudieed him against tlic plaintiff; on liis arrival at the thannah, he w’cnt inside tlic building, and, 
making his salaam was about to relate his grioxance. The tlinnnadar told liini, that he was busy, that 
he need not salaam to him, hut go and salaam to tlie cartridges.” This was all ‘tliat passed, and 1 
believe it to be substantially correct. It now only remains for me, in the first place, to analyze the 
motives of the thannadar in saying what he did; secondly, tlic motives that induced tlic i^cpoy to tell 
his commanding officer of w hut had passed. 

Willi regard to the first, I am inclined to think that the thannadar did not taunt the man with 
the intention of inciiing him to mutiny; lie was probably bought over by ti.c ojij'.o ite parly, and 
when the pluintifi presented himself, he told him to go alxnit his business, using, howcxcr, the 
contempt nons words above slated, which he was rash ejnough to utter. 'I hc policy of his using these 
woi'ds at that crisis w*as exceedingly doubtful, and espceinlly dangerous to himself, and I think, under 
the eireum;»tance.s, axcessively thouglitlcas and foolish, for the eonsequencea would have fallen on his 
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ovi n head first of all ; he was a native, al<m^ amidst a population of sepoys (for the village of Ooseeali 
is principally inhabited by sepovs). I think, therefore, that the word taunt, with the intention of 
inciting to mutiny is scarcely applicable to the present case. 

With regard to the second point, I think we should not have heard anything almut the cartridges 
from the plaintiff, had not the fact of his adversary having gut the l>cttcr of him with the thaniiadar^ 
rankled in las mind. I think the result of his private quarrel was the ground w'ork of his comidaint 
to the colonel, aijifl it made a good story jbst at tliat time. 

W*ith regard to the punishment of the thannudar, I am of opinion that his general behaviour was 
uniformly good all through the disturbances ; w’hen the whole country was disorganised aroundi and 
even this district, north of the Ganges, his ow'ii part of the country alone, remained perfectly quiet; 
he has apprehended several sc])oys, and I fully believe he has no fear. 1 o hung a man for expressing 
his contempt for the sepoy mutiny, w*hich w'as really in everybody's thoughts (in other w'ords, hif 
loyalty), seems a hard punishment when connected with his liehaviour throughout the wdiole afiain 
I think, however, for the present, in connection with this case, it is more prudent to remove him from 
that port of the country. 1 have, fitc.

7. (*onsidcring, mori over, that, the thunnudarN character and conduct since the outi>reuk seem 
quite at variance w*ith the imputations made ogainst him, and that he has apprehended and brought 
to justice several mutinous scjHjys, the f/icuteiuiiit-( Governor is convinced that the thannadar in 
innocent of the- imputed intention, and that the sepoy is not to be believed in making that impu- 
tation, even tliough he may tiuly relate the w’c»rds spoken on the ocrasi^m, 

S. That the W'ords in question may have been s|)oken by the lliaimadar is not unlikely, but if so, 
it is not made out that they were designed to !>e anything bcyimd an ollcnsivc piece of ahiise. It was 
the time of the Kamzan, and the thannadar and his son were ahoui. bn*aKmg their fiist, when th<5 
.HCjKiy came up. The thannadar vented his aniioyunee at the iiilerruptioo, by saying, mdive-likcf 
the most ofren.sive things he could think of at tl»e moment in iclm 'nc lo wb^il he Ihtinglit the 
lendercst point nf the person he addressed. 

0. It must further be ren enibered, that these 4)rcurrence» took pliur »in the I'Hli May, when the 
outbreak at Meerut could not have been known at ( Jhazecj)orc, and ef^nsrqueiilly ibe alic gcrl obnoxious 
speech eoidd not possess the signitieance tlicn that might attach to if now.

2. Attempts hud been twiee made to throw carriages off the rail, hy plaeing chairs on tlu* tram- 
way near Sirathoo, and Brigadier Campbell considered it necessary, with Mr, Chester’s concuiTcnee, to 
punish for these attempted Interruptions to eomtiuiiiiealioii with (^iwnpore. 

3. Tiie Sirathoo Mussulmans, on the outbreak, burnt the railway Iuuiscm and station, and, after 
restoration of authority in Allaludjad, joine<i f Juinuunan, ^c., zemindars of Koron. They used 
frequently to return at niglit to JSiiathoo, for a few hours, and 1 w'as jwetty certain tliat 
the rebels at Koron were the criminals. Sirathoo itself was burnt that it might not afford 
shelter to the rebels wlio owned the houses there, and this I'xpedition taken against tlie rebels 
themselves. 

4. 'riicy escaped cJiasliscnient by flight, but their stronghold at Koron has been de.stroycd, and 
the opportunity was taken to remove treasury eollectionH from Munjhun|)ore to the Sudder station, 
which w'crc detained at the teliseelec, in consequence of this band being on the road. 

5. After the attack made on them, Ilunooman and his party nMired to Mongrcc, a village on 
the border of Fuftehpore, and subsequently to Dhirawul, which is on the banks of the Jumna. 
'J'lie Kurra Perguiinali has been in a great measure liberated in consequence, and the rebels have 
not since attempted collecting revenue* from the peaceably disfiosed zemindars, wliicli they did 
practise before,

RKPFiRRING to your letter of IHth instant, I have the honor to inform you that 1 abstained 
from giving an opinion till I had made minute, inquiries on the subject. 

From what I have been able to learn. I do not believe the Singrowlee Rajah lias received assistance 
from the Hewab Rajah. I am also inclined to believe, from the information of my emissaries, that the 
Singrowlee chief has many more guns than the two mentioned. 

It is highly probable that some of tlic disaffected inuy liave joined the Singrowlee chief, but I cannot 
discover any sirdars who have joined him, nor do I think it probable they would, .'is those that have left 
have taken service in Bundlecund, where the chiefs arc better alilc to nay. I can discover no trace of 
guns having left the Uewah territory for Singrowlee, and I do not believe it. The Singrowlee Rajah 
is one of the Kewah zemindars, and, like most of them, not very obedient; and I believe he took 
nd\ :int age of the order to raise men to defend the Rewah frontier to W’agc a war on his own account. I 
am still prosecuting my inquiries, and should I hear anything new, will immediately report it to 
(lovermncnt.

I DO myself tlie honor to submit herewith^ for the inrormation of the Government, an original 
report of Captain H. B. Stevens, commanding the Sylhct Light Infantry battalion, upon a vary 
spirited and suceessfut attack made on the 12th instant hy the force under his command oti the 
mutineers of the 3 Uh ttegimerit of Native Infantry, who had taken up a position ih some villages 
between Sin^rbund and Binnacundy in Cuchar, with tlir intention of attacking and plundering 
Luckipore, with the assistuiiei* of mine ilUdisjHised refugee Munneporc princes. 

2. This affair appears in have been very well conducted, and the men of the Sylhet battalion 
behaved with their usual gallantry on this occasion. 

3. 1 take tfiis opportunity of hrinaing to tlie favourable notice of tlic Governinent the sealous and 
intelligent services rendered hy Mr. Assistant Surgeon Shi rcore, wlio has bi^n in the field with the 
troops since the mutineers entered Caeliar; the Intelligence Department has l>een eiitnisteil to him, 
and it is in a great measure owing to his very praiseworthy and iahorioua exertions that the military 
force has been so successful in fnnliiig the iniitinecrs in the ilense jungles in which they have been 
hiding themselves for so long. 

t. AfUT this encounter of the 12rh instant, the mutineers seem to have divided into two separate 
parties of about thirty or forty caeli ; one party appears to have g*)ne into tlie jungles almost due 
soutii. the Ollier party is reptirted t4) have eoiieealed itself in the very heavy jungles not far from 
Binnacundy. 

«i. Last night 1 received u'' deini-oflteial intimation that Captain Stevens hud sueceeded on the 
22ml instant in surprising, apparently, the latter |iariy whilst they were cooking in the jungles; ten 
of the mutineers were conn led dead on tlie field, and many of those who etrecieil their eseape must 
have been woundt^l ; twenty muskets titul some baggage were taken, hiit no money was found.

I II.VVE the honor to report for yuur information, that tlic mutineers 4»f the 31th Native 
Iiifi.ntry were attacked and dispersed on the 12th instant, hy the force undcT my con on and. 1 would 
beg to state that the head-quarters of the )uittalic/ii were detached in three parfiett. rcspei-lively under 
command of uiyself. Lieutenants Ross and Buist. Information reccivi’d from Lientenunt Uosh on 
the 10th instant, vi-^., that a party of mutineers had cn»ssed ov<*r at the junction of tin* rivers 'I'* rsoe and 
Ihirull. and eonsiderahly cast of this, induced me to si nd Lieutenant Ross with his men to that place. 
On further inquiry, a party of mutineers numbering twentv had Crrtainh crossed, hut went of the above 
place. Lieutenant Rush’s informant, a Kookey Rajah, bud not only harbonied iwo of these im n, but 
had snpj)lic«l food to the other eiglitceii CTiacom*e<l in the iinrm diatc jangles. ] liad on this directed 
the return of Lieutenant Ross, crosHtng o%'cr myself from Binnacundy. amJ rM*cnpyitig Ltiektpwrc on 
the evening of t|)e llth. I had also that day made an excursion t<i the Kcarkie Kajah*a vilbige, where 
I seized the two men he had harboured, while another man was killed and two wounded i>y a small 
party I sent on ahead ; t?ie scalp of another was likewise brought in, while riiiu: were aeixei) and actit 
in by the Rajah of Munnepore’a troopa, tiicse' met the usual fate, and were shot t<i death by 
musketry, the largest cxeciitivm 1 have had since 1 have lieen in ramp. On the morning of Uie 12tb, 
as directed, Lieutenant Ross returned with his detachment; 1 irnmediattdy ordered liitii across, and 
occupy Ins old post, Binnacundy. Lieutenant Buist had previously left w'ith fifty to strengthen the 
detaciiiTient. At Cacliar, before Lieutenant Ktiss’s men had all crossed, information wa.H re(%ived 
of the *n<utineorH being in the vicinity: they had taken up a posithm in a few' villages hetweeri 
Sirigarbund afid Binnacundy, inleiiding to cross over with some Muiinepoorie princes and llKrir 
followers, plunder Luckipore, and from thence marcit on to Muiiiic|>orc. Such was their intention, 
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but I am ^lad their object was most signally defeated; seeing Lieutenant Buist’a rear guard passing 
uloiig the opposite bunk, they opened (ire. Lieutenant Uoss had in the meanwhile crossed) collected 
his men, and marching on their position^ attacked them in a spirited manner ; 1 proceeded with my 
men, and crossed almost opposite their position. We were all engaged, and after an action of nearly 
an hour and a-half, they were completely driven frojn their position, and, dispersed and broken, took 
refuge in the immediate jungles. I immediately ordered a pursuit, but such was the nature of the 
ground, &c., which greatly facilitated their escape or concealment, only three were discovered and shot. 
Their loss was seventeen killed and several wounded, that of my own being two of the former and one 
of the latter, not very severely. 

This affair has completely dislieartened the Munnepoories, who have, I am told, totally 
abandoned the mutineers. Tlie latter are in two bodies, proceeding south and south-east ; what their 
obpcct now is I cannot design, uiileiis they intend retracing their steps, or after crossing the Bohuii 
Hills still make towards Munnepore. 

I cannot conclude this without bringing to your notice the conduct of all ranks under my 
command ; but one spirit pervades the whole body ; their duties have been numerous and irksome, 
but they have performed it cheerfully and ivithout a murmur. I would also notice the valuable aid 
and assistance 1 have received from my medical officer, Assistant-Surgeon Sbircore, who superintends 
the Intelligence Department.

WIl'II rcfc-’cncc to rny letter of yesterday’s date. I have the honor to inform you that I arrived 
here yesterday evening about .'i oVliM^li. Lioutcimnt Warlow, with his detachment, came in about an 
lioiiriaUT. Tlie road by Lamipali did not. as I expected, lead to the rear of the enemy, but came 
down to Aiojcr, through which place I had pas.v'd. The enemy eotild not, therefore, be that evening 
altueked : but this morning I made arrangements for a simnltnneouN aUaek on the rebels [Histetl at 
Annajoora and Puklikole, and bcf<»re evening the enemy was driven fnitn both pcisitioiis. 

Aniiajoora is u gorge running into the hills about a mile nortl) of .Iain, distant from this five miles. 

Paklikole, another gorge, where Captain Woodhridge was killed, is three miles from this, mund ti 
spur of hills c'allccl after this village of Paliur Sirgndu. It runs up from cast to west in the direction 
of the hills above Annajoora. The two places are distant from enrii other about four miles across 
the hills. 

2. The late Captain Woodbiklgc’s deiaelimcnt had, after its defeat at Puklikole, retreated ns far 
SiS Tope, close to Atabcra. Immediately 1 heard of it, I sent orders for some of iny sowars whom I 
had left at llurfpir to movt on Atabcera, and for the panic^struck detachment to come and join nic 
here. It came in this morning, accomnanied by C^tptairi T^cugli. 

In tlie course of the morning 4he (lisgraee whieh they had brought ujion themselves in leaving the 
body of their*officer in the hands of the enemy, w'bs pointed out to them, and finally they \v<‘rc told 
that to day they should have an opportunity of retrieving their error. Tlie men were very finn'li 
crest-fallen, ana there is now no doubt that it was entirely the fault of the late Captain Wmiilbridgc 
that led to' his owm and the death of a rmii'k and scpciy of^ the 4(Hh Madras Native Infantry. Instead 
of outflanking and taking the Moorcha in reverse, Captain Woodbrldgc went Htnitghi up to it along 
a narrow rcMid, and thus fell into an ambuscade. IVo sepoys of the 40th Madras Native Infantry, 
were w*oufided, also two of the Ramghurries, the latter in endeavouring to bring off the Imdy of 
(’aptain Woodbridge. I beg, therefore, to recommend them for promotion ; ouc of them in particular, 
I twice notiosd as always in the front when attacking the rebels. 

3. I divided the late Captain Woo<lbridge's detachment equally, sending half with LieuUmant 
Warlow and Mr. Dyer, and taking half of them myself. Lieutenant Warhiw had also with 'hitn all 
tlie men of bik coqis out liere, and the Pwiks, numbers as per margin,* and 1 sent him nguinsi 
l^likole, while with 20 dismounted sowars and 13 Paiks, 1 proceeded against Aniiajcxirn. Both 
attacks were completely successful, tlie rebels retreating mpidly up the sides and over the hills, as 
soon as they found tbeniselves outflanked. 

Captain L^gk aooompanied me, and led one of my flanking parties. 

Lieutenant Wark>w and Mr* Dyer recovered the bodies of Captain Woodbridge, and the naick 
and sepoy* Mr* Dyer, a most energetic and valuable assistant in tlie description of work jiow in

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hand, joined me in the course of the evening after my return there, with his party of Seebundies and 
Rarngliurries, by crossing over the hills. 

4. 1 have ordered Lieutenant Warlow and Mr. Dyer, with a party, to proceed to-mosrow morning 
over the hills to tlie Barra Khud, to try and beat up the enemy again. I shall myself proceed to 
Sirdapali, leaving a detachment of sowars and infantry here, and between this and Sirdapali, to prevent 
the reliels coming for provisions into the plains. They are now much distressed for want of them. 

5. It is satisfactory to find that Captain Woodbridge was shot dead through the head. The 
account which I sent you yesterday is, therefore, I am glad to say, so for incorrect.

My Lord, January 20, 1858. 

WE, the undersigned, tiovemmeiit servants residing at Gya, have learnt iik'itli great regret, tliat 
when the subject of the return of the ladies to different sulions in the province of ^har, was ^aced 
before your Lordship, your Lordship did not think it prudent that the restriction should he 
withdrawn from the cfistrict of Debar. 

We arc permitted to arrive at this conclusion by the announcement in the Government 
Gazette of the 23rd instant, communicated through the Government of Bengal, which intimates 
that ladies may return to the districts of Bhaugulpore, Pumeah, Monghyr^ Patna, Tirhoot, 
(.^lurnparun, and Sarun. 

These are not all river stations. One, Chutnparun, or rather the civil station Motebarry, 
is ii])ward.s of seventy nrilcii from the Ganges, a greater distance than we are ourselves. 

We therefore know' not the grounds on which your Lordship’s decision has been based, and we 
would not, wc most respectfully say, for one moment wish to question it; but w‘c are aware of no 
sourcoN from which danger can spring. Rhotas, if deemed an element of alarm, can hardly, we 
Jiumlily state, be so considered with reference to us. It is situated in another district, on the 
opposite banks of the Soane; is imbedded in jungle; fur from the open country in which we reside, 
and if resorted to at all, can only he occupied as a place of slieltcr by those who seek to escape from 
iiarm and from justice. ^ 

There is a fort in this district at Tikaree, belonging to a wealthy Ranee, and containing some 
guns. If any danger is now supposed likely to arise from this fort, we would respectfully beg to 
submit that the Ranee, a month ago, dismissed the numerous retainers she had been entertaining, and 
dismounted her guns ; that her husband, a loyal subject, is now on his way from Putna to look after 
tlic estate himself, and that at no time, in our opinion, was there any danger to be apprehended from 
Tikaree, unless a large body of mutineers had conic into the district, a contingency which victories up- 
country have obviated. 

Tlic district is at this time, wc most fully believe, windly free from those who are in any way 
likely to injure Europeans, or European property. Indeed, its highways and byways are safely 
travelled over day by day, by British subjects. Ladies niitl others, on their w'ay from Calcutta 
(o Patna, traverse, it in all safety. Our station, moreover, wc would beg to point out, is situated on 
tini road from Sliergotty to Patna ; it has thus u great advantage over tnhny other statious. At any 
inonicnt, if necessary, wc could send our families north or south. In three hours they could be upon 
the Great 'IVunk Road, of the jierfect safety of which, ns far as this district, your Lordship can now 
judge IVoiii experience. Seven mouths ago, wlieii there was danger here, we were among the timt to 
ai)ti(*ipalc your Lordship’s wishes, hy sciiding our families to Calcutta. The country has now' quieted 
ilou n ; wc have at present, for our protection, 1(H) sailors and two guns, and twenty-five 
iiKnintcd English police. If we thought our wives and children incurred any risk by coming here, 
wc would not wish to bring them hack ; Imt being, from our official position in the district, %eU aware 
of its present state, and believing that tlie return of our families would be attended with perfect 
safety, we respectfully beg to appeal to your Lordship, that tlief may be permitted to return to us at 
oncrc.

IN continuation of our letter, No. 3 h, dated the 20tli ultimo, we have the honor ^ 
to report our further proceedinj;:)* in this Department, conneeted with the revolt of the 
iiatiie army of Bengal. 

2. From the notificationa which will he found in the collection, it will be seen tliat 
lli^‘ (iovemor-General has decineil it exjjedieiit to remove the rcHtriclioii which prevailed 
iigiiiiist the return of European women and children to the lluzarcebaugh diatriet, to 
Gyah, and the country aa far ns the Boanc river, and to the Ghaxeepore and UcnarcH 
(listricta. 

.5. Bir John I^awrence liaving aaked for the services of four rovenanted aoMialanta 
I'or the Delhi division, Messrs. M. G. Payntcr, H. Harikey, ('. F. Lindsay, and 
Iv D. Lockwood^ of the Civil Herrice, were selected, in communication with the Oovem- 
muiit of Bengal, and directed to proceed at once to Delhi, by dawk, and to place thcinselvca 
under the orders of the Chief Gonunisaioncr. 

4. It lieiiig considered necessary farther to reinforce the troo|)s, now on active service 
ill the Binghhoom district, the Government of Bengal ordered the remainder of the detach* 
iiiunt of European seamen, recently stationed at Midnapore, to proceed to Ohyebaaga, 
nini insti'uetod the Acting Boperintendent of Marine to take measures for raising and 
eipiippiug another party of 100 European iveamen, and dispatching them to Midnapore 
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without delay, to supply the place of the former party. These proceedings have our 
approval. 

5. In the 9th paragraph of our letter, dated the 20th February last, we informed 
you that, in reply to an inquiry from the Government of Bengal, we stated that 
we did not think it probable that the officers in charge of depots on the Grand 
Trunk Boad would have to remain at* their posts during the present hot weather. 
Having since communicated with the CommiKsary*Gencral on the subject, in the 
Military Department, that officer has recommended that the rcst>houses should be 
kept up until the further transmission of troops by dawk and bulIock*train is discon- 
tinued, since otherwise the troops, travelling by the above modes of conveyance will be 
exposed to much inconvenience during the hot weather and rainy season. We have 
adopted thc*Commissary-Geuerars recommendation. 

0. As reported in the lOth {Kiragraph of our letter, dated the 9th September, 
the pay of the men of the Cavalry branch of the Bengal Police Battalion was ordered to 
be raised from 20 rupees to 25 rupees, on the express ground that the former was not 
en()ngh, even in ordinary times, to enable a sowar to live and keep his horse in the 
Lower Provinces, On that occa.siun the Lieutcnaut*Governor was asked to state speci- 
fically what increase he j)roposed in the pay of the native officers. 

7. Accordingly, on the 12th February last, the Lieutenant-Governor submitted a 
recoinniendatiun from Captain Uattray, commanding the corps, that the pay of the 
otliccrs should be increased in proportion, viz., by 25 per cent., on present rates of 
pay, thus : —

8. No reason was assigned for the projmed increase, except that it would be but 
fair to raise the pay of the officers in the same proportion as that of the men, and that, 
in the ease of the imihs, if the pay were not increased, it would be no promotion to a 
trooper to be made a naib.

IN reply to vciur letter of the 19th instant, requesting that a reduction may be made in the rate 
of hire of tho llivcr Bird,*’ on the ground that the vess^ iitis been taken over by Qovernineat, we 
beg to point out that the taking over of the River Bird is the result of a separate and distinct 
contract, which we entered into on heindf of the proprietors of the %*essel, to indemnify them against 
the possible loss of tlieir property. The contract for hiring the vessel, on the other hand, was made 
to rciiiibnrHc them for the use of that property, and for the services of tho captain and crew. 

It is impossible to perceive why tne loss of property should debar the owners from payment for 
its previous use, 

It was, moreover, detained by the act of Governineiit, and thus withheld from profitable 
cmphnmient elsewhere. 

1 lie terms of contract for the hiretif the vessel were sufficiently precise to render all misunder* 
standing on that point impossible. 

As agents of the proprietors, therefore, we have to solicit, once more, n fulliliiient of the conditions 
under which the vessel was placed at the disposal of Government, and taken away from other equally 
reiiiimerutive engogementa to supply the pressing wants of the public service.

THE following caae ia aubmitted to Council for an opinion 1 — 

On the 20th Auguat laat, Cimtain Howe, the Aaaiatant Sunerintendent of Marine, called in great 
baate at the office of ftfeaare Aahounter mtd Comf^y, to obtain the aervioea of the ** River Bird " for 
Captain Peel and the Newel Brigade. Ha aaked what the terma w'ould be ; when Mr.. Aahburnera 
ati^ thty wwuld ba 460 mpeae per diem during alwencc, and 800 rupees return hire from Berliampote, 
^7 was atwinaif nupdred to.oxmvaiy the Naval Brigade. It was late in the evening, and 
up ufrittiig waa made of the terms. A gaatauntee wee to be given at the same time, in case of loaa, that 
the Government were to fOf. an indemnity of 90/100 dvtiara for the steamer. 

At Boiininpore it was found necessary to take the steamer uu to Dinanore, where she arrived on 
the 6th Si^tmnW with tlie Naval Brigade. Captain Peel took her up without any fresh eontradc. 

l Ump om ifoii tetumed, and when a little above Jungypore ran aground utt the 8tb September. 
Every exertion was made by tbe captain and crew and tm Government offieiala to gphdtec off, but 
witlwiit euooeas. 

On tbe 6tb October, while the steamer w».s in iliin position, Mr. O. Aabbnmer called on Captain 
Rogers, the Superintendent of Marine (Captain llu\ve*a superior officer), to ueotda what course had 
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better be pursued with the steamer, and whether her abandonment would not be accepted by Govern- 
menf, and the f(uarantee paid for her as a lost Tessel. 

Captain Itogers’ reply was Oh ! dear no ; we intend to get her off, and will my you for ber 
services whilst she is detiuned by the lowness of the river at Jungypore. We shall deuver her to you 
next monsoon, and pay for the intermediate time/^ On the same oay. Captain Rogers addiWMcd the 
note of the 6th October to Mr. G. Ashbumer, to ascertrin what he would consider a fair rate of 
payment for the steamer during the period contemplated for her detention. 

On the 10th October, Messrs. Ashbumer ana Co. made a formal proposal to the Superintendent 
of Marine to accept the amount of the guarantee (90,000 dollars), and notified that they should consider 
the steamer as on hire at 450 rupees per diem, until tlie guarantee was paid. 

A day or two after this, information was received that the river had cut the bank away close to 
the steamer, that she had sunk stern foremost into the stream, and had ^become a total wreck on the 
17th of October. 'Hie captain, engineers, and crew had been kept on Imard in charge of tlie steamer 
at full wages, endeavouring to get h^er off from the day she ran aground until she sunk stem foiemost. 
They then went on shore and lived in tents ; atill taking charge of the vessel and its effects, until 
ordered by Messrs. Ashburner and Co. to deliver them over to Captain Boon, the Government agent 
attending upon the vessel. This order iras given by Messrs Ashburner and Co., in accordance w& a 
request from Captain Howe to that effect dated 2l8t October, 1857. 

Ilie question now is, at what rate« under the contract with Government, is remuneration to be 
given for the services of the steamer. Messrs. Ashburner and Co. contend, as agents for the pro- 
prietors, that they are entitled to he paid at the rate of 450 per cUem for the services of the steamer 
and captain and crew, from the date of her engagement until she was made over to Captain Boon, in 
Hcconluncc with the instructions of Government, more especially as the offer above mentioned to 
abandon ber to Captain Rogers, had been declined. 

Government contend, in opposition to that proceeding, that the services of the steamer, and of 
the captain, engineers, and crew are to be considered as ceasing, from the day on whicli she first ran 
aground. Sec Captain Howe's letter of the 2nd *Deeeml>er 1857. The correspondence is subjoined. 

The Government have paid the amount of their guarantee for the loss of tHh steamer ; and the 
only questions are, as to the hire of the vessel from the day she grounded up to the day she was made 
over to Government, and as regards the 800 per diem, offered tor her services from the date she left 
Dinnporc until she ran aground, for which proposal there is no authority whatever in anything that has 
passed between Messrs. Ashburner and Co, and the agents of Government.

19. The Magistrate has since sent back the prisoners wdth a portion cf the levy under Mr. Catania 
himself, for the ])rotcetioii of the station ; aud in ignorance of the orders issued forbidding liia doing 
so, was himself prcuariiig to move against Siiigrowlec, the Rajah of whieh place and his cousin 
litiudeer Sing have oocii levying hinek mail, and committing various other nets of violence. Indeed, 
the rebels appear to have everywhere alienated the population by their short-sighted cruelty ami 
rapacity , ami the population have received our officers gladly, and whenever they dare do so, give us 
every assistance.

43. Jnhhulporv , — Since the success in the Ihirgee pergiiunah, not a dacoitee or roblKiry luis 
taken place in the Jubhulpore district. The* party reported in the last narrative as having crossed 
thc Ileenim at Paiun, lied at the approueh of the detachment sent against them. The frequency of 
tlu'se raids, however, and tlie harassing <liity th(‘y iinjiosed on the troops, led Msijor Erskinc to send 
a re(|uisitioii to Brigadier Lawrence, eomirianding the Karnptee mo\eai)le eoluiun, for a force to clear 
the lulls and the t:il)le land on the otlier side of the llcernin.

The Ranee of •lhaiisi has a vakeel in the ndiid camp at Calpec, 
and sht‘ ha.s iinuh* arrangtMncuts k»r the reception of the Nana's family in the fort of Jhansi, which 
hotli tin* Nana and the Ihuipore Rajah intended to make their last place of refuge. 

ol. 4'lie Rajah t)f Baupure had engaged a }K)rtion of the (iwalior (’outingeiit to go to Saiigor, to 
re-inforee his conuuander there ^one Latin Doolkara), who complained of being hard pressed bv the 
British forces. ISoine of his own troops, under t>adnt Ali and Mahomed AH Khan, were also sent. 
The rest, being about 3(KX) or KXK) matchlock men, with two guns, riMiiaiiicd at Jhausi, but only 
about 1,3(K) w(*re fully armed. 

52. The Jliaiisi Ranee pays the Banpore Rajah 500 rupees per diem, and replenishes her troasory 
by phiuderiiig the wealthy niuhajuiis and shopkeepers, who of course are anxiously looking for the 
arri\al of Bririsli troops. Reports that these arc near at hand are olHeinlly eoiitrodieled by the Kiinoe, 
who Iiu.s threutetK*d with punisliment any one stating that tlu* British had lieen Notorious at 
('aw 11 pore. 

53. Bukshish Ali, Jail Damguh (the murderer of ('aptain Skene), had written to say that lie 
was at AUyghur, with the brother-iii-hiw^ of thc King of Delhi, and a large army, on his way to 
Jhausi, reeoinmeiidiug the Ranee to send a uuzzer of 5<MK) rupees, she acconiiiigly sent 8(XX) rupees. 
The fortitieatioiis of Jhausi are being strengthened. 

54. Jaloun,- This letter also states that thc “ Tace Race ” was in })Osscs8ioii of Jalonn, collecting 
revtuuie there, of which she is to have one-third, and the Nana the rest.

23. The main feature in the pixieeediiigs of the week in this division has been the public exe- 
e.utiou of the rebel Naih Na/.iin Aloshurruf Khan. He was hanged in the centre of the princiual 
ha/.unr of the city of (joruekporc, wliicli he had de.soIated by his cruelty and e.\action8. The inhabi- 
t mts crowded in thousands to view the spectacle, and expressed the utiiio.st delight at his wclbiueritcd 
fate. 

21. This iiuiu had held Ids court in regular form, and il.s records, which have fallen complete 
into our hands, are likely to prove of great value. 

2.5. Mr. Briretoii luis aceompunied a brigade of Ooorkbn troons to Busin and Nuggur, captiiring 
rn route to tin* funner |)lue.e a notorious rebel and daeoit iiaiued Wallcc Mahomed of Tiljee, and 
at the latter ])lacc he seucil all the property which remained of the rebel Rajah of Nuggur, but 
most of wliut was valuable* hud been pi'cviuusly removed. 

2(>. On the 22nd Mr. Brereiou rode to Bilwa liazaar, opposite to Pyzabad, and found that a party 
of Sikh sowm's lie had sent on ahead had captured a small party of Rajah Maun Sing’s people, and 
iiNo a serxant of his wlio was earrying a letter to the Rajah’s tenantry on the GoruckiK)rc side of the 
river, forbidding them to oppose the llritisli authoriti(\s.

Areanwliile mail carts travel regularly from 
Agia and Allyginir to Cawiipore. I'rom intelligenee reeei\«‘d lien* on the I Itli instant, we learn that 
tli(* force proceeding from Deesa to Nu'^jeernbad liarl MueersKfn|l\ taken tie* fort of Hewiih, near Aboo, 
xvith liTtl({ loss; and that the Kotali itajuh wu.s gradually stn ngthenuig himself against Ins 
inutiuons tnsips.

Ktawiih, on the other 
hand, though g(*nerully speaking loyal tliroughout, is now thn*atened hv the remiiiuK of the tiwalior 
Lontiugent ; and there will always be w feeling of insecurity in tlinl district, so hmg as these rebels 
are in such riosff proxiinitv to it. In the trarisaetions of the last fifteen days iIutc* has been little in 
particular to nunurk. Tfierc hiw Ihvii a ilmded imprfivffrmnt in the .\gr:t, .M\iip*>orie, Allyn^hur, 
Ktawah, and Muttrii districts, although there are only Hfly Sikh Infantry ai Ktawali, and not h Niitgie 
regular soldier at Muttra; but in Sabariiiiporr, MtKwifferiiuggnr, Mremf, and Hoolundshnlinr, public 
eoiifidenct* has l>eeii greatly Mlnikeii, and a feeling of inw*rnrily jKT\nd<‘H tin- eoinrniifiitv, eonseipient 
on the frcr|iient niternpts of the rebels to inviule the Doab, at (»tie or mon- pciints in tiu's^* distnc.*ts, 
and to the fact of their having actually done so in Saharunpore. Our firtnni i*a continue to prosper. 
Delhi has alxmt 34 lacs in hand, and in the other trensuriim there are very couhideriiblu amouiita. 
Our couvoya have reached their destination without aendent, and others will shortly be, di*«pute.hctl ; 
and our police is tiuTe^istiig in uumlref, and in efficiency. Finally, if the Doab and tlic other dintrietM 
in these provinces arc sufficiently fortunate as to preserve their integrity and irnnumity from invasion 
for six weeks, or^a couple of months more, there is little rciMon to doubt tbal tbev will by that time 
have settled down into comparatix*e order and repose; for our jioliee ought then fo be pretty iiiiinerrifis 
and suCBctently disciplined to preserve and command internal [leace*

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2. AHahiihatL — The Oovcriior-(]imcral arrived at this station on the 4th instant, and was 
rc*c*eiv(‘d on the banks of the Ganges by all the civil and military authorities of the place. 

.'b Phoolpore, now Sontofi. — ^'Pho district remains quiet. 

4. In spite of the withdrawal of the Sikh garrison, Mr. Maync (with his assistant, 
Mr. C. A. Elliott) has remained at Soraon, rightly thinking it due to the zemindars who, confiding 
in his nMHuraitces of protection, had rendered service to Government, to hold his post as long as 
practi<!ablc. With his suiall escort of the 50th Native Infantry, a tew police and some zemindars’ 
matchlock men, he has visited Mhow, Ilolaghur, and other localities chiefly frequented by the rebels, 
lias i)uriicd or lovclhul the Iiouhch of several notorious insurgent leaders, and has conflscated their 
grain and other ]>roperty. 

«5. Tills conduct hsM, os it descrvcil, met with success ; the rebel Nazims remain at Dchra and 
Maharajliporc, and in spite of repeated tbrents have not ventured to attack him. 

On the other liand, eoiifuloiicc has gradually been restored among the population, and the 
feelings of disaffection formerly dcscrihed as existing in these pergutinahs have become less 
liromiiicrit. lievenuo payments are more general, and many petitions on stamped paper have bmi 
given in by people of the neigh bourluKxl, asking for leases of the forfeited estates of fugitive rebels. 

(i. Futlvhpurv , — A notorious rebel, named Jodha Sing, crossed from lliiineerporc to (^liaiidporc, 
in th(^ I'littehpore district, on the Uli instant, with a considerable amount of nibble, and two small 
guns, and was siipposed to intend attacking the Jelianabad Tehscel. Brigadier fjarthew proposed 
attacking him. 

7. (Jawnpore. -Colonel Maxwell comtnauding Her Majesty’s H8th Kcgimeiit, inandukl by Akberpore 
to ilhogrieeixiro, witli bis regiment ami 50 police sowars, under Captain Thompson. On the Uh 
instant'’ tluj C:ilpee rebels, about 1000 iufuiitry and 100 cavalry, crossed and drove in (*aptain 
'rhomps<jii*s [licket. Tin? rest of the force then moved o’lt and (piickly compelled the rebels to 
iv-ero8s ; they liad no guns, the rebel lotuler at (^dpee refusing to trust any to their charge.

The Kajuh of 
Chirkurie’M forc<*.s have been twice attacked, once by a part of the Gwalior Contingent, under 
the Nana’s ag(*nt, ainl also on a hccoikI oe<?:i.Hion by the JaUmn rebels, ('onflicting acoounts of the 
results have (nan n*eeive(l. The latest are favourable to our ally. 


Benares Division. 


11. The general tranquillity of this division remains undisturbed. The Oude frontier will, of 
course, be liable to ineiirsious until that eouutry be settled ; l)ut every precaution has been taken to 
prevent these boeorniug of serious iinportanee. The presence of (Colonel Koweroft’s force, including 
tlie Naval Briguchs winch will be retained tor the protection of the Goruekpore frontier, and the 
posting of awing of ll(*r M.ijesty’s I3tli liegimeiit, as well us some of the Madras Hifles, at Azimghnr, 
will obviate all likelihood of an organized invasion of these districts. Jounpore will be protccteil by 
a Mtroiig Goorkba regiment, which Jung Dahadoor has consented to leave there, (’ollections of 
revenue arc noted in the margin, t cxeiqit for Jounpore, from which no return has been received; the 
large coUeetioiis from Azimghur indicate reluming trnnqiitllity and confidenee. 

12. Benares . — The Oovernor-Ueuoral passed through the station on the 2nd and 8rd instant. 

13. Qhazeepore . — The ” Jumna” steanier entered! thcGogra and proceeded up toBiirhul ghaut in 
the Azimglnir district, thus proving that river to be perfectly navigable.

■onreea, but fhe Commissioners of those divisions have been directed to submit the official namtiveafdr 
the future, snch aa are dready sent from other divisions.

Rohilcund Dieisioa, ^ 

Although this diviMon is up to tlic present moment for the most part in tho hands of inaurgents, 
news has been received from several quartern rt^gording their prt)cecdiugs. 

From these there can be no d^mbt that they are u»ing Htrciinoiis cflTorts to prcpai*c for rcMistancr 
iHith by appealing to the projudiiH; of all classes of the peopU^ and by colhH.'tiiig money* men, and 
materials to the utmost extent in their [>ower. 

Itewiirds have btvii oflcml for the n]>iireIumHion. tieud or alive, of any KuropeaiiM, cs|)eeiidly of 
the Commissioner of ilohilcund, and a circular huter has been addreH>(Hl io all the Hindoos (ap})n- 
reiitly uith the sanction of Khan lluhadoor), hy one Moul\ i<^ Kooliih Shah, a Syitd, who nna formerly 
second toacher of Persian in the Handily ('oliegt*. An abstract transliitioii of this etrcnihir, whicli 
ro|K:atH all the falstdioods proiiinlgatcd hy the insurgcnt.4, in appended.

The nuinlier of guns powsess<*d by Khan Halindoor is stated to be about forty, but Utis doc*s 
not probably iueliid*' tho>o l)clougitig to minor insurgents. 

As to Khan Huhadoor's for(*4»i' and their (lispoMitioii, the aecouiits are most (*oiitradietory. A 
very clear and detailed aecoiuit from a native at Moradahail cMliiiiateH them at uImmiI i,(K)0 (Rivalry, 
2MXK) Infantry', and ah<iut.

Kumaon Division, 

* 

Major Ramsay and Ckilonrl McC.^aualand have occupied Hiildwain'^* with the forces from 
Nynce Tal, consisti^ of the 66tli (Goorkha) Regiment, new le\irK, f(x>t. and horse, and tin: 
Nepal Auxiliaries. They expected an attack from the Bareilly f4>ree, wliieli are in (wo bodii^s, one at 
Sitargiinge, the other at Buharcc, but Major Ramsay exfHcU'd that lie would l)c pt'imartrd in a few 
days to act on the ofTcnsivc against them. Captain .fiiliii Hearsey, one of the party of Oude rffugees 
who csca{K^d into Nipal, by aid of the Rajah of JIulrumporc, has orrivrd at LHlioc/gbut. Mr. HratMl, 
of the '*Rosa'' Sugar Works in the Shahjelianporc district, and a Serjeaiit-Mnjor (mime mikimwii) 
of one of the Oude Irregular regiments, were cx|»cctcd to follow. CapUin Hustings and Mr. CJoitne, 
CbS., who originally escaped with this party, died of fever contmclcd in the Teraie, the former in 
December, the fatter in August. 


Meerut Divuim, 

The only intelligence received freyn this diriaion relates to the occupation of various ghauts on 
the Ganges by parties of rebels. 

Dekra than . — Nothing it reported firom this distriot. 

Shaharunpore , — A portion of the fiiree destined to ac;t against Rohileurid has arrival and halted 
at Roorkee ; it comprises 500 Eniopettt Infantry, afid 6 (Native) ilomc Artillery guns, Pomc 

Sikhs. A rebel anny, of 5000 men, with 10 guns, is posted at Nagulghut, opposite to Kcxirkee; but 
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they nrc Hr.id to be little better than rabble. They arc eonstruetiiij^ batteries to command the river,* 
but whether for oficiisive or defensive purposes is not yet known. 

Mozuff(*mugffur and Metrut . — Nothing is reported from these districts. 

Jiohindahukur , — ^Tho gliauts of the Oanges arc held by various ])artios of rebels opposite to 
Anoopsliiihur, liarnghnt, and Kajglmt, sujiported by various bodies inland at Kiitora and AMnd|)ore. 
At the latest accountM, which reach to the 12th of February, all these parties had been strongly 
reinforced, especially those at Asudporc and at Auoopshuhur, and it is said that there arc now 2000 
men at the former place. 

The rebels tlin^iteii to cross, wliieh, as the (faiiges in almost cvciywhere fordable, they easily 
might do, nides.s kept check. A small Jiritisli forct* at Anoopslinhur is watching them. 

On the (Uh a notorioii.s rebel, grandson of (*huhiir liance of Aiioopshuliur, uas arrested at that 
place, and sent on to Boliindshuhiir. 

Alltjghur. — Nothing has been received from this district. 

Agra Divmon. 

l^arts of this division are in a very unsettled state, it is threatened on its nurtli-enst frontier by 
the rebels from Rohilciiiid and Oiide, and on the sonth liy those from nnndlecuiid; nor can this be 
fully remedied liU the op(*nition.s of the nrinie.s under his Kxcellciicy the ('oinmunder^iu-Chief and 
Sir I [ugh Hose nrc brought to a succei<s(id issue; in oihiT rcspeets the process of traii(|iiiIlizatiou 
is advancing. 

Kyfah,---Y\\o insurgeiitH have oeeiipied the Saliswan Peprowla and Kiiehlii ghniitH of the Ganges, 
on the l)ordcrH of this district also, 'flie dctachinent at the latter place ha.s been tiiroiigliout the 
strongest, and lias just bcieu largely increased. Native reports declare the enemy^s strcMigth there 
now to reach 10, Oik) to 12,000 men, with 0 guns; but this is probably a gross exaggeration. 

Faitvhghar . — (^donel Wal|)ole’M euluiiui ha\ing been withdrawn from the Hainginigii, the 
Uohileuud rcbid.s have regained courage, and have a-snemblcd in siu'li foiMtidable numbers on several 
points tliat it has been deemed wise to withdraw tlie Kiiropean residiiits insirle the fort. 

Oru; body, under ^Valee^lud Khun of Mulaghur, has aetnally er« ssed at Seorng])ore glumt to 
Mliow ^Shunisabad, where they are tlirowing up eiitreiiehments. 'fheir strength is nr»t known. 
Another large force, said to be of larger amount, with ti\e or six gun.s, under the Hajaiis of Myn[) 0 (>rie, 
Thulta, and Soorajpore, and of Mohnm Ally Khan, are at Mc'ora ghaut anil Ihlgrnn), and give out 
they intend attacking the fort of l’"iitti‘hg]iur, of which they inacK* an armed reeoniioissan<*e from the 
other side of the ri\er on the I Kh. At Naiiaiiiow tliere are about 2000 men witli 12 guns, com- 
mtinded !)y the Nana, Hupporteil !»> KHK) men with 10 ginis, at Meaiiguii'ce. 

litamih , — There an’ many labels in this district on the batiks of the Jumna. They are said to 
have several guns, but to have been deterred from ndvaiieing in force by the action at Hhogiiecporc, 
in the (’awnpore district, reported in last wcvk's narrative. They pusited forward, howevm*, with ii 
gun to Aruuut Uarn; but this was gallantly attneked, on the 7th instant, by (’’aptain Alexuutler, ami 
Messrs. Hume and Maeonoehie. They liad with thmn HO pc dice sowars, and .Mr. Iliime procured 
from a loyal zemindar a small gun and MK) inatehloekmeu. Mr. lliimt! led th<* latter against the 
rebels who were strongly posted in a garden, while the other gentlemen led the sowars on either 
Bank. The enemy stood boldly, but were dislodged, put to Bight, and charged by the sowars, and in 
all about I?*.*! were killed, and their gun eaptureil. On our side 12 were killed and 20 w'oinided. 

Mynjamrio.- ~T]m district is becoming more tramiuil, though a spirit of disatleetion still exists in 
some phues; tlie chief local insurgent, one Gungta, has heeii dri\eii from iiis stronghold in the 
liei’bamow ])ergunnnh. 

Tliis district is ipiiet ; tin' 3rd lliiropean regiment has been detached to punish the long 
refractory village of Deerpure, hut it nas ahnndoued on their approach, and only ten or twelve of 
the fugitives were overtaken. 

A convoy bringing down to Gawnporc a large number of ladies and eliildren, and the Guveruiuciit 
oHieer proceeding to Allahabad, left Agra on tlie 1 2th, and has been onleivd to make double marches 
in order to join Coptaiii Tombs’ trotip of Ilor^c Artillery, uhieh is proceeding downwarUa from 
Allyghur.' 

A small body of plunderers ventured to ford the (3iuinbnl near Hali, but wci*c speedily clis|>crscHl 
by the police. 

Fi*om (!entral India it ia repoHed tliat the Rajah of Kotah has been liot rayed into the hunda of 
the rebel portion of his Court, licadod by one .Teydial, and is now completely at their mercy. 

Muttra . — ^Thc Muttra distrii't npiKors to enjoy complete S(^curity. 

AUahabad Division. 

The north-west portions of this division have licen brought into some degree of order by the 
actions at Hhogan^epore and Anunt Sam (in Ktawah), the presence of a dctackmcnt at Akbcrporc 
(now moved to Sheolce), and also hy the repeatcHl small expeditions from Futcelipore, 

TIm) extreme northern portions of the division have on the other hand been threatened by large 
liodies of the Oude rebels. The military operations iu wrhich his £.\ceilcncy the Commander-in- Chief 
is now engaged, will, it is to be lioi>cd, soon dciktroy all organized rebellion in the provinces lying cast 
of the Gauges.

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Alhthaha.i, — Xotliiu;r of iniportaiicc has occurred connected with the immediate Civil Goverument 
of the district itself. The tjovernor-CTeneral assumed on the 9tli iiistiuit the (xovcriinn^nt of 
the whole North-Westcni Pronnees^ and the Honorable Mr. (Sraiit left for Calcutta on the 18th 
instant. 

Soraon , — Mr. Mayno remains at Soraon. 'Jlic Allahabad Naaim again advancetl as 

far as AWadguiigc, within a few miles of Mr. Mayuc’s position ; a detachment of Sikh Infantry 
150 strong, tinder an European officer^ was sent out to assist him. The Naaim has received a 
rcinforecmeijit also, consisting of 7<K) to 8(K> mutitiiw sepoys, and about 200 sowars. His total 
force is iniw about KX)() men with 9 guns. The Xnwah Naxiiii Avith one n^giment (new levies), and 
2 guns, is at Uchar, a few miles vrithin the Oude fn^uticr, ainl duo north of Soraon, while the 
Nazim of Sooltanporc is still at Mahnrajgunge with lO/KIf^or 12,(KK) incii andJ8 guns. Hrsidcs these, 
a n'giinent of mutiuerrs irith I guns (2 horst'd and 2 bulha^k) is stutioncfl at IVrtabghur. A party 
spiit out to collect revenue hv the redid Thakmiraiii of ^^luiiis{K>re, was surprized and captured hy 
Mr. Mayiie just ncixiss the Oude bjinler, in the latter part of the week. 

Fuiiehpore. — Mr. )lm*n;ig!iten, who lu ^'oninauitd Brigadier Carthew*s eohiinn to C'haiidpore, lias 
reported the result of the expedition. The village whieh hud ahuiidonrd by the enemy wan 

desiroyctl, and some property wras louinl concealed in the neighlMiuring ravines. Tim relnds who must 
have received timely notice of the uilvunec of the detueliinent, weiv 8W‘ii in great forec ou the oilier 
side of the ri\cr, carefully guarding eight or Urn bouts in whieh they had crossed. 

The Brigadier has (organized a series of military dciiioust rations among the refractory* villagea 
about Jelninabiid, whidi, however, cannot have their full dfeei until snp|K>rLed hy a bo<ly military 
|ioltce at that place itsedf, w hieh must lx* furnished from the. leiies imw raising, when they am fit for 
serviee. The ('ommiHsioin'r has siihiiiitled Mr. Piohyn*H report U|sni ('oloiiel BarlNw’s eziwditioii iu 
ihrciiibi'r last, again.si tlie xillugcs of Khukreroo»Kuth, Suikunder, (iurha, NiirnmiiH^ llaroo, 
("liooriuna, Satoniurfpei'ih, and Sutontuif PiKiruh. All these villages w<*re oectipied by dedartd rebelat 
and the last-iuuned w as regularly entrenched. As sotni, however, as the htrengtli of ('oloiiel Barber's 
eole.inn becuine apparent, the iiiHurgcnts flcdj and only a few stragglers wrerc cut. up. The vdlagea 
were destroviul ; a gotsf <leal of plunder rceoveml: and wme rebels' property t;unfiseated. 

Catrupurv. — Large bodies of the rebels threaten the ghants above Cawup<)re, rni lUe Ctaiigcs side 
of the (iistriet ; and opposite Bitliisir there is a party of l,r>()B men and 1 guns, under Munsiib

Buudu , — 'rhis district is stilt held hy the ndicl Naw^ab, who is Niip|M>ricd by a rablde ariity and 
the 5tU Irregular Cavalry, 'fhe c<iUoctioii8 of the southcrii pcrguuiiali^ are c*.arrh»l tut jointly by 
the Nawub and Naraycn Rao. The fort of Kallitigcr is held hy Lieutenant Keiniimiglou. 

UunievrfjQr4 \ — The Unjali of Chirkaree was eiTlainly defeated hy the rcdnsls ; his cairn maiider, his 
minister, and 125 others Mcrv killed: he luu retinal to hix capilui whieh, Mr. Cariic writes, ho 
is prepared to hold if the enemy advance. 


Benares iJirisioa. • 

No ofTicicial narrative has bcci) n^oenved for the past week froiti the* (.'oinrnissioner of ibiii 
division ,* the following notices are supplied from other sourcM^s, 

Benares. — 'riiirty-oiic prisoners, including twenty -seven miitineer scfioys, rose U|Mm the jail 
guard, outlie afternoon of the iBth iiisiarit, while tin? other prisoiicrs Aicrn alsient at work. 

They wounded one of the guard, possesscxl themselves of several muskets, and twenty of Ibetn 
effected their escape. The remaining eleven were at once rc-captured by a parly of Eunipcan troops 
scut down by the Brigadier, tried by a drum-head e4>iirt-iuartial, and shot. Of the rest, fourteen 
wen; recaptured during the night, and two more killed in resistijig their captors; one of those 
retaken hanged himself during the night, the rest were capitally sittiUfriced by the S|K'cittl Commis- 
sioner next day. The numlicr retaken coin|>rised nil the sejioys. An impiiry has bee n institiitefl 
as to the circumstances attending this outbreak. 

Ghazeepore* — From Ghaseepore no report has bcim rcMTived, but it is iKdievf^l to >ic tratiqnil. 

Mirzapare. — It is known that some mutineem have returned to Bijeyghur, having been driK'ii 
out of the iieighfxmring Bengal districts by a military party from SasMTam. l%e Magistrate, with 
Mr. Catania’s levy has gone in ponmit. 

Azimffkur.^Homv dacoitecs on the frontier villages have lM?eii committed by bands of rebels from 
Oude ; on one occasion a small fioliee post was attacked, and two men carricfl off as prisoners. 

The Jumna” steamer has advaiicfrd higher up the Gogra. 

Jwnpvre . — The foi?oc under Uctieral Franks was (?onc(iitruted at Budlapore, and preparing to 
advance on Sooltanporc. 

The convoy of amniiiiul^um for (ioruckpore was at Joiin|)ore on the 8th instant. 
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Goruckpcre IMHirion. • 

The fi^^ht^t Behva ghaut^ althougli their loss was triflings has disheartened the raw levies of the 
Cionihih llnjah, many of whom have since deserted, llie lUjuh himself conse^itenUy sent a tnes- 
^(‘iigor to the Magistrate, who was in the camp at Behva ghaut, soliciting permUsiou to treat. Mr. 
Ilrcretou refused to send any reply, and expelled the messenger from camp. 

The Maharajah Jiiug llahadoor, with the head-quarters of liis force, was at Bustco on the 12tli 
instant. The w'aiit of aintnuiiition and the necessity for preparing Imats are delaying his advance. 

An attack had hcvu made hy one of the liajnh of Torlsrcpor(/s satellites on a small ))olice post 
ill the northern frontier ; two of the police, who lichaved w'ith singular gallantry, were killed. 

The district is otherwise i)cac(;ful, as may lie gathered from the amount of revenue collected 
during the p.'ist week,* and the large number of carts (3,260) furnislied to the ]llaharajah^8 army. 


Jubbulpore Division. 

The narratives for this division are still a w'cek in arrear, the latest received being of the Btli 
iiistuiit. The missing one of the 2r)th of Jniiiiar}* has reached, and its contents, which arc of small iinport- 
iiiice, will he entered iiiidc-r the head of the districts to which they refer. The arrival of General 
Whitlock’s advance at Jiibhulporc is reported, but no in form at ion is given of his intended movement^, 
except that they were not, when Major Erskiiie wrote finally decided. 

i^augor . — On the 18th of Januarv' a party of rc*hels attacked the village of Dhamee, the zemindar 
of which has eminently displayed his loyalty to the UrittMli Government. Major Western, therefore, 
despatched a few Nujeebs and (histoms Chuprassces to his nssistaiiee, and with their aid lie repulseci 
the rebels, who lost about 20 men ; tlieir iiuitiliers were nearly 2(K)0.t 

At liailighnr, Sir Hugh Hose captured the Nawah of Ambaparn^r (Fazil Malinmcdj and another 
noted rebel leader, Nawiib Kairidar Klian Piiidaree, who were both executed oi^ the spot. 

Sir Hugh Hose will move on Gurrakota, Cliaudeyree, and Jlinnsee, under orders from lii'i 
Kxeelleney the Cominander-iii-Chief. 

Dumoh . — No neeouiits from Diimoli. 

Nftr/offr . — The fort of Hijryragoogliur (In whifh w'cre taken 160 prisoners, ineluding 9 sirdar^/ 
has hvm destroyed. Hie eliief and his iinele esca|u*d, but Tiicutenant (Xsliorne hopes soon to secure 
iheiii. Thirteen gnus, 2 standards, and TiO stand of arms were also captured in the fort. 

The trniupiillity of the greater part of the Xagode district is for the present restored, but it 
cannot he looked upon as pennniiently settled till a detaebment of troops is a\aihible for its pro- 
tection. 

Jubbu/potr , — Jnbbulpore remains mueli in the same state as before. In spite of their dispersion 
by (\)lonel Whistler’s fonre, the Ncmnkhera rebels again * 00 ! looted in his rear and attacked, but 
without effect, the post at Sleemaliad, wbieli was garrisoned liy a rifle eompimy of Nogpore Irre- 
gulars, and two companies 2Hth Madras Native Infantry, ’riiirtyof the rebels were killed or wounded, 
two men only on our side being sliglitly hurt. The missing narrative of the I’otli oontuiiis a brief 
account of the capture, by (hdonel Whistler’s force, of the fort of Uannuiggur; the garrison chiefly 
eseaped into tie dense jungles near the foit — a few onlv were killed or taken. Our ensiialties wen* 
one man killed, and one duiigorously wounded, both of t^ic 28th Madras Native Infantry. 

Miin(Hab,--T\w retirement of ilaroti von Meyenrs force hns given some courage to the 
insurgents, in this district, who were previously dispersing; but the pn.ssage of the 33nl Madras 
Nativi‘ Iiifiiiitry would, it was expected by tlis (\nniinssioticr, have a snlutnry efieet. When last 
reporting, (’a|)tniii Wnddingtim describes himself as raising a police h^y to garrison the tow n of 
Mundliih (which he hud re-oeeupied) against n threatened advunee of the insurgents. 

Seo/iee.— This district Remains perfectly tranquil. 

Nurshgporv , — With the narrative of the 25th January are forwarded two reports from Cimtain 
Tcriian, the Deputy Gommissioner, reeordin|f his operations against the rebels who attacked Tenda 
Kluu'a, as mentioned in the last narrative and also against Gheklec, and several other villages in 
which some notorious rebels were harboured. On the former occasion the rebels were only reached 
with a distant artillery tire from which they siillercd a few casualties, but were attacked in their 
i*etreBt hy some llhopal troops and also by Gaptain Sale’s detachment, wdieii several were killed 
or cuptureil, but evcntuallv they made good their retreat as before narrated. 

On the sc'coiid oeensfoii, sevend notorious and turbulent characters who had been concerned 
ill the rebellion of 1812-13, were surprise<l and captured in arms, and were with their leader, 
11 man of muoli influence, and his son, immediately executed. 

In his last report, C'uptniii Tcrnnn says the district is tranquil, the crops splendid, and 
till' revenue coming in regularly. 

ITosbmgabatL — One of the chief Mrhawattic leailers, who has harassed the Niinour pei|pinnah, 
has binju caught in the Gwalior territory with iive other rel)cls; they will be made over to 
the Iloshuugalmd authorities. The rest of the district was quite quiet. < 

Baitooh — This district was uudistiirlicd.

tliey will be considered in tlic sight of Ood as responsible for the crime of cow-killing and eating 
tlic flesh of cows. Perhaps Europeans, for their own ends, may stipulate with the Hindoos not to 
kill cowH if they will join thc‘m. I assure the Hindoos that no man of sense will lie deceived by this 
jirctciicc, as th(‘y have notoriously violated their promises. Great and small are well aware that they 
arc habitually tKuicherous, and have done nothing but practice deceit ou^the inhabitants of Hindoo- 
stun. Let not this opportunity pass away. Know, oh pc^oplc ! you s'ill never have such another. 
Since letters are euusidered to be tlic half of a meeting, it is hoped that the contents of this letter 
may la* considenal and replied to.

IN continuation of my despatch dated the 19th ultimo, No. 3, I have the honor to 
forward for your information copies of two further narratives, for the wTcks ending the 21st 
and 28tb idem respectively, submitted by the Government of the Nortli- Western Provinces. 


lnelo.Hiirc 1 in No. 35. 

Xarraiivf* nf Evnita in the NorthAVeslvni Prorincta to February 21, 1858. 

No ofiiciul rcjiorts have y(it been reecive4l from the C’oinniissioncrs of the divisions recently under 
the Oovcriirneut of the (>hief Commissioner at Agra; and that from Benares is still in arrears ; the 
narrative as regards tho.se divisions has therefore been again compiled from demi-official sources. 


Rohilcund Division. 

No very im])ortant event has orcurred in this division, so far as our adnccs inform us. Efforts 
of all kinils are still being made to raise the Hindoo population against us, extending even to tluxsats 
of forcibly converting to Mahomednnisin tbose^who show any sympathy with the llritish Government. 
There is a native rumour that, in order to secure the services of a body of mutineer seimys, Khati 
Bulindoor bos consented to share bis nsur|)ed authority with their leader, one Narayn Sing. Coina 
are, however, struck in the name of the Mahomedan chief alone. 

It is, nevertheless, reported, on the authority of several trustworthy native informants, that the 
Nawab's followers arc much dispirited, that nearly all those who arc natives of Rampore have returned 
to their homes, and that most of the iiiHueiitial inhabitants of Barcillv, Hindoo and Mahomedan, 
who are not too deeply compromised, have fled for shelter to the Nawab of Rampore. On the other 
hand, it is rtinionred that a force has been detached from Lucknow to assist Khan Bahadoor, and 
that it is this party wliich now eceitpies Shabjehanpore. 

After the action at Beharce, reported in the postcript to the last narrative, Colonel McCaoslaud 
considered it expedient at onct; to full back on llurdwarrce, in order to confront the main body of the 
rebels, who, under Fast Huk, were threatening the latter place from Sitargunge. 


Kumaom .Dirtaioa. 

Nothing has been received from this division. Lieutenant Qepp, dangcraualy wounded at 
Bfharee, has it is known since died of his wounds. 


Metrui Dm$ion. 

Dthra Dhoon, Sakarunpnre, Moz^ffernuppur^ Meernt, Bohmdokukmr, AUyyhmr. — ^Nothing has 
Wn received froni any of the districts of this divieioii, except from Bolundshuhur and AUyghor, and 
^ importance is from the former district. This states that on the 18th instant the 

r^ls opposite Anoopshahr comineDced erecting batteries on the river side; a few rounds, however, 
from our guns at Aiio<>|)shahr compelled them to desist. 
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Agra DivUioH. 

Muttra and Agra. — Vo matcriHl chaii(^c has taken place ia the slate af this division. From 
Muttra uo rqH>rtB of any kind have been received, and those from contain no itoias cif local 
intelligence. The t«ro districts aiH^ undisturbeil. The presence of the llqah of Piittinla’s troops 
in Dholcpo/e has been of senicc in suppressing disturbances in that stah^ on the Agra frontier. 

Mynpoorie, — The Commissioner, Mr. A. It. Cocks, re(H)rts that he visited, uii the 15th iustaiiti the 
large town of Shekoabad, and was reccivcMl with even* ontauni dcnionsirntioii of loyalty. The town 
was spontaneously illuminated at night in hotiotir oi' his arrival. 

£ytatL — The |K)sitiou of affairs in this district roiimius iniicii as bt^foiv. The ghauts ail along 
the river from lUinghat downwards, arc watched by the rclads, aud a very detailed account furnished 
by a spy stmt for the purixMc of ascertaiiiing their force, places it at about 0,500, with 5 guns, 
bmdfHi a supporting force of 301X1 men and d guns, at llndaon ; of these, 2,ri(K) are said to op|»osito 
lUnighat, with 3 gtuis; and 1,200, with 2 guns, at Kuclila ghaiiL. Oilier accounts go far to eunfirni 
this estimate, which is however probably ratln r lielow the truth. 

At KiiciJa ghaut tln^y have put up bsiiiboos Ui iiuiieate the ford, aud have crecitMl a sandbag 
bitilery, with erubnisures for 3 guns. On the Kith a few horscuncu aetuall) crossed at this ghaut, 

and burned a few Iiouhcs in a ucighboiiriiig \illage, but iiniiiediatrly ri'tonuMi t(» the op|;KMite bank, 

Mr. Oaniell, the joint Magistrate, is eiicaitiprd cUkhc to thin pliiee, iinil his prescnee with (XI or 70 
Irrc^giilar Horse, is s.tid greatly to have aluriinul it e rebels^ and to tia\e heeu sutHeii'iit to idteeL any 
attcinut at aggrCHsioii ; he is raising a small enirtmehnieiit op)>osite tiu* ghiiul. 

Furrurknhad. — No re|>ort h:M been reeeivetl froiti this ilmtriet oi‘an\ exenV of iiiipoitnnee, 

Etawah. — The state of this district reinaitiH untdning«‘d, the HOiithern jKirtion of it is still 

threatened by re.liols from (-alpiv, aud the pt^rguiiuaU of Oreyab in disturbed by the presence of 
insurgentH for the disper^ioll of wiiich tin' ioniteii force at. ibe (]i:^posul of the Magistrate is 

iiiiidc(|Hnte. 


AUahahad Divhhn. 


The Mate of this division will be apnarent from the remarks niid(*r the head of the separate 
clistriets : pliu'cd between the two strongholiU of the iii«iurgeiils in Oiule and Huiidli'Cinid, the |HMiec of 
the di\i-ion in iiaturally dependent on the niilitarv operations alrearJy nnderhikfui ; nor can miy 
comph'te pacification of the count rv be ctleeted until these are c*oinpleti*d.^ 

/Wahahiul. — Nothing ha-s ix'eiirred in thin ilistriet. 

Sffraon , — This outptist is still held by Mr. Maine with lot) Siliks, Lieutenant Nbiiidergiieth’s levy, 
and soim* matchlock men. He has been nunforeejl by anotln*r polic't* b*\y frr>iii ^Ihdiabad, and e\peeis 
to be able to hold liis piTsent positicni. No attack has been muchi upon him, nor is siieh a|tprehetided ; 
blit detateliiiu uts of tlie Nizam’s forces oeeupy various Mnall forls wdthni tlie Dude fronltrr, tin* chief 
of which are at Dclirayaii and ShutispoiN^ and, under cover of the pmteetioii thus iit)br<led, inueli 
injury has bmi done by Siiigram Sing and other daeoiis to tin* peaceable inhabitants on our sidt*. 
the IrordiT. 

Fuftrhpnrr, — Tinrge hodies of ndieU are now eolleeted on the- right bank of the .liimnu, from 
(lalpee downwards, throughout the ext<’Ut of this dtstruM. At C’lnnidpore they even crossed in small 
nuiuberN, headed by the outlaw Maharaj Sing, but n'tnrried to (lie opposite side after a brief stay, 
finding, Mr. Probyn believea, the piaiplc no longer willing to rm'-ist him. All the gliaiitM an', however, 
strongly orcupied, and at Chilhi Tara a formidable entreiiebnient has been thrown up. Some fear in 
entertuiiiecl for the safety of .lehainpabad, and arrangements for its proteelion an* under I'oiisiderntioii 
hv the military nudioritien. More iswaitly, however, Mr. IVotiyn mentions, in a demi-ollicial letter, 
that the enemy have been in some plmTs destroying their boats, — a fact whieb hcems hardly to iiidiculu 
aggrc-Hsive intentions. 

CVoi?/i/>ore.— Colonel Waljiole’s^ force crossed the (Jaiigi's an^l destroyed the fort of .lajaMihow iu 
Oude about the 19th iiiHtant. C^doiiel Maxwell, with the HHili, moved up jii suppfjrl to S|je4>rajpore. 
These operations, with those of (Vilonel Hojie (inint^s column {wliu'li has been oeenpied to ih** nortli 
of the Lucknow romi, and has destroyed Futtehjiore (’liowraHeej, have not only driven aw.iy the Nana 
from Ills old haunts, but sorurcol the aafe pa,s«age of the Agr.*i convoy, with which th^‘ enemy 'it parties, 
<»ecapyiiig the lower ghauts of the (laiigcH, might otherwise have intcrfeml. 

The N'ana has, it i*i believed, fled towards Kohilcund ; but siieh ddigent effijrts arc iii.n le t<ie4>ne,eal 
his uioieuieiit^, tiiat all our oflieers speak with hesiiation eoiieerning them. 

The difitriet h.i#* been tiatnrally iiiueh (raTepiilli/ed by tlie |ireseiu;e and iiiouMie’Ul % of the troopa, 
and is fnx* for the present from any jwsetnblage of rt*bels. 

Jhtnda , — This district is Mill in the hands of the relr’is, who arc reported to be in greater DlretigUi 
than ever. Narayu Itao of Kunce ha^» written to the MAgi«frateguf All diabad, n'jKirting that lie liaa 
appreheiidcfl some daix>iU, believed to be prisoners esc^aped from Allahabaci jail, and olTcring to ddiver 
tlu'in up. • * 

Hutneerjiore . — ^The reliek aleio in thiji district havi' largely imueftsed in mirnbcr, (liough it in not 
exactly known from what It liaa, however, licen ascertained that they have eoiiijMdled the 

Rajah of Chirkarce to Rurreuder all Iiia artillery e^nsiating of acveial pircca, nil of ariiall calibre, and 
tliat they have brought theae to Calpcc.

No oflioial report haa been received for the aceoiid time from this division ; the circumstances 
below iiaiTiitcd have, therefore, been derived from other sources. 

Brnares and Ghazeepore. — No intelligence of any kind has been received from these districts, 
wliich it is, however, known are profoundcdly tranquil. 

Mirzaptrre , — Nothing has been heard from this clistrict, or of what resulted from the roovements 
of the Magistrate after the mutineers at Jlrjeyghur repfjrted in the last narrative. 

Azimghur, — From Azimghnr the arrival of a wing of Her Majesty^s 18th Light Infantry, and 
of some Madras Kitles, under Major Cox, is re(K>rted. 

The Ohyaspore rebels have broken up, and those who were followers of Mahomed Hussaii 
have gone under his nephew (ilioian Ilimsuu to Akburpore; the Pulwars have gone to Mudhopershad, 
to a fort callc^l Kot Ilae-wise, wiierc he has been also joined by many of his clan from dur own 
jiergunnah of Tigra, in Jounp<irc. remainder, uadcT the leadership of one Satul Pershad, 

retreated rid AI unsfMjrgungo, it is not known with what ulterior object. 

('oloiiel llowcroft, witli 1000 (foorkbas and the Naval Drigade, were escorting boats up the 
(rogra, and on the 17tb attackc;d and destroyed the fort of ('liandcpore, Indonging to Madhopershad ; 
severnl guns were taken, and our loss was slight, iiicluditig auunig the w'ouuded one officer (Captain 
Weston,) severely. 

Jovnporc. — Tt is known tliat Colonel Franks* entire force erossed the frontier into Oude, on 
the 18th, and on the following day nttaeked the advanced guard of Mc hiidee Hussiin’s force, which 
was strongly entrenched to the number of 8(KK) (of wliom 2j5(K) were sepoys, chiefly the 71 st, 'Wth, 
and 20th liegimeiits), under nundeh Ilusstin Chuekledar; they were driven out of their 
|)OMition with eonsid(^rable loss, and pursued for several miles, when Meliudec lliissun’s force, wliieh 
was rcmiing iq) to join them, was also intercepted and put to flight. Our casualties were very 
Iritliiig, and six guns were capitired from the enemy. 


Gortickpore Dtvmott, 

No cvf‘nt of very Htrikitig iiiiportaiiee has oeeiirred in this division ; the Malinnijah’H lieud- 
fpinrters reached llerarec' gbant, op|)osite 'raiulah, on thf‘ lHtl», and were to have crossed the following 
morning, but were detained by the ahsromliiig of the lioutinen. A body of l^lOt) sepoys ami one 
gun are said to iiave eross(»<l from Ajoodhya to reinforee the (joiidaU ilajah, wdio was still at 
Nawahguiige witli about riOOO men ; the (ioorkha llrigude at Ihdwe ghaut has entrenehed itself. 

At Fyxalind, tin? lute Naxim of (loruekporc is under duress at^the hands of the innliueers, who 
had formed part of his nnny, in order to extort payment of their arrears. Man Sing has retired to 
Siiahguiig(*, and Koer Sing’s nephew, with the 2(K)0 men wdio have followed his fortunes, has gone 
to oppost! the .Maharajah at Taiidu. 

A siugidur rumour bus prevailed in the neigblKUirhood of effect that a force 

oC (jioorklias headed by Mr. Ow(ui, Iat<' extra assistant, bad descended from the bills, and had 
defeated with great loss tlu^ Uajahs of ToOtsee|K>re and Hhiiida ; so positively was this fact asserted, 
that Mr. Wingfiedd was inelined at first to believe that it was erroneous only in respeet to Mr. Owen’s 
name, as that officer was ou leave at Caleutta, and he believed that some of Captain Ileorsoy’s party 
of refugees had raised armed men at Nepal and dcMecmlcd into tlic* plains, hut a.H the survivors 
of this party are now known to have escaped to Kmiinoii, the story appears utterly without 
foiiiulatioii. It has however had mueli effect in eouiitcractiug the exertions of the rebel Uajah of 
Uondnli to raise the eountry against us.

Geucral Hose, after detaohinp: parties to destrov small forts 
and clear the districts of the rebels, marched on the 9th to Crurrakoti^ and, arriving before it the 
following day, opened 'fire upon the fort. This place*, uhieh is of immense strength, the enemy 
abandoned during the night, and our troops took possession on the 11th. 

Major Western has re-established his polia* and iTveime station, and made arrangements for 
defending them bv tlic co-operation of the officers and men of the (Customs’ line, 

Dmnoh .^ — Xliis district is still in the hands of the Piiunah Hajah, uho has made no 
official rc{)ort8. 

Nayode* — The prisoners captured by the RewaU troops eudeiivoiired to eftVet their esca[H!, and 
ill the tncl^* one of the principal Hewah cliioflains was woiinded. The Political Agent took 
advantage of the excitement occasioned by this omirrencc to dcmaml the hurn*ndi r of the jiriticipal 
prisoners, regarding which tlion*. had been previously sonic demur. 11 is request was complied with, 
and 105 of the leaders of the rebellion wen* scut to tlic hend-cpiurtcrs of the column on the Jnbbul- 
pore road ; seven osemped by the way, htit they were fortniiateiy of leas iiii|K>rtanco tlian the rest, wlio 
were all siiinniarily puiiiHlied by sentence of a military com mission. 

Jubbulpore. — General \Vliitl(K;k’s advanced cohmiii Iihs all rc.icbcd «]iiblnilj[K)rc. The other 
portion of his force was not expectod for some wec*ks. 

On the 7th February a large body of lebcla uttucked the detaeliincnt of the Isuguorc Irregular 
Force, and 28ih Miuiras Native infantry at Shumabad, but were entireJy repuNed with considerable 
loss. The cavalry of the detachment was uiiforiiinntely idiscnt, and could not get back in time to 
overtake the fugitives. 

Geiienil Whitlock was to have left Jubbulporc for Rewah in a fi^w days after the date of the 
t^ommissioucr’s letter. 

Mmdlalt , — The Deputy-C'onimissioncr is still loudly calling for uiilitury aid ; hut licyoud the 
passage of the 33rd Madnis Native Infantry thiough his district, it is at present impossible to 
afford it.

Merntl Divition, 

Dehra Dhoon, Saharmpore^ Moznffernfmgur^ Meerut^ Bobtftffnhahar, AUyghir, — • Nothing has 
been receiv ed from any of the six districts of this division. 


Hokilruftd DitHnion. 

The intelligence received from this division is of no politic^il iuqHiriaiice and reflates c'hicflv to the 
share taken in the insurrection by pemons of minor de gree. It liaa bcc'ii said that the Nana has fled 
into this province, but no ceitain information has been obtaincri as to his movements The 
amount and d^mition of tbc rebel forces has not, it is Wlieved, undergone any material clmnge 
since the last report. 

Ku$ndon JJivution. 

Two refugees from Bohilctmd, Mr. and Mrs. Ilrcinner, with their children, have escaped to 
Nnytiee Tal. The force underColonel McCsuslsiid remains at lluldwitnec, and FaxI fluk and his rebel 
column are still at Sitargnnge. Captain Hearsev, who has reached Nsynbe Tal, reports that 
Mr. Brand and the Seijeant*luajor (whose name is llodgcrs) were too weak from illness to continue 
their journey, and had returned to tbc eastward. ^ , 



Agra Division. 


Eytah , — So far asi can lie ascertained . the rebel forcM;;s at the gliauts have rather dccreascdi aomo 
liave certainly been withdrawn towards Bareilly^ but at Saheswar reinforceinenta are said to have 
arrived. On the 23rd, one Uiin 'Bahadoor, a notorious reliel, with 50 men, crossed the Gauges and 
burnt a village near Soraon; our levies behaved ill: at Kuchla ghaut entrenchments are being tjirown 
lip on either side ; the rebcU have apparently got one or two additional sinall guns. 

Furruckubad . — On the 24tli of Ftdiruary, a Tliaiinuh established between the Ganges wd 
liamgunga, at Imratporc, bad been driven in by a party of rebels, who crossed the latter river 
with that object ; some lives are believed to have been lost. 

Affra, Muttra, Mynpoorit, and Etawah , — Nothing of importance has been n;j[)ortcd from these 
districts. 


Allahabad Division. 

There is nothing to add to the remarks in the last narrative in the state of this division, whicli 
remains without change. 

Allahabad and Soraou . — Tliese districts CHintinue trancpiil internally, but still suft'er from the 
incursions of dacoits from Oiide. On one occasion, carts conveying timber for the new barracks at 
Alhihabnd were attacked, burned, and several of the drivers and guard killed or wounded by a party 
of Siingram Sing's men within three miles of Soraon. 

Futtvhporv . — This distrii 1 has not been materially disturbed during the past week, though the 
rebels at tiie gbaiits on the right bank of the thimna are in much force. 

Cuwnporr. - ('olonol MuKuelTs force (eonsi»ting of Her Majesty’s HHtli Foot and Police Horse* j 
has been n‘inror4‘ed liy a wing of Her Majesty’s 32nd and tlieTewana Horse; some rebels crossed the 
lliinieorpore gliaiil on the and burned the \illage of Burriapal, but have not advnnecd further. 

Ihmda and 1 1 nnwrrpmr . Tlicse (li^triet^ are still in the rebeds' hands, but nunours of 
Sir II. Rose’s approa<‘li from the south arc very prevalent among them; tlu*y are therefore 
eoneentratiiig in eonsiilerable striuigth, and have eutreiieheil t!i(‘mselM‘s near (’alpec. Tliey are said 
to procure sulphur from Mir/.ajmre; an eiujuirv has been instituted as to the truth of this assertion. 
It docs not (piiti) appear on wliat terms the ('liirkuree Rajah has been forced to make peace with 
the rebels; be lias certainly, liowruu*, surrendered sonuMif bis guns. « 

Tantia Topei* and the Ihila Rao, tin* Nana's lirotlier, arc the leading men among the Calpoc 
robids; their torces are heeoiniug very niuiu*rous, but inado up of very heterogeneous materials. 


Renarvs Division. 

The narrative from this division for the week under review calls for no remark. The state of each 
district is given in detail below, 'flu! collections of revmiiie will betoiiiid in the margin.* 

Jirnarvit and iihasvvpOTv , — Nothing has occurred calling for re|>ort in these two districts. 

Mirznfiorr. — Tlu* Magistrate Ibuiul no organized enemy on his (*\pedition towards Bejeyghur; gangs 
of dueoits, however, ehii tly (Miuiidel U:ypoot8, plunder the country, and tliese must he syfiiemutically 
hunted down as soon a.H arraiigcmentK can be made for that purporse. 

Aziniyhar.— \ \\ conseipicncc of the oilieiatiiig Magistrate's ahsenee from the station with 
Maji»r (^)x’s eoltimu, no reports have been received ; it is known, however, that no e\ent of 
iuiportanee has taken place. 

Jounporv . — (Vdonel Franks* (Htlumn has been altogether absent during the wet'k in Onde, and 
its operations no longm* come within the seopi* of this narrative. Mr. Lind, the (’olleetor, has been 
iietive in furnialiiiig this force with carriage and supplies. 


Goruckjmre Divhion . 


Three regiments of mutinous sepoys having extorted arrears of pay, amounting to upwards of a 
lac of rupet's from Mahomed llt^ssun, cx-Naznn of Uonickporc, cnissed the nver and joined the 
Gonduh Rajah; with this ivinhweement he oecupiea the entivnehmout at Bilwa, which had been 
thrown up by the advanced iioorkha Rrigade, and abandoned by them under cireunistanccs which 
have led to a separate eorrespondeuee : 3(K)0 maniuls of gniiii fell into tlie insurgents' hands. On 
the 23rd, the Yeomanry (’malry nrriveil at Aniarha, to winch place (\doiiel Roweroft’s force will 
prohably move after being reinforced by the Burruk (ioorkhu Regiment from (toniekpore. The enemy 
will then 1 k^ attaeked, if military eonsiderations pt^nnit, in their own entrenclimeiiis, which they still 
hold, though the bulk of tlteir force has returned to Nawah Sing. 

On the 2r>th, Mr. Brercton, the active and intelligent Magistrate of the district, died, after a brief 
illness, Mr. Wingfield at first entertained suspicions of poison, but rvontually the cahse of his death 
was declared to be uudouhtcdly “ purpurcc.*’ llis lo8s is particularly to be deplored, at the present 
eonjuuclurc.

— Tlic head-quarter# of the force umJer Hrigiuiier (Joke remain at lUxirketsl No 
attempts Imre been made by the enemy to croHn, Mr.^^hakcapear, the Magiatrate of Uijiiour, in u 
rc}>ort which will he mtire fully iitiliecd below, mentions that be, in company with the Brigadier, 
fonicd the river on horsi'baek below Kiirukhiil to rcourinoitre. They found the country quite clear, 
and heard the rebels had fallen hack. Advantage has hf*eii taken of the pn.'Hcnee of the tniopa to 
disarm the distric*t, and assistance haW been otferwt for the same purpose to the .Moguitruto of Mosuf- 
femiiggur. 

Sfozt^ermiffffiir . — No news from this place* 

Meerut, — CJoloncl Fenny's brigade is believed to have marched from Meerut towarda AUyglmr. 
The district itself is undisturbed. 

UohindMhuhur, — Private letters have been received from Mr. Sapte, the .Afagistratc, up to the 8tb 
of March. Everything was perfectly quiet at that date. The ghmit.s of the (lunges are still watched 
by the eueiny. 

Allffghur.-^ kWy^m itself is quiet, bu(|||tlie ghauts north ofel'^ytah are threatened. Parties have 
crossed and committed depredations. 


Rohilrund IMrision, • 

No new facts of much importance have transpired regarding the movements of tim rebeb* Tho 
report from the Magistrate of Btjnour, to which aJlnsion has licen already made, describee the rel)els 
of his own district aa much disheartened, and their forces as far from fonni<lable. They have only 
three large b^ies of men, which are as follows, via : --about «*UKK) undisciplined troops, with*d guns, 
imder SweeooUah Khan, a nephew of the Kawab of that ribuw, are at NujeehabaiL The fort of 
Pathurgfaur, in the same neighbonrhood, is aliKi held by a small garrison, and fomiahed with six guns. 
A second force under another nephew (Afamedoolla Khan, who was, at the ontbreak, our Tehse^ar 
of Nigcehabad) ia at Naghel ghant ; it consists of 2000 mm and a few guns, and is intended Ui keep in 
ehedi a detachiimit of eswaby and home artilleiy, which Brigadier Coke has posted st T^iodianah, cm 
the right bank. Besides thfse two assemblages, an iadbpendent collection, sybout irgX) strong, with

Tills account tallies with iiiibrmation derived from otiicr sources, and it is believed the only other 
force^i the rclieU po.-jMcss in the Bijnonr district aiv u few detached parties placed ora* the, couiitiy for 
police purposes. . 

From the Nawah of Rain pore, recent inteliigenee has not been received ; it has, however, boon 
tliuiiglit advlKnble to detain iu (*a1eutta Melmdie Ali Khan, a kinsman and rival claimant to his throne, 
jnst arrived from Kngland, whose presruieeat iiainpoi*c would have been dangerous at this crisis. 

Klinn iJalnidoor lias issued u proelaiiiution referring to tlic coll formerly made upon the* Hindoos 
to unite in expelling the British. To the present paper u lithographed list is npj^nded puriKirtiiig to 
give the names of many peraons, both Hindoo and Mutiornedan, who had given in their adhesion in 
consequence. The roll cmbrnces many ])cr«ous who are believed to l>c perfectly loyal, and there can 
he little doiilit the measure is a dtjviee to cotiiproiiiiHC influential men, and so to secure thi*lr asnis, 
taiice. All well-disposed'* ik'ikoiis (it is said in the proclamation) are exhorted to imitate the 
example of those whose names an? cited, and to shew, their adhesion to the rebel cunsc by their acts. 

A rupee, struck by Klcni Baliadoor, Inw been aUo tnmsmitfccd to (foVonirnent ; the obverse is a 
inere copy of Sliali Alum’s and of tlie C'oiiipauy's old Fiirniefcabad inipee ; tlie reverse reads "the 
73rd year of the auspieiems reign, stnu k at llareilly, 1.27 k** It is not clear to what reign the first 
date can allude, as Shah Alum itseended tlu* tUroiu* iu 1759, A.p. 

The chief for<*(! of the inaiirgmits iqqx'ars to be* concentrated in the Hudaoii and Bareilly districts. 
The ghauts in tlu! former are strongly guarded, and the rebels have even ventured on aggressive opei’a- 
lioiiH of a Momewhfit serious cliaracter. Wiillee Dad Khun, of Maliighur, his sons, Sumuiul Kliaii, 
fatlicr-in-law of the late Nawab of Tbujjur, Mohsari Ali Khati, Ahnu*d Var Khan, are tin* leaders 
iu this quarter. 1hvo of the Delhi Shahzadas, Mirza Koehak and Mir/a Feroze, are also said to be 
with them. They are siipposeil to leave in all about .50(K) or (5000 men, and six or eight guns at (be 
ghauts n^ar Kbargunge, and have given out (bat they intend crossing siniultaneously in three columns 
by tin* Ktielda, IViekpooree and Soorujpore ghauts. 

At Ihidaoii, and Sbahjeluiiipore, the rel>cl8 are also believed to bo in some force. 

There is little doubt som<* troops have arrived from Jiiiekiiovv to their assistance. Of the actual force 
at Bareilly, no reliable iiifonnatiou lias been received. Fazl link is now at Buheree. 

• The lSana, aftiT moving about on the frontiers of Oude and lloliileuiid, is now believed to have 
proceeded to Sniijelinnporc route to liaieilly. 


Ktftnaofi Divl'tiou. 

On the 3rd, tin* Commissioner having heard that Kidi Khan had detached 80 nu‘n to Sitargunge 
(from Ihilieree) to eolleet the revenue of a neighi)onriiig loval village, seuf a party about 200 stitnig 
agiiinst tliejn, under (’aptain Ihmgh, ami iu*compiiiiud by Mr. C. (’armieliael, C.S. They ivnehcd 
Sitnrgnnge "at 0 a.m. on the morning of the Bli, b.iving murelied tweiity-tive miles (on elephants) 
during the night. The rebels took n fuge in a strong walled building, formerly the (lovernmenr. 
tebseel, but Captain Baugh blew open tlie gate wiili a inouutaiii bovvilzer, and stormed the plaep 
with tlie loss of only oiu* (iourkha wounded. flNoneof the rebels escaped, except n few vvliobad gone 
to a lu'ighlmuring village the previous night. 

The police levir.s are now <jl0 Nirong. 


Affra Ihr'mon, 

The actual state of (bis div ision is not iniieli altered, but it is still threatened to the north, and . 
latterly also to tlio east hy tlu' Calpee rebels. 

Muttra , — This district is quiet, 'fhe (Commissioner hopes the bulk of the revenue balances will 
be short ly realized. 

Agra. - I’his ilistim t is r.lso tranip.iil. The intt’niul disturbanee.s in Dliolepore, which at one 
time iniglit have unsettled the border, have been eomposi'd by the aid of the Fultiala Contingent ; 
but a body of the disnlfeeted Diifli poir subjeets are^^aid to have gone olF to joia^ the Calpeo 
iusurgents. 

Mgujpoorif, -\\\ this iHstriet trauqnilTity is rapidly returning, and the nwenue is coming in 
freely. • 

Etairnh, — 1'h<* southern part of this distrh't was at the latest advice seriously threatened by the 
rebels on the right bank of the .lunm v. It is not believed they had actually crossed, but ai*c said to 
be assembled at the ghauts iu great f<»rcc. They are said to include 2,.%(K) sepoys of the Gwalior 
i^ontiiigcut, 300 of the 32ii<l and lOO of the i2ud Tsiltive Infantry, and about 300 of variA>iis 
regime^uts, of whom ail are well found and iinned; a iKvrCiou of the laagariiie ofvtbe Gwalior 
('oiitingeiit having been left at (’alpee. Almut KKX) Rolulbs from MuudUorc, witJi the SlialumdaU 
from that place, are also deacrilied as foniiitig part of the force. Thctr guns arc Ixdicved to be 12 in 
untulmr (beridcs wall pieces, ^il^), of which 0 arc O-jjortnders, the others heavy gvins, 

Furrurkubari, — The Magistrate of Furruckabad complains that the Mahomedan population of that 
town exhibit much diMtlfc(*tion, and awv in commiwiieution with the Uohilouud rebels. With 
large hostile force w bvoh at present tbn^tfflis the frontier, such excitement inus|t naturally be 
expected. Since the attack on the tlianiiali at Imratporc, rpjmrtodrin the last narrative, no fresh 
iueursio.iSi buve l>oen iniidc upon the lower |)orHon of this district, a result Which the ('Commissioner 
nltributi\N to the protupi puniNliniont of tlic zemindars, who were active on that occasion iu inviting 
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the rebel* to cross. The country to the west of Forraoksbed has not^ however, been so fortunste. 
The Istse and important town of Rumpil was plundered on the 6th by a body of horsemen, who 
returned immediately with their booty ; they erassed at Soorujpore ghaut 

JSyloA. — Some Aheers are also plundering in the Eytah district: but the Magiatrate is not yet 
strong enongh to deal with them.

Alldkahad Dwimom. 

Cawt^jHfre . — ^The gbauts od the Ganges have not been re •occupied by the rebels since the 
operations reported Inst week. On the Jumna side, however^ the accumulation of rolnfls in the 
Ohatumpore perguunoh induced his Excellency the f^mimander-iii-riiicf to detach against them 
Her Majesty's Wth and 32nd Regimenta^ under ('olouol Maxwelli of the former cor]|M. Tliis 
measure hacf the effect of driving the insurgents back across the river ; but the force has since been 
recalled for other purposes^ and has been relieved by Cap^n Berry's Sikh Polioe BattalioUp with 
some of the Tewanah Horse. 

jFW/eAporea — In consequence of the presence of the rebels abovemontiouedp it was oonsidered 
advisable to detach towards the north-west angle of this district a party of Her Majesty's Slat 
under Colonel Christie. On their arrival, upon the 6th March, they found the rebels had rocrossod 
but they wqre visible in large nunilicni on the op|K)sitc hank, and some firing took placep whiol 
resulted in a loss of one killed and three wounded on our side. 

Allahabad and Saraon. — Nothing has occiured in these districts. 

Banda and IIumeerpore.^T^o intelligence has been received from either of these places. 


Benares Division, 

Benares and Ghazeepore. — All perfectly quiet in these districts, ('olh^ctioiis, rupees 11,043 13 0 
and rupees 14,098 10, rcsjKvtively. 

Mirsapore. — No nqiort from this place, the Magistrate lieiiig still out in the southern pcrgiiiiuahs; 
but it is believed to lie quiet. 

Jounpore, — The Miirriahoo iiergunnali is somewhat disturbed ; but Mr. Jenkinson is proceeding 
with a small force in that ilifeetioti, to bring it into order. 

Asirnghur. — The ncighiKiurhood of the GiKirkha force had, in the early part of the week, still an 
effect iq this district; the turbulent Pulwars and others either dispersed to their homes or remained 
hiding in the jungles. Major Cox's column, therefore, expericnecif no op|)osition, but had fh^stroyed, 
as for os time |wrmitted, the very strong fort of IHgrn, bfdorigitig to llajah IVitheepnl Sing Kiiiiteria, 
which was found evacuated. This place was actually in Oiide, but it was a standing iiienacc to the 
Azinighur frontier. More lately, the advance of llurkishun's rola?! eoliinin to Taiidah has encouraged 
the rebels to collect again. The Kajkixnuars had conijicllcd the police of two frontier tlianuahs to 
' withdraw, and the post at Pltool])ore has lanm driven in, and one jemadar curried off a prisoner. 

The weekly collections have amounted to ru|)ccs 22,150 8 11. 


Gomckpore Division, 

This division has been, during the past week, the scene of inqiortant cve^nts. No sooner had the 
enemy ascertaiiu*d that the Goorkha force would pass Fyzabad, on the march to Lucknow, without 
aitadting it, than preparations were commenced by them for an invasion of Goriickporc. A forr^c of 
some 2000 men, and lIurkiHhun, the nephew of Rajah Kocr Sing, marched towards Tandah, to cross 
the Uogra near that place, while the seiioys at Fyzabad, having \ycen paid their arrears hy Mahomed 
Httssun, crossed the river to reinforce the Gondah Ilajab. A smaller body, composed of the men of 
some If^r talookdars, threatened the northern frontier of the district between the Gogrs and the 
Tcraic. 

On the 2ad, Colonel Rowcrofl therefore moved towards the Bilwa entrenchment, where tho main 
body of tho enemy were posted ; but found it ay strong and held in such force, that he considered it 
inexpedient to attack, and after an almost hanniess caiiiionadct he retired to Amorim. 

Emboldened by bis i*etrograde movement, the enemy advanced out of their cntrenehinents on the 
night of the 4th, and at 8 a.m. of tlie Sth, were met by C'olonel Roweroft, when an obstiiiatf* engage* 
ment ensued. 

The overwhelming numbers of the rebels enabled them almost to encircle the inferior force 
opposed to them, and the nature of the ground afforded them excellent cover. Nevertheless, a^r 
some hours fighting, they were totally repulsed^ and pursued to within a mile of Helwa. The Yeomanry 
Cavalry did excellent service, and maae several most effective charges during the day. CoUnel 
Roweroft icportf the rebels to have numbered nearly 1.6,(X)0, of whom UHH) were remhr srmoys, 
comprising w 1st, 53rd, and 56th regiments of Native Infantry (the Cawn|)ore Brigade), and the 
5th regiment Gwalior Contingent : these battalions had been lecruiU^ to a strength of 5(X) or 600 
eachy the other sepoys belonged to Oude Irregular Coriis or detachments of broken regiments. The 
rest of the force consisted of Oornckpore rebels, and tlie contingents of the Bs||abs of (kmdali, Bands, 
Akowra Chnrda, Naiipars, Ootrowla, and other talookdars of Gondali and Bamitcb* 

The loss of the enemy was certainly not less than 400 or 500, and of 9 guns they brought into 
the field, 7 were taken. The result of these operations has been to disoonoert the enemy's plan of 
invasion. *

Tlic Tanda force hat indeed thown itself on the frontiers of the district, bat has not yet rentured 
to attempt any serious operation : the party to the north hare been kept in check hy the followers of 
the IlariHCc Rajah. 

The remnants of the discomfited army, howerer, still hold the Belwa entrenebmanta where they 
have several guns, and there is no doubt that had they succeeded in evading or defeating Colonel 
Ilowcroft, they had many adherents in the northern i>ergunnah who were prepared tq rise in their 
favour. 

The collections during the past week have amounted to rupees 93,800* 


Jubbulpore DivUicn. 

The ofiicial inteiligence from this division does not reach beyond the 1st of March, and is of no 
very prominemt importance; the details a|e given below. 

Saugor . — The fugitives from (iurrakota were overtaken at Bcirah, ou the road to Sabghar by a 
small column under Captain llarc, Hyderabad Contingent. Nearly 100 were cut up and as many 
taken prisoners; among them were many sepoys of the 31st, 32nd, 42nd, and 70th regiments. Sir 
Hugh Kose has taken the fort of Murorcc, killing 150 of the enemy. Sir li. Bose and C^tain 
Pinkney had each a horse shot under them. 

Thmohs — (rcncral Whitlock was moving upon this place en route for Saugor, and is believed to 
have readied it. 

Jubhulpore . — Detached parties of the rebels expelled from Gurrakota, are posted between Dumoh 
nnd Jublmlporc; one at a rather strong fort named Miirdanghur near Kaiporc. 

Mundla . — The (Commissioner of Nagpurc has promised assistance to the Deputy Commissioner ; 
nothing else of im|)ortnncc has occurred. 

Svonev, Nuntingporv, Hoahungabail, and BuitooL — ^These four districts arc j>crfcctly tranquil. 


JhauMi Sub Dirieion. 

Chamlvyrvf^ Jhanai^ Jaloun . — Nothing has been heard from the three districts of this sub^^division. 


Poaiacripi to the Narrative of March 7* 

Saugor , — ^Tbe divisional narrative of ttie Commissioner of Jubbulpore for the week closing the 
7th March, has been received since the body of the above narrative was W'rittou. It mentions that 
Sir Hugh Rosc’k force hud left Saugor ou tlic 27th ultimo and inarched towards Shabgbur, ca|>tttriiig 
the fort of llarrodia by the way, Kxc^ept the Malthonc perguiinah, the Saugor district was quiet. 

Dumoh . — Dumoh was rc*occu|)ied bj^he British Ibrces under (icneral Whitlock ou the 4th. 
The public buildings nnd records had bem utterly destroyed. General Whitlock had gone on to 
Saugor with a small detachment, and another had followed him in the same direction. Another party 
had been sent towards Jubbulpore to escort in treasure, aud to clear the road, which was infested 
with rebels. The body of the column meanwhile was halted at Dumoh. Several bodies of rebels 
still held various posts in the district, but the thaunabs and tehscels had been rc*cstablished. 

Jubbuljuore , — A body of G(X) rebels, aided by thirty of the 52nd Native Infantry, had taken up 
u post on the Dumoh rood at Singrampoa\ Another {mrty was at Mugbowlic. 

On the 2ud, near Lahore, a party (thirty-five strong, with two Buropean oflSeers) of the 60th 
Madras Native Infantrv, routed 5(X) rebels wllio bad plundered the villap of Bakravada. Cajitain 
Tripe, who commanded, reports that the enemy suffcrcil a loss considerably exceeding the strength 
of his own detachment; the only casualty ou our side was one officer, Lieujtenant Walters, severdy 
wounded (thigh broken). 

Captain Broome, with a detachment of the 28th Madras Native Infantnr and Nagpore Bifles, 
twenty sowars, and two guns, proceeded on the 28th February from Suleemai^ against Bhulgaon, 
the rebel Bajah of whieii place was strongly fortifying his house. This post and some neighbouring 
defences were thoroughly destroyed, and some prisoners taken. 

Besides the above events, nothing has occurred deserving of notice in the Jubbulpore division.

Tin* i^neral peoett of 
the divisiott lias not been disturbed, (.’ollections of revenue are not<Ml under the licacls of thu respec- 
tive districts to which they belong. 

Defara Dhoou. — Dehra Dhooii remains perfectly tranquil. 

Seharunpore and Mozuffemuggnr.—1\wi disarming i>f these districts is lM*iug gmiluolly carried 
Into effect. The revenue coUectum for Sehanuumrc for tho first week in Msroh was rupees (1,01 1, 
and the only outstanding bRlnnecs, nipes 51,5.57. The collections in Mosuffernuggur for the same 
period amounted to rupees 15,.500 4. 

ilfetri/f,— (Jcncral Penny’s force marched on the (Jth towards Kasgunge. It consisted of ultout 
1200 men of all arms. 

The bridge of boats at (furhmuktescr has been restpriul, an the trafiic with Bohilcund is alre,ady 
beginning to require this aceoromodntion. 

Botundehuhar and Atlyghnr.~—’t\u: balances of the llolundsbnhur distriot have been noariy J[ell 
collected. 


JtohUeund Divieion* 

Nothing at importance boa lieen reported from this division during the i>nat week. As far as can 
be ascertmned, the rebels are cxpectiitg to be attacked, and much disheartened at the events elsewhere 
occurring around them. 


Kumaon Dimeion. 

Since the affair at Si&ugongc, reported in the postscript to the lest narrative, uo events of impor- 
taaoe appear to have occurrea in this division. 

Agra Divieion,

1^ general condirion of this division temsined unchanged up to the close of the week under 
review. There are still oolleetions of rebris on the Intnks both of the Jumna and the OangM, and, 
aa will he perimiv^ hy the detailed aocounta below, they have jarpetrated some slight mischidT. 

JAiffre.— Tto mstriet Temaina peribetly quiet, and the outatandiog balances are being rapidly 
colbctod. 

Agra. — Conndenible portions of this district arc yet in an nusettled state. The pergutinah of 
Jajneer whieh was throndiont greatlr exposed to tlie incursions of mutineers and^ rebels, has not yet 
b fiffl fi^ly reduced to snnidssiosi. fn some parts of Pergunnak Ferosabad, the inhabitants, though 
not openly committ^ by active violence, still continue in armed defiance of British antliority. 

In the pergnnnah of Bar Pinuahnt an outrage has taken place of a very serious nature. The 
xemindan of one shue of this township were at enmity with the purchaser of snother share; who has 
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remained loyal to Government. They have for some time been in rel>cUion and fugitive onflawa, but 
have recently threatened to return force and take vengeance on their co-aharer. On the 6th, 
iiaving joined their forces with those of one Ounga Sing, a notorious daooit, they attacked the town 
of Hah with some lODO men. The zemindar with the tehseeldar and thannadar, the police, and other 
Government officials, sought to defend themselves in the tchseel buildings. They had with them 
some men lent as guards by the Rajah of Bhudourea, against whom there are some ouspicions of 
secret connivance with the leader of the rebel party and of correspondence with his kinsman the rebel 
Rajah of Gondah in Oude ; at any rate his men do not appear to have made a very strenuous 
resistance, and some accounts even represent them to have aided the assailants, who having eifected 
an entrance into the tehscci, either by force or treachery, overpowered and murdered all the defenders, 
the zemindar, his family, the tehseeldar, thannadar, and most of the other police and Government 
officials. 

Brigadier Showers at otia; started from Agra with a column to restore order and punish the 
rebels, m Iio however evacuated Bah before his arrival at that place, and were pursued by him to 
the bauks of the Cliumbul. 

In tills district, on the May and June kists, a balance of rupees 30,535 8 3, and on the 
November and December kists a balance of rupees 2()i),14'Ji still remain to be realized. 

J/yn/ioonV.-^ThiM district is tranquil ; the notorious dacoit Guiign Sing, who, as noticed above, 
lias been concerned in the attack on Bah Pinnakut, is held in great circiui in this district. The 
(yommissioncr therefore proposes a reward of 5000 rupees for his apprehension. The 3rd European 
liegimeut, (about 850 strong) with two field guns and 150 horse, moved to Bewar and thence to 
Kiawah. The column is under the conimand of Colonel RicUlcII. 

Purrucknbud . — The town of Kuinpil was again attacked by a party from across the river towards 
the close of the week under review. The Thannah Police were driven in and some plundering took 
place, but no loss of life on either side occurred, and the rebels eventually retired. The ghauts 
arc still watched by the rebels. 

Near Furruekabad itsedf the country is quiet ; the barracks rapidly rising ; traffic on the Grand 
Trunk Hoad is increasing daily ; and revenue is Vicing colhM'tcd with some regularity. 

Jitaivah . — The rebels still hold Oreyah and the neighbouring country, and the dacoit leaders 
who are with them arc doing much mischief, and arc acting with some degree of concert under 
orders from the Nana’s brother, an agent in Hitiidlecund. 

The CnlpcG rebels, tbongli their numbers are undoubtedly formidable, do not seem to have 
much lieart for aggressive movements. 

Mr. Iliune however considers it unwise at present to collect the revenue, except to meet 
current requirements, lest any accumulation of treasure should act as a bait to the enemy. 

The Uujah of lioowao having been detected in a treasonable correspondence poisoned himself on 
the (ith instant. liis relatives have threatened the life of the tehseeldar, tlirough whom his guilt 
was discovered. 

Eytah , — The rebels have made several demonstrations at various ghauts in this district, and at 
Kuchla ghaut crossed and drove back on the 11th the 150 Jftt Home who were watching their 
movements. In the skirmish the enemy lost seven killed, and Captain Murray, one trooper killed, 
and hts Adjutant, Lieutenant Hciincsey, severely wounded hy sabre-cuts on the arm. 

The otieiny, however, though very strong in nuiiilicm, made no advance, and Captain Murray 
contiiuied to liaiig on their flanks, and subsequently retired on Khosguiigc. The rebels then 
attacked the village? of Oorhee, but wore unable to overcome the resistance of Dara Sing, the loyal 
zeinindur of that place, and at nightfall they retired, leaving several dead on the ground, to bury 
whom they re-crossed the following day, but did no furtlier mischief. 


Allahabad Diriaion, 

The events in this division call for no general remarks. The state of each district is reported 
below. The revenue oalicctions for the week arc given in the margin.* 

Allahabad and Soraon . — The Nazim’s forces have received some addition of late, but bia 
position is otherwise unaltered. At the village of BandA, near Gopcegunge, the police were resisted 
and repulsed in the execution of their duty by a Imdv of armed men. It has been consider^ 
advisable since to strengtlien the {lost at Gopcegunge by a detachment (two companies) of Her 
Miyesty’s 64th Foot. ^ 

F)$itehpore. — ^I'hc gathering on the right bank of the Jumna, especially about Chillarara ghaut, 
was so iiumcroua and threatening that it has been deemed advisable to scud on the remainder of 
Her Miyesty^s SClth Kepment and two guns. 

The ghauts of the Ganges have been once or twice threatened daring the past week, but the 
rebels, who are believed to be the followers of one or two fugitive Oude chieftains, endeavouring to 
escape on every occasion, retired after showring themselves for a brief period only on the -banks 
of the river. 

On the Jumna side of the district Captain Berry’s regiment of Sikh Fidioe has replaced Colonel 
Maxwell’s oolnmii, which was required in Oude, bat towarda the dose of the week the enemy at 
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Hameerpore ghaut were in auch force, that Captain Berry thouf^t it adviaaUe to fall baek f|om 
Akborpcm on Luchendee. The rebeli, however^ aeem to be acting only on the defeoaive^ willi the 
exception of a party in the Oreyah pergunnah of the Btavah cUatri^ whoao inovementa are watched 
by the Tewanan Horae. 

T3ie Tehaeefdar of Saib Salempore waa forcibly oppoacd in endeavouring to reinatate an ouated 
acmindar. Three of hia followers were wounded, and four of the opposite party killed. 

Bamda and Humeerporff , — ^Tbo troops of the Banda Newab and of ISarayn Rao of Kirweo are 
aaid to be acting in concert against the troops of tlic Adgiglnir llanec. 


Bfnarei Dtrmoa. 

Except on the northern frontier of Asiinghur it can scar(*ely bo said that any excitement exists in 
this division. The weekly eollectiona of revenue are noted in the margin.'*^ 

Benares, G/tazeepore, and Mirsapore , — A few small bands of pluiidercra disturb the wild hill 
country south of Mirsapore, but for this theae three districts might be called perfectly traiiqhil. 

Azimghur . — The turbulent Rajpoots who had attacked the |)ergunnalis of Oorkil and Kumbho}K>re, 
retired on the approach of Major Cox^s small column. Emboldened^ however, l>y the presence of a 
largo body of rebels at Tanda, they have again entered those places in still larger ftire(\ driving out 
the police. Major Cox’s party consisting of one wing, Her Maicsty’s 1!lth, detail Madras Rifles 
(60 men), and two guns, under 11. Ross, Esq., C.S., has been onfered to (lonickpore. A wing of 
Her Majesty's 37th from (Ihazccporc will take their place; and a wing of Her Majest;^’s 35tli from 
Uinapoix; will come up for the protection of (lliaseepore; and in addition to these nunforc>cmenis, 
the 4th Regiment Madras Light Cavalry marched from Allahabad on the moniiiig of the 14th for 
Goruckpore. 

/otti^orc.-^Mr. Jenkinson is still out in PcrgitniniU Miirrceakoo, hut no event of importance bBS> 
occurred in that or any other part of this district. 


Goruckpore Division. 

The news from this division, though not absolutely imfiortant, is not uninteresting. The Tanda 
rebels have made two almrtive attempts to cross the Gogra ; on both occasioiiN they were driven back 
by the Talookdara’ levies, whom the ciril authorities have by gn^nt exertion arrayed against them in 
somewhat formidable luimliers. To the northward these levies, assisted by loyal semindars, Itavo 
n'Bcued the police of a frontier post who had been carried oft* by n party of Oiulc rt*bels. 

The latter, however, subsequently attacked and burnt a thaiiimii in the same iieighbourliocxl. 
The police escap'd, hut the (.\>minissioncr is inclined t<i think the rebels’ sueeVHS was owing to soma 
degree of neglect or misconduct, though the particulars of the affair hod not I'caelnxl him. 

The loyal Rnjali of Bnlniiii]K)rc, in Oude, has meiuiwdiile been begged to keep in check this 
party, who chiefly come from Ins ucighiKmrhood. 

After their (discomfiture at Amorlia, the rebels, under Maliomed Hiistu'iii and the Gondali Rajah,, 
made for some time, and with some success, strenuous efforts to recTuit their forces and repair the 
consequences of their defeat. AVithin the; past few days, however, owing to the arrival of fugitivea 
from Lucknow, and the accounts they have brought from thence, the forces of the rcliels have again 
begun to disperse, llicy are still, however, formidable in iiuinl>era, and are making large preparations 
for defence. 

The agents of the Amorlia Ranee, whose conduct has liceu throughout equivocal, have at length 
been fairly detected in a treasonable correspondence with the enemy. On learning this discovery, the 
Ranee herself immediately fled to Kyzahad. 


Jubbulpore Division. 

* 

No official narrative has reached from this division. The only event of importance which 
has otherwise transpired is the escape from Cliirkaire of Mr. Cnrne; he left that place in 
disguise on the 6th, and reached Purncah on the Jltli. The Raiah was dowdy licsicgcd in the 
fort, and r^noed to considerable straits. Native accounts from Calpee report, however, that many 
wounded sepoys had returned from Cliirkarec who received their hurts in the siorining of the town. 
News from Calpee confirm the general outline of accounts before given, but descrite the rebe^ aa 
much in want of money, and as greatfy dispirited bv Sir H. Rose’s approach.

Narrative of Evenh in the North- fVesiern Provinces for the Week ending March 20, 1858. 

Meerut Division. 

THE general state of this (livision has not undergone any material change. Minor events are 
detailed below. 

Sehanmpore. — A spy of the enemy was ca])tarcd on the 9th at Kislienwnla ghaut, who confessed 
lie hud been promised i(K) rupees for his trip ; and during the week a small party from the rebel 
eamp at Niigul crossed and hnnied tlic thatch of a iKiliee ehowkee, hut immediately disappeared. 

The (lisarmiiig of the district is proceeding gradually here and tliere, with some maiiifestatiou of 
rcliictuiiee on the part of the populace, hut without any otluT resistauoc. In Perguiiiiah ilumporc a 
small gull was found buried in the fieldsS. Towards the close of the week a body of about 400 rebels 
appeared in the neighbourhood of Nagul. 

MoJtuffernuf/f/nr. — The numbers of the rebels at Daranuggur gliant have considerably increased ; 
but except A few inutinouH sowars, they are a mere half-armed rahbli*. 

TIkj largest gun in the Hijrioro district has recently been caisuully burst; three rebels were killed 
by the acciticiit. 

Mecrtit. — Beyond a very doubtful report that (lurhiiiuktesur is tlirentened by an expedition from 
Bareilly, nothing is iciiorted from this district, in which the collections for the week amounted 
to rupees 7514 10 2. 

thdundshnhur. — .V eousidernble body of the eiierny, under Hiihenni Ali, of Khylea, has been, 
during the past week, moving about the opposite hank of the river near Kamghnt. Walcdad Khan is 
believed to have beeu ivith them for a short time, but has now returned to Bareilly or to the bodies 
of rebels near Piirruckabad. On the 13th, a few horsemen luude a demonstration of crossing, but 
fell back on being opposed by the police. The chief object of the rebels appears to have been to 
collect revenue, in which they had not previously had much success iu that quarter. 

The jircscnee of this luicmy, however, prevented (ieneral Penny, on his downward march, from 
reducing the number of tnxlps iu tbe district ; but subsequently he considered it necessary to withdraw 
the bulk of Her Majestj'^s filth Foot. 

More recently, spies report lluheem Ali Khan’s forces ns coii8i.sting of ill-armed irregular levies, 
but with a few guns. 

The (laiigcs wo^very low till the 17th, iu which and the siiececdiiig day, it rose considerably; so 
much so, ns to render many fords imnnssable, and .several persons were cimwned in attempting to 
cross. On the 19th, the water again fell rapidly. A parniancnt increase iu the volume may, however, 
now be looked for from the molting of the Himalayan snow.* 


Kmmaon. 

Nothing has been received from this division. 


Rohilcunri Division.

There can be bnt ]ittle doubt that t^ Nana has been, during the week, at Barcillj and Shahje* 
bauporc ; but, it is said, has, after lca\*iug his family at the former place, gone westward to join 
Mohsum Ali Khan at Allyguuge. 


* TBe rerenuo eollcetcd (or the week ending 13th March was 8,173 rupees. 
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Xo other neve of importonoe hes tnuiepircd, though warlike pr^Murations on an extenaifo acale 
are still reported : 500 rupees and two villagra have boon ofiured fur the head of Dara Sing; the logml 
zemindar of Ooritel, who repulsed the partjr whtob crossed at Kuobla ghaut, as mentioited in last 
week’s narrative. A person au^eeted ot eomeapoadhif with the British, is said to have h W w blown 
away front a gnn at BwnsiUy. 

The anivalref a gv^ General and trooiM from the eastward at Barmlly is rumoared thiou^MNSt 
Western Itohtlcund ; this probably alludes either to the arrival of the Xaua or that of some of the 
fugitives from Lucknow. 

The fiircea under Fazl Huk are said to be entrenohing themselves at Bahproe. 

Native rumours also describe the rebels as destroying tlieir records^ and preparing ones 
purposely to embroil with us persons loyally dif^msed. 


Affra DiviAon. 


The state of this division has not cliangi'd much since the Inst narrative. Perhaps in some parts 
it is more tranquil than before. The revenue collcctiuits arc noticed sc|mratcly Udow in tho reports 
from each district. 

Muttra . Commissioner reports the state of tliis district as satisfactoiy : 50,000 rupees 
have been deif>atehcd to Agra. 

Buring February, 03,482 rupees were collected ; aud in the first two wetdis of March, from three 
pergunnabs, 10,253 rupees have been rclciUK'd. • 

Agra . — No proof of the lihudowrea lUijah’s (Hninivnncc with the i>arty who attacked Bah has 
been at yet scoured. ' 

Ills troops at that plai'c, however, permitted the latter to reiuuiu for two days undisturbed in the 
place, and when the rclicis pnicceded to I’uuiialiut, the llajah’s iHttpli! there parleyed with them fttnn 
the walls, and the dacoits then retired without a shot lieiug eschauged. Our own iwliee bad sJready 
fled. The previous snucess of the rebels at Bah, the C«>iuiuissioncr considc'rv clearly attributable to 
the treachery not only of the Hliudowrea llajah’s men, but also of that of some of the new levies. 

The villages of Laekiiupore, Basowiin, Narab, aud Kaoinai Khera, which have been long the 
beiul-quarters of (iuiiga Sing wd ill upiuirehcUiou, were uttacke<l by Brigadier Showers on the 14th 
and loth; the hitter-uauicd village was deserted, hut at the funner some alight resistance was eipc> 
rienceil, aud alxiut 150 of the eoemy were killed. 

Mgnpoorir . — This district is quiet, eKcc‘pi in the neighbourhood of Mustafabad, where the Abom, 
who have for many years been notorious for turbulence, arc causing some slight uneasiness. On the 
12th, Colonel Ridiltdl’s detachment moved on to Gtawah, and on tlm 14tli, 300 Putyaub poUcc 
arrived. l>n the IHtli, some auxiliary horse, under Lieutenant Hromlcy, left with 25,000 rupees Ibr 
Genitral Penny’s camp at Eytah. 

About 30.0(X} rupees of revenue and canal balances were collcctod during tlic two first weeks of 
March in this district; aud the following tabic exhibits tbcgimcral result of the Khurcef kiste:-— >

Fiuruekabaa.-^Thc ouly event of importance during tlie past week in the Fnmirkabad district 
has been another demonstration by alx>ut 400 Cavalry, under Nia*/. Mahomed (tlic rebel leader who 
was wounded in the fight near Sfaumshabod with Brigadier Hope's column) against Kumpel; they 
were evidently in league with the Mahomcdaiis of ShumsalMul aud Kaimgunge, but effected aamng. 

The enemy has thrown a bridge of boats across the llanigungs, an<l on the IRih crossed sonic 
guns by it, but they retired the same evemag, baring, it is believed, been alarmed by a roeoanoitriag 
party sent frbm Futtehghwr. • ' 

'No enact intimation of the purposes of the rebels bas lieen oljtaincd. Tliey threaten loudly to 
attack Futtd^bor, but Mo!wua Ah Kban, their chief, is dcscrilied asadnmken brawler, whose want of 
courage har, it U said, done much to disgust and dishearten his folkiwers. About the middle of the 
week, however, the appeannee of the rebel detachments was so tlircatetiing that Colouid Watson’s 
moveable oolnmn was colied in from Meenm Ke Serai, and reached ForrucAabad (by a forced tnai^ 
of thirty'four miles in twenty^four hours) pri the ICth. 
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Tho oiiffitanding bftlanccH of revenue are Btill large, but are in process of collection. Their 
amount on the lat of March was 9,41,936 rupees. 

The barracks and public buildings are proceeding rapidly. 

Elawah . — ^The presence of Colonel RicidelTs moveable column has had a beneficial effect in this 
district, which remains tranquil, except the Oreyah pergunnali, from which coutradictoiy accounts 
have been received. The numbers of the rebels there, however, have probably not increased, and 
their advanced party has certainly fallen back from Ajeet Mul. 

Eytah , — Tho arrival of General Pena’s force has restored confidence in this district. The 
Aheers about Mustafabad on the Agra and Eytah road are still troublesome ; and Mr. Daniel! purposed 
taking advantage of the neighbourhood of General Penny^s force to punish them. 

The revenue collections arc proceeding steadily. Since the rcoceiipation of the district 
8,55,314 rupecni have been collected, and only 1,74,399 rupees of outstanding balances remain. 
7,794 rupees were collected during the first week in March.

Allahabad Division. 

Allahabad and Soraon . — A boat proceeding down the river with two Europeans on board was 
fired at from the right bank of the Gauges, in the Khyraghiir pergiinnahs. Stringent measures have 
been taken to discover and punish the perpetrators of that outrage. Emboldened by the continued 
presence of the Nazim, some of Jlctiee llahodoor’s men early in the week returned to his fortalice of 
Kumayeimrc, and commenced collecting revenue in his pergunnahs. Mr. Mayne applied for two 
guns, which with a squadron of the Gtli Madras Light Cavalry, under Lieutenant-Colonel Whistler, 
were sent to his assistance. 

This force was joined at Phoolpore by the two companies. Her Majesty’s 54th, a party of the 
Fcrozcporc Sikhs, under Lieutenant Ijcc, 32iid Native Infantry, and 200 of Captain Dunbar’s levy, 
under that officer’s coininaiid. 

Pefore this for«^ the rebels quickly fell back, and Mr. Mayne, in contravention of instructions 
furnished to him by the Governor-General, pursued them to 'IHroul, a strong fort within the Oude 
frontier. 

Ill tliis position the enemy were upon the 20tli of Man*li attacked ; it proved to be of such 
strength as to render its (uinture by a euiip-dc-tnaiu, and by the force employed impossible, except 
at an enormous sacrifice of life. Colonel Whistler therefore withdrew his men, not however until 
they had sutlercd cunsidernblc loss. Lieutenant Lee and seven of his Sikhs wen? killed, and another 
officer and several men wounded. 

The di'tnilH of this unfortunate affair have been separately reported, and after its conclusion, 
tho force fell back to Soraon. The revenue collections during the past w'cek were rupees 
26,813 12 7. • . . . 

huttvhporc. — Nothing of any importance has occurred in this district since the date of the last 
narrative. Tlic rebels watch all the ghauts of the Jumna in considerable force. The revenue 
cxdlectioiis during the week were rupees 2,700. 

Cawjkpore . — The rebels from Humeerpore about 2000 strong, but without guus, crossed on tho 
14th. The following day tho Sikh corps, reinforced by Her Majesty’s 88th and Captain Blunt’s 
Uatterv, marched to Akhurpore ; on tho ICitli the enemy rc-crossed. 

The Tehseeldnr of llussoolabad, an influential and loyal zemindar, named Ilindhur Sing, has 
raiseil 500 men at his own expense, in addition to the force allowed by Govcmiuciit, for the defence 
of his pcrguniiiih. Tho rebels have not ventured to attack it. 

The revenue (;ollections amounted to ruiices 36,148 for the week under review, a goodjportion of 
it having been obtained from tlie Uussoolubad pergutiiuib, almost under the guns of the Gwalior rebels. 

Banda and Humeerpore , — From those districts the only report is that a body of 40Q sepoys had 
gone from Banda towards Tirobaii ; they were at first op^ioscd by Narayn Ilao’s men, but subse- 
quently allowed to pass on showing a jicrwaunah from the Nana; their ultimate destination 
is not stated. 


Benares Division. 

The Aaimghur district is now seriously threatened ; with that exception the division is quiet. 

Benares. ->ColIertions during the week rufiees 2,248. 

Mirzapore . — The Magistrate, with half Mr. Catania’s levy, has returned to the station. The 
weekly wllectioiis were ru|)ees 1,887. 

Ghazee^fore . — Nothing of im|xirtaiiee has been reported from this district. A party of twelve 
mutineers, who were 8heltc;ircd by a buiiyah, were pursued, but escaped. The bunyah, however, 
and part of their booty were seized. < 

The weekly collections were ru|>ec8 12,358. 

Azitnffhur.—Hhc advanced guard of the rebels, under Koer Sing, plunder^ Atrowlia on the 20th. 
They were supported by Koer Sing’s main body, and by Gholam Hussain, with several guns. 
Colonel Milman, with a weak wing of Her Majesty’s 37th Regiment, proposed marching on the 21st 
to meet them, and detained a portion of the 4th Madras Light Cavalr}' at Kocisa to assist him. The 
revenue eolleotions were ru|)ecs 42,923 10 1 during the week. 

Jounpore.-^-Mr. Jenkinson’s remrt from the Murriahoa ^rgunnah has been received ; it rdstes 
no event of importance. All the leaders in the acts of violence committed in this purgunuah had 
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fled. Mid Mr. Jeokiatoa had been occupied maiuly in collectiag idl tho eridente m}mrt 

tbem, oonfiaeatine their property and iereliing their hooiea.

Gwrtukport iKvMon. ' 

I'wo of the Mlice atatioiu on the northern border of this dhtriet have been temporarily oeenj^led 
byjpartiea of Onm rebds, but no losoof life, and little iiyory except to the oonfidenee of the ppo^lob 
ocenrred from them raids. 

On the I7tli, however, at Salona ghaut, about ten miles above Tandah, an affair of some 
gravi^ ocenmd. 

Bulleo 8ing, a notorious dacoit, bail been for some time threatening to cross the (Jogra : to 
oppose him, the Thannadar had collected a considerable body of the Rainh of (lopalpore's men, and 
of other levies, and had succeeded in arresting some of 110111*1* Sing's followers. • 

These he imprudently retained in bis camp, and their comrades accordingly determined to resene 
them. ^In pursuit of this design, a bod|r of alwut 100 crossed the (logra on the ovouiu^ of the 
16th, and eoncealiug themselves during the night in a heavy jungle, at daybreak surpnsod the 
Thannadar's camp. 

Panic-struck, the raw levies fled in every direction without firing a shot ; bat tho Thannadar, tViP 
policemen, and a jemadar in the Itinah of (roptdpuru’h service wore kilted. 

Tho rebel 8C|x>ys who still hold the llciwa ghnut iutreuchinent are nearly 2000 in uumber» 
The forces of tlie rebel Rajshs and of Maltoiumwl liussciu also, still numbered some 5000 of 
6000 men. 

These eirenmstanem, though not of much intrinsic inijiortancc, have miuntained an uneasy 
feehug in the district, in consequence of which the revenue collections have foUen during the past 
week to rupees 61,000. 


Jubbulpore Divuion. 

Mo narratives have been received from this di\ision, tlie Commissioner being in camp with 
(icncral WhitloekN force. 

It is known, however, that tho detached brigade of Kir II. Rose's force, stonnod and took 
Chnndcyree on the 17th instant; our loss was not heavy, but at least one offleor, Captain Koatinge, 
is knosn to ha>e been wounded.

1. IK eovtiauatbm of my despateh of the 15th uHimo I have the bonor to submit my n a qat i ve 
diary of events to die 12th instant.

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2. l ebniar^' 1. — The accounts receiver! from Etawah and Caipcc, regarding the Gwalior rebels, 
arc; of a conflicting nature^ for there is no doabt that they have recrossed the Jumna into the Doi^f 
in ron^idmibh^ ijnmbcrs; it is sr!arcely jiossible to sumiiNC their intentions. 

3. February 2. — From a t<'lefrrarn of Mr. Hume's, it appears that the rebels in the Btawah 
district arc numerous^ and have four Government 'guns, with others of sinail ca^re and native 
manufacture, I liavc autiionzt^d Mr. Ilumc to fall back on Mynpooric, assured of the intentions of 
the rebels to attack Ktawah. Spies report that a port of the Gwalior mutineers, and the Rajah of 
(Uiirknrcc had had a fight on his refusal to pay them revenue. 

4. February 3. — A telegratn from Mynpoorie rneiitioiis that Mr. Hume was keeping the rebels 

in clif'ck, and at a di«^ucei with a rabble of his ovfti, and that they bad been fighting at Anantram. 
ft ripp(!arM alj*o that a detnchni(;nt liad marched from Cawn{)oriPou Bhogneepore, thus rendering Ms 
position mu(di easier. Colonel Seaton telegraphed from Futtehghur last uighti that, consequent on 
the departure of Brigadier Wolpoiii’s column, he would be too weak to take the field, in the event of 
tlu^ rebels again eroHsing into the Doab in his flirretion, and begged that the water of the Ganges 
Caruil might be turned into tlic river, with the view of inm^asing its depth, and preventing inroad. 
1 have freouontly already been urged to do this by persons ignorant of the fact, that the canal water, 
added to that in the Ganges, would not, after a time!, sensibly iueicatM; the depth of the river, even 
thirty miles below the canal escape. ^ 

I have for many weeks, even n outbs, boon desirous of pTuiishiug the rebel village of Seerjierc, on 
the left, bunk of the Jutiinn, about two marches from Agra, and have taken the opportunity of 
organising n small dctuchinent l(i proceed against it to-morrow, witii positive orders to return on the 
8th instant, at latest, as by the 11th or 12th the icgirncut here will be relieved by Her Majesty's 
Hth Foot, and will then have to proeecil with the convoy of ladies to Mynpoorie, the post assigned to 
it by his Kxcclloney the Comniandcr-in-Cbicf. 

5. Fel)ruary 4. -Brigadier Sliowers to-day nsHimied command of this garrison. It is believed in 
many quarters, that the reliels again mean to rccross the Ganges, and occupy Khnsgungc (some even 
go HO far as to say that the Naw nb of Furruckabad iuteruls to accompany tlicm), but the general 
impression is that they will avoid all posts oeeiipied by any of our ri-gular troops, and will merely 
end(*avour to plunder and interrupt our eoi!iinutii<‘atioii.s. All quiet in l-)holrpore and Bhiirtporc, and 
the M(*\vnttec population settling down peace bly in the luUer. 

(J. I•'ebrnary 3, — The village of Decrporc, referred to in the latti?r part of iny 4th paragraph, 
and which has long been a tli(»rn in the side of the Local (ioveilmu*ut, was this day attacked and 
puiiislied, without any loss on our part. Ktaw'uli idl quiet on the 4th instant. 

7. Fidirunry (i.~Tlic Tlifiiiiiadar of Fimiahut re|>ort« that Home armed men have crossed the 
Gliutiibid (whieh is forilabi • in iiuiny places) into the Agra district, at a 8|K)t in the ravines about 
six mill's south of Bab, and that more were expi'ctcd to follow. It is not yet know'ii who these men 
arc, or with what particular object tliey have moved into that part of the Agra district. The 
(lovcrninent authoritieH in tin; northern Doab still unticipjite inroad into it, but the Punjab roinforce- 
iiieiils, if properly handled, will must likely pnivent this to any great extent, though I fear that the 
coinnuuueation between Gawnporc nnd .\grn to Meerut may again be interrupted, and closi^d for a 
time, liCiters (Uinlinuc to reach iudi\id>iHlH here from several parts of (Vntral India, from which it 
wouhl appear thiit the lulvaiicc of the Nerbudda Field h'oree has already l»egun to have iu effect. 
Oiu' of these lett<*rs represents the Gwalior mutineers as quite dispirited, and aliout to march on

the" outbreak Iwen liid in the. Oudo Terme hy a zeiniiular. lie also adds that Mr. Brand, of 
ShahjcUanpcri', ami a Serjeant Major ^whosc name was not known), were likewise expected to 
arrive soon ; two more officers had la^en protected by the same xemindars, but one had died in 
.\ugust, and the other, (’aptuin Hastings, in IbH-'ciiilicr, l)oth from fever.

Lieutenants Anderson, Forbes, Davies and Wiinberley, Ensigns Mitfoi^ Holdsirorth, and Bitlcett, 
marched the force under the late TAeutenant>0[>lonc1 Cotton, to Fnttehpore Sikii, and round 
by Muttra, and were engaged in an affair with a band of insurgents at the former place on the 28l]i 
of tW month. Lientenant 'Wimberley and 10 men were wounaed. , * 

16. On the 18th of November, a wing of the regiment of Grenadiers, Nos. 2, *8, and 4^ and 
Light Companies, with head-quartern under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Riddell, proceed^ into 
the district with a moveable column under that officer, towards Eytah and Khasgnnge, returning to 
Agra on the 2nd of December. 

17. On the 2nd of December, 100 men. No. 4 and Light Ckmipany, under Lieutenants AndCrim 
and Orchard, with Ensign Holdsworth, proceeded to Futtiabli, with a detachment under Mijor 
Hennessey, to punish insurgent villages. Two men were wounded, and on their rctom on the 7tb, 
No. 4 Company proceeded to Allyghiir for the relief of No. 6 Company. 

18. On the 19th of December, the Grenadiers, Nos. 2, 7, and 8 Companies, under Caphra Frad, 
formed a portion of the escort with commissariat stores, proceeding towards the Commander-in-ChieTs 
camp, under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Campbell.. 

19. During the months of November and December, the detachment of the regiment in garrison 
at Allyghur wiis engaged iu several expeditions into the dislyict under Major Eld, and a portion was 
present with Brigadier Seaton’s force in the actions fought at Oungenee and Puttiala. 

20. On the 21st of Januarv, 1838, a partv of lUO men. No. 3, and Light Company under 

Lieutenants Forbes, Orchard, and Ensign Mitforo, with Ensigns Campbtdl and Evans, late I6th Native 
1 nfantry, doing duty, proceeded on escort duty with the guns and ammunition, for the eanip of his 
Excellency the (bmmandcr-iii-Chicf, and on their' return from Mynpooric were halted at Etimadporc 
to join the followicg detachment. • » 

21. On the 4th February the Grenadiers, No. 2 and 6 Commnies (making with the foregoing 
detachment a wing), under Captain Pond, Lieutenants Hcberdcn, Davies, and mmberley and Ensign 
Chambm, with Ineutcnant Geilic, late 9th Native Infantry, doing duty, proceeded into the district 
with a small force of Artillery and Police licvics under Major Hennessey, to punish insurgent villages 
iu tile vicinity of the Trunk Uoad at Etimadporc, and returned on the morning of the 7th.

Nynee Tal, February 20, 1858. 

June 2, 1857. — From Kvtas to Pilleebheet eighteen miles. Received a Iett4*r from Mrs. nrciiiricr 
al>out 2 o’clock a.m., in which I was informed that there had l>ccii a dtsturlmiiee ut Pilleebheet and at 
Bareilly, and that Mr. C. P. Carmichael, Magistrate of Piiieobheet, had left the former city for 
Xyitee Tal. I started at once, and arrived at about 7 oVlock a.m., with a few Poorhia contractors, 
sawyers, Gholain Moyaoddeen Kha(i (my jemadar of chuprassecs), Bunsee, my head car|>etiter, and 
tu'^o of my kukars, the rest having left me through fear. 1 found, on arrival, that Inactuolliih Khan, 
AIkIooI keshced Khan, Choonah Khan, MtK)nab Khan, KureciiUHillah Khan, tlie people of the north aide 
of the Kukra bridge, and others, had looted the troasurvuiul Mr. ('Hriiiicliacl’s pro|)erty. I ut once 
commenced to make arrangements to defend the profwrty of Government that I had charge of. In 
the afternoon, I told some of Inactoollah Khan’s men that if he or any tif his brothers came hy 
tlieniselvcs, they would lie at lilierty to come and go unmolested. Abdool Kosheed Khan, Moonnh 
Khan, and an<itlier, came in Mr. Carmichaers buggy, and after a great deal of talk of what they had 
done, invited me to go with them ftito the city, to see what good arrangements they had iiiade. On 
my accompanying them, I found the shoos shut, and tlie whole of the biidmaslics up in arms ; the 
crowd was mi great that it was with difficulty that we could proceed. Several times guns were |iointetl 
at me ; hut as they saw' that I was prepared for them (otic of those who did so was Mr. Carinicliacrs 
head mason), they did not fire. Abdool Uesheed Khan at last took ofl*his cap to them, and begged of 
them not to fire, as I had conic with him at his request, and he then begged of me to gallop off. I 
told him that I could not do so, as I had a few men with me, and would not leave them ; he tlicri 
turned the buggy and tirovc off. 1 got safe to the liiiiigahm'. The state of affairs in the city made 
me determine to defend the bungalow to the last.* Tlie (ini'criiment and private property left at the 
kylas was looted hv my head rnasoii, Riniini Bux, well sinkers, and tuaMiiis; the cash there was about 
1,500 rupees. These people ivcre lo<itcd near the village of Sudderporc by the Poorhia con- 
tractors, and these again, in a short time afterwanls, w'erc relooted by liccni Singh, of Uoorn.t This 
latter then w'eiit, accompanied by the villagers, of several villages near him, and looted my books, &l*., 
left at the kylas. 

June 3. — ‘Hard at work in the smith’s shop, making npfuir heads with itiy own hands out of 
the tools, as no smiths would come to wrork for ine.t The sepoys and Poorhia contractors to >k their 
oaths to 1)6 faitliful and stand by me to defend the iioveriiment property and us. 1 had the 
treasure chest broken open, and gave 5fK) nificeM to the sepoys, and WK) to the Poorbias, out of the 
Government money (1,000 rupees), the rest was kept as a reserve, to purchase food fur the ])eople 
witli me. 

June 4. — Busy all day making arms for the people; liad my tent struck, the Jungle cut 
down, and the place put in a proper state of defence. Threatening notices sent <laily to me Ui leave 
this, but no notice taken of them. Cast upwards of (KKI balls and made them into cartridges. Had 
all my ariiia, four guns, two kookrees, one sword, three boar spears, one English how and arrows, and 
other weapons distributed to tfic pcOpIe, keeping one gun, a luiir of pisU>Is, and a kookrcc for myself. 
In the evening Gholam Myotiddecti Kliati, jemadar of chuprassecs, afUw planting the santrics, made 
off uitli a kookree, a gun, iKiwder flask, and shut belt, and pouch ; iny servants (Mussedmen) inakiiig 
off, a sure sign of a falling house ; only one hour’s sleep nightly ; men collected on all sides of the 
bungalow to attack us, hut they w*ere deterred from so doing by our firm attitude. 

June 5. — ^The same work and arrarigcnients of yesterday, only that this day directed 
Mr. Carmichael’s servants to leave the compound, as wc were surrounded by upwards of TitX) men, 
and they gai'e out that they would attack ns in the nights The scp<iys and others said that the 
females would 1|S in the way. Khan Baliadoor, a cimprassec of Mr. CarmicliaelN, cariic in the evening, 
and got the bow and arrows from a Poorbea’s hand, and W'as going to shoot me ; 1 put mjr hand on my 
pisUii, he then discharged tlie arrow in front* The sepoys and Poorbeas again took their oaths to bo 
faithful; did not go to bed at all. for, al)out midnight, ^ns were fired in tiie city, and a great noise ; 
at the same time about 300 men were collected in the tnangoe tope near tlie Deuiia river, al>out 3CX) at

I Mr* Diemner had a gniril of 1 niuk and 4 K'lxiys, from on: of the BanilYy reghnente* ^ • 
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Mr. Carmichael’s kotee, some under the tamarind tree, on the road to the city, and a number in the 
iiavalat Qcar to my bungalow. 

June iS/— At shout 8 ii^clook a.m. went to deep, and awoke about 4 o’clock A.m^ On my 
• getting up found tliat I hod been deserted by every one. I got hold of the last roan (my sirdar bearer) 
us be was rouroliing off, and made him take up one of my little ones and show us the way to my 
nutsiiddie’s house ; we arrived there without being discovered, although the naik and four sepoys had 

( [one direct to Inayatoollah’s house after they bad deserted me, and told them to go and do as they 
iked, as we were asleep ; they bad been promised 100 rupees by Inayidoollah Khan the day before to 
leave us ; iiiey got the money and departed. On our reaching Wuzeer Klian’s house, I aal^ him to 
try and save our lives if possible ; he sent his brother Ameer Khan, who came back from Mahomed 
Bushen Khan, with the said assurance that my family would l)eHiaved, but that they could not answer 
for my life. I was then directed to come down from the roof of the house, as Wuzeer Khan said he 
did not wish niy blood to he shed in his house, for perhaps his would go also, and then my family 
could not he saved ; he also told me to leave my gun, pistols, and kookree on the roof of the house ; 
he said if I only W'as to kill one man niy family could not be saved. I thought better that my life 
alone should go to ransom niy family’s. They put me in a small house, and tlie door locked on* me. 
When I was in there I hnrricndcd the door, and found a thick stick, for 1 thouglit it bard to die 
witliout a blow strut^k to defend iny life. On the door being oj)ened, 1 was making a stroke at the 
person who was coming in, Wuzeer Khan called out to hold, for it was he, and that he had brought a 
person who could save our lives. On my coming out, Abdool Rebmaii Khan took me by the hand 
and (irornised to save us, but that, in ease 1 was asked, I must say that 1 was a Mussulman. I was led 
through tlie streets barefooted to Mahomed Bushcer Khan’s lioiisc ; the old gentleman told them to 
make much of me, and sent off four hackeries to bring tny own and the property of Oovemmeiit to bis 
house ; hut this was not aecompliriied, fir the people of the other side of the city told tbcni on the 
road thiit all the principal ]jroperty had been looted ; they were therefore- afraid to proceed, as they 
might herenflcr he brought to account for the whole; they therefore returned ; so that the W'hole was 
looted by Abdool KcHbeed Khan, KurreeiiuMitlah Khan, and others. There was tlicre a muster of all 
the budmnshcH of the city, to have us killed; but Mubomed Busheer Khan, Abdool Rchwari Khan, 
and their relations stood in iny defence, my wife and children being still at Wiizecr Khan’s house. 
Tiie Koormces also mustered in force under (Jopaul Singli. Seeta Ram, and Ishrce Persliaiid, and joined 
I am told, by Liiikh Raj of Kutmntirponruh, and his men : hy those parties I was saved, and my wife 
and children sent for. 'Hic Pnislicar and Nazir of Pillechheef, under Mr. Carmichael, said to those 
who were for protecting inc, what is the use of being killed for him ? (Jive him up.’’ The former said 
so in my presence, they being afraid for themselves, us they were in bud odour with the people of the 
city, and were protected, along witli their fimiilics and the families of the tehseldar and kotwal, by 
Mahomed Ihishbeer Khun. 

Inayetoollnli Klian culled on me, and told me he had all my sheep uiid goats, and Government 
money. I had when I * lived in the bungalow all Mr. Carmicimers sheep in my compound. I told 
him that lie and his party might play as they liked for three months, but after that' time the Company’s 
troops would be here, and bring them to account. 

Juno 7 to 15. — The party of Kiirreemooliah Khan, Innyctoollah Khan, Abdool Resheed Khan, 
daily threatened us. Aluliomcd Busliecr Khan, Abdool Rebinan Khan, and his brother, Moulvie 
Fukuruoddecn Khan, and their relations, joined by the Koormees, still refused to give us up. In the 
incaiitiiiic 1 was busy and urgent with Alidool Khan, Kuhnian Khan, Moulvie Fukurooddeen Khan, 
'fota Ram, Tsbree Persuud (Jopaul 8ingh, Koorinec.s, for them to get the principal men of the city to 
forui a Puncliayut, and conduct the affairs of the city,decJariiig for no party. This was agreed to at a 
meeting held in the Icliscci by the whole, including Inayetoolluh Khan ; but InayetooUah Khan 
evaded eomplinnee by not going to the place where they agreed they were to sit. 

June IG.*.— This day a iiazim, named Moulvie Fuzl lluq, came to this, sent from Nawab Khan 
Bahadoor Khan, and has commenced to collect a force. 

June 17.— I have recommended Abdool Kcbman Kliaii and the Koormees to collect a force on the 
side of Governroont ; they have agreed to do this ; but AIkIooI Achmari Khan says that die people 
must first collect money to |uiy the men, as he was not rich enough to do so himself. 

June 18 and lU. — Abdool* Rebman Khan and his relations were sent for by the nozim, and asked 
why they did not come to the durbar, and that they must take service or Ih^ considered as enemie.s. 
.ili^uol Rebman Khan refused ; these men came to me and asked iny advice. I told them ** 1^ all 
means, take service,” as their doing so would strengthen the Government interest in the city and 
prevent it being plundered, so that they have taken service; Moulvie Fukurooddeen Khan (formeriy 
visitor of schools) ns tohseldar. .\bdool liebman Khan’s son, Abdool Kureem Khan (15 yean old) as 
commandant of infantry, Mahomed Syitd Khan, os Ressaldnr, and some of their relations. 

June 30, — Abdool Rebman Khan’s party have conimniced to raise men, noDiinally for the 
Nawab, but really for Government, and to pri'servc us and the city. 

June 31 to August 7.— 1 have had no paper to uTitc on, ana nothing to relate, but the continual 
endeavours of Abdool Rriihad Khan and his party to get us from our preseat proteolorz, and my 
endeavours to raise the countiy on behalf of Government, through Gopaut 8ingb| Lota Ram, and 
Ishree Pershaud, Koormees, snd have succeeded in inducing Laikh Raj, of Kummeerpoon^ Borrieo 
Singh, and Buldeo 8ingh, of Bitowrah and Pipleah, and the other Hindoo aeoiindarsi to nrifase paying 
the kist due to Government to the Nazim ; they have collected their people, and have been supplied 
with powder, ball, Ac., by tlic Kimrmees. I also wrote to the Deoreea thakoor (Roshen Singh) to assist 
them with men and a gun ; he has promised to do so, but none has come yet. I bod called on 
Kulkndus and oUiers to raise 5,(XX> rupees^ to be kept byOopauI Singh to raise troops; about fifty men 
had been VoUected. When the Nazim heard the men Were being engaged, althoi:^ nomnatty for the 
purposh of proieciiog the Koormees, he ordered the whole to be disebiuged ; and as be had eafied on 
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the people of Poreva, Umres, Jehanabadi ftCi, l^jr imt mi strong enough to vetisti, to tlial they bad 
to dfsehaifse the men. 

The Naaim iu^nde to engage Laikhrajitn tliia morning ; in the evening I sent for Tota^Ram Md 
labreePerahaudr.and told them to send at once to tell Laikh Raj to be prepared for the Ibreesfhinithia; 
they did so. Lalla Halkadoas and othersi whose names J do not know, iiiformed the Naatrn tiiat I and 
Gopaid Singh, laliree Persband, and Tota Bam wanted 6,<XX) riiiieesi to raise a force, and that we had 
instigated tbe people no in arma to resist. ^ ^ 

Before I leaoned nlleebbeet, my mootsuddee, Wuaeer Khan, and his brother, Ameer Khan, 
persmidcd Mrs. B. to place some things in bis care; she did so, and he only iviturtied about one- 
fourth of what he had received, and kept H6 rupees out of 105 rupoea of mine he iin<l in 
hand ; he also a’eut to the Nozini FusI Huq, and tohl him that Abdool Rahman Khan had taken by 
force upwards of 30;000 rupees’ worth of things from him for me ; this was too Inid, but as he pro- 
tected us i[pr a few hours, I fo^ive him. 

August 8.~The force from Pilleebheet went out early in the morning to engage Laikh Raj ; after 
an ciigageinent of some thne, the Pillcebhcet force were victuriotm, and returned with thirteen heads ; 
they were hung up in different places in the city. loiikli Raj would have been successful if he had b<*cn 
joined early in the morning by Ilurdeo Singh and BiiUleo Singh, the Deorcali tliakoor niid others ; ns 
Ills partv was unsupported, he could not succesiifully rei.iHr ; his son, TImkeemm, felt gaUantly fighting, 
his iieaci was brought in ; if it had not lieen for Abdool Rehman Khun, many more Hindoos would 
have l>een killed, and their villages burnt and looted. Ilie Dooriu timkoor did not send any men. 

August lO.-^A false rumour that the llunjarahs were coming. Tim whole of the force here was 
collected in the old gunge, and when they saw that the llunjarahs w'ere not coining, they gave out that 
the Naaim had given orders to loot titc gunge ; God knows whether he did so or not. Iiniiicdiately 
on hearing this, Abdool Rehman Khan,.Moulvie Fuktiiooddcen Khan, and others of tlicir party went 
to the Naaim, Fuel Huq, and asketj him if he had given such an order, for if he had they would at 
once leave, as they had myself and family in their house, and tiioreftirc timy must stand by the 
Koormies. On the Nasim stating that he gave no such order, their reply was then ** at once order the 
force to disperstf.” He had to comply witii the inquest of Alxlool Llefitiinn Khan and Hio 4ifhers. 

August 11. — Ally Khan, Meewattie and Mccan Fan, Syud of Bareilly, came with ii force of about 
] .000 horse and foot, and a gun with them ; they had been sent for by the Xasiin. 

August 13. — AllyKhan, McM*attie, with the Bareilly and Pillecbheet forces with him, have gone to 
Naoreea to tight die Butijarahs, and have got^orders from the Nazim to raise the vidages of Betowarali 
and Ptpeeah. 

August I K— Ally Khan, with the men from this, attacked the Btiiijarahs, and killed four men, 
and took three prisoners : but lost themselves about KKt; but no correct account can be got, as the 
people who went fnim this to plumler were the principal parties who suffered. 

August 15. — The people who went to fight the Butijuruhs from this returned, and it was with the 
greatest difficulty that Alidool Kebtnan Khan could suf?eecd in proteeliiig Belowrah and Piplceali 
from the Mcwattics, These latter looted every one they came across. 

A daughter wm bom to us at 11 o’clock a.m., to be named Isaiiclla Victoria, if God spares us. 

August lB.«^Qholam Kuibanee Khan, thannndar of Bah, in the A^ra district, arrived to-day ; 
he has leave from the Honorable Mr. Ornmniond for twii months ; he was upwards of a month 
on the road; he is well affected to Government; in fact, so i^ Hakim Klinii, uf Hoosowar, and Ahmed 
Yar Khan, his lather and brother ; Kuohur Khan, of Uullelgunge, and his sons, Uludam Dustakur 
Khan, and Mustakbeen Khan; this latter keeps a list of the biidinaslics of Dullelgunge who looted 
several villages. 

August 18.— llie Noadm, Moulvie FusI Huq, showed Abdool Rebinnn Khan a perwnnnah from 
Nnwab Bahadoor Khan, for him to send myself and family to Bareilly hy fair means, or if not, by 
force, and to employ Ally Kharrs forcte»to take us. Mahomed Bushee Khun, and liis nephew Alidool 
Rebman Khan, Koobeer Khan, of Dtillelgungo, and Hakim Khan, of Hoosowar. went to the Niizim, 
and }>eniuaded him not to send us, for if he determined to use force, all they cftiild do was to defend 
ns. llie whole of this is the doing of Abdool Resheed Khan, llirreemuollah Khnn, and tiicir people; 
they are daily persuading the Kasim to Have us sent, and writing iirzees to the Nawab, writing all sorts 
of lies that >fahomed Biushcer Khan, Abdool Rebman Khan, myself, Gopaul Hingh, and the Koormies 
were constantly writing letters to Nynce 'fal ; the fact is, tliat they want to loot the Hindoos, and this 
they oannot do so long as Abdool Hehmait Khan is allowed to retain forces under him. 'PIm worst 
feature in this ia that Abdool Resiieed Khan is msiried to Maliomed llusccn Khan’s grand^daughter. 
The whole of us were afmd to write, in case our letters were rnu'^ht. 

August 28. — Word was broj^lit that five letters had been seised and sent to^ Baroilly, purportiog 
to have been written by me^ MShomed Busheer Khan, Kooton Khan, Gopaul Singh, and Kalkadoss : 
as none of us sent letters, for fear of their being caught, and a row got up, they must hare been 
written by some one else at the instigation of our enemies^ 

August 29.-— Abdool Ruhman li% for Sberepore to try and get a partv to assist me in taking the 
city ; he requested myself and femUy to go and live in his brother's house (iMoiitvie Fukrooddeen Kuan) ; 
it was vacated jpr us^ and we went. ' 

August JW. KurreemoooUab Khan, and a tmmber of sowars, wanted to force their wav into the 
bouse we formeriy Uved in, but were withetood; they hm*e deterniiiied to kill Mahomeo Boshoer 
Khan as aa uat ^ ^ wlietbcr they will soex^ or not. 

Auguat — Tbeae people still at their trieks. I ant trying my best to get the Koormees and 
AbdootKttbman Khan’s Wither, Moulvie Fukrooddeen' Khati, to join in taking the dty, in the event of 
Abdool Bnhiiiaa Khan being surcessfut in rebing a foree at Sheioiiore. 

g^lileviber K^Alnfool Robtmm Khan cami^back fnnnHherspore ; be could not make |ny ansingn^ 
mentn with M^med Noer Khan, the SBeminder of Hherepore, to assist in taking the city, ay ho had 
to defend bli own property from Sukbur Singh and others ; but be said in tlie event of the budimshes 
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fttill wishing to liavc send us to him« and he would take care of ua. Abdool Resbeed Khan^ and 
his brother Moonnah Khan, left with the Nazim for Bareilly to try and induce the Nawab to send a 
force for ua. 

8e|)temt)er 5. — ^They seized a Imy, and have tutored him to say he brought four letters from 
Nynee Tal; one for me, one for Mahomed Busheer Kbati^ one for Dair Doss, and one for Koondon 
Singl). Tliey tried all they could to induce Koondun Singh to implicate Oopaul Singh, but did not 
succeed. Dair Doss had to bribe Kurreemoollali Khan with (they say) 300 rupees, before he could get 
off. Our two letters, the Imy’s mother said, had l)een‘ lost during the night, and in the eveimig 
Iiiayetoollali Khan had taken what he called the deposition of the boy, and was sending him to 
Bareilly, wheii^ Abdool Rrhman Klian went to him, and abused him for trumpipg up stories ggainst 
me, Mahomed Busheer Khan, and others, so that the Imy was not sent. 

September 0. — The man who killed Mr. Aspinall has come from the camp of Kalleli Khan. 

September 8. — The son of Ally Hux, the Doiidrcc zemindar, of Doudree, came to-day to consult 
me how he could send money up to Nynee Tal. I directed him to do so either on an elephant, or sewn 
in the .saddles of several horses, and to put load on them. 

September 1).— It was agreed at a consultation this morning, at which were myself, Abdool Kubman 
Khan, Moulvie Fukuroodeen Khan, (iholurn Dustakin Khan, Gholain Uanhanee Khun, Noer Ahmed, 
one of the Doudree zemindars, and Tota Ram, Koortnee, that, in case of their l)etng any symptom of 
these people using force, to leave all their houses, and go to the old gunge, and to have two houses 
prepared for that purpose. 

Septcfiibcr 10. — Ciave Tota Rjiiii my will to keep, and a letter from Captain Maxwell. 

Se|)temhcr 15. — Men came in from Bliustce with the information tliat that village had been taken 
hy the (vom])any’s troops. InayetooHali Khan (Naib Nazim) sent off an urzee for the Nawab to 
send a force from Bareilly. 

September 10. — Inayetoolliih Khan received a letter from the Honorable Mr. Drummond, in which 
he was reminded that he had laid himself open to have all his property seized. There was a great row in 
the dnrbur about us, between Kurreemoollali Khan and others, with Gliolam Du.stakin Khan; the former 
said, why not give us up, or send us to NyoecTal ? In the meantime Alnlool Uuliman Khan came in 
and told them all that if they wanted to fight about me, they had lieltcr ronmiehcc at once, as he was 
prcj)arcd for them. This latter would take the city at once, oidy he i.s afraid of the Bareilly forces. 

Heptember 17« — After what had taken place ycstorday» it was determined that wc sboidd leave on 
elephants this evening for Nynee 'rid, 'riiose who were to accompany me are AMooIluh Rhtiman 
Khan, (Iholnm Du.stakin Khan, Nizam Khan, and nine others. During the day, part of the 
troops written for came in, and about otK) horse; the rest (about 2,5(M) and two guns) expected in the 
nuirning. After all, our ilcparture had to he given up, as Yar Mahomed declined to lend Ids elephant, 
and that, too, at tlie last moincne. In the evening i sent for Lalla Kalkadoss to give me H(X) rupees 
of the (joveriiment and private funds, in his hands, to take with me to Nynee Tal, and it was with the 
greatest difficulty that I got .5(30 rupees from him — short weight, 15 rupees. 

Reptember 18. — Hliora Khan, late thannndar of , came to me to-day, and it appears 

that Kurreemoollali Klinn uent to the commatuler of the forces, — (about 2,500 arriv^ to*day)— and 
took r% hurkiinduz who has just come from Nynee Tal (hi.s brother had been put in prison at Nynee Tal; 
with him, and had tutorc'd him to say that myself, Miiliomcd Busheer Khan, and the Koormees, 
constantly sent letters every three or four days to Nynee Tal, and that niy men were very well known, as 
they carried a small and red flag with them, and that 1 was the 'one wdio got the Tharoos and 
ButijarahN to tight, and so wrought them up that it w^as witli the greatest difficulty’ that Bhoora Khan 
and A))dool Ruhmaii Klinn could persuade them to the contrary; as the former has knowm the 
commander for years, he at last managed to prepossess him in my favor. A ressakiar and the 
commander of the forces called on me in the evening, and they left prepossessed in our favor. 

Sejitemher 20. — Vlverything prejmred to repel an attack expected to be made on ua by Alxlool 
Resheed Khan, KiureemuoUah Khun, and their party, assisted by some of the troops from Bareilly* 
Gholain Dustakin Khan, and his cousin, Ahmed Yar Khan, left their homes to assist us. The whole 
of the females here threaten to leave if Abdool liuhman Klian does not give us up; this he refuses 
to do. His uncle, Mahomed Busheer Khan, was then aakml by Abdool Ruhman Khan tliat, in the 
event of .\hdool Reshce!! Khan (who is married to the old man’s grand-daughter) making the attack, 
what was to be done with him? he said, 'Menve me a gun, and 1 will shoot him myself, and no one 
wilt incur blame.” Such men lias God raised in our favor. In the nfiernooit, these rascals (Abdool 
Resheed Khan, Kurrecmoollah Khan, 8ce.), collected their forces at the tehseel for an attack on AlxJooI 
Ruhman Khan’s house, hut were told hy the Nazim Moulvie Fuzl Huq, that they must not make an 
attack this day, but wait till he ^vc the order. 

I^ptcmber 21 . These rascals have succeeded at last; Abdool RuKbian is not to blame ; the Naztm 
brought an order with him from Nawab Khan Bahadoor Khan for him to tend me with the 
regiments, and not for them to leave till such time as 1 was given up to them. Mahomed Buaheer 
K)iun. Ahd\K>l Ruhman Khan, Gholam Dustakin Khan, and others went to the Naviroto try and get 
me to be left here, but it was of no use, hut this much was acceded to, that Abdool Ruhman Khan 
w^ould take me himself, and not send me with the Bareilly forces ; but vrt must start to-morrow nijjht. 

September 2?. — It is decided that I go to Bareilly, and take money with me (paii to be raised 
hv the people of the city, and mrt by myself,) to brilio tliose in power to spare tny life ; the names 
of those who raised money (500 rupees) for my use arC'^Deedar Bux, Hayat Mahomra, O^ul Singh, 
and others whose names 1* will find out afterwards ; meantime the money is to be sent to Bareilly. 

8cpteml>er 23. — A letter was sent by me to Juggumath Singh, Uie roorbea Rmah, for a force to 
assist me in taking the whole of this Perguniiah, also a relation of Abdool Ruhman Khan’s (Mshonicd 
Rhufort Khpn) who took the letter, w*aa to get the Sherepore zemindar, Mahomed Noer Khan, to send 
his iiirn, and .\bdool Ruhman Khan to use the force under him, and the Koormees to take the city 
this! evening. Mahomed Busheer Khan, who had left for Bareilly to use bis interest for me not to 
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leave was aent for hack by ua j be had reached Nawahguni^ei and returned ; he put a atop to 
it»aa he aaid that by ourselves ii*e would be unable to resist the Nawab’a troops ; so it is purposed 
till an answer conies from Jui^urnath Singh and the Shere|Mire lemiiidar. Naaim ai)d Abdool 

Reahced left tliis morning* It is agreed tliat 1 am Co be kept back a day or two^ as luy bo)*) Andrewj 
and Abdool Ruliman Khan’s^ are very ill. 

September 24.— Mahomed Hualieer Khan left this morning for fiareillyj wlicii we expressed, our 
feara that ho would be put in priaon till I waa gii*en up. lie aaid he. was willing Uiat me\ should 
do 90 f but not to give me up, for he expected tmt he would lie aide to get a ]>envannali froi# iiie 
Nawab fur me to rofnnui at JPilleebbeet. 

Septemimr 25.— Inayetooilah Khal 1 ^ Naib Naximt called on Abdool Kuhnian Khan Uus mortiing 
to know what answer he would send to Nnaiin Moulvie Puxl Iliiq, for a letter liad come from him 
inquiring why 1 had not gone to Bareilly according to the agreement. Abdool Kuhinau told him to 
ask for two days more grace as both the children irerc very unwell. The Naxini came back during 
the day. It waa agreed to by Abdool Kuhnian Khais Mouivtc Fukurooddecn Khan^ Uhulam Oustakin 
Khan, Ahmed Yar Khan, and others, to send the fctnalen to the Koorniecs, and to take the place. On 
Abdool Ruliman Khan going to tlie Kooruieea he found that no dependence could be nut in tlicm for 
such a purpose, mainly tlirough Tota Ram, hut Goimitl Singh, Tota liiiin isliree Pershaudy and their 
parties, were willing to join. Abdool Riihuian KWii^s Mussulmeii were afraid, so nothing could 
he done. 

Nazim Moulvic Fuzl lino asked Abdool Ruhmaii Khan why his uncle, Mahomed Buslieer 
Khan hod gone to Bareilly ? \vas it to try and get a |ier\vaiinah for me to bo left here ? If an order 
did come from the Nawab he would have me, cost what it would. 

September 26. — It was decided that l.was tt3 leave tliis about iicKin hy myself, hut on Ahtlool 
Ruliman Khan going to the durbar there was a great disturbance. Abdool llusheed Khan, Kurree* 
moollah Khan, the Nazim Fuzl Huq, and their party, said that my family must aiv.ompany me. 
AIkIooI Ruhinan Khan would iiotdocedc to this at first; swords were lieing drawn* AbdcMil Kunheed 
Khan and hin party took oflf their caps and placed tliein at Abdool Kqhinaii K lianas feel* so that at 
last, through shame, he agreed to take us all. He tmme to me and licggcd of me, with tears in his eyes, 
for me to take my w'ife and children with me, as he was sure we would all return in safety. He said 
]ic would not return alive if we did not, and 1 lielievc him. (Sod help us ! it was u sure t rial for us. 

I was willing to go myself, hut not that iny wife and children sliould share iny fate. That rascal 
Lalla Kulkadoss, on my soii<liiig to him for 1,()00 rufiees of the (hivcrnmoiit money, refused to give 
me any, till at last Tota K;tm, Koormee, told him that AIhIooI Kuhman Khan would send KM) men and 
take the money hy force, and also that the Nazim ivould i>c Uild he lia<I some 50,(KKI ru|)eos of 
Ciovernnient in his hands; as the money was required to save our lives, it was then only that he 
sent me 5(K) ru|iees— 15 rupees short weight; it w*as also decided in the durbar that Abdool Kushecd 
Khan w.is to fiirnish two palkces for our use, and to leave during the day, hut, as he did not send them 
till night, it was considered better to leave early in the morning, and to spend t wo or three days on the 
rood, so as to allow time for Mahomed BushecrKhaii and tiliolam Raiiiame Khan (who gave out when 
asked h^ *the budronshes of Pilleehheet, why he was going to ilareilly V*’ that he w^as going to lixik 
for service? fr<im the Nawuh), to cHect un arrangement with Bobha Ram to get mo be left at IMIoeb- 
licet under their cure. 

Nazim Fuzl Huq left with the troops from this for Jcliaiiabad. 

Sentember 2?. — Nawabgunge, twrelve miles ; Andrew very ill ; it was agreed that wo should 
remain iiere to-morrow, as a man came from Mahomed llusliccr Khan for us on no account to coim^ 
to Bareilly, as wc would be sure to he murdered, Jmt t«> spend two or three daya longer on the road, 
as he was certain that he would he able to get th;s pcrwaiinalt from the Nawab through Sohlni Kain, and 
lie was to give 20() rufices for it. 1 heard that Moulvie Fuzl Huq lind taken the Pilleehiieet tr<M>ps, 
with the guns, tii join the Bareilly troops at Behcree, as be is to lead them against Nynec TsI. 

Septembi'r 28. — Ilcmained at Nawahgunge, and in the evening (iholani llaiham Khan (*ame with 
the perwannahs from the Nawab, and a(idress<'d to Nazim Moulvie Fuzl Huq, and the other to 
Mahomed Bushecr Khan, for us to remain in charge of the latter; so there was great joy in 
the camp. 

September 29. — PiUeebheet, twelve miles. Wc arrived here in the tnorttirig ; the people of the 
city collected to witness our arrival ; some even came out four miles to meet and conduct us iiit4i the 
city ; the streets were crowded, and congratulations were offered on every side to us, a letter came 
from the Nazim to send all the powder and shot to his ciirnp. 

September 30, — Mahomed Bushecr Khan came back in the evening fifirn Bareilly ; wc have 
much to be thankful for to this old gentleman, and all his relations, for his escriions on our behalf. 
About this time Moulvie Fukurooddecn Khan gave in bis resignation. ^ 

Octoiier 1. — It was agreed to say that wc should go to Slmrcpore, as Abriool Kusheed Khsu, 
Kureemoolidi Khan, Choonah Khan, Inayetoollah Khan, the Nazim Moulvie Fuzl Huq, and their 

E irty, (Till they get us sent to, and murdered at, Bareilly. .AlHicMd Uehinan Khan meatis to go to 
uberee to the Nazim, and tender his resignation, as he will rtui fight against the Company's troops. 
His brother, Moulvie Fukurooddeti Khan, is to acoom|iaiiv us, and to remain some time with us at 
Sherepore. Tlie zemindar, Mahomed Noer Khan, is well atfected to Government. 

October 2.— Started for Sherepore (20 coa), early in the morning* and reached liy evening. We 
were hospitably received by Mahomed Noer Khan and his sons. Ally Noer Khan, liuuut Noer Khan, 
Mahomed Yar Khan, and*tlicy told us that they would not give us up, even if the Nswah sent a 
force fur us. 

October 7* — A letter from Abdool Ruliman came Uwlay ; his son, Abdool Ayeez, died on the 
.Sth instant. He wrote that Fuel Huq had written to the Nawab to have us aghin sent for to Bareilly. 
He also wrote that be, Abdool Kuhman Khan, had not gone to Buberee, and also that fte%ovd<l not 
go at all against the Comimny’s troops. * ^ 



October 8. to 25 . — ^Thcrc has been nothing of consequence to write about, with thia excq>tiQn, 
that on the 13tli instant, Ramdend Shah, of Kunchampore, sent a force, who burnt and loom the 
villagers onrihe other side of the Sardha river, belonging to thcThal^raiii of Jetpoorah« Tlte forces here 
are not strong enough to forcevtheir wsy to the other side of the Sardtm river, in face of an eiteinjr, I recom- 
mended them to remain quiet till the Oimpany^s troops were victf3riotts,and then the land taken from them 
and the damage done, would be got back. iThe people here, vis., Mahomed Noer Khan, setnindar of 
Sherwore, Roy Singh, and Sobha Singh of Tanda, the Tltakoorain of Jetpoorah, Doorjun Singh of 
Gun^iai, ami others, have remained faithful to Government, and arc daily looking out for our troops 
to go to Bareilly. The country about here has not been looted, but they are much afraid that the 
following parties will make a descent on them, vis.: Juggiininth Singh, the Poorkce Rajah, Lakhim 
Singh of Kliattur, and Ramdend Shall of Kuncliampore. This last, as above recorded, has done a 
great deal of duinnge on the other side of the Sardha river. Mahomed Noer Khan, and the others, 
would furnish a party for Government pur|)oses, if they were assured that their properties were srife. 
A perwannah from the Commissioner of Bareilly to Juggiimauth Singh, Ramdend Shah, and Lakhim 
Singh, to leave them in peace, would he the means of preventing bloodshed, and strengthening the 
Government interest. They are so stronglv in the Government interest, that when the bearer of the 
letter to Juggurnaiith Singfi, of the 2.1rd J^eprember, sent hy me, came here to ^n^ge them in the 
to tiiltc Pillebheet, lliey at once said they would send their forces along with Juggurnauth 
Singh to Piliccbheet, but ns flic latter would not send their forces, the project had to be given up. 

October 27 . — In a letter 1 tliis day wrote to Captain Maxwell, I mentioned tliat the people for 
Government who are in Pillcehhcot linve sent to me to know what they are to do with their families 
in the event of the Company’s troops coming to Pilleeblieet. Would you be so good as to give this 
letter to R. Alexander, Esq., Commissioner, for perusal, afid for his orders as to what course they are 
to pursue. I would suggest that a flag lie allowed to he hoisted over their several liousc doors, a.s a 


protection, such as this, 
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and that if only SCO men of the Company’s troops were to come to 


miceliheet, the whole city and district would at once declare for the Company’s rule, and were only 
withheld from ilcclariiif; that they were so hy the number of troops that the Xnwah had at Baredly, 
and as they had no better force here than the Nuwah, sn coulil nut make a stand against him, and 
xvould not Ijc alhnved time t*» collect troops, neither have they the money to |»*y for troops when 
collected. A few drilled troops from Nvnee Tnl would (jive ouhfidenec to the i>eople, and they would 
rise en masse to assist. If only TitK) men were sent 1 have no doubt but that 1 could get 10,(KXV or 
12,(KX) men from the different zoniimlurs. The aemindurs here would alone give 600 men with fire* 
locks, and Pilleebheet would rsmstitute I ,(K)U ready for scrv'ice, aiul the guns then would he at our 
command, Abdool Rnhman Khan having mode an arrangement to that effect. .Mahomed Noer Khan 
of this (Hlierepore), has also a gun, and the Th.akoorairi of Jutpoorah has guns; also iUj Singh and 
HoblmNingh, of Tanda, have guns, so there would be a respectable park ofartdiery at hand. Mahomed 
Noer Khan would assemble 1,000 men or mure, if K. .\lexander, Ksq., would give me orders to raise 
the money on the part of Government. They would nominally be raised to repel any force sent 
against them by Ronnduund Hbuli, ].,ukhiii Siiigb or Juggernaulli Singh; also he will luve his and 
confederates’ troops ready to assist Government, when he receives by an assured party that the troops 
have really left Nynce 'I’al t«» attack the Bureilly Nnwab. I would urgently press tliis on the nutho* 
rities that a few troops raised here could much forward the Government interest, 

Mahomed Shefat Khan, late ootwal of 8haiiji‘hanpi»re, informetl Aliy Noer Klian and ffusrut 
Noer Khan, that a Patlian from Rampore had come to this to murder me when out shooting, and for 
them to warn me to Im careful*. MoUeii Khan rame this morning %vith a letter from Abdool Kuhman 
Khan, for me to send my letter at once, which 1 did. 

October 29.— A letter from Imeknow mentions that the Europeans are in iMMsesmn of three 
places in the city: hy that it would npp('.ar that they have been reinforced hy fresh troo|)s. In the 
evening amancaVnc from Bylah. eight cos from thi.s, and on this side of the main branch of the Bordha 
river, with intelligence that Rundoud Shah, of Kuchuii|H)'>ra*s forces, had burnt the tbaniiali and 
looted that village. 

October 31).— Ally Noer Khan went this morning, with aliout 100 men and a sm.tU cannon. The 
Thnkourain of Jatpoorah sent some 125 men and a camion. Rundood Shah’s men, on the Mpronch of 
these troops, recrossed the Sardha river. Some firing between these parties. Ally Noer Khan com- 
iiieneed to form a redoubt, and has written fur as many men ns he can get together to attack Rtmdtound 
Shah’s men. Newa came to*day that Mooradahnd is occupied by the Europeans. 

Octolmr 31. — A letter that came from Ally Noer Khan states that the enemy’s foree is about 
409 men, and his own some .KN). These two parties have been firing at each other across the Sardha 
liver. On this side one man wounded (ball through hand), and three or four have gone down of the 
enemy. One InayutooUah Khan, from Kitcha, or Richa. came here this afternoon ; he Imtugiit word 
tlmt the Radshah had been vietorinus and tliat not an European was left except at .Agra, and that these 
men wpre besieged hy tlie Bombay troops, Alsu, tliat some eight or ten ago some Kuropeana 
had come to Mooradahwl, and that the Rampore troops liad murdered them all. • ' 

Nuremher 1.— Ally Noer Khan writes, that Ruiidood Shob’a people have- nttred aome two miles, 
and that the extent of their lose is three killed and four wounded. A letter from Hooijon Singh, of 
Qunshai, came to Mahomed Noer Khan for him to join with Lakhtn Singh andotbera, and to send in 
u durkhnst to tiic Nawab of Peoruiijiore and Kother. The xemindars here hav'C hitherto no kiat, 
or permiltcd looting in Aeir district. Andrew is very unwell tn-day. 

Novendter 2.— Healrd the report of amen or mght guna in the direction of Bylah. Mahomed 
Noer K biui, ('lusrut Noer Khan, and myself, started for that place. On our arrival there found thJb 
there iiatl.becn no tiring there, so that the' firing must have been somewhere else. On onr arrival, and

On the" ith wyeiie o li ltat 
to Aondood Shah^ i^uiring of hml why he had taken fureiide poaneaeion of tend beloiFigiiig to IM 
Jelqponrab Tltakoonun, and to Mahoin^ Moer Khan, and that a decree liad been given tothe eifeet. ^bgf 
the English autboritiea, tliat the land in dispute belonged to these partiea, nnd ikH ‘to him, I haflUt 
write in sueii a manner that Kawab Khan ^hadtior Khan (if the letter aliould be rimwti to him), 
could take no hold of it to my prejudice. Firing keiit up l>y the enemy on bur men. 

November 6. — Received an answer from Rutidoo:1 SImh, but without signature. He did not 
write an answer to the questkin 1 not. Thin letter is in imtsessiun of Mahomed Noet Khan. 

Nineinber 7. — Sliereporc, eight cos. Ketumed to this. 1 tliought it useless to remain na our 
party would not go across to assault the etieinv. 1 left directions bow to proceed if Ally Koer Khan 
wanted to oFosSf via., to get their doon^ceu carried loner down the river on cartel and make a feint Jn 
front wliiist they wen* crossing lower dou’n. 

November H. — Heard tliat the Jetpoorah Thakoorain liad got some troops from the Poorbee Rajahs 
Juggurnaath fiinglu Wlien Uiey get them all togetlier, they intend to cross the &ur«.iha in tbe^ 
morning. 

November 0.— -A man was sent to sec if tlie combined troops of the Tlmkooraia and Ji^ggurnauth 
Singh had crossed. lie brought tiack word (fttlsely)« that they had done mo. Word was also brouj^t 
that Miihomcd Noer Khan’s troops were to do so* likewise in the niortiing. Word also brought mt 
the Lord Sahih had .gone with lW4» kuiiipooH (I do not know how many men in each), to LuiAnow; 
also tliat the Delhi troops liad gone iherci and tluO. Rajah Maun Singh had been ktlMi ami that the 
Commny's troops had taken Lucknow. 

November 10.~ Woid brought friim Bvlali that they intend to cross the Sardba river in the 
afternoon, and attack Kundood Shah’s troops. Husrut Nocr Khan and tnyself at onoeftart^ for 
Bylah. On the road, about tw*o ibtlc« from that place, met a hiirkara with a note, by whieli weHeamed 
that our side hail made a successful attack on the enemy in the way 1 had pointed out. I’hcy <mly 
passed over sixty-live, aluiut two miles lower down the river, anden(^ed the enemy in front (whose 
strength was 7(K) men). On the appearance of the sixty-five men the enemy delivered fire, turned, 
and fled. I'lic jungle was so thick that they did not find out that only a few men had crossed. 
Several of tlic cncniy wounded in the action. On our side, one iiiaii, Mahomed Shafat Khan, was 
wounded in the foot. One man burned two villages. 

Noveinher 11.— Matnmied Noer Khan and myaelf went to a village burned by die Tlinknorain’s 
men, who only pasjied tJie Sardha river this morning, and found diat these |iouple had killed a 
wounded man of the enemy, the buxcc of Kundood Shairs troofMi. Wo were very angry at tlieir 
having done so. 1'hc force from Bylah joined ns, and 1 went, accoiupauiod by Husrut Noer Khan, to 
scour the cuunliy. No plundering or burning villages was allowed, as^MalKNiied Noer Rkan only 
wants t<i act on the defensive. When we found that the men wanted to loot we returned. They were 
very much dissatisfied. 

November 12,— The men went out to loot. Husrut Noer Khan and KurreniooUali Khan, the 
leader of the sixty-five men, went after them, to prevent, as much as laamible, their doing eo, end 
the}* in a measure succeeded. The Tliakoorain of jetpoorah’s people burned several villages of the 
enemy. Mahomed Nocr Khan and inysrif went t4i the Gogra hy ourscUTs: he uanis btHryotelie 
come back. The people who went out to plunder returned in the evening. 'I'hey did little damage. 
We remained at the (higm all night. • 

.November 13. — ^Thc 1 anda troops, under Nosheree Khan, came to day. They are all afraid to 
•tay at the other side of the river ; so in the evening we all returned to this side. Mahomed Noer 
Khan’s men did not go out to loot to-day. Tlie Jct]KK»rah tieopie did, and got several of their men 
killccL 1 and Mahomed Noer Kbai) arc glad of this, ss it will keep Uieiti from looting^tlie villages* 

November 14. — A letter reoeived to-day mentioned tliat two or three of the King's Iiosms in 
Lucknow had been taken by the Europeans, and that 1,<X)0 more European soldiers had come, lasd 
that there was fighting daily. Also that the chuckledars had been calKng on all the Nawafas, JUjalis, 
and semiiidars to send men. Husrt^'Nucr Khan and self returned to 8herc|»ore, eight oos. 

Novemlier 16.— Moulvie Fukeenooddeen Kiian, wlm hss been with me since 1 oame here, left fer 
PUleebheei. News brinigbt tbst Rondood Shah bad again collected bis troops. Hiey ere in tlirce 
divisions. 

November 20. — ^To Bylab, eleven miles. On my arrival here, and in miiversatfon with Mahomed 
Noer Khan, he informed me, that tlie unfortuiiate gentlemen who lost their lives at Mohuiidee wesrld 
have been saved if tliey had stuck to their orimnd intention of passing tiimagh Rherqme for the 
hills. The tiiannadar of (name forgotten), had wriUetJ to Mahutued Noer Kliaii Ui firovide ntesud 
for the party, and lie did so ; but it seems Juggurnsuth Sinjth {lersuaded them to go by Mohmidea, 
altbotieb he knew they must meet one of the mutinous regimenta. 1 sincerely lielievc tlmi Mriioined 
Noer WISH would have preserved tliecn if they had come ; but God ruled it c^ierwise. 

November 27.— Nothing to relate ainoe ttie 26lb histent. TItis day went to the otlier shle of 
the Ssnilia river, Mahomed Noer Khan’s men being afraid to go. They said that Uiey hemd tiritig 
at tlie othef side. Maboitied Nocr Khon fe e plucky old mso. 

November 28.— To Kittars, on my wqr to Sbmwpoie. Iluanit Noer IQiesi informed me tiiat 
the Europeans at Lucknow had taken a. number of guns, so thst they must lie in force. Word alsu 
brouglit tnat the Company’ti troops bad ciosaod tlie Oaia^ at Koocbla Gbaut» 

Novenilier 30.— To oherepore. Got news on arrivalUiat mv old enemies, Abdool Risbed Khan, 
Cliooiiaii Khan, Memali Khsn, and others, liad beeu dismissed the Nawab’s serviee. 

Xiecetubef 1* — 1 heard Undav that there had been a figlit at Lucknow, in which tlie Ixwd Sahib 
%nd two offioera had liceti killed ; also that the Europeans had fienetrated as far as the gate of the 
Kin^a Palace, but that Uie next day tlic native troops bad assaulted Uie £uro]KaiiS|, and were 


peopii 


▼ictori()iw, hut with n great lo»» of men on their aide. On the other hand, the Newab of Bareilly^a 
trooj)H \scrt thrashed at Kuchla Ghaut and lost a regiment. The Nawah has discharged the Oeueral 
of the heaten troops. 

Dccemi»er 2.-1116 troops of Jetpoorah looted the Bunjarralis without orders ; the Thakoorain 
ordered them to return all the loot. These Bunjarrahs are leagued with Ilundood Shah^ and loot the 
villages on the other aide of the Sardha river. 

December 5. — Roahen tells me the news from Lucknow, that there are about 7,000 Europeans 
encamped in Nuccagunge, so it is all lies about the Baity Guard having been taken. He also heard 
that the Nawah’s troops got a thrashing at Hutdwain. By a letter received last night from Huarut 
Noer Khan it ap|>ears that the Rajah's troops had a'^aiii collected the other side of the river. 

December 0. — Heard to-day that some 1,(XX) Europeans were at Mynpoorie, and a force of 
Europeans near Budaon. It is to be hoped that this is true. Twenty^five men have come from 
Huarut Noer Khati*s brother-in-law, the Nawab of that place, to assist him against Rundood Shah, 
whose forces have again come to the Gogra, and been firing upon the people of this side of the river. 
Husrut Noer Khan then sent a letter for us to send all the men that can lie spared to Bylali. Roy 
.Singh, of Tanda, came to-day. It appears that Lukhim Singh baa given in a durkhast for this 
Pergunnuh, and is coming with 1,G(X) men, and a few of the Nawah’a, in addition to his own troops. 
This is the second durkhast that has been given in for this district and sanctioned ; the former was 
given by Juggiirnauth Singh, Poorbee Rsijali. Tliis latter has paid 25,()00 ru])ec8 to the Nawab and 
Sobha Ram. I suppose we will have fighting by and bye. 

December 7.— The people from Aiirungabad have brought word that the Europeans have left 
the Daily Guard and gone to Alumbagh, and have a great number of elephants with them, and also that 
some 7(^0 fresh troops had arrived at that place. On to Bayla, eleven miles. On my arrival found 
that the Rajah’s troops had decamped during the day. Kurrecinoollah Khnn went with some eighty 
men to^tho Gogra. The Kajah’s troops are about 500 or 600 men and two gcmrclas, or small cannon, 
and plenty of plunderers, who have carried off some 500 head of cattle, and completely plundered the 
pV of their rice, &c. 

December 11. — To the Go^ra, to give confidence to the ryots to cut their grain, and bring it to 
this side of the river. Found on inspection that the Uajairs people had completely gutted the village, 
and dug up all the old grain in store. Two gurralis of gunjHJwder were found in the jungle on our 
return. 

Dcccnilior IJh — Word lirought by the %'illagors that the Rajah’s troops had given out that they 
would pay us another visit aliout noon. Some sixty men went over with llnsrut Noer Khan, Kurree- 
nioolhiti Khan, and myself, and returned by evening. Received a letter from Mahomed Noer Khan, 
in which he wrote that Roy Singh and Suhha Singh, of Tanda, Dunjun Singh, Dali Singh, and others, 
have been constantly, lately, asking him to go to Bareilly to give in a durkhast for this district of 
Poorunpore. finkliuti Singh is coming with a regiment of infantry, commanded by Kaith, and some 
sowars, in addition to his own men. 

December 1 1. — Shcrepore, eleven miles. I am told that there are four regiments, two guns, and 
5()() sowars at Piilechhect from Bareilly, sent by the Nawab, to rase Muyet Oulaii Khan and his 
brother's houses, and to get the money looted from the treasury, and public and private proix*rty they 
and others lia<l looted. InayctouUah Khan is in prison at Bareilly, and his brothers have absconded; 
their reign has been short. 

December 15. — Mahomed Noer Khun left for Bareilly to-day, he is to he accompanied by Roy 
Singh and Shibha Singh, of Tanda, Darjuii Singh, of Gunshai, Dull Singh Kavinda, of the Jetpoorah 
thakoorain, &c. He goes much against his wdsh; but what can he do ? He is surrounded by lus 
enemies. 

December 17. — News brought that Ahdool Resheed Khan has gone to Mama Kot, and the Nazim 
has sent a force after him. His brother, Inayetoollaii Khan, Moonah Khan, Choonah Khan, and 
Berkct Oolah Khan, arc in prison, and all the loot taken from them. Kurrccmoollah Khan is also in 
prison. 

Dccemlier 18. — News that Kavoo Sahib has had a defeat. 

December 20.— Moulvie Pukrooddeen Khan came from Pilleebhcet. It appears that TnayetooIIah 
Khan and fourteen of his reluti<ms are in prison, handcuffed, and irons on legs ; and all those who have 
looted ]mhlic and private property are made to give it up. Edjunit Khan (one of those who looted 
niy property), arrived to-day. 

December 21. — To Tanda, six cos. They have cast a very good gun here. They have four 
guns now. 

December 22. — A letter came to Kurruck Singh from Ally Noer Khan, informing him that two 
nows writers, chuprassces, had been to Shercimre, and were going to call at Tanda, and that during 
the time they are here to keep me out (»f sight. 

December 24. — 1 told Kurruck Singh that if Roy Singh would raise 300 men, Husrut Noer Khan 
would raise the same number, to he drilled by me, so ns to be at hand to assist the Europeans. He 
said that when his brother Roy Singh came it would be done. 

Dec'cmhcr 25. — BayU, tu*clvo miles. I was told before 1 left Tanda that 200 sepoys of the 
Nawah’s had arrived at Poorunijore, to collect the kist for Lakiiin Singh. This person ha*x sent in an 
uraec to the Nawab, informing him that two European men and two females were in hiding at 
Shcrepore. 

Deccmlier 26. —By two letters received to-day, it appears that the Mullaghur Nawab has again 
been defeated, and that there is a disturiiance at FuVriickamid. Ally Noer Khan writes for me not to 
go to Sherepore for a few days, for fear of the Nawab’s troops. 

Dmuulier 30. — ^Tothc other aide of the Sardha river, with six men. The Rajah’s people looted 
four men lust flight. ^ 

Deccni'oer 31. — ^No news to-day. This is the end of the year. We have been now five days less 
than seven months prisoners. We nave been kindly treated by our present protectors. I trust in

Janoaiy 1, 1958.«— A new year hat commenced. 1 tnut that this year will end betjer witii vm 
than it commenoea* Sheieporet eleven milet. When I arrived here found that Lukfain Sti^h ie 
determined to raiae a dietariianoe. - He mya be will have the kite. 1 eal^ it it not to mneh hf the 
kiit that he it herey but the death of Budhen Singh Daooo (bit onoie)* killed by Mahomed Nmv 
K han yemsgQ. Me bat tome 700 or 800 men of the Nawab anth him at Puorunpore. Ha eaya he 
will loot Gttierepore. More troops on the road, 

January St. — 1% appears ve are not safe here. God help us ; we are not allowed to leave for 
Nynee Tab 

January 8. — ^Ally Noer Khan sent a lettar to Mahomed Kuiheer Khan for him to send the 
Nawab’s perwannah for him to keep us prisoners, as another perwanimh had come from the Nawab 
for him to give us up. 

January 4. — Heard tliis morning that the people were running away from Shahjelianpore. 

January 0. — Ally Noer Khan sent for me to inform me that a man of his had oome from Agn^ 
and brought the news that Furruckaliad had been taken by our troops. I saw the man, who told me 
that the Mynpoorie Kajah bad l>ocn defeated, und tlie Raiah had run oft* to Furruckaliad, and that 
heavy firing had been hoard in Ithe direction of Furruckabad ; and some iieimie whom he met on the 
road, W’ho had escaped from that place, said the city had heeii taken. One Ilukhs Khan (rather 
Kumbukhs Khan), late soohadar of the artillery of Bareilly, who first went to Delhi, next to Bareilly, 
and then to Furruckabad, had run away from the latter place with hU troops, and has been going 
about looting the country. He has some 1,500 women, Hindoos and Mussulinen (whom he and hki 
troops have dishonoured), with him ; has gone towards Oude. It is to he ho|)ed lie will soon meet hli 
reward. 

January 7.— A hacker}^ load of property, belonging to Ahdool RoonecKhan, late Deputy- Inspector 
of Schools, came here to-day. H^and his family are expected hero to-morrow. 

January 8. — Letters brought bv Hoolasscc, two for me and three for Ally Noer Khan, be. In 
one of mine was a fierwannah from Moulvie Fual Hug, Naxim, to Lakhim Singh (which accompanies 
this), for the latter not to interfere with me. The news to-day is, Furruckabad is taken, and the 
Nawab is come to Jellabad. Khan Bahadoor Khan has sent ten regiments and guns to assist him. 

January 9. — Ahdool Ronee Khan, Deputy* Insfiector of Schools, the city buxee of Shalije* 
hanporc, and the I’illeebhect Nasir, came here to-day. They firing news that Furruckaliad is taken. 

January 10. — ^The Nawab^s troops at I’oiirunporc threaten, except the kist is paiil, to come and 
loot this. A chumar of Pooruiipdre was shot in the thigh to-day by one of Lakhim Singh’s sepoys. 
A buniiyali of Poonttipore was put in the sUicks to>day by these people. 

January 11. — 'Flic whole of the bunnyalis of Pooruiipore, witii their fomilies, are ieuviitg that 
place. Lakhim Singh's men have soixe<l six hackeries belonging to Sheropore to-day. In the aft^r* 
noon heavy firing heard in the direction of P<iorunporc. Wc all turned out. It seems that the 
Nawub’s regiment have got new colors, and fired guns on that account. They gave out that they will 
attack this in the night or to-morrow morning. 

January 12. — Word brought this inorning that Lakhim Singh's men bad xeixed some of Himriab. 
We ail turned out. We cxp<H:tcd it to be a feint of the eiiccny to get us idl to leave Sliereporc* To 
save tliat village only some, thirty men went. Before they got there f jikhiin Singli’a people had 
decamped, Tw'o villages belonging to Tanda were looted to-day liy ihene people. A sou ar, rough 
rider, Gih troop Ist Light Infantry, named Ahmed Khan, come to me to-day for me to give a chit, as 
he wanted to join our forces at Furruckabad. lie says he w'as the means of the serjeant-mnjor (Nudin) 
and his wife being saved, and was wounded by a trooper, named (fiKii Khan, for having done so. God 
knows whether he states the truth or not. I told him that 1 could not give him a chit. He says he 
will remain with me. 

January 13. — Laikh Raj and his son, relations of the Tanda people, were sensed to-^lay. The troop,i 
at Poorunpore are dishonouring the women of the villages around. In the evening some 100 or 180 
of the Nawab's trooM came here. There wiui a bit of a row. 

JanuaiT 14. — The Nawab's troops at Poorunpore seized a woman corning from Pilleebheet and 
dishonoured her. Ally Noer Khan nas given 400 rupees as subsistence allowance to tiie Nawab’s 
troops. 

January 16. — Nosherra Khan came to-day. He brings ncu's that this zillah has again been 
transferred to Juggurnauth Singh. More people from Sbahjehanfwrc came to-day. Four hundred 
more men of Lakhim Singh’s have come to Poorunpore. Kurnuclc Smgli sent w<ird that if I wanted 
money to send to him, and he would give it me. I sent word that I required nunc. 

January 17. — Nawab’s men were here afputi for more money. 

January 19. — Abdool Ronee Khan informed me that Moulvie Ahmed llooscin, a well wisher 
for the Company’s rule, had been murdered as he left the durbar, and his bnithcr woundiul at Shah- 
jebanpore. My two boys bad a narrow escape yesterday from the Nawab’s sepoys. They were going 
to shoot them, but Qiie, better than the rest, 8toppe<l them. TIusrut NiM*r Khan and Allr Moer 
Kluuif uid it would be better for Mr.. B. and children to go to their havilrc, a. the trooiM at rooran* 
pore were cbming to attack Slierepore. 1 oent them, and went to the trenclie. to the we»t of the 
Ullage. About noon the Sherepore men muatered to the went of the village, and I advanced with two 
men to observe the movements of the enemjr, and discovered the combinra troops of the Nawab and 
Lakhim Singh oome out about 2 o’clock p.u. in three divisions ; to the noith<west, about 1,U0U of the 
Nawab's, and to the west and south-east from to 1,500 of Lakhim Siiij^h’s. Tliose to tlie 

north-west dividetl into two parties, one of which took op a positirui north-east of the village, so that 
they form^ three sides of a imrallelogram. Ttiose to the west had two heavy guns, 12 and tt-nnunders, 
Ad to the south-east, a short gun with titem. The cnemv opened 6re about H o’cioek from tlieir 
guns, and -we replied from our 1-pounder. After firing four snots from their heavy guns tbn’ becatno 
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disabled, hut fired Ofte shot from their short gun. No damage was done to our side, or to any in the 
village, although their balls passed into and over the village. They lost some five men wounded* 
Ally Noer Khan hindered me from firing any more, as part of the enemy (Nawab^s troops), had called 
for a fiarley. Much against my will this was granted. The force we hacl in Sherepore was onlv about 
800 men. Ahmed Khan*s Fowar stuck to me during the fight. Tlie Tatida and Jetpoorab people sent 
none to our assistance. About 8 o^clock p.m. word was brought that Mahomed Nocr Kban was 
coming with a force of 200 men and a gnn from Ounshai. The enemy did not retire till 9«o^clock p.m* 
We all remained in the trenches all night. 

January 20. — In the evening it was agreed to attack the enemy in Poorunpore with our small 
force, l)ut the cornrnander of the Nawab's regiment sent an urzee for ixs to defer doing so till they left, 
which they infifnded to do in the morning. 

January 21. — ^The NawahN regiment left this morning, and I have been trying my best to 
get Ally Noer Khan to attack Lakliim Singh’s tnuins before they get the reinforcements Uiat are on 
the road, but be will not consent. Ilcera Singh, the commander of Lakhim Singh’s troops, came at 
night, and said be would vacate Poorunpore by noon tfvmorrow. I doubt if he will do so. The 
Tanda people came to Mahornedpore witli about 200 men and two guns. 

January 22.— Lakhirn Singh’s troops have not left; they have received reinforcements. 

January 21. — My family returned to-day. A letter received from Mahomed Noer Khan, in which 
he states tlint the Pfxorbee Rajah’s trcujps arc on the way here, and, therefore, to wait two or three 
davs before we ottack Lakhim SinghN men. Ally Noer Khan will not attack tliem at all I firmly 
believe. 

January 26. — -Tim city buxee, of Shalijelianpore, came back from the city to-day ; the old news* 
Furruckabad taken ; he also told me that after the outbreak, he had interred six gentlemen near to the 
church, one of them was the late Mr. Ricketts. 

January 27 Part, of the XawabN regiment has returned to Poornnpore ; so much for not having 

attnrk<‘d f.nkhim Singh’s men when weak. In the afternoon, a pniclarnation of the Nawab’s was sent 
here, in which uH Mussulmcn and Hindoos were informed that they must repair to Bareilly, as the 
Mahomedan Jliiinda had been hoi.sted, and to assist in repulsing the Eurof>eans, who had taken Agm, 
Delhi, My npooric, Furruckabad, Ac.; also a proclamation of the chuckladars of Shahjehanpore to 
Abdool Uoorec Khan, for him and his family to repair (within four days) to that city; if he dW not 
do so, his property would be confiscated. 

January 2K — Simie KM) men of Juggernniith Singh’s have* come to a village near Peeplecah, to 
assist in netting Lakhim Singh’s men out of Poorunpore. The Hindoo force under Mahomed Noer 
Khan, at Pceploeah, is some 7()f> men and two guns. The force of Lakhim Singh is being daily 
augmented ; the Deoria Thakrujr having sent men to his assistance, 1 made some shell yesterday for 
our small gun. 

JjiiMiary ’M ). — Fired one of the shell to-day; it broke into nine or ten pieces. 1 hope these shells 
will be the means of getting the better of Lakbim Singh’s and the Nawab’s troops* 

January 'll. — The commander of the Nawab’s regiment at Poorunpore ha.s sent for iierusal a 

C 'nvaiinali of KImn Habndoor Khan’s for myself and family to be sent forthwith to Bareilly. Ally 
oer Khun and Mahomed Noer Khan have sent letters to Mahomed Bushecr Khan and Abdool 
Rulunan Khan, to eome here at (mer with men if they wish ns to be saved. Ally Noer Khan told me 
1 must leave the trencrlies and go into hiding for a few’ days. The Tatida people are leaving 
Malioinodporc for Taiula; so murh for these kiitchn Hindoos. Nosherra Khan telLs me there will be 
a fight to-day. .About noon, Lakhirn Singh and the Nawab’s troops attacked Pceplceah, where 
Mahomed Noer Khan is ivith the troops of Doorgim Singh and the Jetpoorah ; the enemy set fire to 
some sugar enne, and, under cover of the smoke, got the better of Mahomed Noer Khan’s force, but 
he managed to secure his guns. Lakhim Singh’s men then fired and looted the village : two men 
of the giiuners of the Jetpoorah gun have been seriously injured. 

February 1.- * About 2 o’clock a.m, the whole of the females of Sherejxire left the village. 
Mahomed Noer Khan .sent word that myself and family had better go at once with them : we did so, 
and arrived at Tanda in the morning. ()n our arrival, Slahoined Shaftit Khan told me to go on in t]^e 
afternoon to Pillcebhccl, hut I said “ No ; I will go into the forest with my family, as I had no 
inclinution to see niy wife and eliildren mimlered; for the Nawnb could have us from Pilleebheet 
much easier tlinn fr(»m this;” so that it was agreed at last that 1 should be allow’ed to go; they tried 
all they (\iuld to persuade Ahmed Khnn,the sowar of the Light Cavalrj", not to accompany me, but he 
said he would stand by me and mv family. A letter came from Ally Nocr Khan, stating that they 
had <»fTert'<l as far as .’"il’K) rn{)ces to the commander of the Nawab’s troops to leave us alone. Ahmed 
Khan says he will manage to take us to Binndeo. Nosherra Khan also said, live in A# 

jungle, and trv and get to Binndeo.” 

Abdool iloroe Khan goes back towards Shahjehanpore. We have been speaking several times 
about misiiig a force under himself and the brother of the late Moulvie Ahmed Hosaein who was 
murdered at Shahjehanpore. and himself wounded ; he intends to act up to it, and has no doubt but 
that he will he able to render eonsiderahle assistance to our force by making a diversion in our favor in 
the Shahjelianahnd district. 

February 2.— To n village seven cos from Tanda. Kiirmck Singh «ve four aepoys, rfnd Mahomed 
Yar Khan two men ; Ahmed Khan, the sowar, accompanied us. By nis assistance, 1 hope to meet 
our countrymen again. Mahomed Yar Khan sent a letter to the Lalla here, to make as aa comfortable 
ae poaslble. 

b'ebriiar)’ 3. — Noslierra Khan and Oholam Khan came with two men they had engaged for me; 
the four men Kumick Singh sent witli us, his brother, Roy Singh, ordered to return to Tanda. 

Felirunrv L — Chand|Hire jungle six oos. No house or trees; no bouse nearer dian one and 
a-half cos. ^Managed to make a slight covering ffUm the dews. 

February 5. — Abdool Ahmed came from Shereporc with four men. Nosherra Khan brought the

February 8. — ^To Khereea seven cos. News brought that the Tauda people were preparii«g to 
take to the bund like oafselveib ^ tlic Nawab’a troops wore going to Tanda. 

Febiwary 8. — ^To Pime jungle at side of Chucka river, opposite hfanpore* Nothing to cover 
us; sent off a man to Pillebheet, and a buriyah to Nugla to see wliut forces were at timso places, die 
latter l>eing on the road to Birmdeo ; Ahmed Khan trying his best to persuade Moulvic FukurocHldeen 
Khan to allow us to leave for Birmdeo. 

February 11. — ^The man returned from Pilleebbeet with instructions for us not to go into Birmdeo, 
as a force had left from Nugla and Susayah, the plains where we must pass. It was with much 
ado that Ahmed Khan and myself could persuade Moulvie PukurocKldeen Kban to allow ua to go (he 
being afraid would be raised (sic) if he allowed us), 1 told him 1 would not go if he desired me other* 
wise ))ot that our deaths would lie at his door if we were taken, he conseiiteil at last. Wo left in the 
afternoon for the jungle at the Susayah side of Mahanij|K)rc, A man of the name oC Doamce (a 
Shiekaree, who has been often with gentlemen shooting) and Loulali Matteab, of Maharajnore, is to 
accompany us. Moulvie Fukurooddecn khan and Gholam Raeharioe Khiui (these men go Dsek) gave 
us a mail named Hoolasee ; he and Sheikh Kummeer Ahmed Khan and others accompanied us. It 
came on rain heavy, but we determined to start in the moniing and travel througii the jungles, 
leaving the road altogether. 

February 12. — To Cliirreeah Dang ten cos by the road, but upwards of fifteen cos by the 
jungles. We crossed a branch of tiie Saniha early in the morning, and recrossorl it at this place in 
the afternoon ; it was with difficulty that we got across, the whole of us completely scarred by the 
jungle. 

February 13. — 'I'o Bunsu, above Birmdeo, twelve cos. Left early in the morning, ami readied 
about 2 o’clow ajM.; waa well received by the tliennadar Ricldun Singh and Chowdrea Meg Singh. 

February I k — ^To Kataunniii six and u-half cos, Kussera Puddan. The following gave men 
to see us safe, vis., Buteuh, Dunnah, Got, and Burragaon ; both these last liava gone on pioquet. 
Lall Singh and Davi Singh, burkundause, accompany us. 

Februaiy 15, — Hus)K>re fifteen cos. Passed a number of mountain torrents; llusseerea Pudan 
accompanied us part of the way. 

February 1(5. — lluldwarie fiiurtccn cos. Started at daybreak, and readied in the aftertioon ; we 
were met on the rood by most of the European gentlemen of (he station, 'riiank God for nermitling 
us to lie amongst our countrymen again. Ahmed Khan is to have a court of inc|uiry on mm in the 
morning. 

February 17.— A court of inquiry assembled to try Ahmed Khan, sowar. 1 sincerely trust he 
will be rewaraed for bis kindness and fidelity to myself and family. 

From the time 1 left Shcrepore, on the 1st instant, I have liad to spend slmut 150 rupoea liefore 
I could reach lluldwanee. Notliiug was given by the authorities to the nu^ii for assisting us to come 
here ; I had to pay all myself— rather hard.

The Commisaioner of Meerut to the Officiating Secretary to Govemmenty Norths PVeatern ^omneesy Agreu 

Sir, July 11, 1858. 

I HAVE much pleasure in forwarding the accompanying rejiorts from Major Williams and 
Mr. Dunlop, of a most creditable piece of service performed by the District Volunteer Corps raised 
by the Major with the view of suppressing insurgent Goorkhas and others who have been getting 
very bold in tliis district, forming ttiemselves into large gangs, and plundering in every direction. 

2. Intelligence of the gathering of a strong party of them at tlie call of the zemindar of Seekree, 
with the intention of plundering Begumubad, avillage about sixteen miles from the cantonments on the 
Dellii road, having been communicated to me by Mr. Dunlop, Major Williams was requested to take 
his volunteers to prevent the attack, if possible. 

3. The party, of the strength noted in the margin,* marched at 3 a.m., on the 9th. On arriving 
at Begumabad, tney found that the Goojurs had attacked and plundered it the evening before, and 
killed a number of Jats. 

4. The volunteers immediately advanced to Seekree, where they heard the Goojurs were in force. 
The result is given in Major Williams’s report. 

. 5. The destruction of a large body of insurgents strongly posted in a village with their most 
determined men defending n still stronger post most obstinately, is more than somewhat creditable to 
the volunteers, for tliey killed more than double the number of men actually engaged in the attack ; 
part of their frirce having remained with the baggage. I am sure the Lieutenant-Governor will 
consider the corps deserves great praise. 

6. I trust to receive most efficient aid in restoring order from this little force, which, within a 
few days of its being raised, could hear about sixteen hours of hard urork, during fourteen of which 
the rain was very heavy, accomplish a long march, and so ciTcctually punish a party of rebels, some 
hundreds in number. Already the fame of the affiur, and the rapidity and severity of the punishment 
have had good eflcct.

Major tVUliams to the Commissioner of Meerut. 

Sir, Campy Meerut, July 10, 1857. 

AGREEABLY to the orders received, the District Volunteer Force under inv command marched 
yesterday at 3 a.m. for the villjige of Seekree. The Magistrate, Mr. Dunlop, accompanied the force. 

2. At Ueguinnhad, two divisions, under Captains D'Oyly and Tyrwhitt, took up positions so as t) 
prevent the insurgent Goojurs from Tsenpifig. Gti nearing the village the insurgents came out in 
f(»rce, firing matchh)cks and brandishing swords ; but these were driven in witli a loss of about thirty. 
They ilieii kept up a desultory fire from the walU. 

*3. Seeing a number of men collected on the tops of the houses, a howitzer was placed in position, 
and a few rounds fired to clear the village. The Jats of Begumabad, who bad collected in the hope 
of recovering the losses of the previous night, were directed to enter, but were met with a determined 
op|)OsitioiK 

4. A party of European volunteers then disrnounted, to attack a large walled enclosure wdth 
double stories 'and gates, in which the jemadar and principal men of the village were assembled. 
Captain D’Oyly headed tlic volunteers, and attempted to force the gates, w*hilst another party mned 
the walls and kept up a heavy fire on the insurgents. The gates being strongly barricaded, it was. 
necessary to bring up the gun. A deterniined resistnuce was offered by the insurgents, but the 
attacking force carried the inclosurc, and I believe few, if |iny, of the enemy escaped. Upwards of 
seventy bodies were found in this one spot, and amongst Incni the jemadar, or leading man of the 
Goojurs.

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5. Bartidt then sallied out, in different directions, to clear the village, and here, also, numbers of 
the insurgents fell, many lighting desperately, some of whom were recognised as rebel sepoys and 
troopers.. Two muakets and a carbine were taken from the rebels. The village was then fired, and 
the volunteer fbroe returned to cantonments at 7 e«if • 

6. It is difficult to state the exact number of inauigents killed, but it is believed that it cannot 
be less than 170 or near 200* Every endeavour was made to spare women and children from harm 
and insult, and all found in the village were immediately placed in safety, and the Jats then permitted 
to plunder. 

7^ All behaved with great spirit and energy, and I would more cspecittllv notice the assaulting 
party, who were not only well led but ably seconded. Captain l)*Oyly was slightly wminded at the 
gate. Serjeant Croydon and tlie party of artillery aceom|mnyiiig the force were aoalous in the discharge 
of their duties. I trust I may be {lermitred to remark that Uic sudden and unexpected move, at an 
hour*s notice, the march of sixteen miles, the attack of a strong village with iiiclosure, and the return to 
cantonments, all in most inclement ureather, borne with great cheerfulness by every volunteer, with 
the perfect success attending the expedition, is somewhat cnditable for so newly an or^^aniaecl force.

Sir, Meerut^ July \ 

THE District Volunteers having been employed on Govcrninciit service during the night of tlie 
6th and the whole of the 9th instant, I have the honor to transmit the following report of the origin^ 
object, and result of the expedition on which they were employed. 

2. The Goojur village of Seckrre, distant about sixteen miles from Meerut cantonments, on the 
Delhi road, look an active part from t1ic very coinmenccmeitt*of our present disturbances in the duroitees 
and disgraceful butcheries for which iheit tribe has become notorious. The first act by which they 
marked their defiance of all legitimate authority was the seixure of a fine biswa, portion of the 
neighbouring village of Kaxiinporc, beUiiigtrig to sonic Hindoo faqueers (byraxics), Killing seven of 
them. Soon after, supposing that their practices found impunity, they drove out the policetiieii of the 
Begumabad chowkee. A number of Jats conmieiiced collecting at liic important village, and bazaar 
of Begumabad, for tlic purjK^se of defending tliemseU'^es against the three Goojur villages of Seckree, 
Nugla, and Deosa ; but tius was met by a couiitcr^collcctioii of Guojurs, not only of these three 
villages, but otlicrs in the neighbourhood. The UotqiirH very rapidly outnumbered the .lata, being 
better armed, less divided among themselves, and more baliituatcd to acts of violence. The (Joojurs 
very soon declared their intention of attacking tlie Juts at Begumabad, destroying the village, and 
plundering the bazaar. Urgent solicitations for assistance \V4!re sent to Meerut by the parties 
threatened, but there being much more iinnortafit work, of apparently more iinmediato necessity, to 
employ the ressalah, wc were obliged to tell them that they must defend tliemso.Ivcs for a time, but 
that they might count on our taking steps, when possible, to assist them. The news of this fact, 
probably, went to Seekrec as well as to BeguniBliad, and at 9 o’cloctk at night on tlio 8(.h instant,, 
information was received that the attack at Begumabad had taken place that day, and the usual 
ruthless atrocities been committed, tlic Jats, greatly outnumbering, scarcely offering any resistance* 
The District Volunteers had been ordered to parade at 2 o'clock tinit night, for service in another 
direction, but the course of events having rendered prompt puriislimcnt of the rebels of Hcckree all 
important, the march was altered for that village. The suddenness f>f our advent defied even the 
vigilance of the Goojur intelligence department. By grey dawn wc had rcarlie<l the ruins of Begum- 
abad. A drenching rain had set in, which lasted all clay; the firc's were still Ninouhlcring, the baxaar 
on the road side, the Govcriiniciit chowkee, and the dawk bungalow, frnaiitlcbs, with but blackened 
walls standing, the fiooriiig in many instancies dug up, wiiilc here uiiri ili in tbr birld.H wtoidered a few 
miserable fugitives from their village. At this point. Ca)itaiii D'Ciyly taking ch'vcii of the Europeans 
and three Sikhs with him s<*t out at a gallop for the village of Seekrec, distant about two ittiles. We 
swept rapidly round the village, leaving two or three horsemen uL various points to cncrirclc it. No 
inhabitant was in sight, and our encirclcineiit was rotiqdcted ere the first few* sUrtled villagers ap|>eared. 
Armed men rapidly collected. The small numlicr of the advance guard hud the appearance of a 
Magistrate’s party attempting an ordinary arrest, and within a few secfindM of our arrival a crowd of 
mcii) women, and children issued, the men shouting defiance and lirandisliing tlieir swords. A 
few carbine allots taking effect in the crowd drove tlinn back to cover, wlicnee they comrnenciid iits. 
ineffectual fire with matchlocks, the fuzes of which acre soon put out iiy the rain. Our post,, 
numbering five only, almut twenty men pushed on in front of us. i'apiain 'I'yrwbitt had, however,. 

S iUojied up in front of the guns, with a few District Volunteers, and noting the movement of the. 
oojuri, cut off and killed thirteen men of the few who obtained an exit. 

3. Major Williams, meanwhile, having brought up a small 12-i)oundcr howitzer, opened wi|h 
shot, shell, and carcases. The rain, how'ever, prcvcnte<l the thab*h igniting, ^^nd a strong body of 
Goojurs wefe seen collecting in a large double-storied mud liavalec. Our only footmer^ excei)ting 
those by the guns, were some musicians of the late llfh Native Iiifantiy, and fifteen nujcebS| These 
not being sufficiently well disciplined for the work, Capuiia 'Firwhitt dismounted some of the ressallah. 
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and Jcci them into the village to carry Uie havalee, the liowitser being brought in to blow open the 
doorway. Here considerable resiatance was at first offered, and Captain D'OvIy (who bad ezpo^ 
faimaeif much throughout) being struck by a snlintered ball in tbe throat, fell on his sword, cutting 
his left hand severely, door being founa impracticable, Captain Tyrwhitt’s partv soded die 

walls, and rapidly destroyed all the men within die place, two more of our party only getting wounded. 
The village waa then effectually fired, and tbe assembly sounded, five hours having ela(md from the 
oomniencement of the attack, and all women and children having been carefully protected throughout. 

4. The Jats who followed had been so cowed by their losses of the previous day, that they were 
useless except for plunder; hundreds of them flying from any house containing Goojurs* 

5. Any police of acts of individual courage may, perhaps, be deemed invidious where all did 
their duty ; but I trust I may be allowed to note tlie efficient service rendered by Mn Furnell, whq, 
getting first over the wall of the havalee, killed several of its armed defenders witli hit own hands. 

(I. This being the first duty of the kind on which our newly*raised volunteers liave been engaged, 

I have entered into details, the notice of which would not, under other circumstances, be warranted, 
and which may, in the face of tlie struggle in which many of our lirothers are engaged, be deemed 
trifling ; the general character of our duties, however, once shown, t shall redeem tlie prolixity of this* 
letter by the lirevity of my future reports. 

7. 1 trust that the services of the commanding officer and men of the ressallah may be deemed 
worthy of being brought to the notice of the Licutenant-fJovernor.

Sir, Meermit Awyuei 7, 1857. 

I H.WE much pleasure in fonvaniing reports of Major Williams and Mr. Dunlop, of 
the proceedings of the District Volunteer Corps, strengthened by a party of forty of Her Majesty’s 
GOth Rifles, sent, in the hope, happily realized, of disposing of Shah Mull, a jhat who, by collecting 
some liad characters, and getting aid from the rebels at Delhi, had gradually gained strength and 
lioldness to attack and plunder tJie tehsi4ce <»f Burouth, then to destroy the bridge of boats over the 
Jumna, at Baghput; then, with the asnintance of a force of mutineers from Delhi, again to destroy 
the Baghput bridge, which had liccn reconstructed by Mr. J. Camplioll, and waa defended by the 
contingent of the Jhcend Rajah, of the strength noted in the margin;* ami filially, after ail these 
successes, to seduee the inhabitants of eighty-four villages, principally Jats, ^hown as the 
Chowras^sce Des, from their allegiance to Government, and from nothing became a rebel of some 
importance, collecting and sending supplies to the mutineers at Delhi, and entirely stopping the 
direct communication between the Tiead-ouarters camp and Meerut, and when he was attacked had 
threatened to raise the whole country to the west and north-west, and entirely close the only remaining 
lines of communication lietwccn Meerut and the rest of the country under British rule. 

2. The force available, noted in the margin, f was very small considering the number Shah Mull 
was supposed to liave with him ; but many of tlie Jats had declared they would not assist him ; on 
the (TofitTury would help in capturing him ; and confidence was placed in the superiority of even the 
small |iartv* of rifles and the untrained but previously tried Europeans of the District Volunteers, to 
any force tiiat was likely to come against them. 

3. Shah Mull managed to escape the first attempt to surprise him at Busodh, and raising 
viUai^e lilUT village prcimrcd to meet the small force at Burouth, to which nlace, after chastising the 
inlMihitimts of Busodh, who were armed for resistance, and where traces of ohah Mull and his men

and a very large quantity of grain, &o., collected for DeUii, were found, the District Volunteer Force 
marched. 

4. The reports submitted show with what steady gallantry the small European band rcaistcdi 
repeated attacks, and defeated the horde of insurgents that had gathered against them. At least S,5M 
meiift according to all accounts, were beaten off, and Shall Mull was killed. 

6. From the first iutelligenM received from Miyor William^ it appeared posaibie that IImi 
deluded villi^rs would collect in still greater numbers, and a reinforoeuient waa, therefore, sent in 
support, to the banks of the Hindun ; but though followed at a rea|)ectful distance, the District 
Volunteers had only to accomplish a trying march tluough a ffouded country with two rivers to croai, 
and the next day proceeded with the reinforcements of Sirdhanali, and aflter punishing a village which 
had at the coiiiinencemeiit of the rebellion attacked tlie tebselee and Inuaur of Krdhaitab, and the 
head man of whieh, on been summoned, bad shown fresh proof of sedition, returned tp cantonments, 

6. During the short time that lias elnpsed since this sucx.'iesNful e.xpeditio:’;, tbo value and 
importance of the service rendered to the State have been gradually but clearly disclosed. 

7. The omn disaffection, excited by Shah Mull, and the irritaiioii, caused by tlic death of him 
mnd many leading men of the insurgents, lias subsided ; eoiumuiiicatimi direct witli the cani)), vi| 
Baghput, has reo|)eiied; the collections from the Pergunnah liave begun to come in, thouj^h slowly, 
because {>erpetual rumours are pfopagated that mutineers are coining from Delhi, and the tehseldar 
has been installed in the Pergunnah from whieh he had In^cn expelled ; but at Bulognre, on the 
Bughput road, within readi of caiitoninenta, instead of Durouth, vvhicli is thirty miles off*. 

8. But though the uceompUshment of all this, and the destruction of such a bold rebel by such 
a small force, uinuist such ovcrwh<dmiiig nuriibcrs, will, I trust, be lumsidered by the (iovernment to 
be highly creditable to the few fine soldiers of tlie Royal Riffes and to the District Volunteer Corps, 
it is not all tliat has been effected. 

9. A great change has been produced, not only in this, but in tlie neighbouring dislri;t(iif 
Mozuffernuggur, and a serious amount of suiouUIcring disaffection lias been crushect 

10. The iMTrortiiances of the District Vohiiiiecr Corns, and the volunteered services of 
Mr. Wilson, Judge of Momdubud, w'itli a small party of the Htb Irregular Cavalry, who have been 
making most \aluablc demonstrations of force wiK*revcr aid was required, have caused the collections 
to increase from about 2,()fX) or 3,000 rupees u-day to about 20,000 a-day, and tlie cash balance in the^ 
treasury, iiotwitlislaiidirig heavy disburscinentM, has risen from 50, (KH) riqiees to above two lacs. 

11. 1 beg to recoiiiiiiciid, to the notice of (Joveriitoeiit, Mr. Augustus 'runnuchy, who personally 
encountered Shah Mull and, aided by two good native volunteers, killed him. 

12. I had promised a rcw'ard of 1,(KK) rupecH fur the apprehension, or the head of Shall Mull. 
I would lieg that— 

500 might he awarded to Mr. Tunriochy; 

3(M) to Azecni Beg, sowar, Uli Irregular Cavalry; and 

2(K) to B(kk1 SmgTi, Sikh sowar, of the District ViilunU^cr Force. 

13. But Mr. Tuiinochy, a copy of whose note is appended, has solicited that, if iNissible, an 
attempt niay be made to secure a recfmimendaiion for n commission for liiin. I have hrouglil this to 
notice in my report to the (teneral command iiig the division. If the IdeuUmarit-liovernor could 
forward the applicati<in, and it were suoiressful, I would pro|Kise that the 5(K) riipe«st, which 
Mr. Tunnnchy would then decline, should he divided among the riffes and volunteers of the party by 
whose gallantry the success was acliiev<Hl. 

14. I heartily join in tlie commeiulation recorded by Mrjor Willinms of the good services 
of Captains Tyrrwliitt and IVUvIy, and of the whole of this gallant little l>and, and 1 beg to add my 
cordial assent to the remark in Mr. Dunlop's report regarding l)r. Cannon. 

15. This officer has not onlv carefully tended the sick and wounded, but distinguished iihiiself, 
first wdien aided by only one of Captatn Cmigie’s men, Duffadar Abdool Usees Khan, he grdlnnlly 
faced a mass of ab.>ut 29(1 reliels who had conct*aled themselves at Husodh till the force had drawn 
off, and at Biirouth, when he le<l a party against the enemy threatening the baggage, and moat 
sucoeaafuUy attacked a considerable iKxly. 

10. Serjeants Aiidersoii and Keadie, who worked the mountairwtrain guns, are favourably noticed 
by^ffajor Williams. 

17. The admirable soldiers of the Royal Rifles under Lieutenant Mortimer, were the aavittg 
of the small fiarty in a most dangerous situation. The attention of the Cteneral commanding the 
divisio.) will l>e drawn to .Major Williams’s remarks regarding JJeuteiiant .Mortimer and the men 
with him. I would scilidt from the LieutenatiuCiovenior also an ackiiowledgincnt of the service 
rendered. 

18. The guns under Lieutenant T. P. Smith, with a party of tiie carabiniers and a reinforoement 
of the rifles, had a trying march to the llijidufi,and most effectually prevented any further oppcisttton 
tliere or at Gurliee. 

19. 1 need not |K>int out to his Honor that, for the existence of the District Volunteer Corps 
and the saoccssful handhng of it and the whole party on this oecasion, the greatest praise is due to 
Major WtIUntns. 

20. Mr. Dunlop’s account stiows liow he took every opportunity, at much risk, of personally 
meeting the misguided fieuple. When all was witliout avail, he gave gofid aid, as a msmber of the 
corps, in defeating them. 

21. Mr. Lyail, the Assistant of Rolundshubur, lost a valuable horse-killed under him : I troft 

the usual compensation allowed for chargers may be granted to him. • 

22. Inquiries will he made regarding the heirs of (jbunseam Singh, and* an application for a 

Densioii for them separately submitted. t have, Ac. •

The Magutrate to the Commteiioner of Meerut. 

Sir, Mema^ Jufy 26, 1657« 

I HAVE the honor to forward herewith an account of the proceedings of the District Volunteer 
Horse (or Khakee ressallah) from the date of our leaving cantonments to our return the day before 
yesterday. I shall limit myself principally to detailing the reception we met with at different villages, 
and the revenue projects; my object is to place on record instances of n>i8Condiict or otherwise, on 
the part of the zemindars, with a view to their protection or nunishment hereafter. 

2. We marched from Meerut to Dulhoura, on the left nank of the Ilindun, on Wednesday, the 
15th instant, detail as per margin.* We beard heavy firing in our front, and it was reported that 
Shah Mull had collected a great number of his men at Bussowd to destroy Deolahand Hussowdah ; 
the firing proved to only a jezail discharge kept up by the Deolah men to frighten off assailants; 
we received every assistance as to information, &c., from Nawul Singh Rajpoot, fjf Deolah. 

3. licvciiiio collections having actively commenced in the Meerut Pergunnah, I sent orders to 
Bulayncc, Deolah, Hussaodah, and other villages, to pay their Mav and June kists when I passed 
these villages. We marched at 2 at night, fording the river Hiiulun. The Bulaynce meii did not 
make their appearance, and Iiavc not since paid, but have been threatened with a visitation if they 
longer delay. Deolah paid 701) rupees, and Ilussnodah 712 rupees. 

4. Wc passed on to Bussowclah, a Mussulman Juggar village, one cos north of Deolah, from 
which Sliah Mull and his men had only gone the night before, and where their large cooking pots 
were found. All the inhabitants were armed, and ver)' large quantities of grain were found in store 
(about 8, (XX) mauiids of wheat, grain, dall, &c.); all the male inhabitants left in the village; about 
180 were killed; all the bhoosa stacks and choppers of the village were burnt, but wc found it 
impossible to destroy the grain — it would not l)urn, and wc had no means of transporting such 
enormous quantities even to the nearest well. The Deolah people distinctly refused to touch any 
of it for fear of Shah MulPs vengeance. 

Ti. Flying reports <if three pultuns and four guns being dispatched from Delhi to crush us, 
were received ; a piequet of two collectory sowars was, howcve?r, posted at Rudhowice, and 
nnirchetl that, night for Burrowlh, One of the two .sowars was, the next night, seized and taken into 
Delhi. 

(». I had hut little iden, when leaving Deoluh, of the extent to which disaffection had reached in 
some of the villages hetween that jdacc and Biirrowth ; and being well -aware that the easiest plan for 
realizing the revenue would be to arrest the principal luinlierdars^ and, with so small a number of men 
that they sluiuld not be frightened away on my arrival, 1 det.erminecl on visiting all the villages near 
the line of marcli, taking tlie tehseldar and two sowars with me. 

7. The first village I went to was Chopanih, inliabited by Juggars; they had all fled, and I was 
unable to get. any representative of tlic community. The next village of Jufurahad had akso been 
nhaiidoncd ; we, however, got hold of one man helcngirig to it, and sent him to reassure the zemindars. 
\^'e then came to the (Inojur village of Bichpoorie; tliis had taken an active part in all Shall MulPs 
misdoings and deserved destruction, hut as we had a long march before us, we had no time to •'ittiick 
it; 1, however, went to the village, thinking I might arrest the liimberdars and secure the jumma. 
Numbers of armed men were leaving it ns I arrived, and 1 told anujeel) who had voluntarily followed 
me, to catch one of the fugitives and make Inin sliow me the iiniilierdaris house ; the first man, 
however, when he went up to cut him down, wounding him in two places, but paying the penalty with 
hi.s own life directly after at our hands. Having no European with me, I was obliged to give up the 
intention of arresting the lumberdar. I then passed through Ghutica, Sudoolpore, Alawiiljiore, and 
Andrcsporc, taking one or more luinherdars with me from each. These villages appeared glad to see 
the tehseldar, and are, I believe, wt4l affected toward us. I took an opportunity of purchasing 
twelve sheep for rnssiul, so lind a eonsidernhle train to take care of when wc arrivea at tne friendly 
village of Burka. Here, however, we found all the inhuiiitants sw'arming out of their houses and the 

i jates closed ; on recognizing the tehseldar, they whispered a warning to him that he should fly as 
ast as possible after the troops, as the whole of Chourassec Des were being raised by Shah Mull for an 
attock on us ; directly after, a large crowd of armed men, some thousands in number, issued frinn^thc 
ncighhouring Manoc Ghaut village of Huldwance, where I afterwards learnt the collection wa.s made, 
and where Shah Mull and some of fiis principal dacoits were assembled. When I passed 1 did not know 
at the time exactly where the troops were, but we moved off slowly in the direction of Burowth; our 
assailants soon overtook us, and cxmimenced firing matchlocks ; and a leader named Bugha riding close 
after us and showing great insolence, I reined up to chastise liim; my horse, however, became utterly 
unmanageable, rearing and plunging so much on my disclnirging my pistol, that I was quite unable to 
use any weapon. My comiMinioiis rode off, and ns I had woiindetl" Bugha in the hand, he waited for 
the crowds with him to come. up. On reaching Burouth, 1 found that an attack by the Mullickpore 
men and some of the townsjieople had already been repulsed ; and the Khakees returned just in time 
to inect the swarms of hornets which I had raised from Hidwai>oe: these latter had sheltered 
ihcm'selves, and were firing from behind walls and trees, hut were quickly driven oul Iiy the rifles, 
and charged and cut down to the number of about 200 by the Khukce ressalah. .\mong the dead 
Shah Mull was recognized, he having ticcn killed by Mr. Tunnochy assisted by a sowar. ♦ 

8. A duffadar and three men of the iiujechs behaved very well: the duffadar being unfortunately 
killed after a hard fight with one of their swordsmen who killed Mr. Lvall’s horse. 

0. Mr. 'runnochy was wounded by Sh.ih Mull in two places. All tlic lumbcrdars but tliree, whom 
I hr.d arrested, got a\Vay when 1 was attacked near Huldwance* 

' * 40 Khtikce rei>salah, iO rifles, 20 masicians, 20 nujeebs, and 2 mountain 
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IdL W# imsoImmI tb« MttiA night far Hium, on the beiik of the Hindun, fording the Ktshnee and 
Hindun rivers. We were foHoweo down to the ford by a lam body of Maiiee Jats, who hoped tfary 
night find an opportunity of taking the head of Shah Mull from m It is evidmt that the long 
mpimtly riloweo to Shah MuB had done very gmt misebieT round Buiowdli, many of the vilhvas 
having determinedly entered on rebellion* 1 i>elievcj however, that the country will quiet down now 
that he is jiead ; and 1 bare isened a prodamatioQ calling on all of Uie Cbowraeaeq 1/ea who wish to 
tare their hrea and pr^cty, to oeme in and disavow all connection wiUi Shall MuU^a party, paying, at 
the aame time, their revenue. 

11. We reached Sirdhariali on Monday morning, the 20th in«tant, and were there joined by aome 
imiifoicementa, via*, two guns, forty carabiniere and* forty riflemen. 

12« 1 issued perwmnaba to all tlie neighbouring luinberdars to ooiue in and uieet me i; they all 
came in or returned civil messages, exce|)ting the men of Akulpoora alias llarhdbauah Qurbee, 
who turned out die laesaenger and anked who the hakim and tehscldar were ? The bead man of * 
Akulpoora. Nkrpat Singh Kaj|M»ot, had lieaded the attack on the Sinlhanah tohaeel ou the lUh May, 
of which a warning was sent to the tehseldar hv Uhoruial of llHrlidhaiiali. therefore, attacked 

Akulpoora neat morning, burning the villa-^e and killing the lunles, who were all aniicd ; and abJiough 
they fiad declared that Nirput Singh was absent from the village, his corpse, was found amui^ the 
others. 

18. The luinberdars who had come to pay their respects the previous day, had been sent oflF with 
peons and sowars to collect the revenue ; w'o lecjeived l,57>i niiHSos ou account of Burowih Pergunnah; 
and G,53‘l ru|)ees on account of Sirdhanah, inukiiig u total of H,1 12 rupees Mince starting. 

M. The service rendered to (iovernment by the expedititju is very great; it Ims made the 
coUc<*iion of revenue verj general, exccnling in the Perguiinahs of Moradnuggur and llawper, 
bordering on Delhi and Bolundshuhur. VVe get from 5,000 to 1,500 rupees per diem principally 
from Porgunnai) M(.*eriit, where Gonga Pershau<l has tiuule. himself conspicuouH by his Ijold, cMicrgetio, 
and loyal conduct; and where Mr. Wilson, of Moradabad, has been laboring hard to crifoivie order, 
visiting villages while I was ou duty at Burowth. 

15. I trust 1 may, as on the Iasi occasion, be excused for bringinjo; to the notice of higher 
authority, a atogle name os deserving of high approbation for seal and devotion tii the service in which 
we have lieon engaged. The services of Dr. (cannon have been voluntary and valuable, and I observefi 
that he was always to he found wherever sword cuts or gunshot wouikU were moat to be expc'cted.

Sir, Meerut^ Juhf 81,1 H.57. 

I HAVE the honor to rcjKirt pnjKiecdingH of the force in the iinrgin,* which, in conforniity to 
instructions received, proceeded into the district to disperse itisiirgcnt hands miri aid in collcr(inL» tin* 
revenue. 

July 10. — Marched at 2 a.m. for Dalhara, on the right bank of the llimlun. Firing being hc.ird 
in our front, parties sent out, returning with information that Shah Mull. \ulh iuHtirgc'iitM, were 

close to Deolah, intending to attack and plunder tlie village. 

Jol)* 17, — Marched at J a.m. The ford at the Hindun having been marked out. to fiicilitatc t he 
crossing of the tnoops at night, the foVee proceeded witli all expedition, lii»ping lo wirprise Shah Mult. 
TTic Volunteer Horse ni«le a rapid advance from Deolah towanls BuMomlah, whim it wa.*i diwovered 
that the marauders had fled during the night, leaving their large cooking pots, «tc. 'I'lie inliabitantii 
having joined Shah Mull and offering resiMtance, all males were desf roved, two ffimsieM from Delhi 
fighting desperately in a mosque; a large amount of grain stored in the village was rlcHtroycd (as far as 
practicable), it being found impossible to save it for the commissariat. I'he force then returned 
l)colah, having been ten hours in the saddle. 

July 18, — Mart;hcd at daybreak on the left bank of the Eaatcrn Jumna (^aiial for B irouth. On 
reaching that village, the advanced guard were attacked. Tlie Volunteer Horse drove back tbe 
insurgents, killing upwards of thirty in the skirmish. An attack was then made on the force by a 
large body of the insurgents, commanded by Shall Mull, wim took up a jiosition in a wwmI south 
of Barouth. Two parties of the Volunteer Horse thre.'itenefi the flanks of the ifisurgents, and the rifle* 
advancing, the enemy fell back into high fields of grain. The force advancing Ihus, wWi the two 
mountain guns following, drove the cnemv back, killing large numberH. and a party of Volunteer Horse 
in pursuit of a l>ody of mounted men, fidl in with Shah Mull, who w-as ^!a^ll bv Mr. Tiinimehy and 
tw’o sowars. A third attack was then made from an op|aj*'ite quarter, but feebly sustained, as the 
news of thereat!) of their leader had reacltc<I the insurgents. Two rounds from the guns, with on 
advance of the Rifles and Volunteer Horse, siiflieed to flispci>c iheni. The force having been engaged 
upwards of three hours after a long iriarrh, and no further opfio litiori being offered, they were 
encamped on the right bank of the imiial. 

July 19. — Marched a little before midnight, crossed the. Kissunce and Hindun rivers at daybreak, 
and cncam|>cd at Hurrah, thret* miles from the left bank at 9 a.m. From the country being rnpeb 
under water and the crossing of two rivets, this was a most trying night march,.

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July 20. — Marched at daybreak forSirdhanah ; there joined by two artillery guna^fif^ caribinien, 
and twenty, of Her Majesty's 60th Royal Rifles. 

July 21.-— Encamped at Sirdhanah. Dufladar Hossein Buksh, formerlv in the Meerut cantonment 
police^ was tried by drumhead court-martial for taking service with the rebels at Delhi^ and sentenced 
to be hanged. 

July 22. — Marched at daybreak to punish the insurgent village of Gurhee, who had plundered 
and burnt the Gunge at Sirdhanah, also attacking the tehseel, and nad refused to pa^ in the revenue 
to Government. All males in the village were killed, amongst them the leader in the attack of 
Sirdhanah on the ilth May, 1857. 

July 28. — Marched at daybreak for Meerut. ' The force has, in some measure, carried out the 
object of the expedition by dispersing the hands of marauders assembled to plunder Deolah. The 
leader of the insurgents, Shah Mull, killed, and (though it is difficult to^state the exact number slain in 
such assaults), yet I imagine not less than 30() of the insurgents were killed on the 17th, 18th, and 
22nd at Bussoudah, Barouth, and Gurhec. A large amount of grain, which was doutitless intended for 
the rebel army, has also been destroyed. 

With respect to the collection of revenue, though no very large amount was paid in (8,112 rupees), 
yet the effect of [inssing through the district would, I fancy, facilitate the collections, and have a good 
moral e/lcet on the inhabitants. 

The conduct of all the force was adinimbic, Kustainiiig fatiguing marches (through a country 
under water), crossing rivers with great elieerfuliiess, and, though attacked on the 18th by large 
iiunihers, repelling these attacks with great coolness, and inflicting signal punishment on the 
insurgenls. 

1 would esficcially bring to your notice tlie good conduct of Her Majesty’s 60th Rifles, under 
Lieutenant. Mortimer, who was ever present with his men, leading them to the attack, and sharing 
with them every fatigue. 

1 beg to submit Mr. Tuniiochy’s statement of the death of the insurgent lender, Shah Mull* 

I would also especially notice Mr. Lyall, who had a valuable horse killed in a personal combat 
with one of the insurgents. 

The Volunteer Ilorsc were, as usual, gallantly led by Captains D’Oyly and Tyrwhitt, and they 
express their high satisfaction at the conduct of each division. Duffadar Ghunsearn Singh, killed, 
and Nujeeb Dabce Singh, wounded, behaved with great gallantry. 

Serjeants Anderson and Readie, of the Artillery, I can favorably notice, as they were wdth me 
during the whole of the attack of tiic IHth, except for a short time, when 1 was absent with the 
rifles. 

Mr. Dunlop, the Magistrate, was indefatigable in procuring information and supplies. He will 
be able to furnish a full account of the proceedings of the force in the Civil Department.

Mr. l\uinochy to Captain Tiprichitt. 


Dear Sir, July 20, 1837. 

A(f UEKABLY to your intimation, and that of the commanding officer, I take upon myself to 
give you an account of the killing of Shah Mull, the Jat rebel. When with the squadron headed by 
Major D’Oyly, in the charge made against the Jats, who cainc out to attack us, I saw, in the distance, 
two horsemen armed with spears flying from us as fast as their horses could take tiiem, 1 put spurs 
U» my horse, and overtook them after u chase of two minutes. The horseman nearer to me, whom I 
luver for a moment imagined to be Shah Mull, dropped his sword just at that time, but still retained 
his speur, the folds of his turban were also trailing on the gi*oimd ; upon this I fired one barrel of my 
pi'^tol nf him when he suddenly turned his horse at me. and. while doing this, I gave him the second 
shot which wont through him, having entered iiis back, upon which he at once dropped from his 
horse; but recovering himself at a moment when 1 never fancied he could have risen, he took me at 
a (lisailvaiitag(?ous turn and wounded me in two places, one in the hand and the other in the left 
region of the stomach ; the second wound might have proved fatal, had I not suddenly 
iu'id the spear whicdi he was driving with all his force at inc. I then had time to draw tny sword and 
give him i^ gnshuig wound on the neck ; just at this moment Axcem Beg, sowar, came up, and thrust 
him witi) iVis s])oar, on which he fell swtaring, and abusing the sowar. After this, a Sikh and 
.Mr. Parker eainc up ; the Sikh, jumping from his horse, began hacking at the fallen man. Mr. P.arker 
then remarked, that his head might be cut otf. as the description he had received coincided with the 
features of the present man; the iilcntification is only due to Mr. Parker, as wc were just then 
going to leave the place. In my opinion, the sowar, Azeem Beg, is entitled to some i^Ward, as the 
Sikh who is making such a fuss about the affair oi\\y acted the part of a butcher.

2. The success of the expedition and the results which have followed are considered highly 
satisfactory. 

8. The distribution of the reward of 1,(K)0 rupees, proposed in your Tlth paragraph, is entirely 
approved. Any recommendation of Mr. Augustus Tunnochy for a commission shomd be submitted 
when the operations have been of greater duration, and his part in them is seen to have remained 
conspicuous. The apportionment of 1,000 rui>ees reward, in the mode detailed in your 1 2th paragraph, 
is approved. 

4. Mr. Cannon’s general and professional services have been very meritorious. 

5. Mr. Dunlop’s conduct in proceeding to the different villages, attended only by the tehseldar 
and two sowars, was spirited and worthy of special commcMidation. 

6. The excellent seal and forwardness of the other officers and men need not be observed on in 
a furtlier numerical detail. 

7. Compensation may be given to Mr. Lyall, as recommended in your 21st paragraph, for the 

loss of bis horse. 1 have, &e.

Sir, Awjmi 14, 1857. 

1 IIAVB the honor to forward Major Williams’s reporl^of the disroinfiture of the rebel force. 
Wully Dad Khaii hail advanced to Gulowtee on tlie 20th ultimo. The party under Major Williams’s 
command w’as of the strength noted in the margin.* 

2. Captain Wardlaw’s little troop swept away the enemy’s advance, and the eourfi'j;e of the main 
body, considerably shaken by the carnbiiiiers, disappeared after a couple of rounds from the horse 
artillery guns, untlcr Lieutenant T. P. Smitli ; an<l so rjuiekly did the mass disperse, iliat they could not 
be overtaken. 

3. AVith reference to the possibility of Major Williams’s party being intercepted by a large l>ody 
of mutineers thniwn out of Delhi, on tliTir flank, it was considered advisable to prohibit any attempt 
on the fort of Malaghur. 

4. The admirably managed und perfectly successful charge of the dragoons, and the execution 
done by the other portions of the fofee, cflectually secured the object of the cx|)edition, which was to 
drive back the rebels w*ho threatened the friendly Jat village of Bburtoriali and the town of IlauD(>er. 
Collections have been progressing favorably in that tehsclce ever since, and the rebels have been, 
for the present, utterly discomfited, 

5. A large force is required to secure the capture of Wully Dad and liis fori, but as soon as 
the obstacles which have been separately rcjiortcd can lie overcome, this will be done. 

6. The surprise and destruction of the relnd advance guard by the carabiniers under Captain 

Wardlasv, is described by ci'ery one as a very pretty affair. There was little for the rest of the forc8 
to do, but that little was well done, and I am sure bis Honor will hear with pleasure of this successful 
demonstration. I nave, Ac.

Major Williams to the CommiasioneT of Meerut* 

^ Meerui^ Augilsi 8, 1857. 

THE rebel chief of Mala^ur, Nawab Wully Dad Khan, having advanced his imsts to Quiowtee, 
the force named in the margin t marched on night of the 27th July, reaching Haupper the 
following morning at daybr^. 

• 2 Hone ArtiOery guns, 2 mountain guns, 12 Artillerymen, 50 of Her Majeiity’i 6ib Dragoon Guards, 
20 mountid volunteers, 50 of Her Majest/s 00th 20 inusicians, 15 3ikh infantry. 

t 2 Hone Aitilk^ guns. 5 mountain guns, 12 ArtilleryimMi, 50 of Her Miyosiy's Oib ursgooa Guards, 
80 mounted volnnteen^ 50 of Her Majesty’s 60ib Rtfltu, 20 musiciaai, 15 Bikb foot ^ ^ 
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2. [nformation gained on the 28th« proved that the Nawab had posted 400 aowart and 
000 infantry, with a body of 1,000 insurgent Goojura and Rajpoots^ at Guloa^tee^ having taken 
pos.Mesflion of and fortified the thannah, and threatening an advance on Haupper. An immediate 
attack on the Nawah’s position was at once decided on ; and a party of twenty armed tniisieima with 
two Serjeants, under an officer, being left to guard the camp, the rest of the force marched at 2 a.m* 
of the 20th for Gulowtee. 

5. Learning from some friendly Jats that a body of rebel troops were posted at ft bridge four 
miles from (julowiee, a surprise was arranged and ably carried out by Captain Wardlaw, of the 
6th Dragoon Guards, conimandiiig the advance. Tlie Jats being placed in front, enabled the Dragoons 
to come close on the rebels at grey dawn. The rcliel petty, consisting of twenty sowars^ amongst 
them some mutinous irregulars, fled, seizing, however, every opportunity of resisting and firing, but 
were so hard pressed by tbo Dragoons, gallantly led by Captain Wardlaw and Lieutenant Bird, that 
they suflTored the heavy loss of upwards of forty men, and few or none would have escaped hut for 
orders not to approach Gulnwtee till daylight. Captain Anderson, of the late 54th Native Infantry^ 
here did good service, killing many of the enemy. 

4. Il^!)>el troops having taken up a position in the high fields of arain on the right and left of the 
road, tlie rifles were directed to clear the flanks whilst the guns and horse advanced on Gulowtee. A 
mile from tlie village a body of horse appeared holding the road. My chief olijcct being to inflict 
signal punishment on the enemy with as small a loss of valuable European life as possible, instead 
of directing an adi'ance of the r*arnhinicrs and Volunteer Horse, I requested Lieutenant T. P. Smith, in 
clinrge of the artillery, to disperse the gole of horse; this ho most efteetually did hy a couple of 
rounds, inflicting a heavy loss on tlic rebels. The force then advanced, and found' the position 
ofCiiilowtee had been abandoned, when the C*arabiniers and Volunteer Horse proceeded in pursuit, but 
in conformity to orders received, they were directed not to approach Malaghur. The breastwork on 
the thaniiah walls with the large gates, were destroyed, to prevent this l>eing again made a rebel post 
of defence. It appears they intended to have held it, from trees having been cut down to form 
barri(uidcs on the Grand Trunk Road. 

5. The punishment inflicted on the rebels has been severe. The bodies of seventy-two slain were 
counted, and twenty-seven are said to have been wounded. The enemy acknowledge a loss of ninety* 
two hilled and wounded : the nppearanee of two fif the lenders, Ismael Khun ami Khajce Moonecr 
Khan, with severe sword ruts on the fui-e, with the iiutiiher of wiiuiided, caused a panic in the fort, 
during whieh, Mohun Lull (of Cahool notoriety) long detained n prisoner, managed to escape, and 
many of the Nawah's party deserted him. 

0. A couple of guns, made from the iron of the telegraph posts, with a luix of gun cartridges, 
composerl of telegraph wire and Government pow'der, portfires, a pownler barrel marked “ Delhi, 
tflegra|)]i wire, furniture ladonging to a dawk or road serjeant’s hungalow, were found in the tluiiiiiah 
and brought info Mcjcrut on tlie return of the force on the night of the HOth July, 

r. From the iiumlicrs engaged and the loss inflicted on the rebels, I trust I may be permitted to 
observe that it is cvidimt all did their duty well. The hruntjof the affair was borne hy the Carabiniere, 
who so Micccssrully surprised the rebel a<lvanced guard. The Rifles did good execution on the flanks, 
led hy Captain Austin and f^ieutcnnnts Young and Rinckhurn, and the practice of the artillery, under 
Ijicuteiiant T. I’. Smith, cau.se<l the rebel horse to make a precipitate retreat. The Volunteer Horse, 
ever anxious to be actively engaged, were not able to take the prominent part they wished, but it waa 
expeeteil a stnmg onjiositioii would have hecii ollered on entering (lulowtee, when I have Uo doubt 
they would have ilone good service under their lenders Captains D’Oyly and Tyrwhitt. From 
Mr. Hapte, the Magistrate of Uolundsliuhtir, much vnlual>lc information was received regarding the 
position and numhers of tlie eiicmy ; the Juts and others in Gulowtce friendly to Government, sending 
in aetHiunts of the pro<.*eediflgs of the Nawab’s partv. I hgve, &c.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated l ltk ultimo, auhniitting copy of a

I HAVE the honor to report for your information, the following circOTistanct* connected with 
the volunteer force under ray command, and request the favor of l>eing informed of your wishes 

thereon. ........ 

The Meerut District Volunteer Force, raised for urviee in the dntriit, has, dunng the last tlifee 
sresks, owing to so many merobera having left to rejoin their aftpointinenta, o'r having resisted from 
other oanaea, become so reduced in membm, that there will be im for doty when tlic Mdkunernuggur 
force leavea us to-morrow, about twelve or thirteen members. The only offioers who wilt thh|i remaiit 
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attnrhed to the corps^ will be Cornet Jervotse, 8rd Light Cavalry, and Ensign Gregory, 56th Regiment, 
Native Iiifojitry. 

Under these circumstances, I think it will be advisable to pay up and disembody the gprps on 
their arrival at Meerut, which is expected in a few days. 

It will take a short time to clear the accounts and make up the monthly papers, and until the 
date *of these l>eing finished, I would I>eg the favor of your sanctioning the keeping on the adjutant’s 
office with the writer attached thereto. 

Having performed a duty in recommending the disbandment of a body of men with whom I hare 
been closely connected for the last three months, and being witness to the cheerfulness and willingness 
with which duties involving much exposure and fatigue, sometimes in the most inclement weather, 
have been performed, it rests with me to bring to your most favourable notice the good coAduct and 
discipline of the corps since it lias been under my command. 

If I may be permitted, I would especially notice the Adjutant, Captain Tyrwhitt, late commandant 
of the 1 Ith Irregular Cavalry. His mime is already too well known to Government by the good service 
he has performed on former occasions, to need any further praise from my pen. 

Mr. Turnbull, of the Civil Sendee, proved himself a good soldier, and he was invaluable to the 
force from his knowledge of the language and country. 

Messrs. Saptc, Wigrarn, Lyall, and Mr. Shakespear, have all done excellent service as members 
of the volunteer corps. 

Messrs. Rny and Fraser, of the uncovcnnnted service, have given me the highest satisfaction, both 
in quarters and in the field. 

Mr. Tunnochy, as baggage master and prize agent, has worked w'ell, and deserves the thanks 
of the corps. 

I liave received great assistance from Serjeant-Major Cornwall, of the late 4th Cavalry, and 
Serjeants llawson and Halloran have behaved themselves well.

2. Slnmlil there, be any member who can and will enlist for general service anywhere for one year, 
on the terms prcserilied in the notification of Government, a copy of which is annexed, and under the 
provisions of Act XX 111 of 1857, of which I believe you have a copy, I shall be happy to receive 
applications. 

3. Tlie members of the old District VoUmleers should be paid up according to the scale of 
nllowanetvs they at present receive, hut 1 request that you will inform all, that an application will be 
submitted lo Government for sanction of payment of the full rate of pay entered in the notification 
to every member, witli retrospective eftVet from the date of enlistment to the date of the disernlxxlyiiig 
of the corj>s. 

I. I feel confident that this application will be sanctioned by Government in consideration of the 
really good and gallant service performed by the corps, and as a well-earned reward for most daring 
conduct when opiiosed to large masses, crowned invariably with signal success; for the cheerful 
nccompUshmcnt ot severe marches, in tlie worst months of the year, under a hot sun or through heavy 
ruins in a flooded country; and for cool and steady bravery under a smart fire of all arms on diflerent 
occasions. 

5. 1 feel myself deeply indebted to all the members the coq)s for the aid rendered for the 
chastiseinents re{)catedly inflicted on rebels, owing to which, some degree of order has been maintained 
in the Meerut district, and much revenue has been collected and much smouldering disaffection 
checked.

IN continuation of my letter of this datOt regarding the diabanding of the Meerut Diatrict 
Volenteerst I request permiaaion to organize a new corps of volunteer home, under the conditions of 
the notification of Government, 23d July, 1857, and the provisions of Act XXI 11 of 18S7| for general 
service. 

2. .Many meinliers of the Meerut District Volunteers, wdio have seen and done much and good 
service, would enlist ; and I Iielieve some very etheient troops could be soon raised, which w*oUld be 
very useful at preseot in this division in re-establishing order; and would be a welcome addition to any 
force advancing for the reoccupation of Rohilcund. 

3. Some of the best of the late volunteer corps have undertaken to get recruits ; and in aiiticiiia* 
lion of the sanction of Goveriinient I have encouraged them to induce men of the late corps to enlist 
and to look out for others. 

4. I shall not proceed to enter into cngageincnts binding Govcrnnieiit to employ those willing to 
enlist till I receive the orders of Goveriinient, hut as good cavalry is much wanted, and tlierc will be 
many men ready to join who have already distinguished ihcmsclves by gallant conduct in action and 
steadiness under fire, 1 trust 1 have not done wrong in encouraging preliminary arrungemeiits, and that 
the requisite authority will he readily granted. 

3. The Meerut District Volunteers were engaged for district work, and were not enlisted under 
the notification, nor were the riieinbcrs, under the provisions of the Act, as a crorps for general service 
should i)c. ^

WITH reference to the conversation which I have lately hnd the lionor of holding with you 
regarding the advisability of reorganizing a bcKly of niixcd Kiuopi^aoH .and uafivt; vo!uiile<'i* liorM*nicn, 1 
have llic pleasure to submit herewith a detail of some of the reasons whiclj cnll for the arrangcrncnts 1 
propose, the mcanVj and men at our disiioHal, with nominal rolls of lhof»e nady to serve, and indents 
for the (iovcriunent assistance wcshou(d rc<|uireif you approve of and support these pro|>osals. 

2. The Goojurs throughout the district are in open rel>ellion, and cither with or without hia 
consent have elected Kuddum Ringh, of I’ureeclitilghur, Rajali of the Eastern IVrgunnnh of Meerut ; the 
police havcl>ccii driven out of l^irecchutghur, and reiKirt that Kuddum Sing lias mootiled three guns 
on the foit, these having been there concealed underground. In furtherance of the plan of establish- 
ing a Goojur government, the Goojurs of Booklave lliininutpore, and a nuinher of Gomur villages 
in the ncigliBourhood of Pureechutgliur liave attack^ and plundered tJu: well aflecte<l Jut villages, 
burning the houses and butchering without mercy the inhabitants. Kuddum Singh cun coinmatid mime 

* 3. The cemindur of Dignour, 8h«h Slull, aliat Malio Htngli, Imvittg ptuiulercd the town and 

tcbs^l of Barcde, the baaaar of Bhagirat, and broken the bridge, bu. now at bia ojitimand 
5,000 ruffiana, nearly all Goojara. of whom the most dangerous are 200 escaped priwomra of flio' 
Meerut jail. Shah Mull is now reported to be about Ut ilestrojr the bridge over the Jlindon, which 
would, during Uie raina, interfere materiallv with our coinmunic.'.tion witli head*quartera. ^ 

4. The Goojurs, accustomed many of them to a life of robbery and danger, and asscihbltng in 
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thousands under regular leaders, who aet withoist scruple in defiance of Government, are more than 
u riiatidi for our Jat friends, scattered over a large territory and without recognised chiefs^ llie Jats 
have almost invarial^ behaved nobly in the support of law and order, Jumeyut Singh and Rottun 
Hiiigh having especially distinguished themselves in the service of Lieutenant Tyrwhitt, at Babooghur. 

5, The llajpoota of Deolah,*aiso under Nawab Singh, are most anxious to he oi^nized for the 
Govemmeiit service. All the friends of Government throughout the district complain that tlieir hands 
are tied, while our enemies arc free to act as they list. It will lic the duty of tne Meerut Volunteer 
Horse to raise the friends of the (lovernment throughout the district, to assist and encourage them tn 
fighting our sworn enemies, the rebel Goojurs, and in punishing such villages and bands of dacoita as 
can be disposed of without regular troops. 

It will also l)e the duty of the volunteers to assist in keeping open the communication between 
tlus station and the neighbouring ones, iu fact, undertaking, either wnthin the district or beyoud it, such 
duty ns their limited number ran perform. 

7. In (*onse^uence of the district being at present left totally unprotected, it baa become almost 
entirely di.sorgamze(l, wholesale butcheries and pluiidcrings arc prevalent throughout it, and unless 
sonic vigoniu.s measures are taken to assist our friends and punish our foes, wc sltall be totally deserted 
by the mass of the people ; those still faithful to us are becoming disgusted at our apparent apathy, 
and mutiny and rebellion of to-day may become a revolution. 

8 'riiere arc about twenty to twenty-five gentlemen in the station whose services can be obtained 
as volunteer horscnien, and about thirty to forty natives who can be trusted in the same capacity. 
Major VVilliainM, Captain D’Oyly, and Lieutenant Tyrw hitt liavc expressed their willingness to give 
their services us Commandant, second in command, and Adjutant, and if the assistance of u couple of 
small mountain guns can be allowed us, 1 shall be happy to provide twenty-five drilled footmen, annod 
with fusils and sword bayonets, to assist us in protecting them. 

0, 1 c<Hisjder that it is of great importance having guns, however small, W'ith us, its it inspires 
great confidence in our Jat nuxiliurics, and will greatly facilitate our raiding them in such numbers as 
to insure the destruction of the Goojur hands. 

10. Many of those included in the number expected as volunteers have already important duties 
to perform for Government ; their proper duties must, of course, take precedence of those for wdiich 
they may now volunteer, hut 1 helteve for all important expeditions nearly all named in the iiuiiiinal 
roll inclosed can parade together.

DETAUJID reports of most of the expeditions on which the late Volunteer Horse, or Khakee 
ressalah of Meerut, was engaged, have been supplied to you for the information of superior authority, 
but as ] have reason to uiuTerstand that an official report, recording generally the good effect of their 
timely service and the important results which their fn»quent patrolling through the district during the 
height of the disturbances hav<' prudm’cvl, is rc(piired of me, us being in charge of the district, and is 
ceitainly due to the three officers — Major Williams, Captain D’Oyly, and Lieutenant Tyrwhitt, whose 
iionoriiry services were devoted throughout to the management of the ressalah, I beg to submit the 
following particulars for such support as you may deem desirtiblc in forwarding them to Oovernment. 

2. Aimut the 12tli June, the date on which I n»turn€’d from tlie Hills ai»d resumed charge of the 
district, no revenue had been paid by any of the zemindars since the breaking out of the mutinies, and 
tlic cash balance in the treasury .^mounted to lacs only, which was rapidly disappearing by calls for 
Commissariat cxj)cnditurc, works of defence, pay of troops, Ac. 

3. The political aspect of the district is fully detailed in my address to the General of the division, 

dated 2Sth June, 185?, of which I inclose a copy. The difficulty in obtaining any regular troops for 
district work iit that time is well known, and despite every economy in disbursement, the amount in 
the treasury sunk in a month to less thaiuinelac; the Volunteer Horse had, however, by that time been 
organized, and they rapidly «*hangcd the aspect of local affiiirs — revenue l>egan to pour in from all 
IVrgtmiiahs they had visited, and summary justice was executed on the numberless mushroom growth 
of rebels and roblicrs; traversing the district, alone, or in parties of tw'o or three only, wffiieli at first 
ensureil attack, soon beemne practicable, and though the tide of war has but very lately ])assed over 
from this quarter, an amount t*f tranquillity and safety is enjoyed, w'hich is very much attributable to 
the gulhinl cxcrtioius of the volunteers, and the troops allow^cd to aid them, when once organized, while 
the veali'/.ation (^f the revenue has in. no former yours been so fully or promptly effecteo, much of it, 
indee'd, being paid in advance, and the j>aycis therewith committing theraaelves to the qide of order ; 
the aiivanccs paivl from the Pergunnah of Sirdhana alone, on the 30th November, Were 62,000 
ruiiocs. * 

4. Throughout tlio expedition to Pouchelee and Nu^t, to Scckrcc, Bii8Sow*ed, Burouth, Gurhee, 
and (folaothee, of which ro|‘K)rts have been made. Major Williams commanded the volunteer*, having, 
iifi principle, exchanged bis post in the quiet of Mussoree for hard work and exposure on service 
gratuiiously rendered hi the plains. Throughout these expeditions Captain D’Oyly was present, and 
he eommanflod the tixiop at Pouchelee in Buroulee, at Nugla, and Bopra, in Burnawa, and throushout 
the operMions by llaup[)er and Uoolaothcc, and the expedition to thannah Bhowun, after which the 
voKintcors scattered to their proper iqqmintiiienfs or employments. Tlie contrast between his quiet and

Akborpnre towanls Etawali and Myiipooreo, with the view of clearing the sniith«weatittn 
of the Ca\vn{><>re District, and the districts of Biuwnh and Mynpooroe, nnd <'<iittnmnicariiig wilb the 
* small force and large convoy expected down from Delhi, Ho whs instructed to proceed so aa to 0ve 
time ii>r the ro-estublishmcnt oi civil authority, and, if pmiblc, to reach Mynp4»orec iu fifitpea 
wheredm would communicate with the Coinmandcrdn-cbicf, who would then Iwve moved towards 
Furru^abod. In tlic early part of his nrogre^ he arrested some turbulent zemindars and two offiMjni 
of the (who has all along prctencied to authority in that part of the country,) whom he hanged, 

and he proceeded to rO'Cstabli^i civil oScH|>atioD.> 

On the 24th, the Commttnder<in<chief, with a farce consisting of almut 6,300 Infiutry, 600 
Cavalry, and I,(K)0 Artillery, total 7,000, marched fVom Cawnporc e» route for Furruckabad.

It is known that sinen the beginning of October we have occupied Urn Doab Dlturicts down to 
Allyghur. Their possession hiut not .been seriously dispoted, the Ganges having formed a division 
line between our districts aud those in complete possession of the enemy. This part of the country 
has only licen disturlied by the riaHsajge of broken partioa of the Joiin}ion! and other nmtinoen whom 
the Godjurs at one timu showed u disposition to join, Rut, as it proved, they very rapidly marched 
RcroMH into the enemy’s districts, ana no prolonged ^itQr^nce was oooarioned, The enemy in 
Uoliileund have shown and threatened on the otUer side of the Ganges, and reports of irruptions 
have been viii', Init down to Allyghur nothing of the kind has mUy neourred. IVhera the enemy has 
been socn on tlio opposite bnnk'of the river, they have been successfnlly diiven away by canttoaading. 

When Brigadier Grant's column moved down from Agra to ('anu^re in October, the ciccttm- 
stancru o( Lucknow were so pressing that it was not thought adviswle to attempt the military 
occupation of that {mrtiun of the Doan. But at that time the enemy abo were not in great fome in 
the lloah Districts. The large reinindar called Rajah of Mynpoorec and chief of an important elan 
of tbp Rajpoots, who had shown hostility to us, fled on the approach of Brigadier Grant’s ooliunn- 
and it wut hoped that it might be pomible to estahlisli iu his rdnee his relative and rival for the chief, 
ship, who showed himself friendly to us, and was then left in otiuive of the station and district on the 
port of Ooverumeut. In Etawah also, the inhabitants of wnich appear to have lieen friendly, 
olthougli from the want of trooim to protect them it was not^ possible to send nut British t^cers, 
'the district was in some si4k manugcit through inAiiential natives armed with the authority of the 
British CTOverninont. The Fiirniekabad Distriot had been dn possession of the rebel Nawab of that 
place, who was supported by n coiisiderablo number of his Pathan clansmen— (they muster in strength 
in some phwes of the district thuugli but a small minority of the general population)— and by some 
mutinous regiments halted at Futtehghur. But Brigadier Grant’s column ,^ye in and cut up his 
outposts, the regiments wore said to ta' nliandoning iiim, the country seemed friendly to iiii, and his 
strcngtii appeared not great. Subisequcntly, however, to the dopartnro of Brigadier Grant’s coltfinn', 
tlic state of things iu all those districts appears to have altered very much fur Uie worse. Tim |liyah 
of Mynpoorec oht-vined aid fVom the mutineers then south of the Junma, expelled our friend Ids.rivri,., 
regained Mytipooree, and allied hinisolf with the Nawab of Furruckabad. The expelled Nasrab m 
MolagUur, the Nana’s brother, who bad been with him, and a person who pMsed as a Shabxb^ or 
prince of the blood, seam also to have mode a rendexvoua at Fuiruckabad. > AecessioM were Olmwise 
no doubt recieived from Kohilcund, and the rachnents from Delhi and Seetapore seew tri afW aU « 
remained with the Nawab. The Furruckabad people not only regain^ their own dj 0 (riet,.^t appear 
to have sent a I'orve to oocnpy the Etawah District, when also our influeuce ceaseo, Thau ahn as is, 
bnown the Gwalior and other mutineers took iwrtial poaseBsioo of Cawniaire. So %ttin ^e begin- 
ning of December the whole of the Middle Dimb was mure completely- than ever.in the possemmn nt 
the enemy,, and the eomuninioatioB hy Cossids, which in die worst tunes had been well maintained, 
idmust entirely ceased. Nothing was heard from Agra for many days together, and it tUfW 
tliat at this time the Agra nuAurities were in immediate expectation of the appearance of the . enemy 
close to Agra and Allyghur, riid hurried on aid from Delhi in consequence. 

Ou the dispersion of the Cawnporo mutineers the immediate iioigbbourhowl oF that . plfiiiig. was 
cleared, but the enemy still held the intermediate districts tosrards Agra; and the Furridslmliad' ||po{de, 
not I'ontciit with this, began in Deremlicr to push their coiiqucste further westward intu the ediutry 
occupied by us. A large gathering of their brother Pathaas of RohUeund seems to have taki^ jilace 
on the oniKisitc bank of the Gauges, with a view to aid them. Indeed aonie of the4u.ctuaa^>j^'rivar, , 
just too late to do anything. ' . *

On the Azimghur and Jotmpure frontiers the rebell were by no means civil, and it has bten 
before arniounoed that it was fonna neceasmy to stop some of the upward troops and tuseadBngadim' 
Qenorol Fraidts to eommonil them in addinon to the Goorichas^ m nsomW hetwoen two or three 
bhonaand, who hod long been in those dietrieU. Brigadier General Francs b to have at his di^xi^ 
bhree Buropean regiments ( 1 0 th, SOtli, and 97 th), and a eonnderable artillery ^ Poi#ag vlterior 
urrangemonts, he has uwule the fmlowing dispositions for the defenee of the frontier, mo fittoe to 
form ^ree divisions, first, one rfgimont, one thousand Qoorkhas, cud six guns, to be posted a few 
foiles b advnne/C of the town of Azimghur ; second, one regiment, one thousand Ouorkhas, a^ sight 
^ns, indudine two l^nouoden, to be ^Kisted a few miles in advanoe of Jonnpore, tlnrd, one 
regimeht, one uousond Unoorkhas, and six guns, to be posted at Budhipors, to tiie left of Gb loBt- 
nwntit^ed division. Detachmoats of eaeh regiment will Ik left to garrison Admgkor, Joimpor^ nad 
Benares. It may be presumed tha^ this force is so strong us quite to secure those districts agabst 
igtoeisbn, and to afibrd luaterids towards a* forward movement hereafter. Meantime some m ear 
mliee posts which had lieon attacked have been refieved, and we hold civil iiosscssbo of that 
mintry. 


Troops are also advancing into Goruck|a>re. Jt rapears that a collection ot mutinous sepoys had 
aken place on the frontier of that district, towards Cnuqprah. Their object was said to ho to force

Oitt/r and Hfthitmwi , — 1'lie a«‘eounti of the state of Oude, ai*e very iriOiigre and conflicting. 
Sir JfuneM Oiitraiii, after dri\iiig hack^ on the 22nd DecoiuUer^ the only seriuUb demonstration maoe 
by the < neiny boyt)nd their enlioiuduneats ( with the loss to them of four guns), inaiiitains his position 
a irliout diffirtdty, ami is in pretty regular coiiiniunicathm w'ith Cawnpore. The groiuid armud his 
(imip ^eems to be now (dear and unmolested. The private re|M)rts frojp the cauup of deseitions and 
disseriMons in Lucknow* uera, iu sonie measure borne out by native reports ftum Bori:u'e«; but such 
-stories were so continually repc^aied throughout the B«»ige of Delhi* and proved m> little worth, that 
sin ill nliiUM'c can now bo placed tt|ion them. In particular* the story of the firing of the rcbfds at 
oni* atuUher, was ^o often repealed at Delhi* and so eorititiUHlly ]»roved without iouudation* that it fell 
into discredit.^ Th rc is no accounting for native firing and noises. Sir James Outram at onetime 
tliought the ndud** increasing m nnmlitrs and spirit ; but hU last^ accounts are very favourable. A 
disposition to appeal to us foi terms has been show a by some of the Begums* and others of thef'ourt* 
wliosf,' ibllowein begin lo hover about his cHm|i. In fact* tlio idea of a coiiipromisc seems rife in the 
native mind ; our withdrawal from Liiokuow no doubt produced a had effect* hut nuder the circum* 
stances it is pretty generally uiidcratood on the sjKit, ilial we were not defeated. 

It H no d<nibt with a view to eventual accoinmodatiou* that some Europeau prisouci's arc still 
retained in the hands of Home of tim rebels in Ducknow* and that all atieinpts to exchange them 
have bci*n imfortuunlcly jfruiilcss. Sir James Outnun ofleicd lo gi\c tor them the state prisoners in 
hU hands* without hucccsh* mid he has again proposed to recti ve favorably the overtures of the Btgums* 
provided they come iiilox'iimp, accompanied by the piisoners. 

In Lucknow, tlu* lobeN are said to be doing much to entrench niul streiigthmi themsdves* and 
the ICaitUT Ifigh, in parfunikir, to be very strongly tortified as u last citadil. 1’hty search for and 
ooliivt all the shot and sln^ll which < an be found i)ing about, it is rcfKirted that tiic ItosiJeiicy* and 
all tile buildings connected with it* have been IcvcMed* and that the gt'ouud around the Kaiser Bogh 
is being cleared. 

Our intelligence from Kohllcund* h also very scanty. It appears* how'cvpu probable that the 
colhK*tion of rathan^' and Malioniedau luiible* Is vety largi^ and that among llieiu may be great part 
of those Irri guhir ('nvalry who have jiuned the miitiuocrs* iiicn of much Individtiai vigoi and courage, 
as judged by u native standard, but tfieic soein*^ no reason to suppose that mutinous sepoy regiiiumU 
are coU(M;tc(l ill Kolulcund, which is not their liomc* nor non held b) a race with which they^ have 
il)itt(di in common. It is also diflicult to Hup|> 0 '^e, that the Bareilly reb^s can liaveuii) powxrfld 
dftilicry ; Imt sull guns do now spriuj^ up in such mimb(*rA in cveuy direction* that they may pi*obably 
be Ha|>ported by tmtteiies of some kind, if they make a stand. It was at one time sank that small

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fctidnt<>?*ic 0 , the tljakooi*H^ nnd hereditary nobles, against their liege chiefs. Throughout alt this 
country a feudal system prevails, and even' where the result luu< been the sume. Several of the chiefs 
tliirinselvcti are friendly U> us, and even where the g«iod-will of the chief or of the Durbar lias been 
douhtful, the political agents have gcneniUy maintained tlieir positjoiiK. The nolitical agents remain 
at Jryporc, Joudporc, Bhurt|>ore, and* in Bundlccmnd, and Rcwali, and other plactis. 

Ill most ini^nccs the troops of the cdiicfs have not altogether followed the example of the 
Contingents, but in hoiiu* instances, as at Indore and Kotah, they have done so. The Beekaheer troops - 
served us well ; those of tlcypore were brought towanls Dedhi, but it was found prudent to withdraw 
them. It appeal’s that the terror of Ilindoostancc troopn inspired by our seiH>ys, lias extended to tile 
native chiefs. 

About <!NnsHcoral)ad things were <][uiet by the latest accounts, and military aid hud reached from 
Deesa. 

Ill Niigp4)re, and tlie Hydcralaid Territories, and all the country south of the Nerhudda, except in 
.the Uacp<»ro Distract of Niigporc, where some incursions had been niailc from the Jubbulpore Districts, 
but tlie roHideui bad (be rtatisfaetioii to ref»ort the state of feeling to be such that he was able again to 
employ lii- cavalry, and, having re-ariiicd them, he liad ilispatched a force to quiet Rac|K>rc and march 
on to SitinbiiI|N>re.

Meauwliih* the iiMsailanlH who threaten Saugor are imt very forinidable or cntorprlHing. 

Ihitfftil , — fleiignl is (Miiot, and tlie small mtitinics in Eastern Bengal seem to have blown over 
without involving any liirther conflagration or serious injury. 'J'lic Dacca mutineers, after having been 
met niul Kignally dol'cated in the Sylhet Distrie.t by the late Major Byng, who unfortuimtely lost his 
life on the (veiisiou, rctreate^l iiitti the ( Jnehar Hills,, where they had been followed by jmrtiea of the 
Syllict Infantry, and repeatedly driven with loss further ami further into tlie jungles in n more and 
more disperscid and fugitive e^mdition. Lieuttmaiit llojw* has bad two affairs with them in the hills, in 
both of which th(*v suffered eonsiclenibly, and the Sylhet Infantiy are stated to have behuvcii 
exceedingly well. Several jmrties are now in different quarters watching tor their exit from the 
jungles, and it is iKtIicvcd that ilioy must either bo killed or starved. Tranquillity is restored in 
(Tiittngoiig, Tippernli, and Dacca, ami is* iiiaiutaiiied In Asisani, tliougli it isoLdc^^u* tliat th<5 latter 
province niirrowly cs<*nped a cri**!.**. The itajah suspei’tcd of treuehcry is still in c<»nfineiueTit at 
Oah uttn, un<l the Dowan has been smit wy to Assam for trial. The local l orps is behaving well. At 
•lulpigoorec the head-^liiartor portion of 73rd Native Infantry .still actually remains, and, the mutinous 
portion of the regiment having disaiipcared, the aejioy iiiadiiess having pnased oft', and a number of 
Goorkhns niirl others having been enlisted in the corps, it seems probable that this almost last remnant 
of the B<*ngal Army will actually pns-s through the crisis with arms in their hamis, which they had 
not used against the State, The presence of the party of Her Majesty’s 54tb Begimont, sent to and 
beyond iViecM, and of European parties, princip.ally sailors and liivuiids, at Dacca, Jidpigoroc, and 
other stations, will secure the ]icnce of that part of the country. Both the Dacca mutineers and the 
Julpigon'c So wars appear to have been driven into the Nepal Siil»-Hiinalyon Hills and jungles, and 
are for the present somewhat lost sight of, hut Jung Bahadoor Is ii.Hing every oiKlcavfUir to hunt them 
down, and will jiroliMbly do so, unlesfl they agniti emerge into the plaimt, where our parties are waiting 
for them. 

At tlie western extremity of the Bengal Frtmtier, tlie SuinlHil|Mirc affair is still troublesome, and 
th:it road is alu»gether elosed. The rebellion appears to be a purely local one of some tribes of those 
parts, instigated by the persons who unfortunately obtained their release from the jail. These 
iiborlgiiiiil tribes seem always liable to such commotions. Our party at. Suinbulpore now’ holds its 
4 ovn but little more. It is, lu»w< 5 vcr. IioikuI that tnaqvi concentrated from different quaitera will 
suffi(‘(* h> pul down the rebcdllim iu the short time intervening lu'forc the unhi^nlthy season coinmcncea. 
iMiulras trtM>ps are dispatchnl from Gutta<*k, to which division Suinbulporc has been temporarily 
altaehed. ubieh, w'ith those almidy there, will make two regiments and a Imttcry. The force 
<|I.^|)a( 4 *hed from Nngp4>rc hsu* probably by tliistime made oon^ideitible pmgrcKs, iuid the Sliekawattec 
lhutiili4»n mari’liiug from niineegmige is not so mucli diverted from Siimbulpure as sent by the. only 
practicable tlumgh siuncwhat eirmiitous road, tlqxiugh Chya Bassa, where cn nuite it will help to quiet 
till* eoiintry there. In CTiya Bassa affairs seem to progicss favombly. TheKoja of Poomhat at fimt 
liohuvcd AvcII and iimdc 4)ver a nmitlM^rof .Sepoy imitineers, but when called on to come in hesitatod, 
and Ava-* i»ventually tUndarctl n rebed. He has now raised the Coles, but by the laiit account tli^y 
si cm to be retreating into the jiinglcvS. Pachotc is quiet, and the Rmah has Murrendered.

Proper e ano in niU'di as usual, with the execptioii of some items depending on the iidund traffic.

W13 have from time to time tranmiiitted to you, during the last few months^ 
tlocuniimts .showing what has been done in the way of providing the means of transport 
from (’nlcutta to the Upper Provinces, for Kiiropcan troops, and of hastening them to 
their deslinalion. 

2. We now forward a memorandum, showing in one view" the measures that wore 
takcMi lor that purpose, and the results which have been attained, 

3. it is enough for us to observe (hat, during the seven and a-half months, from the 
breaking out of the mutinies, 18,947 JJritish soldiers wore conveyed by land from Calcutta 
to IJeiiari's. Allahabad, and Cawurjiore, by means before unused for the purpose, and in 
far loss time and with much greater comttirt to the men than if any other mode of 
ooTiveyaneo had been adopted ; that of the roinforeeinents sent out from England, every 
regiment lhat could be spared from Calcutta,* was moved up within a few* days, after its 
arrival ; and that every available man had reaehed Penarcs, distant 300 mile.s from the 
extreme terminus of Ibe railway, by the end of the year. 

5, We also desire to bring prominently to your iioliec, that this rc.sult has been 
atlaiuod without a eomplaint, either ns regards carriage or supplies, on the jmrt of any 
of the numerous officers and men who have been sent up the Grand Trunk Road 
by bullock-train and dawk-carriage ; that carts have been collected at Rancegunge iu 
ahundance, far beyond the needs of the service, not only without impressment but with 
the cheerful consent of the owners; and that it is now established beyond all doubt that, 
independently of the bullock-train, which is of it?>elf more than sufficient for the con- 
veyance of all regiments likely to march along the Grand Trunk Road, carriage is 
to be had for the movement of troops, in Bengal, at brief notice and to any extent that 
may be rocpiired.

Memorandum on the Conveyance of Tro<)pe by UullochrTrain. Dawk-^Carriaye^ atui SU4imsrsjrom Calcutta 

to the North* IVeeiem Provinces. 

ON tlic.lStb of May the ctawk carriages on the Grand Trunk Road, l)etween Raneegunge and 
AllalmlitttI to C'awmpori*, wore taken up to convoy |>arties of Her Majesty’s 64ih and 84th Regiments 
t'roin C'aloiiiiJi to tlio North- Wostern Provinces, at the rate uf one officer and eighteen men daily, the 
utmost limit of their oajiacitx-. 

On Sviiulay, the 2 1th May, the 1st Madras Fusiliers having arrived at (/alctiUa, it was determined 
that a |hM'tion uf them should be sent up to Benares and Allahabad by bullock train. A party was 
uo(^)rdnnrly dis|HUoiicd tite same evening. The bullock train sras at that time at its ordinary strenj^i, 
oiq uMe oi oavrying ahout tiity men a-day ; but carts had been collected at Raneegunge, Sherghotty,

Benares and Allahabad, in anticipation of tbcir bcinp: requiixHl for the ('onveyanee of troops^ hence 
it was passible to dispatch from llnneef^un^c a double pArly of rather more than ICK> intii daily for 
four days, viz., on the 2Gth, 2rih, and 2Hth May. The actual iuiiuIht dispatched, induding 

officers, men, and followers, was 4GI, as detailed in the nuir^in.* During; the .siime period eij^litecn 
men and an officer were dispatched daily by daufc carriages, and the rest of the regiment in steamers. 

From the 28lh May to tl»c 1st June the Post Ortiec authorities were onga*;ed in strenLi.tliening 
the bullock train lietw'cen Kanee^^unge and BtMiares, a distanee of .U>0 miloH, so us to render it cn|>abic 
of conveying 100 men a day without intermission, and during this intervul the bulhiek train enrts were 
collected at Ilancegunge, and other rarty piin'liascd and sent there b\ rail from Calcutta. At ilicsaino 
time measures were taken to faeilitate the passage of the dctarliments over the inibridgcd rivers, and 
to ensure them shelter and ahundant provisiems along the hue td‘ road. 

On the 1st June the despati'h of troops from Culeutiu for conveyance hy hullock train recom- 
menced, and fmin the 2iid tn tlie 2^)rd, both inclusive, a party of nboiil ItK) men left Kuneegungo daily 
for llcnarc^. lly the 2Hth June the whole Af the 1st Madras FiisiliorK, Her Majesty’s 84lh, (i-ltli, 
and 7Htli liegiinciils, together with two eoinpanies of Her Maj sty's 37tli Keginienl, and ii hullory of 
Madras Artillery, hud been sent onward fioni Calcutta. Ily this time tlic rains had set in, the Nucldca 
rivers were open, and it was dcterniincd to smd all further rcinfoivenicnts up to Hemircs by ibe 
river in steamers; consequently tbere were no despatches by btdlock train tioni the 22nd tiure until 
the LMi'd August. On the 28tii August dcsputclios were renewed f u* u few' days, and rontiiiued to, the 
.Srd September. On the 22nd September, when the troops began to arrive iVotii Ktiglund, the do- 
sputehes l>y liulhiek train were again recommenced, and continued uiiintcn iiptcil until now. Dining 
Octolier oidy 100 men r.ouhl be eoiiveved daily, but from tlie drd Noveiulier to tlic lOtb December 
about 200 men a-duy were carried, hesidcM spare annimnitum, 2i>tl rounds a*nian, and some nnlitary 
store.s. Kriirn the lOth December 'the bullock train was able to cmivc> 2.i0 men n-duv, or a <‘oiTe* 
sponding quantity of military stores; but since the 2lst Decunber, all tlie troops from Krudand liaving 
ireen sent up, the train has be ii used foflbe <M»iiveyanee of iniliturv stores underaguim! of fmm eighty 
to 120 men, chiefly recruits, belonging t:i difleient reginu iits. 

Arrangements were also made during I be rains with tlie Managi*!* of tin: \mt h-Wi'sliin Dawk 
Coiiipnny to dispntcli a certain number of dawk curriagex daily fiom Runcegunje to Ih-nau s from Ibe 
roniineneemciit i»f tlie dry seasrin. From the l.sl N<»\ ember l<*n niniagcs u-das were availabU*, and 
from llie Jst De<*eiiiber this nutnbvr had been imTcusa! to ci*'htccn a-tluy. Hy tins iiic’ans Irorn 
tuenty-fi'c to liiiy men. bi'sidcs a great number of offic<’i’s, bad bci»n sent daily up the road, 'fbe 
cost was 2()0 rupees u-dny for each carriage, eahudated to carry from three to four men, or two 
officers. 

The entire number of men acturdiv conveveci bv bullock train from Kanecgungc tt> Henun's from 
May to the end of Dcciunber, amount. s to as shewn in tin* margm;t but Nowmber was the 

only riiontli in wbicli the tram conveyed the full number wbii b it was capabh* of con\ eyipg. Fiom 
the 2ik1 June to the 1st Noveinlier the train was niaintnini'd on a fooling suniciciit, had tr«Kipii 
arrived in India, to convey UH) men daily. 

T)>c accounts for Novcnilier and December not having been received, it is iinposHible at presnit 
to give a correct statement of the cost per man of conveying troops bv tin* bidlock (rain when properly 
organized and fully emplojcd.

Taking the utmost rnpaeity of the bullock train at 250 men U'day, with tlieir officers, and that of 
the carriage dawk at til'ty men a>/iay, uith their iifficcrs, tlieii the time occupied in sending 
a regiment, 1/K)0 strong, from C'alculta to Benares^ by bullock train, is fourtce\i days, and 
that occupied in sending such a regiment by dawk carriage is twenty-four days; for, tliough 
the time occupied by each detachment on the road is in the fi>rincr case ten days, and in the latter 
only four, yet, owing to the comparatively small iitlmher the carriages accommodate, the titne 
occupied ill conveying 1,000 men by dawk is much greater than that taken to convey 1,(K)0 men by 
bullock train. The time taken by steamers in getting from Calcutta to Benares varies with the season 
and witli the power of the vessel ; hut, imdcr the mo^t favorable ciicuinstances, u steamer does not reach 
Benares in less than twenty dayS; and is always liable to detention.

(jiliccrs were ap])oint.cd, one in Bengal ^^nd unothcr in the (’entral Provinces, whose tiuty it was 
to furnish all siijiplies required for the use of the Kunipean troops proceeding by bullock train and 
dawk earriiiges, and to eolliTt ami have in readiness the large amount of carriage which it was expected 
would he rc(|uired for brigade.*: and regiments iiinrehing on the same line of road. 

During tluj early part of the operations the duty of providing .supplies was satisfactorily performed 
by the civil officers of the districts through which the (irand Trunk Road passes, but in Se|)tember a 
special Superinteiidcnt was appointed in Bengal for the purpose, and l)y the 1st of October the whole 
of his arrangements were coinjilcte and in working onler from Uancegnnge to Benares, a di.stancc of 
:1IM) miles. At each hidting place a military officer wtis appointed to provide* shelter and supplies for 
the detachments as they ]iass*'d along. Huts were huilt at each stage for (he aeconimodution of the 
men, and at eneli 2(M) beds w*en* provided. Kstabli.shments were appointed and arrangements made 
fur supplying meat, bread, vcgetaldes, rice, salt, tea, rum, and sugar, as well us luxuries and medical 
runnforts, such as port wine, sherry, beer, brandy, sago, and arrowroot. The result is sIjowii by the 
reniiirks recorded at each .stage hy the officer in eoinmand of every detachment, all of which, without 
exception, arc of a satisfactory (diuracler. 

1*ho cost of provisioning and slicltering llic troops proceeding by bulWk train atid dnwk carriage 
cannot yet be ascertained. Tlic amount expended hy the BiMigul Superintendent is about tw*o lac.s 
of rupees, and the cost of tlie rations sup|)licd, though nuinv of the articles had to be brought from u 
distance, IS not supposed to he iiiaterially in excess of that which would liavc been incurred in caiiton- 
inents. (’arriage wn.s during Uie same time supplied without iinpressincnt hv the Superintendent to 
(.^iloncl Barker’s Brigade, to Colonel Berkeley’s Brigade, to C'olonel Mitchell's Artillery Detachment, 
and to the 'Jml Dragoon (Juurds, as well ns to several JSative Infantry regiments marching in different 
directions, and to the Ordnuiice and Commissariat i)e)mrtmcnts. 

No report has been received of tiie. ojierations of the Superintendent of supplies and carriage in 
ilu* CVntr.d IVovinces, hut there is every reuboii to believe lliat tlicy have been as successful us those 
in Bei g tl.

IN reporting on another matter, with which it in uimeocmrv to trouble the Governor«»Gencral in 
Council^ the Superintendent of Carriage and Supplier speaks aa follows in regard to the success of the 
arrangements for furnisinng supplies to the troops passing up the Grand Trunk Koad, 

It is sutKcient to say that through their (tlie oflicers subordinato to him) heai^ co-operation and 
constant attention to all requirements, a force of 20,(XK> men has passed along the Grand Trunk Road 
from Raneegunge to Ihuiares, a <Iistaacf of nearly dtMl miles, and has beeir so well satisfied with iiie 
arrangements made for tiieir supplies, that not a dozen complaints of any sort have been preferredf and 
some of these of the iinist trivial ciiaracU^r. The annexed Htatenients for the month of November show 
the remarks made by each detaclinieut giniig up on the ciiaraeterof the supplies given, the accommoda- 
tion provided, and the attention shown to the wants of all. I eoiild furnish the same for the other 
months, hut one is a sample of all/’ 

2. A copy of the statements referred to above is herewith forwarded, in the belief that it will be 
gratifying to his Lordship in (\nineil to observe how entirely satisfactory tlie. arrangements made for 
the accommodation of the troops on their march through these ))rovinces have been considered to be 
liy the several ofticers in comniand of <letncliiitents.

THE Coiiinmi)(lcr-iii-cMi'f is at Furnickalmd. A brigade ha-* been sent to Mhow Sliainsabad, 
the rhief place of the Malioitiniodari rebels of the Furruckubad distrirt, to int1ic‘t punishtnent, and 
niiother brigade has crossed the (janges to occupy the passage of the Uaiii (ionga, but the result of this 
hitter expedition is not yet known. It was hopctl that some reinuiniiig refugees might be rescued. Ills 
Kx<*elleney has sent to Agra for a siege train, with a view to <»perul ions against Lucknow ; il will reach 
C^iwnfion* about the first week of Fclnuary. Tl»e Allaliabad ni.'igazine will supply (jeneral Franks 
and .lung Ikibsuloor. It lias been arranged to leave regiments at Futtygliiir, Myiipoorie, and Merun- 
ke-Serai (betv.ern Futtygbur and (’awnpore) for the defence of the country. 

’flic sjjirit of the people of the town of Furruekabad appears to have been good, and the place 
w.is spared Iroiii jilimdei*. 'fhe llindotis seized and brought in the Nawal/s dewan, and lie was 
<’MX'Uted. 'flic <|uaniity of stores found in the (inn (*arriage Agency was v<*ry large, and tli(! .\geney 
lius been, for the time, re-established there Considerable stores were al.s(» found in the Clothing 
Agency, and Colonel Burn was ordered over to take idiaige. 

BrigadiiT C’arlhew is to move with his force of Madras and other troops to a ]M)inl opposite 
(kilpee, to check the (’aipee niutineers, and vias to be supported by (^donel Kelly at Akberjion*. 

Brigadier (*ainplH*ll is to nuive up from Allahabad to Futtehpore, with a c*onsiderabUi force, 
ineludiiig her Majesty’s Highlanders and tlie 7th Hussars, ’flic ^nd Diagoon (luardN bixl also 
reaelied Alluhabad. 

Although the main Imdies of the enemy ba\e been tiriven from tiie Doab, all minor lebels and 
plunderers ha\e not yet been expelled, B\ the last mrounts tlierc was pett y resistance ami disturbance 
in several districts : the em riiy <in either side beyond the* (iaiiges and ,)uniiia w’cre threatening and 
aggressive, ami serious imnirsioiis had been made into the uf)per portion of the Doab, Kbowing an 
increased enterprise on the part of the rebels, fn M^npoorie, a thakoor named Arkinir Singh, a 
relation of tin- ex- rajah, was liolding out in bis village and fint. and tbeie was some minor resist aiiee. 
In l''.lawaii, another reia l, nanu'd Uoop Singh, was in open arms at Oragah, ami was receiving .support 
from the Calpee mutineeis. 'flie^e latter are rc portecl to have made an ineursioii into the Cawnptwe 
district, to have cut up one police p<»st, and to lutNC iittacked another, 'flic C'aljiee mutineers appear 
to be in fa<‘t \erv Iroublesonie and aegrosive, but it is bo|K*d that they "ill be (ducked by lb** troopa 
now pliuvd to watfdi them. In Myiipoorie and Etawab, however, the d)sp4»Hitioii of tlie great 
muss of the peo[>le seenieil ipiile friendly. I'he garri.sun of Her Maji*sty's JIHlb Uegiineut, and 2(M) 
of Wale's Horse, left at Myiipooile, secured tiiut pbu'c. Tl»e llao, now created Hajali, Bhawani Singh, 
who is installed in place ot his expelled relative, is behaving very well, 'riie Uajah of Eta has died 
W'itliout lieirs, and .so re!ie\ed thC (joveriiiiieiit of some eiiilmrrassnieiit, a.s bis ('otiduet bad btu n 
doubtful. 'Phe Magistrate returned to Etaw.ili without troops, but suppoited by friendly zeiiiii.-dai.s, 
with their followers ami b*vies, and be was received by llio townspeople with much rejoicing. It 
appears that, when Brigadier Walpole entered Etnwub, on the ultimo, altbuiigb most of the 

rebels esi'uped, a number of them were suiTounded in the tehseel by Zor Singh, tlie friendly ztMiiindar, 
who at one time had acted us our iia/.im, and weie kept there by him till cut to pieces by the troOj^s. 
'Phe emuluet of the men of Brigadier Walpole's column is slated to have been c*X('cllont, and there 
were none of the eoni})laints of iiuUserimiiiato plundcfing which had been received on previous 
occasions. 

’I’hrougliout the Lower Doab the elfeet of tlie reoccupalion i.f Cuwn^iire by the mutiiuers, in the 
beginning of December, sfem.s to liave been fell some time after their defeat, lint lulteily the eollcelions 
were pri gre ssing favorably. 'Phe .Mlaliabnd distiiet was still distinbed, and in the IVrgunnuhs beyond 
the Jumna, some powerful e\-7AMnindars were in open vebellioii. Tlic road, however, throughout llic 
Doab lias been completely and the eoinniunieatiuns have not been seiiously molesKd. 

i\*here (here is Im^al resistance in the Dtwb districts it is but petty, and such ns a .f.nall force would 
8Uppre.ss. • 

Narnin Kao, of Kirwee, in Banda (tlie adopted son of the late Benaik Rao, the Maliratta 
stipendiatYf a descendant of tlie well-known Rngolm, and a eonnectiun of the Xana), who had at first 
behaved very well, is now believed to have ehavgcd his tactics, and Up have committed himself to 
^ hostility to us in concert wdth the Nuwub of Bui^do. lie is said to have lent money to the Nawab, and 
to lm\<; abetted him iit the hostile mTUpation of the Banda district. Tl»e Commissioner of Allahabad 
has fell himself unable any longer to receive letters from the Hao ; and the G(>verniiient |)aper l>elonging 
to him find' his brother, amounting to upwards of 25 lacs of rupees, has been slopped payment by 
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notice in the Gnzctte.’^ Ilf* is said to have raised IcvUni and to have appointed an escaped life 
prisoner their eomniandant. He and his bmther are both yotinjs^ men, and their chief manasfer^ oimi - 
]BalK>o Goohind, is said to Iw the real instigator of this coiuluet. The aecounta from AllahMaid afO 
very unfavorable to the Banda ^awab,.vrho is said to have taken iMidies of tiMitineen regularly into 
his pay. The Banda rebels or mutineers arc now stated to have come down to the Chilataraghaut, on 
the Jumna, to threaten the Donb. The district of Banda in rcjKirted to he lorn by intestine feuds, 
especially those between the Nawab and the Ranee of Ajigluir. 

Two relations of the Nana are l>eHeved to be in the Humeerpnre district, where they assert the 
Nana’s authoritv. hut tlu> faithful rajah of CInkaree, the BuTKlUvund chii f, has sent KtitM) of his men 
ajE^ainst them. The J'dowii district was nt one time tindcrsloi>d to he hehl in n friendly w*av i>y the 
Goorsarai chief, who had appointed one of his sons superintendent, and another deputy Hiiperintctident, 
and maintained our native officials, hut he was ejected by the nn n of the Gwalior ('‘ontingtmt, who 
installed a descendant in the fciualc line of tl-.e former cliief, while p,»rt of the district was (tecupied by 
freebooters from Scindia’s territories. 'Hie Duttea Rtijah nitd ’IVliree Kiinee liave seimi the greater 
part i»f the Jhansi territory from the rebel ranee of that pla(*c. who, hv a sirnni'c |u*rvei*Nion of itleas, 
appears to have written to complain to us against them. The Ihmiin Rajiih eontinues to behave well 
and has rciitfonTd the fort of Kolinger. The Bolitietd Agent has eidled upon all the loyal ehiefs of 
Butidlecnnd to bring tiieir men and guns In our aid. 

The hopes entertained by Lieutenant Osborne of a speedy reopening t)f the Jubindpoic roadp 
after tbe capture of Mybere, seem to have been Munewhat i brown back. Mohun Singh, the prineipal 
nrisoner taken at Mviiere. has been ])ernttttcd to ese;p>e, and it turns out ibut niost «>f the other 
niiportant prisoners are under the ])rolec!if>n of powerful sirdars of the victorious hure. There bas» 
in consequence, been division .und stormy ilebale in the eourt of th.e Uewali Uajidi, whieh seems bi 
have ended in an altoinj’>t, by the disatleeled pariv, to gain over the troops prol»eiin!* the Agent, but 
without success. U is to be feared, therefore, that it w'ould be ilitlieult to attaek lb)anigoog)iur from 
this side unless a force eonus from the Jubbulpoiv side. Bui, notwithstanding. Lieutenant Gslnirne 
perseveres in the attempt to open the Jublndporo road for the imst. 

In Mirzapore. townnls tin* Rewah fronlii*r, tlieri* is ironbit'. U< la ^ are in Hijiyghiif and on tlm 
Soane, but the town and neighbourliood of MuzajHHcMire (piiet : the eountrv is ilourishing, and the 
(?rops are jiarlicidariy good. Benares and (iluiziTpore are quid, Giaih uppiars to l»e soim'whiit dear 
about Iknares. Levies of iiillilnry polu e wer<' proi re^siie. n, thcdislnets mI tl»e Uen.tuwjtud Allaluibad 
divisions, aud, tli<*nuinbir ol men hei je leov omriderahiv*, KurojUMu nUu lus weie being Hch-cted to 
coiumatid them. 

On ih'* l iast('ni Ou^le h 'Uitier w arc incoming inn.-h str ur;er. and Jum; Ihiliadoor bus. as wav 
antieipatiul, trimnpliuiitl v icoeetip ed for our idlieeis il.e f iinucKporc* (hsinct. 'I’Im! *!< J'caf by 
Brig'idier ( umphill of the f)mie Aa/.im, in th.e vieimty oi Miah.ihad, tui the (hit iiotaiil, upprars to 
have been i itfinih le, ami ir.s bead (puirteiHUt Secundia were tlieii i- , aeuale<l, but since our troops have 
returned to tlieir ph.e<* he has rectecuipied his foriner post, at Ihipatnow. ebtse t(» Mlaindtad, ami keeps 
up a cannonade across the river. Brigailier-Geiieral Franks* left wing was cstahhshed m streiigtii in 
tlie south-west corner of the Jounpore ilislricl, and llie Hiigadi»*r (leiieral liiiiiM’lf iinri ridilen mtii Alla- 
liabad t«) SI e tlie laeutenant-tioverimr, no tiiat the chain of communication in fhal dire<‘iioti mtiy^iu 
coiisi'lercd to he cstalilislied. fresh attack upon the Vic/am itv Brigadier- (hMicrai Franks, who will 
be reiiifoiecd bv cavalry, is aliout to lie made, lMn»oipore hud been oemipied by a tli lacbniiMil, and 
Manickcliund and Ins men were still active. 'I bis mutt is a very rare invlance i.f an anetinii pur«'liaser, 
a man of our ereatum, wlio has foughf manfully with us. Aznnghur aud .louiqairc, pnitected by 
General Franks’ force, are tolerably <piiet, ami the colUv'f ions are progrcvsiirr, but there me relN-U in the 
inirncdiutc neiglibouriuuui who have not yet iieen attaeke<l, Laigc bedu*s of ridu ls of liie I’uiwarand 
Rajcooniar tribes of Rajpoots were collceted nn the fiontier, and a gmul many sepoys were among 
them. The greatiT part of this fo’ce may, fiowever. be considered a ral/blc. and it is very inipcifcclly 
armed cbicflv witli swords and niatehlocks. ’riiey have a gemd imms guns of tldleient sorts and 
cali)>ics,.'iiid their arttllciY pnietiec luis Ih‘oii soinctimcH go<»d. 

On llic inarch of .lung Baliinhmr’s force tciwaids (loiuckporc, thr spirit of the people was found 
bv tlie British officers in cluarge to be ftamjly and loyal. No scniuis risi-t. ncc was < \[ cuenced til) 
the force readied the vicinity of (ioruckporc, on the (itii. There tin' enemy altoinpt<*d to make ft 
stand but the (loorkhas, wutli groat gallantry, attack* li and defea’ed thnn. ami drove them lu*adlorig 
over the llnptee. ^rhe place win* then oceu|)ird. .Supplier*, ^ce., huii lioui n reived in abuiuiaucc, and 
tlie feeling of the country .seen s to be quite with Brigades were . nt to cooce the uni* or two 

rebels in ”*llie district, and settle the cotoiiry. The friemiU (iopulpore Uujah’s men iiad been already 
subsidized bv uh; a strong lirigaiU; was to occupy an aflvaneed position towaidn Cjuflc, at Bustee; ami 
carrift^'C. ''as being collcclwl, ami prcparatituis nuule h.r iui ti er service ; several imiabla tebcU 
had been brought in and c^'cuted. The spirit of Maharajali Jung Bal.adoor and bis troops appisam 
to l>c excellent. Some artdlery officers and iimtrucb.rs had liecii attached to the (kmrkiiaii. The 
nuniljer of (ioorkba regiments composing the force is foiirtrcri. ('oloricl Roweroft, with bis forc^ of 
Goorkhas and sailors, has lK*en ordereil to advance farther into the Cioruck|H.re district, along tlie line 
of the Ciogra, 19 coerce a rebel, and bold the ** Burhul ferry brtwccif CioruckpoK* and Aaiifigbiir* 

TbroUtthout the Upper Doab, there are still roritiiiual alarms mid threatenings of itivitsions frrihi 
RoHleutich nothing very serious had really bapiMmcd, uml the paeifiratiun of the euuttiry and 
coHtJction of revenue were progressing satisfactorily till the oceurrenrse of the recimt iucuiwioiiM into 
the Mozufferiiuggur and Seharunpore distrirts, which will lie presently noticcri. In Meerut the last 
instalment of revenue is wid to have been colle<-tefl with a rapidity hardly known in ocdiiiury times. 

In the vidnitv of Agra things arc pretty quiet, and, in the Delhi division, the ffacificutimi seems to be \ 
nearly complete, since the lately turbalcnt and relietlioua districts of Htssar aird Rohtuck are rspoiteil 
to be quite quiet. But, in consequence of tbe surnifssive withdrawal id Brigadier CirauFa ancfColonri 
Seaton’s columns, the stations of Meerut and Delhi are cxnisidered to \xt weak, anrf evirti in dfti^iBlg 
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ofwliicli we liuvr in;5»ined possession, the cfforls of the ileinor.ilizatlon of the eounlry arc still marked 
hy oecaMorial affrays ufid pluiideriiiiis. An affray* ^\ith lt»s8 of life, is reported at Kosecrin the Muttra 
district. lhnjii; 4 h«>ut the reliellion there has heen iiiueh ilisturijance ou the part of projMC desiring to 
]»ay (ifl old scores against one aiujther. hnl aetuatc'd by mi hostdily to the (joverninent. 

The total iiufhber of persons evecuted at A,i^ra, from .July to Novernlicr, was scventy-eif^lit. of 
whom seventeen were mnliiicers. and the rest reiiels or seditious jicrsoris. Of tlie latter, thirty-two 
were MahomedriTis, and twenty-nine Hindoos, showing that, in t'lis respect, the two creeds were 
pretty equally biilaneed. The threat majority of these peisotis were tried by court-inurtial. 

The rnisin.i: of levies of lior'-c and foiit, for |.erinaiieiit or temporary service, is carried on witli 
j^rcat activity. Zcrnindarce liorsernen arc olituined in considerable numbers for iniiriodiatc .service. 

It appears that, in all, no less than forty-five Kuropeans and other Christians have been rescued 
from llie custody (d' friendly Hindoo zernindars in Uoiiilciiml, through the exertions of Mr. J. (\ 
Wilson and fitbers. 

It was formerly mcntioiiod, that some plunderers of the Goorgubn distriet had taken refuse in 
Alu’ar, but, as it is stated that l()‘l nu n of tliat class have been apprehended by the Alwar autiioriticN 
and sent into Ih Ihi, it is to hr that they are disposed to prevent tl»e reeurrence of such tbini:^. 

'flic native states borderin'; on our upper districts are toleralily hiyal and ipiicl, and do not excite 
apprelicnsion, hut there is ( onsidi ralile uneasiness regardin'; the movements of tlie Kota mutineers. 
The Uajah is said to lx* stren:;theniii:; itiinself against them in his citadel. Scindia \vas received at 
Agra in regular durliar. and has in tlie ino.st marked w.sy sljown himself friendly to us. He i.^ however, 
very weak at present, and can hardly kc\*{i in subjection his ft*udatr>ries and subjects, imicli less furnish 
horsemen or any other force to ns. It i>. Imwever, hoped that the road and telegraph from Agra to 
Indore inav so/m be reopened, 'fhe tt;ijah of Piittialah has arrive/I at Agra to the support of his 
relative at Dholcpore. Most of tlie lilaine of what liapponed at Dholepore is tlnown on Deo Hans 
Cjoojar, tl>e Dewan, and he is said still to have an opposition (aoojar party, while the Kajali and the 
Juts are disposed to lx* loyal. 

'Fhe Agrai t/easury was .still well supplied, but the demands on it for the .supply of earria.ie, * 
stores, \e., for the army \^oie heavy, 'fen thousand pairs of bool.s were preparing for the soldiers. 
'ri;e llamghnr Horse is to be inereastsi to loO sabres. 

It is staled that. 1 hnmghoul the (laiiges ean;.!. except in tlie immediate ne\i*hl)ourhood of Rciorkei*. 
there lias lieen tin* gre.»tesl d(\sliuetioii of ( verN t hinir that is destnietihle. and plunder of everything 
that ran be pUindend, but the iiiaiul 'rruiik Road is cpiite uninjured and in very good repair, 
'file elect rie t.-le. ra]>h li.is b.(‘n eeniplefed between f>ellii and Agra, and is being rajiidly laid down 
III the juneiinn of (In* Fufti ghur Road, which will eoinplele the tclegrniihie eoii)rnimi('ation from 
( <al(*utta to IN-shau nr. 

'I'lie Riijali of Ibillubgliur iia»l bis'n h.'ing^ d lA I Kiln, liv llie sentem*e of a military commission. 

'riie ineursi/ii'S alluded to, as having taken place in the u])per districts of the Doah, have been 
riie work of rebels and mutineer cavalry from \Vest«-ri\ Hohileund. IMie (iang<'s is now \ery low, and 
is reduced by the <liversion <if the uater into the canal. The enemy have shown a dUpo'ilion to make 
rajils into our districts, cut olV our police, and. ii< far as they can, prevent us from governing, while 
they make iioKtand and return to theirown haunts the nriuu ut they liave done their work. They seem 
even to ahstaiii from piunderini: <u‘ irnlating tlic people, tlieir hostility heing f/»r tin* most part directed 
against Governmout servants tndv. At Mei*raiip<»iv, in the Mo/.uf!eruugg/‘r district, an iiieursioii o< 
this kind was successfully made. an»l another o(Tur*ed at Kankal, near llardwjir, in the Seharuiipore 
district, where a lad belonging to the Kleetrie 'l\*Irgraph Department was carried off from the canal 
bungalow, and the bungalow liuinl. Botli the Hindoos of Kunkiil and the Malioiiuxlans 'd Meoran- 
poro were spared bv the invaders. A hmieutiibh' (*iremiistaiiee, (‘oniieeted with those raids, is, tluC 
twenty men ot the Sth Irreirul.ir ('jivalry, v\bo, amitl tlie mutiny and deh etion <if ibeir regiment, bad 
remained faitblul. juid ibiMugboul all these long and trying tiumtbs bad served us well, were now, at 
(be eleventh hour, nuhiee.l t<i mutiny ami join (be rebels. It is, however, satisfactory t> knt*\v 
that eight of th'*m weie .;ee<iunted fov liy friendly Hindo) /.eiuindars, wlio killed four and eaptund 
four. 

The last post has broiiglil the very satisfactory news, that a large body of the invaders of (be 
Sebarunpore district has been at(:ii*ke«l at Mirzapore, near the bead of the Ganges canal, by a small 
party of elglitv Sikhs and ten Kuropc’aTis, and Imve been completely rniilcil, with the loss of abiiUt 
100 killed, besides vune more drowned in the canal. It is iioped tlnU theeftcclof lld.s decided suecc.ss 
will be excel lent. 

Further down the Doab, on the borders of the Holundshulmr and .\llyglmr districts, the enemy 
havo not erosseil the (Jange*.. but tliey maintain positions on the banks, and continue to fire across 
and create rciieateil alarms. It seems tbut juany of liic Goojars ami other plunderers, and 
rebels of the distrlei**, wbieh wc have recovered, have taken refuge beyond the river, where they join 
in attacks upon us. ^ 

The reoceupation iff Western Ihibilcimd as soon ns possible is verv necessary. 

Sir James Outrain’s position at Lucknow ba.s bivn twice attaclvod, but the enemv have been 
repulsed with eonsiderai>'c loss^ to tlieui anti very little to us. On the last occasion tlie leader, a 
Hindoo fanatic, was wounded am! captured. *• 

The enemy are. however, in great strength in and about Lucknow, and they shoxv a disposition 
to surround Sir Ja r.es Outranr.s |Hisition and to cut off his conimuiiications. Tlie3Uh Regibnenl 
has been dispatched from l^nwnpore to reinforce liitn;i and the post at Bunnee will; if necessary, be 
strengthened. 

It is feared that some of the gentlemen prisoners in the hands of the rebels at Lucknow, were 
l)ut to death in Kovember, a few days before the relief of the garrison. The remaining prisoners are 
lulieveJ to be with the Begum. Maun Singh^s vakeel is in Sir J. Outram’s camp, and appears to l>c 
incl\|{cd to do w'hal lie can to save the prisoners. 
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SliAff«oO'^Dowliit 18 88id to have I>eeii divniissed from tho {xist of Prime Minister to tlie Beffonif 
and Maun Khan to have been appointed in his place. Tlie Nana U reported to have *oOQie into 
Lucknow, but this is very doubtful. 

A collection of several mutinous regiments, witli some jjuns, has taken place at Roy Bareilly, 
intended, probably, to threaten the Lower Doab, but there are British forces quite prepared to meet 
them. 

By the last accounU Hanwant Sitigli seems to have seceded fnnii the rebels oii the Jounpore 
frontier. The conduct of this talookdar is a sinEular instance of the spirit by which some of tliese 
men are actuated. He at first behaved very well, saved a number of Kurupeaiis, and escorted them 
to the Ganges, but refused to cioss the Allaliabad lest injury should be done by the British authorities 
to his caste or religion. For tliis service he received the special tlianks of Government. Subsequently 
he "gave in his adhesion to the de facto rebel Government of Oude, and fired, from his fort on the 
Gang^i on one of our steamers. In an action with the Ghoorkas on the Jounpore frontier his sou 
was killed, upon which he swore to lie revenged, became our uncompromising enemy, and was leading 
men on the frontier till he ngiiin sccedeih as has Ikvh mentioned. 

Bengal . — The plains of Bengal and Behar continue quiet, hut there is still warfare in the hilly 
outskirts. The rehellioii of the Coles iu Siiigbhoom continues, hut hy no means the whole of that 
tribe arc against us. On the contrary a large |>ortioii of them are still loyal, and some of them are 
doing us considerable service. Still tlic rebels are numerous and ludd in their savage, way. A (virty 
of fifty Sikhs, with four Euro|)eaii officers, civil and iniiitary, lately went against them in the southern 
part of the Singhhoom district, hut were so surrounded in tlie jungles that all four officers and one^^half 
of the men were wounded with formidable arrow's auti comiH^llc^d to retreat. The carriage Ixung 
required for the wounded, it was necessary to leave hehiiul some caiup equipage. Immediately 
after the Shekawattee Battalion roaclietl (!hyehassa, and the nevt cx|KHlition will probably be more 
successful. 

We learn from Nagpore, by telegraph, that the cx|)cdiliun of Nagporc Cavalry and Infantry sent 
on from Raeporc to Sumnulixue, had reached the hatter place, defeating and dispersing the insurgents. 
On this side, however, the road has not been cleared, and w*c have no dtred or detaih^d information ; 
but the Madras troops from (*uttark are rapidly approaching the Hccne cJ action. 

In Palamow matters arc progressing favourably, and an expexUtion was about to be iiiidcrtakeii to 
complete what Lieutenant Graham had surci^sfiilly begun. 

It is feared that there are again rel)clN at Rotasgiir, an old dilapidated fort near the Soane. They 
appear to be connected with the rebels ofUic Mirzaporc Hills, hut wc have iml yet inu(*li iiiforniulioii 
about them. Seine npprelieiisuni has been felt lest they sliould interfere with flic Trunk lioad, but. 
Sosseram will beheld bv a dctaoliinont of Her Majesty's 54th Ri^gifiieiit. 

In Eastern Bengal the hunting down of the fugitive mutineers continues, I'hc remnant of the 
Chittagong mutineers, further ro<luccd and broken, arc in the ('ucliar Hills. 7'hc slate of things in 
Munncciiorc is peculiar, and has given them inducement to try to invade that territory. Every 
person there W'ho is in any ilegrec connected with the princely family fancies that hr Ims a right to he 
Rajah, and is ready to take any means to eti'ect ii revolution. One of these princelings, with his 
follrnvcrs, joined the mutineers, and they came out of the jungle together and ocriipicul a village* There 
they were attacked from several quarters by dctaehiueiilH of the Sylhet Hatlnlioii, and were driven out 
w'ith a loss of tw'cnty left killed, besides five afterwards luiptuml and, prolmbly, nmnv wounded, 
They have agiun taken to the jungles, and their case is no doubt hopeless. Throughout tlie whole of 
these affairs the Sylhet IJght Infantry has behaved very remarkably well, and they deserve the highest 
praise. On this last occasion the Kookee levies abo did well. Ilie Cominfindiuil of the Sylhet 
Battalion, Major Byng, has, unfortunately, fullen, whiUt leading his regiment in one of tlnmc eneoiiniers, 
and Government has to deplore tlie loss of pn excellent cifliecr. 

The remainder of tlie Uacea sepoys and Julpigoree sowars arc still in the Nepal jungles, hut 
it is liojHjd that W'ith the co-oncratioii ot the Nepal .Soohah they W'ill soon be liuiiU*d dow n. 

The state of thinp iit Ivastern Beiig.'il appears now' tu) secure timf the detai^hineiit of I lie 54th 
Regiment which had already returned to Daqca is ordered back to Calcutta. 

Cenital India. — The intelligenee. from the Suugor and Nerbudda terriloriiw is not very recent. By 
last accounts tilings still remain in a disturlK*d slate, ibougli there was uu pressing danger. 

Dumoh had been recovered by the troops of the llaja of Puniia. In Nursingpore a guerilla 
warfare had been successful, and the people seemed w'cll disposed, hut dislurhunec.s had inmnsed to 
the southward. Our authority in Muiidla was almubt nil; and SeoiM*e was threatened. By the latest- 
accounts, however, it ap|K*ars that the troops from Nagporc luid ex(n*llcd the inarAuderN whi> had 
crossed the frontiers of that territory, and exficcted shortly to nettle in Miindla. The Shagliur and 
Ranpore Rajahs api^car to lie still in rebellion ; but the .Madras Cavalry had done good hi rvice. Home 
newly raised Qoiid police w'sa found useful. 

Tlic latest news which has reached Calcutta is tu tlic efl’cet that Sir II. Ih/sc was at <^r near tSaugor 
on the 15th of January, wdtii the second brigade of his column, consisting of about Cavalry and 
Infantry (of which about J,000 arc Europeans), besides a^illcrymen aud sappers. Twenty-three guns, 
of which ten are rii^c artillery, are aUacned to this brigade. ^ 

Sir H. Hoses first brigade is at Mfaow* It is somewhat less strong tlwin the second. 

Kauiptce ^column already at Jubbulpore consists of 900 Infantry, 750 Cavalry, and nine 


Kagpore and the Nasim^s tenitoriea are by the last accounU quiet, and die good aenrice of the 
troops towwds Sumbolpore had justified the eonfidetice in which they were rearmed. Brigadier 
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which Her Mejertjr's 4Srd Regiment forma a part. wa. at Kurnaul un the 1 0th inatant. Eight tiloumnd 
boBo^ amt aa^ bonet to m made up to 100 were ready at Kagpore to 1>e diapatched to Allalh||Md 
tar the supply of the army. 
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No late news of particular interest from the native states of Central India and Rajpootana has 
reached Calcutta, Major-General Roberts was at Almiedabad oh his way to Rajpootana on the 15th 
iiislant, hut his force had not been brought together at that time. There was a strong report at Agra 
tliat the Oodeynore Rajah’s troops liad mutinied, but this proved not to be tlie case. 

The Nnwab of Tonk is understood to be behaving well, and to have taken severe measures against 
1 !)C disaffected |)arty led by his own brother and uncle, the latter of whom was killed in resisting arrest, 
while the former and others were put into confinement. 

1’he last account received via Agra states that a force advancing from Dee$a had carried the 
fort of llownl, near Ahoo, with very small loss. 

yV/c Pmjanh , — Kverything appears to be quiet in the Puuiaub, and there is no remarkable intel- 
ligence from ihcnco. It is believed that Sir John Lawrence will be able to spare a European regiment 
and some more of his Punjaiib regiments, for service in Hindostan. 

Pet/n . — Nothing new from Pegu. The corvette Pelonis/' and two gun-boats, to be eventually 
increased 1o three, having^ proceeded to Rangoon, there will be the means of forming on the 
Irrawaddy a strong naval for<’e in addition to the European military force sent from Calcutta and 
Madras. 

Calcutta . — A bill to render lawful the impressment of labourers, tarts, &c., with a view to the 
urgent necessity for the speedy preparation of barracks, bas been introduced into the Legislative 
Coun<aI. The protection from the climate of our European soldiers is a necessity which admits no 
doubt or d< lay, and though in most stations ordinary labor may be procured in abundance, artisans 
are often scarce, and arc retained, by contract or otherwise, in the sendee of private employers. An 
nutliorily to collect them, and insist on their working for Government is required. 

The foundation for Police Battalions, under each local (iovernment, has been laid. 

The fioth Regiment, detachments of the dth and 19th Regiments, some Royal Artillery, and some 
trained cavalry horses fnmi the (^ape, have reaebed (Calcutta. The 80th iirocecds up-country imme- 
diately. 

The first cargo of cavalry and artillery horses from Australia is arrived, 170 in numlier. The 
sujrply ther:' r-biainable is likely to be considerable. Another ship-load of elephants, sixty-two, has 
been sueressfully brought from Moulmein. 

Her Majesty’s ship Chesapeake,” liearing the flag of Commodore Watson, Her Majestv’s ship 
“ Pelonis/’ aiul two despatch gun-boats (making up the number of the latter to four in all), have 
arrived in the river, I’he <1isposal of some of tlicsr has been mentioned above. 

1’he I7fh Native Infantry, now at Mirzapore, is about to to come down to Calcutta, and is ordered 
to China, lioing a general sendee e<»rps. The men have voluntarily expressed themselves ready to 
go. Soiiu? sickly and unfit men have been permitted to take their diseharge, and the complement of 
the regiment will l)c made up by llie addition of details from tbe C5tb Regiment at Ohazepore, also a 
general service eorps. 

(Jenenil B'»atson bas been or<l(?rc(l to tbe Nizamis country to raise there a body of Cavalry. 

1’lie arrival of tbe remainder of the Lucknow garrison is expected with interest. 

It is a curious circumstance that, notwithstanding the disturbed state of the country, the Cnbul 
fruit vendors have found their way down ns usual, even to Calcutta; and Cabul grapes, ^e,, are hawked 
about the streets just as usual. It seems that irhilc all other traffic has been absolutely stopped, 
these sturdy Affghans, accustomed to lawless places, have brought their camel caravans through the 
disturheci <listrict.s with coniparntivcly little injury, and generally sold their camels to our Commissariat 
at or below (’awnporc. 

Finance . — ’fhe results of the last opium sale are favorable beyond expectation, and arc remark- 
able, Two thousand seven hundred and five chests sold at an average of l,43fl rupees per cl»est, and 
for a total of 38,85,350 rupees; while in the corresponding month last year 3.855 chests brought only 
29,4t^,()<>0. The cost of man ufart lire of the smaller quantity being much les.s, this smaller quantity lias 
yielded a net profit exceeding that yielded by the larger quantity, by much more than the difference 
of the sums stated. 

Tlie successful collection of the revenue in many of the districts of the North-Western Provinces 
is a very favorable feature in our financial prospects. 

'Fbe subseriptions to the loan since tlie close of last year, so far as yet known in Calcutta, amount 
to rupees.

I THINK it right to inform the Oovorament, though 1 oniioipate no objection to the ineMiinNii 
thnt it ifl mj intention to entortoin in the niijeob or ponoo eorpi forming hero, ha exolaifiod in my 
letter, ^ated 18th March, many aepoya who were abaent from their rejfiments on leave at tno time they 
inatinied, eucfaj in ahort, ae come under the 1st clausa General Orders of the Oovernor-Genora], dated 
Hth November, and who can be ascertained to have resided in the interim quietly at their liotnes, and 
to have taken part in no local disorders of any kind. 

2. Sheik Kiiyrooddeen, Deputy Magistrate of this district, and who lillod the same sit nation at Bultia, 
in the Qliazeeporo district, itiroughout the past year, tells me he became aci|uaniteJ with many such 
sepoys in that part of the country, whose conduct was irroprcNudiablo, and oven actively loyal, for they 
rep6ato<Uy offered him their services, aud that they will now l>o only too glad to tako sorviou on <1 rupees 
a month. 

3. A better class of men for the poqioae could not be obtained, for they are already drilled 
themsclvcB^ and would aid in disciplining Uie other recruits, nor should I enteruiii the lifdst doubt of 
their fidelity. Indeed, I believe tlie very same sc|>oys who have muiinioil and l>een fighting against us, 
would now gladly serve us, and faithfully too, for many years to ooino, could (hoy but see uitv hopes of 
pardon, for, whatever their real or imagmed grievances, they never would have revolted had they not 
Uiougfat the power was completely in mair hands, aud now they have avvakeneii to a clc*ar penreption 
of their delusions, and the hopelessness V contending against the British Uoveriitiicnt. I must not l>e 
suspected in these remarks of offering an apology for mutineers, or advocating clomeiiey towards tiunn; 
1 am only stating wliat 1 believe to have been ibo real cause of the iniitinies, in support ol my view, 
that there is iiotfiiiig to prcvetiC men drawn from the sumo class from being faithini servants of the 
State, heucoiortli, as, heretofore, they Inwl been believed to be. 

4 . I have, therefore, directed Sheik Khyrootldecii to bring me 100 micli men, wlniMO good buliuviour 
ho can guarantee, anc^ if the (jovoriiiiiont sees no objection, 1 propose eniertaining a larger numl>er. 

6. Since I last wrote things have come to my knowledge which Induce mo to tiiiiik it would bo 
impolitic to raise police corps, composed largely d Goorkbas, in districts bordering on Nei>al. Gn this 
subject I will express iiiysolf without reserve lu a dembotticial coiiiruuriicalioii. 

6. A sprinkling of Sikhs in every police corps, composetl mainly of Jlindo«)stanecs and Goorkbas, 
would be very desirable, as au additional security against combination, Imt it would bo iiii[H>Hsiblo to 
obtain Sikhs for loss than 7 rupees a month.

DURINCr the suspennion of all roriBtitutcd authority and the prevalence of anandiy throughout a 
latge portion of the North-Western Provinces, plunder and crimes ofiesser riolencc were frequently per- 
petrated by the uncontrolled people among themselves. It has been represented that the parties 
concerned arc often ready to compromise such casci*, and instructions have been solicited icir the 
guidance of the officers of Government in that event.* 

2. The Governor-General draws a liroad distinction between acts committed directly against the 
Government, or with a view' t(i the sui^vcrsioji of its authority, and acts of plunder and minor violence 
committed by the people amongst tlienisclvcs when the restraining power of Government was in 
abeyance. 

3. Tlie Governor-( General docs not di^sire that all crimes falling under the latter category should be 
treated as crimes against the State. Ringleaders, as well as persons concerned in heinous offences and 
acts of aggravated violence, against whomsoever coinmitted, must be prosecuted and brought to 
exemplary puiilKliineiit, and, where complaiiita arc lodged, the cases, whether great or small, must of 
course be taken up and disposed of as between the parties. Rut if the claim be for restitution of 
proiicrty ])Iuiidcrea, or for damages in consequence of injuries sustained during the period of suspended 
aiutliority, his Lordshii) would unprovi* and encourage the adnns.sion of n compromise between the pro- 
secutor and the defendants ; aiicl wdicrever this may be efFccted, and the vase is one marked by no 
circumstance.s of special aggravation, (*riiiiinul proceedings may be stayed conditionally mi the fulffl- 
lueni of the compromise witlnn a rcusonabic time. 

4. I am to coniniunicatc his Lunlship^s wish that these principles may be inculcated upon all the 
officers of Governinent employed in criminal proceedings.

As our hold upon the province 
was maintained till the l)eginiuiig of June, a coiistderablo portion of tlie roveiiue for tliat harvest will 
probably be found to have been collected prior to tlio outbreak. On th^laher haud^ neither Jkloun nor 
Jhansi were in a state of financial nroM|>crity. lievision of settlement was in progress in both distriots, 
and there may have been large uncollected balances. 

3. It will probably lie a work of some time to ascertain with accuracy what had been oolloctod, 
and wliat was in arroar when our administration was displaced. 

4. It will be l^at, therefore, in his lordship’s opinion, to oonfiiio your first demand to the 
collection of the entire kliiirrcef instalinents, — thoHo, namely, for Novonilnsr and neceiiibcr,*— •hut, in 
doing so, you will make it distinctly understood tliat the Govoniment does not forego its claim upon the 
arrears due for the preceding instalincnt. 

5. Am a general rule, you will c6He<*t the entire Imiaiico in all ({uariei's ; iiiimeroiis objections will, 
no doubt, be brought forward ofoollccti^ns having been already oiiforood by the rebel aiitlniriliuM. It is not 
{Mwiiblo for his I^rdsliin to prescribe any rule that shall bo applicable to all oast^n. Liulc inlbrmiitiati is 
possessed, either as to the amount of such exactions, the circuiiistauces tinder which they were made, or 
tlie behaviour of the laiidhohlers themselves. 

b*. When the khurreef instalments felt due, the progrosaof evonts iti all parts of the eoiiiitry iiuist 
have rendered it apparent to the poopio that the tenure of the usurping rulers could not be long iiiaiii- 
taiiied, and, excepting under military pressure, the landholders had every reason to withhold payment, 
unless their sympathies were with the rebellion. Where there is ground for helievitig that laiidnoKlers 
favorably di8|)osed to our (iovernnieiit wore coerced into paying revoimo to the rcl>oIs, through no fault 
of their own, there may exist a claim for consideration. 

7. Some advertunco must also be hod to the means of the proprietors, ami tlioir ability to carry 
on the niaiiageiticiii of their estates successfuliy. If persons who liave shown no disafleciiuti to the 
liritish Oovernnient have suffered from plunder and exaction, it may ho inexpedient still further to 
trench upon their capital and means of conducting agricultural o|>eratroits, hy iiisking a second demand 
on account of revenue already paid tinder compulsion. 

8. These principles will bo applied by you in reference to the circuinstaiiccs of each particular case, 
and they will be held etpially applicable to outstanding arrears of previous harvests so soon as you shall 
have obtained accurate information as to their atiiounu 

9. As directed in paragraph 27 of the circular of the Sudder Hoard of ileveiiue, datfNi 31st July 
last, you will report to the Hoard all instances in which you may admit any relaxation of the full 
demand on the above accounts, with the grounds of } our determination. 

10. You will understand that no i^iniMion of any kind will be ontortained in favor of any persons 
who are suspected of having voluntarily sided with the rebels, or shared in marauding and pitiiideriiig 
expeditions. 

U. Non •proprietary cultivators, whodmve up their rents to tlie proprietors, will ordinarily ho 
exempted from any further charge, although the proprietors may have omliexzleil the amount, or paid 
it to the rebel Goveriiiiieitt. 

12. A copy of this letter has been sent to the Sudder Hoard of Ucveniio and tlio Comtiiissioitor, 
Jubbulpore.

ON tlje evening of tlio 11 th M«v, 1ft 17, when escaping from the mutiny at Delhi, and when nhont 
three miles from the cantoninents, I found myftelf «attAck<Hl hy two troopors of the :lrd Cavalry, who 
wounded and unhorsed me. During the night f lav concealed in a field, and could hear the inntineera 
talking as they passed. Next morning (ISfli) I was discovered hv some villagers, who aecostinl me 
kindly, and ask^^ me to go with them, as I should olherwise surely bo discovered and killed, 'rin? man 
who spoke proved to l>e a zemindar, by name Mann Singh, and hv caste an nlicor ; he Uv^k me to his 
village, which was close by, and called Rboisooay and gave me foo^ and drink. He wtnihl have kept me 
concealed in his village, hut the other people feared 1 should be detected hy the troo|M>r«, who wore 
scouring aliont all over the country, wdiich would liave 8ubjcct4»d them all to the fury of the inutirn'ors 
Maun Singh then said he would send me to another and more remote villngo of his own, which, heing 
nei^ly surrounded by a jbeel, and. moreover, being a very |-H)or and wretched place, was not Hktdy to ho 
visited by mutineers. Accordingly, he sent two men, one named JnmtiadoNs Hyragee, ami lht« other 
Dowlut Ram, sheer, to guide me to the village Jehangecr(>orc, which was about a mile distant. T 
reached ital>out 11 a.m. ; the villagersi who were nearly all aheers. surroundcMl mo, pititxl my oondition, 
and regretted what had hnpt)etied, and a<isiirod mo that they would do all in their power to insure my 
Mfety. I was taken at once to the hut of one Lalljce «Tat, who, with his son** Ilurna and Sitiya, did all 
ill their power to make me comfortable. T remained in this villayo for seven days ; InMiig so close to 
Delhi it was very unsafe to stir out, and the troopers came daily with their ponies to cut grass m ar if. 
My presence in the village was known to all the |»eoplo of it; tlicv :ill hsumI to come and talk, and 
expn*ss their sympathy ; they all seem^ think that the British rule wa«i at an end. ami all regretted 
it. There being no milk in the village, one Piilfcoo Swaper. or others of hi^^ ramily, used daily to talio 
the trouble to go and procure scmio from adjacent villageM. 1 had nothing to re%vnril these pmn* people 
with, and thought at that time everything ROt»incd going against the Kmrliwh ; uhlh they stuck by me, ntv\ 
hchaved most kindly. If my presence had l>econie known, it would inevitably h?ive brought, riiln i>ii 
them. Maun Ringh came and visited ino once or twice. However, the dfiy (IStb', mohh* into 

frio|it<*ne«l the people of Jahangeerpore by saving that the evistenco of ?v “ Feritigbei* in flieir villajo 
had become known to the imitinecps. who declared they purposed to bunt me ii]» ; they thrrcf'orn 
me to fpjit their village, and said they would take me again to Mann Siinrh at BlinUnoa. Sn-imr tbrv 
were really alarmed, and fraring there might bo some truth in the ref-nri. I agriMd gn, and f 
aecordingly started at night; on re.aching HhiiiMm, they first took rno to •InitinadoHHV hou^v. winch i-. i»n 
tlie outskirts of tlio village; wwd was then sent to Maim Sjiigli (bat I bad come to risk IjIn prolcftKrii ; 
one of luK men came and professed (bat Maun Singli was away (this I lM*ln*ve to have bc<*n niiiruc)« J^nd 
that T had better go awav to some other plaee. f (ben appealed to .1 nminidoM Bwagee, who V4‘rvrea ?iiy 
and kindly said he would take care of mo, and added, that being a BMa*:»'e and Hialiinin, he was m, \ 
likely to be suspecte^l. 

I remained with Jumnadoss for six davs. He gave me the best part i>f his lioiiso to live In, and tin* 
f>cst fiv«l ho could. My prcscnco in tho village was known to only one or two, ami I could never ventmo 
out of my mom except when dark ; Rhulsooa hoing sitiiato so clone to (be rfiail. wber<* tho mutinciM M 
passed and repeasefi dailv^ I w'as obliged to be extremely careful. Jumnadohs said if I '\alrv<l a low duy,^, 
till he got bis grain in, he would devise some plan for my getting to Meerut. He, bis wife, and bi^ 
brother Giingadoss remained nnirnmdy kind to me, and wore nlw.Tiys praiving (bo Knylish rub*; and 
regretting the state of things that there prevailed, and said the sepoys muut have all become mad, tii (urn 
sgsinst such goml masters. On the evening of the 2'tth Mnv, Jiimnado^s, having got all lus grain in, said 
to mo I will start w'ith you to Meerut to-morrow, if vou like to ve nture." I ngroetl, ami disguising 
myself as well as I conid, we started before daylight* bowlut Ram alM» j.ccompaniifd us. \V« cro^M.Ml 
the Jumna by boat, and though wo passed several villages, and I wan »»ern mid iriterrnga(c<l hy several 
people, still no one molested me. W'liilst resting under a tree at noon, nii old man in\ ited me to his 
village ; he proved to be a jtigga zemindar, of Soobliannoro ; he gave rnc fiwaJ. and 1 rested at his place 
for three hours. I learnt from him that certain other fugitives from Hclhi had passed a few days before, 
and had gone on to a person be calle<l Fransoo Sahib,’* who, he smd, was an Kur^^pcan mnindar. 
Proceeding on, at sunset I reached a large village called Khckra, iberc the |>c<»plo were alwj cxtrcincdy 
kind, and told me that a large party of English, of both sexes, h-d Mtaycd with tlium for two *l»y«. and 
then gone on to “ Fransoo Sahib*’; lamm of them volunteerctl to ai*coiiipany me there, and did mo. I 
reached Hurchundporo aliout fh and there I found an old m.an, Mr. KranciH (’ohen, an KiirsMian of 
Oerman descent. lie received rue most kindly, and did all he crnijfl to make ine com bn table and happy* 
His two grandsons vied with him in showing kimincss; their names are Messrs. George GjIjcii Pcclie, 
John Cohen Pecho, I then found that the undermentioned liad inci with like kindness from tho Cohert 
family :-—Lieutenant*Colonel K^vett.

IT IS the melancholy duty of tlic Governor-General In announce the death of that most 
distinguished officer. Captain Sir William Peel, late in command of Her Majesty’s ship 

Shniinoii,” and of the Naval Brigade in the North-Western Provinces, 

Sir William Peel died at (’awnporc, on the 27 th instant, of small-pox. He had hern wounded 
at the eoinmcnccmcnt of the last advance upon Lucknow, but had nearly recovered from the wound, 
and was on his way to Calcutta when struck hy the disease which has brought his honorable career 
to an early close. 

Sir VVilliam Peel's services in !hc fiohl during the last seven months are well known in India 
and in England ; hut it is not so well kimwn how great the value of his presence and example has 
been wherever, during this eventful period, his duty has led liiin. 

The loss of his daring, but thtuightful courage, joined ivilh eminent abilities, is a very heavy 
one to his country; hut it is not more to he deplored than the loss of that influence wliidi his 
earnest character, ndmirahlc temper, ami gentle, kindly bearing, excrcistHl over all within his reach 
— an influence which was exerted uncciiHingly for the public good, and of which the Governor- 
General believes that it may with truth he said that there is not a man of any rank or profession, 
who, having been associated with Sir William Peel in these times of anxiety and danger, has not 
felt and acknowledged it.

I DKRM it my <luty. us far as it lies in tny power, to c\)duiii what has led to the disuffection 
lately so universally evinced both by the native army and iiiuny of the siidarh oi chieftwins throughout 
Hindoostan. 

It is well known to the British (juveriiniciit, and to all the world, that the country of llindoostaii 
in former times WHS almost solely inhabited by {people of Hindoo persuasion, and tliat many years 
afterw'nrds the Mrdiomcfluns ciinqucrcd the country ; and it is also well know n that the llincfoos are 
proverbially foolish on the score of religictii, ami deem no religion cvpial to their mvii. 

To the best of niy belief Jind understniidiiig, the first symptoms disallcction to the British 
Government on the part of the sepoys were show'n in when an army from lliiuloi)Hl.Hn was 

ordered to (*aho<»). When this army ciosscd the Indus at Altof’k, the sepoys bceaiiic diMcontcnted, 
grumldiiig, and angry. They heard that when Rajnli Maun Ningh, Wnzfcr of one of the former 
Kmjierors of Delhi, crossed the Indus to wage war with the AtrghuiiK, he cuiimmI all the Brahiriins to 
take off their jaiieo, or saiTcd thread, worn by BrahmiiiH, and emhieiiuitie ol thtur imsIc, and Uihl all 
his men that the lliruhNi religion extended no further tiian the Indus. Maun Sin;;h limit u temple 
on the other side of the Indus, and in this temple the Brahmins were directed to susjiend rheir jaiieo. 
This fact is well know^n to all Hindoos, whether lit^^rate or the reverse. One of iJie eustfiiriN of the 
Hindoos is never to eat or cook their food until they h.'ue bathed and g*Mie thtoui;h otln r forms of 
their religion. When in 1848-30, the army reached Atlghanistan, the llindons lefi off bathing, mid 
the performance of other acts wdiif'li their form of religion demnmh*<l, on :i<‘r'ouht the «*streme cold, 
to which they were unaccustomed. Whatever they purrhaned in the haziuir for tlieir eJaily foo^l, tliey 
were compelled to lake from the. hands of the M.imiineil.iii*^, In’cause in the ('ahool country all the 
Butineeahs, W'ith feu^ cxeeptions, arc of the Mahornedan faith. The Hindoos l>eing ol)hy.ed, as aliiive 
stated, to abstain from certain acts of their religion (liathing, which to a Hindoo is almost as neces- 
sary as his daily food), and to receive their bread from the hands ol the .\lalMuneduiiH, fancied they 
had lost their caste, and had lM*eii forced to become Maliomedans ; they therefore becuine iimeh 
dissatisfied and disgusted. 

When the winter set in at Cahool, the lliiidoostanee suffered much from the snow ami 

cold. The commanding officers, pitying their comliHon, gave to each man a “ posteeii/’ or jacket, 
made of sheep-skin, the wool worn inwards. The se|KiYH at th(? titiic pretf-nded iiiiieli to be pleuscJ 
with the ** pffsteens,'’ but really in their hearts w’crc mueh displeased. In cause no Hindoo, excejfl of 
the lowest caste, likes to touch the skin of a dead animal. Fearing to object, they consented to wear 
them. They thought and talked openly amongst themselves, *^V\e must not show our anger and 
discontent in this country, because if we do we shall never be able to return to Hind«Mi<^1an, and we 
cannot live in this country/* so they kept quiet only to show their anger ami diseonterit on a more 
opportune occMion. They, moreover, thought that, even if they did mutiny ^in that country, attrU 
kilm alt the EngKsh, they would he no l^ter off, l)cc*su«e the Aff'ghana would corrijad tiiciii to 
become Maliomedans. Many sefKip of the 27fh and 5lfh Native Infantry, who were wtfiinded and 
taken prtaonera^ were converted to Mahomedanism. Do not let any English gentlemetr tliiiik*^lt,’it the 
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above is not tnic because they M*crc not acauaintccl witli it at the time. A native of Hindooatan 
seUloiii opens luH rniiul to bis officer; he only says wlini ho thinks would please his officer. The 
srpovs r« s(M Vti their real opinion until tlicy return to their lines ami to their comrades. 

\\ Im ij tlje J0nc;iis]i returned to Ferozepore, iti lft42, I was there with the Lii^ht CVnnpany of iny 
liiL' nienU the Stii Native Infantry, in which iny father was a Suhadar. Kijijlit Lii^lit Companies 
\v« n* foi i,n (I into oiui re^iriicnl, and were under orders for Aff^haiiistan, hut were never jwiiit. I wan 
llirn a piualr; I visited nearly all the re^rjfiietits that had returned from Cahool, having many friends 
and in qn .^iiitanccs in them. scpo\s of all the regifneid.s were displeased at liavin;^ Inam sent to 

(’itixiol, .'ci.d Nuid of themselves that hy going to C!ahoul they had become outcasts to their religion, by 
liaving h.' cn compelled to clothe themselves witli the skins of animals, to uhstnin from bathing, and 
otluM’ acts demanded hy their religion, in consequence of the country being so imfitted for Hindoos, 
on account of the great cold, and the wliole country being Mahoiiicdans. 

'riie Maiiomcduns of the regiments were displeased because they said the British (lovcranicnt 
had forced them to fight against people of their creed, wliieli was forbidden in the Ivoran. For saying 
tiii^, a suhadar of t)ie^7th Native Iniuntrv was shot to death by musketry. The Mahomeduns always 
boaslcid amongst themselves how they Imd evaded the English order, by never taking aim wlicn 
they tired. * 

None of the Hindoos in lliiidoostnn woiikl cat with their comrades who went to AfTghanUtan, 
nor Mould they even allow them to touidi their cooking utensils; they looked upon them all as outcasts, 
and treated them accordingly. It was said that the sepoys of the 27lh Native Infantry, M*ho were 
shut up in (ihuzmo, were all coiupellcd to become Mahomedans. 

At Ferozeporc, Zalim Singli, a suhadar in the 71st Native Infantry, told the men of the 35lli 
Light I lifanlry that they had lost their <*a.ste and heeotue MahorricdanH, and that eonsequenlly none 
of their eomradivs could eat or snioki* with them. For tliis offence he was tried hy a general eourt- 
martial, and disnussed tlie service. When the sepovs of other regiments heard how the sepoys who 
went t<» Atighunistan were treated hy their own comrades, and heard what liard?hips they had under- 
gone ill AlVglianistaii, they he<*ume exei'edinglv dissatisfuid and displeased with the (lovcrnmeiit for 
liiiviiig nrdiTid them tlu’ie, and ilctermiueil on the first tavoruhle opportunity to show tlieir feelings. 

'I'he first symptoms ot muiinvhroke out in the tilth Native Tnfiintry, 'vho were ordered to Seinde, 
on their arrival at Snkhur, and I helicvc, previous to their arrival tlnuv, they nmtinii’d about their 
pay. 'riie 7th Light (\'i\ airy and several oilier regiments showed a most nmtiriou^ spirit, ljut beyond 
hangiiig a few imui in the filth, and transporting and dismissing others, the (iovernment took hut 
little iiotiee of tin* had feidiin; exiiici'd. 

Some vears after this, the llritisli went to war with the Sikhs, and annexe.d the Punjauh to their 
dominions. On the annexalion, tlie native army occupied the eoiintry, and the sep<iys r«'eeived double 
hattaas long us they remained iti the Punjauh, hut the British Ciovernintmt never o|)cnly proelaimed 
how long hatfa would he granted. From avariqe and love of money, the si poys Iduul serving in tla* 
Punjauh. IVhen (he legiiueiits in the Punjauh had servo<l a certain time, they were relieved hy other 
regiments from nindoostan. 'Hie relieving regiments were not allowed doulile I all »,hut drew what they 
would have drawn from tlieir own provinces. 

'riiis was looked upon as a great grievance. For this reason the fifiili at l/mrilser mutinied, unil 
were dishatided, and, in my luimhlc opinion, w'ere very properly treated ;for, il uu . rmv is faithless to its 
.salt, and can iltM’itle as l«i ilie pniper aiiiount of pav it is to receive, of what gouvl is it r It is right 
for every one to receive ac«'ording to his deserts. The dJiid ami J'Jud Native Infantry aNo showed 
symptoms of mutiny, hut tln^y were Inisiieci up. The (lovcrnmcnt must he well aware that when a 
soUrun* has oiiee or twice shown a disposition to mutiny, he is useless as a soldier. One mulimu s 
sepoy atlects Ids whole <*onipaiiy, and gradually one iiiuii after uuolhcr, eitliqr from fear or sympathy, 
joins the mutineer. 

Jt i.s very neeesMiry, when any sepoy or sepoy.s mutiny, that the commanding oti.eer of the 
irgimesit should report I'nlly the whole rireumsUinces to the tiovernmenl. How olherv, .se eau the 
(lovernmeiit hei*ome awan* of tiie fact, and make proper arrangement to prevent the muliuou.s feeling 
from s|)reading ? 

Many eominanding otfieers, to my knowledge, reported their regiments all right wdicn they knew' 
that there was diseouteiit uml had feeling in the ranks, a.td to my belief, for the sake of the name of 
tlieir respective regiiiienis, eoneealcil the real stale of their regiments, until at longtii the sepoys took to 
iiiiirdcring their ollleers. 

1 feel peifeelly enuvinei’d that, up to the present time, the real cause of ihc mutiny, and the feeling 
ol the country generally again.sl tlie British rule, is not. mtII known to the State. It is for this reXLsou 
that 1 am now taking the lihertv of exprt^ssing my views uii the subject. 

1 will now attempt to e.xpiain wliy the sirdars and higher classes of Ilindoostun became disaAcctcd 
to the British (lovernment. 

In or IS30 tlie authorities of Shahurunpore caus«?cl a large hospital to he built fur the sick of 
all needs and persua.sions. The principal authorities (I purposely abstain from giving names, although 
1 could do so), issued a proclamation saving that all s'l^'k men or women, high or low, purdah nUheen 
(ilioN); ulio iiv'ver go out in public) or otlicrs, must resort to this hospital for treatment, oukI all native 
praetitioiKMs >vere furlridileii to prescribe or attend sick people. When ihc meaning of Uiis proclama- 
tion was explained to tlie chief jiei'ple, they eoUec*tccl many men together for the purpose of making a . 
ilisturlianee, fin* these pei'|de iuiaginined in their ignorauee that it was the intention of the British to 
take away the dignity and iMnoiu* of all; on this aeeuuiit they became angry and excited, and deter- 
mined to otlVi- i pposituin. hut for waul of arms they could do nothing. When the authorities saw the 
liul r I'lm;: tile v>roelauialiop l;ad produced they wiifwlrcw it, and the excitement fijr a lime subsided. 

A >euriir two after this, my regiment, the 8ih Native Infantry, was cantoned at Shahjehatipore. 

1 Mas iu Uie h.di't ot visiting the chief people of the city. In coame of conversation these |>eople said 
to me, if any of our broihers eoiniiiit any otl’enec against the State, according to the nature of the 



oflenre and hy the laws of the land they get punished ; this is all very fight and propefj and we have 
nothing to say against it, but the law must be Ixid which by its inflirtioii ruins our rcKgion $ ibr 
iiistanrc, when any one is sentenced to miprisonineut, imnicdiately on his reaching the priscni his beaid 
and moustache are cut; this U to us a great insult. In jail it is orderc<l that the prisoners should egt 
in messes, the Mahoinodans by themselves and the llindtms by themselves ; this is no outrage to a 
Maboiiiedan^ but it is a great one to the feelings and religion of a Ilimloo, One llindiio won^t cat ^ 
from the band of another unless they hup|)en to bi‘. brothers or eousins. 'fhe ( iovernrnent is also well 
aviarc that there are many kinds of Urahniins — for insUutcc, tlii^re are Towarees, X)hobics« Choiibics,. 
raunclcs, Missers, Opadiahs, Sookhuls, llnghjiais, Agunilries, \c. ; none of these, though all 
Bralmiiiis, will eat from earh other's hands — that is, won't cat ivliul the other cooks. 1 ask what is 
the use of such men in any army ? To give an insUnec -amongst the titty ^*^ikhs of this rt’gi meat 
lately hesieged at Arndi, there was one llimhidstaneo Hruhinin ; this man for five or si v days neither 
ate nor drank anything; at the end of this tinn- he vas so luluct d that he ronlil scaively stand, lie 
was of no use in the garrison, even had he hcen irusu d ; the i>lhor men, Kuropean or , Sikhs, (*ame out 
as well as they went m. On account of these prison tirrangciucnls ii nastlic gtoieral opinion that l.hu 
Governineiit wWied to do away with all caste. When any Hindoo is releasiul from prison he is iilwaya 
tuluKied hy his futnily and looked upiui as having lost caste ; on this actMiml both the priHonorand hia 
relatives become disafVected towards the (iuvcnnnenU The above slrietness was earned out in inaiiy 

Jails, in conseqnencc of wliicli disturbances hioke <»ut in the (iygh. Arrah, llcnarcNi and many other

jails. ^ 

After these events the missionaries rec|ucstcd ail the Moulvies aiui Ihmdits { Maliomeduu and 
Hindoo priests),, to ussenible, and when assemhled asked them uliy they ♦»liut up llieir wcmien ? That 
tliev ought to let tiiein out like \voinen of other eouiitrii.s ; told them they ought not to circumciiie 
ibelr ehildreii or give them tho’^jimci*, or marry them until they were cnglttecn years of age ; and that 
none of the above forms should be carried out without the permiHsimi of llie MagiMrate of the district. 
These questions and remarks r an. ned great fear in the minds c)f both the Mulintneduns unci the Hindoos | 
thev said amongst themselvch, if the (Jovenmu nt insis!.s upim onr acting up to tlicM* orders what neat 
shall we not be tiumpclled to do uguirisi our customs and religion? To talk over tliis matter many 
jierscuis ot both religiinis asscmldod in (Jalcutla. The luisKiocarii s pi the MofuKsil also spoke to iho 
Hiiine etfert to the villagers, so that all, more or less, hecanic alarmed for tlieir religion and displeased 
witlitlie (jovernineiit, fur they Umuglit the inissiunurieH dare not give sneli orders nitlMUit the coiiKeiit 
of the (jovernmeiit. 

The CfovermiK jit is well auuic that the generality of the inhahllants of Ilimlooslau arc itncilucaied 
and exlreiiiely |jig<»ted, and the more uneduealed tliev are, the more bigoted: they Inivc no hooks or 
lilerutvire, and lliiiik what their fathers did before tin ui that must lie the best for iiistaine. l-hev wear 
the same elothts, c>f the sjime pattern us tlieir aneeslors ilid liefoiv them, and imagine ihiit if they put 
on u coat or Irouscrs of an Knglish ent, it indirales u (,'liristiaii; they think iinythiiig new or 
anylhing they don't iindersUnih must be imant in senne way or other to alfect their religion, 

rrotti this foolish I ics.s on tlieir putt, :di the late anarchy and ti.in has come to ]ia.VN. 

In the llritish ( iMveriimeiit annewd the kmidoiii of Oude. \t the time «»t’ aimexiitioh, it 

was the talk of the whole of lllncloostuii that the Hriindi Ciovermu nt had |)romiscd the ruler of Otulu 
(1 believe that there was a treaty to tiie san.e rtlVcl j that the kingdom cd' Onde sliould never be tukeii 
by the. Knglish, because^ in funner times the kings of Oude had rendered valuable ussisUinec to thu 
HritUh (loverniuent. 

When the Government of India issued tlie pmelamaliim of the aniie\atinn ihroughout OudCt the 
King of ^)ude ai.so issued u prochimation tlml on no ac count should any «if Ioh MuhjeelM resist iho 
British authorities, and tliut wlien the Britisii trof»p.s entetvd his territory, all a»iiiHlHnee in the Hhapo 
of provisions, sin/uid be iiiioidc ch 'Ihe siidat^. Oude and tin: army >>1 the king obevc'd Ida 
order. The |>co[>lc lliiuloosiun likewise ^uid, 'fhe eountry ol Oude belon'is to the king, and 
whether he Iium done well or bad as regards Uih own (Lioverninent, in huin not injured nr Inokeii faith 
wiUi tlie Kiigliah in any w’ay ; if the British ( jovernmenf dc*f hitiiu s a king who has e.ver been mi 
faithful to them, what uidejiendenl Nawab or Kajidi snh ^ *’ Fcji iIm' aiio’.e tiK'nlioned reasons, every 
sirdar wl»o had anything to lose', Iweaii to fear and sus|Met tin: British t ioverhinriit : but they felt they 
were helpless, having no army with whieli to resist, un<l so they rimaoH'd quiet, waiting for a favorable 
opportuiiitv to rise. 

The Reeling of the pe<jple of Oude became known to nn m the fnllowlng rnniiiier. 1 waa^'^ 
pro<^eoding to join the %Sikli regiment ('aptain Uattray was raising in the Punjaub, aini arrived at 
Cawnpore on the l-tlh March, lH.Wk On that dav the of (7ude also reac'hed (Vviipore on lita 

way to Calcutta. 1 remained at Cawnpore six clays, and liad frequrnt ijiter\iews with the king^a 
vakeels, courtiers, and servants. No one but bis own pc^iple ever saw the king. 'Hie prin< i|>al people 
of Caw uporc, and many of the native oftieers and ,sepciy.s from the regimeniH stationed at i'awnporCi 
had interviews with the vakccU and servants of the king. They were id! of opinioii that the (Joverii-* 
ment had opted unjustly in annexing the country of fJIuOe, and they all sym|Mtthised with (he king and 
hii sirdars. • i 

llie Akeel, or minister, of the Bithimr chief fthc Nanahaiiib, who is ao wei! known fc^r his perfidy 
andcraeitv) was present, and *uiid how d!:*|ilcaNedand angry Ids mevsterwaswitirthe British for annexing 
Oude. 

Tlic serai in which I had taken up my tcni|iorary abode, be<‘a;«ie Mi fed! uitli the king^a people 
and their visitors, tlml I wax eompeiit i ioJia\e it. f went and lived vitii iShaik Batuern, a aubailar 
in the sccomi company, Ut Native. Infantry. 1 learnt from this uflieer that the sepoys of his rcgiitifnt 
were all indignant at the King of Oude being iii»|K;ssessed of his kiie^dont, ah3 talked openly amongst 
tliemaelves as to the little faith that could be placed in Lite Kngiifdi after their treatment or the kitigi 
who hioiseU and his progenitors had bee n ho iaUltful to them. A hw days itflor thia 1 priic4!c<icd and 
join< ' VI V new corps at Inhere, and returned with it to Bengal, • 
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On the mnreh duwn, I bad lieard tliat the native infantry regiments at Barrackpore were 
be^inriinj; sliow symptoms of mutiny; so from tilin'- to lime I learnt all that 1 could of their 

))roee(’(lint»s, wliirh I duly reported to the eommandim^ oflii-er of niy regiirient. 

1 have no hesitation in asserting that the reliellion first eoiinneneed in Calcutta^ where the King 
of Oude was either a prisoner or under surveinuiiee. 

1'iie reason for the mutiny lireaking out at Cawnnoiv is tliis. As stated above, the King of Oude 
reaebed Caw n pore in Deeembcr, and stayed there twelve or fifteen days, and the inlmbiUmts 
uf Cuwiipore and the sepoys bud many opjiorluiiitics af jilanniiig mutiny and rebellion, llie annexa- 
tion i»f Oude, ill Hdditi<in t(j their other imaginary grievanees^ caused a universal disaffection 
tlirougbout the army, and from tliat time it deteriiiiiied upon mutinying. 

When the eouiitry of Punjaul) was taken by the llritish. a general order was issued that in every 
line regiment 'JOO Sikhs and l^unjauhee Mahoiiteduns were to he entertained. 

Many eommaiiding ottieers enlisted tlie required ininiher, some loO, sonic KKj, WJicn the Sikhs 
and Miiliomedaiis eaine f<ir enlistment, the commaiiding ollieers promised tliat they would never 
interfere with their hair and beards: on this stipnlatioii, the Punjauhee Mahoiiiedans, in purtieuhir, took 
serviee willingly. Some years afterwards a general order was issued by Oeiicral Anson, the lalo 
(kmimander-in-ehief, direeting the Mahomedans to rut their beards after a prescrilied fnsliioti. On 
this order being understood, (he Punjaiihees petit h ned their res|M!etive eommanding officers, saying, 
“ When we enlisted we were prumisM that our beards should not he cut, and we eannot and will not 
cut tliem.” ♦ 

This was rep<»rted by tlie eommanding officers to the C?omniander-iii-chief, hut his Kxcclleiicy 
would not listen t*) them, hut direcMed that the order should be carried out, and llint those who refused 
to subinif, were tt» he dismissed tlie service. Many Punjaub sepoys, rather than have their beards 
touelu'd, took llieir discharge and went to their homes. These men on the road bitterly epmplaiiicd 
how the eommanding ollieers had broken faith with them, and said there is no de|ieiKlen<‘c to he plaecd 
iqiou the Knglish ; tliey say <ine thing and <lo another. The lliiuJuostanec sepoys were aNo much 
disiilcased with this lu*ard-eutting order, ami with the way the Puiijaubees had been treated. Seiernl 
good men, wlio look their discharge on areount of iliis order, re-enlist4!d in this regiment, and 1 have 
often heard them talking about tins tirder, ami how tliey had lost so many years' service. 

In SeptiMiiber, 1 H.*; (I, a general order was issued, to the <dlVet that all ivernits hereafter enlisted 
must sivear tliat they would go wherever (lieir services were retpiireil. When the ohl sepoys heard 
of this order, they were much frightened and displeased; they said, “ Tp to this day those men wdio 
went to Affghanistan have not been re-udmitted to their caste ; how are we to know where the Kiiglish 
may not force us to go; they will he ordering us next Iti go to London.** As I liave said above, anv 
new order issued hy (iovernment is looked upon with iimeh siisjiieioii by tlic native army, and is miicli 
canvassed in every regiment. 

Jjiitely, the British (iovernment desired to introduce the Lnglish rille into the ranks of the native 
army, for this simple reason; this rifle can throw ahull with aecunicy some V(H) yar<ls, and cunsequcritly 
is much supeiior to the musket, h was of course given hy the (ioverimient with a view to save the 
sepoys’ lives in action, hut the natives of this country are such ignorant, bigoted fools, that tliey 
never will believe anything is intended for their good. Three depots were appointed for tlie purpose 
of teaching the new rifie exercise; one was stationed at Dum l)iim, one at Umballu, and one at 
Sealkofe ; one iiaik and four sepoys, one Kuropean uftn^er, one native otficer, and one havildnr were 
tube sent to learn the use of the new rifle. Among the sepoys sent there were many Bnihmiiis. 
When these men were learning, a Kalassie from Fort William went to the sepoys w ho were on duty 
at tlie tori, and told them that the cartridges of the new rifles w'ere. made up with the fat of row.s and 
jiigs, ami that if they bit tliese cartridges they would lose all caste. On hearing this, great suapicioa 
seized their luarts ; the Hraiiinius espeeinlly objected to t<nicli tlie.st'*cart ridges, but were told that the 
(iovernment would force them. When they saw the cartridges, they said, If we touch these 
cartridges we sliidl lose caste, s(» how’ can we put our teeth to lliem About thi.s time the men at 

Dum Dum wrote letters to all the other rcgiinents in the service. From reading these letters, the 
wlmlc army were imluecil ft) believe that the time was come when the (iovernment intended to force 
them all to Ohristiaiiity. All this was told me by the regiments at Dinapore. 

From this imperfect relation of facts, the (jovernmeiit will perceive that for the last sixteen years 
tl:e sepoys have been heeoiniiig more and more mutiiiuus. The diflerent orders, as above described^ 
viz., the messing together in jails, the remarks and prucluination of missionaries, the annexation 
of Oude, the swearing in of rei ruits to go wherever they were ordered, and the arrival of the new rifle, 
set the whole country and army mud. The chieftains and sirdars kept constantly telling the sepoys 
that it was better to die than to give up tlieir religion. For lliis reason alone, the lt>th Native Infantry 
at Rerhani|)ore inulinied, and when this regiiiieiit was ordered down to Calcutta to l>c disbanded, they 

i pive out w lierevrr they went that they were ninrlyrs to their religion : They said, We have lost our bread, 
nit have held fast our religion. The ( ioverniiicnt w'Riitcd us to bile the cnrtrhlges, and thus lose our caste, 
butw'c would not do it.” 'riiis was iiotliiiig but lies on their part, hecause the Ciovcrnmeiit never issued 
the new eartriilgcs to them at all ; the old blank cartridges that they liad been in the liabit of using 
were afcne issucil: no ntuv rifles hud been issued to any except to the depots, so why should the Govern- 
ment liave issued cartriHges? When the regiments at Meerut licanl that the 1 9th had been disbanded, 
for, as they thought, objecting to touch the now cartridges, tliey came to the determination to mutiny. 
Then the commanding officers heggn to pruinisc their men that they should never be forced to use tKe 
new rifle, but the sepoys w'ould not believe them, hut calleil them liars, firmly l>elieviiig what their 
coantryinen and comrades told them. At tliis time the whole were alike in a state of mutiny. 

'liie force at Meerut hdving mutinied, and numlereil as many officers as they could, went off to 
the King tif Delhi and proclaimed him king. They told him that the whole army bad thrown off 
their allegiimec tolhe British; and were now at his disposal, '‘*So now,” said the native officers, 



are our choaen and hereditary king : give tlie order, and we will make arrancementa to fight theae 
Kafira of English.’* 

The King of Delhi has had very little iiifen'oursc with the ivorld, and still leas with the native 
army, except latterly for treasonable purposes, but lie reailily believed what the trtiopa told him, and at 
unce proclaimed himself king, and preiwrations to fight were at once commenced. When tlie troops * 
at Cawnpefre bearri what waa golt'g on at IXdhi, they inutiiuod, and were ready to march to Delhi ; but 
the traitor, Nana Sahib, having taken up arms, persuaded thorn to stay with liim. The acta of cruelty 
performed by this fiend are now patent to the world. This wrefch lluiught that by tlus change 
of Govermnenta be would l>eixiine one of the magnates of the land. It w^aa he who ordered the 
se|>oy» to kill all the Europeans, tlieif wives, and their little ones. I ilon't think the sepoys would 
have killed their officers had the Nana Sahib not instigated them to do so, but in Hindoostan one man 
acts as his fellow does. 

In due course of time the regiments at Ditiapoie mutinied, and put themstdves under a Unjpoot 
Sirdar, Kooer Singh, of Jugdeespore. With tliese three rcgiiiuMita, Kooer Singh thought himself 
strong enough to defy the English, and he proclaimed himself Hajah of Shahabad (wliich title he 
retained lor about a week). At the time of tbislnutiny, I was with the head -cpiart era of iiiy corps at 
Patna, ami 1 did all in my {mwer to nreveni the sepoys from iiHitinyiiig, but U» no purpose; they 
looked always upon me as not one of tneir own brotherhoo^l. WJien I knew the lime had arrived for 
these regiments to mutiny, 1 reported the eireuinstnoee to my (Simmaiiding ollieer and the Coiiimis« 
sinner of 1’atna, Mr. W. Tayler, inul ihe^e geiith'ineii made tlu'ir arruiigemeiits to prevent the city 
of Patna Jrom rising. My early itirormaiion niiibled nil the EnroptMiis and their fitniilies to assemble 
at the CoinmiHsioiier’s Imnse, and all I did to show my loyalty, boili at Patna and Dinaporc, is well 
known to the authorities at those places, and douhtlens this hns been reportcil to tiu- (joveinment, us 
I have been handsomely rcwanle^l. 

It is perhaps needless for me to state that since the English came to Ilindooslun they hm culwaya 
l)een most particular in not interfering with tin* religion and the prcjmlifcs of ihc people; but in my 
humble opinion tliey have erri'd in oidy eidcrtnintiig higli rasl<* (M*oplc in tlicir army. I really lielievi* 
that had the inferior castes been eiitciiaiin'd, us is the praetitv in tin* Hombiiy uimv, tin* rebclliim 
never would have reached the height it lias done. What eun it signifx , ns long as a young man is 
of the requisite physique, whetlicr lie is of a high or low euster I believe bad tlie men of low I'listc 
been cntertniiied, lliey would bavc chine anything or gone anywberct tlie (fovernment desired, A 
mixture of ercnls is biglily t^ssenlud in tlie imtix’c army, to jireveiit di.stnrb.inrch. 

Another reason (and in my opinion u very .serious one) why the army beeaiin* mtitiiious and 
disafieeted, is this: promotion all went by seniority, and not as it ought, neeording to merit and 
proficiciiey. All the old men, from length of servi(*e, w<irth iiotliiiig as eomiiiiH.sioned <»r iion-eoinmis- 
sioned officers, nveixed promotion; wliiNt joungcr in<*n, in every nay tit, laiigiii.slied in their lines, 
saying, “ What use is there in us exerting ourselves ; wc eaniiot gel promotion until oiir turn eornes, 
and that time ean’t eoiiie until our heads are grey and our ipoiilhs toothless r** For this reason llm 
sepoys for the most part drew their pay and were careless with regard to their duty. The higher 
ranks of the native army from old ago alone were quite ineapac^iuted fioin doing their duty, even had 
they tlie will to doit. I state eonfideiitly that the gencTidity of the native olfi(»erH were an eneuiiilmmee 
to tlic State; imstead of coinmaiidiiig sepoys, the scqioys eonimaiided them, and IiisUmuI of the 
eoininissioiicd and non-commissioned ranks preventing the men from iiiulinving, they rulli(!r 
persuaded them to do so. 

I w'ill now endeavour to ONplaiii wliv the feelings and intrnfions of the sepoys did not hc<;orm^ 
known to tlicir EurojM'an officers. In former tinies flic offieeisi used to keep iiatixe woinen, and 
constantly had the native otlieer.s and sepoys in their soen’ty, and did more to ph‘iis«* them, 'riiCKC 
women exercised a good deal of inllueiiec in the regitnent. This was all in aeeorrlanee with the feeling 
of the .sepoys. By acting in tliis way the officers did good service, to the f iovrrmiieiit, hreanse they 
became better acquainted with the eliaroeter <if their men, and with xvhal was going on in the lines. 

In latter times this has not been the case. It up|H*:irH to mt*, the officers \iho have blMgap pointed to 
the sendee within the last twenty years, are better r dueated tlian the officers of formkr times were. 

I tliink more books have been published lately. Now the offiirrs marry English ladies, und tliere is 
less in common bctweim the officers and sepoys; of Infc years, the sepoys have not ronlided in their 
officers. The consequence of all this lias been, that when the iimfiny broke out, the officers were 
misinformed ns to its extent. ! Iiave been eirrr in the habit of keeping my eoinmanding ofliecr 
informed of all that r>ecnrs. If all native ortieers did likewise, the army could not mutitiv. 

I l>eg to state that in my opinion the natives of HindoosUin are only fitted for niilitiu or police, 
for this simple reason, that they are averse to serve lu any other eciuntry but. their own, for the 
Government must be well aware that no rcgifiient lias ever gone cm board shi)) without hliowing more 
or less di.scontent. 

In my opinion the Sontlmls would make excellent niaieriuls for Mildicrs. I have seen a great 
many kinds of men, but I have never Ijeforc seen men like th^ SoiiUiaU, who are of opinion that 
everything |he Almighty has been pleased to make must be gwd, an<l fvmseqiiently cat everyyitng : 
they ha\T no prejudices of ciiste or religion fight against; for this reason, I lonchide they would do 
anything and go anywhere the (iosernment deMre. It is true these men arc savages, but" they c ould 
l>e taught, •ven as other men are, for it is a w*ell'kiK>wn fact that eivilixatioii begets civilization.’' 

I consider that I ought to know' the fetdings of the late native army. In I7fi.1 my grandfather 
was in the service of the British, and in due course, beciarnc and di<jL|g|||iliadar. ^My father w'as boui 
ill the army, and uccom|Miniod it cverx'whcre imtti he became a man!^We |!ntcfedf the service in mtll, 
and died a sultadar in IA.3.1. 1 was necustomed hear of former limes from his own Itp^ From tins 

time of my birth 1 ithcoiniMnied my father wherever his regiment went, and ip hi« regiiqcnt I wan 
enlisted. Both my grandfather and father, as well as myself, were in the same cc/rps. 1 rose to be 
baviidar*major of my regiment; and then through the interest of Captain llatiroy htid the goiKl fortunq 
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No. 49.

I HAVE the honor to forward, for your information, the accompanying copy of a 
petition, from Nawab «lan .Fi.4han Klian Bahacloor, praying for a recognition of bis 
services iliiriiig the rebellion of 1 857, together with a copy of the resolution recorded 
thereon. 

2. You will observe that, in consideration of the conspicuous loyally of Nawab 
Jan Fislian Khan, and his eminent services to the British Government, the pension 
of 1,000 rupees per mensem, wliioh the Nawab now enjoys, is to be continued 
in perpetuity to the lineal heirs male of his body lawfully begotten ; and that, as an 
additional reward, the proprietary right, in confiscated villages, assi^ssed at 10,000 rupees 
per annum, is to be conferred on the Nawab, with remission ont>-lialf revenue for his 
life, and of oiie-(iuarter revenue for two generations, on (*omli(ion of loyal behaviour and 
active S4Tvice in any tiiui* of troul)le or disorder. 

•‘b The ( Jovernmeiit of the North-Western IVovinees have been reipiesttul to cause 
eonliscated villages, to the above value, to be selected in the district of Meerut for 
presentation to Nawab Jan Fisbafi Kban Itabadoor, on the foregoing conditions. 

4. An extract from the General Order by the Governor-General in rouncil, in the 
Military Department, dated 5th November lust, rendering to Nawab Jan Fishan 
Khan the thanks of the Governor-General in Council for his servicesi before Delhi, is 
inclosed.

Meerut, 

Most. tte?i poet fully sluswetli, 

'IMIAT your pelitiouev bej;H to hlute that the ileeds of bravery, i^c., performed liy your petitioner 
ilurina the Ciibul war, and Ins fidelity to the British (iovenmient, were apparent to all the officers 
>vho were present at the cuinpai:;ii, but. to recall these events to ineinory he begs to relate a few particu- 
lars which Jiii[)|>cncd during thiit period. 

'Wlien the ehiefN of tlie countries adjacent to C'abul were liostile and prf|>ared to encounter tlie 
British army. Sir William Macna^hteii, Anciit to the (tovenior-CieneiMl, ap|K)intod your petitioner to the 
coininiind of the A%huii army, on the side of the Bntisih,nnd sent him. in company with Sir Alexander 
Burnes and .Shalr/adnh "riiiumr Shah ami their troopa to Kohistan, where your petitioner chastised those 
eliiefs severely for their ]iervcrseness by overthrowing many of their fort^, and hrought them to subject 
thern.solves ui^aiii to the British rule, f<>r which actions the title of Jan Fishan Khan was conferred 
your petitioner. 

Suhsev)Uonily, when Ameer Dost Mahomed Khan escaped from the Shah uf Bokliara\s prison, 
and arrivotl at Kohistan, and colleetcd the di!MH>nteiitcd chiefs of that place, and raised an anny of 
25,0(1<) men, then also Sir William Mariiaghteii ordereil me to go with Sir William .Alexander Buraes 
and ShuliKadah Tiinour Shah to Zillali Pindar, where your petitioner srattcred, discomfited, and 
nuited Dost Mahome’d Khan's army, and brought f>ver the other chiefs to the British side : after whicli 
Mahomed Afriiil Khun, son of Post Mahomed, again encountered the British army with his troops 
and your |H'tilioner was woiindod, and .\fzul Khan’s {army was cn'erthrown, whereU|)on tlic title ;;«f 
HaharkKir was (Muiferred ufion your iHHitioner, and Ameer Dost Mahomed Klian gave himself up to 
Sir AVilliiim Macna^hten, and was imprisuiiod and sent to llindostan to Calcutta. 

Again, when the chiefs of Caluil collected together uiianiinouHly in one body and arrived at 4Nthul 
Kboord with a iiuiiiorou.s army aiul^^looked up the eoinmunieatioii of the British Government, then 
your petitioner eneounteitMl and diset>tnfit<Hi^hem ntul restored the I'omiauiiication. After jtliis, when 
these chiefs hesiegci|p’ie fort of Cahul, where your petitioner was with the other British ofiicen at that 
time located, he nssisT^I them materially with provisions, tS^e., on account of which assistance Mahomed 
Uklnir Khnn had three Imithcrs and a son of your |ietilioncr’s executed, and had all the estates, landed 
property, &c., of your petitioner confiscated and his eastlc Overthrown. 

^ ^ When the British army left the fort ufCabui, your |>etitioher escapeil and hid himself amongst 
mountains, and when the British army alone was sent towards Cabul, your |)etitioner collected 500 
horsemen, ai^d in a night attack toi)k the fort of Sheoky, and liad the satisfaction of releasing all the 
British ot$iX'rs tjliat Mahomed Ukhur Khan had imprisoned, via., Colonel Troop, Eldrcd Piittinger 
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Mojor Drummond, Mrs!V||^«nftie, and Messrs. Francy and Travel ; according to the above liatnoe 
seventeen ladies and gcntlS^jjji V^ere imprisoned, whom your {letitioncr released and brought U)em to 
the place called Bood Kiiak, whereupon General Pollock and (jeneral Sale brought your ^titionerto 
Ilindostan, and presented him to Loid EllenlMirough at Ferocepore, and explained to him all the aervices 
your petitioner had done for the benefit of the British, ^'hereupon Lord Ellenborough conferred a 
]>eiision of J, QUO rupees per niimsem on your petitioner, l)esides tlm 1,000 rupees tier menacm was ordered 
to remain fn ho]ies of other kipidncsB, Then your jictitioner, after living L*abul with his whole family, 
came to reside at Kardliaoab, and tvith diflicujty and misery brought up my family and carried on my 
expenses. Your iietitiotier now to relate, for your'Loniship’a informatioii, that the pension 
granted to him is barely sufficient, as above mentioned, with ectinomy to supjiort him and bu tafge

The services of your petitioner to the British Government during the late outbreak in the field of 
Delbl^with various Imttles fought against the reliels, are, he thinks, well known to Government, lie 
was present all tiie time, witli all his relations, at the ])elhi war. 1 need not trouble vour Lordship 
with any d^ails, as the despatches of Maior->General Sir Arehdale Wilson have afready reaclieti 
your Lo^ship ; but be may be permitted to observe that if every jogheerdar and pensioner had behaved 
ns your petitioner behaved, then the mutineers could not have withstooil the British Govcrniiient for a 
single month. Your petitioner now liegs" to state, for your Lordship’s information, that the pension 
also may lie considereii, and begs to draw your Lordship*s uUeiition to tlie fact that he lias grown a^d 
and fcehle, and has no other means of supporting himself liesides his pension : ho therefore solicits tnat 
the pension, so kindly granted to him, may lie perpetuated in his family from generation to generation, 
in order tliat after his death his family may not live in want, hut have something to support them 
in a respectable {Kisition, and that for his generous fidelity during the late rebellion h jagheer perpetually 
may be conferred u|ion him. Your petitioner also begs to stale that the jagheers whiem Mw# Iweii con* 
fiscated from th^ that have octech ungratefully, and from those provinces may lie conferred on yout 
petitioner. Mjrfair services and gratitmle may tie considered properly by your Lordship, andocoord- 
iiigly iny faniily’s^upporthtion made, by which I hope your l^ordshtn will gain a name through the 
stations of Ilindostaii, and may lie granted according to your hmUli ip’s name ; and whenever your 
IM'titionor’s services lie required, will sacrifice bis bloofl for the British Government and fulfil his duties 
<»rdercd. 

For which kindness your liordship’s humble sen'ant shall ever pray for long life, wealth, healtli 
and prosperity.

Fishan Khan Bahadoor, and his eminent services to the British Govcrimieiit, the pension of 
ruiwes per mensem, which the Nawab now enjoys, shall lie continued in fierpeiiiity to the lineal heirs 
mme of his liody lawfully liegotten ; and that, as an otldilional rew ard, the proprietary right in confis- 
cated villages assessed at 10,000 rupees per annum, shall be conferred on the Nawab, with remission 
of hidf revenue for his life, and of quarter revenue for two generations, on condition of loyal beliaviour 
and active service in any time of trouble and disorder. 

Ordered that the Government, North-West Provinces, be requested to cause confiscated villages to 
'Revalue above indicated to lie selected in the district of Meerut, or other suitable locality, for 
presentation to the Nawab Jan Fislinn Kban Bahailoor on the foregoing coiidiliotis, and to submit 
liercafter the names of the said villages, and of the Perguntiah and district in which they may lie situate, 
together with the amount of revenue assess^ upon each, with a view t<i the preparation of a suniiud 
securing to the said Nawab the proprietary right thereof. 

Ordered, furtlier, tliat the uavemment, North-West Proyrtres, be request^ to intimate to the 
officers 8f au^t and oocount in the North-West Provinces that the life pen4i|jn of 1,000 ruMes now ^ 
enjoyed by Nawab Jon Fishan Klian has lieen extended to the heirs rool^f htf Ixidy lawfully togoiien 
in perpetuity, subject to the condition described in tlie resolution. 

Oideml that, meanwhile, a copy of Uie resolution lie transoiittod^ to Nawab Jen Fishan Khan 
Bahadoor for information with reCeie^ to his {letition.
